T was, undoubtedly, a good Sentiment in 
*h e Collector of this Learned WorJ$i 
SsK ^ to 218 well as a Difcourfe pfc 

Zjt&flyooJ in. general, a Treat ife of all 
&&&&&%& the feveral Orders that , have prevail’d ify 
. other Parts of the . World y for thefe in 
their Rife and Institutions, having* a relative Senfe to 
the particular Subject he was to illuftrate, ifeemed to 
afford him a very good Opportunity of doing it, 
building on fo convenient a Foundation. 

I fhaU therefore, (tho* much more confin’d to bre- 
vity) follow the fame Method, making it fefve as £ 
proper Introduction ; there being many Things fn the 
voluminous Original, which I conceive may with lefif 
Inconveniency be difpencM with. 

lx was a conftant Maxim in all welhregulated Go- 
vernments,, to {jive a juft Encouragement to Merit, andt 
this by proportioning Rewards to the Service aone $ 
for Merit muft be : fuppos?d to cotiflft in the Perfor- 
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ioanetf of fome Vertuous or Heroick Aftion, direfted, 
for the publick Good : And as Vertue is either Mili- 
tary or Civil, fq the Distribution of Rewards is diffe- 
rent 3 either by bcftowing Degrees and Titles of Ho- 
nour, or by Donations of Weald* 3 fo that in either 
Conftruftion, Vertue may have its proper and fui table 
Reward. 

But the proper Reward of Military Vertue, is Ho- 
nour : (to which diftinft Head this Work is confin’d.) 
Honour, which Ariftotle calls the Greateji of exteriour 
Goods : And being an Objfeft of a nobler Ambition 
than the Accumulation of Wealth, is principally the 
Aim of that Vertue wc understand by Valour 3 which 
fprings from more generous Spirits, and hath been the 
conftant Foundation of railing Men to the higheft 
Eminence of Glory, and fuperiour Dignity. 

But that Fame might not lofe it felfin an unbounded 
Notion, it t^as at length thought fit to reduce Honour 
into Foiim and Order, -by in vetting the Perfim meriting 
with fome particular Title or Appellation of Excellence^ 
(the Original of all ^Job|li|y 5 5 of which Knighthood, 
as it hath been accounted the moft fuitable Reward 
to fht greateft Vertue, fo it hath been efteemed the 
chief and primary Honour among many Nations. 1 

The Romans held Honour and Vertue in that Ettcentf* 
that they deify ’d, and dedicated Temples to them: 
They made them fo contiguous in their Situation, that 
there was no other Paflage to that of Honour, but thro* 
the Temple of Vertue, myfticaliy admonifning, that 
„ Honour was not to be attained by any other Way. 

In feveral of the Roman Coins we fee Honour and 
Vertue rqprefented together in one Reverfe, and in one 
Medal 3 the Face of Honour fo fhadqws that of Vertue, 
that but a little of it appear^ Honour beingthe more iBuJlri- 
pm of the two 5 and where we behold any Perfon outwardly 
adorned with it t we are to judge him inwardly endued with 
Vertue^ jnafnmch m Honour is his due , and jujlly bejiowed 
Igonhtm.' 

4 . a. |n tracing the Original of Knighthood, we are 
not fo vain to fay, with the Trench , that, $. Michael wa^ 
th ofremier Chevalier 3 yet thqs much we may aflert, that 
*tis near as ancient as Valour and Heroic Vertue, not- 
withstanding the Ceremonies and Circumftances pf it 
have varied according to feveral Ages and Nation? : Anil 
therefore, wit£ much Probability, we map derive the 
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Original of Military Honour from the Troians and 
Gretas j among whom> as Knights of great Renown, 
were HeBtr , Troihu, JEneat, Antenor , Agamemnon , Me- 
odtus, Beletts, Tydeus, &C. And thus Homer ufes the 
Woti rrmK, in the lame Senfe as Eques was afterwards 
among the Latins.

’Mong whom thiuj J^efior fpale, that honour’d Knight. 

f. 3. Upon a mote fubftantial BafU we fha.ll defcend 
to the Romans ; among whom, in the very Infancy of 
their Military Glory, a Society of Knights was inftituted, 
immediately after tneir Union with the Sabines. Romulus 
inrolled Centuries tres Equhum , three Centuries of 
Knights, out of the chiefeft Families, whom he ap- 
pointed to be his Life-guard, and called them Cleres, ' 
from their A&hrity and Difpatch in Martial Affairs. 

T arquhtius Prifcus made an Addition to thefe Centu- 
ries ; the like did Stroms TulBus, who ordained, that 
thole who Ihould fucceed in that Body, Ihould be 
defied e» cenfu , via. from a condderable and certain' 
Valuation of their Eftates, who had the greateft Cenfe, 
and were of the.moft Noble Families, lays Dyonyf. Ha- 
Beam. And loon after, the Equellrian Clafs began to be 
formed and conflituted one of the three Orders of th« 
Commonwealth, which were thus rant’d, according to 
Livy : Senates, Ordo Equejhrn tv Plebs$ which in the Ro- 
mo** Literal Notes is fet down after this Manner : . 
CON. SEN. E r ORD. P. Q. R. And forafmuch as ( 
t]iis Degree is placed between tEe Patricians , or Senators, ’ 
and the Plebeians , it anfwers exactly the State of our 
Knights between the Nobility and Commonalty : And' 
from this Order, to the Height of Nobility which refided 
in the Senators, was the Way prepared $ Junius Brutus 
being the frrft who was railed to a Senator from the 
Equeftrian Order. 

It tbs a ConHitiftion, as old as Tiberius's Reign, that 
none Ihould be admitted, unlels Free-born, or a Gentle-' 
man lor three Generations; and, indeed, for a long 
Time pone were elected Knights but the beft Sort of 
Gentlemen, and Perfons of Extra flion, as was the il- 
luftrious Mcecenas. 
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At avis regdsus ortns efue r $ Mart. 


who afpired no higher, not out of any Incapacity of 
attaining greater Honours, but that heddSred them not,' ' 
fays Paterculus c let at length, thro*. Corruption of 
Times, Plebeians and Freedmen being too frequently re- 
ceived into this Degree (too near a Parallel 1 among the 
Knights of this Age) occafion’d their Power to grow 
lefe and iefs, ’till if Ihrunk te nothing 5 fo that the Pla- 
ces and Offices of Judges which they before had execu- 
ted, became conferrajne upon the Publicans. And when. 
Cicero was Gonful,rf»»a ah urbe conditi 6$ 9 , the Equeftrian . 
Order flood in need of Re-eftabli£hment, whereupon 
they were thep incorporated into that Commonwealth . 
in the third Degree, all Ads paffing in the Name of the » 
Senate, the People of Rome, ana the Eqpejbian Order. 

' They often enjoy’d Abroad the Government offeveral. 
Provinces, whereof Egypt had this peculiar to itlelf, 
that none of the Senators were admitted, hut only thofe . 
of the Equeftrian .Ordej:, whole Decrees Auguflus com-, 
tnanded to be bad in like Regard, as if the Magiftrates .. 
of Rome , or Kings, Confuls, or Pnetors, had pronoun- 
ced them. t r .. 

As a Mark of Eminence , they had the Titles of- 
Splendidi and IUuflres beftowed upon them, and feme- ! 
tpnes have been called maft facred Knights. , , ) 

And befides other Privileges, they had Seats with the 
Senators in the Circus Maximus $ apa by the RoCcian Law* 
fit next them ip the Theatres : They had likewifi z\ 
College called Collegium Eqsutum i and Temples were 
dedicated to the Goddefi Fortune , under the Title of 
Eaueftri Fortune, 


Having fhewn the Dignity and JJqoqucs^ of the E? 
queftrjan Order among the Romans , wc /half pow touch. 
tu>on the Degrees of Knighthood which hav^ b^en* 
rerfonal, and may be comprehended upd^the Modern* 
Title qf Eept.it es Aunati, or Milites Sifupiices, ; (asdiflip- 
guifh’d from the feveral Orders of Chivalry,’ inftituted- 
f p'Chriftendom. ) In the Circumftance of whof; Ccea* . 
tion we confefi, nothing in the Roman Qrdo Eque/fat 
hath place, tho* that mig& be the Groupdand Originals 
of the Dignity, and one common End in both, namely,; 
the Purfuit of ftfilitary Exploit, and Service in the 
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.% 4* Or the Bqpeesof Khighthood. WefbtHfhft 
of the Momrtans, i. e. Knights begirt with the Military 
Qitdle, ? Cuftom devolved to the Germans and Gauls 
6m ancient Times, and from them to After-Ages. 

Henry fyebmwt notes, That the late Emperors te m f tr rtd 
fie Dignity afKtugbtbaad vith the Mfamj Girdle mftead if 
all ether Arms, heeaufe that Parrmm^tmem among# them 
gftjeth, fubpmrtdthi. and adariteih the ref $ whence Seldttt 
Calls this Girding die moft efieatial part of the Cere- 
mony. ■ Nor do We find among the various Ceremonies 
of fotigfiikeod any that have Continued fo conftant ih 
Practice; as the endowing with Girdle add SWord, Or- 
tutnents proper to the Dignity and Maritt ofHonoat and 
Vartat, with which the Scant es and Portraitures of 
freight^ on their Gravc-ftones have been adorned. 

Foa as at tiaa, Dty KnigSts.nrt ftyled Eqnket Aneati, 
(tom the Golden Spurs, heretofore put on at their 
Creation, fo were they more anciently Snpde Miletati 
dmtati, in tefpcS, when any one wm Knighted, he was 
wot only /mitten with the Swdrd* hut inverted with 
Stroud sodlielt, yet attain'd at the creating our Knights 
of the Bath , , tr tiiC old Formulary thus hath it j 

Clfen ffle tltts of great jfatiour tahe tJje 
IMdwtV, Cfqutte t&erctmtf). 

Secondly, The BadrAiserei or Knights Batchelors, are 
to he COt\4der*d, who are Indifferently (Ivied ChevdHtPf* 
MUns, Rome es Auratl, fcnd Knights. This Degree is truly 

acMtiUtea the firft of all Military Dlgpfty, and thf 
Foundation of all Honours in our Nation, and is deri*- 
*ed from, if not the fame with that , immediately pre- 
ettfring. For as the Ceremony of a genfle Touch on 
the Shoulder Vrifh the flat Side of the Sword hath been 
fince ufed, inflfead of girting with' the Swoiti and, Belt, 
Specially in Times of War, or mJTafte) asanlnitia- 
tiM-ierothe Military Order* fo'onthe contrary, it is 
not unufiial now adays, for the Prince, at leaft Gladio, 
if not Cingnto donate} foe he oftentimes beftows the 
Bwefd upon the Perfon he Knighteth . . ’ 

lifonus gives therii the Epithet Awrati, from the Pri- 
vilege of wearing Goldupon their Swords and Spurs, 
omitting ThraqueFs fattciful Diftirittiori between "Mites and 
Kanes Autatus, who allows the former to fignify a Knight 
Noble befoito, and the other to denote one whom we 
call a Knight and no Gentleman, or applicable to the 
Neapafitan Gentlemen, ( ufually called Cavalier? ) who 
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are all ftyled Eqnites, tho’ they never hate attained the 
Knightly Dimity. 

The third Sort were Knights Banerets, who fe well de- 
fer v’d in the Wars, that they were afterwards permitted 
' to ufe VexiUnm quadratum, a fquare Banner, whence they 
were called Eqmtes vexMarii , or Chevaliers a Buniere from 
the Dutch Banerheere , LordorMafter of the Banned 

Camden conceivca this Tide firft de vis’d by K. Edward 
in Recompence of Martial Proweft $ a Recital of which 
Dignity is mention’d in a Patent ao R. $. to John Cut}* 
i land, for his Service, in taking D<ruW King of&orjPri* 
loner* But it was much more ancient with us, as well 
as in France $ and they had particular Robes, and other 
Ornaments given them from the Grown; ad apparatus* 
juum proenilitia, tanquam pro Bamerettk, a Rege jufripienda, 
&c. viu ad mum Tunieam , &c. after which is fet down 
the particular Robes, and other Ornaments appointed 
for nis Creation, 

To fhew this Dignity yet more ancient, there is the 
Evidence of a Writ in ft Edw . $d’s Time, for fumiihing 
. Thomas Bardolf with the Robes of a Baneret. It is an Ho* 
nour efteemed the laft among the Greateft, vk. Nobilitum 
tAajorum, or the Firft of the Second Rank $ and is placed 
in the Middle between the Barons and the other Knights} 
in which refped the Baueret may be called Vexdlarius 
minor, as if he were the lefler Banner-Bearer $ to the End 
he might be io differenced from the Greater, namely 
the Baron, to whom the Right of bearing a fquare 
Banner doth belong. 

But there are fome remarkable differences between 
thefe Knights and Knights- Batchelors ; as in the Occa* 
lions and Circumftances of their Creations, the Baneret 
being not Created, ttnlefs at a Time when the King’s 
Standard is ereftcd, and that he bears his own Banner 
in the Field ; whilft the Knight-Batchelor follows tliat 
which is anothers. 

This farther difference is oblerved between them, 
that the Kmght-Baneret had fo many Gentlemen his Ser- 
vants at Command, as that he could raife a Banner, and 
make up a Company of Soldiers to be maintained at his 
Table, and witn his own Pay : But the Kwgbt-Batcbehr 
had not fufEcient for this, and therefore marched under 
the Banner of another 5 and the Wages of the Baneret 
were double. 
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Nfxt to thefe, we are to mention Knight* of the 
Bari, which is a Degree that hath the Inveftiture and 
Tide of Knight, with an additional Denomination, 
thrived from Part of the Ceremony of bis Creation. 
Iris the general ifeceiv’d Opinion, that our K. Hen . 4. 
frft inftituted thefe Knights, which is juftify’d by Sir, 
John FroiJarJ, who lays he created 4 6 of them at his 
Coronation, chufing them from fuch, as were either 
his favorites, or had pretensions to it from their per- 
fonal Merits, or Services. 

But if the Ceremonies and Cirdumftances of their 
Creation be well coniider'd, it may be inferred, that hi 
rather reftor’d the ancient way of making Knight*, thad 
Inftituted them 5 and confcquently that the Knights 
of the Bath % are really no other than Knirhts-Batchelors $ 
that is, liich as are created with thole Ceremonies, 
wherewith &•#* hts-Batchelors were formerly created by 
Kcdefiafticks : out fome of them having been laid afide, 
were then brought again into Ofe, and made peculiar 1 
to this Decree, and fince continued to them upon fome 
folemn ana great Occauon. 

At the firft View they look like a diftinfr Order of 
Knighthood $ but cannot be fb accounted, becaule they 
have no Statutes aftigned them, nor are in Cafe of Va- 
cancy fupply’d, (the Eflentials of diftind Orders) nor 
do they wear their Robes beyond the Time of that Oc- 
cafion upon which they were created ; as chiefly, the 
Coronation of a King or Queen, the Creation of a Prince 
of Wales , , Duke of York and the like ; whereas alfo 
their Number is uncertain, and always at the Pleafure 
of the King. 

Favime calls them Knights of the Crown, becaufe, to 
diftinguifb them from Efquires, they wore upon theiS 
Left Shoulder an Kicutcheon of Black Silk embroider’d 
with three Crowns of Gold ; but therein he miftakes, 
for they nevef ufed only a Silk Lace, and the Jewel they 
wore was made 6t Gold, containing three Crowns, with 
this Motto Tfpa junSain una , hanging down under the 
left Arm at a Carnation Ribbon worn drofs the Body. 

Tifis leads uato the Degree of Baronets, who feenl 
allied to Knighthood, by having granted them the Ad- 
dition of Sir to be let before their Names: But this 
gives them not the Dignity of Knighthood $ nor cart 
they properly be ftyled Knights, until tl\cy be actually 

Knighted* 
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, It is a Degree erefted Anno 9. Joe. 1 aqd the Geuit 
made Sy Letteri Patents under the Great Seat of 1 ®£g- 
la»J. It is Hereditary to them, and the Heirs Mali of; 
their Bocjies lawfully begotten, for ever $ and by 1 * 
fubfequent Decree ot the faid King, Precedence is* 
granted to them before all Banerets, ; except Tuch as 
Should be made' by ^he King under his' Standard, dif 
play’d in an Army Royal in open War, and the King 
personally prefent, and next to and immediately after, 
the younger Sons of Vifcount and Barohs. ' j 

The Ground for erecting this Degree was partly* 
Martials for tho’ tKemfelves were not enjoined perfonal 
Service in the Wars, yet each Baronet was to maintain' 
thirty Foot Soldiers for three Years in treladj, after the ; 
rate of Eight Pence per Day, for the Defence of th^f 
Kingdom, and chiefly to fecure the Plantation oft lifter.' 
' They were at leait to be defeended from a Grand- 
father, on the Father’s Side, that bore Arms, andhad! 
a Revenue of 1000 l . per Ann. or Lands 6f old Rents 
of equal Value with fooo /. per Ann. of improved Lands, 
or at leaft two Parts of three of fuch Efi^tein Pofleflion 
the other third in Reverfon Etfpe&knt upon one Life* 
held only in Jointure. / . . 

The Year after, King James L added fome new Pri- 
vileges and Ornaments', viz. to Knight thofe already 1 
made that were no Knights \ and the Heirs hereafter of 
every Baronet fhould, at the Age of One and Twenty 
Years, receive Knighthobd 5 like wife that all Baronets 
might bear in Canton, or in an Inefcutcheon, the Arms 1 
qfUlfter 5 .and farther, to have place in the Armies of 
the King in the Grofs, near about the Royal Standard. 

Since the Inftitution .of Baronets in England, 

/ have been made divers in Ireland after the like Form ; 
And the Knighti of Nova Scotia in the Weft-Indies were, 
ordained in Imitation of Baroness in England by the laid 
King James, A. D, 1612. for the Planting that Coun- 
try by Scotch Colonies, and the Degree made likewife 
Hereditary. 

These latter wear an Orange Tawny Ribbon as their* 
Radge, to diftinguifh. theta from other Knights $ and it 
appears, there was an Intention, 1627. to move his 
then Majefty, that all Baronets and Knights Bachelors 
might wear Ribbons of feveral Colours, fome Badge 
or Jewel, in fuch Sort as did the Knights of iheBatb,' 
to diftinguifh the one from the other : But that Matter 
dropt. n j§ 5, We 
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f j. Wk fhaUnojv ob/ervethe Ktytpology of Ejue f i 
J&ltsy Chevalier, Ritter, and Sir. The GredansnaA a Ira* 
of Honour equivalent to the Signification of Bq*ts id 
ttie Tatin, from tquusl’m Hprfe, becaufe 1 one Part of 
the Ceremony, wnfreb^ flii* Honour became coaftf* 
red. Was the eiviM of an ftorie }' or bpianife having 
an Jforfe at the ftibljdc . Ourge,’ they received the 
Stipend of an Horfeman t 0 ferve in the Wars, Horferf 
being Syrtibols of War, 5W/o atmantuY equl. It is tot 
Be noted, That the Degree of Knighthood in the Dia<* 
lefts of pther Nations nath rhe fame Derivation ? Fqt 
in jl\e french, a Knight is called Chevalier $ in the Ger* 
mawj HiJder, or Ritter , q. d. R idef-, lb the Ghejlagr m 
Ridder js-jnterpreted, The dubbed Knight ; in the Italian , 
it is'i Cayag/iero $ in the old Britijh, hjlorfhtg j cOncernftie 
which, neat one of Jeffery Chaucer's Scholar*.

Seldm obferves Mks to-be equivocate and! that in<thw 
old feo^al Laws of tfie Empire it fignify 'd a Gehtl&nan, 
a£ the ^ord.Gentlemari is fignify’d in Nobiln $ and with 
us it hath been frequently uved to denote both Gentle- 
men, and Knights $ for MUitrs denotes Gentlemen, 
or great Freeholders, and ndt dubbed Knights, viu 
ihch Who hold by Knights Service from a iLord oF

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ft :Mannour, and fuch who arc chofen from the feveral 
Counties to fejve in the High Courts of Parliament. 

Miles, even m the Saxon Times, denoted fometimes a 
Dignity. But about the Year 104.6, becomirig a Title 
of Honour, it is fioce trioft. generally, appropriated to 
Perfons who have, received Knighthood correlpondbnt' 
XnEqnes and Chevalier, tho’ indeed lefs proper ; in regard. 
Knighthood is the Dignity of Horfemanfhip, and the 
Tenure of Lands by Knights Fees -here in England, 
anciently called Regale Seryitium , is in trath Horle Ser- 
vice i and the Tenants fuch as lerved the King on 
Horfeback in Wars, are Gentlemen atleaft (if hot of 
Noble Extraction/) 

Minfiew fays, tne Equites, which heretofore followed 
and accompanied the Emperor, are, in the German 
Tongue, called Knechtes , that is. Servitors, or MinifterS 5 
but Camden fays, Knecht, in Saxon Cniht, was in far more 
ancie'nt Times accepted as an honorary Tide} and, 
amoifg the old Germans , ficnify’d a Perfon arm’d with 
Sp<iir and Lance, (the Entigns df their Knighthood) 
as in After- Times fuch were, among other Nations, 
adorned with a Girdle and Belt,-fince called Equites 
4ftr«ri, and fometimes limply Mihtes. 

Thu Addition Sir to the Names of all Knights Bane* 
rets, Knights of the "Bath, and Batchelor Knights, pro- 
nounced at the Time when they are created, with this 
Compellation : -drife, Sir John,- or Sir Thomas, «vr. is 
accounted Parcel of their Style, which the Banerets en- 
joy by virtue of a Claufe .in their- Patent. It is a Con- 
tkafhon of the Old French Sire, taken for Seigneur, or. 
Lard, from the Greek, *»*»©•• But how it came to be 
firfll given, we cannot find ; neverthelefs, our Snglijh 
Writers have bellowed it upon the major Part of the 
Nobility,, after they had been received into the Order 
of Knighthood > and in the Life of St. Thomas Becker, 
written about the Time of King Edv>. 1. we meet with 
the Tide prefix’d to the Names of the four Knights, 
who flew the faid St. Thomas. 


, f . 6. The Enfigns of the Equeftrian Order among 
die Romans, by which they were made, was a Publick 
Horfe, or a Gold Ring ; yet ftill, to thofe who - had 
Equeftrian Cenfe, the Horfe was the ancienter Badge; 
of the two i but when thro’ the Multitude of theie 


Knights no Publick Horfes were afligned, but to fuch, 
who were ready to enter upon Military Service, and to 
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fight 
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in the Legions, fuch were called Legionary Knights, 
to diflinguifh mem from the reft, who had only receiv’d 
the Honour of a Gold-Ring 5 for they were not ajf 
employ’d in Waft. 

Tam Cenfor {after die Inllitution of that Office ab 
mbecondita, $10.) and afterward* the Emperor, were 
the Perfons who bellowed this Squus ’Militarily or Pub- 
Beaty as it was called from the Annual Allowance, to' 
keep him, which they gave unto thole of known Ver> 
toe and approv’d Life, compelling him to lerve in the 
Wars, tho’ againft his Will } (hut in the more ancient 
Method of Eledion, Conftraint was not uied.) Anq 
upon Negligence in the Care of thefe Horles, or any 
Blenu/h, Reproach, or Infamy, or Lois of Patrimony, 
in the Knights, the Horles were not only taken away* 
hut the Knights wholly disfranchis’d, . Rojinus laving 
down the Manner and Oder uled in eje&ing iiich 
Knights, adds, A Recital being made of all the Knights that 
•were inrtUed, thefe whofe Names he omitted, •were thereby un- 
dtrftood to be depriv’d of that dignity. 

When they had lerved in the wars the Time appoint- 
ed by Law, it was the Cuftom to lead their Horles by 
die oridle into the Forum, before the Duumvirs [Cen- 
fors ,3 and giving an Account Under whom and what 
Generals or Captains they had ferved p they were-, 
thereupon difinined from farther Service m the Wars $' 
An Example whereof Plutarch relates to have been given 
by Pom fey himfelf 

-But whereas among the Raman Inlcriptions. we find 
Kquo publico honoratus donatut, omatuty an iexornatut, Inch, 
is not to be conftrued to be of Equeftrian Dignity, but 
ooly to have received the pramia militaria, with which 
the Emperors uled to recompenfe fome particular Ex- , 
ploit, by the Honour of fuch a Gift, according to Sat - , 
mafias . E qums Publicus , by a wondrous, neverthelels 
an accuftom’d Speech, among the Romans, is the Knight, 
fui tqsso publico Mtret. And qui equo publico donatut , the 
other delerving Perfon. , 

As to the Ring : In Gtnefit we read of Pharoah's taking 
off his Ring and jputring it upon Jofepk's Hand. When 
they came in Fafhjon with the Romans, the Senators at 
firft wore Iron ones, which were accounted the Enfign 
of Military Vertue, received upon a Publick Account. 
Howbeit, in Pro cels of Time, when Gold Rings were 
drawn into Ufe, none but Senators and Knights had 

them* e 
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them. The Difference among the Rings of the fix*? 
Orders in the State t#ere t a$.LjY^w obferves, Gold Ringp 
ftt With precious Stones were given to the Senators ^nr 
if ; Plain Rings Without Stones to' tiieJC nights, an^

This the Lombards, thfiFranhj, am} 9M 
Country-men, all defending out of G*rm*#y, ufec^and 
was to us (in the Opinion of Sir Hen . fyelmm ») fh# 
Foundation of the Knightly Order* I\^ch tike tho 
ancient Germans was the Cuttom pf making Knightf 
amonjr th $ lriJL : And F^vinc notes thf ;Sbpeld apd Lance 
were the proper Arms appertaining to a French Knight* 
which Enquires, Armigevs, carried always after their 
Matters, Shields *md Scutes (as they are ; vulga fly called) 
/. Equeftrian Targets, inclining .49 .p n Oval, nq% 
Shields or Bucklers of Foot Soldiers. 

Another Enfign and Ornament of Knightly Hppour 
is, the Cingulum militare . or Balteus, which? Varro. £iy* 
is Tufcan, lignifying a military Girdle, which w^re 
garnifhed with great Buckles, Studs, Rings of PWG 
Gold, to fhew their Dignity and Power in military Com^ 
mands 5 and with fuen a Belt, fet with ?carla arid • 
precious Stones, young Athcljhn wa^ghrded? iwhcribci 
receiv’d Knighthood from his Grandtatbj?* King 41 k' 4 . { 
Out Knights were no lefs anciently kpown by tue£s< 
Belts, thaq by their gilt; Swords,' Spurs, we. .Howbeit 
the Ufe now only appears in Knights of the Bath. ■, 

To this Belt was alio added a Sward, not a£OtfliwfJb 
Ufe and therefore termed the Stpond Slight, 
which was hallowed with great Cerempi\y - 1 
Another, eminent Badgeis the G^m^puts, whore* . 
with, at the Time of their Creatiqo, r Knights Spues' 
were wont to be adorned j and to thefe, alimeafter the . 
Conqueft, were added far more and greater Oruameats. 
They were ufually put on after ;the Perfon had been ‘ 
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pdbfintcd td the Prince who gave the itohonf, to dgnrfy, . 
that the new-made Knight mould nor onlydecfatb his" 
Valour by his Sword, but alfo by the Managfeifaent of 
his Horfc, which he ftiould encourage and excite tfithr 
h* Spurs, to the carrying en his valiant Dbfigns. There 
Spurs have been ofthatEftecm, tha^t Knight Batchelor^ 
ire latinized Eqtutes mroti $ among the ' Germans } khut * 
defs Gulden Sperms 3 and with us heretofore, Kn)gfjtsoft%e' 
Spurs : And federal Families by the Nameof Kwfjfcr, 
bear for their Arms the Spurs on a Canton.. 

It is farther certifVd among the Rights of a Knight 
B&xieret,. that upon the Account of his Knighthood he 
may wear gilt Spurs, as well as a gilt Sword 3 and that 
the Spurs are efiferttiar, may be ctme&W from the De- 
gradation of a Knight, where Bin gilt Spurs arc firll cut 
off with an Hatcher^ the Cafe or Sir Andy a Dare la. In 
the taft Place is the Cottar, an Enfign of Knightly Dig- 
nity among the Germans, Gauls , Britons, Danes and Goths, 
among whom it was cuftomary tb wear them, as deno- 
ting luch as were remarkable for their Valour. But in 
later Times* it Was the peculiar Fafhion of Knights 
among us to wear Golden Collars compofed of S S. 
or other various Devices* 5 fo that thbfe Monuments arc 
known to be crc&cd for Knights on whole Portraitures^ 
foch Oftiamentsure found. 

d 8. Thw Qualification^ for Knighthood afewincl- 
paily three. 1. Merit, the bare mentioning Wnereof 
mall fuffice here. a. Birth, viu that the Parties who^. 
enter thereinto ought ftrft' to make appear, they be\ 
Gendemen of three Paternal Defcents, bearing Coat* 
Armour $ and much the fame was the Daw of the Em-, 
phne under Frederic^ 2. A. D. 1212. Some think it alfo 
iitfutfccienf, unlefs descended fo bytjifc Mothers Side 5 
atleaft fhemuft be a freed Woman. And, 3. Eftate,, 
which alfo ferves to fupport the Dignity. 

Tims Wealth Was fo rturch regarded among the Cha- 
l kdmians, that thofe who were rich, bore the Name of 
Knights. It was Eftatethat entitled a, Man .to 
Honour among the Remans 3 for. the Cenfbt might, 
compel any Citizen equal to the Equeftrian Cenfe^ f 
whom he thought fit to take that Order : And* this’ 
confifted of 400000 Scfterces, /. e. 301 * /. of our Money/ 

Awn as in Old Rome, fo here in England, not long after 
the Cotiqucft, they who held a Knights Fee, vhc. <f8o r 
Acres of Land might claim it, fays Camden. But it ap- 
pears ftofmi Stlden^ that no certain Number, 
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of Acres, made .a Knight’s Fee ‘ and Temp . Him. 3. and ; 
Edw. 1. aqd x Eivj. f the Cenfus milk* was meafured * 
by 29 l. by the ^Tear, or more 5 and by the Royal Pre- 
rogative, tome who held ij, then xo, at other times 
3Q, then 40, and fometimes 50 /. Lands, were required 
to accept this Honour by Writs direfted to the Sherifls 
of the Counties, and were excufed only by Realon of 
old Age, irrecoverable Weaknels, Lofs ot Limbs, or , 
being m Holy Orders $ and upon all other Caufes (if 
exempted) they paid a Fine, eftimated according to 
the Nature of the Excufe, or length of Time given. 

But in the nromifcuous Courfe of Knighthood, where 
the Men of Wealth and Eftate (whether otherwile 
wprthy or not) became dignify’d ; yet the Gate of ^ 
Honour was not then /hut against thofe, who .wanting 
ftiches, deferved well of their Country ; for when 
Princes conferr’d fuch Dignities upon Men of narrow 
Fortunes, they ufuallybeftowed with them annual Pen- 
fions, or Lands, agreeable to the Judgment of the Au- 
thor of the Divifion du monde, who faith that the Ho- 
nour of Knighthood is not to be given; any Perfon who . 
hath nqt a confiderable Eftate, unlefc fufHcient Means to 
fupport the Honour of the Order be alfo given with it . 

These Penfions are frequently mention’d in our Rolls, 
fometimes during Pleafure, ana fometimes during the . 
Life of the Knight* or till better Provifion ftiould be 
made for their oupports : Examples whereof are. Sir 
John Atte Lie, Sir Nele Luring, Sir John JValJb, Knights. 
The like Rewards our Kings gave to fuch whofe Merit 
r?ifed them to the Degree of a Baneret , exprefs’d in their / 
Patents, ad manutenenaum Jlatum Baneretpi, Pro fuftentatione . 
fua, ut ipfe Jlatum Baneretti melius manutenere pofft , Pro Jlatu 
fuo manutenendo $ or Words to the like Effect : Examples < 
where of are. Sir Reginald Cobham, Sir Thomas de Rokeley, 
Sir John Lyjfe , and Sir Roger de Swynerton , Bane rets. 

It may be next confider’d who can make Knights ; 
wherein it is apparent, that they who never were, and 
others who never cduld be ’Knights, have conferr’d this ' 
Dignity 5 yet ’tis to be understood, that Neceffity and 
Cuftom hath in this Cafe the Force of a Law : For anci- 
ently, Bi/hops and Priejls made Knights ; fo alfo do the 
Topes, and fome Commonwealths $ likewife our Queens. 
For the Sovereign , or the Heir apparent , tho* they be no 
Knights , x may neyerthelefs do it, by reafon they poflcfs 
the Kingdom ; and are therefore the Head and Chief of 
Chevalry , and confcquent all the Power thereof is con- 
tained* 
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biped in tbeit Qinuntnd. To conclude- thji Ppipt| 
Knighthood was al ways received from the' Hahdl of another 
Perion, either by Ceremony, or Diploma, except only 
the Kings of Spain, who Time out of Mind made them- 
(elves Knight si and this by Vertue of an old Law written 
m the Arragonian Tongue, as Ambrdjtas Morales repott*. 
And, to Jhew that no Man upon Earth hath aky Power oner ’ 
him, he JlaU gird himfelf with the Sword made after the Form' 
of a Grefs j and that Day can no other Man he Knighted. 

f . 9. Of the Ceremonies and Formalities ufcd at the 
Conferring of Knighthood, the moft ancieift Was per- 
form’d by putting the Belt Ioofeover the Shoulder; or 

S girding it dole about the Wafte. The Bend ih Armoury 
relents the one, and the Fhfs the other. The fim 
•iftian Kings at giving this Belt killed the new Knight 
on the Left Cneek, ‘laying. In the Honour of the Father, 
and the Son, and of the f/oly Ghofi, I make you a Knight . 
ft was called Ofculam pads , the Kils of Favour, or Bro- 
therhood, and is premised to be the Accollade, Or Cere* 
mony of Im bracing, which Charles the Great ufed when 
he Knighted his Son Lewis the Debonair. It was in the 
Time of the fametmperot,the Way of Knighting by the 
Gtldphuns, or Blow on the Ear, ufed in 8ign offuftainins 
future Hardlhips, which is thought to have been derived 
from the Manner of ManumifSon of a Slave among the 
Romans $ a Cuftom.iong after retained in Germany and 
Frame. Thus Wiliam Earl of Holland, Who was to be 
Knighted before he could be Emperor, at his being elefted 
King of the Romans , teceived Knighthood by the Box of 
th e Ear, cr-c. from John King of Bohemia, A. D. 1147. 

In' the Time of the Saxons here in England, Knights re- 
ceived their Inftitutions at the Hands of Great Prefatrs or 
Abbots $ which, accordingto their Opinion, rcnder’dthem 
more aufpicious. In the accompli/hing of which Solem- 
nity, they added many religions Ceremonies, as Watch- 
ing Falling, Bathing, and Confronting the Sword j an 
Inftance of which we nuve in He-ward Lord of Brunt, in 
in Linctlnjbire, who received this Honour from Brand, 
Abbot of St. Edmundsbsiry. But not long after the Con-’ 
quell, this Cnftom Was reftrained by a Synod a, Weftmm* 
Jler, A. i). 1 101. 3 H. 1 . which among other Tilings 
ordained He Abbates [/. e. all Spiritnal Perlons] fatmstt 
spifites. However the religious Ceremonies for the moft 
part continued, efpecially Vigils and Bathings, as ap- 
pears by thuf grand Solemnity at the Creation of z 6 y 
Knights, Sons of Earls, Barons, and Knights, upon 



jfrbitJoHthJe,’ anno E,dv>.- v. cited by St/Jeh and tamieH. 
And thcfe Formalitieathe Saxons and Normans, not only 
h^re in Endapd, but the trench, Spaniards, and othef 
Rations* obferv’d, concluding from' it, that decency 
of Habit was as well expend from them,' as Integrity 
ofLife, and purity of jAatmers. And the like religious 
Qtrcmopy was heretofore obfprv’d ili Spain at the Crea- 
tion of Knights, whether Ca yefaros dt Ejpuela <P Ordda, 
of jfmados [our Knights Batcbelors,3 In this Form, the' 



cfrff, and P^afs heard, his Spyrp were put on, and lliaf

- Tntnt is »llb mention (by Mr. Seldtn) of conlecrating 
the Sword, offering it at the Altar,and receiving it again 
fjrom thence, as an implicit - Kind of taking an Oath. 
But as in Peace and great Leifure thele tedious Ceremo- 
nies were uled, yet it was oth'erwile in Times of War,' 
or on a Day of Battle, where Hurry and Throng of 
Affairs would not permit? and therefore, as well be- 
fore the joining pf Battle, as after Victory obtained, it. 
Was ufual for the Prince, or General in the Field, on 
Slight of the Army, to give thofe whom.he thought fit' 
tp advance to that Honour (they humbly kneeling lie- 
fare him) a Stroke with a naked Sword flatwife upopl 
tflpir Shoulders, pr elfe to touch their Heads or Shoul- 
ders lightly, without any other Cererqjaoy, except, 
pronouncing Sis Eaucs in nomine Dei 3 to which he adds.

An°t h jik Manner of creating Knights Abroad was,} 
by Royal Codicils, or Letters Parents (tnele the Spaniards

<*n PrivMtgm it Cavettma) whereupon fuch Knights ate 
inoded Equates Ctdictllares ; and thefe were fent to fuch 
as dwelt m remote Countries, and fometimes, but 
rarely, extended fo as to male the Degree heredi- 
tary. There is one Example, that by the bare figni- 
fication of Letter, without any Ceremonies or Patents 
under Seal 5 Philip IV. of Spain, Jan. 15. 1633. coft- 
ferr’d upon all the Captains that behav’d themfelves 
valiantly in Defence of Maflricht (then lately befieg’d by 
die Hollanders') to thole that were Gentlemen, the Tide 
of Knights 3 and to others, that of Gentlemen. 
^Having thus briefly fhew’d the variousFoims of Crea- 
tion of Knights Batchelors, I fhall remark what Seldtn has 
ob/erv’d or Knights Bannerets in later Times, wherein he 
that was advanc’d to that Honour in die Field, was in- 
duced between two Senior Knights with Trumpets be- 
fore them, and the Heralds carrying a long Banner of his 
Arms, call’d a Penon 3 in whim Manner being brought 
to the King or Lieutenant, who bidding him good Sue- 
cefs, the Tip of the Banner is cut off, that of an Obloflg 
it ought become a Square, like the Banner of a Baron : 
This done, he returns to Us Tent, conducted as be- 
fore. As for the many and various Formularies at the 
Creation of a Knight of die Bath, lee Sir Edward Byjht 
among his Notes upon Upton and Sir William Dngdaleh 
JPdrwieklb.The Knights of the Bath, at the Coronation of 
King Charles II. watched and bathed 3 they took an 
Oath 3 they were girded with a Sword and Belt 3 and 
hilly, dubbed by the King with the Sword of State. 

f 10. In the Dignity, Honour and Renown of Knight- 
hood, fs included fomewhat of Magnificence more excel- 
lent than Nobility it felf 3 which monnting the Royal 
Throne, becomes the Aflertor of Civil Nobility, and fits 
as Judge at die Tribunal therefore. Knight is noted by 
Camden as a Name of Dignity, but Baron is not fo. 
For if heretofore a Baron had not receiv’d Knighthood, 
he was writt e n plainly by his Chriflian Name, and that 
of his Family, without any Addition but that of Do- 
minus, a Term attributed to a Knight 3 and in ancient 
Charters, the Tides and Names of Knights may be 
Iren fit before Barons. It beftows Gentility not only 
upon the meanly Born, but upon Sis Defendants, ana

unto agrees the Common-Law : If a Villain be made; a 
Knight he is thereby immediately enfrjujehifed, and 
consequently accounted a Gentleman $ . agreeable to 
the Roman Law, where the Donation or a ' Gold- 
Ring ennobled a Slave. Maecenas dy’d a Companion 
of that Order $ even Kings and Princes look upon 
it as an Acceffion to their Honour, their . other Titles 
/hewing Dominion and Power, this .their Valour 
and Courage. Gey fa, King of Hungary , Leopold , Mar- 
. quis of Aujtria, Ott acker, , Duke of Stiria, and Fredericks 
Duke of Aujiria and Stiria $ Godfry, Duke of Brabant , 
with Henry his Son, Peter, King of Arragon , the Empf' 
ror Henry III. our William Rufus, King Edward III. Hen- 
ry VI. Henry VII. Edward VI. Lewis XI. Francis I. Kiqgs 
of France, and others, received this Dignity ait the Time 
they enioy’d their other Titles. And tho* it is faid the 
Sons ot the french King are Knights as foon as they re- 
. ceive Baptifin, yet are they not judg’d worthy the 
Kingdom, unlefs firll lolemnly created. And we elfr- 
\vjberc find, that the Royal Heirs of Arragon were fuf. 
pended from that Crown, until they had received the 
. Honour of Knighthood. And after the Norman Con- 
• queft, our young Princes were fent over to the neigh* 
bouring Kings to receive this Honour. Thus our Kmg 
Henry H. was fent to David, King of Scots, and Knight- 
ed by him in CarlifUh and Edward I. at the Age of Fif- 
teen Years, to Abhonfus XI. King of Cajlile, for the fame 
Dignity. In like manner did foreign Princes repair 
.hither, to receive the Honour from^our Kings. As 
. A lalcolme. King of Scotland, and Alexander, Son of Wil- 
liam, King of Scotland, Knighted , by our King John, 
Anno m2. So was Alexander III. by our King Henry 
III: at Yorkj Anno 125 2. and Magnus, King of the ljle of 
Man, by the fame King. All which fufficiently demon- 
ilqtte tne great Reqpwn of Knighthood, and the Ho- 
naur^nd Efteem which was everhad for that Order. 
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GAP. II. 

Of the Religions Orders of Knight- 
hood in Chrifiendom. 


§ i. rTlHlE Grounds and Caufes of founding Socie* 
I ties -or Knightly Orders , were feveral and 
different, tho’ all terminated in one End. 
Among which, principally were thefe, Firjl, A fincere 
Love to Honour , and therein chiefly to excite and pro- 
mote Vertue by fuitable Rewards ? fuch was the Defign 
of King jirthur, when he formed himfelf and other 
Martial Men into a Fellowfhip, which he ftiled Knights 
of the Round Table. Secondly ft o reprefs the Incurfions and 
Robberies ' of the Saracens and Barbarians , to vindicate 
the Oppre&d, redeem the Enflaved, and to entertain 
and relieve Pilgrims and Strangers, which were Fart of 
the Duties the Knights Hofpitallers and Templars, &c. 
flood engag’d in. A thhrd Repfon 'was, To Fight in 
Defence ot the Chrifiian Faith, againft Pagans and 
Infidels j to enlarge the Chriftian Territories, and 
promote the Service of the Catholick Church : And 
indeed their Zeal very much advanced Cbriftianity. 
Laftfyt When Sovereign Princes perceived themfelves 
embroiled in Wars or dangerous Fa&ions, the erecting 
fuch an Order or Society was, that they might by fuch 
a Tye refiore Peace, quiet all Tealoufies, unite Affecti- 
ons, and fecure a lafling Frienafhip and powerful Afli- 
flance, both for their own and their Country’s Safety. 
And to this End were Badges of feveral Orders deviled, 
as Pledges of Remembrance to quicken and eftablifh 
their Friendfhip. 

§ 2. These Orders are of Two Kinds, i. Religious , or 
Eccfjiajhcal $ and, a. Military, or Secular. 

§ %. The Inllitutions of the latter Sort were after a : 
while thought too weak to continue, if not fuftsined 
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by Religion and Piety ; and too dcfe&ive without ad- 
joyning Eccleiiaftical Perfons thereunto. Therefore 
the Founders, confidering Divine Affiftance Ihould con- 
cur with Military lnduflry, began to dedicate thefe Or- 
ders to the Honour and Worlhip of God, or to our 
Saviour, or to the blcf&d Virgin, or fome other of the 
Saints, to gain the Prote&ion and Favour of Heaven* 
more eafily, as they thought, obtainable by the Prayer* 
and Offices of the Clergy. Whereupon fome in tneir 
Inftitution joyned Sacred Orders to their Military, and 
made Provision for Sacred Perfons to pray for their Pro- 
fperity at home, while they were engaged abroad. 
Hence King Edw. III. at the firft Inftitution of the Gar- 
ter , appointed Thirteen Secular Canons, and Thirteen^ 
Vicars to attend the Celebration of Divine Offices. Up- 
on the lame Account certain Foundations of Divine 
Service were erefted at Bagey y for the Order of the An- 
nunc ’wds 5 at Dijon, for the Order of the Gotten Fkece $ 
and at Mont St. Michael in Normandy for the Order of 
St. Michael. 

$ 4. I fhall now deliver a brief Account of the Reli- 
gious Orders of Knighthood, proceeding according to 
tneir Antiquity. 


1. The Knights of the Holy Sepulchre in Jerufalem* 
are accounted the moft Ancient . ' 

Dr. Heylin reports this Order to be inftituted A. D. 
1099. at fuch Time as the Temple of Jerufalem was re- 
gain’d from the-&*r4r«*r by Philip King of Prance. Yet 
Bavin will have it to be by Baldwin the rirft, King of Je- 
rtfalem 5 for while the Saracens poflelsM the City, there 
were certain Canons Regular ot Sfc Auguftm, to whom 
they permitted the Cuftody of the Holy Sepulchre. 
Thefo Canons Baldwin made Men of Arms, ana Knights 
of the Holy Sepulchre, and ordained that they /hould ne- 
verthelefs retain their white Habits, and on the Breaft 
bear his own Arms, which were Argent a Grtfs fotent : 
Or, between foyr Croffes of the fame, commonly call’d 
The Jerufalem Crofs. Their Great Matter was the ^ 
triarch of Jerufalem. They were to guard the Sepul- 
chre, fight againft the Saracens and Infidels, proteft Pil- 
grims^ 
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K 'ms, redeem Chriftlan Captives f hear Mafs every 
y, recite the Hours of the Croft, and to bear the 
five red Crofles jh memory of our Saviour’s Wounds. 
Their Rule was confirm’d by Pope Innocent III. Upon 
the loft of the Holy Land, thele Knights retired to 
Perugia in holy $ but retaining their white Habit, chang’d 
their Arms to a double red Crofs. A. D. 1484. they 
were incorporated to th e Knights Hoff nailers of Jerufa- 
tem then m "Rhodes. Blit A. f>. 149^. Alexander VI. 
made hhn&lf, and the Popes his Succeflors, Great Ma- 
ft era thereof and empower’d the Guardian of the Holy 
Sepulchre (his Vicar General) to beftow the fame 
vroon Pilgrims to the Holy Land. Philip II. King 
of Spaing endeavour’d to rcftore this Order in fome of 
his Dominions, about the Tear 1558. himlelf being 
defted Great Matter: And another Attempt was made 



2. Knight r Hofpitatlers of St , John Baptift in Je- 
rufalem. 


Before the talcing of Jerufalem from the Saracens , 
certain Chriftian Merchants of Naples obtain’d leave 
from the Caliph of E wpt to ereft a fmall and conve- 
nient Houfe, tor the Entertainment of themfelTes a id 
Countrymen, which they built before the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre, together with a fihall Oratory. To 
them repair’d certain Canons of the Order of St. Augu- 
ftin, who built another Oratory 5 but the Confluence 
of Pilgrims growing great, they erefted a large Ho- 
spital, in the Place where our Saviour celebrated his 
laft Supper, for the better accommodating devout 
Travellers, who* for want of a Place to lodge in were 
often robb’d and murder’d : So that at length from 
their Charity apd Hofpitality, as alio for that they 
took St. John Baptift for their Patron, they obtain’d 
that Tide. It was inftituted A. D. 109a. or according 
to others 1099. by Gerard , a Native of T houloufe, who 
came to Jerufalem in the Time of Godfry of Bouillon , and 
built this Hofpital (which became the firft Seat of this 
Order) dedicated to St. John of Cyprus, Bp. of Alexandria, 
C 3 commonly 
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commonly call’d Johannes EtomofynarifU % and King Raid? 
v in L conferred on them large Privileges, pernuttjnjj 
them Arms, and inftituted them to be Knights, A. D* 
1104. Their Duty was to fight againfl the Infidels, 
and they acknowledged Obedience to the Patriarch of 
Jerujalem 5 But growing rich, they obtained from Rome 
to oe abfolved from that Obedience. Pqpe Gelqfiu* II. 
or CalixtM II. A. D, 1120. confirmed their Rule of li- 
ving $ and Adrian IV. receiv’d them' under the Protefltioi^ 
of the Papal See, being likewife endowed with ample 
Privileges, and exempted from Payment of Tithes, oy 
fucceeding Popes, chiefly by Pius IV. t 

They took the black Habit of Hermits of St .Augujlin, 
and lived under his Rule by Grant of Honcrius II. Anno 
jiaj. vowing Obedience, Poverty, and Chaftity $ and 
on tne Breafl of their Habit wore atfirft a plain Croft 
of White Cloth, which was after changed to. one with 
Eight Points 5 but in time of War they ufed a Red 
Caflock, bearing the White Croft upon it Unto 
Qerard fucceeded Raimundy who digefted an^ pnlarged 
their Laws and Inflitutions in the Compofition where- 
of his Stile was Raimundus Dei gratia fervus pauperism Jefu 
ChriJH cr Cufios Hofpitalis Jerufolymkani 5 but afterwards 
he and his Succeflors had the Title of Great Matter of 
the Order given him,to denote his Power and Authority. 
At this Day he has the Title of Prince of Malta and 
Goza j among his Privileges he feals in Lead, as doth the 
Pope and Doge of Femce 5 he acknowledges the Pope 
for his Head, and the King of Spain for his Patron ; he 
had under him in feveral Kingdoms Priors ; fome of 
jvbon) had alio the Addition of Great with us in Eng- 
land he tyas ftiled Prior Hofpitalis $ St. ? ohapnis yerufalem 
in Anglia , and by that Title was he fummoned to the 
Parliament as a Baron of this Kingdom, and at length 
for Place and Precedency was ranked the firft Baron $ 
and the greatnefs of thefe Knights grew to fuch height 
phat temp. H. 3. they had in Chnftendom 19000 Mannors. 

When Saladine took Jerufaltm, thefe Knights retreated 
>0 Acres or Ptolemais> and that being taken they feize 4 
ppon the Ifland of Rhode s> A.D . 1 308. whence they begai* 
fo be call’d Knights of Rhodes $ but A.D. 1522. being dri- 
ven thence bySolymau ^ they betook tjtenjfelves to the Iflam) 
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of Malta* which with Tyfeoli and, Gfta were .granted to 
them ia Fee by the Emperor Charles V. A. D. 15 30. un- 
der the Tender of one Falcon,, yearly to the Viceroy of 
Suily* and to acknowledge the King of Spain and Sicily 
for their Prote&ors. In this Ifle they continue a. Bul- 
wark to thofe, Parts, and from this. their Settlement are 
called Knights of Malta. 


3. Knights Templars. 

About the Year 1117, 1118, 1119, or nzo, this 
Order took Beginning, Baldwin II. then reigning in Jeru- 
falewi 5 when Nine Gentlemen, of whom Two of noble 
Extraflion, Hugh de Paganes and Godfrey da St.Omer , came. 
in Devotion to the Holy Land 5 they were called Bro- 
thers of the Militia of the Temple, ordinarily Knights 
Templars, from the Habitation afligned them out of a 
part of the King's own Palace, adjoyning to the Temple 
of Solomon it \Jerufalem. Their firft Undertaking was to 
guard the moft dangerous Ways about that City, againft 
the Violence and Robberies of the Saracen$ y which 
made them acceptable to all, and for which they had 
Ifctmi&on of their Sins 5 but for the firft Nine Years 
they were yet fo poor that they lived upon the Alms of 
others, wore Clothes, bellowed in Charity upon them, 
and rode two on one Horfe 5 in memory of which pri- 
mitive Poverty their Seal had \he Imprefs, which is re- 
prefented in Math. Paris , A , A 1127. They had 
Rules aifigned them, drawn up ,by St. Bernard Abbot of 
Clairvaux , by the Appointment of Pope Honorius II. and 
Stephen Patriarch of Jerusalem. They made their Vows 
of Obedience, Poverty and Chaftity, and to live under 
the Rules of Canons regular of St. Augujlin , Their 
Habit was White, to which, in the Time of Eugenim III. 
they added the Red Crofs, and of the fame Form that 
. the Hofjpitallers wore (Fawn fays a patriarchal Crols) and 
lowed it on the left Shoulder of th eMaulIes. Thefi; 
with the Holy Sepulchre Hofpitallers and Teutonicks, 
principally fupported a long time the Kingdom of jfcrw- 
Jalem j but when . Riches encreas’d, and their Revenues 
augmented, they grew proud, fell from the Obedience 
of the Patriarch to joyn with the Pope* and at laft, 
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1 507. til the Knight* of this Order in . France were, it}' 
one and the fame Hour, feized and imprifoji’d by PhiHp 
It Be/, Kingof France, with Confentof Pope Ckment V, 
being charged with njoft infamous and damnable Crimes, 
And m England, Anno i. Ed.: a. they were , alfo appre- 
hended afterward*, rendred Convicts, and alt tneir 
Pofleflions feized into the King’s Hand*. Howbeit die 
Bi/hop of York, commiferating their deplorable Condi- 
tion within his Diocefi, charitably difpofed of them in 
Monafteries under his Jurifdi&ion. Two Yean after 
many of theft Knights were burn’d in trance, and 
Jaques de la Maule, the laft great Matter, fuffered the 
fame Fate, having feen, A. D. 131a. his Order by Pa- 
pal Authority, condemned and perpetually diflolved 3 
after which their Lands were annexed to the Hofpital- 
lers, for their Service aaaintt the Turks. 

Thus they fell, no lefs famous for Martial Atchiev- 
ments in the Eaft, than their health in the Weft 3 for 
they enjoyed itfooo Lordlhips in Europe, and a Spamjk 
Author tells us, their Revenue was Two Millions year- 
ly, and had in poftettion 40000 Commanderies, which 
occafion’d divers to think they were falfly accufed, and 
by foborned Witnefles, merely upon the Ambition and 
covetous Defign of Philip King ot France, 


4. Knights of the Order of St. Lazarus, 

These were at the firft a Fraternity of Religious 
Monks, after which they became Ecdenaftick Knights, 
in Imitation of the Knights' of the Holy Sepulchre. 
Pope Pius V. 157s* ftiles It Antiquijptnum Charttatis er* 
Militia Chrijii Ordinem } yet it mutt be underftood as Sty 
Order of Monks, founded by St. Baft, about the time 
of Julian the Apoftate, A. D. ■ 3 66. upon a Charitable 
Account, vit. to take Care of Leprous Perfons (a Ma- 
lady frequent in the Eaft) by which they became fe* 

J iarated, even from the Convocation of Men. At 
ength, through the Incurfion of the Barbarians, and 
Injury of Time, it lay eitinguifh'd, but was revived 
when the Latin Princes joyned in a Holy League to re- 
cover the Holy Land. And a famous Hofpital was 
erefted at Jerufalem, under the Title of St. Latarns ,

5. Knights pf the Tqrtonick Qrdtr, or Pruffia. 

fit the Time of the Holy War, a wealthy Gendcrang 
of Germany, jrhe dwelt at Jwnftlem, commifceatiag 
the Condition of hit Co wry ' m e n , coming thither in 
Devqtion, nude hi* Houfe their Receptacle $ afterward* 
he erefted a Churl to the Blefied Virgin, whence they 
badalfo die Tim of Marian Knight*. To him afloat*, 
ted other Germans, and in fhort time cnereafing, they 
profefied the Military Employment* of the Templars, 
and followed the Aft* of Piety and Charity of the 
Htfbitaitrt. A. D. 1190. or itgt. they eic&ed Umrp 
Walbett their fitft Mafter, and die following Tear were 
confirmed by Celejtine lu. under the Tide of Knight* 
Teutonickh or Dutch Knight*, of the Hofpital of St. Mary 
the Virgin, Towing Poverty, Obedience, and Charity, 
and following the Rale of St. Auguftm.

Mariq } they 
were Officers and Servants to the Kings of Armenia $ 
their Habit was Sky colour with a Crofs Gold on their 
Jfreafts ; other^ fay a Red , Crofs , and 1 ° the middle the 
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Fifinre of St Blau, their Patron. This Order was st 
the height, when tkes&m*MM Kings of the Houfe of 
Intignan kept their Court in Jeon. 

xo. Knights of the Martyrs in Pafeftlne. 

These took their Denomination from an Hofpital In 
Paleftine, dedicated to St Cofmns and St. Damian*!) 
Martyrs $ where A As of Charity were ezercifed towards 
Sick Strangers. Their P rofefE on obliged diem to o- 
ther Worn of Mercy, vk, to redeem Captives, and 
bury their Dead. They followed the Rule of St Unfit* 
which was confirmed to diem by Pope John XXII. 
There Badge was a Red Oofs, in, the middle whereof 
within a Circle, was theafbrefaia Two Saints. When 
they retir’d into Europe they changed into a Red Oofs, 
and St Augnftm't Rule. 

ii. Knights of St, Catherine at Mount Sinai; 


This Order was inftituted, A. D. 1063. under the 
Patronage of St Catherine, whole Body was there de. 
pofited in the Church of the Monaftery eroded and de. 
oicated to her Name. Their firft Inftitution was to 
guard the laid 8epulckre, to fecure Travellers, defend 
die Grecian Pilgrims, and to relieve them with Hofpita- 
lity. Their mbit was White, and they lived under the 
Rule of St. Bajil the Gnat, vowing conjugal Chaftity, 
and Obedience to the Abbot of this Monaftery, who 
was their Superior. But when the "Turks obtained thefe 
Countries, tnefe Knights were ill treated and driven a- 
way, and the Order almoft abolilhedj neverthelels 
feme Shadow remains for fuch as travel to vifit the 
Holy Sepulchre at Jerufalem, do now and then pals to 
this Monaftery at Mount Sinai, where in imitation of 
the Padre Guardian of Jerufalem, the principal Monk in 
this Covent makes them Knights of 8t Catherine over 
her Tomb, With the like Queftions and Formulary as 
ufed at the Holy Sepulchre. TThefe Knights now wear 
upon the left fide of their White Habit the Crofs of Je- 
rufatem, and Inftrument of St. Catherine's Martyrdom s 
but according to others, the twiddle of the Wheel is 
pierced With a Sword. ' ' ii.

After the Death of St. Anthmy the Hermitr, who 
dy'd aboat the I«f $57. many of his Difciples re- 
maining ueztuEthiobU, feiloy’d his Example and Man- 
ner of Life, and their Succefibr* liv'd in great Auftw- 
city and Soiitarinefs in the Deiart (therefore calfd At* 
tieritei ) till the Tear 370 . when *tia (aid jAtn, Empe- 
ror of sStbkpia, ereftcd them into a Reiiiwn Ordcf of 
Knighthood, under the Title and Protefuon of St. An- 
tfumy, Patron of his Empire, and beftow’d upon them 
great Privilege* j and being thus inftituted, they to 
reiv'd St. BaftTa Rule, and cohabited in Ifonafteries. 
Their Habit is black, with a blue Croft Tmr. Their 
chief Seat is m the Ijte vf Mwj hut in other Parts of 
JE A t ' nfi* they have great Number* of Convent*, and no 
left than aoooooo of annual Revenue. The eldeft Sons 
of Nobles and Gentlemen cannot be admitted, but the 
Sscoad Sons may ; and if a Man (except a Phyfiriaa) 
have three Sons, he is bound to aflign one of them to 
be of this Order. Their Vow is to obferve conjugal 
Chaftity f to die ki Defence of the OhrMian Faith $ 
to guard the Empire $ to obey these Laws and their 
Superiors $ and to go to War when and wherefoever 
Commanded^ Moreover, they take an Oath not to 
fight in Whs between Chrmkn*, nor receive Holy 
Orders, or many without Lieenie. They are of two 
Sorts : One employ’d in the Wars, the other who be- 
ing Old are exempted from Military Services, and re- 
tire themfelves under the Title and Ptoeffion 'of 
Monks, to the Abbics where they M took their Ha- 
bit j before which they muft ferve three Teats againft 
the Arthim Pyrates about the K#d Sen, three Team againft 
the Tkrkj, ana three againft the Man upon the Bor- 
dets of herneo. When they come to be admitted into 
their Abbey, they are introduced in their Military 
Habit, of which being difrob'd, the Religious one is 
pat on, viz. a black Gown reaching down to the 
Ground, lined with blue, having a Hue Croft fixM to 
the Bread, and over that a black Cowle 5 they are 
afterwards led so Hr Church, and there make their 
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Profeffion* Philib VII. Son to the Founder, erilarg’d 
their Lands and Privileges, and added a Border of 
Gold to the Badge of the blue Crofs , as obferved at 
this Day. 

In Italy, France and Spain, there are a Sort of Monk* 
that have the Title of Knights of St. Anthony , which 
obferve the Rule of St. Auguftiu, and they wear a 
plain Crofs like that in AEthiopia j but the Principal^ 
of thefe wear a double St. Anthony'* Crofs of blue Sa- 
tin, the one.above the other. Their chief Seat is at 
Vienne in Daufhine , of which Place the General of the 
Order bears the Title of Abbot, the Monaftery tying 
erefted into an Abbey 1*97. in Honour of St. Anthony,. 
whofe Body was tranflated thither from Canfiant'mofU $ 
and all other Places built in Honour of his Name, were 
made fubje£t, to him A. D. 1523. Mortem calls them 
The Hffpitallert of . St. Anthony, and fays they begun in 
France A, D.sitt, from Gafion a Nobleman of Vienna* 
But Baronim and others fay, Gafion and Gerin inftituted 
it earlier, making the Letter Than their Eniign or 
Badge. 

,13. "the, Conftantinian Angelick Knights of St , 
George in Greece, but now in Italy. 

M ae quez, a Writer, makes this one of the firfl 

Military Orders in Chriftendom, and derives a formal 
Ii>ftitution, Rules and Laws from Conftantine the Great, 
which appears littlp better than Fabulous, therefore 
we fhall omit his Account. 

* The Great Mailers have their chief Seat and Con- 
vent at Brianno rear Venice , and is Hereditary in the 
Family of Angelm Flavim Comnenm. Among the reft of 
their Prerogatives, .the Mailers are Commenfales Pontifi- 
cal*, i. e. may fit at the Table with the Pope, who de- 
fends them, as Benefadtors to the Church, and Foun- 
ders of the Lattran Cathedral at Rome. As Subje&s to 
no Prince, they have Power of coyning Money : They 
give Titles of Counts and Princes to their own Frater- 
nity, and take upon them the reftoring to Honours , of 
legitimating Bafiards, making DoHors, Poets Laurents and 
Publicly Notaries. This Order is under the Protc&ion of 
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the. Virgin Mary and. Patronage of Su George $ and they 
profefi Obedience and conjugal Chaftity $ they wear a 
white Habit, oi> the left Si ae whereof is lowed a red 
or crimlon Velvet Croft, Flory 5 in the middle is the 

Labarum £ imbroidcred with the Letter A upon one 
Arm of the Crofs, and q on the other. The Sides 
are wrought with Gold and Siljc, but the Lebanon is 
all Gold. Amongft thefe Knights are three Degrees 3 
the firft call’d Gjtlered or Grand Crofles, wearing ,a 
Collar form’d of Labarums , whereat hangs the Crofs 
and St. George. *The lecortd are the Knights, and thefe 
.wear the Croft above d$lc?ib’d. . The third are Ser- 
vants, and they bear the Croft only, without the La- 
barum . The many Grand Priorates or Commanderics 
belonging to this Order, fliew the Power they were 
fbnyrly endow’d w,itb," ')* . 

14. " Knight sof St. James in GaliciaW Santiago' 

. This is the principal Order ip‘ Spain, and had its 
Title of Von Kaniro, King of Leon, who about the Year 
$26. at Cfavigto, by the AflUhLnce irif St. Jawes ( faid to 
appear upon a white Horfe, bearing, a, Banner with 
red Crofs) and gain ’ 4 . a mighty Victory over a great 
Army of the Moors. Some place the Ihftitution about 
the Year 1160* others 1175. whereas.it was only then 
confirm’d, and their Rule of Living prelcrib’d By Pope 
Alexander III. these .being a Fraternity of Knight* in 
Spain, A. D. 1030. under a Majler and Governor , with 
Revenues. 

And alt ho’ this Order at firft were dilpos’d to ver- 
tuous Courles, and valiantly to encounter the Moors , 
Enemies to the Crofs of Cbrtji, yet in time they became 
fcandaloufly perverted, but were afterwards reduc’d to a 
better Life, and approv’d on by the laid Pope Alexander , 
who receiv’d them into the Protection of the Papal 
See, and gave them the Rule of St. Auynjlin, the Form 
of holding Chapters, ofelefting their Mailers, of Treves, 
and thirteen Gommeridadores of Houfes, and of the 
Vifitors 5 and in Ihort very large Privileges, together 
with the Monaftery of St. Lor jo, fituate in Galicia, near 
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Santiago $ and the Prior and Cations thltftof WAc in- 
conjorated into this Order. 

Their Enfign is a red Crofs, which the Knights 
wear upon their Breaft, terminating like the Blade of 
a Sword, the Hilt crofletted and fafnion’d after the an- 
cient Manner ; whereupon it was call : d La Order de 
SanBiago de la Effyada. 

Their Habit is a white Mantle dole before, on the 
Breaft whereon is placed the laid Croft, made of Silk- or 
Cloth, and they are obliged to wear it upon their 
Garments, Coats or Cloaks, tho’ they ule Croflea of 
Gold liiewiie. 

When the Mows were driven out of Spain, and the 
principal Branch of this Order expir’d, upon a Gon- 
teft for the Place of Great Matter, the Crown of Caftih 
fiepp’d in between, and by confent of die Knights, 
obtain’d it under the Tide of Adminiftrator, which 
was granted to KiagFerdmand and his Son Charles V. 
annex’d it with afl its Bights, ert. to his Suceeflors 
in the Kingdoms of Cajlile and Leon. Since -which, the 
Kings of Spoilt now enjoy the Adminiftration of this 
Oraer, and carry that Title and Stile in the Infcription 
Open the Great Seal thereof which holds the Royal 
Arms of Spain, upon a Croft that filleth all the Shield, 
with a Sword at each of the four Corners. 

15. Knights of &.§aviour in Arragon. 

These were inftituted A. D. 1 1 18. by Don Alphonjo^ 
Call’d Emperor of Spam, King of Navarre, Arragon, 8cc. 
chofen out of the Spanifle and Frtneh Nobility that 
aflitted in his Wars. He form’d them into a Society, 
the better to enable him to drive the Mows out of 
Saragoffa, and the whole Territory of Arragon. Their 
RmU of living was the GJleriau, and fomewhat con- 
formable to the Knights Templars. When the Mows were 
driven out of Spain , their rich Commanderies were at 
length united to the Crown. 

Their Habit was a white Mande, on the Breaft 
whereof was a red Qrofs Anchre $ but fome fay it was 
the Figure of our Saviour 
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1 6 . Knights d’Avis in Portugal. 

I)on Alphonfo Henriquei, firft King of Portugal f took 
from the Moors, A.D. 1147. the City of Evora , and to 
ftrengtfien it, fent thither feveral gallant Commanders* 
who afium’d the Title of Knights of St. Mary of Evora, 
patting themfelves under theProtcflkm of our blefied 
Lady. Not long after they were call’d JPAvis, from a 
Caftle upon the Portuguefe Frontiers, conquer’d from 
the Moors, whither they tranfplanted themfelves. It was 
confirm’d by Pope Innocent 111 . . A. D. 1204. under the 
Rule of St BenedsS , and therefore in fome Papal Rules 
call’d of St. HenediB, J?Aw. The Knights profefs conju- 
gal Chafiuy and Obedience. Anno 1213. they fubmitted 
themfelves to the Rule, Statutes and Vijkation of the 
Order of Calatrava 3 but iirthe Time of John of Portugal 
(natural Son to Pedro King of Portugal ) feventh Great 
Mafter cPAvis, they caft off their Acknowledgments to 
Calatrava, and never after fubmitted to them 5 and af- 
terwards, when the Crown of Portugal fell into the 
Hands of PMtp II. King of Spain, this- Order was go- 
vern’d according to the Statutes of Portugal. 

Their Badge is a green Crofs , Flory, (fetch as the Knights 
of Alcantara us’d to wear.) They muft be Gentlemen 
by Extrs&ion, both of the Father’s and Mother’s fide. 

17. Knights of St. Micha cYs IVtng in Portugal 

About the Tear 1 1 $. others fay 1 1 7 1. Don Afphonfa , 
who founded the Order <PAvis, founded this alfo after 
his obtaining a notable Viftory over the Moors and Al- 
hara King of Sevil, in which Battle St. Michael the Arch- 
angel is laid to appear on the right Side of Alphonfo, and 
fight againft them. 

Their Inveftiture, ere. was the fame with J*Avis. 
It is now grown out of Ufc, but the Mafterfhip remains 
w ith the King of Portugal* 
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1 8. Knights of St. Gereon. 

This Order was eftablifh’d by Frederick^ Barbarojfa the 
Emperor , others fay by Frederic £ II. and confided only 
of tne German Nation. They follow’d the Rule of 
St. Auguftin % and wore a white Habit, whereon was 
fow'd a black Patriarchal Crofs, fet on a little green 
Hill. 

1 9. Knights of St. Julian de Pcreyro, or of Al- 
cantara. 

They had the firft Appellation from St. Julian de Pc* 
reyre) a Town in Leon % where they had a Monaftery 
built for them by Ferdinand II. King of Leon and Galt - 
cm, who in his Diploma of Privileges granted there* 
unto 1175. ftiled himfelf Proteftor of this Society of 
Knights. In the Approbation-Bull of Pope Alexander III. 
their Chief is called Prior j but in that of Pope Lucias 
1 IL he is ftiled Mafter of Pereyro. They ufed a Secular 
Habit, modeft and grave, and t;he Ecclefiafticks a Cle- 
rical Habit, with a Shred of Cloth and. a Scapulary, to 
diftinguifh them from other Seculars and Ecclefiafticks. 
They obferved the Rule of St< BenedtU moderated, as it 
was convenient for the Exercife of Arms againft the 
Moors , for which End it was inftituted. Their ancient 
Badge was a Pear-tree Vert % in Allufion to the Name. 

The Occafion of altering the firft Appellation was 
upon change of their Habitation. Pope Adrian VI. an- 
nex’d this Mafterihip, together with tnofe of St. James 
and Calatrava , to the Royal Crown of Caftile for ever. 

20. Knights of Trugillo or Truxillo in Spain. 

This Order is fo call’d from the City of Trugillo in 
JZftremadurd) . but when, or by whom founded, or their 
Badge, is unknown. Some fuppofe thefe Knights the 
fame with that of Alcantara $ *tis evident they were in 
being A. T>. 1127. when ’tis pretended the Mafter of 
Alcantara took Trugillo from the Moors , and plac’d there 
a Brotherhood of Knights. But it feems thefe Knights 
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of TruxiUo , were a diftinft Order feyeral Years before, 
and ’tis not unlikely that they might be incorporated in- 
to that of St. Julian de Pereyro , and by this Means the Or- 
der of Alcantara acquired the Towns of TruriUo, Sanffa 
Out * 8cc. which Arfonjo IX. King of Caftile had given 
them. Thfcy were to be of Noble Delcent, and make 
proof of their Gentility $ they were obliged to be near 
the King’s Perfon, and to attend him in all Martial Ex- 
peditions, maintaining always Two Hories and Servants 
In Readineis. 


21. Knights of Calatrava. 

This Order was inftituted in Caftile by Sanchio III. 
and fa called from Calatrava , a Frontier Cattle of Caftile 
and Toledo, which the Moors took, A. D. 714. com- 
pounded of the Arabic jfc Cola a Cattle, and the Spaniji 
Travas Manacles, with which the Moors fettered the 
Chriftians $ 400 Years after which, upon the Recovery 
of the Town from the Moors, it was given to the Knights 
Templars $ but they, unable to flop the mighty Con- 
quers of the Moors , the faid Sanchio by Proclamation 
promis’d the Inheritance to any who would undertake 
the Defence of it, being the Key of the Kingdom of 
Toledo . At length Raymond of - Barcelona (formerly a 
Knight,’ then a Ciftercian Abbot) by the Perfwafion of 
Velafquex, accepted the Proffer, and had the Donation, 
A . D. 1158. and fortifying it by the Help of his Aflb- 
ciates, this Order arofe, call’d at firft Militia de Cata- 
trava . Upon the account of the Fertility of the Place, 
aoooo Men and their Families were drawn from the 
neighbouring Countries to fettle there, fo that the 
Moors never after attempted it. They remain’d under 
their own Matters dll Pope Adrian VI. annex’d it to the 
Crowns of Caftile and Leon . 

22. Order of the Holy Ghoft at Rome. 

Marquez calls them Brothers of the Hofpital of the Holy 
Ghoft, whotho’ not in vetted with Swords and Spurs, 
are neverthelcfs reckoned among the Military Orders, 
becaufe bound to certify their Gentility before Admit- 
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tance. Their chief Seat is the Sumptuous Hofpital of 
the Holy Ghoft, founded at Saxia near the River Tyber 
at Rome , by Pope Innocent IIL A. D. 1198. or iaoi. 
But the Ancient Foundation was the Hofpital of the 
Holy Ghojl at Montpelier in France , tho’ this other became 
the Principal. They profels Chaftity, Poverty, and 
Obedience, living under the Rule of St. Augujlme, and 
have a Matter. Their Enfign is a JVhite Patriarchal Crofs 
with Twelve Points, fowed to their Breaft, . and on the 
left fide of their Black Mantle. 

In this Hofpital, Care is taken for the nurfing and 
bringing up expofed Children, curing Infirmities, En- 
tertamtnent of Strangers for Three Days, relieving the 
Poor, and the like Works. Their Revenue is about 
24000 Ducats per Day, having great Commandaries in 
Italy, Sicily, Spain, France, Burgundy, Germany, and elle- 
where. 

23. Knights ofSt. George d’Alfama. 

So named from a Town in Tortofa, were inftituted, 
A. D. 1201. received Approbation from the Papal See, 
J. D. 13*3. and A. D. 1399. was united to the Order 
of our Lady of Montefa. 

24. Knights of Chrift in Livonia, or of the Sword- 
bearers . 

A. D. 1185. Mamard firft preach’d Chriftianity to the 
Livonians , and erefted the Bifhoprick of Riga 3 but his 
Succeftors meeting with many Difficulties, A. D. uoo. 
Albert , then Bifhop of Livonia , inftituted this Order in 
Imitation of the Knights Teutonic fy, with defign to ex- 
tirpate idolatry, and promote the Gofpel. He preferib- 
ed to thele Knights the Ciftercian Rule and Habit, viz. a 
long White Mantle and Black Hood 3 on the Breaft was 
the Figure of a Red Sword, or rather Two plac'd in Saltire, 
whence they had the Title of Enjiferifratres, or Brethren 
Sword-bearers . Their Statutes were fomething like the 
Knights. Templars, and they vbwed Obedience and 
Chaftity. Pope Innocent III. confirmed this Order, 
which Decame fully inftituted, A. D* 1203. but becaufe 
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they could cot of themfelves accompli/h their End. 
About the Year 1237, they were united to the Teutonic k 
Order, and fubmitted to their . Rule and Habit, by 
whole Help they overcame the Livonians , and brought 
them to the Chriftian Faith 3 thenceforward the Great 
Mafter of Livonia acknowledged him of Pruffa their 
Superior, until Walter de Plctemberg, their Great Mafter, 
feparated this Order from their Obedience to the Teuto - 
mc%. Finally, A. D. 1561. Gotbard de Ketler , the laft 
Great Mafter, following the Example of the Great 
Mafter of Pruffa, became fubjeft to the Crown of Po- 
land, furrendering to King Stgifmond II. the City and 
Caftle of Riga, and all the Lands, Charters, Privile- 
ges, &*c. o t this Order, receiving in exchange the 
Dukedom of Curland , to him and his Heirs for ever ; 
fo the Order expired after 357 Years continuance. 

* 5 . Knights of Jcfus Chrift in Italy or France. 

St. Dominic £ delcended of the Family of the Gutmans 
in Sfain, in ftitu ted this Order, A. D. 1206. principally 
to light a&ainft the Albigenfes , then call’d Hereticks. He 
preferibea to them a White Habit, and for their Badge a 
Ctofsfiory, quarterly, fable and argent . The Work being 
done with the Albigenfes , they devoted themfelves whol- 
ly to foiritual Warfare $ and afterwards, upon admit- 
ting Widows and Virgin s into their Order, they became 
called Fratres feu Sorores de Peenitentia B. Dominici , whofe 
Rule Pope Innocent VI. confirm’d circa An. 13^0. 

%6. Knights of St. Mary de Merced, in Aragon, 

James I. of Aragon, being fometime a Prifoner to 
Simon Earl of Mmtfort in France , where he fuffered 
much Hard/hip, and being moved with the infufferable 
Miferies the Qiriftians endured under the Slavery of 
the Moors , made a Vow to the Blefled Virgin, That 
when delivered himfelfi he would endeavour the Re- 
demption offuch Chriftians as the Moors had made Cap- 
tives, and accordingly laid up great Summs for the Per- 
formance $ and afterwards, oy the Council of Raymond 
de Penafort , his Confeflor, and Pedro Nolafco, a Noble 
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Chevalier, he founded in Barcelona this Order of fa 
Nueva Merced, fo named by the Virgin, who, as they 
reported, appeared to them all in one and the fame 
Hour, directing the Inftitution. In Anno 1558. I find 
it called alfo Ordo beat a Eulalia, from St. Eulalia the 
Virgin and Martyr, buried at Barcelona in the Church 
bearing her Name. This Order began on the Day of 
St. Laurence, in Auguft, A. D. 1218. in the Fifth Year of 
that King, which Day they annually commemorate. 
They were to gather Alms, and go in rerfon to redeem 
Chriftian Slaves 5 which Work profpered fo well, that 
Vehfco (the firft General or Head) let at Liberty 400 
within the Space ofSixYears after its Foundation. Their 
Habit was a Coat and Scapular of courfe white Cloath, 
garnifhed with Cordons and Ribbons, wherewith they 
faft’ned it about their Necks, and from the upper-end 
thereof iflued a Cap that covered half their Head : 
The Monks wore their Coats and Scapulars reaching 
down to their Feet 5 but thole of the Knights were 
much fhorter. A.D . 1251. King James, the Founder, 
granted unto all the Fraternity, that they Ihould wear 
upon their Scapulars the Arms of Aragon, viz. Or 4 Pales , 
Gules, and above that the White Crols of the Church of 
Barcelona in a red Field, with Two Coats joined toge- 
ther per fifs in one Shield, which came afterwards to 
be encompafled with a Bordure, which the Knights 
wore on their Scapulars, but the Monks on their 
Mantles, and both upon their Breafts. Difputes arifing 
among themfelves, they were incorporated with the 
Knights of Montefa fo that, ever fince, the whole Fra- 
ternity have been only Priefts. The Mafter General 
hath nis Refidence at Barcelona, by the Decrees of Pope 
Clement V. and John XXII. To conclude, they now 
collect great Sums of Money, lend out their Agents 
yearly, chiefly to Algiers and Fefs, and for the Reaemp- 
tion of Chriftian Captives, and have from the Time of 
their Inftitution followed their propofed Ends with all 
religious Care and Faithfuinefs. 
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27. Knights of the Rofary in Toledo. 

Roderick , Bi/hop of Toledo in Spain, feeing the Coijn- 
txv fore opprefled oy the Moon, aflembled tne Nobleft 
ot the City, and propofed the Neceffity of their AflUt- 
ance to extirpate the Moors j whereunto they being u-r 
uanimoufly inclin’d, he gave Beginning to this Order, 
By their Statutes, befides fighting againftthe Moors> they 
are obliged to fay, continually, the Rolary of our 
Biefled Lady. Their Rule of Living was that of 
St. Dominic ^ 5 and their Enfign the Figure of our Lady 
of the Rofary upon a Qrofs fiory f quarterly^ argent and 
fable. 

28. Knights of St. Mary the Glorious* in Italy, 

Their Author was Bartholomeo de Vincenta , a Frar 
Preacher, or Dominican, afterwards Bilhop of that City. 
The End he chiefly defigned, was to procure Peace to 
Italy , then much difquieted by Civil Wars. It was ir.-* 
fiituted, A. D. 12)3. called Generali s Devotionis annu t 
and approved and confirmed by Pope Urban IV. A . 7 . 
12 62. and the Rule of St. Dominic^ vreferibed them, 
who are obliged to take into their Care Widows ard 
Orphans, and endeavour to beget Concord among fuch 
as are at Variance. Their Habit is a White Tunick or 
Caflotk, and a Mantle of Ruflet , fome make their. 
Badge which they wear upon their Beaft a purple Crofs 
patee bordered with Gold, others make it a purple Crofs 
patee , with Two Stars in chief 5 but Marquei^ that has 
writ of the Order of Knighthood, gives it an OBogonal 
Crofsy iike that of Malta. They profefs Obedience and 
Conjugal Chaftity 5 but are forbid to wear Spurs or 
Bridles of Gold : They are commonly called Cavaleri 
de Modena , and refide at Bolonia , Modena , and other Italian 
Cities 3 and becaufe they have no Monafteries, but 
dwell in their own Houfes at Eafe and Plenty, they 
were called Fratres Gandentes or Hilar eu 
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Knighttof St. James, in Portugal, 

Were inftitutfcd, A. D, 1510. by Denys VL Kingqf 
Portugal in honour of St. James? under whole Pro- 
re&ion he became viftorious in divers' Battles againft 
the Moors , and at length quieted his Kingdom by the 
Affiftance of thele Knights. It was not long after 
its Inftitution ere this Order flourished, through the 
Privileges the Founder bellowed, and the Appropatioq 
of Pope Nicholas IV. and others his Succeuors. The 
Knights profefs Conjugal Chaftity, Hofoitality and O- 
bedience, and none are admitted till they make proof 
of their Gentility by Blood. Their Enfign is a red 
Sword? formed like that of St. James of Gattcia 5 the 
Habit White, and the only difference between them 
lies in a little Twift of Gold which thefe of Portugal 
draw about their Sword. At Alcafar de Sul was their 
Principal Convent, which they afterwards removed to 
t)almela y where it yet continues. Their Statutes, ctt. 
are much the fame with thofe of St. James in Galicia? 
whereupon fome erroneoufly have confounded them. 

30. Knights of our Lady, and of St. George of 
Montefa. 

/ 

r This Order fucceeded into the Lands and Pofleffions 
of the Knights Templars in Valentia , as the Knights 
Hofbk alters did into thole of the Templars in France , Italy , 
and England $ for James II. King of Aragon and Valentia? 
refilling to give their Revenues to the Hofpit otters (which 
as other Princes had done) gave them to the Convent 
of Montefa , where had been placed both Knights and 
Friars of the Order of Calatrava $ and excimng him- 
felf to Pope John XXII. A. D. 1317. he inmtuted 
this Order in the City Valentia (neverthelefs fubjefl to 
that of Calatrava) ana made choice of the Town of 
Montefa? to give the Knights both Name and Habitation, 
whom he obliged to defend his Kingdom againft the 
Moors. Their College, dedicated to St. George? was 
built the following Year, a«d their Statutes confirmed 
by the : Aid Pope John? who gave them the Gfterdan 
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Rule. Upon their Habit is White, and the Badge % 
plain red Grefs, which they wear on their Breafts. A. • D* 
x 399, the Older of St. George £ Album* was incorporated 
to it, And the Great Office of- Matter hereof is in the 
King of Spain, who hath the Revenue of Thirteen 
Conumndaries belonging thereunto to the Value of 
13000 Ducats per annum. 


31. Knights of Chrift in Portugal, 

These fprang alfo from the Ruin of the Knights 
Templars, whole confifcated Eftates King Dmys, fir- 
named Penoca, defiredof Pope John XXiI. might not 
be difoofed out of his Kingdom, in regard of the 
great Evils the Neighbouring MoOrs in Algarvts , did his 
Kingdom } and foralmuch as the Town of Gafin A lari* 
was a Frontier, and commodious to refift the Enemy, 
he moved for Licence to inftitute an Order of Knights 
therein, and offer’d his Holinefs the Rents andjuri£ 
diftiqn thereof which accordingly was granted oy die 
Pope, and dedicated it to the Honour of God, and 
the Exaltation of theCatholick Faith, under the Tide 
of the Military Order of our Lori Jefiss Chrift, as is alledged 
from the miraculous Apparition of our Saviour cruci- 
fied, Iren by the King when he went out to fight thtt 
Moors. 


3 a.. # nights of the Paffion of Jefus Chrift. 

This Order was erefted by Charles King of France, 
(tho’ it made no Ptogrefs) and our King Riehard II. with 
a large Defign exceeding all other Religious Orders, 
except thofe of St. John of Jerufalem and Knights Tem- 
plars. They were to renew ■ the Memory of our Sa- 
viour’s Paffion, to extirpate Pride, Covetoufoefs and 
Luxury, to make way for the Reconqueft of Jerufalem 
and Paleftine, and for the Subversion and Confofion of 
Enemies of the Faith. A MSS. in the Arumdelian Libra- 
ry, reckons up Twenty Caufos for the NecefSty of its 
Inftitution, which are too long to be inierted $ and 
altho’ it was dedicated to our Saviour, yet the Blefled 
Virgin was look’d upon as a principal Mediatrefs and 
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Advocate c?f this Holy. Chevalry. Their Govern- 
ments in the principal Convent, were to be de- 
bated by Five Councils, in the Prefence of the Prince : 
1. The Quotidian Council, confiding of Twenty-four ; 
a. The Particular confiding of about Fourty : 
3. The Grand Council confiding of Eighty. 4. The 
General Chapter held every Year. And, 5. The 
Univerfal Chapter to be held every Fourth or Sixth 
Years, confiding of a Thousand Knights of the 
Chevalry. The Principal Officer was the Grand Jufli- 
ciary , the next the Grand Bailiff: In the Chief City, 
and in every City and Cadle or theirs, one was to ad- 
minider Judice called a Poteftate. In the general 
Chapter was to be an Officer called the Senator, and in 
the Univerfal Chapter a DXf&tr with Coadjutors and 
Affidants. 

In the principal Convent were to beTenExecuters of 
Judice, and Four dyled Charitable Commiflaries, whole 
Office was, to provide for Widows and Orphans $ and 
whereas this Order was made up of Eight feveral Lan- 
guages, and as many Notaries, who put on the Habit 
of the Brothers $ for the greater Regularity of their 
Order, they were to bind themfelve* by Oath to 
the Obfervance of thefe Three Points,. Obedience to 
Sovereigns, Poverty of Spirit, and Conjugal Chadity, 
They were allotted for their Maintainance, the Poflef- 
fion of Cities, Cadies, arc. Gold, Silver, arc. and all 
to be in common, arc. 

There was to belong to the Cadle or Principal Con- 
vent a Church of marvellous Structure ■, it was defign’d 
Fifty Cubits in breadth, without any Pillars, a Hun-, 
dred Cubits long, and in height Twenty-five ; likewife 
an Hofpital, where the Widows of the Holy Chevalry 
fhould attend ubon the Sick and Infirm ; a Baptidery or 
Font, for the Baptizing the Children of the Knights $ 
a dately Palace, with a great Hall and large Confido- 
ries, to contain the Prince and Council with their Re- 
tinue } with a large and delightful Cloider for the Ca-, 
nons and Clerks 5 together with a very fpacious Palace, 
to entertain- the Princes of the Weft when they came 
that Way, either to War, or upon Pilgriiqage ; In 
fine, there was to have been Three chief HaU$^ wherein 
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they might dine together 5 with diftinft Lodgings and 
Habitations, Wine-Cellars, Granges, Granaries, Sta- 
bles for Horfes and Cattel, Eafements, Mills, Citterns, 
Baths, and all other Neceflaries for the Chevalry. Their 
Habit was to denote the Pattion of Jefus. 

The Drefs they were obliged to was a hanfome Cloth 
Coat of a civil Colour, reaching down half way their 
Legs, and girt with a large Girdle of Silh or Leather 
Two Fingers broad, the Buckle of Black Horn, the 
Tongue and Garni filing of the Holes, Tin 5 to have 
Red Chaperons or Caps, reprefenting the Blood of our 
Saviour j over their faid Coats, a Mantle of White 
Cloth or Serge, which from the Shoulders down- 
ward was to be open on both Sides along the Arms, 
and in that Part before the Breaft a Crofs of red Cloth 
or Serge Two Fingers broad, extending to the Breadth 
and Length of that Part* of the Mantle ; the Crofs of the 
Prince’s Mantle was to be edged round with a Gold 
Fringe about half an Inch broad 5 there were to be 
iome other linall Diftindion as to the Shape of the 
Crofs upon the White Habit to be ufed by this Holy 
Chevakry. Their Arms in a Banner were Argent, upon a 
Crofs Gules $ a Compafs of Four convex femi-circles ,• conjoyn - 
tng Four intervening Angles alternately fable (in Allufion to 
the Agony of our Lord) charged with an Agnus Dei 
Or, the Compafs and Crofs both fimbriated Gold, with a little 
red Bor dure. 

In Times of extraordinary Danger, and great Bat- 
tles, they were to have another angular and folemn 
Banner , every Knight was to have nis Efouire armed 
at all Points, a little Valet for his Lance and Helmet, a 
bigger to carry his Mail, and a third to lead his Sump- 
ter 5 Five Horfes, and Four Servants were to attend 
him in all Warlike Expeditions, and Two or Three 
Horfes and Servants in ail Times of Peace. The Num- 
ber of thefe Knights of the Holy Chevalry was 1000 
or 1100.

33. 7 %e Qrder of the Brician itnigbts in Sweden. 

Was fouhded, A. D. 1 by an holy and famous 
Queen of that Kingdom which they repute St. Bridget, 

the 
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the Aim of whofc Profeffion was to oppofe Herefy, 
fecure the Confines of the Kingdom, bury the Dead, 
fuccour Widows and Fatherlefs, and to keep up Ho T 
ipitality. Their chief Enfign was a Blue OBogonal Crofs 9 
and under it a Tongue of Ere , the Symbol of Love and 
Charity. 

34. Knights of St. Maurice in Savoy. 

This Order took its rife upon the Retreat of Amu* 
iem VIII. Duke of Savoy, into the Defart of Ripaill*, 
near the Lake of Geneva, and was conferr’d by him> 
A. D. 1434. on Ten of his Courtiers, who retir’d 
with him, as well as to preferve the Memory of 
St. Maurice, the Patron of Savoy. Nine Years after its 
Inftitution, the Founder was elefted Pope, A. D. 1439. 
and afiumed the Name of Felix V. Nine Years after 
that he refigned the Chair, and retir’d to his Solitude 
inRipaitle, where he died, Jan. 7. 1451. and lies bu- 
ried at Laujanna. The Order continued not long after 
bis Death $ but Duke Emanuel Philibert reftored it, 
A.D. 1572. and the Dukes qf Savoy are their Grand 
Matters. 


35. Knights of the Holy Ghoft, 

Were inftituted by Pope Paul II. A. D. 14^8. under 
the Title of Brethren of the Rofpital of the Holy Ghoft. 
They wore upon their Habits a White Oofs forme. 

Knight j of St. George in Auftria and Ca* 
rinthia.

The Emperor Frederick III. others fey Rudolf hm of 
Hamburgh, nr ft Founder of the Greatness of the Houfe 
of Aujlria, inftituted this Order, A. D. 1470. chiefly 
to guard the Frontiers of Germany, Hungary, Aujlria, 
Stiria, and Carimhia, and to fupprefs the Infolency of 
the Turks, fince which thefe Knights have gallantly 
behaved themfelves. The Great Matter was advanc’d 
to the Honour of a Prince $ and the Cattle of MUdjtad 
in Carinthia was given him for his Seat, where was 

founded 
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founded a Cathedral Church of Canons, under the 
Rule of St. Augujlin. Their Enfign is the Arms of 
$t. Georg** a red Groff* and their Habit white * they pro- 
fefs Conjugal Chaftity and Obedience* and have the 
Emperors for their ProteClors. 

There are alfo Cavollerot de Son yorge en Aleman** aa 
Order ereded by the Emperor Maximilian, 1494. upon 
the like Defign with the former } it was confirmed by 
Po^e Alexander VI. and is under the fame Profefiion ana 
Protection as the other. There Enfign is a red Croft , 
with a Crvun of Gold on the top of it , they were other- 
wife called crowned Knights , for after they had ferved a 
Year, they and their Heirs have a peculiar right of 
Adorning their Shields and Helms with a Grown } the 
Occafion was upon a notable Victory obtained againft 
the Turks, who confefled that a Man on Horfeback fup- 
pofed to be St. George* put them, .into that Fear and 
Diforder as to quit the Field. 

37. Kmghts of St. George at Rome. 

Thbse were inftituted by Alexander VI. 1498. or, as 
others fay, by Pope Paul 111 . at whole Death it became. 
extin& They dwelt at Ravenna, their Province,, and 
were to fecurc the Adriatick. Sea from Pyrates. 


38. Knights of St. Peter at Rome: 

■ Pops LeoX. A. IX 1 510. inftituted this Order to 
fight againft the Turk}, and defend the Sea Coafts., 
Tneir Number was Four Hundred} they wore the 
Image of St. Peter vithin ass Oval if Gold hanging at a 
Golden Chain . 


3 9. Knights of St. Paul nr Rome, 

Were inftituted by Paul III. 1540. and while he was 
Pope, he made Two.Hundred of them. Their Enfign 
was St. Paul’; Image hanging at a Golden Chain. 


40. Knights 
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40. Knights called Pios at Rome. 

Pope Pim IV. ere&ed this Order 1 5 do. He created of 
them at firft 37$. but they encreafed to 53 5. He granted 
them very confiderablc Endowments* and preferr’a them 
before tne Knights of the Empire, and Malta, becaufe 
they were bis- Courtiers, and had*the Charge of carrying 
his Chair on their Shoulders when he went abroad. 

41 . Knights of St. Stephen at Florence. 

This Order was founded in imitation of the Knights 
©f Malta, 1 5dl. by Cofmo de Medtcu II. Duke of Florence, 
afterwards firft Duke of Tttfcany, in honour of St. Ste- 
fken, Pope and Martyr, the Patron of the City of 
j Florence, and in memory of the Battle on the dtu ©f 
jiuguft, (St. Steftheat-day) at Marciano, where over- 
throwing the Aflertors of Liberty, he laid the Founda- 
tion of nis Grandeur. Pm* IV. confirmed it under the 
Rule of St. BentdiS, which was afterwards enlarged 
with many Emoluments and Privileges, by the fucceed- 
ing Popes. The Knights vow’d Conjugal Chaftity and 
Charity, in relieving the AfBifted, Obedience to their 
Matters the Great Dukes of Tufiaay. The chief Place 
of their Refidence was at Pifa, where the Founder e- * 
reftsd a Church and Convent, as a Nurfery for Perfons 
skilful in Maritime AttairS, bUt fince it is transferred to 
Cofmopoli in the Ifle of Ilva. Their Habit is a long 
Mantle of White Chamlet trimmed with Red, and on 
the left part of their Breaft a Croft (like that of Malta) 
of red or crimfon Satm border'd with Gold 3 it is daily worn . 
on their Cloaks, and on their Military Garments,' and 
about their Necks in a Ribbon on Feftival Days. This 
Order (like the Matte fe) alio confifts of Knights, Priefts 
and Servants. The Priefts wear the Croft of red Taffaty 
without© Bordure, the Servants the Croft of St. Antho- 
ny only. The Statute* were reformed by FerdmandDuke 
of Tafiany, Son to the Founder, and approv’d, 1 $90. 

42. Knights 
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4*. Knights of St. Maurice and St * Lazarus in 
Savoy. 

. Pop* Gregory XIII. having, at the llequeft of Ema- 
nuel Philibert , Duke of Savoy, reftor’d the Order of St. 
Lazarus, and the Order of St. Maurice , A. D. 15^2. and 
conftituted this Duke Grand Mailer, the fame Year, 
for their greater Honour, he united them under the 
Title of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus, and appointed the 
Dukes of Savoy Hereditaries and Matters, and oblig’d 
them to furniih out two Gallies for the Service of the 
Papal See, to be. employ’d againft Pyrates. Upon this 
Union, the Knights had affign’d them for Habit a 
Gown of Crimfon Tabby, with wide Sleeves, along 
Train, and edg’d with white Taflaty, and a Cordon 
with a Taffcl of White and Green fix’d to the Collar. 
The Badge is, A green Croft an tree of St. Laurence, plac'd 
Saltirtwife, furmounted with the whtte Croft pwnelle of St. 
Maurice, which the Knight* wear either in a Gold 
Cham, or any colour’d Ribbon. And the faid Duke 
founded for the Knights two fair Convents, one at 
Nice, the other at Turin, and beftow’d on diem all tho 
Revenues within his Territories, formerly appertaining 
to the Order of St. Lazarus. The Dukes of Savoy, as 
Grand Matters, ule this Tide. 

43. Knights ef Loretto.’ 

This Order, about the Tear 1587. was inftituted by 
Shetm V. who erefted the Church of our Lady at Lo' 
mto into a Cathedral and Bifhop’s See, and gave the 
rCnights for their Enfign, the Image of our Lady of 
Loretto, bung in a Gold Chain. This is not quite ex- 
tinguifh’d. 


44. Knights of the Blejfed Virgin Miry of Mount 
Carmel. 

Tho’ the Grand Matterfhip of St. Lazarets, and its 
Commandaries in all Dominions, were confirm’d by Pope 
Gregory XI 11 . upon the Houle of Savoy, yet under King 
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Henry III. fom&, Knights in France , of that Order, re- 
fus’d to joyn with their Fellows, under the Obedience 
of the Duke of Savoy. King Henry IV. defirous to have 
a new order, bearing the Denomination of The Blejfed 
Virgin, &c. apply’d oimfelf to Pope Paul V. and ob- 
tain'd what he fu*d for A. D. i tfo 8 . ( befides other Pen- 
fions out of certain Ecclefiaftical Benefices in France) 
the Commandaries and Hofpitals of St. Lazart** in that 
Kingdom, and the Knights of St. Lazarus that remain’d 
ip Fance^ were incorporated^ with them under two Ti- 
tles $ their Seal being infer ih’d, Sigtllum Ordinis w 'Mili- 
tia Maria Vtrpnh da Monte CarmeTt , CT* SanBi Lazari in 
Hierufalem. The Order confiftsof One Hundred choice 
French Gentlemen, whole Offices are to attend on the 
King in every warlike Expedition. They vow Cha- 
ftity and Obedience, and profefs to fight againft the 
Enemies of the Romifh See. The Feaft of tne Patro- 
nefs is the idth of July, Philibert Nerefiang. a valiant 
Knight of, St, Laiarw, was elefted their nrft Matter 
itfoB. Their Badge is a Crofs of 8 Points of tawny 
Velvet or Sattin, with * white Border fow’d on the left 
Side of their Cloaks, and the Image of the Virgin Mary 
of Mount Carmel plac’d in the Middle, within a Rundfe 
encompafs’d with Rays of Gold. They alfo wear about 
theft Necks, in a tawny Silk Ribbon, the like Crols 
of Gold $ but the Image of the faid Knights is ena- 
mel’d on both Sides. There Invettiture is like that of 
Malta . 

43j. Knights, of the mofi G lor ions Virgin Mary of 
Rome. 

A. D. 1618. Pedro, John BaftiJIa , and Bernardo , fir- 
nam’d Petngnaneos (three Brethren of Spelta in Italy ) in- 
vented this Order s To which was added, the Rule of 
St. Francis d' Afffa ^whereof the Popes are Great Matters. 
Paul V. confirm’d them, and gave thefe Knights the 
Palace of St. John Later an for their Convent, and the 
City and Port of Civita Vecchia to make their Arfenal ?

It Wat inftitgted itfi8. by Charles Gonzaga, Duke 
of Mantua and Khvers , in Corijun&ion with Adolph, 
Count of Aftham his Brother, ana John Baptift Perrignan 
Sfertia. To give it the greater Luftre, they divided^ 
the World among them y Charles took the North and 
Weft Parts, Adebh the Raftern, and the other had the 
South, where tney Were perfonally to found Convents 
and inveft Knights. Duke Charles began his Inftitution 
of this Order under the Rule of St. Brands, in Olmutz 
the Metropolis of Moravia, the Tear aforefaid, and de- 
dicated it to the bleflied Virgin and St. Michael ; But 
what Progreft the others made in their pious Refolu- 
tions, Hiftory is filent. It has been likewife ftyl’d, 
Gmceptionis Ordo &* Militis Virginis annmdat a. Anno 1612. 
feveral illuftrious Princes of divers Countries entered 
themfelves into that Order at Vienna. It was approv’d 
by Pope Paul V. and confirm’d by Pope Paul Vlll. t6 24, 
The Defign of its Inftitution was, to eftablifh Peace and 
Concord among Chriftian Princes and their Subjetts y 
to releafe Captives, and deliver the Opprcfled out of 
the Hands of the Infidels..

The founder was Arthur King of Britain, crown'd in 
the Tear of our Lord 51 6 , at the Age of 15 Tears ; of 
whole incredible Courage and Gallantry, tho* fome 
have ftretch’d too far, yet JPlUiam of Mahnshury is. of 
Opinion, he was worthy to have been celebrated by. 
true and faithful Hiflorians^ and not falfe and fpuriou* 
Tales. . He it was that long prop’d up hifc declining 
Country, and infpir’d Martial Courage into hjs Sub- ' 
jefts, tne Saxons, in twelve pitch’d Battles having over- 
come, aiyl conquer’d divers Countries lt$ liv’d in 
fo great Repute and Renown, that worthy Knights 
came from all Parts to his Court, as a Seminary ofMi-, 
litary Difcipline, to demonftratc their Valour in point 
of Arms. This gave him Occafion to fele£t out of 
thefe, and his own Subjects, fome fay Twenty Four 
of the moft Valiant, which he united in a FeUowfhip 5 
and to avoid all Controverfy upon Precedency, caus’d a 
Round Table to be made, whence the Order had its 
Appellation.

It was fo call’d from 
its Enfign, w. an Imperial Crown embroider’d with 
Gold. The Knights were invefled with the Military 
Belt and a Box on the Ear.

That there was fech an Order in France is related 
by feveral Writers, but they give no certain Account 
of its Inftitution. 
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6 . *I%e Order of St. Andrew, or the Thiftle, in 
Scotland, 

Is reported by John Lefley , Bifhop of Rofs, to take 
beginning from a bright Crofs in Heaven, in Falhion of 
that whereon St. Andrew fuffer'd Martyrdom, which 
appear'd to H*npn, King of the PtBs ( and to the Scots 
whom Achaim King of Scotland lent to his Affiftance) 
the Night preceding the Battle with Atheljlan King of 
England} over whom prevailing, they went in Solemn 
Proceflion to the Kirk of St. Andrew , to thank God and 
his Apoftle for their Vifiory, promifing that they and 
their Poffcrity would ever bear the Figure of that Crofs 
in jtheir Enfigns and Banners. Faroin, in his Theatre of 
Honour, relates it to be inftituted upon the famous 
League, Offenfive and Defenfive, made between Achaim 
an dCharlemain King of France } topreferve the Memory 
of which Alliance, Achains added the TreJJ'ure of Hewers 
Je Lys to the Lyon, and took for Device the ' Ihijlle and 
Rue, which he compos'd into a Collar of his Orders 
and for his Motto, Pour ma Defence : Yet doth A ienenim . 
make thefe the Symbols of two different Orders, one, 
of the Thiftle, whence the Knights were fo ffyl'd, and ., 
the Motto, Nemo me imfune lacejjit $ the other call'd v&r-. 
turn Rfita, or The Garland of Rue : Neverthelefs to both 
thefe Collars hung one and the fame Jewel, viz. the . 
Figure of St. Andrew, bearing his Crofs before him.* 
Bmt there are feme, faith the fame Author, that refer the 
Jnjlitution of the Thiftle (the Badge of the Scotch Kingdom 
from the Times of Achaim ) to the Reign of Charles VII. 
King of France, when the Amity was renew'd between both 
Kingdoms . Laftly, Others place its Foundation 1500. 
Their principal Enfign is a Gold Collar, compos'd of 
Thiftles interfmk'd with Anulets of Gold, and pen- 
dant thereto St. Andrew with his Crofs, and this Epi- f 
graph. Nemo me imfune lace fit. Their folemn Meeting 
was annually on St. Andrew's Day, in the Church of 
the Town dedicated to his Name : During the Fefti- 
vity, the Knights were richly habited, and wore their 
Parliament Robes, having fix’d on their left Shoul- 
ders an Azure Round Je, charg’d with a Saltire Argent, 
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or St. Andrew's Croft enfil’d in Centre* with a Cr»wiV 
compos’d of* Flower de Luces Or. Fo t too ofditfaryind ' 
common Enfign, the Knights us’d t a Green Ribbon* 
whereat hung a Thiftle of Gold, crown’d with an Ira- 

J >eriaf CroWn, Within a Circle of Gold, Containing the, 
aft nam’d Epigraph 5 and now of late they have Jew’d' 
to their left Breaft an Irradiation ,(lik£ that of The 
Knights of ihe Garter ) over a Saltire Silver, the Irradia- 
tion charg’d with a Blew Roundle of St. Andrew's Ctdft* 
Their Number confuted of Thirteen, in Ailutfon t6 our 
bfcfled Saviour and the Twelve Apoftles. 

7 . Knights of our Lady of the St^r, , 

Owe their Original to Robert the Detfout of frartee % 
A. D. 1022. to manifeft his ftrifk Devotion t6 the Met, 
fed Virgin. They were iri Number Thirty, inclufive 
of the Chief. Their Seat was in the noble and and-* 
ent Houfe of St. Overt, call’d de Chichey , near St. Denys 
jii France . This Order was of no long continuance* 1 
for being much (ully’d and difgrac’d ( during the Civil 
and Foreign Wars) by the Imitation of Perfons that 
had neither Birth nor Merit to recommend them, King 
Clarks VII. took Occafion to effice it A. D- 1455% by 
delivering up, in a Chapter, the Enfign that he wore 
tO the Chevalier du Guet, Captain of the Night-watch 
in Paris, the Lords and Princes throwing it. off* after it 
had receiv’d that Mark of Infamy ; tho’ fome alledge 
it declin’d upon the Ereftion of The Order of St. Michael, 
as the Star fupplanted that of the &nnet . ; 

S. 7%e Order of the Lilly in Navarre, or of St. Mary 
of the Lilly, 

Was founded A. D . 1048. by Garcm VI. King of 
Navarre, in Honour of the blefled Virgin Mary , after 
his Recovery from a languifhing Sickrteft. Others re- 
late, that prevailing againft the Moors , he made aFeaft 
in Honour of the blefled Virgin, at which he inftituted 
this Order, ele&ing his Brothers and Sons among the 
firft Knights. It was efteem’d the moft Illuftrious of 
al l Spain, and confiftcd of Thirty Eight Knights, >x- 
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traft of opt of the ancienieft Blood of Nav*rry y Bjfcay 
- and Old Gaftile. The Kings of Navarre w ere their Chief 
They promis’d, at their Inftitntion, to cxpole their 
Uvea and Fortunes in Defence of the Chriftiao Faith, 
the Conservation of the Crown, and Eapidlion of tkTe 


9. 7^e Order of the Sword in Cyprus, 

Was ereSed 115*5. by Gay of Lufanan, King of jfc- 
fufakm and Cyfnrm y after he had purwas'd that Ute of 
our King Richard L in Commemoration of to. fortunate 
a Plantation of 15000 Persons whom he brought thi- 
ther. Some queftion the Truth of this $ however all 
offend its Founder was one of the Lufignav Fami ly. The 
Collar was compos’d of round Corfiotes of white Silk, 
woven into Lovrf-Knofcs, interlac'd wirli the Letters 
S and R. Beneath this Collar hung ate Oval of Gold, 
whereon was perfigur’d a Sword, the k F* enamell’ii 
Silver, the Hilt Gold, nted about the Oval this Motto, 
StcnritarRefni. Mickeh iky?, Pxo FidcSetymdai and Goth*- 
frdus y pro integritate tuenda Their Feftivity was % Ajcen- 
jton-Day , whereon the Founder gave it ( in the Church 
of St; Spphidt the Cathedral of Nicojia id : CyPrw ) to 
his Brother Ama*ty y and to Three Hundrea Barons 
eftoUHh’d in that his new Kingdom. There, were 
Eight Kings of Cyprus of .the Lafynan Lines Great Ma- 
ilers $ but when this Ifle fell into the Hands of the 
Twrkh this Inflatution ceas'd. 

10. Bear in Switzerland, 

Was infUtuted A. D. 1113. by the Emperor Trede- 
ricl 'i II. in Favour of the Abbot; of St. Gall in &a ahen y 
who had adifled him in gaining the Empire. Tbele 
Knights wore a Collar of Gold, at the End whereof 
hung a Bear Gold, mounted on an Hillock cnamelTd 
with Black, in Honour of St. Vrfm of the Theban Le- 
gion, who was martyr'd before the Temple of the Sun 
at Soleurre in Sml\:rland. It was alfo call'd The Order of 
Sh. Gall, from the Name of the Patton ( a Scotch Gen • 
tleman, and the Apoftle of Swahen) of the Place where 
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ft receiVd’its Appellation* The Abbot whereof,for the* 
Time being, had Power to confer this Honour, which 
was done begirding with the Military Belt (the 8 word 
being firft confecrated ) and putting on the Collar. It 
continu’d ’till the Swirters became a Common-Wealth f 
and then the Caftles of the Nobles being difinaqtled, it 
wa$ laidafide. 

ii. The Brooiyi-Flower in France, 

x Took itt Original from Leash of France , to honour 
the Coronation of his Queen Margaret,A.D. 1254. Their 
Habits were Caflocks ofWhite Damask, and Violet Cha-» 
perons 5 the Collar compos’d of Broom-Flowers Pro- 
per, interlaced with Flowers de Lys, hanging thereat a 
Croft Florence Gold, to which was added this Inferip- 
tion, Exafoat Handles $ the Founder accounting the 
Broom the Symbol of Humility. Their Number was 
at the Sovereign’s Fleafere, and this Order continu’d 
till the Death of King Charles V. Some fay Qtarles VL 
instituted it, and others deny the being of any fuch 
Order* 

12. The Ship and Double Crefcent in France. 

Such an Order was of Old, in Honour of the great 
Achievements of that Nation, tho’ by whom (bunded 
is unknown. Favin affirms, St. Lewis erefted this after 
he had inftituted the Broom Flower, to animate the No? 
bility to accompany him in his Expedition to Africa % 

1 2 69. Their Badge was alluding to the Nunc of the 
Order, the Figure of a Ship Pendant in an Oval of 
Gold ; and expir’d with St. Lewis after the firft Claft 
of Knights $ but its honour was kept up by Charles , 
Brother of St. Lewis, and flourifh’d in Sicily with his Sue- 
eegors,until the Kings of Arragon obtain’d that Kingdom* 

jj. Knights of St. James in Holland. 

This Order was ere&ed by Florentim % Earl of Hol- 
land and Ze/and , and Lord of Frifeland ; and he, A . IX 
l$ 9 °t WtewM the jftnfigns of it, m his Palace at 
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.Wipfr. upon Twelve of his chief Nobility* among which ' 
was Lancelot Lord Hamilton, Embaflador from the King 
of Scms. TTiey were invefted with a Collar of Gold, 
<jr Military Belt of Silver gilt, let off with Six Efcal- • 
lops, whereat was hung the Figure of Si. James the > 
ApdHe. 

14. The Order of the Swan in Cleveland. 

If ever any fuch was, it has been efiac’d long fince. 
Set Favin fays, the Princes of Clove have bom the Swats

Weak inftituted by Pope John XXII. at Avignon in 
Snotty A.D. 1310. as a Temporal Prince, being Lord 
Paramount of St. Peter't Patrimony. Pan! Y. much aug- 
mented it Their Badge » a plain Groft Gules, in- 
clos’d within a Croft patee Or, hanging at a Gold 
Chain. Pope Clement IX. 1668-9. treated Three of 
the Embamdors from tbe Swift Cantons with the uliial 
Ceremonies, himfelf putting on the Chains, and the 
Captains of bis Guards girding their Swords about 
fbem. 

1 6 . 'The Wfilte Eagle in Poland, 

Was inftituted by Ladeflam , King of Poland, to- ho- 
nour the Marriage of his Son Cafimrt the Great, with 
Anne Daughter of Gedimer Duke of Lithuania, 1345.

J7. The Order of Kpi^bts de la Banda in Caftile, 

Was let up by Alphonfns II. King of Leon in Cajlile, 
in the City of FWorta, A.D. 133a. (or Palencia 1330. 
Or Burps 1368. according to others) not long before 
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bis Cqrota tH Mi > ,t&e better tb feart* himfelf soajaA'ki# 
Enemies. Soon- after tie Solemnity wa» cdebrased aft 
Bnrgat, in the Mbnaftery of St. Mary Ryafy where the 
Candidates, conduced by the- King to the Altar, and 
depofitmg their Anns, fpent tb* Night ia Wssehing 
ana Prayer. The Morrow after Malls, they were 
veiled with a red military Belt or Ribbon, of four Fin- 

t ers broad*. whifbCcatnt a^erofi the Body ovet tjic right 
houlder, and fo under the left Arm, and was the En- 
fign from whence-they took their Denom ination, This 
Order teas chiefly to Honour the Nobility 5 ' and at ftrft 
none; were admitted but the yotobgelr SdnsoT Noble- 
men [ excluding elder Brothers) 1 or perfons well-de- 
feended, or Squires, who had fervM in Court or 
Camp Ten Tears at lead. It was 1 anciently of great 
Efteem, and Kings have vouchfaftd to take itt» Enfign ;

In8Titotrt» at Venice A. D. 1400. from' the Exam-* 
pie of theJfcigfcide la Banda, in Honour of >the bum^ 
guntioB of Dtike iVlicAf/f St mo.

■of particular Noblemen and Gefttfefncn, who volun* 
tardy met together, and defied 4 Chief among theitaJ 
fdves. They took an Oath tb oMervs thdt Articles, 
part whereof was, the Honour bf the’ City, where 
noble and fplendid Regales were made $ and with fqcb 
' like magnificent Divertifements did they entertain Ring 
Henry IQ. of France, and other noble Perfonages. It 
receiv’d the greater Luftre, by the Addition -oftevenl 
Italian Princes ; and the moft confpicuous Families 
were -receiv’d into it. Their Habit, on Solemn Days* 
was a Crimfon Senator’s Veft appearing very fplendid. 
Their Enfign, a Sun in a Sheild painted in their Ban- 
ners. It arriv’d to fuck Profufenefs, that in 1 590. it 
was wholly laid afide. 


19. The Order of St. Mark in Venice* 


Is here reckon’d, becaufe the Knights are dignify’d 
with a Title and particular Enfign of Honour at their 
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Creadon. The C er emo n y itsfter the Manner o£ Bright 
Hotcheltrs, by Dabbing with a Sword, and their Tido 
a bare Mark of Honour, having no Laws or Statutes, 
or particular Obligations enjoWd. it had the. Deno- 
mination from. St. Mark, the Evangelift, whole Body 
was tr inflated to Fenkt, 8*8. and became the Titular 
Angel and Guardian of that City, his Pi&uae being 
<Hffnay*d in their Banners. The end Time of its IiM 
ftimrion is not certainly determin'd. The Badge this* 
adorns thele Knigh ts,' is, a Gold Chain put over these 
Shoulder* at their Creation, whereat depend* a Medal* 
on one fide whetfeof is the 8ymboi of St. Marf, tw. n 
winged Lyon, holding in his right Paw a deafen. 
Sword, and in hisfeft an open Book, with thisMdttOy 
Pax tibi Marce Evatigtfijta memr. On the Reverie, that 
Duke furviving is. beautify’d With a purtieulaf Jm- 
prefs. Sometimes reprefented on hisKnee, receiving 
a Standard from the Hands of St.' Mark. This Medal 
is worn on a Cr ofs enamell’d Blew. The Duke confer* 
this Honour, either privately m his Chamber, or pub- 
licity in a fell College.

Faviu, on a midaken 
Ground, calls it The Order of the Snares of Love, in re- 
gard its Founder had receiv’d of his Lady, a Bracelet 
made of the Trelles of her Hair, plaited in Love-knots* 
and that the four Letters, afterwards interlac’d by the 
Founder, ihould fignifie Frappes , Entres , Rompes, Tout . 
It is conspicuous enough at the firft Ereftion it was 
call’d of The Collar , and fo remain’d till Charles III. or 
Le Bon Duke of Savoy , beftow’d on it the Title of The 
Annunciation, from the Pi&ure of the Annunciation 
which he annex’d to The Collar , 1518.

. 1x33. whereon was lying at the Feet of his PortaituTe 
a Dog with a Collar about his Neck, inicrib’d Fm t as 
an integral Word, and from a Beals Coin of the laid 
' Earl's, on the Reverie whereof are Two Knott of the 
Model before (poke of, and the Word Fort in the midft. 
There is the Eftype of a Silver Coin of Ptter ie Amy, 
(who ended in England the noble Pile of that Name 
inf the Strand, temp. H. 111.) wherein is reprefented the 
Devife Ftrt in Gothirl^ Chara&ers, the true I n te rp ret s - 
tion of which Word cannot be explain’d. This ancient 
Collar is ftill in vogue snd daily worn, but now called 
The little Collar, fk/hion’d of Gold or Silver gilt, about 
an Inch broad, and of different weight. The Knights 
wear it about their Necks, clofe to the Collar of their 
Doublet.

The firft Solem- 
nities of' this Order were perform’d at Nojh-t Dame- de 
MaUlins m Boarbenneis, where he founded a College of 
Twelve Canons, in Honour of the blefled Virgin $ the 
.Intent .was, to corroborate hit intereft for the Aid of 
the Duke of Orleans, againft the Fs&ion of the Houft of 
'Burptndy, and' by joyning of Flowers de Lys and Thi- 
itles (die Symbols of Hope and Courage) emblemati- 
cally to eXprefi the Nobleneis of his Spirit againft all 
.'the Power of Fortune. He ordain'd the Number of 
dingus to be Twenty Six, comprehending himfelf and 
.his Succeflbrs, Dukes of Bwrben, as Chiefs, and oblig'd 
whem to wear daily a Belt, a Girdle of Watchel colour- 
ed Velvet, lin’d with Crimfon Sattin embroider’d with

. Wm begun by John I. King of Cafiilt in Stgovid, 
1399- hr, as others, 1379, to encourage his Nobles to 
prpieciite the Noble AOs of his Grandfather King 
Henry itt but the Founder dying the fame Year, before 
it had taken root, it became of finall Continuance. 

26. *fbe Order of the Argonauts of St. Nicholas 

Was inftituted by Charles III. King of Naples, 138a, 
to preferve Amity among the Nobles, to eompofe En- 
mities and fupprefs Seditions. If any of thefe Knights, 
upon a Variance, refufed a Reconciliation, the Enfigns 
were to be forfeited. Others fay the Defign was to 
advance Navigation, to which their Enfign alludes, be- 
ing a Ship floating upon the Waters in the midft of s 
Storm, having this Motto, Non credo tempori. In the 
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Cotuent of that fumptuous Church which St. Nicholas, 
Biijfop of Shtyrua, ereSed, was the grand Feafl: held 
on the Anniveriary of that Saint. This King appointed 
a White Habit for the Knights, and prefcribed theitl 
laudable Conftitutions j but for Want of a fettled Re- 
venue, their Splendor expired with their Founder. 

17. Knights of St. Anthony in Hainault. 

Albert of Bavaria , Earl of Hainault , Holland, and

28. ‘the Porcupine ** France, 

Was erefted by Lewis of France, Duke of Orleans, 
1 393. to horiour the Solemnization of the Baptifm of his 
eldeft Son Charles , by his Wife daughter to tne Otakeof 
Milain. Hechofe the Porcupine for his Devife, with 
this Epigraph, Cominm'ep Eminut 5 not only out of the 
afpiring Hopes conceived of this Child, but alfo to in- 
timate fomething of Revenge againfl John Duke of 
Burgmdy, his mortal Enemy 3 the Porcupine being an 
Emblem both Ofienfive ana Defenfive. Others nuke 
Charles afbrefeid the Founder of this Order, 1430. in 
Imitation or Emulation of the Golden Fleece, inftiitu- 
ted by Philip Duke of Burgundy. Their Number, in- 
cluding the Founder, was Twenty Five 3 their Habit, 
Surcoats of Violet Velvet, and over them Mantles of 
Watchet Velvet lin’d with Carnation Satin 3 the C ollar 
was formed of Gold Chains, at the End whereof hung 
a Porcupine of Gold upon an enamelled Hillock of 
Grafs and Flowers, which Creature was alfb em- 
broidered on the Knights Belts.

Was ercded by Ferdbiand King of that Country, 
tailed the Infant of Ant'upura, 1403; and dedicated to 
the Blefled Virgin; Faun ranges it under the Denomi- 
nation of the Tide of die Lotkmg-glafi «f the Bltfftd 
f'hrpn in Ga ftile, militated in Memory of a Vi&ory 
King Ferdinand obtained in that Kingdom againft the 
Jehats, 1410. whence he tranfplatttea them with him 
into Atravon, 1.41a. when he received the Crown, 
Where it nourilhea tinder the Sons of that Ring, and 
then the Line was extinft. 

30. the Order of the Uragdn overthrown in 
Hungary, 

WASinfiitutedi A. D. 1413. by the Emperor Sm£- 
rnonj the Glorumj 1418* for the Defence of the Chrifti- 
in Religion, and to cfulh or oppugn all Hereticks and 
Schifmaticks; and fbi die Satisfaction hfc receiv'd id 
conferring Peace to the Churches of Hkngary and Bobe- 
tnia y by the Aid of the Council of donfiance. It was id 
high efteem fhortly after in Germany \ but the Order and 
Founder had very near the fame Period. The Knights 
wore daily, as their Enfign* a Green Crofs ftory> on fo- 
lemn Days, a Scarlet Cloak, and on the Mantlet of 
Green Silk a double Chain of Gold (others fay a Green 
Ribbon) at the End of which hung a Dragon dead with 
broken Wings* in pofture of being overcome (theSym* 
bol of Herdy) enamelled with Variety of Colours.

That King granted them . Privileges, gave them their 
Statutes ancf Rules * tut uppnfiis X)eath the Splendor 
hereof was greatly ecjips’d. Their Enffgn Vas a Cfofs 
compofeddf the Scales of Fifhes. They were obliged 
to defend againft the MpoVi, to. dye in Defence of 
the Faith, and when the Kihg went to. Wai; they march- 
ed before him. Their Enfign was a Crofs compoled of 
the Scales of Fifhes, the fyanijb Scama bearing the fame 
Signification as the. Latin Squama. 

34. 7%e Order of the Golden Fleece, 

Had its Original from Philip ll. Duke of Burgundy, 
Sirnam’drAtf Good , the iothof Jan. 1429. at his Mar- 
riage with Elizabeth^ Daughter of Portugal > m the City 
of Bruges in Handers , to perpetuate the Memory of his 
great Revenues raifed by wools with the Low-Countries. 
Some fay in Commemoration of Gideon ,• who with 
ThreeHundred Men vanquifhed anumerousArray of the 
Mldiamtes ; or of Jacob's Fleece , viz. the Party-coloured 
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fbeaked Fkcce, after the Example of and 
his Argonaut $ % whole Expedition to Catcbos he intended 
to make his Patera by a Voyage into Syria againft the 
Turks. He founded it to the Glory of the Almighty 
Creator, and Redeemer, in Reverence of the Virgin 
Mny, and St Andrrw the Apoftle, who was Patron 
thereof, and whpfe Feftival was celebrated on that Day, 
bat afterwards ttanfiated to the ift of May, by rcafon 
of the fhortneft of the Days, and the Fatigue aged 
Knights would find to convene in an intemperate Sea lorn 
The Knights at firft were Twenty Four, befide the 
Duke, chief and fuprcam, who reserved the Nomina- 
tion of Six more at the next Chapter $ but Charles V. 
encreafed them, 151& to Fifty. Duke Charles .*nd» 
Maximilian, Sons to the Founder, annex’d many Privi- 
leges to them, which were confirmed, 1 j 5 6. For their 
Habit Three different Mantles were ordain’d them at the 
grand Solemnity * the firft Day, of Scarlet Cloth, 
richly embroidered about tfyp Lower End, with Flints 
{truck into Sparks of Fire and Fleeces, with Chaperons 
of the fame * and the fame Day, after Dinner, to pro- 
ceed to Ve/pers in Mantles of Black, and of the Colour of 
Chaperons * the Day following they were to hear Mali 
habited as themfelves thought fit* but Duke Charles 
aforefaid preferibed them Mantles of White Damask for 
that Day’s Ceremony, and changed their Cloth Mantles 
into Velvet. The great Collar is compofed of double 
Fufils, placed Back to Back, Two and Two together, 
in form of the Letter B, reprefenting it both Ways, to 
fignify Bourgoigte. And thcle Fufils are interwoven with 
Tiint-ftones (in reference to the Arms of the ancient 
Kings of Beurgoigne') feeming to ftrike Fire, and Sparkles 
of Fire between them, the Device of the Founder, at 
the End whereof hung the Refemblance of a Golden 
Fleece, enamelled proper. To the Flint Patadine 
atcribes the Motto, Ante ferit quam Flamma micet * and 
to the Fleece, Prethtm non vile labors. The Jewel is 
commonly worn in a double Chainct or Males of Gold, 
linked together at convenient Diftance, between which 
runs a fmall Red Ribbon, orotherwife it . is worn in a 
Red Ribbon alone. The Emperprs of Germany de- 
fended ftom Philip Archduke of Aujlria, , Duke of 
• fa' Burgundy 
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iurgundy anS Count of Flanders, wore the Sovereign* eAt 
it, till Charles V. nve die Guardiaafhip of it to the 
King* of Spain, which he perform’d on the 25th of 03 o- 
btr , if $6. conferring it on hie Son King Philip at Brux- 
elles, when he took the Collar from his Neck, and with 
his own Handa put it over his Son’s Shoulders in the 
Prefence of divers of the Knights, with this Form, 
Act ipe,fi6 mi, quern e eoOo meo detraho, tihi pntt ipuum Au- 
yei vettrris torquem, quern Philipps** Dux Burgundin cognomina 
bourn AtaXm nojltr, mOnumtntum Bdei Stern Roman* Eccle-

jentper memineris : Since which the Honour of being 
Chief of this Order remains at this Day in thatP

35. the Order of St. George at Genoa, 

Was given by Frederick^ IIL Emperor of Germany, hr 
honour of St George the titular Saint and Patron of Ge- 
noa. The Enfign is a plain Crofs Gules, and worn by 
die Knights at a Chain of Gold about their Neck. The 
Dukes of Genoa are Chiefs thereof $ and in regard their 
Dignity lafls but two Years, the Order is much im- 
pair’d thro the Inconftancy and Alteration of the 


3d. 'the Order of the Croiflant, or Half-Moon in 
France, 


Was crefted in the City of Anjou, 14(4. or accord- 
ing to the SainRe Marthes, A. D. 1448. by R me of the 
Houle of Anjou , King of •Jerufaltm and Sicily, See. Duke 
of Anjou, &c. The Intent thereof was the Honour of 
God, Support of the Church, and Exaltation of Knight- 
hood 5 over which he declared himfelf and his Suc- 
ceflors, Dukes of Anjou and Kings of Sicily, Chiefs. He 
alfo chole St. Maurice, Knight and Martyr, for Patron, 
and held the firft Ceremonies in the Church of Augurs 
dedicated to his Name. The Symbol which the Knights 
wore on the right Side of their Mantle, was a Golden 
Crefcent, whereon in Red Enamel was this Word Vo z, 
fignifying Vox en O-oiJJ'ant, whereby they were fpur’d 
- - forwards 
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forwards to finch after the Incieafc of Valour and Re- 
putation. At this Crefcent was fatten'd as many fma& 
rieces of Gold, (aflmmtt like Columns, and enamell’d 
<sfth Red, as die Knights had been engag’d in Battels 
and Sieges } for none could be adopteainto this Order, 
unlels he had well trod the Paths of Honour. The 
Knights were Thirty Six, others fay Fifty, in Number. 
For their Habit they wore Mantles of Red or Crimfon 
Velvet, and a Mantlet of White, with the Lining and 
jSurcoat of the lame. 


37. "The Order of the Ermin in Britanny, 

Was erefted by Francis I. Duke of Bretagne, to per- 
petuate the Memory of his G rand-father John the 
Conqueror, or elle in Imitation of other Orders in 
France j and thereupon he new built his Cattle of Er- 
min. The Number of thefe Knights were Twenty Five. 
Their Habits were Mantles of White Damask lin’d 
with Carnation, and the Mantlet of the lame. The 
great Collar was of Gold, compos’d of Ears of Com 
in Saltire, bound above and beneath with Two Circles 
of Gold, imitating the Crown of Ceres , denoting the 
Care of Husbandry, and was fbmetimes called The Or- 
der of the Ears of Corn. At the End of this Collar hung 
the Mm Ponticas, or Ermin, palling over a Turf of 
Grafs diaper’d with Flowers, at the Edge whereof was 
imbofs’d this Epigraph in French, Amairt, the Device 
of his laid Grand-father, by which he made known his' 
Courage j and rather than nil in the leall Punctilio of 
his Word, he would undergo any Misfortune., This 
Order ended when the Dukedom of Bretagne became 
annex’d to the Crown of France, by the Marriage of 
Anne, Dutchefs of Bretagne, to Charles VIII. and Lewis 
XII. both French Kings. 


38. The Order of the Ermin in Naples 

Owas its Inftitution to Ferdinand I. King of Nabfes, 
at the Expiration of the War which he was engag’d in 
with John of Lorain, Duke of Calabria, 1463. being in- 
duc'd thereto by the Trealbn and Confederacy of his 
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Brother-in-law Marikas Marcianos* Duke of Sejja> who 
defign’d to murder him, and transfer thp Kingdom to 
the Ufike of Calabria : But the Hot befng defeated# in- 
ftead pf bringing him to Juftice, he. not f only pardon’d 
him^ but inftituted this Qhevalry, adapting therein 
all the Noblemen of Title and Figure ip the Kingdom, 
and gtperoufly appointed hipi. one of the firft Knights. 
The Collar was of Gold, intermix’d with Mud or Dirt, 
to which depended an Ermin and this Motto, Malo 
morl quam faaari , alluding to the dean Nature of the 
Anima). 

39. Order of St, Michael in Naples, 

Had its Original from the fame King Ferdinand* in 
hpnour of St. Michael the Arch- Angel, Patron of Aju- 
lia . The Habit of the Knights was a long White Man- 
tle embroider’d with Ermins, and the Collar of Gold 
compos’d of the Letter O, to which hung in an Oval 
the Epigraph Decorum. By the Habit it feems to be 
the preceding Order, if that was dedicated to St. Mi- 
chael, 


40. The Order of St, Michael in France. 

Lews Xl. King of that Realm, confidering how his 
Afiairs were entangled, to re-unite the Attentions of 
his Nobility to himlelf, inflicted thefe Kniglits, 14 69. 
giving them their Denomination from St, Michael the 
Arch-Angel, the titular Angel and Protestor of France , 
in Reverence of whom their ancient Kings were wont 
to folemnize this Feaft-day with great Magnificence, 
and keep an open Court. Their Number at firft were 
to be Thirty Six, whereof the King and his Succeflors 
were Chief: But it afterwards proceeded to Three Hun- 
dred. The Collar, is compos’d of Efcallop-fJhells G f 
Gold, joyn’d one with another and doublc-banded, fa- 
tten'd on {mail Chains of Gold, at the End of which 
is annex’d an Oval of the fame $ and therein, on a p 
Hillock, is the Figure of St. Michael combating and 
trampling down the Dragon. The Motto, Immenfitre- 
mor OeeanK The Habit was a Mantle of White Da- 
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muk hanging, do vim to the Ground* furr’d with Er- 
min, having its Cope embroider’d with Gold, and the 
Border of the Robe interwoven with Eladlops of 
Gold $ the Chaperon or Hood, with its long Tippet, was 
made of Crimurn Velvet ; but afterwards King Henry II. 
order’d this Mantle to be Cloth of Silver, embroider’d 
with Three Crefcems of Silver, interwoven with Tro- 
phies, Quivers and Turktfh Bows, femied and canton'd 
with Tongues and Flames of Fire 5 the Chaperons of 
CrimfonVelvet Ihould have the fame Embroidery. Their 
Grand Feftival was to be celebrated on Michaelmas-day, 
at the Church of Mount Michael ii\ Normandy , but after 
wards transferr’d to Bois de Vincennes near Paris . There is 
an Herald of Arms to attend this Order, called Monftqtr 
St. Michael. Upon the inftituting The Order of the Holy 
Ghoft, not only Care was taken to preferve this of Sr. 
Michael, and. to reftify it, but the Knights had the Pri- 
vilege allow’d them, that if they thought fit they werp 
made capable of receiving that of The Holy Ghoft , which 
no Stranger or Native could be enroll’d in that had 
taken upon him any other Order. The Collar ,of St. 
Michael may . be worn with that of The Holy Ghqft, and 
it is now frequently us’d. The Evening before any re- 
ceive The Order of the Holy Ghoft, he is admitted into The 
Order of St. Michael. 

41. T *ht Order of the Elephant in Denmark. 

Kino Chriftim L being at Rome upon a religious Ac- 
count^ Pbpe SktHs IV. among other Honours, in veiled 
him with this Order, in Memory of the Paflion of our 
Saviour $ and withal ordain’d the Supreme or Chief in 
his Succefiors, Kings of Denmark. 

This King founded the magnificent Chapel of the 
Three Kings in the Cathedral Church of Rofchilt, (Four 
Leagues from Copenhagen ) where the Knights were to 
aflemble upon the Death of any of their Fraternity. He 
admitted thereunto divers Kings, Princes and Noble- 
men. Its chief Enfign was the Figure of an Elephant, 
on whole fide ( within a Rundle ) was a Crown of 
Thoms, with Three Nails all bloody, in Memory of 
the Paffioiu The Knights were oblig’d to Ads of Piety, 
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Alifis-Deed*, «e>tuh Ceremonies, irfpecisily dput 
thofe Days on which they wore the Enfigos. King 
<yohn valued k fo highly, that he wore them on every 
folenm Feftival. He advtn^d it to that Pitch of Gran- 1 
deur, that our King Henry TUI. and Jsmts V; King of 
Scotland , accepted it, 

Hertholm , a learned Dam, in a particular Teeatife of 
this Elephantine Order, lays. The Badge was meerly Mi- 
litary, anciently given as a Memorial and Incitemeac tq 
the Danifi Princes, who took upon them the Defines 
of Chrmianity againft the Moor; and Africans. > 

Heretofore the Knights wore a Collar of Gold com- 
pos’d of caftellated Elephants and Crofles, fomething 
like the Croffes ancreis ( Metunuts calls theor Spun ) at 
which hung the Pi&ore of the Virgin TAary to the Mid- 
dle, holding Chrift in her Arms, and furreuitded with 
a Glory of Sun -beams. But that long fince laid afidc* 
they now wear only a Blue Ribbon, at which hangs an 
Elephant enaraell’d IjtyTiite, adorn’d with Five large Dia- 
monds fet in the Middle. Thefe Elephants, in the 
Reign of King Chriftian IV. had in the fame Placej with- 
in a Circle, the Letter G, and in the Center of it the 
Figure 4, denoting Chrijhanus Quartnt. 

This Honour is ufually cojrterr’d on the Days of 
the King’s Coronation. Frederick 111 . brought into ufe, 
in Imitation of The Garter, an embroider’d Glory of Sil- 
ver Purple wrought upon the left Side of their Cloak 
or Veft, on which was embroider’d Two Crowns with- 
in a Rundle, bearing this Motto, D tm providehit. The 
late King, his Son, chang’d the Motto to, Pietate CP 
ynjlitia ; but all the Knights created by his Father ape 
oblig’d to continue the former Motto. 

42. 7 ’he Order of the Burgundian Crofs at Tunis* 

Was inftituted on St* Mary Magdalen's Day, 1 535. by 
Charles V. Emperor of Germany and King of Spain, aftefi 
he had reftor’d MMeaffes, King of Tnnu, to his King- 
dom, to reward thole Commanders who had behav'd 
themfelves well in the Victory. It was the Day wherein 
he made his pompous Entry into Tanis, when clad in 
the Coat he ufually wore in Battle>whereon was embroil 
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fficdft * BmpmUsse drift, which Croft he fflfcde Hm 
Buige, and added a. Steel finking Sparks of Fire oaf 
pf a Flint, with this fcdcisptioa, Btu+mn* } and for a 
awn ornamental Dmftoon, gave a Collar of Odd* 
fv^etfat Jiang this Badge. 

43. Knights tf tht HolyQhoft, 

ioftituted by the Trench {ting,* Henry III. 157?, 
fo unite his Nohle* more firmly in their Obedience^ tfi 
cocourage them to perfevcrc in the B aa wft Religion, and 
to ilVnfbate the State pf his Nobility. )t was lb call’s 
by realm be was born on Whnfrniny, 1 5 50. ekftedthat 
Day, 1573.

Mantle of Cloth of Silver, cover’d 
with Embroidery made after the Dune fbflrion, except- 
ing only, that inftead of Cyphers there were wrought 
Doves of Silver, and both thele Robes double lin’d 
with a Satin of Orange- Tawney. The great Collar 
worn over the Mantle, was at firft compos’d of Flowers 
it Lys , canton'd or corner’d with Flames of Fire, inter- 
woven with Three Cyphers and divers Monograms of 
Silver? one was the Letter H and a Gree^ Lemhi*, both 
double, for the King’s Name and the Queen's, Lovif* 
it Lorain $ the other Two were refrrv’d in die King’s 
own Mind. But thele Cyphers were taken off the 
Colour and the Embroidery of die Rohea by King 
Henry IV. and lor a Mark of his Victories, Trophies of 
^bms were interlac’d inftead thereof, with the Letter 
H crown’d ( the Initial of hia Name) whereout atofe 
Flames and Sparks of Fire ; and for the like Reafon 
fhe H has been changVjjato X, both by Ltvis X1U and 
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XIV. At this Collar hung a Croft richly enamelL’d in- 
the midft, wher eo n was figur’d a Dove in a flying Po- 
fture, as descending. down from : Heaven with full 
jpread Wings : Ana. that an Epigraph might not- be 
wanting, fome have attributed to it this. Dive en At*- 
fpice. Befides thefe Ornaments, the Knights wear a 
Black Velvet Cap^with a White Pltimejtbeir Breeches 
and Doublets are of Cloth of Silver, and their Shoes 
White ty’d with Bofrs or Knots of Black Velvets The 
Badges ordain’d to* be ordinarily worn, are a Croft of 
Xellow' or Orange-colour Velvet, like a Mt ka Cro& 
fix’d on the left Side of theirBrcaft, except in tiaiUt^ry 
Expeditions) and then they are permitted to wear them 
of Cloth of Silver or White Velvet, having a -Sjlvtr 
Dove, and at the Aisles or Comers,' Rays and Flowers 
de Lys of Silver.

kneeling and holding Ms Hands between the Queen’s,

To an abfent Prince or Perfonage, fhe fends the Jewel, 
accompany’d with her Letter, which fupplies the Place 
of a perfonal InveftitUre.

Sir Buljtrode Whitloelfe 
fos been elected Knight of this Order. ,

fa. 1. In the WM-Indies, Montezuma, King of Mt xict. 
Set Knighthood in the higheft Splendor* ordaining cer- 
tain military Olden,' with leveAl Badges and Enfigna. 
The moft honourable among the Knights were thofe 
that carry’d the Crown of theit Hair ty’d with a little 
Red Ribbon* haring a rich Plume of Feathers, from 
which did hang Branches and Rolls of Feathers upon 
their Shoulders. They carry’d as many Rolls as they 
had done gallant Exploits' in the Wars ; and the King 
himfelf and hit Sons were of this Order 5 which P*r- 
{has calls Eagle Knights. 

Tam was another Order, call’d Of the Lyons and 
fygertt Thefe Knights being commonly the moft. vali- 
nnt in the Wars, always hove with them their Badges 
mad Armories. 

- 3. OtheA Knights there Were, as The Grey Knights, 
not Co much relpeiled as the reft. They bad tneir 
Hair cut round about-the Ears t They made War upoit 
their Enemies with Enfigns like other Knights, and 
were only arm’d to the Girdle, while the moft Hot 
nourable were C ap-nrPee'd. All Knights might carry 
■Gold and Silver, he array’d in rich Cotton, have the 
ufe of painted and gilt Vefiels, and wear Shoes $ but 
the common People only die earthen fort} neither 
might they carry Shoes nor Attire themfelves, but in 
a grofs Stuff. Every Order had their Lodging afSgn’d 
them in the Palace, diftinguifh’d by their proper Eo- 
fignst The firft was the lodging of the Prince, the 
fecond of Eagles, the third of Lyons and Tygers , and the 
fourth of Grey Knights. 

Thu Province of Gnaloa (near New Mexico) created 
their Knights by giving a Bow, and fetting them to en- 
counter a Lyon ac fame other wild Beaft. 

The Inguas , or Lords of Peru, dedicated their Chil- 
dren to Honour, by adorning them with Guanas or 

Enfigns. 
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Ba&gn*.Tkey pierced thrirEars,whip’a them wfth8Knfai| 
{matted their Faces with Blood, M order they Jbouia 
be true Knij^iJs to the heps*. TWe of Royal Ev 
tnAion, before they received the Oder of Knighthood 
abfhinea Seved Dap from all manner of Nutriment; 
except a little r*w Grain and Water, and qfter beinf 
heartned and brifkedap again, performed feme Military 
Exercifcs, tUo Racing, Wredum,- Leaping, Shooting^ 
flinging , throwing the Dart ana Lance, cw. and en- 
duing to be beaten on the Hands and Lest with 
Wanda j tbefebcing as it wefe the Tefta Whether they 
coaid endue the Hardihips of Water no $ for if they- 
did not faftain them manfully, they were denied' 
Knighthood. The Ceremonies bring performed by- 
boating an Hole in die Ear*, putting ofi gallant Shoe*, 
and wearing of the Brtethes, which before they' *atf 
r e fh nfted, adorning their Heads with flowers, and ha- 
ving the Privilege of an Herb that none but themfetveO' 
con’d male ufe of, and laftly giving an Axe into their 
Hands. Menenius calls thefe Knights Okmwj, from 
the Spanifiit Ortjas, flop or loU-eared, in the Latin; Attri- 
talarts , from tne Leaf which they bore hanging in theii" 
Ears, or becaufe they only negotiated Affairs with the. 
Emperor; and had his Ear at all times. 

In Japan there’s an Order of Knights called Mengoraf, 
part of whom are called Bo trues, living in Fraternities, 
as our Religionifta in Europe. Some of thefe have the 
Charge of their Idols, and the Service relating to their - 
Temples, others follow the Wars. They proms Cha- 
ftity with foch Severity, that no Woman is allow’d to ’ 
enter their Cities. They govern the Kingdoms they ’ 
conquer, and are fo very opulent that fome of them 
pofiefs 60000 Duckets per Annum $ and have a public! 
Armory well ftored to male ufe of upon any Exigence, 
which is maintain’d by a daily Contribution. Women 
have been excluded their Share in this Way of Honour, 
tho’ their Courage and Valour have equalized the 
Amazons of old'’; the Example is of die noble Women 
of Tortofa in Spain, or the Femme Cavaliers of the Torchi. 

A (eheO barely calls them Chavalleros , or rather OtavaUtras, 
feeing the Latins have had the Words, Efsttiff* <?• Milt* 
tiff*, to exprels, Virago's and Heroines .

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• Don .lift Earl of Banilons, havin g in tbff 

Im 1149. reduced theCity of Tortqfit from. the Moors,. 
onthe Thirty Firft following they luda frefhSirge to. 
it, .in hopes to recover it. The. inhabitants were, at 
length reduced to great Streight* j they defired Relief 
of the Earl, but hftaot being in tConaition to anfwer 
their Requeft, they had . Thoughts of a Surrender 5 
which the Women to prevent put on the Apparel of the 
Men, and .by a . rplblute Salley .forced the Mwi to rail© 
the Siege. The Gallantry of the .-Afrion the .Earl ac- 
knowledged by granting them feveral Privileges, and 
to perpetuate ; the Memory inftif?t«d this Order, 
ipmewhat like a Military one, and none were to be ad- . 
nutted, only thole brave Women, and the Honour to de- 
rive to their. jDefpendants, and aftgnedtheka for a Badge 
a-Thing like F^yer't.Cafotuhf, fhara St the Top, after 
thp Form of a Torch, of a Crimfop Colour, to be worn 
Upon their Head-Cloaths $ that at all publick Meetings 
die Women Should have Precedence of the Men, and 
frould be exempted from all Taxes, and that all the 
Apparels and Jewels left by their dead husbands Ihould 
be theirs. ' 

A more general Ornament of Honour peculiar to the 
Fair Sex is the Cordon, which fome will have to be an 
Order, or Equivalent thereunto. ,The Institution is 
attributed to Anne Britaigne, Wife to Charles VIII.. of 
France , who inilead of the Military Belt or Collar, be- 
llowed a Cordon or Lace on feveral Ladies, admonifhing . 
them to live chailly and devoutly, always mindful of 
the Cords and Bonds of our Saviour, and to engage 
them to a greater Efteem of it, fhe furroundea her 
Efcutcheon of Arms with the like Cordon 5 from which 
Example the Arms of unmarried Ladies and Gentle- 
women are ufuilly adorn'd with them.

Of the Cajtte, Chapel, and College of 
, Windfor, <src. 

H Aving di (patch'd the feveral Orders of Knight- 
hood, aod trac’d them from their proper Foun- 
tains, we come now to treat of the moft Noble 
Order of die Garter : an Order, that not only grants 
Merit, and Honourable, and Valiant Exploits at Home, 
but what Imperial Heads and Perfons, fam'd for die An- 
tiquity of their Race, or Gallantry of A&ions, have al- 
ways efteem'd a further Advancement to their Glory 
therein to be enroll'd. For the better Explanation, it 
w ill be neceflary to begin with the Defcription of the 
Caftle, Chapel, and College of Windfor. The Place 
claims no greater Antiquity than of the Saxons, named by 
them Windlejhort, and, as Cambden conjectures, had the 
Denomination from the Winding of a Shore thereabouts, 
as did Wan df worth in Story, heretofore written Wittdr 
lefwortb. The firft authentick Notice is from the 
Donation which King Edward the Confeffor made 
thereof to the Monks of Weflminfler, (as the Charter ex- 
prefles it) For the Hope of eternal Upward, the Hem iff on of 
all bit Sins, the Sint of bit Father, Mother, and all bit Aw 
ceftort, to the P raife of Almighty, See. he grant$_ Wyndle • 
I bore , with all its Appurtenances, as an Endowment 
and perpetual Inheritance, to the Ufe of the Monks there, 
and at Weflminfter, that ferved GOD. Thofe Monks en- 
joy'd it not long, for King William the Conqueror, in the 
find Year of his Reign, being greatly enamour’d with 
the plealant Situation and Commodioufnefs of the Place, 
fituare fo near the Thames, and the Wood fit for Game, 
invited Eadwin, the then Abbot, and the Monks, to ac- 
cept in Exchange for it, Wokendune in Effex, a Manfion 
called Ferings, with all its Members and Hamlets, to* 

§ ether with Fourteen Soktmen and their Lands, and one 
xeeholder, and Three Houles in Colchefter, all in Effex, 
fince which it has remained in the Crown. 

The King being thus poffefs’d, forthwith built a 
Caftle upon the Hiu, which, in Doomfday Book, contain- 
ed 
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ed half an Hide of Land, .and is there noted to hi 
Parcel of the Mannor of [Clivore] Clure. This Cattle 
King Henry I. * rebuilt, and beautified with great M*gni a 
licence, and, in the Tenth Year of his Reign, held hi$ 
Whitfontide there with great State tod Splendor. Short- 
ly after, in a Charter of Peace between King Stephen 
and Duke Henry , (Kipg Henry IL afterwards) this Cattle- 
was called M ola de fpindejqr , the Fortrefs of Windifiri 
Within this Cattle was King Edward III. born, (conw . 
monly called Edward of Windfor) and was baptised in 
the old Chapel ; and fo great waS his Affe&ion to that 
Place, that he conftituted it the Seat of the. moft noble 
Order of the Garter ; and to embellilh it the more, he . 
founded the College of the Chapel of St. George, and 
much enlarged, and beautified the Cattle* 

For this “Work he appointed feveral Surveyors, whom 
He aflSgned to prels Hewers of Storie, Carpenters, and 
inch other Artificers as were thought ufeful and necef- 
fary, as alfo to provide Stone, Timber, and all other 
Materials for them. William de Wyckfam (who attained 
to be Bifliop of Winchefier) was one of chefe Supecvifors, 
and had that Place conferr*d on him by Letters Patent, 
bBober 30. Ed. HI, And a Grant of the fame Fee was 
Hkewife allowed to Robert de Bernbam, viz. One Shilling 
a Day, while he was at Windfor , Two Shillings when 
he went elfewhere about that Affair, and Three Shillings 
per Week to his Clerk ; afterwards he was chief Cuttos 
and Surveyor of this Cattle, of the Mannors of Old and 
New Wind for, and of other Cattles, Maanors, (Sc . be- 
longing to the King, to provide Workmen, and lock after 
ihe Repairs, and in thofe Mannors to hold Leets and other 
Courts, Picas of Trelpafs and Mifdemeanours, 

About the 34th of Ed. III. it is prefumed the moft con- 
fiderable Enlargement of the Cattle was made, feeing 
there was then . great Store of the ableft Diggers and 
Matons itnprefs*d, by virtue of Writs directed to the fe- 
yeral Sheriffs, with Command under 1 00 /. Penalty to 
fend them to Windfor the Sunday after the Feaft of 
St. George , to work at the King's Charge, from whence 
they were not to depart without Wyckbam'* Liceqfe, Se- 
curity having been firft taken by the Sheriffs, and re- 
turned into Chancery. London found Forty ; Bjfex, in 
conjmi&ioti with Hertford , Forty 3 Wilts, Lticefier, with 

Worcefler 
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Wcrcefieri Cambridge, with Huntington Forty, Kent, 
Gloucefier, Somerfet , with Devon , and Northampton, 
one with another, found alfb Forty a r piece. And be* 
cauie divers ofthefe Workmen, for Gainand Advantage, 
dandeftinely left Wind for to the Hindrance of the Work, 
all Ferfons were forbid to employ or retain them under 
Forfeiture of all they had, and likewife to arreft thofe 
that withdrew themlelves from the Work, and cbmnxit 
them to Newgate. A . j6. Ed. IIL many of them being 
fwept away by the reftilence, the like Writs were 
dire&ed to other Sherifft, under a Hundred Pound Pe- 
nalty, to fend able Men $ whereupon the Counties of 
York, fent Sixty, Derby Twenty Four, Salop Sixty, Here- 
ford Fifty, Nottingham Twenty Four, Lanrajler Twenty 
Four, and Devon Sixty. A. 37. Ed. IIL The noble 
Edifice was ready for Glaring, and of Twenty Four of 
that Occupation imprefs’d for the King’s Service, 
Twelve were to be employed at If m dfor. In this Year 
and the next a great Proficiency was made, and vaft 
Quantities of Stone were amafled, dug out of the 
Quarries of Wellesfor, Newel, and Carby, and other Places. 
From the 3 7th to the 43d,the Building of the Caftle was 
diligently purfued. We find no Addition to this auguft 
Pile till his 48th Year, and after that Time nothing 
more during his Reign, fo that it is fuppofed this Fa- 
mous Piece for Magnificence and Strength was then 
chiefly finifhed, viz. the Great Hall of St. George, the 
Lodgings on the Eaft and South fide of the UpperWard, 
the Keep or Tower in the Middle Ward, the Chapel of 
St. George, the Houfes for the Cuftos and the Canons in 
the Lower Ward, with the whole Circumference of the 
Walls, their feveral Towers and Gates, as in the pre- 
fent Pofture they remain. 

In fucceeding Times King Hen. VII. added that (late- 
ly Fabrick adjoining to the King’s Lodgings, in the 
Upner Ward. King Hen. VIII. re-edified the great Gate 
at tne Entrance into the Lower Ward. King Edw. VI. 
began, and Queen Mary perfe&ed the Conveying th« 
Water, from B/aclynore-Park in Wingfield Parifh, into a 
Fountain of curious Workmanfhip erefted in the Mid* 
die Ward, which fupplied all the Caftle. Queen Eliza- 
beth made a Terrace Work on the North fide of the 
* - G Caftle 3 
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Cattle; from whence there is a pleafant Frofpe& down 
upon Eaton-bridge, the Thames , and the adjacent Coun- 
try* King Char les L 4, D. i6$6. built the Gate at the 
Eaft end of the Terrace, which leads into the Park. 
And laftly, King Charles II. greatly beautified and re- 
pair’d the Fabrick, and fiirnifti'd it with a curious Ar- 
mory $ and, in fine, every Thing is lb fitly difyofed and 
ordered, that they are worthy of the Notice of every 
nice and curious Traveller. 

Camden elegantly deicribes its Situation in Profe m 
this manner : From an Hitt (fays he) that rifr •with a 
gentle jjfcent , it enjoyeth a mofi delightful ProfptU round 
about ; foreright , in the Front, it overloo^eth a Pale, tying 
out far and wide, garmjh:d with Corn Fields, ftourijhing with 
Meadows, decked with Groves on either Jide % and watered with 
the mofi mild and calm River Thames. Behind it arifi 
Hitts every where, neither rough nor over high, attired, as h 
wen with Woods, and even dedicated , as one would fay k by 
Nature , to hunting Game . 

And thus Denham's Mufe pourtrays it :

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This Caftle is under the Government of a Conftable,fo 
call’d in the Reign of King John, and has bore that Deno- 
mination ever Since ; The Office is of great Antiquity, 
Honour and Power, but of Small Revenue, for it is partly 
Military and Civil j as Military he commands the Caftle 
and any Garrilbn placed therein, and is obliged to defend 
it agamft all Enemies whatfoever * all the Prifoncrs 
brought hither are committed to his Charge, and is 
anfwerable for all that is in the Caftle to the King, un- 
der whom he it Commander, as a Civil Officer. He is 
Judge of a Court of Record held there by Prescription, 
for determining, by way of Common Law, all Pleas 
between Party and Party, arising within the Ptecin&s 
of the Foreft of .Windfor, and Liberties thereof 
which compriieth many Towns ; and all legal Proceffes 
fffite out in his Name. He is allowed a Deputy learned 
in the Law, who it called the Steward of the Court of 
Record, and is Keeper of the Conftable’s Seal of Office* 
This Officer fupplies the Conftable’s Place as a Judge of 
the Court of Common Piets, from whofe Judgment the 
Appeal it by Writ of Error returnable in the King's- 
Bench , or Common Pleas at Wejbninjier, TheConftahle is 
likewife Forefter and Warden of the Foreft of Wtnd- 
/ir,- which is an t to Miles in compaft. He hath under 
him one or more Lieutenants at his Pleafure, and may 
jmptifonany Trefpafler in Vert and Venifon Cottvift, 
having i frjfon in the Caftle for that PurpoSe, named 
the Coalhole. He hath the Freedom of ufing the Sports 
of the Foreft, which is granted to no Perfon without 
his or the King’s Licenfe, and Signs all Warrants to kill 
Deer, (except wnat the King Signs) and b to fell Timber 
and Wood. . 

He that was Chajielain (the French Word for Confta- 
blej in WiUiaP* the Conqueror's Reign was Walter F-tt O her , 
from whom' the Family of the Barons of Winder are dei 
feended, and the Earls of Plimouth , bearing the Sur- 
name of Wtndfor , Temp, Cor, II, Prince Robert was 
Conftablc. 

We come next to the Chapel of St. George, which is 
Situate in the Lower Ward or Court of this Caftle, and 
Sb named by King Edw. III. Shortly after he had found-, 
fd the College mention’d in the next Scfeion 5 he h*~ 
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Ving pulled down the old Chapel ere&ed there by 
King Henry L and dedicated to King Edward the Confejfor, 
to raife a more ftateiy Scrufture in its Head $ to bring 
which Matter to Perfection, in the 2,4th Year of his 
Reign, John de Spoulee had the Office of Matter of the 
Stone-Hewers, and had Power to provide Mafons, and 
other Artificers, to whofe Care they were entruftecL 
In Anno 25. Ed. I. John de Dorchefter , Sub-Conftable of 
the Cattle, was appointed to keep a Controul upon all 
the Provifions bought for the Works of the Chapel, as 
well as on the Payments, and all other Affairs relating 
thereunto. To this Fabrick he erefted feveral Houfes 


adjoining, for the Cuftos and Canons to refide in 5 and 
afterwards King Hen. IV. gave them the void Place in 
the Cattle call’d the Woodhall^ nigh the great Hall, for 
building of Houfes and Apartments for the Vicars, 
Clerks, andChorifters, and the other Minifters, affigned 
for the Service of the Chapel 5 but King Edw . IV. ob- 
ferviug the Walls and Foundation of the Chapel Tapped 
and confumed, and efteeming the Fabrick not ftateiy or 
fpacious enough, defigned another more noble and ex- 
cellent in its Room : In order to it Richard Beauchamp 
Bi/hop of Salisbury , was conftituted Matter and Survey- 
or of the Work, who had Power from the King to re- 
move all Impediments, demolifhed divers of the Offi- 
ciary Houfes, and other irregular Piles and decay’d Walls, 
and dug up their Foundations, particularly thofe ancient 
Buildings on the E*ft fide of the Chapel, which extended 
unto the Walls on the North fide 01 the Cattle, where 
the Towers, vii. Ourey's Tower, and Le Amenerfs Tower, 
and Barney ’s Tower, were fituated * as alfo on the South 
fide of the Chapel, unto the Belfry there, exclufivelyj 
the Materials whereof he might beftow upon any Build- 
ings in the Cattle, as he thought convenient. How 
well the Bi/hop difcharged this Office, appears from the 
Preamble of his Patent, whereby that King conferred 
on him the Chancellor/hip of the Garter , in which is fet 
forth, That out of meer Love towards the Ord;r y he had given 
hhnfeff the Leifure daily to attend the Advancement and Pro* 
grefs of this goodly Fabric l{. 

From this Erection of K. Ed. IV. arofe the elegant and 
beauteous Structure now ftanding, enlarged in Length 
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at lead an Hundred Fathom (tho* it did not arrive to its 
Perfection until the Reign of King Henry VIII.) together 
with the Dean and Canons Houfcs on the North ude of 
the Chapel, andthofeof the Petty Canons raifed at the 
Weft End, in form of a Fetter-lock (one of King Edvard 
the IVth’s Badges) and fo vulgarly call’d. Temp, 
Henry^IW. Sir Reginald Bray , Knight of the Garter, be- 
came a liberal Benefactor, finifhing the Body of the 
Chapel, and rearing the Middle Chapel on the South 
thereof, which ftill retains his Name, and where his 
Body lies interred, as is manifeft by his Arms, 
Badges, e rc. cut in Stone, and by his laft Will. Anno 
21. Hen. VII. John Hylmer and iVilham Fertile, Free Ma- 
fons, undertook the Vaulting the Roof of the Choir (a 
curious Piece of Architecture^ for 700/. and finifh’d it 
by Chriftmas, 1508. Anno 8 Henry VIII. the Rood Loft, 
and Lanthorn, were erefted, with the Contributions 
raifed by the Knights Companions. Near to the Eaft 
end of tnis Chapel, was a little Fabrick of Free-Stone, 
raifed by Cardinal Wolfey , call’d the Tomb Houfe , in the 
Middle whereof he cfefigned to ereft a Monument for 
King Henry VIII. and had almoft finished it before he 
died j but this was demolifhed, 1 6^6. by command of 
the Long Parliament $ and all the Copper Figures, ex- 
ceedingly enriched bv Art, carry’d thence. This Place 
King Charles I. intended to enlarge, for the Interrtient of 
his own Royal Body, and thofe of his Succeflors ; but 
thofe villainous Times drawn on, they with much ado 
afforded him but a mean obfcure Place near the firft 
high Place in the Choir of this Chapel, in the fame 
Vault where the Bodies of King Henry VIII. and his laft 
Queen yet remain. 

In this Chapel, befides many of the Knights Com- 
panions, repole the Body of King Hen. VI. removed 
from Chert fey Abbey in Surrey , depofited under the Up- 
permoft Arch at the Soitfh fide of the Altar, without 
any Monument or Infcription, and likewife that of 
King Edw. IV. under a large Stone of Tuch, raifed 
within the oppofiteArch, at the North fide of the Al- 
tar, but without Infcription, having on the outfide of 
his Grave a Range of Steel gilt, to inclofe it from the } 
North Ifles, cut excellent well in Church-work. 
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Over this Arch hung this King's Coat of Mail, co* 
ver’d over with Crimfon Velvet, and thereon the Arms 
of England and France quarter’d and richly embroider’d 
with Pearl and Gold, interwoven with divers Rubies $ 
which Trophy had remain'd over his Monument ever 
ftnee his Interment, till plunder’d by Captain fogg, 1 64.2, 
who at the fame time facrilegioufly robb’d the Chapel 
of all its Altar-Plate. 

Within this Chapel were feveral Chantries en* 
dow’d with Lands and other Revenues* for Chaplains 
and Priefts to fing Mafles for the Souls of their Foun- 
der’s Kindred. 

William of Wickfam, Bilhop of Winchejler h in 3 Hen. IV. 
gave Two Hundred Marks to the Dean and Chapter, 
to buy Twenty Marks per Annum to maintain one 
Chaplain. 

1 * Ed. IV. The Feoffees of Richard, Duke of Gloce - 
fier , gave the Mannorsof Bentjieldhury in EJpx , Knapton 
in Norfolk and Chetlefworth in Suffolk for a daily Mafs. 

ii Ed. IV. Sir Thomas St. Lever founded a Chantry of 
Two Priefts, who were to officiate in the middle Cha- 
pel on the North Side of the Church $ and the faid 
King, by his Will, ordain’d Two Priefts to ferve at his 
Tomb, with an Exhibition of Twenty Marks yearly 
a-picce. 

9 Hen. VII. There was another Chantry Prieft affign’d 
for Thomas Pafche and IVittiam Hermer , &c. who was to 
perform his Office at the Altar on the North Side the 
new Church. 

i^Hen. VII. Margaret, Countefs of Richmond, founded 
a Chantry for Four Chaplains, to celebrate Mafs in the 
Eaft Part of the new Work of the Chapel. 

1 8 Hen. VII. William , Lord Hajlings , founded a Chan- 
try for One Prieft, on the North Side of the Choir, 
about the middle whereof this Lord lies. 

at Hen. VII. Charles Somerfet , Lord Herbert, (afterwards 
Earl of Worcejler ) left a Secular Prieft for a daily 
Mafs, e^r. to be /aid in the South Chapel dedicated to 
the Virgin fMary, where he lies interred. Both thefe 
Lords have built ' Appartments adjoyning for their 
Chantry Priefts, now to be fee® tod diftinguifh’d by 

their 
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thti* Artis, garter'd and cut in Stone over their feve- 
tal Doors. 

To thefe we fliall add the Foundation of the new 
Commons, crefted over againft the North Door of the 
Body of St. George’s Chapel, by James Denton one of the 
Canons, Anno 1 1 Hen . ViII. for the Lodging and Diet- 
ing fuch of the Chantry Priefts, Chorifters and ft i pen- 
diary Priefts, who had before no certain Place where to 
hola Commons in, which he furni/h’d with all proper 
Utenfils, the Charge amounting to 489 /. 7 s. 1 d. in 
lieu of which the Choriftefs were to (ay certain Prayers 
when they enter'd the Chapel, commemorate his Death, 
and pray for his and the Souls of all the Faithful de- 
parted. 

lit this Chape! of St. George there were heretofore 
leveral Anniverfaries or Obits held and celebrated, 
which we pafs over. And as it was ufual for fume of 
the military Profeffion to (pend the Remains of theft* 
tjives in pious Speculations, for their King and Coun- 
try, and the Salvation of their own Souk, PermiffioA 
was allow’d to the well-difpos’d Knights of the Garte rf, 
tvho Retir’d from the Noife and Buttle 6f the World, 
to make their Abode there 5 y^t fo as to maintain them- 
fclves out of their own Revenues. King Henry VHf. 
ordain’d that the Sovereign fhouldi aflign them conve- 
nient Appartmcftts within the Caftle * and the like Fa- 
vour he granted to other Knights, tho’ not of the Or- 
der 5 but the Lodgings to be fuch asthe Sovereign 
and Knights Companions fhould decree: However, we 
do not fold the Knights Companions made ufe of the 
Benefit, but only for their better Accommodation at 
the grand Feaft of the Order, crc. A Motion was 
made, 1 4 Car. 1 . that they might have Lodgings aflign’d 
them in the great Court, which they offer’d to repair at 
their own Charge, fince all the Officers had Conveni- 
ences in the Caftle, but the Knights Companions none, 
which the King did not diflent to, provided it be 
without Exclufion of the great Officers of State. 

5 3. Within the Chapel of the Caftle, erefted by 
King Henry I. was founded a College for Eight Canons, 
to be maintain’d by an annual Penfion out of the Ex- 
chequer. King Edw. II. founded here a Chantrv fof 
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four Chaplains apd Two Clerks ; as likewiHe a Cha? 
pel in the Park of Windfor , under the lame Regulation, 
tor Four more Chaplains, whom King Edw. III. re- 
mov’d and joyn’d to thofe before fettled in the Cha T 
pel of the Caftle, and built Habitations for their bet- 
ter Accommodation, on the South Side thereofj 

The Foundation we treated of here was confirm’d 
by Letters Patent, dated at Wejlminjler , Aug. 6 . a a Ed™. 
ill. three Quarters of a Tear before he erefted T he 
Qrder of the Garter, when he laid the Foundation of the 
ancient Chapel a-frefh, in honour of Cod, the Virgin 
Mary , St. George and St. Edward the Confeffor $ and or- 
dain’d, that to King Henry's Eight Canons there Ihould 
be annex’d One Cuftos, Fifteen more Canons, and 
Twenty Four Alms-Knights, together with other Mi- 
nifters, all under the Power of the Cuftos, and thele 
to be lupported out of the Revenues wherewith this 
Chapel mould be endow’d : Upon which Pope Cle- 
ment VI. 1351. by his Bull direfted to the Arch-bifhop 
of Canterbury and Bilhop of Winchejier , approved ip 
part the King’s Intention. 

The next Year the Statutes and Ordinances of the 
College commenc’d, by Virtue of the Pope’s Authority, 
the King’s Command, and Conlent of the Bifhpp of 
Salisbury , in whole Diocels the Chapel is fituate. By 
which Statutes, Winchejier (one of the Pope’s Delegates) 
inftituted a College, within the Precinas of the Cha- 
pel of St. George, confiding of one Cuftos, Twelve Se- 
cular Canons, Thirteen Priefts or Vicars, Four Clerks, 
Six Chorifters, and Twenty Six Alms-Knights, befides 
other Officers.

$4.. The firft Cuftos was John de la Chambre , confli- 
cted Nov. 14. 22 Edw. III. to whom fqcceeded William 
Mugg, on the 18th of June following; Which Mugg i? 
the firft, if the Inftitution of the College bears Date 
by Papal, and not Kingly Authority. After him were 
pthers that were call’d by the fame Title $ till the laft 
Year of JCing Henry IV. when Thomas Kingjion was pre- 
sented by the Name of Dean $ and his Succeflor, John 
Arundel , oblerving divers Endowments granted to the

College alternately, by the Name of Cuflos, Dean and 
Cuftos, or laftlv of Dean only $ and, doubting this 
Variation of Titles in Time might bring Inconvenien- 
ces upon the Foundation, petition’d the Parliament, 

8 Hen. VL whereupon the King, by Letters Patent un- 
der the Great Seaf, granted that the faid John fhould 
be Cuflos five Decanm for Life, # and his Suceeffora Cuftodes 
five Decani, gardens or Deans of the Free Chapel of * 
St. George , within the Caftle of Wmdfor $ and that the 
Cuftos or Dean and Canons thereof, and their Succef* 
fors, by that Appellation, fhould have and hold, to 
them and their oucceflbrs for ever, all Lands, Tene- 
ments, ere. Liberties, e?v. devolv’d upon the College, 
at any Time before-. So that here was a kind of new 
Incorporation, by the Title of Cuflos, or Deans and 
Canons only j at leaft this was a great Step to com-; 

E leat the Privilege they after enjoy’d, when thro’ the 
itcreft of Richard Beauchamp, Bi/hop of Salisbury , then 
alfo Dean of Windfor , and Chancellor of the Order, 
King Edw. IV. by Letters Patent dated Dec . 6 . in the 
19th Pear of his Reign, modei’d them by the Name of 
Dean and Canons of the Free Chapel of 4 St. Grorp. 
within the Caftle o {Windfor, one Body corporate in 
Thing and Name, with a perpetual Succeffion, and ca-. 
pable m Law to purchafe, receive and take Lands, c rc+ 
m Fee and Perpetuity $ to have a coqamon Seal, and 
might plead ana be impleaded by that Name $ and for, 
better Security, the Letters Patent of Incorporation 
were, within Three Years after, pafs’d into an A Gt of 
Parliament now in force. 

The Authority of the Cuftos or Dean confifls in. 
being Prefident over the reft of the College $ to go- 
vern, direft and order them their Goods and Eftates* 
He has all manner of Ecclefiaftical Jurifdiflion over 
them, with a Refervation of Power of Appeal to the 
Chancellor of Expand, who is Vi fi tor of that College. 

When any Perfons lead Lives inordinate, he with 
the Chapter ( in Cafes where no particular Penalty is 
appointed) may reprehend or corre& at Difcretion* 
ana in Matters of Difcord, fhall within Eight Days re- 
concile the contending Parties, or do Tuftice. After 
thrice Admonition, may expel from tne College all 
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Sower* of Difcord, Backbiter* and Whilperers, that artf 
below the Degree of a Canon. And that thete be no 
defied of Government, when the Dean has Occafion to 
be abfent above Eight Days, he /hall appoint One of 
the Canon Rsfidents for nis Deputy, in whole abfence 
be has the Title of Lieutenant, aud on all Occafions to 
.excrcife his Office $ for the Statutes allow him Sixty 
Days in a Tear for Non-refidence $ which fpace the 
Royal Vifitation, 155a. enlarg’d to One Honored and 
Ten Days $ and the Lord Chancellor Hyde granted him 
Liberty of Six Weeks abfence. But in the Vacancy of 
the Cuftos, the Chapter has all his Power conferr’a on 
them $ which Chapter ought, within Two Days after 
the Vacancy made known, elcd one of the Refident 
Canons, under the Title of Prefident, to govern the 
College until they be provided of another Cuflds. 


CAN O N S. 

Tax Canons, by the Letters Patent of the firft Ere- 
Aran, were appointed to be Twenty Four, including 
the Cuff os 5 but upon the Inftitutien of the College by 
the Bi/hop of Wirnon, there was ordain’d, as afore-no- 
ted, One'Cuftos, Twelve Secular Canons, and Thir- 
teen Priefts or Vicars, in all Twenty Six, compleatlv 
the Number of The Knights of the Garter : And for a ful- 
ler Diftindion between theie Canons Secular and the 
Priefts, the firft Twelve are, in a Bull of Pope lmo- 
t tnt VTII. nam’d Majores Canonist , the others Meow, or 
Ptetty-Canons. To thefe Twelve Seculars were affign’d 
fo many Prebend/hips in the Chapel of St George ( a* 
alfo Stalls in the Choir and Place 'in the Chapter) to r 
gether with that held by the Cuftos, whence they are 
frequently ftyl’d Prebends, and have a facerdotal Pow- 
er ; for if they are not in full Orders before they are 
inftaPd, they muff, within a Year after they have en- 
joy’d their Prebendfliip, be ordain’d a Prieft, or quit the 
Benefice. 

By the Bull of Pope Cbment VI. the Right of p re 1 
fcnting the Canons, Priefts, Clerks, Alms-Knights and 
other Minifters, were referv’d to the Founder and his 
Succeflbrs ; yet we find the firft Canons were preftnted 
to the Cuftos, by the Founders of The Order of the Gar - 
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ter, vk. the Twenty Five firft Knights CompuioM, 
every one pretenting Angularly $ yet this was bat with 
the Sovereign’s Permiffion, Pro hac vie* 5 and that none 
of theta Ihould be entitled to it hereafter bat the So* 
vereign alone. And becaufe it might the more eSfc&a- 
ally be obferv’d, the Cuftos was oblig’d upon every 
Canon’s Death, to fignify the tame to the Sovereign, 
that he might pitch on One to fucceed $ which being 
nominated, he is approved, inftituted, and inftal’d, by 
the Cuftos or Dean, to whom he fwears Canonical Obe- 
dience, and Oblervance of the Statutes. 

The principal Duty of thete Canons (and of all the 
other Mmifters of the College) is continually to attend 
upon the Service of God in toe Chapel of St. Genre} 
and the Statutes run upon each Day’s Omiffion ©f a 
Canon Rcfident, to be mul&ed his quotidian Diftriba- 
tion nd. And tho’ we find no Licenfe of Non-Rcfi- 
dence granted them by their Founder, yet there ia 
mention of Canons Refident and Non-Refident, for 
whom great Defalcations are appointed to be made, Uv 
prevent fuch Neglects, becaufe the refidratiary Canona- 
bear not only the Burden of that Duty belonging to the 
Chapel, but the Expence of Hofpitality and other 
Works of ClCarity, occafion’d from their refiding at 
Windfdr. 

Richard Beauchamp, Bifhop of Salisbury, obtain’d Pow- 
er from Sextm IV. to make new Statutes, and difpens’d 
with the old Ones? and in 1478. he gave to the Dean 
and every Canon Fourteen Day6 of Non-Refidence in 
every Term, to wit. Fifty Six Days in the Tear. By 
the Vifitation, 1552. they obtain’d a Difpenfation for 
Eighty Days } and the Lord Chancellor Hatton yet gave 
them a further Per million to Two Hundred and Two 
Days, whiah the Lord Chancellor Hyde confirm’d ; fo 
that there remains One Hundred and Sixty Three Days 
in the Tear, in which the Canons ought to be refident 
with Hofpitality, to be confonant to their Statutes. 

The Canons are particularly oblig’d to pray for the 
Sovereign, and for the happy Eftate of the Order. IF 
any Knight Companion, or other Perfon,. ihould be- 
llow Ten Pounds per jdnnum, in order to be Partaker 
of the Prayers appointed for the Benefactors of the 
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College, lijs Name was to be infcribed amongft them, 
and he alfo prayed for. Which Article, tho’ King Hen.V. 
confirmed, yet with this ReftriSion, it fhould not be 
admitted without the Confent of the Sovereign, or the 
Knights-Companions of the Order. 4 Edw . VI. fome 
one of them were enioyned to commemorate the Bene- 
factors in a Difcourle upon the Tuefday next after the 
third Sunday in Lenty and on the nrft Tujedays in J une % 
September and December , and not only to fet forth the 
Munificence of the Founder, and of King Hen. VIII. but 
of all others, fo as to excite their Auditors to an Emula- 
tion, in the Increafe of Religion, and fetting forth of 
God’s Glory. 

The civil Obligations of thefe Canons are to attend 
the Sovereign (or his Deputy) and the Knights Com- 
panions at tneir grand Feaft, and at the Fealls of the 
Inftallation, or when the Sovereign or Knights Compa- 
nions fhall come to the Chapel oF St. George upon a Re- 
ligious Account. On thole folemn Days, over their Ec- 
deflaftical Habit they wear a Murrey Mantle, (at this* 
Day aTaffatvRobe, in Fafhion like the three inferior 
Officers of the Order) with the Arms of St. George 
arched within a Rundle on the Right Shoulder. 

PETTY CANONS/ 

Thofe now call’d Petty Canons in the Patent of Foun- 
dation went undiftinguifh’d with the Canones Majores : 
only in the Bull of Pope Clement VI. to the Archhifhop 
of Canterbury and Bifhop of Winton y for inftituting the 
College, they are called Presbyteri ; and by the faid 
Bifhop in the very Words of his Statutes, Presbyteri Jeu 
Vtcariiy by which laft Name they are ftyl’d at the firft 
Ere&ion of the Garter. Their Number was originally 
Thirteen, only King Henry the VHIth’s Englijb Sta- 
tutes mention Eight petty Canons, befides Thirteen 
Vicars, (but the Latin takes Notice only of Thirteen 
Priefts, fome called Canonu’t Minores y others Vtcariiy 
j4nn* 1 . Edw. VI. Twelve Priefts were appointed, ana 
named Petty Canons, that is, Four to be added to the 
Eight mention’d in the Statute of King Henry VIII. Yet 
in Queen Elizabeth's Ordinances for the continual 
Charge, the Petty Canons thereby provided for are 
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Thirteen, agreeable to the ancient Number of Vicars $ 
but ar this Day they are reduced to Seven, and one of 
them Subchanter. 

The Vicars at their Admiffion are bound to be Priefts, 
at leaft Deacons, and at the next Ordination they muft 
commence Priefts. Their Statutes oblige them to con- 
tinual Refidence $ and if abfent from matins or from 
the grand Mafs, they are amerced 2 d. and for every 
Canonical Hour, the Ma/s of the Virgin Mary , or for 
the Defunft, a Penny 1 All which Forfeitures were to 
be dedufted out of their Sallary, and divided among 
thofe Vicars that duly attend thefe Duties. But the 
Statutes 1 Edvj. VI. Bate the Forfeit of Abfcnce front 
Matins to be one Half-penny, and the like from Pro- 
ceffion, Communion or Even-Song, to be paid to the 
Poor’s Box. And not only they, but all other Mini- 
fters of the Chapel, if they leave the College above 
Twenty Days, without Reafons fufficicntly approved 
of by the Refidentiary Canons $ or any of the Society 
that lead a vicious or fcandalous Life, after the Faft 
man i/eft Iy proved before the Cujios , are to be expelled 5 
but an Amerce left than Twenty Days, without Leave 
granted, is punifhabl e at Difcretion. 

Each Vicar enjoy’d at firft an annual Penfion of 8 L 
paid after this Manner, viz. every Kalendar Month 
8 s. for their Diet, and at the Expiration of every 
Quarter Day the Surplus was confign’d for other Ne- 
ceflaries they ftood in need of. King Ed. IV. encrcafed 
their Penfions to Twenty Marts a-piece $ to which 
Queen Elizabeth (they being then called Petty Canons) 
advanced 13/. and 4 d. per Annum to each out of the 
Lands confirm’d on the College by King Ed. VI. and' 
now their yearly Sallaries are encreas’d to Thirty 
Pounds. Out of thefe Petty Canons is defied a Sub- 
chanter,' (and commonly the fame Perfon is the Dean’s 
Vicar) who has the Cure of Souls, marries and bu- 
ries, err. 


CLERKS. 

For the Service of the Choir at. the Foundation were 
allotted Four Clerks, one whereof was to be inftituted 
» Deacon, and another a Sub-deacon before their Ad- 
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mif&on, and theft two were dcfigiTd (open Vacuity} 
to the Vicars Places. But for the other Two, Inftitfc- 
tion into Idler Orders, in which they were to eoafd- 
nne, were fufficient. Each of the Two firft fort had 
Eight Marks per Ann. and the other Two bat She. King 
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low'd them to /. per A**. They are mention'd to be 
Thirteen in Hen. VUPs Statutes, t Ed. VI. they were 
clicreas’d to Fifteen $ bat here appointed to be Lay* 
men, wearing Surplices in the Chore, each hating the 
lame Allowance. 4 Ed. VL a Model was propofed to 
augment the Number of theft Fifteen Clerks to Twen- 
ty. Bat in the Reign of Queen Elkabeth they were 
again reduced to Thirteen, as at this prefent they re- 
main, (one of them as Organift hath a double Clerk’s 
Place, usd confoquently reckon’d for Two) and an 
Augmentation to each of tl. 1 $ s. 4 d. three Farthings 
yearly ; which being at firft oppoftd by the Dean and 
Prebends, they at length (j EEu) contented to alow 
them 40 .*. per Ann. a-ptece, not out of the new Lands, 
hot out of other Payments which the Dean and Chapter 
Jhould otherwift receive ; and x66%. they eucreaftd 
their annual Penfioas to a; /. a-piece. They are obli- 
ged to be prefent in the Choir at Divine Service 
as well as the Petty Canons, and under the lame 
Forfeitures ; nor may they or the Petty Canons go out 
of Town above Three at once, left the Choir fhould be 
left unprovided. 

CHOIRISTERSL 
Fpr the Service of the Choir were appointed Six 
Choirifters, and they to he of the Clerical Order at 
their Admiffion $ to each of which was allow'd Five 
Macks per Ann. And as the Deacon and Sub-deacon 
were plac’d in the College only in Addition to the 
Vicars, and defign’d to fucceed them in their Vacan- 
cies $ fo alio were there Six focular Children, endued 
with clear tuneable Voices, to fucceed the Choirifters, 
when they perceiv’d aRoughnefs op Alteration in their 
Voices. King Ed. IV.. encreas’d the Number of Choi- 
riflera to Thirteen,and allow'd them annually Six Marks 
••piece, and' which was again confirm’d by King W. VI1P* 
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Statutes. Yet the Injunction of i Eel. VI. (educed them 
to Ten } bat Queen Etizabetb eftablifh’d the ibnxr 
Number, and gave in Augmentation among them all of 
3 /. n s. 3 J, They are now reduced to Sight* and 
their preftnt Exhibition it its. per Month. 

9. y. 't’he Alms Knights we fhall treat of in a three* 
fold Eftate : i. Under the Foundation i a. . When dif- 
jointed thence by Aft of Parliament $ apd, 3 . At cfta» 
Mifhed anew by Queen Elizabeth. 

1 . Then, King EektarJ IIL out of the great Regard 
he had to military Honour, and thofe who had bravely 
behav’d them {elves m hit Wars, yet after chanced t» 
fall in decay, made a Provifion for their Relief and com* 
fortable Subfiftcncc in old Age, by providing for dm 
in this his Foundation, and making a Coalition in one 
joint Body with the Cuftos and Canons y theft he call’d 
Milhet Pa«jMr«f,and we Poor orAlmoKnights. The ftated 
Number stfirft were Twenty Four, equal to the Cuftos 
and Canons at the fisftEre&on. But fhortlyafter, up. 
;on his inflitutme the Order of the Gsrrsr, Two more 
Were added (as there was to the firtt Canons) to make 
the oodtpleatNuraber of the Knights-Companions of that 
Order, which were Twent^Bix, as we find ftated at 
the wdination of the College by the Bifhop of Wim- 
eheftn y foe Pope’s Delegate. 

. Tin ntemkm of the Founder was for thofe that 
were, real Objefts of Charity, as he deferibes them, wt. 
poor Knights, infirm in Body, indigent and decay’d, or 
as the Statutes of the Owner qualifies them, fuch as 
thro’ adverfe Turns of Fortune were reduced to that 
Extremity that they had not wherewithal to fuffoin 
themfelves, to live fb genteelly as was fuitable for a 
Military Condition, which for greater Caution was rei- 
terated in the Statutes of King Hen. V. King Hen. VIII. 
and in the Orders of Queen Elaabnb y for it was ex- 
prefs’d, in cafe any Bftate of ao /. per Ammm devolved 
on them, fuch Knights were to be difehargedthe Col- 
lege, and they were to proceed to a new Election. 

At the firft each Knight-Companion of the Order 
prefented his Alms-Knight, but ever after their Ele&on 
was to be at the Difpofal of theSorereign. Their Hu. 
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bit wat a Red Main tie, with the Efcutcheon erf St George 
without any Garter to furrouad it. Their Exhibition, 
after their firft Eleftion was 1 id. a-piece every Day 
they were at Service in the Chapel, or refident in the 
College, betides 40 s. per Annum for other Contin- 
gencies, it being the dated Allowance appointed to each 
of the Canons Refidents. 

About the Beginning of King Hen . VPs Reign, their 
quotidian Diftrijputions and Annual 40 s+ had oeen un- 
paid upon the Account of fome Difientions rifen between 
them and the Dean and Canons ; but upon Complaint 
of John Bifhop of Yorl^, Lord Chancellor of England, 
and Vifitor of the College, 10 Hen. VI. they were re- 
drefled, and their. Arrears of both difchargeci, without 
any Deduction, and likewife obtained this Claufe,That if 
the Treafurer of the College becapac negligent in future 
Payments, he ihould loie his own Quotidians , from 
the Time of. bis voluntary Omiffion, and the fame to 
be divided among the Alms-Knights. Their Duty was 
to pray for the Sovereign and the Knights Companions, 
to be every Day prefent at High Mafs, the Maties of the 
Virgin Mary, at Vefpers and Compline, and in default 
to be mulfted their 12 d. toties quotum which was to 
be converted to the Ufc.of the other Alms- Knights, then 
refiding in the Caftle of JVindfar $ notwithstanding . 
which Decree, the Dean did afterwards break in upon 
them, and difpofed of thefe Forfeitures at his Pleafure, 
till 2 Rich . II. Adam, Bifhop of St. David's, then 
Chancellor of England, and Vifitor of the College, re- 
d refs’ d it, and another Complaint of like Nature being 
made of the Deans difpofing of Donations and other 
Liberalities of the Knignts Companions in wrong of the 
Alms-Knights, this Chancellor decreed an equal Di- 
ftribution between the Alms-Knights and Canons, till 
the King and Council fhould otherwife determine. 

Thefe and other Differences between the Dean and 
Canons and Alms Knights, gfe w up to that height, that 
they became irreconcilable, infomuch as in the Aft of 
Parliament, 22 Edw . IV. for incorporating of the Cu- 
ftos and Canons, by the Name of Dean and Canons, 
the Alms-Knights were not only omitted $ but this 
CUufc inserted* That the Dean and Canons , and their Suc- 
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tejjwrst fimU fir ever more be utterly quit and difcharged 
from all manner of Exhtbitton or Cbetrge of #r/#r any of the 
foul Knights. And this under the Cover, That the King 
has greatly augmented the ^Number of the Miniftcrs or 
the Chapelt tut the Revenue was infufficient to main- 
tain botn them and the Alm9-Knight8 $ but in the Dean 
and Canons Anfwer to the Knights Petition to repeal 
this Ad, the Caufe is alledged, For that fome of tnefe 
Knights ufed their utmoft Endeavours before this A &, 
to incorporate themfelves, and to be exempt from the 
Obedience and Rule of the Dean and Canons; v 
Aftxr this Ad, which ftruck off their Qwtidian 
Portions and Fees afligned by King Edward** Foundati- 
on, how the Alms Knights lubfiffed we find not $ bat 
lo loon as King Hen. Vlf came to the Crown, they pe- 
titioned the King and Parliament for Repeal of the Ad, 
Edis. IV. and alledged it was obtained without their 
Knowledge, or being called thereunto, which Plea a- 
vailed not at all $ but on the Contrary, the Dean and 
Canons, fome Tears after, got an Exemplification there- 
of under the great Seal, dated Feb. 4. 18 Hen. Vll. 

And it is very evident from King Hen . VHP* LettertO 
the ^College, that what they did in this Nature after 
this Ad commenced, was merely upon Court efie $ for 
he returns them Thanks for a Penfion of Twenty Marks 
conferred upon Peter Narbone , whom he had recom- 
mended to an Alms-Knights Place, and Promifes to 
burthen them no more with Requefts of this fort, but 
that he would fettle Lands for their Maintenance. So 
great was their Caution, Narbone was by Covenants in- 
dented between him and the Dean and Canons, to re- 
linquifh his Penfion uAn that King’s fettling Lands on* 
the College, for the rrovifion of iuch Knights. In the 
Interval between the Difenion of the College and Alms- 
Knights, to their Eftabh/hment by Queen Elnabeth % 
their Habit and Badge continued the fame, and was fo 
confirmed by Hen. VIIPs Statutes. It may be colleded 
by his laft will, there was an Intention to draw the 
Garter about the Efcutcheon of St George, which Pro- 
jedion came to nothing, and expired. In this Interval 
it is obferv’d that feveral Pcrfons of confiderable Rank 
and Diftindion became Alms-Knights } fome of which 
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were readied great Objefts of Charity 3 among which 
Number was Sir Robert Champlayne , a valient iCnight, 
an Honour to our Nation, for nis renowned and martial 
Services abroad. He was of King Henry VPs Party in 
the Civil Wars againft King Edw. IV. Immediately after 
whofe coining to the Crown he left England, and travel- 
led into Hungary* (with an Equipage of Three Servants 
and Four Horfes) where in the Afltftance of Mathous 
Corvimui King of Hungary againft the Turks , . he beha- 
ved himfelf very gallantly $ but profperous Fortune not 
always attending him with Succefs, he receiv’d many 
Wounds $ and at length was taken Prifbner r loft all* 
and forced to pay 1 500 Ducats for his Ranfom 3 for the 
Atteftation.of wnich he had the Great Seals of the King 
of < Hungary; the Archbifhop of Crete, Legate de Latere 
irt Hungary, the Emperor of Germany, the King of Sicily, 
the Count Pa/ashte of the Rhine, and the Duke of Bur-* 
gundy $ andlaftly, a Declaration thereof under the Privy 
Seal of Kihg Edw. IV. And being reduced to fb low an 
Ebb of Fortune, he was, thro* Hen. VIPs Favour, ad- 
mitted an Alms- Knight. 1 

* But fome obtained Admittance, probably out of De- 
votion, rather than Poverty, as Thomas Hulme, Claren 
crux King of Arms, Temp. Edit. IV. Lodawick. Carly, the 
King’s Phyfician, and John Mewtes, Secretary of the 
French Tongue, both Temp . Hen. VII. and Bartholomew 
Wefihy made fecond Baron of the Exchequer , 1 * 
Hen. VIII. -• 

1 It is evident King Hen . VIII. defigned a Re-efta- 
hlifhment of half the ancient Number of Alma- 
KnightvS,,m* Thirteen 3 for which purpofc he appointed 
by his Will 600 1 . per Annum, in ftfannors. Lands, and 
Spiritual Promotions, fettled upon the Dean and Canons* 
and their Succeflors for ever, upon the Provifo’s that 
they fhould find Two Priefts to lay Mafi at his Tomb* 
to commemorate yearly Four Obits for him, and at 
every Obit diftribute 12 /. in Alms, likewife to pay 
12 d. a Week to thofe Thirteen Alms-Knights, who 
were to have once a Year a long Gown of White Cloth* 
and a Mantle of Red, befides Five Marks annually, to 
fuch one among them as fhould be conftituted their Go- 
vernor, and fi> much for a Sermon every Sunday through- 
out 
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out the Year. Ia Performance of which Will, King' 
Edw. VI. in the firft Year of his Reign, did confer fe- 
vecal Lands upon the College 5 but 600 /. per Annum of 
thefe Rents were by the Dean and Canons paid back, 
to be employed on erefling of Houfes for the Alma- 
Knights, intended to be fettled by King Hen. VIII. This 
Work began not till the 3d and 4th ot Philip and Mary f 
and was nnifhed the 5th and dth of their Rcigp, the 
Charge amounting to 2747 /. 7 s. 6 d. Thefe Houfes are 
fituate on the South fide of the. Lower Ward of the 
Caftle* and contain Thirteen Rooms, befides an Hall, 
a Kitchin, and a Paltry 3 the Stone was brought from 
HeaJi*g> the Timber from the Foreft, and the Lead, 
and Apparels for the Chimnies, from Suffolk, Place in 
Southwark. At a Chapter of the Garter, held the ift of 
June, the 4th and 5th of Philip and Mary, the Houfes 
being then near finifhed, a Debate arofe about placing 
fome Alms-Knights therein, if poffible, by Michaelmas 
following, wherenpon the Marauifs of Wmton, Lord- 
Treafurer, had Orders to affign Lands for their Mainte- 
nance $ and towards the compleatmg of this the Queen . 
had nominated Nine of the Thirteen defigned 3 but fid- I 
ling fick inAuguft, a flop was put to the Amir, till Queen 
Elru&tth coming to the Crown confirmed her Siller’s * 
Grants to the Nine nominated Knights, and made up 
the Number foil Thirteen, ordaineopy King Henry VIIl 
under which Eftablilhment they ftill remain 3 for after- 
wards, viz. Aug . 30. in the firft Year of her Reign, . 
minding the Continuance of King Edward's Foundation, 
the Intent of her Progenitors, and Advancement of the ' 
Order of the Garter, and King Henry VlII’s Will, for the 
Support of Thirteen poor Men decayed in Wars, to be 
called Thirteen Knights of Wmdfor $ and having ereft- 
ed certain Orders for their better Regulation, and de- 
clar*d how and in what manner the (too /. given by her 
Father fhould be employ’d for the Maintenance of thefc 
Knights and their Succeflors, fhe laftly declared. That 
the Dean and Canons ihoulct fin: ever caufe thefe Rules 
and Orders to be obfervecL 

Impr. That there be Thirteen Poor Knights, all Gen- 
tlemen, one whereof to be Govemour, that have fpent 
their Time in the Wars, or othet Service of the Realm, 

H '«* having 
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h«ving little or nothing to live upon, to be elc&ed by 
the Sovereign and Succcflbm* 

ft. It . The Governour and Knights mud be unmar- 
ried, yet that the Crown may difpcnce withal > and 
upon their marrying are to lofe their Place. 

3. It. None deformed, and convi&ed of Herefie, 
Felony, or any notable Crime, is to be admitted of 
the Thirteen, and after admittance, fo convi&ed, to be 
expelled. 

4. It. Each Knight to have yearly, for their Liveries, 
a Red Gown of Four Yards, and a Mantle of Blue or 
Purple of Five Yards, at 6 s . and 8 d. per Yard. 

5. It. An Efcutcheon of St. George embroidered with* 
out the Gctrter % to be upon the Left Shoulder of the 
Mantle. 

6 . It. The Charges of the Cloth, Lining, Making, 
and Embroidering, to be paid by the Dean and Chapter, 
out of the Revenue of the Foundation. 

7. It . That the Knights attend, Morning and After- 
no on. Divine Service, within the College, in their or- 
dinary Apparel, without a reafonable Let to be allowed 
by the Govemour. . 

8. It. That they keep their Lodcings appointed, and 
Table in a common Hall appointed, and to have their 
Provifton* by a common Puirfe, except for a reafonable 
Caufc any be Hcenfed to the contrary by the Dean, and 
thatLiceme not to endfcre above Twenty Days ina Year, 
exceptiagonly for Sicknefk 

9 . It. They are not to haunt the Town, nor Fublick 
Houfes, nor call any Woman into their Lodgings, with- 
out reafonable Cauie and Licenfeof the Dean. 

u>. It. Twelve of them to be obedient to him ap- 
pointed to be Governour, and all Thirteen to the Dean 
and Chapter, in the Observation of theft Statutes. 

*ai. It. The Thirteen Knights to have Places within 
the Church, where the Dean and Canons /hall think 
heft to hear the Divine Service together. 

ii. It. To be prefect at the quarterly Service, for 
the Memory of the Patrons and Founder of the College, 
and efpecially of King He*. VIII. and Queen EJiuthttb* 
and have each of them, at that Time, aod. and the 
Govemour a s* The £ud Service to be the Sundays next 
* before 
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before the Quarter-days, the Annunclatim , St. Jehn Bap- 
tift 9 Michaelmas , and ChrUbnas. 

i j. If. Any of the Twelve Knights difobeying the 
Govemour, in any of thefe Statutes, to incur the For- 
feiture the Dean and Chapter fhall put 6n him, the Go~ 
vernour to report the Offence, which if more heinous, 
the Dean and Chapter are to give a Warning, and regi- 
fter the fame, and after a fecond Warning Expulfion is 
to follow y the like Puni/hment to the Governour, difo- 
beying the Dean and Chapter in the Ohfervation of 
thefe Statutes. * 

14. It. The Penalties of the Puni/hed to be imployed 
by the Dean and Chapter at their Discretion, upon any 
of theMinifters or Cnorifters of the Church. 

1 5. It. Upon the King or Queen’s coming to or go* 

a from Wmdfor, the Thirteen Knights are to fraud 
re their Doors in their Apparel, and do Obedi- 
ence. 

1 6. It. At the beeping of the Feaft of St. George, they 
are to ftand liiewife m their Apparel before their Doors, 
at the coming and going out of the Lieutenant, and of 
other the Knights-Companions. 

17. It. At every Feaft of St. George they Hull fir toge- 
ther in their Apparel at one Table, and have Allow* 
ancc of Meat and Drink at the Royal Charges. 

1 8. It. They are daily in their Prayers to pray for the 
Sovereign and the Knights-Companions. 

19. It. They are always to lie in their Lodging, and 
upon lying out of them and the College, without Li- 
cence from the Dean, to forfeit 12 d. 

ao. It. IF Lands or Revenues of 20 /. per Armpm foil 
to any of the poor Knights, he is to be removed, and 
another put into his Puce. 

ax. It. They are every Day (excepting Caufeof Sick 
nefo) to be prefent at Divine Service in the College, as 
afore (a id, and receive a daily Distribution of 1 id. per 
Day, to be paid them monthly, if it may be, or at leafr 
in fuch fort as the other Minifters of the Chapel be 
paid ; and he that fhall abfent himfelf one Day, with- 
out leave from the Dean, fhall lofe his Diftributioa 

pf ill 
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ai. b. The Gove mour is to keep a Book, and regifter, 
the Abfenters, and other Defaulters of the Statutes, 
whereof ne fhall deliver one to the Dean, and another 
to the Steward, or him that payeth the poor Knights, 
who by Order of the Dean is to make proper Defalca- 
tions at the Time of paying them. 

13. It. The Dean once a Year is to appoint \ Day and 
Hour, at which the poor Knights ire to be warned to be 
prefent, to hear thefe Statutes read, and any Knight 
abfenting after that Warning, and without Licenfe, is to 
^forfeit 6 s. 8 d. 

- 14. It. Any elefted poor Knight, before he take any 

Commodity of his Room, fhall take a corporal Oath be- 
fore the Dean, to be faithful and true to the Crown, 
and that for the time of their tarrying there to truly 
obferve the Statutes and Ordinances upon the Penalties 
contain’d in the faid Statutes. 

The 15 th Article is a Difpenfation for thofe poor 
Knights chofen before thefe Statutes, who were not cer- 
tainly known Gentlemen, yet Men well reported for 
Honefty, and meet to be relieved 3 but with an Intent 
that none hereafter be admitted, unlefs a Gentleman 
bom, agreeable to the firft Order. 

The annual Allowance of each, upon this new Efta- 
blifhment, is 18/. 5 s. to be paid by the Dean of Wind- 
far, (but their Govemour has 3 /. 6 s. and 8 d. more) 
befides their Gown and Mande mentioned in their Sta- 
tutes. King James l. doubled this Penfion, and made it 
payable out of the Exchequer quarterly. 

To thefe Thirteen Alms-Knights, temp. Car. I. Five 
more were added, Two of the Foundation of Sir Peter 
la Make, Knight, and Three of Sir Francis Crane , Knight, 
Chancellor or the Garter 5 for Sir Peter , by his laftWill, 
dated Jan. 8. 1^31. bequeath’d 1500/. to charitable 
Ufes, to be difpos’d as Sir Franc h (who had marry’d 
his Sifter) fhould think fit, within Four Years after 
his Death 5 whereupon Sir Francis , determining to ereft 
certain Houles in #W/or-Cattle, for the dwelling of 
Five Alms-Knights, defign’d the faid 1500/. towards 
that Ufe, and what was deficient made up at his oiyn 
Coft, charging his Brother Executor, Sir Richard Ctane\ 
by his Will, dated A*g. 27. *£35. to fee the Pile which 

he 
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he had began, finilh’d. Sir Frauds alfo bequeath’d aoo f. 
per Annum to be fettled in Lands, by his fcxecutors, fojr 
the perpetual Maintenance of Five Alms-Knights, after 
the rate of 40 t. per Anmm to every one of them 5 but 
his Executor growing flack in the Performance, the 
"Work being rather expos'd to Ruin, than forwarded by 
himj upon Complaints made to the Sovereign and 
Knights-Companions in Chapter, Orders were lflifd 
out to quicken him, and a peremptory Letter, dated 
Mar. 7. 1639. to go on with the Wort faithfully $ which 
Commands he evading, and bad Times coming on, 
the Building was totally neglefted. Sir Richard Crane 
afterwards aying, by his Will, dated Sept. 10. 1^45. be 
appointed that his Man nor of Carbrool{e in NorfU fhould 
fland bound for ever for Payment of the feid 200 f. per 
[Annum $ whereupon, by Jnquifition taken at JVindjor, 
Mar. 4. 1652. (by Virtue of a Commiffion upon the 
Statute Anno 43 Flit. for charitable Ufes) the Mannors 
of JVoodriJing and Wes field, &£. in Norfolk^ were found 
liable to fatisSc for building and finifhmg the laid Fjve 
Houfes, and payment of the 200 /. yearly 3 and further, 
that the Arrears thereof, from Sir Francis Crane's Death, 
came at that time to 3200 /. fome Conteft enfu’d in 
Chancery 3 neverthelefe the £00 I. per Annum was, Jdy 
19. 1^55. decreed to be paid out of all the Lahds 
which were Sir Richard's, and the building of the 
Houfes out of his perfonal Eftate. At Two Years Ex- 

E iration arofe that fair Pile of Building, between the 
hancellor’s and Garter’s Towers, againft the Weft 
Wall, in the lower Ward of the Caftle, which was be- 
gun again and finifh’d the next Year 5 the Expences 
amounting to 1 700 /. But for a final End of this Suit, 
it was decreed, Jan. 27. 1^59. the Mannor of Carhrookf 
fhould Hand charg’d with 200 /. per Annum, payable 
half- year ly at Michaelmas and Lady- Jay, or within Thir- 
ty Davs after, for the Maintenance of Five Alms-Knights, 
together with 30 /. yearly for Repairs, payable alfo 
then ; which annual Sum of 230/. Anno 12 Car. II. in 
a Chapter held at Whitehall , 'Jan. 14. the King decreed 
the Chancellor of the Order, for the Time' being, 
fhould receive and difpcrfe thereof thus : 1 00 I. per 
Annum among jhc Fivi ntfw Alms-Knights quarterly, at 
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the Four ufual Feafts of the Year, and to employ , the 
refidue upon Repair of the new Buildings erefted for 
their Lodgings; which Powers were inferted iq the 
Patent for his Office, bearing date the zoth of the lame 
Month. And it was moreover decreed, that thefe Five 
Knights fhould be fubjeQ: to the lame Rules and Go? 
yemment of the Thirteen of Queen Elitabeth’s Foun- 
dation, and made equal Partakers of the fame Privi- 
leges, and wear the like Habits. 

* King Charles L taking into Confideration the Dona? 
tion of Sir Francis Crane , which made the Alms-Knights 
Eighteen, (tho* they were not yet fettled^ intended to 
mate up Twenty Six, as they were at tne Inftitution 
of the-Urder ; to compleat which Defign, a Chapter was 
held at Whitehall , ^r. 18. i <^3 7. for tne Knights-Com? 
panions to confider the bell Wav how the lame might 
pc efle&ed, and report their Opinions ; but nothing 
was done thereupon, and this Amir waits a mpre pro- 
pitious Opportunity. 

5 6. The other Miniflers of the College and Chapel 
of St. Cecrge, call’d Miniflers in the Foundation Patent* 
arc the fuperior Officers, vk. The Chantor, Steward 
and Treafurer. 

The Chantor is elefled from among the Canons, 
whofe Office is chiefly to govern thofe that fine in the 
Choir, and fuch as are employ d about Divine Service. 
Before the Reformation he appointed who Ihould be- 

J 'in the Antiphoncs, celebrate Mafles^ and read the^eA 
ons, Epiftles and Gofpels. To his Care was commit- 
ted all the Books, Crofles, Chalices, Ve&nents, and all 
the Sacred Ornaments of the Chapel. He receives the 
Offerings there made, and Accounts for them y for all 
which Services an annual Penfion of 5 /. i$ allow’d 
him. • ' " ' 

The Steward and Treafurer are annually chofen oq 
the Morrow after Michaelmas-Jay from out of the Canons 
Jlefident. To the Steward’s Office appertains the Go- 
vernment pf all fhe Revenue* of the College, the Rents 
and Profits whereof he is to pay the Treaiuren In his 
Cuffody are repos’d all the pmameuts, Jewels* and o- 
ther Treafure of the Chapel, not committed to the 
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Chanlor, under the Obligation of rendring an Account $ 
apd bis yearly Penfion is 5 1. 

Th? Treafurcr is to diftributc to the Cuftos, Ca- 
nons, Vicars, ctt, their Penfions and Allowances, 
which if he fail Eight Days after their prefix’d Tunes 
of payment, he is debar’d of his own quotidians, as Ca- 
non Refident, until fijch Arrears be diicharg’d ; as like- 
wife the Steward, if he ( be found delinquent. His 
■Penfion is alio 5 l. per Annum. There is oneTreafurer 
to receive the Rents of the old Lands, and another cho- 
.fen from the Canons to receive the new, who have 
been allow’d the like annual Penfions. The former is 
term’d Senejchallus veteris , the latter Senefthatlm nova Do- 
tationis. 

Moreover, there is a Steward of the Courts, and 
Clerk of the Lands, which is an Officer under both 
the before-mention’d Stewards. He keeps the Courts 
by himfelf or Deputy, and is a Barretter at Law, and 
tne {landing Council for the College. His yearly Pen- 
fion is so Nobles. But the Council m SptrittiaJibm is 
ufually a Graduate in the Law. 

The Chapter-Clerk enters and regitters all Adis of 
the Chapter-Hou/e j he draws and engrofles all Inden- 
tures, Patents, Grants, Leafes, cr-c. which pals the com- 
mon Seal of the Dean and Canons. His Pennon is 3 /. 6 s. 
8 d. per Annum. The Under Steward/hip and Chapter. 
Clerkfhip heretofore were enjoy’d by one Per/on, but 
of late they are divided, and now ne mutt be a Bar- 
retter at Law. 1 

Of the Virgers Inttitution the Statutes of the Colley 
make mention, that in Proceffion and other Solemni- 
ties, they were to go before the Dean and Canons, 
bearing their Rods, for which Service they were to have 
annually a Robe, and 6 d, per Diem. Andf befides theie, 
there are Two Sextons, Two Bell-ringers, a Clock- 
keeper, and a Porter who attends the fhu^jngand open- 
ing of the Gate*. 

9 7. Fos. the Endowment of the College we /ball 
only treat upon, thole Lands given to the Maintenance 
of this Foundation by the Founder himfelf oc by hist 
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' Succeffbrs, or by Sovereigns of T he Order of the Garter f 
fuch as have been Knights-Companions. 

King Edvt. III. by his Letters Patent of the Founda- 
tion [2 a Ediss. III.] aforefaid, gave them [the Guftos, 
Canons, Alms-Knights and Minifters] the Advowfons 
of the Churches of Wyardeshury [R ashury] in Lincoln , 
South-Tanton in Exeter , and Uttoxater in Coventry and 
Litchfield Diocels, in Frank Almoigne, free from all Se- , 
cular Exaftionsj which Licenfe, to appropriate the 
fame to the College, notwithftanding the Statute of 
Mortmain , he appointed as much out of his Treaftire 
for their Support, as amounted to an immoveable Eftate 
of 1000 /. per Annum 5 and left there might be any De- 
fed in the Knights Title to Uttoxater ana South-Tanton , 
Henry Earl of Lancajler, 23 Edits. III. and Thomas Beau ^ 
champ Earl of Warwick^ that Year had fpecial Licenfes 
granted them in Right of Patronage to the faid TwoAd- 
vowfons, and they to receive the fame. Another fuch 
Licenfe, 28th of January , 24 Edits. III. was given tQ 
WiBiam de Bohun Earl ot Northampton , for affigning to 
the Cuftos and Chaplains the Advowfon of Dodyngton in 
Com, Oxon, which he held of the King in Capite . , The 
18th of January following, this Royal Founder conferred 
on them ( by the Name of Cuftos and Chaplains of his 
free Chapel at Windfor) one Mefluage, Seventeen Acres 
of Land, one of Pafture, and 3 s. Rent, in Wyrardeshury 
in Com . Buckj , which had been SQnveyM to him by jRj- 
chard de Gloucejler , Heir to Ifahel de Ditton 5 and the 2 2d 
of May enfuing granted unto, them the Advowfon of 
Dachet near Windfor . 

Anno 2 5 Edits. III. the King gave them the Advow- 
fons of the Churches of Eure m Com. bucly, of Rijlon in 
Com. Norfolk and of Whaddon and Caxton in Com . Can- 
tab. and in May that Year the Advowfon of Smondefi 
bourne ( furrender’d temp. Edits: IV. to Richard Duke of 
Gloucejler) an A of St. Stephens of Salt ajb. The firft of 
thefc Queen Philippa purchas’d of Sir John Darcy , and 
the other of Edward the Black Prince .3 and gave them 
both, firft to the King, that by his Grant afterwards to 
the College its Title might be .more Corroborated* 
The fkmc Year, OHoher 16 . the King beftow’d on them 
100 Marks per Annum, out of the Farm of the Town 
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offtofthampton, to be paid by the Bailiff of the Town 
at Eafter and Michaelmas by equal Allotments : And it 
was at the Founder’s Inftance ( therefore worthy to be 
infer ted ) that the Town of Yarmouth , 26 Edw. IIL un- 
der their Common Seal, granted them a Laffc of Red 
Herrings yearly, well dry’d and cleans’d, to take tne 
Corporation into their Prayers j tho’ fome fay it was * 
Penance enjoyn’d them for murdering a Magiftrate. * 
In the 26 Edw. III. the Founder granted them and 
their Succeflors the Mannor of Eure near Weybrigg, in 
Com . Burly, the Mannor of CrtfweU in Bray in Com. Berks , 
and a Wear call’d Braybrook^ fituated in the. Thames , 
with all the Land* in that Parifh convey’d unto him 
by Sir John Philibert , together with the Knights FeeSy 
Advewfons, arc. belonging to thofe Mannor®. He 
gave to the Cuftos and College foon after the Seifin 
‘thereof, as alfo of a Wood call’d Temple -Wood in Stokf- 
‘ Fogeys , convey’d to the Kin t by John de Molyns : But 
deeming all the Lands too fmall for the End he in* 
tended, 28 Edw. III. the King granted the Cuftos and 
College, by Letters Patent, a Penfion of 100 1 . per An- 
num out ot the Exchequer $ and upon the vacating the 
fame, ^Edw r \\l. he gave them yearly Lands of 101 /. 
11 s. 11 d. out of the PoflefEons of religious Aliens, 
which fell into hi* Hands by Occafion of the french 
Wars : But left thefe Pofleffions fhould be again re- 
ftor’d upoit a Treaty of Peace, they were to receive 
the annual Sum of 101 /. n 5. 11 d> out of the Ex- 
chequer,, till they were provided of Lands of the like 
Value. Upon fcveral Rcftriftions, he granted them 
51 /. 91. 9 d. yearly to be receiv’d out of 126 l. which 
the Prior of Takfrele paid him for the Farm of that Pri- 
ory, it being then in the King’s Hand by reafon of the 
War with France. And by reafon the Revenues did 
not amount to 1000 l. per Annum, as he defign’d at 
the Foundation, in the 55th . Year of his Reign, he 
granted them fo much Money yearly out of the Ex- 
chequer, as would make up the Deficiency, till Lands 
oj Rents of that Value Ihould be fettled on them. 
Laftly, 39 Edw. III. the Founder heftow’d on them a 
Piece of Ground iii New W'mdfor,(y? hereon had flood an 
Hoqfe of John of London y in lieu of the great Garden 
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South of the Caftie* formerly given them by him* and 
alfo a Garden oppofite thereunto on the other fide ,of 
the Way. Befiaes thefe Largefles of thf Founder^ 
there were others made by pious and devout Perfons, 
/aid to be incorporated into the firft Foundation, and 
made up that Revenue which William Bifhop of Win- 
chefter adjudg’d fufficient for the Support of the Col- 
lege, which we /hall filently pafs over with the bare 
mention only.

and the Reverfion of the Third Part of them, with 
the Advowfon of. the Church of Old Swynford ■, nor was 
he thus munificent alone, but excited and fpurr’d on

all 
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fill thefe Premifes, the King granted them Court Lett*, , 
€>t Views of Frankpledge, and to levy Fines, Amercia- 
ments, Free Warrens* Waifs, and Felons Goods, and 
all other Profits, whatfoever, and the faid Redories, 
Tithe*, Penfions, Rents, and all other Gifts and 
Grants in the Poffeflion of the Dean and Chapter, 
were confirmed to them by Ad of Parliament, i Jac. L 
The .ancient Rate of thefe New Lands in the King's 
Books was 66 1 L 6 s* and 8 d. per Annum $ but accord- 
ing to the improved Rents, as they were then turned 
over to the College, 812/. 12. 9 d 4 out of which 
160 t. is. 4 d. was yearly allowed them in Requital of 
their Lands pafled to King Hen. VIII. and 600 /. per An- 
num y for accompli/hment of his Will 5 but the remain- 
ing Sum, w. 52 /. xofi 5 d. was referved in lieu of 
Tenths, to be paid into the Court of Augmentation $ nc- 
▼erthelefs, this laft refcrved Sum was not aflertted un- 
to by the Dean and Canons to be fo paid, becaufe the 
Charges iffuidgout of the Lands were larger than were 
exprefled in the Rental* And we find that, fliortly af- 
ter, the Rents of St. Germains , Northam s lljington , &c. , 

J jartof the New Lands, were received and accounted, 
hr, according to the old Rate in the King’s Books, to 
wit, 162 /. 15 s. 4 d. her Annutn y in Recompence for the ' 
Lands conveyed to King Hen. VIIL and out of which 
they paid a yearly Surplufage of 2 L 1 s. 1 d. This Sum, 
together with the Reiits of the reft of the New Lands, 
being upon the faid Improvement accounted to be 597 L 
1 7 r. 11 d. made in all 600 /. per Annum $ and this was 
laid out bv the Dean and Canons for fome time towards 
cre&irtg the Alms-Knights Apartments. 

Thus flood the Lands accounted for till the Settle-* 
ment made by Queen Elitabeth+ who in the Firft Year 
of her Reign appointed the Dean and Canon* to con- 
vert the Rents of thefe NeW Lands to fuch Ufe* and 
Intents a* fhe had fet down in a Book figned with her 
Sign manual, and annexed to an Indenture made be- 
tween her and the Dean and Canons ; by which Inden- 
ture they were obliged to apply the Rents and Profits of 
thefe Lands, as Was preferibed in the Book, and to ob* 
ferve the Ordinances therein, and upon Default, to a- 
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bide fucli Orders is the Crown, of any Knight- Coni- 
pinion, deputed by the Sovereign, fhall fet forth*

\^hich Remainder has been and is aligned for Payment 
of Tenths to the Crown, Vicars, Curates, Annual Sti- 
pends, Officers Fees, Reparation of the Preroifles, 
and for the Relief of the Dean and Canons, in Main- 
tenance and Defence of the laid Lands. 

And to the End the Queen might know how the Re- 
venue was difpofed of, die gave cnarge that her Lieute- 
nant and the Knights-Companions fhould annually (at 
the Feaft of the Order held at iVindfor) ftate the Ac- 
cornpt, and fee how the Income was expended, and that 
her Lieutenant fhould yearly be put in mind of it by 
one of the Officers of the Order. This Ordinance was 
renewed, 21 Jac . I. and the Chancellor of the Order 
Was appointed to be the Remembrancer, and in Obedi- 
ence thereunto, the Account of thefe new Lands (which 
begins at Lady-Day ^ as that of the old Lands doth at 
Michaelmas) was afterwards exhibited in Chapter, and 
iri particular that Account, oCarl. which was fubmit- 
ted to the Sovereign and Knights-Companion’s Confi- 
deration, who referred the ImpeSion thereof to the 
Knights-Commiflaries, who were to confult over the 
Affiurs of the Order. 

f. 8. The Privileges of the Chapel and College are 
Ecclefiaftical and Temporal : As to the firft, Pope Cle- 
ment VI. exempted the (Jhapel, College* Canons, Frieds, 
Clerks, Alms Knights and Officers, from all ordinary 
Jurjfdi&ion of Archbifhops, Brihops, Archdeacons* 
and all Judges and Officers, and received them within 
the Proteftion of the Papal-See ; and granted a farther. 
Privilege, That the Cuftos fhould have Ecclefiaftical 
Jurifdi&ion over the Canons, Priefts, e *c. as alfo the 
Cure of their Souls, notwithftanding any Papal Confti- 
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ftutiaa, Provincial, or Synodical, yet allowing fW tjip 
Cuftos ihould receive that Cure from the Diocefan of die 
rjfcca In Gonfidrxauon of this Exemption, rheCyftos 
pas to pay annually, on St* George's Day, a Mark in Sil- 
ver, to the Pope*s Chamber. Two Years preceding, 
the Chapel iptef called the King’s Free Chapel, which 
Title it Kill enjoys j fprit owes Subjeftion to none but 
the Sovereign oi England, thcSupream of the Church, 
as heretofore it flood divided between the King and See 
,©f Rome* The Privilege of Exemption included in 
the. Confirmation, of Liberties, made by the Founder in 
his Charter, dated Anno Regni fui 47. and all other E- 
.moluments granted by him, are confirmed by Aft of 
Parliament, 8 Hen* VL As the College has its foie De- 
Pendance on the Crown, it is vifitable only by the 
Lord-Chancellor, whole Vjfitations and Power are re- 
ferved to him by the Statutes of the College, and him- 
feif called in the King’s Commiflion for Viiitation, 
% Rich, tt* Governor of uie laid Chapel, as well in Spi- 
rituals as Temporals, and, under the King, immediate 
Cuftos. Audio jealous were the Dean and Canons, left 
the Power of the laid Exemption Ihould be infringed, 
that whtn Sixtus IV. had granted the Bifhop of Sahf- 
bury, fnd themfelvcs, to make new and interpret the 
ancient Statutes, they foon obtained a Revocation of 
that Authority, left tne laid Bi/hop (in whofe Diocefs 
the College is fituate) being lo unpowered, might by 
Degrees bring them under his Jurildifton, in prejudice 
to their Exemption* And, A . D . 1485. to prevent 
fuch defign, the Axchbilhop of Canterbury , &c. Were 
commiffion’d to lee the Bull revoked, and Salisbury en- 
joyoed not to intermeddle further in the College Aftairs. 
Moreover other Biihops, and the Chancellor of England \ 
.Were to renew, alter, or new make fuch Statutes as 
might accrue to the Advantage oi the College. 

if the Archbifhop of Canterbury be prelent in the 
Chapel, he fits below the Dean* nor Can he confecrate 
there, without his Licenfe. And this is very remark- 
able, mat at the ratifying the Peace between King 
Charles h and Lewis XIII. A . Z). 1619. in the Chapel at 
Wbtdfor , Dt Wren , then Dean of the College, gave the 
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Oath to the French Ambaflador, and not the Archbifhop 
of Canterbury , tho* he was then prefent. 

The Dein and Chapter a ft to weigh weil and debate 
at their yearly Chanters all thing* fit to be dilpatehed in 
reference to the College Afiairs, and whatfoever Deter- 
mination they come to, not repugnant to their Statutea 9 
all Perfons are firmly obliged to obferve. 

The Dean* have no Inftitution from afly Bifhop* btft 
his Inftitution, Inveftiture, and Inftallation into the 
Cuftos-fhip, Canonfhip, and Pjrebend/hip, is conferred 
from fuch of the Canons Refident, to whom the King 
(who collates) doth recommend him. Other Marks of 
Exemption appear in the conftant proving of Wills be- 
fore him, or in his Abfencc before his Lieutenant. In 
ufing the Power of Excommunication within their Ju- 
* rifdi&ion (the Precinftsof the College) granting a Dif- 
penfation for eating Flefh in Lent, a farther Mark of 
their Privilege appears, that the Ordination for the 
Chantry Prielts were confirmed by the Dean arid Chap- 
ter, and not the Bifhop of the Diocefs, as were the 
Statutes of the new Commons. The Dean is exempt 
from paying all Synodals, or. Procurations, nor can any 
of the King’s Chaplains preach in the Chapel of 
St. George, umefs he be a Canon there, or have Licenfe 
from the King, or from the Dean and Canons. They 
fend no Delegates to the Synod, and when the Point 
was debated, 1*40. it was carried in the Negative, as 
being againtt their Liberties, and might intitle them to 
the Paymenr of Subfidies , nor are they intitled to any 
Share in the Government of the Churcn, more than the 
Colleges in the Univerfities, where there arc many no- 
minal Deans. In fhort, when by the Aft of Uniformity^ 
14 Car . II. every Clergyman was bound to fubferibe be- 
fore the Archbifhop or his Ordinary, the Canons fub- 
feribed before the Dean 5 and tho’ fome of them fub- 
(cribed before the Bifhop, yet was it with a Salvo, 
favmg the Rights and Privileges of this Free Chapel. 

Their Temporal Immunities andPrivileges are thele, 
as granted them by Charter, 6 "Mar. 17 Edv?. III. and 
confirmed bv feveral of hisSucceflors. 

The Cuftos aod Oa ons were free from paying Aid 
upon making tht King's cldeft Son a Knight, and marry- 
ing 
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ing his eldeft Daughter, aod exempt of ail Aida to the 
King’s Contributions and Tallages. 

Whensoever the Clergy ihould give a Tenth, or o- 
ther Impofition, out of their Spiritualties, or the Com- 
mons give a Tenth, Fifteenth, or other, out of their 
Temporalties, Subfidy, or the King tax his own De- 
mean, or the Pope impofe any Money to be raifed up- 
on the Clergy, to give it the King, this College and 
their Pofleffions were to ftand freed thereof. 


They were difeharged from any Contributions of 
arraying Soldiers, and from fending them to guard the 
Sea-Coafts, and from every Fine and Compofition of 
the like Nature. Their Houfes within the Caftle of 


Wtndfor, aselfewhene, are quit from any Livery of the 
King’s and Queen’s Stewards, Marfhals, Purveyors, 
Officers, and Servants, and from the like Officers of the 
Peers or Nobles, and the faid Officers were not to inter- 
meddle there, without Leave of the Cuftos and 


Canons. 

No Duke, crc. or Nobleman, nor any Stewards, 
Mar/hals, Efcheators, Sheriffs, Coroners, Bailiffs, or 
Officers, nor other Perfon of what Condition foever, 
upon any Pretence, were not to lodge or remain in their 
Houfes without their Confent. 


The Cuftos, Canons, and their Tenants, were not 
t6 pay any Toll, Paviage, Piecage, Barbicanage, Terrage, 
Pontage, Murage, Paflage, Payage, Leftage, Staflagr,Tal- 
lage. Carriage, Pefage, and from Scot and Geld, Hi- 
dage. Scutage, working about Caftles, Parks, Bridges, 
Walls for the King’s Houfes $ and from Suits to the 
County#or Hundred Courts, and Wapentakes, or Court 
Leets, Murder, and common Amerciaments, before ei- 
ther King, Juftices of the Bench, or Itinerant, and from 
every like (Juftom had an Immunity. 

Within their Lands, Fees, and Precin&s* the 
Chattels of all Felons and Fugitives were feixed to their 
ownUfe. All Fines for Treipafles, and all other Con- 
tempts and Mifdemeanors, Fines pr$ fit inti* tontwdtmd^ 
and for all, other Caufes, Amerciaments, Redemptions, 
Jflues, and Forfeitures whatfoever. Annum Dim rujbtm 
tr Shrejfumj and all Things which might belong to the 

I 3 King 
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Ring and fiis Heirs, and all Wrecks, Waif% and Strays, 
were granted them. . 

. No Purveyance of Corn, Hay, Horfcs, Carts, Cat* 
riages, Visual*, or any Goods, Chattels, or any thing 
whatsoever, fhould be carried „off by any of the King's 
Officers, upon their or their Tenants Land. 

They were to he free from paying any Penflon, Cor- 
rody, or other Suftentation to he granted to the 
Crown. 

Thiy were to have free Warren in all their Demain 
Lands wherefoever, and that altho* they lay within the 
Bounds of the King’s Foreft. 

That they fhould enjoy for their Conveniency a 
weekly Market on JPedncfday, at their Mannor of Ever 
in Buck?, and Two Fairs to uft Eight Days, one on the 
•Eve and Feaft of St. Peter and St. Paul, and Two Days 
after the other, upon the Eve and Feaft of St, Peter 
dd Vincula, and Two Days following. 

That they fhould, in all their Lands have Socage 
and Sackage, Iufangthef, Utfangthef, and View of 
Frankpledge, with Thewe, Pillory, and Tumbrel for 
punifhmg Malefactors, and Power to erefl Gallows up- 
on their own Soil for executing thole apprehended m 
their Juri/HiClion. 

They were to be exempt of all Suits and Pleas of the 
Foreft, and of all Charges or Fees which the Officers 
of the Foreft might demand, and from the Expeditation 
of theif Dogs and Suits of Court there $ as likewife all 
from Gelds, Dane Gelds, Knights Fees, Payments fos 
Murder and Robbery, Building or Repairing of Bridges, 
Caftles, Parks, Pools, Walls, Sea Banks, Canfeways, 
and Inclpfurea ; and of all Aflizes, Summohfes,. Sheriff* 
Aids, their Bailiffc, or Officers, bearing of Treafurey 
and all other Aids whatever $ as alfo mm the com- 
mon Afleflinents and Amerciaments of the Cofenty, and 
Hundred, and all Actions relating to them $ they Were • 
' difeharged from the Payment of Ward-penny, Aver- 
penny, Tithing-penny, and Hundred-penny, and bait 
from Grithbreck, Foreftal, Homefoken, Blodwite, 
Wakdwite, HangWite, Fightwite, .Ley twite, Laftagr, 
Fannie, Aflurt, and Wafte of the Foreft $ fb that fuch 
Wafte be not committed in the Forefts, Parks, and 
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TjV'oods belonging to the Crown, and then reafcnaMe Str 
tisfa&ion, without Imprifonment, fhould be accepted. 

All Write and Attachments were returnable to them* 
as well relating to the Pleas of the Crown as other# 
fhro’ all their Lands and Fees, and no Sheriff, Bai- 
liff or Officer, fhould execute any fuch there, unleft 
in Default of the Cuftos and Canons, and they to have 
and hold Leets, and Lawdays, and Cognizance of all 
Pleas betwixt their Tenants, as well of Trefpaffes and 
Contra&s, as others. And laftly, They were to have 
and hold Wards, Reliefs, Efirheats, Forfeitures, and o- 
ther Profits, Iffiies, and Emoluments whatfoever, within 
their own Fees, from all their Tenants, which might 
appertain to the Crown, as if the Tenants did hold of 
the Crown or others in Capite .

CAP- V. 

W ; come now to treat of the moft Noble and H- * 
luftrious Order of the Garter $ which, if we confl- 
der either its Antiquity, or the Nobleneft or 
the Perfbnages, that have been enroll’d, it excels ana 
putvies all other Inftitutions of Honour in the whole 
World. It owes its Original, as is confeflfed on all 
Hands, to Edward III. King of England and France $ vet as 
to the Occafion, there are feveral Opinions which wc 
fhall reftifie. The vulgar and more general is, that the 
Gaiter of 3***, Oountefsof Salisbury y dropping cafually 
off as fhe danced in a folemn Ball, King Edward Hoop- 
ing took it up from the Ground, whereupon fbme of 
his Nobles finning, as at an amorous A&ion, and he 
pbferving their fportive Humour, turned it off with a 
Reply in French , Honi foit eut mal y penfe $ but withal 
added, in difdain of their Laughter, That Jbortfy they 
Jhould fee that Garter advanced to Jo high an Honour and Re- 
nown as to account themfelves happy to we dr it. 

But upon Examination of this Tradition, let others 
judge what Credit it bears to eftablifh its Belief j for 
J9b* the only Writer of the Age that treats 
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of this Inftitution, affigns no filch Original, nor for 
aoo Years after is there any thing to the rurpofe in our 
other Hiftorians, till Polydore Virgil took occafion to fay 
fbmething of it 5 but had it been Fad, fome French 
Hiftorian or other, would not have negle&ed to regifter 
it at a convenient Time with a Scoff and Ridicule, 
fince that Nation was fo ready to deride King Henry V’s 
Defign pf invading them with a Return of Tennis 
Balls. 

In the Original Statutes of this Order, there is not 
the lead Conje&ure to countenance the Conceit of fuch 
a Feminine inftitution, no not fo much as laying an 
Obligation on the Knights-Cpmpauions to defend the 
Quarrels of Ladies (as fome Orders then in being en- 
joyned $) nor doth the Author of that Tra& entitled /»- 
JUtutio clarifftmi Ordinis Mtlitaris a pranobili jubligaculo nun - 
fkpati, prefaced to the Black Book of the Garter, let fall 
the manifeft Paflage to ground it on. 

As to what Polydore fays, he is not fb confident to 
afcertain the Perfon whofe Garter it was $ but cautioufly 
declining that, fays, it was either the Queen’s, or the 
King’s Miftrefs’s 5 and if it were the latter, yet doth he o- 
mit her Name and Title, both which (on whatAuthority 
we find not) are fuppliedby modern Hiftorians, who call 
her 3oan Countefs of Salisbury, the fame clfewhere cele- 
brated by the Name of the Fair Maid of Kent, (whom 
Edward tne Black Prince, afterward married) whereas 
no Hiftorian ever gave the leaft Inuendo that King 
Edward HI. ever courted her as a Miftrefs. Selden points 
at her when he calls the Lady, from whom the (barter 
flipp’d, Countefs of Kent and Salisbury: But about theTime 
when this Order was founded fhe in truth was dignified 
with neitherHonour 5 for altho’ fhe was Daughter toTho. 
of IV oodlicc Earl of Kent, and had been iometime the re- 
puted Wife of Villiam Mount ague, fecond Earl of Salisbury, 
yet then fhe cou’d not properly be accounted Countefs 
of da’isbftry. She wasa&ually Wife fo Sir Thomas HoU 
lard, ( one of the Ftrft Founders of the Order,} Nor 
wasiV yet (tho’ afterwards) Countefs of Kent, pecau£ 
her Brother ohr EajA of Kent, at the Inftitution of 
this Order, fujrvived, and died not till a 6 Edw f III. 

That 
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That there was a Countefs of Salisbury with whom 
King Edward III. became greatly enamour'd, Froffart re- 
ports after this manner. That this King having relieved a 
' Caftkof that Earl 9 s in the North, wherein bis Countefs had 
been bejiegfd by the Scots (the Earl hhnfelf being at that time 
Prifoner m France ,) upon fight of her extraordinary Beauty 
be fell in hve with her } but fhe jo virtuoufly demeaned hem 
feff, during his Abode there, that he declined further Solicita- 
tion. However, fome time after, the King out of l}e- ' 
fire to fee her,, proclaim’d folcmn Jufts in London , whi- 
ther this Countefs and other Ladies being invited, came 
up. This Caftle it fecms was Warj^ upon Tweed in Nor - 
thumberland , which King Edward had formerly beftowed 
on her Husband, for his good Service paft, when he 
firft efpoufed her, being then but a Knight. 

Aj,thq’ it fhould be admitted that this Countefs of 
Salisbury was the King’s Miftrefs, yet muft it be re-' 
mark’d. That fhe was Wife to William Mount ague, Kt. 
created Earl of Salishury % Anno 1 1 Edw. III. Mother to 
lVdliam the beforc-mention’d fecond Earl, that her 
Chriffian Name was Catherine, not Alice, as FroUfart , not 
Joan, as others call her. Daughter to William Lord 
Cranjlon , and that fhe expired ?M Edw. Ill* But that the 
whole may appear, what indeed it is, a meer Fable, we 
fhallinlert the Judgment of Dr. Beylin , who took great 
Fains in this Particular. This, fays he, I take to be a vain 
and idle Romance, derogatory both to the Founder and the 
Order firfl publifhed byJfaL Virgil, a Stranger to the Affairs 
erf England, and by him taken upon no better ground than 
Fama Vulgi, the Tradition of the common People, too tri- 
fling a Foundation to fo great a Building. 

Of the fame Contexture with the former is another 
Tradition in Andrew du Chefne,, That the Queen departing 
from the King to her own Apartments, and he following foon 
*fter, chanced to efpy a Blue Garter lying on the Ground ( / up - 
pofed to have flipp'd fom her Leg) whilfi feme of his Atten- 
dants carelefly puffed by it, as dif darning to fioqp at fuch a 
Trifle 5 but he knowing the Owner, commanded it to be gi- 
ven him 5 at the Receipt of which he faid. You make but fmall 
at count of this Garter $ but within few Months, 17 / caufe the 
bft of you all to reverence it alike . Somc.fuppofe that the 
AbKto was the Qyeen’s Anfwer, when the King asked 
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her, What 'Men would conjeBnre of her , upon hot lofitg hr 
Carter in fueh a manner ? 

Both Relations are far diftant from Faft j nevefc- 
thelefs it has thus Su’d with other Orders of Sove- 
reign Foundation, and an amorous, inftead of an ho- 
nourable Account, has been falfly render’d of their 
Inftitution $ as for Inftance, The Order of the Arman- 
ciade, and that of The Golden Fleece, 

There is a third Opinion grounded on a Relation 
made of King Rich, t who, whilft his Forces were 
employ’d againft Cyprus and Aeon, and extremely tir’d 
ana harrafs’d with the Siege, he, by the Affiftance and 
Mediation of St. George (as imagin’d) was infpir’d with 
frelh Courage, and bethought nimfelf of a new Device, 
which was to tie about the Legs of a Number of 
Knights, a Leathern Thong Garter, for fuch had he 
then at hand, whereby they being emulated to future 
Glory, with Aflurance of Reward if theyprov’d vifto- 
rious, they might be excited to behave tncmfelves in"- 
trepidly and well, much after the Examples of the old 
Homans, among whom were diftributed various Crowns 
for jeveral Caufes, to adorn the Soldiers : But if King 
Richard L did make ufe of this Device in the Holy Land, 
as a Signal or Mark of Diftin&ion of a Party, upon 
ibme warlike Exploit, yet that he took Occafion to 
create a diftinft Order of Knighthood thereupon, there 
is not fufficient warrant to believe ; ( for it is only 

{ >ut down in the Preface of the Black. Book, but not 
n any Part of the Annals of the Order $ nor can it 
plead higher Antiquity than the Reign of King Hen. 
VIII. when written. ) All the Advantage that can be 
made of it, is, to heighten the Reputation of that Saint 
among the EnpTtJh , by which Means the Garter came 
to be dedicated to him, and not that it contributed to 
its Inftitution. 

$ 2. Thx true Motive was therefore, neither the 
Ladies Garter, or King Richard's Leathern Thong, 
that it owes it Original to: But King Edvard, , being 
a Perfon of confummate Vertue, gave himfclf up tp 
military Affairs ; and being engag’d in War for reco,- 
yering nit Right to France , made ufe the heft Mar- 
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tialifl* of tic Age, did thereupon firft defign ( «a- 
doc’d by jet ancient Fame) the -Reftoration of Khm 
Arthm-’t Round Table, to invite hither the Galknt Spi- 
rits from abroad, and endear them to himfelf; and ad- 
judging no Place raorl vetjuifite than Windfor, upon 
ybtw-Yeer'iJDay, A. D. 1344. he Hfu’d out Letter* of 
ProtefHon for the fefe going and return of Foreign 
Knight*, to try their Valour at the Solemn Juft* to he 
held there on Monday after the Feaft of St. Hilary foU 
lowing (which. happen’d Jam. iy.) And thefe Letter* 
of $ate-Condu€k continifdin force until the OBaves of 
the Purification- of our bleffed Virgin enfuing, beings 
the x 8th Year of his Reign. At the Time appointed/ 
he provided a great Supper to begin the Solemnity, 
and then ordain’d thia Fenival to be annually at Wltt- 
fmtide ; and immediately after thefe firft Exercifes were 
over, for a future and better Accommodation, he im« 
prefs’d Workmen and Catriagea for etching a particu- 
lar .Building in the Caftfe, and therein plac’d a Table 
of Two Hundred Foot Diameter, where the Knight* 
fbou Id I ave their Entertainment of Diet, at his Ex- 
pellee of 100 1 . per Week ; to which Building he gave 
the Name of Tie Round Table. And as at thefe neat 
Conventions the Days were fpept in all Kinds of no- 
ble Feats of Arms, Jufts and Tuxnaments, lb were a 
great Part of the Nights confum’d in publick Balia 
and dancing with the Ladies that attended the Queen 
thither ; and perhaps it was hence conje&ur’d, that at 
feme of thefe Balls the Queen’s Garter, or the Garter 
of Catherine, Counteft o {Salisbury, might flip oftj and 
the King’s taking it up pccafion Smiles in the By- 
ftaoders ; and afterwards, when the King had modell’d 
hia intended Older, a Garter offering it ftlf for it* 
chief Ehfign* might, add to the Conjecture ; but that 
it was the principal Caufe, is a groundlefs Imagination. 
And the* King Edward advanc’d the Honour of the 
Garter, as to denominate the Order, yet was it not ta 
enhan c e Reputation to, or perpetuate an effeminate 
Occafino, but to adorn Martial trowels, with Ho*. 
Hours, Rewards and Splendor ; to iarcreafe Vertue and 
Valour in the Hearts of his Nobility, that lo true 
$tarth, after long and hazardous Exploits, fhould not 
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envioufly be depriv’d of that Glory which it hafh in- 
trinfically defenrd, and that active and hardy, Youths 
might not want a Spur in their Progreffion ill the 
Pams of Vertue, which is to be efteem’d glorious and 
eternal. # 

It is further obfervable, that the Frenth King! Phi* 
lip de Valoysj in Emulation of this Seminary at Wtndfor % 
let up a Round Table at his Court, and invited Knights 
and valiant Men of Arms out of Italy and Ahndine thi- 
ther, left they fhould repair to our King Edward III. 
which meeting with Succeft, jjrov’d a Countermine to 
his main Defign $ who perceiving that his Hofpitality 
towards ftrange Knights, upon Account of reviving 
King Arthur *s Round Table was too general, nor did fufc 
ficiently ingratiate them to his Perfon, but being un- 
conftram’d and at Liberty, did after their Departure 
take what Side they pleas’d in the enfuing Wars, he at 
length refolv*d upon a Projeftion more particular and 
feleft, and fuch as might oblige thofe whom he 
, thought fit to make his Aflociates, in a lading Bond of 
Friertdfhip and Honour : And having iflu’d forth his 
own Garter for the Signal of a Battle, that was crown’d 
with Succefs, (which is conceiv’d to be the Battle of 
Creffy , fought about Three Years after his erefting the 
Round Table 5 ) upon fo remarkable a Viftory, he thence 
fook Occafion to inftitute this Order, and gave the 
Gaiter Preheminence among the Enfigns of it, whence 
that felefl Number, whom he incorporated into a Fra- 
ternity, are ftyl’d Equrtes Auren PerifceHdis> and vulgarly 
Knights of the Garter . By this Symbol he defign’d to 
bind the Knights and Fellows of it mutually unto one 
anpther, and all. of them joyntly to himfelf, as Sove- 
reign of the Order 5 nor was his Expe&ation fruftra- 
ted, for it did not ferve only as a vehement Spur and 
Incentive to Honour and martial Vertue, but alfb as* 
golden Bond of Unity and internal Society 5 and for * 
this Confideration Cambden aptly calls it a Badge of 
Unity and Concord. 

By the Symbols of this Garter the Knights are re- 
minded, witn all Religioufnefs; Sincerity, Friendlmefs, 
Faithfulnefs and Dexterity, not to leave the Purfuit of 
whatfoever they take in hand, nor to enterprize any 
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Thing contrary to the Statutes of the Order $ neither 
to fnmrate the Rights of Peace and Friend/hip, not 
vilify the Law of Arms, or proceed in any'Thing far- 
ther than Faith and Compact, or the Bond of Friend- 
ship will admit. Moreover, in the binding of the Leg 
with this enobled Enfign, there was given this Caveat 
and Exhortation, that the Knights Should not pufilla- 
nimoufly ( by running away from Battle) betray the 
Valour and Renown which is ingrafted in Conftancy 
and Magnanimity. Nay, fo exafiy did the Founder 
contrive the whole Habit into the Signification of the 
Garter; that he ordain’d his ahd the Knights-Compa- 
nions Robes and Ornaments to be all alike, both For 
'Materials and Fafhion, intimating thereby, That they 
.ought to confervc brotherly Afeftion among them- 
felves. The great Collar of the Order was made of 
equal Weight, and like Number of Knots and Links, 
in Token of the like Bond of Faith, Peace and Amity 
inviolably to be obferv’d and retain’d amongft them : 
In fine, all Things were fo defign’d, that every one 
might plainly perceive how much thefc Things tended 
to the Maintenance of Amity and Concord. 

In further reference to the eftablifhing this Order, 
the afbrefaid King calling together the Earls, Barons, 
and principal Knights of his Kingdom, Freely, fays 
Froiffart, and obligingly declar'd his Mind to them concerning 
this Affair : To which all of them being veil inclin'd, en- 
tertain'd the Motion with equal Joy and Applaufe, deeming 
it would prove a very great Advancement to Piety, Nobility 
and Vertue, and Ukevnfe an excellent Expedient for the uni- 
ting not only his SubjeBs one with another, hut aH Foreigners 
conjtmffively with them , in the Bonds of Amity and Peace. 
And *tts very improbable the prudent Founder fhould 
fummon his Nobles to confult about the Grandeur of 
an Order, that had taken its Rife from fo flight an 
Occafion as the dropping of a Garter from a Lady’s Leg. 
Now, to draw the Tye of Friend/hip more clofe, the 
King call fed thofe wno were ( or fhould be ) of the 
Order, to be call’d Fellows , Affociates, Colleagues, Brethren , 
and Knight s-Comp anions, and the Order it felf a Society, 
FeUowJleip, College of Knights, and Knight -Com fanionjhip 5 
and their Habits to be all alike, to reprefent how they 
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OngHt to be united io all Chance* and v«aou» Turns 
of Fortune } CcMpartner* b<*b in Pence ana War, af- 
fiant to ope another, in all Serious and danjgeiput Ex- 
ploits; and thro’ the whole Courfe of their Livesto 
Jhew Fidelity and Friepdline& one towards another. 
There are other Rq&as adiga’d, much to the lame 
Efieft, That the Order avas inftituted to jbmfie the Cox* 
jUmcof the King, the Kingdom and Marti*! Venae 5 that 
» to wy> to Jlrengthe, n the -Faith of the Sphje&s ttwarfS 
them, and for their greater Security, and lecaufe the Garter 
tarries pith it a Bond orTye of Edlvmjbip, and is a Symbol 
of^jtmicy between Princes , being Companions of the fame 


In the laft Place, if we look upon the Statutea-of its 
Inftitution, we fhall find the InjunAiona wholly Mili- 
tary, and Co ate the Words of Admonition . pronounc’d 
at the putting on the Eufigns of the Order : And the 
Ground of the Inftitution , ( in the Preamble to King 
Henry VIII’s Exemplar) is laid to he for the Hanoartf Gom 
and Exaltat ion of the Catholic \ Faith, joyn'd both with Piety 
and Charity, in efiahlijbing a College of religious Men to fray 
for the Prof ferity of the Sovereign eftfa Order and the Knights- 
Companions, and to perform other holy Doties 5 as alio or* 
Joining a Maintenance for a Company of j4lms-K»ights f who 
have not otherwife wherewith to Japport thtmfehts $ but not 
one Word relating to the Engagement on behalf of the 
feminine Sex. 

And whereas King Edw . HI. had laid Claim by his 
Title to the Kingdom of France, and in Right thereof 
illum’d its Arms, he from the Colour of them, ’tjq laid, 
caus’d the Garter to be made Blue, and the Ciraui)* 
leription Gold : And it may, without ftraining, be in- 
ferred from the Motto, Hqni foie qui mol y penfe , that 
he retorted Shame and Defiance upon him that (hould 
dare to think amils of fo juft an Enterprise* as he 
had undertaken for recovering of his lawful Right to 
that Crown $ and that the Magnanimity and Bravery 
of thole Knights, whom he had ele&ea into this Or- 
der, was fuch as would impower and enable them to 
maintain the Quarrel againft all who thought ill of it. . 
Confonant to this is the Conjecture of HarpsfUU, that 
this Apophthegm wai dtfign’d to put the Knights-Coo)- 
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panioris m band, Not to admit any T h'mg in thrirJBmu 
or among their Thoughts, deroga to ry to themfel^es and their 
Honour. 

That Age did exceedingly abound with Impreflea, 
Motto’s ana Devices, and particularly King Edw. Ill, 
' was fo exceffively given up to them, that his Apparel, 
Plate, Bed, Houfhold-Fumiture, Shields, and even the 
Hamels of his Horfes, and the like, were not without 
them, many of which now to de/cant upon would be 
a fruitlefs Attempt, feeing the^ Occasion of the Inven- 
tion, and die Circumstances are loft, that Should illu- 
strate them; and others, by reafonof their Brevity, 
feem’d insignificant, in regard Something was design- 
edly omitted, and left to be underftood, which cannot 
now be righdy fiipply’d, fo as to arrive at the Mind of 
the Inventor. Ot this Number may be this Motto, b 
is as it is, which was embroider’d -upon a Doublet of 
that King; tho’ there are others which feem mote eaiy 
to be decypher’d ; as that daring Motto wrought sm 
his Surcoat and Shield provided to be ufed at a Tur- 
nament, 



§ %. The Time when the Order was instituted, Hi- 
ftorians differ widely about; SeUkn, Confer, and 
others, from Froiffart (who wrote temp. Rich. II.) would 
hare it in the 18th or King Edw. III. But fines Froif 
fart errs, in making the Number of Knights-Compa- 
nions no fewer than Forty, which isagrand Miftaic, 
Why might not he trip in Point of Time, and con- 
found the Tear of its Ereftion, with that wherein the 
Founder renew’d the Order of The R omd Table, Wind - 
for being the Place for both. For ihould we admits 
that during fome Part of the Solemnity held in Ait 
King’s 1 8th Tear, when the Accident of the Lady’s. 
Gaiter flipping off happen’d, wbat other Inference can 
be nude, but that he had only an Intention to put id' 
Execution lomewhat afterwards * Not that an Order 
was actually erefled at that Time: Befides, the Jollity 
of the Seafon, the Greatncfs of the Coooouric,jmd 
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the Splendidneft of the Feftivity, it was. too buiy * 
Time to fufier much Confutation tending thereunto 3 
or at leaft to mould and model a Defign fb compleat 
and fubftantial, as it appears to have been even at firft. 
If we joyn Fabian, he is plain, that tho’ the King de- 
fign’d tne Idftitution at the End of the Feftival, 
(which he places between Candlemas and Lent, in the 
19th, and not 18th Year of that King^) Yet was it not 
then , faith he, but afterwards ejlablijh'd by him* Never- 
thelefs, Mr. Selden elfewhere obferves, it had its Ori- 
ginal in the 14th Year of the (aid King. And our in- 
duftrious Stow (with whom Lily, Speed, and Segar 4 gree) 
tells US, That the jirjl Feafi of the Order was celebrated 
A. D. 1350. which exactly agrees to the 24th of Ed- 
vard III. But Pofydore Virgil places it after the 25th of 
Edward ftL We mutt therefore have recourfe to feme 
other Proofs for elucidatingthis Point, fince this Chro- 
nological JExa of the true Time of its Inftitution hath 
wonderfully flipp’d the Pens of all Writers. 

Admitting then that the ere&ing this Order was 
firft thought of by King Edward, at fome of thofe 
grand Aflemblies of The Round Table, held after the 
French King had fet up the like 5 yet was it not ma- 
ture, or brought tp any Perfe&ion, till after his glorious 
Vi&ories and Triumphs over the French and Scots in 
tjie Battles of Ore (Jy and Nevirs Crofs, ( in thelaft of 
which the Scotch King, David, was taken JPrifoner) and 
until King Edward had Calais furrendred to him, as will 
appear very conspicuous. 

Amono the Rolls of the Great Wardrobe, is one 
containing the Account of all the King’s Liveries, from 
'Michaelmas Anno 21, to the 31ft of Jan..i$ Edw. IIL 
In the fame are divers Things mention'd to be adorn’d 
With Garters, which were provided againft the firft 

5 rand Feaft of St. George . ; and among the reft, the 
Loyal Robes, viz* his Mantle, Surcoat and Hood 3 
like Wile a Bed of Blue Tafifaty was bedeck’d with Gar- 
ters, containing the Motto, Honi foit aui mal y penfe . 
There were made for the Sovereign Tnree Harncfles, 
whereof Two were of White Velvet, wrought over 
With Gaiters de blu C 7 * thafpAs per tatum combedmew cum 
Woodhamfes 3 and the Third de Velveito Ynde coat. Lap* 
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pehtn quiffeux ey caligas , wrought over like wife with 
Garters. Had the Roll been divided into Years, or 
had diftingui filing Marks of Time upon it, we might 
have been guided with more Certainty as to the true 
Year of the Inftitution. However, we may thence 
conclude It was not founded in the 18th of Edw. III. 
becaufe that the Sovereign's Robes were not made 
until the aid Year of his Reign at fooneft $ perhaps 
not till the Beginning of the 23 d. But to put the 
Matter beyond di/pute, the Founder’s Statutes fix the 
. Time of inftitution to his ajd Year 5 lb do the Sta- 
tutes of King Henry V. and the Preface to the Blac^Boo^, 
Island, Mills and Dr. Heylin . To conclude, when he 
had fix’d upon the Day and Place for celebrating the 
firft grand Feaft of this Order, he lent his Heralds into 
Germany, France, Scotland, Burgundy, Hainault, Flanders 
and Brabant , to invite all Knights and Efquires, (with 
Afliirance of Safe-Conduft and Liberty for Fifteen 
Days, both before and after the grand Solemnity) to 
{hew their military Prowefe and other publick Excr- 
ci fes there to be perform’d, proper to the Place and 
Occafion 5 agreeable to which Invitation, fundry 
Knights and Gallant Men came over to fignalizc their 
Valour $ and what made the Solemnity more glorious. 
King Edward's Queen was there prefenr, attended with 
Three Hundred of the faireft Ladies, in all imaginable 
Splendor and Gaity. 

$4. The Patrons of the Order were feveral, under 
whole Proteftion (according to the Cuftom of the Age) 
YATigEdw. HI. put himfelf and all theKnights-Compa. 
nions, that the Affairs of the Order might be defended, 
preferved and govern’d. 

The firft and chiefeft which he elefted, was the 
Holy Trinity, which in a more efpecial Manner was in- 
vocated to the Aid and Affiftance of this Order. 

Secondly, King Edward III. intitled peculiarly the 
blejjed Virrin Mary, accounted then the general Media- 
trix and rroteftrefs of all Men 5 unto whom King Ed - 
ward IV. was fo ftri&ly devoted, that he thought fome 
additional Ceremonies requifite to her farther Honour, 
4tyd thereupgn ordain’d, that on her Five Solemnities 
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*he Knights Companions Jbould annually (as accur 
ftoqa’d on the Feaft of St. George} wear the Habit of 
fhe Order as long as Divine Service was celebrating! 
(unlefs they bad lufficient Cau(e of excufe) bearing on 
the right shoulders of their Robes a golden Figure of 
the Virgin A dary $ and that they Ihoula go \n the lame 
Manner and Habit upon all Swdays throughout the 
Year ; and laftly, that on the lame Days for ever they 
Ihould fay Five Pater Nojiers , with as many Jve Maria's. 

Thirdly , St. George of Cappadocia , a mpft choice Cham* 
pion of Chrift ana famous Martyr* was alfo elected 
one of the Patrons to this Order oy King Edward JH. 
not fo much as he was a Profeflor of the Chriftian Faith* 
or for that he was an armed Soldier or Knight of 
Chrift, but fo much the more becaufe in thofe wars, 
which were waged by the Ghriftians againft the Infi- 
dels, he by feveral Appearances maniiefted bis Pre- 
fence as a moft certain Encourager and Aflfiftant to thf 
Ghriftians * the Relations whereof may be feen in Dr« 
Heylin's Hiftory, who hath laborioufty and judkioufly 
maintain’d the Hiftory of this Saint, againft thofe that 
will not allow him a Place in Heaven, or a Being in 
the Church. In like manner the learned Seldm hath 
avouch’d him to be the fpecial Patron, Proteftor, De^ 
fender, and Advocate of this Realm of England \ and 
has made it plainly appear in what Veneration he hath 
been honour’d abroad, efpecially among the Eaftem 
Nations. To whole corroborating Teftimonies we 
(hall add. That this Title of Patron tq our Nation, as 
given to St. George by the Founder of this Order, in 4 
Patent granted to the Dean and Canons of the Chapel 
of St. Stephen at lVeJlminJler y and St* George at Wind for % 
which difchargeth them from Payment of Tythes a as 
alfo by King Henry VIII. in the Preamble of his Sta- 
tutes. And tho’ in general he is ftyl’d the Principal 
Patron of the Affairs of Chriftendom? and a tutelar Guar- 
dian of military M er b yet among all Chriftians the 
E n glifi did excel ; and in this Natioq the Founder of 
this Order, in making choice of fucb an approv’d ex- 
pert (Captain and Patron, 1 in particular Re(pc3 of 
whom the Knights had the Title of Enwt s Georgian^ 
St. George's Knights, and the Order it £clf came to be 
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call’d tike Ord d DM SanSi Gtorffi, The Order of St, 

^ George. 

It is remarkable, that Dm Che fry » netted French Hi* 
ftorian, adtaowkdgcs it was by the fpecial lay ocatioi) 
of St. George that King Edward 111. gain’d the Battle of 
CreJJjft which afterwards bringing to hw Remembrance, 
tfk founded, lays he, 4 Chapel within the Cqflle of Wind- 
ier. Bat if We may aftend a ftep higher, and give 
credit to Harding, it's recorded King Arthur paid St 
Ge org e parti ctilar Honours, for he advanc’d his. Picture 
an owe of his Banners, which waa about Two Hundred 
Years after his Martyrdom) and very early for a Coun- 
try fo remote from Cappadocia to hare him ip Reverence 
and Efteem. 

Laflty, The Founder added a fourth Patron, whpfe 
Name himfelf bore, vtz. St. Edward the C onfe/fir, his 
Predeceflor, King of England i and we find he was 
wont to be invocated by this Founder, as well as St. 
George, in any great ‘Difficulties and .Strcights, Wyj- 
fmgham gives an inftance at the Skirmifh of Colon, A . Di 
i $ 4 *. when King Edward, in great Anger and .Qrieh 
drew out his Sword, and moft paffionStely cry’d .oor, 
Na St. Edward, Ha St, George > which his foldirrt 
hearing, ran prefeotly to him, ami tulhing tiplendv 
upon the Enemy, put many of them to the Sword. 
Thefe Four Patrons we find recorded together in the 
Preamble of the Foundation of Windjor College by 
King Edward III. tho' in the Preamble to htf Statutes 
of tne Order, and to King Henry V’s Statutes,' St. Edward 
the Confrffor u omitted neverthe’efs he is enumerated 
with the reft in the Preamhk to King Henry Mill’s. 


$ 5 . As to the Honour and Reputation of this Noble 
Order, either in Companion with other*, or in Refe- 
rence to it felf, it challenges the Precedency of Anti- 
quky, before the eldeft Rank of Honour of that Kind 
any where eftabiilh’d. 

Second y. The Statutes of the Foundation were fo ex- 
ouifitely and jadscioufty deviled and compared, upon 
luch lolid Foundations of Honour and Noble nefi, that 
they afterwards became a Precedent to other Orders ; 
and cave the Plan to thole Two of The Golden llece and 
. of 
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of Monfieur St Michael, as is manifeft by comparing them- 
Statutes. 

Thirdly , It is no < fmall Honour that accrues to this 
.Order, that the Number of thefe Knights-Companions 
were never encreas’d, but as they were ‘Twenty Six 
with the Sovereign, fo they now thus continue, at 
Pretium faciat raritas 5 for the infringing this Article 
hath fplit feveral other military Orders into Contempt 
and Ruin, as nothing more tirnifhing, or throwing a 
fully on the Worth of Glory and Honour, than when 
render’d fo vulgar, and indifferently difpofed without 
Diftin&ion and Merit, as is exempiify’a in The Order 
of the Star, and the now declining Order of St. hji- 
chael. 

' Fourthly , It has receiv’d more additional Luftre by 
being honour’d with the Companionihip of divers Em- 
perors, Kings and Sovereign rrinces. who efteenad it 
the Summit of their Glory, and the higheft Trophy of 
additional Honour, to be enroll’d in the Number. In- 
fomuch that fome of them with Impatience courted the 
Election. For we find recorded in the Regifter, A* X>. 
iVTja. Eight Emperors of Germany , Three Kings of 
Sfain, Five French Kings, Two Kings of Scotland, Five 
Kings of Denmark Five Kings of Portugal, Two Kings 
of Sweden, One King of Poland , One King of Arraron t 
Two Kings of Nagles, befides clivers Dukes and other 
free Princes 5 as One Duke of Guelderland, 'One Duke of 
Holland, Two Dukes of 'Burgundy, Two Dukes of Brunf* 
vtickj One Duke of Milan, Two Dukes of Urbhr, One 
Duke of Ferrara, One Duke of Savoy, Two Dukes pf 
Holftein , One Duke of Saxony, and One Duke of Wertem* 
berg, Seven Count Palatines of the Rhine, Four Princes 
of Orange, and One Marquis of Brandenburg. 

Fifthly, It entitles thofe Knights and Noblemen, whole 
Vertue hath rais’d them to this Pitch of Greatnefs, to 
be Copipatiions and Afiociates with Emperors apd 
Kings, a Prerogative of an high Nature, and a fuffici- 
ent Kecompence for the greateft Meritl We fhall dole 
Up all with the high Elogy beftow’d on it by the learned 
Selden, Thai it exceeds in Majefiy, Honour and Fame , all 
Chivalrous Orders of the World* 


CAP. 
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C A P. VI. 

The Statutes and slnnals of the Order < 

O RDER and Regularity is not only the Beauty 
and Symmetry of Government and Societies, but 
alio greatly contributes to their Eftablifhment 
and Perpetuity. Statutes and Rules are as well the 
Bounds to determine, as Bonds to unite Fellow/hip 
and Societies together ; and if either fall into difufe, 
or be unadvifediy Broken, they open a Field to Diflo- 
lution and Ruin. 

Such like Confiderations mov’d and excited the vi- 
ctorious King Edward ILL (after he had determin’d the 
EreClion of this moft renown ’d Order of the Garter) to 
devife and infiitute federal laudable Statutes and Ordinances , 
to be duly olferv’d and kept within the faid Order ; which 
Being collected into oile Body, arc call’d The Statutes of 
Injlittttion. i • 

The Original of thefc was ordain’d to be kept with* 
in thc'Treafury of the College of JVmdfor % but bath 
long fin^e , wholly peri/h’d $ yet a Tranfcript of them 
is recorded in the Reign of King Henry V. in an old 
Book call’d Aegiftrum Ordinis Chartaceum . Two more 
ancient Exemplars of this Body of Statutes are alfo irt 
being; the one in the Library of the Lord Hatton* 
and the other in the Blocks Book of the Order ; and 
comparing them together, I /hall here give from the 
Latin the Heads they confift of. 

1. The King of England 4 his Heirs and Succeflors, 
are to be Sovereigns or Superiors of this Order. 

a. None are to be admitted, unlefs he be * Gen- 
tleman of Blood, ahd that he be a Knight and without 
Reproach. 

3. The Knighfs-Companions were to be Twehty 
Six, each to have at Windfor a Mantle and Garter for 
the better Splendor of tbe Order ; to wear the faid 
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Habit whensoever they go to the Chapel of St.Gtwge 
or Chapter-Houfe, <9 hold a Ctapter, or do any thing 
relating to their Order. 'In Idee manner they are to 
wear the Habit upon the Vigils of St George, m - their 
Prooelfion from the King’s Lodging!; to the Gbapel 9t 
Chapter -Honfe, and returning back, and during Sup>- 
per, continue fo habited till it oe over, and likewile on 
the Mqrrow of St. George's Day, at Chapel, Dinner-time, 
Supper-time, and afterwards all the faid Day, until the 
Sovereign or his Deputy fhall depofite the Enfigna of 
the Order, and decree their Departure. 

4. There were to be Thirteen Canons Secular, who 
at the Time of their Inftitution, or within a Year, were 
to be Priefts, and as manyVicars already Priefls, or to be 
made fo at the next Ordination, anfwerable to the 
number of the Knights-Companions $ thefe religious 
Perfons to be prefented by the feveral Founders each 
one, and upon the Death or Vacancy of Inch prefented, 
the Sovereign of the Order ever afterwards to have the 
Nomination of them, who were bound to pray for 
the good Eftatc of the Sovereign and his Kingdom, 
and particularly for this Order. 

5. The Canons were to wear a Purple Mantle, with 
the Arms of St. George in a Roundle upon their right 
Shoulder. 

6 . There were to be Twenty Six poor veterane 
Knights, each to have a competent Subfiftence, their 
Election to be after the manner of the Canons afore- 
faid. 

7. These Knights were to have a Red Mantle, with 
the Arms of St. George $ but without any Circle of the 
Garter about it 

8. If the Sovereign could not be prefent at the iolemn 
Feftival of St. George, his Deputy was to fupply his 
Place at the Charge of the Sovereign 5 bur fuen Depu- 
ty was not to make any new Ordinances, tho’ he nas 
Licenfe to correft or amend the old Ones. 

9. Every Year, upon the Vigils of St. George, the 
Knights-Companions within the Realm, or. elfewhece, 
if conveniently, are to allemble, at TV tn Afar Caftle, and 
be prefent there at the Celebration of Divine Service, 
in the Habit of the Order, where placed -regularly in 
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their ScaHs or Seat*, direfily over their Heads their 
Helmet* and Swords, e?v. are to be hong up, and m. 
mam a* long m fnch Knights live, in Honour of thent* 
and to fignify the Defence of the Church, to which 
fhey are obliged as a Military Order y but in cafe the 
Feaft of St. George happens to fall within the Quin- 
4esc or Fifteen Days after ths Feaft of Edfier, then it 
was to be prorogued to the Sunday next following, ac- 
counting Fifteen Days from Eajier Day, that every 
Kmght-Compattioo might have reafonabletime to come, 
nor be forced to ride upon any of the Three Eafkt 
Holy-day*. 

10. That they meet in St. George’s Chapel yearly, on 
the Eve of St. George, at the Hour of Three in the Af- 
ternoon $ and if they come not at the Time affigned, 
without a juft Extuie, which the Sovereign or his De- 
nary allows, their Penalty is to be according to the 
Drmmnce of the Chapter ; which is, That they /ball 
not enter into the Chapter Door for that time, but ftarp 
without, and /ball have no Voice in any thing, that is 
done in the Sud Chapter ; and if they come not before 
the Beginning of Vcfoers, they iball not enter into 
their Stalls, hot JEall tarry below before the laid 
Stalls in the Choinftexs Places duringVefpers. The like 
Penalty is ordain’d for not coming to the Mafs or Morn- 
ing-Service betime, and at VefperS, on St. Gretas Day * 
amt whofoever /hall abfent himfelf wholly from thi» 




Ac Sovereign or Deputy,, he is not to enter within hie 
Stall the next Feaft after* but /hall ftay below, and be- 
fore his Stall, as it is laid at Vefpers, and in the Mof- 
bows Proceffian muft walk before tne Three proceflOonal 1 
Crofles, [now the Choirifters,] and at Mafs [Service]}: 
Stall fit below until the Offering, and he to> 
offer laft. After which he is to come before the Sove- 
reign, or hrs Deputy’s Stall, and ask Pardon, which 
se-inftates hitnnv his Stall. Abfenting the next fecond' 
Time upon the Feafl, without Leave, he has no Stall 
allowed him until he hath given and offered a Jewel 
upon St. George's Altar, to the Value of Twenty Marks, 
which is to be double every Year until a Reconci- 
Haeion* 
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11. Wheresoever they be, theymuft wear their 
Blue Robes from the Beginning of the firft Vefpers, on 
the Eye of St. Gorge’s Day, to the fecond Veipers on, 
the Morrow inclufive, c^r. 

12. Ip any Knight-Companion appears publicity 
without his dignifying Garter, upon challenging the 
lame, is to pay half a Mark to the Cultos and 
College. 

13. At the Times of Offering, each aflbeiated with 
the other who holds the oppofite Stall, are to march 
in Procellion together to make their, Offerings $ but a* 
lone, when his Confort is abient, and fo that in all Pro- 
ceffions the Sovereign goes laft. 

14. In the Morrow after the Solemnity of St. George* $ 
Feaft is over, before their feparating, a Mali de Reqttie 
or Office de DefunBis was to be ufed, at which the 
Kmghts-Companions were all entirely to be prefent, 
without neceflary Impediment fhown to the Sovereign 
or Deputy for Liberty to depart. 

1 5. They were to leave their Robes at Wlndfor al- 
ways, to be ready for them there upon any fudden Oc- 
cafions that might evene., 

1 6 . Journ ying near Windfor, in Honour of the Place, 
unlefs lawful Cauie obftru&s, they muft take it in their 
Way, and afliiming the Habit of the Order the Canons 
wore, devoutly to meet and conduft them into the 
Chapel $ where, if it happens to be time of Divine 
Service, they are to hear the fame 3 if not, they are 
to be detained no longer than while the Canons Jhall 
lay the Pfalm de profundis for the Defonfl, and during 
their own Offering : But if any had riden thro* the 
Town, without vinting the Chapel and offering there, 
for every Negleft he muft go one Mile on Foot from 
the faid Chapel, to /hew his Obedience, and offer an 
Half-Penny in Honour of St. George. 

1 7. Upon firft Notice of the Death of any of the Or^ 
der, the Sovereign fhall ordain a Thoufand Maffes, 
every Foreign Prince lhall *caufe Eight Hundred, a 
Prince of Wales Seven Hundred, a Duke Six Hun- 
dred, an Earl Three Hundred, every Baron Twa 
Hundred, and every Knight Batchellor One Hundred 
Maffes to be celebrated for the Good of the Soul der 
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parted j which neglefted for a Quarter of a Year . after 
notice of fuch Death, the Maftes are to be doubled } 
atpon half a Year’a Negleft, again doubled a and fo from 
■ Time to Tine in like Form till the End of the Year, 
and then the Year’a to be doubled. 

18. Upon, fure Notice of the Death of a Knight- 
Companion, the Sovereign, or hia Deputy, is to conn 
verfe by Letters, the Remainder [not Strangers] that 
are within the Kingdom, to meet him within SixWeeka 
in iome convenient Place, and eleft another j which a£> 
/enabled, at leaft Six, with the Sovereign or Deputy, e- 
very of them prefent ia to name Nine of the worthieft 
and fufficienteft Knights without Reproof that he 
knows, whether native Subje&s or Foreigners, fobeit 
they hold no contrary Party, or be againft the Sove- 
reign, wx. Three Earls, or of fublimer Title j Three, 
Barons, and Three Knights Batchellors, which Names 
the Bifhop of Windfor, for the Time being, was to 
write, or, in his Abfence, the Dean or Reamer, and, 
in their Abfaice, the oldeft Refidenccr in me College, 
and after /hew them to the Sovereign, who is to chule 
out of them him that has the moft Voices, and whom 
he efteems the moft beneficial to the Crown and King- 
dom. Every Knight failing to appear at an Ele&ion, 
without ah approved Caufe, was to pay to the Cuftoa 
and College the Penalty of a Mark, and at his next 
coming to the Chapter ihall kneel upon the Ground, in 
the midft of the Chapter, before the Sovereign or De- 
puty, until Reconciliation. 

ip. Soon after Election, the Knight-Companion eleft 
is to have a Garter, in token of his Election, and that 
he is a Fellow of the Order $ and as foon as decreed to 
take Pof&ffion of his Stall, but not before, is to have 
a Mantle, which, if he dies before he receiv’d, he waa 
not to be accounted as one of the Order, becau/e he 
wanted Pofle/fion ; neverthelefs he was to have one 
half of the Malles abovelaid, becaufe he had the Gar- 
ter deliver’d to him and nothing be fide. If he was not 
inftalled within a Year after his receiving the Garter, 
and efpecially if within the Realm, and without rea- 
fonable Excufe to be allowed of by the Sovereign or 
Deputy*, his Ele&ion became void, and they might pro- 
* ' cee<f 
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ieedto a new one* Moreover, ntithe# Die Swbtd nor 
Helmet was to be put upon his Stall Within the CafUr, 
before his Coming j to the End, that if the Knight ek© 
came not, his Atcnieremenfs might Mot be unhandfomly 
taken down and abufed, but honourably tnemewed in- 
fo the Choir fbt the publickUfe and Irons of the fcid 
College. 

20. Evrxt Foreigner rfefted was to hare Certifica- 
tion of fnch his Election from the Sovereign, as d»« 
Sovereign’® Charge, who was to fend him the Garter 
and the mantle, and a Copy of die Statutes of she On* 
der, under the Common Seal of the laid Older, whh- 
hr Four Months after the Election, the better for him to 
advife on « which being accepted, of whatfeevef Con- 
dition he be, he was obliged whhio Eight Months afte» 
Co fend a fufficient Proxy, according to his State and 
Dignity, a Knight irreprehenfihle to be inftsdled in hi* 
Room, and who was to bring with him a Silk Mantle 
of the Blue Colour of the Older, a Ho a Sword and 
Helmet to remain at WmJfor >, which Mantle was he pat 
upon the right Shoulder of the Proxy, by the Sove- 
reign or Deputy at the time of Inftallment, when he i#> 
introduced to take the Stall in the Name of his Lord 
and Maftcr ; neither was he to depofite the fametittthe* 
End of Divine Service j after which he was not to wear 
it, not be admiftedin die Chapter-Roufe, or have any 
Suffrage, by virtue of anyPowAs vefled in hkn $ bus 
this favour Foreigners elefted by Proxy were to have, 
that could not perfonally come themfeives, they were 
to be Partakers of the whole Mafles and Orifon* of she 
Order j whereas, if they died before the Inftallatieo, 
they were to have but a Moity of them. 

21. Ueow die Death of any Earl, (or of Superior 

Dignity] Baron, or Knight Batchettor, his Succtffer, 
whether Earl, for of Superior Dignity] Baron, or 
Knight, was to nave' a vacant Stall of his Predeceflbr, 
without any changing of Places, except the Prince of 
Woles alone, who was to have always the next Stall, 
and o pp ofi tc to the Sovereign $ fo that it rtiay happen for 
a Knig lit to have an Earl's Place, or an Earl a Knight’s 
Place j. and this becaule the firft Founders might be 
known. , 
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is. Evtexy Knight-Companion at hi* firft Entrance, 
was to g ire a certain Alms, according to their Eminence 
and Degree, for the perpetual Maintenance <ff the Ca- 
non* ana Poor Knights, m. the Sovereign Forty Marks, 
a Foreign King Twenty Pounds, a Prince of Jf'sttt 
Twenty Marks, a 'Duke Ten Pounds, an Earl Ten 
Marks, a Baron a Hundred Shillings, and a Knight 
fiatchellor Five Marks, that bv theft pious Donations 
they might juftly entitle themielves to the Name and 
privileges of the Order j wherefore, before theft Pay- , 
ments were rightly performed, their Sword and Helmet 
[Atchievnnents] were not to be hung up, and for Fo- 
reigners the Sovereign was obliged to pay himftlf. 

13. UroN the Death of any of the Founders hit 
Anna, in a Plate of Metal, was to be fixed upon die 
Jfeci of his Stall, and their Succeflors were to nave the 
like, but to he placed underneath their Predecrffbrs, 
and not to be fo great as thofe of the firft Founders. 

24. At Admifiion every Knight-Companion muft 
promift and ifwear perfonally, or by Proxy, faithfully 
to obftrve the Statutes of the Order, and none are to 
be mftalled by Proxy but Foreigners only, which can- 
not conveniently come in Perion. 

25. If the Sovereign be out of Engfaud at die InftaL 
lation of any Knight, Companion, or could not attend 
himfelf to do what appertains to him in that Point, he 
might impower and authorize any of the Fellows to of- 
ficiate for him. 

z 6 . That there be a Common Seal or Signet Keeper* 
whom the Sovereign was to afiign. 

27. Every Knight-Companion was to hare a Copy 
of the Statutes under the Seal of the Ofder, the Ori- 
ginal fealed ljkewife with the Cud Seal, to remain for 
evermore within the Treafury of the College, and upon, 
the Death of any Knight-Companion, his Executors, 
were to fend back fuch Copy to be deliver’d to the Ctt- 
ftos or Warden. 

28. No Knight-Companion was to go out of the 
Realm and: Dominion of England^ without the Know- 
ledge and Licence of the Sovereign, who of Grace and 
Favour is bound to grant it upon a Military Expedition, 
or other notable A& appertaining to the- Honour of 
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Knighthood, *in Preference and Advancement of thii 
pjraer of St, George. ' • 

V^9. Thex were hot to arm themfelves againft eaefi 
hther*. hut .in the Wars of their Sovereign Lord, in his 
fight and juft parrel * and if it happen’d that any of 
ffee Order {Jidujcl bd retain'd in the Caufe and Quarrel 
of any! Lord/ and the adverfe Party defir’d another 
fought-Cpinpahion on hkSide, that Utter Knight is by 
ho means to agree but to excufe himlelf m all Things, 
beoaufe his Fellow was armed on the other Side, and 
was retain’d before him. And every Knight was bound 
to except and agree, at his being retain’d, that he may 
have his Discharge from the Wars, upon any of the 
Order’s being engaged in Arms before him for the con- 
trary Party $ and if the fecond retained knows not qf it* 
upon notice that any of bis Fellows were retained be- 
fore him, and armed on the contrary Side, the fecond 
detained Knight was to excufe himfelf to his Matter, and 
relinquifh the Quarrel. 

30. All Licences given to the Knight-Companions 
to travel in queft of Honour by Military Exploits $ alfa 
all Certificates, m&ndatous Letters, Certificates* and o- 
ther Writings whatfoever relating to the Order* were 
to be ifliied out by the Sovereign, under the Seal of the 
Order* to remain in the keeping of one of tlie Order, 
during the Sovereign’s Plealure. And if the Keeper of 
the Seal abfent himfelf upon reafonable Caufe* he was 
to leave the ‘ Seal with another of the Fellowfhip 
that the Sovereign fhould appoint, to the Intent that 
the Seal at no time fee out of the Prefence of the Sove- 
reign* he being within his Dominion, And in like 
manner concerning the Seal in the Abfepce of the Sove- 
reign or the Deputy. * ' 

51. If any Knight-Companion for Devotion fake 
lfeould defire to dwell at Windfor , he was to maintain 
himfelf at his own, and not at the College Charge. 

32. Any other Knight, not of the Order, upon the 
Account of Devotion, that would refide there, was to 
be provided for at the Appointment of the Sovereign* 
ana the Fellowfhip alfo. Any Knight or other ?enon 
giving io/. yearly Rents or Lands, ot more^ to the 
College* to participate of their Prayers and Suffrages* 
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lie was to be regiftred in the Calendar of BenefaAors, 
and continually be pray’d for by the Canohs and Poor 
Knights. i 

35. Upon the Death of any Canon, tie Cuftos or 
Warden is to certify the fame by Letters to the Sore- 
reign, if beyond Sea, to know whom he pjeafes to pre- 
fcnt to the Canonihip. ; 

34. There was to be a Regifter appointed by the 
Sovereign andFellowfhip,themoft intelligent Perfon of 
the College, who was to be prefent at thfe Chapters, to 
record their Elections apd the Eleffors; their Punifh- 
ments, and Caules of them, with their Reconciliations, 
all ASswhatfoever adminiitred in their Council, frOm 
Chapter to Chapter yearly j for the faithful Execution 
of which Office he was to be fworn at his Admlmon 
therein $ and whatfoever had beep regifler’d was in 
the Beginning of the following Chapter, on the Vigils 
of St. George, tobepublickly recited before the Sovereign 
and the whole FeUow/hip, that what was amifs and 
incorrrft might be mended and redpoed to due 
Form. 

f 2. Besides thefe Statutes there are Two other 
Bodies, or Exemplars eftablifh’d fince, thq one by King 
Henry V- the other by King Hen. VIII. King Henry V. 
finding the Glory of theOraer declining, removed the 
Grand Feftival and other Solemnities, and commanded 
a firift Obfervarion of all the Founder’s Statutes, and 
brought many more to like Perfection, which he fob- 
joined to foch of them, wliere they might be properly 
and are as follow : 1

31. That the Sovereign ihould take a 
Signet of the Order abroad with him, to 
be fixed toall the Afta he does in Foreign 
Farts relating to this Ofeder, in Diftinftiod 
to thole done at home. 

34.ThAt noChorge fhould be admitted 
upon the College by tht Cuftos or Canon*, 
Without the Sovereiga’s Content hkewife. 


. Tab Statutes with thefir Additions (at the Statutes of 
Inftitution) this King caufed to be transited Into Rmuh, 
and tranferibed into a Roll, which was ordered to be 
prfefemMd to every Knight-Companion under the com- 
mon Seal of die Order. In after Times it was tran- 
feribed iafo Books $ and by a Decree, Jnnti 3 Hen. VII. 
an Original Book of thefe Statutes and Inftitutions, 
fair #ritten,waa to be repo fed in the CoHege of St. Georgy 
and the Scribe or Regtfter to have Tranfcripts of them 
in Readinefs, to prefent the elected Knights withaL 
The laft and largeft Body was firft began, and re- 
ceived the finifhing Stroke by King Httt. V 1 Q. chiefly in 
regard feme of die former Statutes wanted Explication 

and 
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and o&<fs Contraction. And for the compleating of 
which Purpofe, on 8t. Gtorgt'a Day, Mm 9 R tpu fri 
he fiimmonect all the Knignts-Compauions to convene 
next Tear at the Time of the Solemnity, about the Ab- 
rogation of what tended to darken the Honour of *hi.« 
Order (if any fuch were) and for the Advancement of 
what might promote the Grandeur and Luff re of it. But 
theft Refolves came to no Perfe&jon till May a 8. 
Jhm 11 Repw fui, when be entred upon this Reforma- 
tion with afi magnificent Ceremony imaginable, for be- 
ing accompanied with Nineteen Knights- Companions 
ot the Order proceeding in Cavalcade to the Cnapter- 
Houfe, and taking into Confidention their former 
Statutes of Knights-Companiont, with all due Reve- 
rence implor’d the Sovereign to reform and explain 
them as he fhould think convenient, which he brought 
to a fuccefsfol Period, by the Advice and Con lent of 
the Society affemblrd : That done, all pieftnt entreated 
the Sovereign, kneeling, that where any of them, had 
been peccant againft the Order, he would pleafe to re- 
mit, and idiie out a general Pardon, which he panted 
and rarify’d in Chapter next Day. This was a Task of 
Three Years compleat before it raft to Perfefhon, m. 
Jfril 25. Jnm 14 Hen. VIII. for then the Sovereign, 
out of right Angular Love, well- temper’d Zeal, and 
entire A& 3 ion to this moll noble Order, to the Eftate 
of Chivalry, and the Continuance and Encreafe thereof $ 
as alfo at the humble Requeft and inflsnt Importunity 
of the then Knights-Companions, and by their Ad- 
vice, Counfol ana Content, did interpret and eluci- 
date all rhe Obfcurities, Doubts and Ambiguities of 
the former Statutes and Ordinances. Divers Affairs 
contain’d in Fifty of them being explain’d and amended) 
he made likewift necefftry Additions, the Original 
whereof being fign’d and ftal’d, were commanded to 
be carefully laid up in the Treafury «(f Win A for Col- 
lege, to remain as a Standard to focceeding Times) 
yet they have not been feen there theft many Years 
pad.

' This Body of Statutes was compil’d in Latin, and is 
recorded in the Blacl ^ Bool i of the Order. It was tran- 
flated into French and Enghfi by Sir Thomas Wriothejley , 
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then Gatter Kina of Arms. The EngHJh Verfion 
annex’d here to this Treatile, is what hath nnce been 
deliver’d (inftead of the former Statutes) to all fuc- 
ceeding Knights-Companions, according to the Injun- 
ction $ but of late Times appointed to be fent to Fo- 
reign Princes and other elecl Knights abroad, fealed 
with the Great Seal of the Order, affix’d to a Label of 
Blue Silk and Gold. 

§ 3. The*e have been leveral Endeavours fince the 
Reign of King Henry VIII. for reforming the Statutes. 
As firft, King Edward VI. who as Sovereign, by the 
Orders themieives, had an undoubted Prerogative fet 
him to alter and reforpi many Things which feem’d 
inconfiftent with the Religion he eftabli/h’d. To 
which Purpofe, at a Chapter at Greenwich, held April 2*3. 
in the Third Year of His Reign, the Lord St. John, the 
Earl of Arundel, and Sir William Paget, were to perufe 
and make them agreeable to the King’s other Proceed* 
ings, by the Afliftance and Advice of the ProteQor, the 
Duke of Somerfet, and other Companions. This was 
follow’d by a lubfequent Order nafs’d in the Charter 
at Greenwich the Year after, that the Statutes fhoula be 
reform’d aud corrected as they thought mrpedientt 
And for the better Accompli/hment of their Defign, .it 
the next Feaft, April 24. 5 Edw. VI. another Order 
commenc’d, impowering the Duke of Somerfet, the Mar- 
quels of Northampton, the Earls of Warwick^ Arundel r t 
Bedford and Wilts, to perufe and amend the Statutes 
ana other Books of the Order, which were brought to 
fome tolerable Degree of Perfection 5 for thereupon 4 
new Body was couefted ( in general very much alter- 
ing the Laws of the Order) and publifn’d March 1 £ 
Anno 7 Edw. VI. But this King within Four Months 
after expiring. Queen Mary , his Sifter and Succeflor, 
the very firft Thing Ihe tranfafted was to abrogate and 
make them void $ wherefore we need not mention 
them, as never in ufe and unreyived. For the Execu- 
tion of which Purpofe, fhe conven’d a Chapter at St. 
James's, the 27 th of September following $ and it was 
then decreed, that the faid Laws and Ordinances, as 
inconvenient, impertinent, and tending to -Noveltv, 
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ihould be difannuUed, and no Account to be made of 
them for the future ; and for the quicker Execution, Sir 
William Petre ( that Day admitted Chancellor) had Or- 
ders to lee them fpeedily expung’d out of the Book of 
Statutes, and forthwith defac’a, left any Memoiy of 
them Ihould remain to Pofterity 5 and only thole of 
her Father, Hr*. VIII. and his Royal Predeceflors 9 fhould 
be retain’d. 

. In this Aftair King Philip her Husband, appear’d no 
lels zealous; for on the 5th of Auguft, 1 and 2 Philip 
1 and Mary , (which was the 3d Day after he had been 
inyefted with the Habit ) himfelt being prefent at a 
Chapter at Windfor, it was ordain’d, That all Afts and 
Decrees in the 6reat Book, [ i.e. the Black, Book, afore- 
faid} which were repugnant and difagreeable, either 
with the ancieht and receiv’d Statutes of the Order, or 
elle with the Laws of the Realm, Ihould cledrly be 
abolifh’d and erafed, by the Marquis of Winchefter , the 
Earls of Arundel^ Pembroke, and the Lord Pager. 

No fooner was Queen Elizabeth fix’d on the Throne* 
but foon after, viz. on St. Gtorge's Day, in the fecond 
lear of her Reign, a View of the Statutes was com- 
mitted, by Commiffion, to Four of the Knights-Com- 
plmions, viz. the Marquis of Northampton , the Earls of 
Arundel and Pembroke, and the Lord Howard of Effing- 
ham, who were thereby impower’d to perufe and con- 
fider thofe Statutes with the utmoft Care and regard, 
if any of them were repugnant to the Religion, Laws 
,and Statutes of the Realm ; and if any fuch were re- 
corded, to reprefent them faithfully to the Sovereign* 
that Ihe, in Conjun&ion with the Knights-Companions, 
might eftablilh foch Decrees concerning them as lhe 
Ihould think fit ; but that any thing was done in pur- 
suance hereunto, doth not appear ; for theTranlcnpts 
of her Father’s Body of the Statutes, throughout the 
Time of her Reign, were prefented to the Krrights- 
Companions at their Inftailations ; and the Praftice of 
her Time waspurfuant to the Direflion therein, except 
in fome few Tilings now and then added or alter’d at 
future Chapters, when there arofe frelh Matters for 
fuch Expedients.

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Kino James I. herSucceflor, revolv’d fome thing to* 
Wards a new Regulation $ and in order to put it in 
Execution, the 14th of May, in the 9 th Year of his 
Reign, decreed, That Commiffionary Letters Ihould 
be granted to the Earls of Nottingham, Worctfier, Pem- 
broke and Northampton, to empower them to examine 
the Regiflers and ether Monuments which pertained ' 
to that Order $ and where any Pafiage Ihould be found 
obfblete or obfeure, to male it confpicuous and clear $ 
where Contrariety appear’d, fitly to reconcile it $ yet 
with no Defign of innovating any Thing, but an Inten- 
tion of renewing all, as near as might be, to the firft 
Standard and moft ancient Inftitution of the Order $ 
laving always Power to himfelf, as Sovereign of the 
Order, to add or diminilh any Matter ( according to 
theOccafion) as it Ihould feem agreeable to his Pru- 
dence for the Honour of this Moft Noble Order. 
What Progrefs they made in this Commiffion, the 
Memoirs of that Time are filent in $ but fome few 
Tears after, this Affair was reviv’d, and another was 
iflii'd forth, to the Earls of Nottingham, Worcrfler, South- 
ampton, Arundel and Montgomery, and the Vifcount LiJU, 
all Knights-Companions, dated April 26. in the itfth 
Year of bis Reign 5 which Six, or any Four of them, 
were thereby conftituted to take an exalt Survey of all 
the ancient Statutes and Articles of the faid Order ; and 
authoriz’d to call before them all fuch Perfons, whe- 
ther Officers of the faid Order, or others, as could 
give any Light or Information concerning that Affair $ 
and after a forious Deliberation, to pen down what in 
them they conceiv’d meet to be explain’d, and what to 
be added, whereby to render the Order more illuftri* 
ous, that the fame being prefented to the Sovereign 
and the Society, at a Chapter holden, might be refblv’d 
on in part, or in all, to be put in Execution, if it 
feem’d fo good to that King. 

, This Affair mov’d very flowly } but towards the 
latter End of his Reign, the Earls of Worcejler, Mont- 
gomery, Arundel, Surry and Leicejler, Five of the Six 
Commiffioners above-nam’d, having held divers Con- 
ferences, and debated feveral Matters reprefented to 
them, andat a Chapter convened at Whitehall' the 19th 
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of Anno t6 I. did prefenf tp the Sovereign 
certain'' Articles, lubfcribcd with theif Hands, Which* 
for 'the Honour of the Order, they thought requifite 
to be duly obferv’d. 

By the firft of which they made Provifion for a fur- 
ther Progreflion and Advancement of the illuftrious In- 
flitution, in propofing, that every Year aCommiffion 
Irom the Sovereign /hould be granted, or continu'd to 
fuch Knights of tne Order as the Chapter (hould pitch 
on, to deliberate and weigh all Affairs that fell under 
the Order, and that the Year after, an Eftimate, by the 
Knights In Chapter, /hould be exhibited, of their Ri- 
(blutions and Proceedings by Virtue of the (aid Corn- 
million. This, with Eight other Articles* were con- 
firm'd by the Sovereign and Twelve of the Knights- 
Companions, the 2 ad of May following, in a Chapter 
held at Whitehall $ and fo profperoufly their Endeavours 
fuccefeded, that on the Feaft-day of St. Grow, at Wmdjhr 
in the enfuing Year, the Earl of Worcejler, \ being then 
the Sovereign-Deputy) with Ten Kriights-Companions 
more, gave their affent to Eight other Articles ( moft 
of them concerning the Alms-Knights ) which thfe 
Morning after had tne Approbation of the Sovereign ; 
Jtnd before the Celebration of Divine Service, by nis 
Deputy and Companions aflembled in the Chapter- 
Houfe, the Obfervation thereof was duly decreed. 

King Charles I. defign’d apd endeavour’d the moft 
cotnpleat in d abfolute reformation of any of his Pre- 
deceflors ; and at the Solemnity of St. Georvt, held at 
Windsor the 6th of Oftober , in the tfth Tear of nis Reign, 
He commiffion’d Nine Knights-Companions, viu tne 
Earls of Mulgrave , Pembroke , Montgomery, Arundel, Surry, 
Salisbury, Carlijle, Dorfet, Holland, Berkjhire and Suffolk 
With command to aflemble Four Times in a Tear, to 
take into their Confideration the Affairs of the Order £ 
all which, but the Earls of Mulgrave and borfet , met at 
Whitehall the ad of January following, where fbme few 
Matters fell under their Confultation. This Commit 
fion was leconded by one of a larger extent about 
Three Months after, and directed to the faid Knighta- 
Companions, or to any Eight, Seven, Six, Five Of 
Four of them, empowering them to meet' iftd devlft. 
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and deadly preponderate all die Statutes and Ordhunv 
ces of the Onler, a* well fiich as were' eftablifhed at, 
the Foundation, a* thofe that had been fince made, by 
Explanation or Addition, and to weigh advifally, whe- 
ther any Thing had been enaded, that had caufed 
Doubt Of Ambiguity, or flood in need of any Change or 
Amendment ; and if upon mature Deliberation by them, 
thus conven'd; there ihould appear any Contrariety or 
Defeat for want of plain Expreflion, or other Omiffi- 
on, fit to be fupplied, tending to the Honour of the 
Order, That' then the Sovereign might, upoh<Rejnui^ 
of their Proceedings, refolve upon fome general Decla- 
ration in Chapter, to reform and reduce into one Body, 
all the Statutes and Ordinances thereof that the fame 
Being compil'd and fettled in one perfed Model, might 
be fo eonfign’d to Pofterity, flee from aU future Quefti- 
ons and Doubts. 

Ne.ve.r.thet.18* not any thing was done upon thi* 
Commiffion, tho’it flood in force even from the tfthr 
to the 1 3th Year of this King’s Reign ; but where, tho 
Uegled lay Hiftory does not fully inform us, tho* ifc 
may be conjedur’d by what follows. 

At the Feaft of St. George, celebrated by Prorogation 
at Whit e-hall, for the Year 1 6 ^ 6 . upon the 17 th, 18 th, 
and i$|jh Days of April, 1 637. divess Petition*, for Re-t 
formation, and reducing of. Matters to their pfiftine 
Conftitution, were presented to the Sovereign by tho 
Chancellor, and read ; fome of which, more efpecial- 
ly, tending to- let off and encreafe the Honour of the 
Order, were received and 1 decreed by the Sovereign* 
and the reft referr’d to.the fud Knights-Comtniflloners, 
The firft of thofe Decrees which at that time had its 
Saridion', was to revive and renew the Powers given in 
die former Commiffion $ and thereupon a new one, 
dated the 7th ofAlay following, was iflued uiiderthe 
Great 8eal of the Order, and dtreSed to die Earls or 
Mtlgrave, Darby, Pembroke, and’ Montgomery, Arundel, 
and Surry, Kelly, Salisbury, Dorfet, Holland, Bark}h'tre , 
Suffolk, Lyndfey, Exeter, Marqails Hamilton, Duke o£ 
Lenox, the Earls of Darby, Moreton, and Northumberland, 
or <0 Three or more of them, to meet and confult of 
toy Matters contain’d in the Statutes, or for Jlpnourof 
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the Order. Thefe Kmghts-Commiffioners were en- 
dow’d with all the plenary Powers given in the. fbrefaid 
Commiffion, dated 6 Car. 1 . unto which was granted a 
further Addition, for the better effe&ing the Sovereign’^ 
Care : That Three or more of them fhould meet at 
the Sovereign’s Court, and begin, to put die (aid Com- 
miffion in execution in lVhitJon WeeE next enfuing, at- 
tended and affifted by the Chancellor of the Order, and 
all, or any other Officers, or Inch of them as they 
fhould fix on, or find ferviceable. And being aflem- 
bled, to have free Liberty to hear, propound, and de- 
bate of whatfoever fhall fall under their Cognifance,. 
or that they fhould conceive conducible to the Honour 
and perfed Eftablifhment of fo llluftrious and Noble a 
Body. And to prepare all Matters of fuch their Re- 
folutions and Debates to he laid before the Sovereign 
at the next Feaft of St. George, and fo fucceffivcly at e- 
very Chapter fb appointed by him, to receive his full 
Determination, Approbation, and Royal Afient, with, 
further Power to adjourn from time to time, after the 
firft Opening and Reading of the laid Commiffion ; 
their Meetings to be in fitch Places, and on fuch Days aa. 
fhould feem moft convenient to them. 


Now who wou’d fuppofe, that after fb Noble an In- 
tention of the Sovereign, and his eameft Solicitude to 
iffiie forth a fecond Commiffion, his hearty recom- 
mending and exciting their Deligence for a fpeedy Dif- 
patch, and laftly, ms expecting an Account of their 
Tranfa&ions the next Fean, thefe honourable Perfons, 
Companions of the Order, fhould need a Spur to ac- 
eomplifh fo laudable a Defign j but it was-fo. 

For altho’ the Commiffion was opened at White^hall 
the 30th of May following, in the Prefence of tho 
Earls of Pembroke and ’Montgomery, Salisbury , Holland, 
M*rquifs of Hamilton, and Dube of Lenox, Commiffi- 
oners $ yet Sir Thomas Rovt Chancellor, in his Letter to 
Dr. Chrijiopber Wren, dated the 4th of June, 1637. fad- 
Iv complained, That it was much us he could do to 
draw together Five of the Knights-Coippanioos, to 9* 
pen and read the Commiffion, and this f naji in tranjitu » 
was in Confufionand Hurry, and all that was trat)f» 3 *d 
was fo appoint another Convention at Court in 
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fumnur Week then next cnfuing, and charge the Chan- 
cellor *to prepare Matter (for Propofitfons and Obferva- 
tions upon the Statutes) fit for their Confutation* a- 
sainft that Appointment according to the Tenor of tho 
Commiffion. And in another Place writes, That he 
found fuch Difficulty to procure Meetings, and as cer- 
tain as# Chalance in cvety one, as if it were but a cere- 
monious Affair, and fo lew hearty in it, that he feared 
he and the Officers fhould wait to little Purpofe : And fb 
indeed it fell out $ for albeit he attended in Mdfummer 
Week, according to their Direction, yet there was no- 
thing difpatch’d, fare only the adjourning of their 
Meeting to London . 

Some little Progrefs was afterwards made in this Af- 
fair at White-ball tne 8th of February following, where 
Three of them were prefent, viz. the Earls of BcrJt- 
finre, JJndfey , and Northumberland f , who order’d the 
Chancellor, Regifter, and Garter, to prepare an Abbre- 
viation of the Statutes, and reduce every thing of one 
Head into an A 3 , to keep up to Method, and avoid 
Confiifion. 

The 1 ft of February after, another Aflembly of Seven 
of the Knights-Commiflioners was held at White-holi , in 
whofe Prefence a few Points were debated $ but little or 
nothing concluded.

$ 4. As concerning the Annals of the Order, or the 
Rooks wherein the feveral Refolutions and Decrees oc- 
cafionallv made in Chapters, and wherein other hifto- 
rical and ceremonial Matters relating to it are recorded, 
it will not be amifs to give fome Account of them 
in this Place. 

The firft, in Order of time, is an old Paper Book 
written in French , call’d Regiflrum Chartoceum , hitherto 
fortunately preferv’d in the Paper Office at White-haft , 
which probably was begun by John Coningham 5 Tor we 
find him, 1414. (a little before the Annals commenced) 
made Canon of Windfor , and Regiffer of the Or- 
der, and in regard the fame Hand-Writing is carry’d 
on from the Beginning of the Book down to 1 6 Hen . VI. 
inclufive, where follows an Hiatus till Anno 25 Hen. VI. 
that the Annal; began to be fet down with another 
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Hand 5 and that he fhortly after died m 1*45, HenC€«i 
forward thefe Annals are ernred with promt k uottsHands, 
which may be prefumed the proper Hand-Writings of 
the Remitters or this Noble Order, as they fucceeded 
each other in the Office. 

After we find Richard Stdxor mention’d in the Regifte* 
Anno 16 Hen . VIII. (who fubfcribed his Name at the foot 
of every Leaf) the Annals were pen’d in one Hand until 
Ann* 26 Hen . VIII. that Robert Aldryd^ty D. D. and one of 
the Canons of Windfor fucceeded him $ and then ’ti* 
evident the Writing alfo was changed to an old fet 
Roman Hand, which ran on to the End of 29 Hen. VIII. 
in which Year he was advanced to the Bi/hoprkk of 
Cariijle 5 and this Book breaks off in the 3 ift of hit 
Reign. 

Besides this there is another Book that goes by the 
Name of the Bloc k Rook^ wherein the Annals of the 
Order are tranfcribcd in Latin 9 concerning which there 
pafs’d a Decree, Anno 3 Hen. VIL that it fhould be fairly 
copy’d out, and afterwards that the Sovereign fhould 
be put in Remembrance of it 5 but neither ot rhefe De- 
crees was put in execution, nor was this confirm’d till 
towards the End of the Reign of King Henry VIII. 
This Book differs very little from tne Regtftrum 
Chartaceum y for therein is nothing enrolled relating to the 
Order (except one of the Exemplars of the Founders 
Statutes, and a Catalogue of the firft Twenty-five 
Knights-Companions) before the 4th Year of King 
Henry V. the Annals of the Order, until that time, be- 
ing entirely loft. It hath the fame Hiatus or Intervals 
from 16 to 23 Hen. VI. from 7 to 10 of Edvt. 4* from 
4 to 7 Hen. VII. and from 10 to 14 Hen. 7. It alfo runs 
parallel therewith for the moft part, and that it was 
comptt’d by Dr. Aldrydp y whilft he continu’d Regifter* 
is coife&ea from fome Pafiages in the Preface of all the 
Sovereigns, ending with King Henry VIII. . The Tran- 
fcription of this Book was nnifh’d Anno 13 Hen. VIII, 
for fo far is written, as- alfo the Appendix, with one 
and the fame Hand $ (in a middle-fiz’d Text) but Anno 
32 Hen. VIII. another Hand appears, which, with fome 
Variation, is continu’d to the End of 5 Edv • VI. where 
this Book breaks off. 
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Tw Rcgifler of the Order was oblig’d to ptotWfa 
Two Books, , and /herein to enter the Ordinance 
Statutes, and A ft$ of this Noble CorpOfltton^one f* m 
lodg’d at die Chapter Houfe at tflnajdt, it\d call'd, I»J?* 
Wmdtforieufis, ana the othe*r being a purjdi&te of thd 
former, to remain -in his own Cuftod^ ready toexpoft 
fo the View of tne Sovereign, whenfo^verlie fhoufd 
demand it $ thia latter was called AuURegtfirum. 

As to the general Direftions for Compiling theft! 
Books, and the Particulars they ate tty eprifift of wt 
are inform’d from the faid Statutes ondQcrnftitueiana^ 
for befides the Entry of all the Scrutinies taken iif 
Chapter and Elections made thereupon, it is his Officii 
tp record the Penalties infixed on Rnights-Compa^ 
nions, and the Reconciliation of all Delinquents with 
other A&s, and their Caufes appertaining^ the CWIerS 
all which are decreed, to be recited .betifri die Sotftfi 
reign and Knights-Companions atth^BegBhftingof fhe 
Chapter yearly, if Occafibn be, tq 1 critfeft fcpd rfcds^de 
into Method Moreoyer he is to #r tbe'PolIciee 

in War, JExploit* Tranfaftioris; add ^mortbfe 
Achievements, both of the SoVeteigp and Knights- 
Companions, according as he can bett attain the Knowi 
ledgeof them, by his own diligent Search/ or the A£ 
fifrance of Mr. Garter, which haying configh’d to Wri- 
ting from Year to Year, is to be pertifed at the next 
Chapter by the Knights-Companions, for their Appro* 
bation andCorre^en ; and being reiterated the feoond 
time in the Chapter, ne is to fee that theybe fairly' en- 
urofled in the Cud Book, for a perpetual Remem- 
brance. 

ANDbecaufe the time perfix’d for Rehearfal of theft 
Particulars in Chapter, had in mccecdmg Years been 
imploy’d in other Affairs. In one of tbofc Articles 
which the Knights-Companions exhibited to King 
3 <tc. L the 1 9th of May, Anno Jac. R. 20. and tatk 
fied the 22dof May following, it was decreed that no- 
thing of this Nature, or any other Aft in Chapter, f 
fhould be regiftred before it had been perus’d and pafs’d 
the Confideration of the then Knights-Companions^ or 
at leaft Four of them, who when they /hould fet Times 
apaft to confult of the Affaire of this Order (for which 
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they were chiefly commiffion’d) might then alfo male 
tJk of iuch Opportunities as ihould give this Bufinefs 
Di/patch with more Conveniency. Upon mature Confi- 
deration had of thofe Injunctions, the then Regifter at 
a Chapter held 1 9 Nov. it Car. II. prefented the Conti- 
nuation of the Annals of this Order, which he had 
tanged in order to regifter in the Liter Caroline «, and 
Submitted them to the Approbation of the Knights- 
Companions, whom the Sovereign had commiffion’d to 
infpeCt the Adairs of the Order j which Tender, when 
they declin’d, he propos’d that it might pafs the Exa- 
mination of the Prelate ; but they not giving the ir AC- 
feat to it, in regard the Regifter himfelf was under 
the Obligation or m Oath, to deal with the utmoft Fi- 
delity in his Reports, it was decreed, That the fa id 
Annals Ihould be fairly recorded in the Booh, without 
any further InfpeCtion. 

Besides the abovemention’d Particulars, there were 
Materials of another Nature, decreed to be collected 
by the Chancellor of the Order and Garter Kingof 
Arms, to be digefted firft, and after entred bv the Re- 
gifter $ for whereas one part of the Chancellor’s Duty 
was to male a Narration every Year in Chapter, at the 
Feaft of St. George, of the illuftrious Exploits of the 
Knights-Compamons, as well as the Adions that tend 
to edipfe theirGlory ; fo the Regifter was to note thefe, 
and record them from a perpetual ./Era or Memorial of 
their Honour or Di /grace. 

And it is part of Garter’s Duty diligently to enquire 
after tlje Valiant, Fortunate, ana Renown’d ACts, Doth 
of the Sovereign and the reft of the Knights-Compani- 
ons, and relate them with all Exa Chiefs to theRegifterv 
for his Engrafting ; But how fparingly thefe are put in 
execution, the Annals themfelves bear witnefs. How- 
ever, Sir Edward Walker Garter-King has drawn up an 
Account of the lhining Actions and Characters of the 
Knights-Companions, beginning with Thomas Earl of 
Strafford, and continuing it down to his Son, which he 
deliver’d Dr. Ryves the Regifter, for the Ufe afbre- 
direCted. 

Among the Articles eftablifh’d at the Feaft of 
St. George, ai jac. I. fhc laft is. That the then Regifter 

fhould

fhould comttofe a Book, wherfcih (hould be orderly tttftj 
fcribed tMe Form and Manner of all the Solemnities Ce- 
remonies, and Proceffipns, at the Celebration of the Or- 
der ; as alfo of taking down and offering thd deftmdk 
Knight's Atchievemeots, that the Knights-Companidns 
might have free Recourfe to it ; but fuch Book never was 
extant. 

For the Safety and Prefervation of the Annals, the 
Knights-Commiffieners determined the nd of May , An, 
Jac. I. 10. That a fecure and convenient Place within the 
Caftle of Windfir (hould be appointed, in which all A&s 
concerning the Order (hould be repofed, and to which 
every Knight-Companion at all times might have acceft. 
And upon the Remove or Deceafe of the Regifter of 
the Order, the Book, containing the Account of all fuch 
Tranfa&ions, (hould be committed to one-df the Knights 
of the Order. 

The fecond of thefe Books is called the Blue Book* fo 
call'd, being bound in Blue Velvet; it begins with the 
firft Year of Qpeen Mary, and ends at the 18th of King 
Jac. I. 

The third being bound in Red Velvet; is denominated 
the Hed Bool ^ ; it commences where the Blue Book leaves 
off, and treats of the like A&s and Entries, and is carry'd 
down to 14 Car . I; having firft given a full Account of 
the Inftallation of the Prince, afterwards King Charles II. 
And as to great part of this Work, it was perform’d by 
the elegant and judicious Dr. Matthew ftten, Bi(hop of 
Ely , and Regifter of . the Order, whofe excellent Pattern 
his Brother and Succeflbr Dr. Chrfjlopher fVren hath co- 
py’d in its following Traft. This Bilhop compiled a MS; 
A, D. 16J1. wherfein, by way of Comment upon King 
VIII's Statutes, he hath cortipendioufly (hewn wbat 
Alteratibn there hath palled in the Law of the Garter, a 
Work performed with great Judgmenr, and exceedingly 
iifeful to the Curioiis. 

The fourth and laft Book is, Libet CarolinUs , and com*- 
mences 1640. wherein the Annals are brought down to 
the beginning of 1670. by l{yves t then Regifter. And 
in a Chapter conven’d at tVindCor the 1 6th of April , Anno 
1 3 Car . II. it was decreed, That there (hould be Two 
bf thefe Books compiled, the one printed in Latin , in 
the Cuftos of the Regifter at fVind/ir 3 and the other in

CAP. VII. 

The Habit and Enfigns of the Order. 

T H B Habit and Enfigns of this moft Noble Order 
are moft eminently diftinguilhable and magnifi- 
cent, and confift of thefe Particulars,’ vt\. Garter, 
Mantle, Surcoat, Hood, George, and Cellar; for as the 
Upmans were very exad and particular in affigning each 
Degree a peculiar Habit and Vefture, by which the Qua- 
lity and Rank of their Citizens might be dilcernable, the 
Diftin&ion of Apparel was afterwards taken up by divers 
other Nations, whence every Military, as well as Ecde- 
fiaftick Order of Knighthood, did appropriate to it felf 
a peculiar Drefs, Enfign, or Badge, as a Mark of Diftuw 
dhon one from another, to fet off die JLuftre and Honour 
of their (everal Societies. 

The four firft, vi%. the Garter, Mantle, Surcoat, and 
Hood, were afligned the Knights Companions, by the 
Founder, and the George and Collar by King Henry VIII, 
and all thefe together arc called the whole Habit or En- 
figns of the Order, which we lhali treat of fuccin&ly, 
beginning with the Garter. 

The Royal Gaher challengeth the Preheminence, for 
from it this famous Order receiv’d its Denomination : It 
is the firft part of the Habit prefented to Foreign Princes 
and Abfent Knights, and that wherewith they, and all 
other eled Knights, are firft adorn'd; and of io great 
Honour and Grandeur, that by the bare Inveftiture with 
this Noble Enfign, the Knights are efteem’d Companions 
of the greateft Military Order in the World. 

The Materials whereof it was compos’d at firft, is 
an Arcanum ; nor is it described by any before Polydtrre 
Virgil, and he but in general : As to the ornamental Part 
of it, it was adorn'd with Gold and precious Stones, 
and had a Buckle of Gold at the End, to faften it about 

the 
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(ite Leg ; bat there’s no doubt but it Was wrought with 
rich Embroidery, and the Motto rail’d witnr Gold, 
Pearl) and fundry Sorts of Silk, as may^ be gaefod 
from the Garters anciently plac’d on the left fide of the 
'Knights-Companions Mantles, and foofo other little 
embroider’d Garters, wherewith their Surcoats and 
Hoods were heretofore embeMifh’d. .1 

But of thole wrought in the laft Age, > we hare made 
particular Satisfaction 5' for we find the Garter font .'to 
Bndtmtl Duke of Savoy, A nno 1 and a Pht&f and M*% 
Vasffet with Letters or Geldfmith’s Work, thf Buckle 
' and Pendant of the fame, and on the Pendant a Ruby, 
-and a Pearl hanging- at the End. The Gaiter made for 
Brands II. Anno 6 FTetsbeth, waS richly wrought with 
Letters of Gold, fot off and garnifh’d with Stones, 
-the Buckle and Pendant weighing Three Ounces and 
an half-quarter, was richly let with Rubies and Dia- 
monds. The French King Henry IV. had a Garter of 
Puimfe Velvet embroider’d with Letters of Gold, ‘and 
'deck’d out with Diamonds and Rubies. And the Gar- 
ter of Chriffum IV. King of Denmark was embroidered 
With Gold and Pearls : But that Garter font to Omftemes 
Adotfehus King of Sweden, out-tied all others comcrril 
by former Sovereigns, each Letter of the Motto being 
compos’d of final! Diamonds ) and for every Stop, k 
Diamond within a Range of Diamonds, above ana bo- 
tow,' bn the fidet of the Garter, and befides other Dia- 
mond Jon the Buckle, and about foe lame, to foe Nwtu 
her in all of 41 1. 

The Garter which King Charles I. wore upon his Leg 
at the *Tifoe of his Martyrdom, had the Letters of the 
Motto compos’d. likewife of Diamonds, which amount- 
ed to the Number of 41a. It came to the Hands of 
Captain Preiim (one of the Ulurper’s Captains) from 
whom theTrnftees, for Sale of the King’s Goods, it* 
ctiv’d it, and fold it to fretmt, fometimes Lord Mayor of 
London, for aoj /, But after the Reftoration, the King’s 
Attorney-General' proceeding upon an A <3 ion of Trover 
ifad Cehverjnm, VerdiCl Was given for the King againft 
him foraoy /. and-10/. coftsof Suits, in Trinity Term, 
kfCir,!L ' 

I'--* * The 
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The Motto of Ring Charles II. Was let with Din- 
mood* upon Bine Velvet, and the Borden wrought 
with fine' Gold Wire $ the Diamonds which framed 
the Letters of the Motto, were Role Diamonds, much 
of a Sixe or Proportion 5 but thole which framed the 
8tops,Table-Dianalonds $ the Total which let each Let- 
ter, compos’d the Stops, Hot Holes, and adorn'd the 
BocUe$ the Table was Two Hundred and Fifty; the 
Hinge of theBuckle was pure Gold, and on it the So- 
vereign's Picture to the Breaft, curioufly cut in Flat- 
flitch, frown’d with a Laurel and the military Gash 
of the firft Roman Emperors ; the Table ot Pendant 
was Gold, and on the back- fide thereof engrav’d St. 
Gemre on Horfe-back encountring the Dragon. 

iSiis noble Enfign, the Garter, was at the Erection 
of die Order appointed to b^wore on the left Leg, a 
little beneath the Knee, which Ufage ftill prefides s 
And the placingit thus, on the Sepulchral Portraitures 
of Knights-Companions, was an early Cuftom; for on 
the Alabafter Monument of Sir William Fitz-uarin, who 
was interr’d in the North-fide of the Chancel at Warn- 
gage in Cam. Berks, 35 Edw. IIL he lies there with his 
Surcoat of Arms upon his Breaft, and the Reprefenta- 
«ion of a Garter (but without Motto) carv’d upon his 
left Leg. In the lame Pofture lies Sir Richard Petes- 
bridge, defied a Knight-Companion, temf. Edw. IIL 
and is portraified on his Monument in the South-fide 
of the Cathedral of Hereford, below the Pulpit, and en- 
compafs’d with a Rail of Iron-Spikes. 

Tit* next Monument whereon the Garter was de- 
pified, was that erefied for Sir Simon Barley, ( beheaded 
A. D. 1388.) and rear’d in the North-Wall near the 
Choir of St. PatsPs, London. Thence-fbrward the Pra- 
fiHce became more frequent, and then the Motto began 
to be cut thereon ; inlbmuch that it is now the con- 
Rant and juft Pra&ice to do it, whenfocver the Knights- 
Companions are exhibited in Effigies. 

And altho’ this Enfign was firft defign’d in Orna- 
ment to the left Leg, yet it was not confin’d fo Hblely 
thereto, but was anciently us’d to incircle the Efqit- 
cheon of St Georg's Arms, worn by the Sovereign otxj 
Knights-Companions on their Mantles, who within a 

final] 
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ftnall Ipace after us’d it to furround their own proper 
Coat of Arms, which their Snccefiors have retain'd a* 
their peculiar Privilege, permitting it to none but to 
their principal Officer, the Prelate of the Order. 

The firft Example that occurs, is the befbre-menti- 
on’d of Sir Francis Burley, where, on the Front, to- 
wards the Head, is his own Arms empaling his firft 
.Wife’s, fet within a Garter, (wanting the lmprefe 5 ) 
but another hating the feme Empalement, ( plac'd be- 
low the Feet ) is furrounded with a Collar of S S. of 
the fame Form with that about his Neck. 

The Monument alfo of Joan, Wife of Ralph Nm4 
Earl of Wejbnortland, on the South-fide of the Choir, 
in the Cathedral of Lincoln, boirs the Arms of Nevif, 
empaling thofe of Joan, his Wife, ( who dy’d A. Zfc 
1410.) Incircled within a Garter, and fix’d on this 
Lady’s Monument, Daughter to John of Gaunt, Duke of 
Lancafter, is there fuch a Collar of SSL placed about 4 
Square * but the Paint being feded, was tender’d un-' 
intelligible. 

Another antique Inftance is that Efcutcheon, Sable, 
Three Oftrich Feathers Argent, furrounded wi A the Gar- 
ter, affix'd in the Glafe-Windows of Green-wich-ChureM 
ui Kent, by Humfrey, Duke of Glocefler, and fupported 
with a Greyhound and an Antelope. It is reported, 
thefe Three Feathers were the Enfign of King Hemy IV/ 
which were confcrr’d by John of Gaunt, his Father, 
who bore them for his Device, and placed in a Field 
Sab^, as here, but the Pens were powder’d with Emin, 
for a difference from the Black Prince’s Feather, which 
were Argent, as the King’s Pen was Or, and the Duke 
of Somerfet’s Compony Argent and Axure. 

The Arms of Sir Lewis Boheffart , Lord Bourckier , 
Knight-Companion, temp. Hen. V. we find encompafe’d 
with a Garter on each fide his Monument, in Wejlmin - 1 
Jlcr- Abbey, 

At the Interment of Bichard Duke of York., Father ■ 
to King Edw. IV. at every Corner of the Majefty-Ef- 
cutcbeon (fet over the Image of the Defend) was an 
Efeutcheon of the Arms of France and England quarterly, 
and Four Angels Gold, holding the ferae within a Garter.* 
And fo fpme of the Funeral Efcutcheon* of John Vi- 
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{count ?Frilv(whody’d 14 Hen. VIJ.) were lurramdcd 
With th e Garter, *s others bearing hjts. Lady’® Arm?. , i 
i.i ATitbe- Jitfernpient of Xbomos Duse pf Norfolk, in Thet* 
ford- Abbey* Xwb® dy’d \ 6 * Hey. VI {L.) there was projr 
•vided: a Shield pf. his Arms tyithin a . Garter, and a 
Gorpnet affix’d Aver it j a Target alXb of the Arms of 
Bt*rge,.E*ri of Skrewtlmry, withm a Garter, was bora 
fthUFunurai, A<*no 33 Hen. VIU, , , 

It was the Cullom, ( begun; about the Reign of 
Htn, YU) .when the Obfeouies of any Foreign Prince 
were celebrated in England, to paint an Efcutcheon of 
fitch Prince’s Arms, within the Collar of the Order, 
yrhet'eof he, was, Sovereign or a Fellow-Companion f 
ys thofe of the French King, Marks VIU. celebrated at 
St Pant's, Lo*4*% .had Etcutcheo'ns of the Arms of 
France, within the Collar of jtbeQrdf r of St kbchaet, 
$t each End of the Hearle and when the Obfequiea 
•f John Kiag of Portugal were fuletuniz’d at St. S aul's, 
there was, among others, one largej Elcutchcon of his 
Arms within the Collar of the Golden Fleece. The Fu- 
vAdbsf Rites of the Emperor darks V. being perform’d 
in Wijiminfier- Abbey, zz and 15 Dec. 1558. there were 
Ten great Escutcheons compar’d with Garten, to Iheuj 
he was a Fallow of this Order : And.upon the fame 
AccouAt, where Princes #erc Sovereigns of one, and 
Companions of another Order, .then: Hearfes were 
hung with Escutcheons of their Arms, fucrounded with 
the Collars or principal Badges of both thole Orders j 
as at the Interment of Francis I. the French King, cele- 
brated at St. Paul's, London, x Ed*>. VI. the Efcotcheona 
were the Arms pf France , encompass’d within the Gar-, 
ter of St. George, and Collar of $t .Michael, At the Ob-; 
fequies of Hen. II. of France , Anno 1 EH-. at St. Panto 
alio, there were fotne Elcutcheons of his Arms, incir- 
ded both with the Garter and Collar of the Golden 
Fleece, having been a Knight-Companion of both thele 
Orders : Under the Toyfts was tf Majefty Efcutcheon of 
Black Tafia ty of .this King’s Anas, within a Garten 
crown’d with- an Imperial Crown, and in feveral Placet 
of the Hearle were {alien'd other Efcutcheons of his 
Arms within this principal Enfignof the Gaiter. 


King 
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King Hen. Vltl. was the firft that introduc’d into hi* 
Great Seal the Efchutcheon of his Arms incircled with- 
in a Garter, as may be feen placed on either fide his 
Portraiture fitting on his Royal Throne ; fince him, 
all fucceeding Sovereigns have bom their Arms after 
that Manner, not only in their great and Privy-Seals, 
but in thofe other appertaining to their Courts of Ju- 
Rice, and generally in all Matters where their Arms 
were vifible (except Coins) $ in Imitation of whom, 
the Knight-Companions have done the like. 

But there were An. 11 Car. 1. certain Half Crowns 
Ramp’d in the Weft of England, containing the Sove- 
reigns Arms, fo encompafled, regally crowned and 
fupportrd $ and this was the firft Money whereon the 
Royal Garter appeared. After him King Charles IL 
having an Eye to the Advancement of the Honour of 
this Order,caufed the Eradicated Crols of St Georges n- 
compa&’d about with the Royal Garter to be pubuckly 
Ramp’d in the Center of his Silver Coin, ftruck upon 
the Recoinage ofit. Anno 14. Car. 1. 

There were other Medals heretofore ftamp’d upon 
ieveral Occafions, wherein the Garter was dcfignedly 
expreft’d, and enclofing Shields of their Arms , as that 
in the Year i<fi9. Frederic^ Prince Palatine of the Rhine, 
was crowned King of Bohemia y and Robert Cecil Earl of 
Salisbury created Lord Treafurer, both Knights Compa- 
nions of this Noble Order : Moreover, Gold Rings 
have been caft into the Figures of Garters ; the Ground 
on the outfide enamell’d with a deep Blue, through 
which the golden Letters of the Motto appearing, let 
them ofF with an admirable Beauty. And it feems fuch 
Rings were in vogue fince the Preface to the black 
Book of the Order makes mention of wearing the Garter 
on the Leg and Shoulder, and fometimes likewife fub- 
oins the Thumb, interdum Pollice gejlare $ by which we 
may naturally conjefhire, that Gold Rings were formed 
into the Fafhion of Garters, and beftowed by fbme new 
inftalled Knights upon their Relations ana Friends to 
wear in Memorial of fo great an Honour conferred up- 
on them. 

Among the Officers belonging to the Order the Pre- 
late is permitted to bear his proper Arms (impaled with 
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thole of his See') within the Garter, and the reft only 
to wear the Badges of their Offices, furrounded with 
die fame to exprefs their peculiar Relation. 

Besides the Manner of bearing Arms, within the Gar- 
ter of this Order, the Garter either in whole or part,hath 
been by Way of Armory,hut without the Motto j as in tji£ 
$eal belonging to the Office of Garter King of Arms, 
where theGarter(enclofing a Crown)is placed on aChie£ 
between a Lyon of England and a Flower de Lys of France . 
And to inftance in Family, we find Argent Three Demy - 
Garters Autre , buckled and garni Iked, Or, granted by 
King Hen. VII. to his Servant Peter Nerborne, and fable a 
Garter, Or, between Three Buckles of the Second, to be 
|)orn by Buckjand or Rowland in Com . Northampton. 

a. The fecond Enfign of the Order is the Mantle 9 
which is the Chief of thofe Vettments which the Sove- 
reign and Knightit-Companions make ufe of upon ail 
folemn Occafions relating to the Order. Tha,t this 
Pattern was derived to us from the ancient Greeks and 
Romans, is not at all to be difputed, fince it fo little va- 
ries in Fafhidn from their Pallium or Toga $ for the Gr - 
f ian Pallium was a fort of long Cloak, which only 
wanted a Collar or Cape, and the Roman Toga as pro- 
per to them, as the Pallium to the Grecians, and the Cuitoai 
as Antique as Romelu* himfelf $ for he is * recited by 
Plutarch to have worn it. The Pallium is more fully 
deferibed to be a kind of upper Robe that covered the 
whole Body, made faft on the right Shoulder with a 
Fibula or (Jlafp. It was ufually worn over the Tunica 
or fhort Coat, whence the Proverb Tunica Pal/io propior , 
and is more particularly obforved to have been a Gar- 
ment fafhioned without Sleeves, that reached 4 °wn to 
the Ancles. 

In deforibing this upper Robe, called the Mantle , 
(the Sovereigns being diftinguifhcd from the Knights- 
Companions, only by a long Train) we /hall firlt fet 
down its various Appellations it is mentioned by in the 
Records of.the Order $ Secondly, the Materials where- 
of it confifts 5 Thirdly, the Colour 5 Fourthly, the 
Quanti ty $ and laft of all the Ornamental Trimmings, 
that nothing be omitted to fatisfy any curious Enquirer. 
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NAME. 

In the Founder’s Statutes it is called Mantellum , and 
in Hen. V. Manteau^ both which we render Mantle. But 
the Exemplar of the Founder’s Statutes entred in the 
Mack Book, and the Statutes of JCing Henri VIII. call 
it Trahea> which Rojinus reckons among the different 
Kinds of Mantles or Gowns . And in 20 Art . of King Heft. 
VUIth's Statutes, it is applied both to the Mantle and 
Snrcoat 5 fometime it is ftiled Chlamyda } fometime 
Stola $ but in other Places more pertinently, Pallium and 
Toga. 

MATERIALS. 

That Mantle prepared for the Founder againft the 
firft Feaft of this Order, appears to be fineWoollen Cloth, 
and it is not improbable this Material was chofen, rather 
than any other richer, to the Intern the Founder might 
give the Preference to our native Commodity, altho* 
there’s permitted in the Statutes of Institution a permit 
fion for the Proxies of Foreign Princes to bring over 
with them Mantles of Silk and Velvet when they came 
to receive poffcflioo of their Principal Stalls, either be- 
caufe other Countries were better flored with fuch 
Commodities than our Englijk Cloth, or that it might 
be more agreeable to reprefent the State and Grandeur 
of Foreign Princes, as accounting Silk or Velvet the 
nobler Keprefentation. 

What Duration the wearing Cloth had, is not di- 
teftly fet down, but the firft time we difeover their 
Mantles to be of Velvet, is about the beginning of the 
Reign of King Hen. VI. which Sort of Silk hath thence 
remained until this Day. About this Period, ’tisob- 
ferved, that the Mantles of Foreign Princes were made 
here of Velvet, for fo was that tranfmitted to the King 
of Portugal , elefted Anno 1 54 6. Concerning the Man- 
tles of thev Knights-Companions, there is no doubt 
but they were of the fame Materials with thofc made 
for the Sovereign, viz. at firft of fine Woollen Cloth, 
and when the Sovereign exchanged it for Velvet, they 
followed his Example $ but we cannot meet with equal 
Satisfaction in this Point, hecaufe the Knights-Compa- 
nions provided this Robe at their own Expence $ sod 
Ma their

their private Accounts herein paffingthro’ fomany Con- 
tingences, were of no great Durability, But their 
Surcoats were of the Sovereigns Donation, and confc- 
quently the Particulars of them remain on Record in 
tne Rolls and Accounts of the great Wardrobe. 

The Colour of thefe Mantles is appointed by the 
Statutes to be Blue, and of this Colour wafc the'Found- 


ers $ by which, as by the Ground-work of the Royal 
Garter, it is not improbable he alluded to the Colour 
of the Field in the French Arms, which a few Years be- 


fore he began to ‘Quarter with thofe of England. But 
the Colour of the Surcoat was changed every Year, as 
will appear by and by. Of the fame Colour were the 
Velvet Mantles, made temp. Hen. VI. who tho* he al- 
tered the Stuff, did not vary the Dye. It is apparent, 
that the blue Colour was retained to King Edvj. IVth’s 
Reign, for when this Sovereign tranfmittcd the Habit 
and Enfigns of the Order to Julian de Medicis, the 
Mantle was of blue Velvet. 


But in King Hen. VNIth’s Statutes there’s no menti- 
on at all of the Colour of this upper Robe, fave only of 
the Mantle, which the Proxy ot a Foreign Prince was 
enjoined to bring with him when he came to afliime the 
Stall of his Principal $ which, tho’ it does not come di- 
reftly up to thePoinr,yet it is to be obferved to be of blue 
Velvet. And it’s hignly probable that the blue Colour 
remained ftill to be uiea $ for within a few Months after 
the compiling the faid Statutes, it’s plain, the Mantle 
fent to James King of Scotland , was of blue Velvet, and 
in the ancient Form of Admonition and Signification ap- 
pointed to be fpoke at the Inveftiture ofForeign Princes, 
and then in Plea it is called the Mantle of celejtial Colour . 
Like wile the Mantle fent to Emanuel Duke of Savoy , 

1 and 2 Ph. and Mar . was of the lame Compofure. 

' In Queen Elizabeth's Reign, upon what Ground 
Hiftory 'is filent, the Colour of Foreign Prince’® 
Mantles was changed from Blue to Purple, for of 
that Colour were the Mantles fent to the French Kings, 
Charles IX. Anno. 6 Eliz. and Hen. III. Ann. 27 Elk. So 
alfo to the Emperor Maximilian 9 Elizabeth, to Fredrick^ II. 
King of Denmark,* An. 24 Eliz. to Joh. Cafmire Count 
Palatine of the Rhine , Anno 21 Eliz. to Chrifiiern IV. 

King 
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King of Denmark An. J. R . IV. Bat that font to Fre - 
dertcl Duke of Pi^irtemberg in the fame Year, was a mix'd 
Co our of Purple and Violet. 

Thus the Purple Colour came in Requeft, and con- 
tinued till about the iz of King Charles I. when he deter- 
mining to reftore the Colour of the Mantle to the pri- 
mitive Inflitution, pave Directions to Mr. Peter Richaut , 
Merchant, to provide himfelf with a Quantity of rich 
blue Velvets from Genoa $ and upon their arrival into 
England fignify’d his Pleafiire by Sir Thomas Rowe the 
Chancellor, Tnat all Knights>Companions fhould pur- 
chafe as much of the (aid Velvet as would fumifh them 
with new Robes againft St. Gforgf’s-Day next enfu- 
ing 5 compliance to whofe Will, all the Knights paid 
Ooedience, at the Rate of Thirty feven Shillings a 
Yard, being the Price the Sovereign paid to Mr. Richaut 
for the Velvet of his own Robes. And the firft EfTay of 
thefe Mantles was to honour the Inftallation of the 
Prince, afterwards King Charles II. 

And becaufe there were many Knights-ele£l to be in- 
flalled after the Reftoration, it was ordained at the 
i Chapter held at Whitehall the 14 th of Jan. Anno 
Car. 2. (called to confider of the Preparations of the 
grand Feaft then at hand), That Direttions fhould be 
given to the Matter of the Wardrobe to negotiate 
Abroad for excellent Velvets ofSkie Colour, and Crim- 
fon, and other Materials agreeable for the Mantles and 
Surcoats,both of the old Knights-Companion$,and thofe 
that were then to be inftalled - y which was accordingly 
efie&ed, and they were tranfmitted in time to accom- 
modate them at the laid Feaft. 

Tho' the juft Number of Ells of Cloth for the Sove- 
reigns Mantle at the firft Inflitution are not fet down* 
yet in the Total for his Mantle, Hood, and Surcoat, 
there was allowed ten Ells of long Cloth. The Mantle 
of King Henry VI. took up one Piece, five Ells and 
three Quarters of blue Velvet $ and thofe fent to Frede, 
rick. II. and Chnjlian IV. Kings of Denmark, 5 and to the 
French King, Henry III. contained each twenty Yards of 
Velvet. 

This we find to be the Allowance for Foreign Princes, 
and are the more full and extenfive, by reafon of their 
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long Train, which being more Scanty in the Mantles 
of Knights-Subjefts, eighteen Yards was fufficient to 
make one of them. The full Length of King Charles II. 
from the Collar behind to the end of the Train, was 
three Yards the Length of the forefide, one Yard and 
three Quarters from the Foot along the bottom to the 
fixing on of the Train, was two Yards, and from thence 
the Length or Compafsof the Train, two Yards. 

The left Shoulder of each of thefe Mantles have 
from the Inftitution been adorned with a large 'fair 
Garter, containing this Motto, Honi foit quimaly penje. 
Thele were diftinguifhed from the lefler Garters, an- 
ciently embroider’d upon the Surcoats and Hoods of 
the Sovereigns and Kmghts-Companions, by the Name 
df Garters Grofs . 

. Within this Garter was the Arms of St. George , viz. 
Argent a Crofs Gules, and was heretofore wrought in Sat- 
tin, with Gold, Silver and Silk $ but in defeending 
Times greater Expence and Magnificence became the 
Fra&ice of the Order, for it was embordered upon 
Velvet with Damask, Gold, and fundry Sorts of Purls, 
Plates, Venice Twifts and Silks, and the Letters of thd 
Motto and Borders of the Garter compofed of fair 
Oriental Pearl. The Garter fix’d upon the Mantle of 
King Charles II. was encircled with large Oriental Pearl, 
fo were the Letters of the Motto and the Crofs within , 
the Garter, the Diameter of which was feven Inches, 
but the Depth from the upper Part to the end of the 
Pendant, ten Inches. 

Temp. Hen. VI. it feems to have been the Mode to 
embellifh the Mantle with three or four Veits drawn 
down the fides, and round the bottom, as it appears 
by the Monument of John Talbot Earl of Shrewsbury in 
the South- wall of the Chancel of IVhitechurch in Com. 
Salop. 

About that Time the Lining of this Robe was white 
Damask, and afterwards white Sattin ; but of later 
Date it was lined with white Tafiaty, which continues 
yet in vogue. 

For exemplary Ornament, the Mantle had fixed to its 
Collar a pair of long Strings, anciently woven of blue 
Silk only (called CbfdonS) Robe-ftrings or Laces) 5 but 
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of later Days, twifted round and made of Venice Gold 
and Silk or the Colour of the Robe, at each end of 
which hung a great Knob or Button, wrought over 
and railed with a rich Caul of Gold, and Taflels there- 
unto of like Silk and Gold. 

Anb at the Collar was ufually fixed an Hook and Eye 
of Gold for its firmer affixing of it to the Shoulders. 

$. 3 . The Third Enfign of the Order is the Surcoat 
or j fortify which altho’ we find no Place for it in the 
Founder’s Statutes, is neverthelels 4s ancient as the Man- 
tle or upper Robe, that is only taken Notice of there, 
for fuch a Vefture King Edward III, th?n made, to- 
gether with his Mantle and a Hood to celebrate the 
firft Feaft of the Order in. 

Its Original it owes 1 6 the Greek/ and Romans 5 a- . 
xnongft whom this Garment had its determinated T*- 
nica 7 and was worn next under the Toga, but amongft 
them was both narrower and Ihorter 5 it was girt dole 
to th^ Body with a Girdle* and fo fitted, that the Hem 
of it reached a little below the Knee, or to the middle 
of the Ham. It was the proper Mode of the Roman Citi- 
zens,and by its trimming were the three Degrees amonjg 
.them known 5 for the Senators Tunicks were embroi- 
dered or purfled oyer with broad puiple Studs, the 
Knights with narrow ones, and the Plebeians plain. 

In fetting forth the Surcoat, which was heretofore 
annually beftowed by the Sovereign or the Knights- 
Companions, and therefore called his Livery , we (hall, 
as in the Description of the Mantle, treat lomewhat of 
the Natne, Materials, Colour, Quantity and Garnilh- 
ingofit. 

As to the Name in the old Rolls of the great Ward- 
robe, iris ftiled Roba> but more properly as the 
Founder’s firft Surcoat is called Tunica, which Name k 
bears in the red Book of the Order. In En%lifi it is ren r 
dred Gown, Khrtle , Surcoat 9 Undercoat and Robe . The 
Appellation of Gown is attributed to Surcoat s of the So- 
vereigns and Foreign Princes, Tethf?. Hen. VI. Edv>. IV. 
and Hen. VII. But fince, and very lately, it hath been 
beftowed alio on theSurcoats of Knights- Companions 3 
and that of Kittle fometimes given to thofe lent to Fo- 
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ifeigQ Princes, as appears by the Books of Warrants in 
the great Wardrobe, bat the reft are Terms of a later 
Date s As the firft Mantles, fo the firft Surcoats were 
compofed of Woollen Cloth, and tho’ the Cloth of the 
Mantles was in fome fpace after changed for Velvet, yet 
the Surcoats continued afterwards to be of Cloth, at 
leaft till after the Office of Chancellor of the Garter 
was erefted by King Edward IV. as is manifeft by the 
Precedent of this Livery in the Sovereigns great Ward- 
robe 5 but in procefs of Time they became Velvet, 
which fort of Silk is yet retained. 

The Colour of this Vefture was anciently changed 
every Year, commonly into Blue, Scarlet, Sanguine in 
Grain, or White. But the Colour of the Mantles re- 
mained the fame as at the Inftitution, until Queen Eli- 
xabeth’s Reign, and then it commenced .Blue : And *tis 
remarkable, that the Surcoats of the Knights-Compani- 
ons, were always of the fame Colour with the Sove- 
reigns. 

The Founder’s firft Surcoat was of the fameCloth and 
Colour with the Mantle, vk. Blue, but in the 94th Year of 
his Reign he altered it to Black, and of the lame Colour 
were thofe he conferred that Year upon thefc following 
Knights-Companions, vk. the Blaclc Prince, the Earls 
of Uljier, Richmond and Salisbury , Edmund of Langfy, Sir 
Richard la Vacli , Sir Hugh Wron/ly* Sir Reginald Cobbans , 
Sir 'Bartholomew Burghejt , the Lord Mohun y Sir Walter 
7s4anney y Sir Nele Loring , Sir Walter Paveley , Sir William 
fin. Warin , Sir Miles Stapleton , the Earls of Stafford^ 
Warwick and Suffolk and Sir Thomas Vghtred : The 
Motive that induced him to pitch upon this fable 
Colour, was conceived to be a itind of Humiliation, 
becaufe the Peftilence began again to fpread its Male- 
volence, which had furioufly raged Eleven Years be- 
fore. ’ The Surcoats which the Sovereign gave the 
Dukes of I^ancajier and Clarence , and Fourteen other 
Knights, Anno 97. Edward ILL were of Cloth, Sanguine 
in Grain. Thofe Twenty four provided for the Fea$ 
of St. George y Anno 7 Richard II. were Violet in Grain, 
whereof one was for the Sovereign, the other Twenty 
three for the Knights-Companions, following John King 
pf Otfilt* and Leonard Puke of Ltncajlor y the Earls of 
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Cambridge , Buckingham) Derby y Kent , Warwick* Stafford , 
Salisbury , Northumberland and Nottingham , the Lords 
Nevily Bajfety and John Holland , Sir Guy Bryony Sir Wil- 
liam Beauchamp, Sir Thomas Percy y Sir Nele Loringy Sir 
John Sulky y Sir Lodowick, Clifford) Sir Simon Burhy y Sir 
Richard Burley y Sir Bryan Stapleton and Sir Soldan de la 
Trane . 

Anno 1 1 Richard II. there were ordered againft St. 
Georg's Feaft Twenty three Surcoats of white Cloth for 
the Sovereign, and Twenty two Knights-Companions 5 
and the 12 and 19 Year of the fame King, the Sove- 
reign beftowed on the fame Perfons Surcoats of long 
blue Cloth, after the Original Model. The Twenty 
two Surcoats made up for the Feaft of St. Georgey Anno 
1 Henry V. were of white Cloth 5 Anno — Henry VI. 
the Sovereigns Gown or Surcoat was of Scarlet, as was 
that fent to the King of Portugal in the 1 3th Year of the 
fame King. Anno — Henry VI. the Sovereign had white 
Cloth 3 and fo were the Surcoats given to Twenty 
Knights-Companions more in the — Year of his Reign. 
Afterwards the beforementioned Four Colours began to 
be difiifed, for the Surcoat prefented to Julian de Medi~ 
city temp . Edward IV. was purple Velvet, and towards 
the latter end of the Reign of King Henry VJII. and 
fince, it is upon Record, the Surcoats of the Sovereign 
and all the Knights-Companions were Crimfon Velvety 
nor did the Colour fuffer a Mutation in the Surcoat, 
tho* King Charles L reftored the Mantle to itsfirftpri- 
mitive Colour, Anno 11 Regnifuu 

There has been fome disproportion in the Quan- 
tity of the Cloth allowed in the Provifion againft one 
and the fame Feaft, for Anno 34 Edward III. the Earls 
of Stafford) Warwick, and Suffolk* as alfo Sir Thomas 
Ughtred had then for each of their Surcoats fix Ells of 
Clothe perhaps the tallnefs of their Stature required it) 
when the other Fifteen Knights were allowed but five 
Ells, being the fame Quantity the Sovereign’s Surcoat 
had contained in it at the fame time. 

The Dukes of Holland and Clarence % Anno 1 Henry V, 
with the Earls of Arundel , were allowed Eight Ells a- 
piece, the Dukes of Bedford) Gloucejier and York* the 
Earls of W*ftmorland and Warwick > the Lords Grey, 
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Thz Hugh and Root, fix Ells, apiece $ the Earls of Dorjetf 
with fix Barons and five Knights Batchelors, but over 
Ells apiece. Afterwards, when the Number of Ells of 
Cloth, Garters and Furrs came to be afeertained for each 
Degree, ail the Knights-Companiorts (even the Prince 
of Wales') were not to exceed five Ells : But fince Vel- 
vet came in Plea, the Allowance for Surcoat and Hood 
bath been eighteen Yards, when the Surcoat reached 
down to the Feet $ but now it being the Fafhion to 
wear it fhorter, the Allowance is (tinted to Ten. The 
Length of King Charles IPs Surcoat was one Yard and 
an half, and of the Sleeve one Yard wanting a Nail. 

The Ornamental Trimmings of thefe Garments are 
next worthy of Note, efjaecially at the Time of Infti- 
tuting this Order, for they were then, and a long time 
after, powdered all over with little Garters, embroi- 
dered with Silk and Gold-Plate, in each of which was 
neatly wrought the Motto, Honi foit, ere. Befides, the 
Buckles and Pendants to thofe fmall Garters, were 
Silver gilt 5 of thefe Garters there were no lefs than 
r6o upon the firft Sutcoat and Hood made for the 
Founder. 

In King Richard IPs Reign, the little Garters that a- 
dottked the Surcoats of the Sovereign, and the other 
Knights were wrought in Embroidery upon blue Tafia- 
rV with Cyprus, and Soldat Gold and Silk of divers 
Colours, and the Letters Gold. And as the Sovereign 
was not limited in the Proportion of Cloth or Velvet 
for his Surcoat, no more w*s he confined to the Num- 
ber of Garters, wherewith to adorn it 5 nor do I find 
that any of the Knights-Companions were, until the 
Precedent of the Livery of the Garter was fettled, for 
Anno 1 Henry V. the Dukes of Holland and Clarence 9 the 
Earl of Arundel \ the Dukes of Bedford and Ghucefier had 
efach of their Surcoats adorned with 120 Garters, but 
the Duke of Vor£ and the reft wore but 100. The 
Settlement hi the Precedent of thb Livery was, in re- 
lation to Degrees of Honour* a greater or lefs Numbe* 
•f Garters : Thus*

, About the Reign of King Henry VL the Sovereigns 
Number of Garters did not much exceed thofe which 
the Founder allowed tohimfelfat the Inftitution^fbrthe 
Surcoat and Hood of the faid King confifted of 173 s 
and the King of Portugal, Anno 1 3 Henry VI. 1 20 Garten. 
But this Drapery of their Robes became at length quite 
oblolete, perhaps when Cloth was altered to Velvet* 
and the plain Surcoat hath to this. Day continued inU& 
Whii-e thefe Surcoats remained ot Cloth, they wej€ 
lined with Bellies of pure Minever Fur, only the 
Sovereigns was purfled with Ermin 5 and of thefe* it 
feems, a like Proportion was at firft dated to all the 
Knights-Companions, viz. 200 Bellies. Yet in the 
Reign of King Richard II. fome Difference began in the 
Allowance to the Knights-Companions, for a Baron* 
and all Degrees upward had 200 Bellies $ but under a Ba- 
ron 120 only. However* Anno 1. Henry V. the Barons 
Were tantamount tp the Knights-Batchelors, for all De- 

S rees above a Baron were allow’d, a Fur of 200 Bellies. 

tat the Barohs and Knights-Batchelors Futs were our 
Iy 120 Bellies. 

Afterwards* by the Precedent of the Gafter,, there 
was another Proportion limited, the Prince, * Duke, 
a Marouis, an Earl, had each of them Five Timber of 

S ure Minever allowed to a Surcoat 3 but the Vifcount* 
aVon, Baronet and Batehelor-Knights but Three 
Timber apiece. In time thefe Furs were difufed, and 
thu Suteoats came to be lined with white Sarcenet, to 
which; temp. Elii. iohx te Taffaty fuccceded, and that 
Bill continues. 

What became of the old Surcoats, fince the Knights- 
Cdmpanions had new ones every Year, the Black Book 
of the Order iuffirtm us, That on the Eve of theFeaft 
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of St. George, the Knights wore to Vefpers, the Sove- 
reigns Livery or Surcoats, ufed by them the preceding 
Year, which after that Night they threw off, (for the 
new Surcoats were worn on the Feaft-Day) j but the 
Epfigns and Ornaments of this Kind we're difpoled of 
to the Ufe of the Colled ge. 

The Hood and Cap comes in the next Place to be 
Ipoken of, which Hood in King, fttay VIIl's Statu- 
tes, and the Black Book of the Order is called Hn- 
merale ; but in the Rolls of the Great Wardrobe, Captt- 
eittm. In the French it is Chaperon , a Word uled in the 
Statute, Anno i. Richard II. C. 7. and alfo retained in 
the Old Englifh Copy of Henry VIII’s Statutes made of 
his Reign, and annexed to this Treatife. They were 
anciently wore for Defence of the Head againft the In- 
clemencies of Weather, but of later Times Caps and 
Hats have fupplied their place. How they fat upon the 
Head, may be obferved m the Portraitures of the firft 
Founders $ as alfo with fome Variety of Fa/hion in foc- 
ceedtng Ages : Yet is not the Hood quite thrown by, 
fince ’tis full kept reclining upon the Back, almott like 
a Pilgrim’s Hat. 

■ This Hood was ordained, and is yet retained as part 
of the Habit of this moft Noble Order. And tho' 


neither it nor the Surcoat is mentioned in the Statutes 
of Inftitution, or in either its Exemplars, nor doth 
King Henry V. lay any Strcfs upon it, yet it is of equal 
Antiquity with the reft, as appears from the Rolls of the 
greatWardrobe,and Henry VlII’s Statutes have made re- 
markable Obfervation of it, for the Mantle, Surcoat, 
Hood,and Collar are called the Habit of theOrder : And 
in the Black Book, Anno 22. Henry VII. at the Inveftiture 
of Philfo King of Cajlile, the Mantle, Kirtle, Hood 
and Collar ire exprefly called Whole Habit. 

It was heretofore, and now is generally made of the 
fame Materials as the Surcoat, and was anciently trim- 
med and fot off with a fnxall Proportion of Garters 
lined with Cloth of a different .Colour, and fuch as 
would beft ftrike the Sight $ but now with Taffaty, as 
is the Lining of the Surcoat. 

As to the Cap,, which was mftituted to focceed the 
Hood j it hath been, and yet is, fafhioned of black 
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Velvet lin’d with Tafia ty 5 but the Figure hath feveral 
Times varied ; for Temp . Henry VIII. it was flat, in 
Queen Elh.abtth'% Reign it was a little raifed in the 
Head $ but in King James's Time they were much more 
high-crown’d. This Cap hath been ufually adorn’d with 
Plumes of White Feathers, and Spriggs, and bound a- 
bout with a Band fet thick with Diamonds - y fo wan 
the Cap for the Inftallation of King Charles 1 L and 
fometimes the Brims have been tack’d up with a large 
and coftly Jewel. 

This Cuftom of wearing Caps and Feathers at the 
Grand Solemnities of the Order, had, for fome Time, 
x about the Beginning of King James I. Reign, been 
omitted, and thereupon, in a Chapter held the 1 3th of 
Aprils Anno 10. JacA . this commendable Cuftom was 
re-eftablifh’d. 

To thefe may be added the Croft of the Order en- 
compaft’d with a Garter, which by the Sovereign was 
ordain’d the 27th of April , 2C*r. I. to be worn upon 
the Left Side of the Cloaks, Coats, and riding Caflbcks 
of the Sovereigns and Knights-Companions, of tht 
Prelate and Chancellor at afl Times, when they were 
not adorn’d with their Robes, and in all Places and 
Aflemblies (but not embellifh’d with Pearls and Stones) 
that the wearing thereof might be a fufficient Indication, 
to the World, of that Height of Honour they arriv’d to 
from the faid moft Noble Order, inftituted for Perfons 
of the greateft Merit and Worth. 

And it was not long after e’er the Glory or Star, as 
it was ufually call’d, naving certain Beams of Silver, 
that fhot out in Form of a Croft, was introduc’d and 
annex’d to it, in Imitation (as thought^ of the J french, 
who after the fame manner wore the chief Eniign of 
the Order of the Holy Ghoft , being the Reprefentation 
of a Dove irradiated with fuch like Beams. 

And whereas fome Painters affirm the Symbol of the 
Holy Ghoft to be thus adorn’d congruous enough,’ vet 
cenfure it improper for a Garter, let them confider that 
King Edw. IV. erefted his White Role with the like 
Glory, whereof both the Stone Work and Wood Work 
of St. George's Chapel in Windfor, manifeftly illuftrajte* 
whole Antiquity makes a Precedent for ft long before 
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the Inftitution of the Order of the Holy Gboft 5 but this 
King aflum’d thisDevice upon appearance of three Suns, 
which fuddenly united together into one immediately, 
before his fuccefsful Viftorv at Mortimer' s-Cr of s y a happy 
J&ra he thought himfelf oblig’d to perpetuate. And tney 
miftake who fuppofe it to be the (carter that is thus 
irradiated, whereas it is fomething elfe more worthy 
of the Glory, for from it, not tne Garter, do the 
Rays ditfufe, viz. the inclos’d Crofs of die Order, cele- 
brated as glorious, fince it darted its bright Beams from 
Heaven, when it appear’d to Confidntine the Great 5 as 
the fame is reprefented on a Silver Medal : On the one 
Side whereof was a Bujl in profile, or fide Face of King 
Charles L and on the Reverie, this Badge of the. Order, 
within a Gaiter, inferib’d, Honi, fkc. a C>ofs irradiated, 
difperfing its Beams in a Rhombular Form of Eight 
Angles, beyondtheOrbit or bounding Lines of the laid 
Garter, having for Circumfcription, Prifci decus Ordmh 
Au 8 um } 1619. 


9 5. Having finifli’d crar Difcourfe concerning the 
Robes of the Order, we ihall fpeak of the Robes and 
&oods aflign’d to the^ Queen, Knights-Contpanions 
Wives, and othergreat Ladies, by the Donation of the 
Sovereigns, fet oft and embelli/hed with Minute Gar- 
ters, and lin’d with Rich Furs, which Robes they were 
adorn’d with during the Solemnity of the Feaft of 
St. George, a Cuftom almoft as ancient as its Inftitution. 
The firft Mention we find recorded of the Feminine 
Habit occurs, Anno 7. R. II. when the Queen, the 
Sovereign’s Mother, the Dutchefs of Lancafler , the 
Countefles of Cambridge* Buckingham, Pembroke, Oxford , 
and Salisbury , the Ladies Phihfpa and Catherine , 
Daughters to the Duke of Lancajter y and die Lady 
Mohun had fuch kind of Robes and Hoods provided 
for them. They were made of Cloth, Violet m Grain, 
like as the Sovereign and Knights-Companions that 
Year, the Robes lin’d with Fur, but the Hoods with 
Scarlet, and both embroidered over with little Garters, 
and the Proportion of Cloth, Furs, and Garters, were 
Rated according to eheir feveral Ranks and Degrees $ 
for the Queen had Eight Ells, and Half an Ell of 
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Scarlet for the Lining of her Hood. The Sovereign’s 
Mother had allow’d her one whole Piece, and a double 
Proportion of Scarlet $ but from the large Quantity it 
is conceiv’d Ihe had Two Robes and Hoods made at this 
time : B elides, the particular Number are but Eleven 
Perfons, and cannot elfe reach the Total of the Robes 
that were made up and expreflv let down to be Twelve. 
The Dutchels of Lanccfter haa the Allowance .of Half 
a Piece, and Half an Ell of Scarlet $ the Countels of 
Cambridge Seven Ells of Qoth and Half an Ell of 
Scarlet, and the reft of theLadies the lame Proportion pf 
Cloth with the Knights-Companions, *. e . each Five 
EUs a-jpiece, and Half an Ell of Scarlet. According to 
their Cloth was alfo their Proportion of Minever $ the 
Queen’s Allowance was Two Furs, each containing 
Three Hundred Bellies of pure Minever 5 the Sove- 
reign’s Mother had twice that Proportion, the Dutchels 
of Lane after, and Countefs of Cambridge had the lame 
Allowance as the Queen 5 bift rite reft of the 
Ladies had only one Fur pf Two Hundred Bellies. 
Befidcs the embroidered Garters to deck out the 
Twenty-four Surcoat* of the Sovereign and Knigjhts- 
Companions, and the Twelve Robes for the Queen, 
and other Ladies, amounted to the Number of 
2900. 

4 lGAjnst the Feafl of St. George , Anho. n. R. II. 
there were prepared Fifteen Robes and Hoods for the 
Q&een and other Ladies, of the lame Livery and fait 
with the Sovereign and Knights-Companions, wu 
Whjte long Cloth, and Blue Qoth for tbe Lining of 
their Hoods, bearing the fame Proportion in all Things 
as the former, Anno 13. Rich. II. the Ladies Robes 
and Hoods were Sanguine Cloth, and the Lining of 
.their Hoods Cloth in Grain. And in the 19th Rich. 0 . 
they werfc Blue Cloth, and long Cloth in Grain for 
ILining their Hoods. In both thefe Years we find the 
Dutchels of Aquitaine had double the Proportion of 
Cloth allow’d her (as had alfo the Dutchels of Yorfy 
viz. Fourteen Ells, (the Queen having then but the 
fprmer Allowance of Eight Ells) and yet her Proportion 
of Lining, both for the Robe and Hood, was no more 
than allow’d the Queen. 
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r JjtJT Anno 1 Hmry V. the fame Quantities of Clothe 
Minevers, and Garters, were the fame to Ladies of all 
Degrees, and that was to each Five Ells of White 
Woollen Cloth, only the Queen-Mother had Eight 
Ells of White Cloth and Eight Ells of Black Cloth, a 
Fee containing Two Hundred Bellies of Minever, and 
an Hundred embroidered Garters, and 1 2 Henry VI. the 
Matter .of the great Wardrobe was commanded to make 
ready the like Livery,' both for Colour of Cloth, 
number of Ells, Bellies of Minever, and Garters, for 
the Countefs of Suffolk^ againft the approaching Feaft 
of St. George. 

A plainer Narrative is made of thefe Liveries, Anno 
"if Eehr. IV. when at the Feaft of St. George at Windefor , 
the Queen, the Lady Elizabeth , the King’s Daughter, 
and Dutchels of Suffolk the King’s Sifter, had for their 
Livery Murrey Gowns embroidered with Garters. 

Besides thefe Robes worn by the Ladies at the Fe- 
ftivals of the Order, there feems to be fome Imitation 
of wearing a Garter alfb on their Left Arms, as the 
fthights did on their Left Leg, as it is obferv’d on the 
Countefs of TankervUe's Monument, where (he is fo 
pourtray’d. 

After a long Difufe of thefe Robes, Anno 14 Car. I. 
there was an endeavour to reftore it 5 for the Deputy 
Chancellor follicited the Sovereign in Chapter, That 
the Ladies of the Knights-Companions might be 
granted the Privilege to wear a Garter of the Order a- 
bout their Arms, and an upper Robe at Feftival Times, 
according to ancient Ufage, upon which Motion the 
Sovereign gave Order that the Queen’s Pleafure 
fhould be known herein, and the Affair left to the 
Ladies particular Requeft, and the Year enfuing, upon 
' the Deputy Chancellor’s Report at another Chapter at 
Windefor y it was then left to a Chapter to be called by 
. the Knights-Companions, to preponderate of every 
Circumftance, how it were fitteft to be effefted for the 
Honour and Luftre of the Order * which was ap- 
pointed to be held at London about AH-hollantide next $ 
But the unhappy War breaking out, this Matter en- 
tirely broke off. 
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f 6 . Theu remains now the Collar and Grom, 
brought in by King Henry VIII. And firft, of Collars in 
general which is an Ornament not of late, but anfcient 
Invention, and the wonderful Confent of moft Nations 
plead for it : Sacred Writ fets down the Collar of Gold 
tor one of the Ornaments PWao/r conferrM upon Jefipb* 
The Images of Ijis and O/iris were reprefented with Inch 
like Collars, in a manner, extending to their Shouldersi 
as Kircher informs us. Their Workmanihip ferns won-* 
derfully curious, being interfeft^ with various Lines* 
and divided with Tablets and precious Stones. The 
Collar was of an illufirious Original among the Ronfans 9 
and gave Denomination to the Family of Terquati, de- 
fended fern L.Manlim f whom the Soldiers fumam’d 


Torquatm^ becaufe he fought with a Champion of the 
Gaulsy Ann o V. C. 39a. and, having foil'd him in fight, 
cut off his Head, and then pluck’d off his Collar, 
bloody as it was, and put it about his own Neck. In 
further Memory of wniqh A&ion were found fcvcral 
Roman Coins referring to L. Tnrquatw, Conful with 
L* Cotta , Anno V. C. 688. And it’s remarkable that 
when one of another Tribe was adopted into this Fa- 
mily, he did alfo aflitme this Badge of Honour, as in 
the Coin of D. Junim Si !anm> tho’ the Fafhion of the 
Work fomewhat differ’d from the former. 

In priftine Times none but Kings and Princes wore 
Collars, and therefore their Ufe feems of Dignity and 
Power, as is evident from Daniel % where the Ajjyrian 
Kings ufed this Ornament. Afterwards Men famous for 
Wiklom and Council, had them as a diftinguifhing 
Badge, as in the Example of Jofefh, and from the Pro- 
clamation of Beljbaxxar King of Babylon , who propofed 
it at a Premium to him that could interpret the Hand- 
Writing upon the WalL And Men famous for Milita- 
ry Achievements had it conferr’d upon them, in Re 4 
compence of their Merits $ thus Collars were of the 
Number of the Dona cr Pramia Mlitaria among the the 
Romm**, and the Honour of receiving them thought wor- 
thy to be confign’d to Pofterity in marble Infcriptions* 
From them the later Erhperors receiv’d it, and we read 
of invefting a Knight of the Holy Sepalchrt with a 
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Collar at his Creation } where, as foon as the Ceremony 
of his Ordination is over, the Padre Guardian Kifiesthe 
new Made Knight, and puts about his Neck (according 
to the mode of the Ancients) a Golden Collar, with a 
Crcds hanging at it. 

■ Most aptly therefore have the Sovereigns of Military 
Orders -aamex’d this Ornament of the Collar fo their 
Habit, and conftrr’d it on the Fellows and Companions, 
many of whom have morkorioufly deferv*d k tor their 
great Wiidom and valorous Exploits, and for this rea- 
lon it was inftituted m additional Glory to the Enfigne 
of the Gaiter, compos’d in a peculiar manner, in Rela- 
tion to the Name and Title $ to the wearing of which 
the Sovereign oblig’d both himfelf and Knights- Com- 
panions, and his and their Succeflors. 

This Collar was ordain’d to be of Gold Thirty 
Ounces Troy weight, but not to exceed it j howbeit that 
Collar fent to Gujimus Adolphus, King of Sued* 
weigh’d Thirty-four Ounces and a Quarter, and that of 
King Ch. tries I. 3 5 Ounces and an Half j which, after 
his Sufiermgs, fell into the Hands of Thomss Harrtfon^ 
one of OUte^s Major-Generals, and Was by him deli- 
vered to the Truftees for Sale of the King’s Goods : 
They, 1 649. fent it to the Mint, with divers of the 
Reg alia, to fet the Stamp on work for the firft Gold 
that the upftart Common-wealth coin’d. 

It was appointed by King Henry VUI’s Statutes, that 
this Collar fhould be compos’d of Pieces of Gold 
in Fafhion of Garters, the- Ground enamelled Hue, 
and the Letters of the Motto Gold $ in the midft of 
each Garter, Two Roles plac’d, the mnermoft enamel- 
led Red, and the outermoft White, cant rarity in the 
next Garter, the incur rm oft Role enamelled White, 
and the outermoft Red, and lb alternately $ but of 
later Times theft Roles are wholly Red. 

T he Number of theft Garters are Co many as be the 
ordain’d Number of the Sovereign and Knights- Com- 
panions $ at the Inllitution they were Twenty-fix, be- 
ing fatten’d together with as many Knots of Gold, and 
this Mode hitherto has continu'd invariable * not 
Ought the Collar to be adorn’d or enrich’d with pte- 
rions Stones, (as the Getty? tuny be) fuck b ring prohi- 
bited by the Law of the Order. At 
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Ay the Middle of the Collar before pendant, at the 
Table of one of the Garters in the Collar is to be fix’d 
the linage of St. George arm’d fitting on Horfehack, who 
haring thrown the Dragon on his Back encounters him 
with a Tilting-Spear. This Jewel is not encbmpaft’d 
with a Garter or Row of Diamonds, as in the lefler 
George 3 but in round Relief It is allow’d to be beauti- 
fied and fett off with Diamonds and other Enric hments, 
at the Pleafute of the Knigh t-Oompanion who poflefied 
it, and upoft that Score itnath been frequently adorn’d 
with Variety of coftly Wort, whereon the Diamonds, 
and ocher precious Stones, being fet to that Advantage 
as might, upon its Motion and Agitation, dart forth a 
resplendent Luftre. 

. Before the Eftabliihment of this Article by King 
Henry VIII. it appears that the Knights- Companions 
were inverted with Collars at their Inftalhttions, for 


the Black Book makes mention of a Collar among the 
Eafigns of the Garter, wherewith Philip King of Caftih 
was inverted, Anno 22 Henry VII. but whether a Collar 
ofSS’s, or ofanotber Model, is not fpecifi’d : Neverthe- 
less this Sample is in part clear’d up by an old Memo- 
rial of the Ceremonies, at the Creating Henry Lord 


Aafford Earl of Wiltjhire , 1 Henry VIII. where it is laid 
is' the Annals, that after he was inverted with the Robes 
of hit State and Dignity, the Collar of the Garter was 
put about his Neck at conftituting him a Knight of the 
Order. And to make it more confpicuous in a Vellum 
Book of the Statutes fent to Maximilian the Emperor, 
figa’d 1 jo 8. by the Regifter T. Row thole, and in another 
Of Ederard Stanley Lord Mont eagle, defied arm. (. Hen. VIIL 
the Forty Fir ft Article, enjoins a Collar to be wore 
by each Knight-Companion exprefly called the Collar 
Of the Order, which tho’ it he not in all Relpefts 
cdrtleatient to that preferred by King Henry VUI’a Sta- 
tutes, yet there is not much Variation, and'tis reported 
to be a Gold Collar coupled together by fever M Pieces of Lmhj, 
m Fajh'on of Garters, vAth a Vermilion Ro ft, and the Image 
of St. George hung thereat. The Realon of the Knights* 
Companions wearing it at the Times appointed, the 
Lkcnfe for putting it to mending, the Command not 
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to enrich the Collar, but the Gioge only ; and tinder 1 
Penalty riot to fell, pawn or alienate it upon any Neceffity 
whatfoever, are wholly the fame as was afterwards en- 
joyn’d by Kin v Henry VIII. ' So that he did but only 
aflnex to his body of Statutes a Decree, which for the 
greateft part had been put in praftife before. In the 
nth Hen. VIII. upon Interpretation of the Eleventh 
Article of the Statutes, the Collar is there enumerated 


Vs part of the entire Robes that a Knight-Companion is 
oblig'd to wear, for a more convincing Proof, That 
the Collar of Garters was ufcd before King Henry VIII's 
Reign, the Monument of Sir Giles Danheny plainly De- 
lineates fwho departed 21 Henry VII.) in JVeJimmJler - 
Abbey y where his rortraifture in the Robes of the Or- 
der is adorned with fuch a Collar as King Henry VliPt 
Statutes do afterwards defcribe. 

As the Garter fent to Gnjlaxm Adolf bus King of Svedtn f 
To the great George (pendant at his Collar weighing 
Seven Ounc/s) was let with large and refplendcnt Dia* 
monds, to the Number of Eighty-Four. 

In what Regard this Noble Enfign of Honour the 
Collar, hath been with the Sovereigns and Knights- 
Companions, not only of the Order or the Garter , but 
other Military Orders, may be colle&ed from the 
Pifturcs of foine of them, as well as from their Seals, 
Coins, and Medals, for in thefe they have been pleafed 
to exhibit their Effigies and Efcutcheons of Arms 3 arid 
omitting Foreign Examples, the Collars, both of the 
Garur and Th*Jllt y were exprefs'd in the Coronation Me- 
dal of King Charles I. in Scotlandy 1*3$. tho' in that of 
his Coronatioh at 1 VeJlminJler % and afterwards in that of 
King Charles II. 1**1. the Collar of the Order of the 
Garter are only put over their Royal Robes. 

These Ornaments of the Collars, have been affix'd 
fometimes encircling the Shields of their Arms 3 and in 
a S^al of Charles the Bold Duke of Burgundy^ Sovereign 
of the Order of the Golden Fleece y plac'd to an Inftru- 
ment dated, 1470. it is worthy of Remark, that 
Collar adorns the Neck of the Lyon of Flanders 5 but 
the Sovereigns of the Garter ufually encompafs'd their 
Arms, not within the Collar of the Order, but the 
Royal Garter, that being its principal Enfign 5 and 
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(bmetimes, having no Shield of Arms,, the void Space 
within the Gaiter, exhibits their Arms. 

• Observable is the Seal of Charles Count Palatine of 
the Rhine, wherein is a Shield quarterly of the Palatinate 
and Ifoiuna, obfcuring the Lyon Guardant its Supporter, 
his Four SS’s only appearing quadrangularly, and his 
Head a top enfign’d with an Eleftoral Crown $ this 
Shield is encircled both within the Garter and Collar of 


the Order, and is the firft Example wherein both thefe 
Enfigns are jointly together. It is very frequent to ex- 
prefs the Collars of different Orders together i Thus 1 
nave feen the Arms of Robert Dudley Earl of Leicejier , 
entour’d within the Garter, and a dollar of the Order 


of St. Michael, having been Knight of thefe Orders, 
and the Funeral Atchievement of the late James Hamil- 
ton Douglas Duke of Hamilton, had the Garter and a Collar 
of the Thiftle about it. And in a Plate under the Effi- 
gies of the Duke of Afpernons , a Shield of his Arms 
quarter'd, is encompafe’d with the chiefeft Enfigns of 
thole Three Orders, whereof he was a Brother and 
Companion, viz. with the Garter and the Collars of 
St. Michael and the Holy Gkoft. And the older the Order 
is in the Roll of Antiquity, whofe chief Enfign is there 
reprelented, the nearer ought it to be plac’d to the 
Elcutcheon of Arms, being the more Honourable Poft. 
A Miftake was committed in the marlhalling thefe Coir 
lars, when the Duke of Chevereux affixed it over his Stall 
atZfW/ir, the Collars of St. Mithael, and the Ho'y Ghofl 
are plac’d nearer to his Eftqtcheon thsm that pf the 
Garter. 


f 8. And whereas we have fpoke qf another kind of 
Collar, call’d a Collar of SS’s, worn as Badges of lower 
and inferior Honour, it will not be amifs to inform our 
Judgment in other Affairs concerning them. Wicelim 
informs us from a Book in the Library of Fulda, where 
(in the Life of the Two Brothers Simplicius and Faujhnm, 
both Senators, and fufler’d Martyrdom under Dbclejjan) 
there is a Defeription of the Society of St. Simplicius * 
confiding of Noble Perfonaget in their own Families, 
and deferibing the Collar wore as the Badge pf it 
|ays, thus s h was the Cujiom of thofe Perfas to vjear about 
* N j f Mr 
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their Ned# Silver CoUaru compos'd of double <SS% which denote 
the Name of Saint Simplicius, between thefe double SS*s. 
The Collar conjtfled of Twelve fmall Plates of Silver, in , 
which were engraven the Twelve Articles of the Qmf, fog*- 
ther with a Jtngk Trefoil : The Image of &. Simplicius 
hung at the Collar f and .from it Seven Plates , reprefenting the 
Sevhn Gifts of the Holy Ghojl. As to the manner ofthesr 
Martyrdom^ they were hound together by the Ned ^ to a Stonc f 
and thrown ever the Bridge into the River Tyber. 

At what Time the Collar of $S *s came into England is 
not fallv determin’d, but it will appear at leaft Three 
Hundred Years fince, and worn as an Ornament for 
Women, as well as Men; for on a Monument in the 
Collegiate Church of Warwick the Figure of Margaret , 
Wife to Sir JVilliam Peito (faid to be. interr’d Temp. 
Edv?. HI.) hath a Collar of SS’f drawn about, and fet 
clofe to her Necfe, which the Sculpture in The Antique* 
ties of Warwickfhire, by mi flake, ' reprtfented like a 
Burn There was alfo a Collar of SS*f about the Neck 
of Sir Simon Burley's Statue m St. PauPs London. 

In the ancient Creation of an Efquire in England, 
part of the Ceremony was the King’s putting about hie 
Neck a Silver Collar of SS’/. And Selden^ in his Titles 
of Honour contemns dot the old Ballad, The Tanner of 
Tamworth, to prove the Creation of Efquires in King 
&hv. TV's Reign, by conferring fuch Collars on them. 
But that the Golden one was the undoubted Badge of 
a Knight, as may be mftanc’d by many undeniable Ex- 
amples, deduc’d from the Monuments of fuch Perfons, 
Temp. Hen. VL Ed. IV. Hen. VII. i&tf.VIII. and fince, and 
fb legally appropriate thereto, that in the Aft 24 H. VIII. 
made for Reformation of Appaid, there is a Proviso 
entred, That Knights, notwithftanding, might pub- 
licklv wear a Gold Collar of Sff*, tho’ fince it is grown 
©bfolete and ufelefs. Favin tells us that our Hm. V. in- 
ftituted an Order furnam’d Knights of the 88V, on the; 
Day of the Martyrs St. Crifpine and Crifyianm 5 which 
tho’ he found nothing of it in our Engfijh Hiftoriana, 
yet from the Chronicle of Juvenal Jes XJrfins , where he 
treats of the Battle of Agjmcenrt , he colle&ed this fol- 
lowing Relation.

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“ The King of EndanA exhorted hi* Men, jmd 
“ commanded, That if any had trefpafs’d figainU »no- 
“ ther, they fhould be reconcil'd ami confeu’d t© the 
Priefts, otherwife no good Sliced* wou’d a cere w 19 
« them in their Attempts. He advis’d them to he

agreed upon thefe Conditions, That thofe of their 
•< Company who were not of gentle Extraction, he 
“ wou’d make fo from the Fountain of Honour, and 
“ give them Warrants, that foe the future they fhoeVd 
“ enjoy the Privileges the Gentlemen of B*gl**d had j 
*< and to the End they might be diftipgtufh’d fro pi a - 
“ there, he granted them leave to wear, a Cellar 
«» powder’d with the Letter S.” 

Among the Variety of Collars of SS’s now in vogue, 
there are foefe following s The Load Mayor of Lookup’s 
Collar is compos’d of Gold, having a Knot (like fnn 
of thofe that tye the Garners together in the great CoL 
lar of the Order) inferred between Two SSr, and they 
again fituated between Two Rofes, vn. a White Rofo 
within a Red, and in the Middle before the Bread is 
a huge Portcullis, whereat hangsa mod rich Jewel fett. 
with large Diamonds. 

. The Collars of the Lords Chief Tufticesof bofofofi 
Benches, and the chief Baton of the Euhtqufr, atP 
(in Memory of the laid Sw SimpJicm, a Senator, and 1 
consequently a Gownman) form’d of the Letter $, and 
a Knot alternately, having a Rofe fetin that part of it. 
which foils out to be in the Middle of their Broads, and 
another on their Backs 4 the Five Flowers of thsfe Roles, 
are conftitutcd of Five large Pearls. 

Those Collars, which appertain to the Kingsand 
Heralds qf Arms, as well as to Serjeants at AnpK ,-ba* 
ting been bedow’d by former Kings, and renew’d to 
them by King Cbaritt JJ. to be wprn upon Days of fo~. 
loom Attendance, ate compos’d .of SS’s link’d tpgrtlws. 
In thcMiddle of foe Bread is a Rofe, at each of whifo'i 
hangs Three final! Drops of Silver $ but fop SS’s in 
foe Collars worn by foe Kings of Anns «ee made 
fpnwvhat larger then the other, and in that pert lying' 
on either Should e r, is a PestenUw taken in between 
foeSS’e, which«cwant«gfrn.foejed, .• , . 
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The general difference of the Collars appropriate to 
the before-named Degrees, is this ; Knights have allow'd 
them Collars of Silver gilt, but Efquires only Silver $ 
and therefore in the Creating of an Herald, in part of 
that Ceremony, he is made an Efquire, by putting on 
him a Collar of SS’s of Silver $ and fo is a Seijeantat 
Arms. 

The Kings of England have fometimes been pictured 
with a Collar of SS’s about their Arms, in like manner 
as the Garter doth furround them, as appears from ah 
Impreffion of King Henry VlIPs Privy Signet $ whereon 
his Royal Arms crown’d are encircled with a Collar of 
SS’s, to the lower End of which are affix’d Two Port- 

cullifles. 

$ 9. We come now to the lefler George of the Order j 
and we do not find that the Effigies of St. George was at 
any time worn by the Sovereign or Knights-Compa- 
nions, before the Bread or under the Arm, as now 
ufed till the 1 3th of Henry VIIL But then that King 
decreed in a Chapter held at Greenwich, the Morrow after 
St. George' t Day, That every Knight fhould wear loofely 
before nis Bread the Image of St. George in a Gold 
Chain, or otherwifo, in a Ribband, the fame to be 
fatten'd within the ennobled Garter, for a manifed 
Didin&ion between the Knights-Companions, and-o- 
thers of the Nobility and Knights, who, according to 
the Mode of thole Times, wore large Gold Chains, 
the ordinary Enfigns of KnighthoodT And thus the 
wearing the Medal or Jewel, ufually call’d- the lefler 
George, to diflinguifh it from the other Work at the 
Collar of the Order, fird receiv'd the Injunction, and 
hath fince been frequently ufed. 

• This George was, for the moft part, pure Gold curi- 
mifly wrought, but divers of them were exquifitely 
graved in Onyx’s and Agats, and with fuch a happy 
Collection of the Stones, that heightned and received 
their Beauty by the Skill of the Artificer, in contriving 
the Figures and Hiftory, the natural Tinfture of the 
Stones have fo fitted them with Colours for Flefh, Hair, 
and every thing elfe, even to Surprize and Admiratibh. 
In this Jewel is St George rtprefented in a Riding - 
1 Pofture 
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Pofturc encoqntring the Dragon with his drawn 
Sword. 

Bt the laft Article of King Henry VIIPs. Statutes, it 
was allowed to be enriched at the Pleafure of the Pof- 
fefibr, (at is the great George) which for the rood Part 
hath beencuriouuy enamel! 'd, and the Garter about it 
fett with Diamonds. And of what weight and bigneft 
thefe lefler George's were, may be gather'd from that 
font to the French King Charles IX. being an Ounce and 
an half and half quarter Weight. The Variety of 
Workmanlhip in thofe Gold Chains whereat this Jewel 

S * was uTually great, according to the Fancy and 
ire of the Perfons for whom they were wrought^ 
But within aihortSpace, wearing the lefler George in 
Silk-Ribbands, as well as Gold-Chains, was promifcui- 
oufly us’d and ad Libitum. (So were the Symbols ofFo- 
reign Orders, as divers Coins and Medals declare.) But 
the Colour of theft Ribbands when they came firu to be 
wore, was black. John Dudley Vilcount Lijle , the Lords 
St. John and Parr, fo ufed them at their Inveftiture, 
55 HmtyyiU, and feveral Pictures of other Knights- 
Com panions about that time confirm the fame. That 
ftaall Chain whereat hung the lefler George tranfmitted 
to Emanuel of Savoy, Arm. i & a Ph. 8 c Mar. was formed 
of twelve Pieces of Gold, in every of which was fctt 
three froall Diamonds, and of twelve other like Pieces, 
wherein were three Rubies and twenty four Pearls. 

It appears by a Letter of Sir Richard St. George, Kt. 
Clarencien*, dated Jnfy ioth, i€iy. that the blue Ribband 
had fome Years before been additional to the Ornament 
of the Order ; and ’tis reported, that Robert Bari of 
Effex observing in France the Jewels of the Order of 
St. Michael ana St. Efprit worn in blue Ribbands, upon 
his return was the principal motive thofo Ribbands 
whereat the George hung, were exchanged into that 
Colour. And in a Picture of Queen EUtabeth , drawn 
towards the Dedenfion of her Reign, her lefler George 
is repreftnted hanging before her Bread in a blue Rib- 
band. And this Colour was more carefled, and grew ii| 
great repute, by reafon it was the Ground of the Gar- 
ter, ana neared the Colour of the Mantle of the Order ; 
So that toward the latter End of the Reign of King

James I. becsjufe.the dye of the Ribband had not bpcp 
. peculiarly exprefs’d in any Statute, and the' blue and 
azure accuftomed for fomc Years pail, it was de- 
creed, That for the future it ihould be always of blue, 
and no other ; nor in time of Mourning it ielfj ihould 
be changed. 

The Manner of wearing this Ribband in time of 
Peace, was of later Times pendant about the Neck, 
down to the Middle of the Bread, where the i f Per 
George hung ; but fince, for the more Conveniency of 
Riding or A&ion, the fame is iptead over the left 
Shoulder, and brought under the right Atm where the 
Jewel hangs. , 

Bor where the Pi&ures of the Sovereign and Knights? 
Companions are drawn in Armour, there even to this 
Day the George is reprefented as fix’d to a Gold 
inftead of a blue Ribband, and worn about the Neck, 
not brought under the right Arm, as exhibited on the 
three Pound Pieces of Gold damped at Oxford by King 
Charles L 1^43. and a Medal of Charles Count Palatine 
of the thine, dated * <*4J.

It is. worthy of Remark, that befides the So vereign 
of the moft Noble Order of the Carter, other Princes of 
Chriftendom have afliimed the bearing St. George en- 
cowntting the Ptagpn in like Pofturc, tho’ not fo an- 
ciently, nor upon the fame Grounds and Foundation as 
they $ probably having rle&ed him Patron, and Guar- 
dian oi their Ceuataiesor families j inch as theEav 
peroCs ofKaJTa, the Pukes of Mantua and the Counts 
Mansfield in Germany as their Seals and Coins plainly 
denaonftnube. 

, l»r the Great Seal q£ B&ict Rodonaielffi, -Emperoux ojf 
Xnffia affined to his Letter fent to Queen EltzabetL dated 
at Mofco , June , i ath, idox, was a double Headed 
Eagle diffi laid, having etch Head crqwoqd, and. bear- 
ing an Efchutcheon with the Representation of St. 
George upon its Bread. There is another of this Empe- 
X bar’s Great Seals, fined to his Letter, dated May 51ft. 
If 44- which he oHafrnjt tp Queen Elizabeth. On one 
fide is the above-laid Eagle, having on his Breaft an

' The Count* of Mansfield bare frequently ftamp’d it 
on their Coin. On one fide is St; George encountring 
the Dragon with his Sword, with this Circumfcriprion, 
Sanft. Geo. Co. do. de Man. on the reverfe, his Arms cir- 
cumfcribed, Mon. de Arc. Co. do.de Man. Of thofe of the 
Pukes of Mantua, we may fee one of Vincenttm Duke of 
Mantua and Montfirat , a Knight of the Order of the 
Golden Fleece, wherein is his Effigies to the Breaft, 
yinc. D. G. Dux MANT. IIL MONTFERU. on the Reverfe 
St. George and the Dragon, Motto, ProteSor noftra afptc.

§ io. When the Habit or part of it ought to be worn it the 
next thing one Jhall Jpcalt of. 

The more folemn Days and Occafions which require 
a fuller conformity, and the wearing the whole Habit, 
/. e. the Gutter, Mantle, Surcoat, Hood, Collar, Great 
George, and Cap, arc firft, The High Feftival of the 
Order, commonly called St. Georgia Feaft, whether it 
be folemniaed on the aad, 23d or 24th of April, annually, 
or any other Days within the Year by Prorogation, as is 
apparent by all the Bodies of the Statutes. 

For, Firft it is ordained, That the Knights-Comj>a- 
nions fhould be Arrayed in the whole Habit on the Eve 
of St. George, before the Sovereign proceeded to the 
Chapter to hear Divine Service, and being fb Robed, 
fhould attend on the Sovereign to the Chapter-Houfe, 
thence to the Chapel, and return with him back in 
the fame manner, until after Supper, as well thofe that 
minded to Sup, as thofe that fhould not Sup $ nor 
might they difrobe, until the Sovereign or his Deputy 
had put ofr his, or declar'd it feafonable for his or their 
doing fb. 

By the fame Statute they were enjoined to wear the 
whole Habit on the Feaft of St. George , both at their 
Progreffion id the Morning to the Chapter-Houfe or 
Chapel, at their return to Dinner from thence to the 
Second Vefpers, and back to Supper, as alfo till Supper 
was over, and until the Sovereign or his Lieutenant took 
leave of the reft of the Knights-Companions. 

Secondly, 
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Secondly, It is manifeft from King Htmy VIII’* Sta- 
tutes, lust the Eve, the Day of St. George, and Mor- 
row following, were to be obferved with folenui Ser- 
vice, and holding of Chapters wherelbever the Sore- 
reign was refident ; tho* the Grand Feafl were Prorogued 
to a longer Duration * and. when by reafon of fuch Pro- 
rogation, they fhould convene m any Place befides 
WittJfor to attend the Sovereign for the Solemnization 
of St. George's Day, they then muft Adorn themfelves. 
with the whole Habit from beginning of the firft Vef- ■ 
pen, until the laft Evening Service of the lame Day. 

Thirdly, On fuch other Days of the Year whereon the 
Gvand Feafl is held by Prorogation, and during fuch 
Part of the Eve and Day of the Feafl, as is before ap- 
pointed when it is held on its proper Day. 

Fourthly, By abfent Knights, whenfoever the Grand 
Feafl of St. George fhould be celebrated, and wherefo- 
ever they fhould happen at that time to refide, (if at 
Liberty, and not under reftraint) to keep it in like 
manner as if then prefent with the Sovereign, or his 
Deputy in the Place where he fhould Celebrate the 
Feafl. The time of wearing the whole Habit in this 
Point extends but to the End of the lecond Vefpers, as 
in the lecond Inftance above. v 


j fifthly, The Knights-Companions are to wear the 
entire Habit at the Feafts of Inftallation when they 
affift at that Ceremony 5 where, if it commence in the 
Evening, they are not to difrobe themfelves till alter 
Supper j and being the next Morning habited as be- 
fore, then to proceed to the Chapter-Houfe or Cha- 
pel, and not to devefl themfelves till Dinner is ended. 

The lefs folemn Occafions are thofe, which require 
the wearing the Mantle or Collar of the Order only. 

And they are firft, upon the Morrow after the Grand 
Feafl-Day, when the Sovereign and Knights-Companions 
proceed to the Chapel, and make their Offering } then it 
fufficeth, that they barely put on the Mantle, which. 
Service being Finilhed, they were wont to leave it at the 
Chapter-Houfe-Door as they retired out of the ChapeL 
Secondly, As often as Chapters are called, and in what 
Place foevgr aflembled, either for Elections, or other 
Caufos, as it fhall pleafe the Sovereign to nominate : 

And 
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And as oftenas k is requifite for ths SowrrtigBv orfny 
of the Kfrights-Companioas to enter into die Chapel -of 
St. George at Wmdfor s and in refereno* hereunto, ts the 
Article 15 E. ?. was that their Markka A-mM remain in 
the Veftry at Wmdfisr, that upon auto harden emergency 
they might be in readwefs : for in the inventory of the 
Chapel taken 8 R> 1. we -find rettoaining at that 
time in the Veftry, a Mantte apperuinfing to the. Sore, 
rtign, another to John Duke of Britain, a third to. John 
Holland Earl of Huntington, another to 'Edmund Langley 
Earl of Cambridge, and one to Thomas Holland, Earl of 
Kent, all of them then futvivmg : And by a Decree pa(f 
at the Grand Feail' 1 H. 6. the Mamie of the young 
Sovereign was appointed to he left a n: Wmdfor, as the 
Statutes required ; and this Arikh was confirmed by 
King Henry VFH. by Virtae wheteftf the Mantles of the 
Etnpcror Charles V. and Anna Duke of Montmorency, Weld 
left in the Cuftody of the Dean and Canons of Wmdfur* 
And heretofore in the Bill of drawing ifp Matters necefi 
fary for the Inftallation of a Knight-Companion, there 
were afuilly two Mantles fet down ; One exprefiedto 
be left in the College, and the other for all other Ofco^ 
Sons that might intervene. 

These Mantles thus ordered to be repoled in the 
College npon emergent OccafioitS, were anciently com- 
mitted to the Cuftody of the Black-Rod, as granted by 
Letters Patent with the Office 1 H. 5. And after the 
Death of the Owners, devolved to the Dean and Canons 
of Wmdfor, either for the poMick Ufe of the Knights- 
Companions when they Cafttally came to Wind for, or 
clfe fold fomerihrnes to the Heirs «f the Dcce afe d, or 
others who fueceeded in the Older, a* thafof Charles V. 
was to the Earl of Bedford, and that of the Conftabir of 
Prance lent to the Earl of Warvwij Ann. 7 B'nu which 
appears from the Accounts of the Chanter of she 
College, temp. H. 4. H. y W. %. Efts, andtyne. 1. who 
iit all times anfwered the full Benefit thereof Bo the 
College, as being a certain Pewfuiflte to the Dean and 
Canons, which they accordingly had and enjoyed. 

Ant» yet we find forne of the College made over- 
bold with the Rohe of Sigifmnd the Emperour, and fbbt 
if while he farvi v’d. But the Arcbbifhop of Vwttr who. 


as 
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as Chancellor of England, vifited the College, 1 4.3 r. 
Secured die Money from being diftributed among 
thofe that fold it, arid referved the Dividend to the 
Dean and Chapter that fhould chance to be living at 
Hut Emperourt Expiration } and commanded for the 
Future under Fain of Excommunication, That no Dean 
«nd Canon fhould imbezil or aliene any Knights-Com- 
panion's Mantle while he was alive, but the lame fhould 
De decently and faithfully kept and preferred. But we 
are informed, that this Statute Was altered, .Ann. 9 £/«. 
and one drawn up to this effort, That the Knights-Com- 
pan'torts Jbould he hound hy Oath to ta\t care hy their Wills , 
that after their Deeeafe , all the Ornaments -which they had 
received Jbtmld he reftored, 'the Rohes to the College, and the 
jewels to the Sovereign that gave them. 

In the laft Place, the Times of wearing the Collar of 
die Order, with the Great George appendant, which ia 
not only enjoined to be worn (as part of the Habit) at 
the grand Feafts and Feafts of InftaDation, but alio at 
other times when not any of tbe reft of the Habit ia 
ordered (laving the Garter) is to be worn, as in foe- 
cial, at the principal and folemn Feqfis of the Year , anao- 
ther Feaft-Days : To which a particular Order in Chap- 
ter, Ann. 4 Elk. thus directs,

within the twelve Days. St Bartholomew. 

St. Matthias Day. St. Matthew.. 

Holydays in £»y?er-Week. St Luke.

Besides thefe, the Sovereigns and Knights-Compa- 
nkms have been accuftomed to wear this Eufign upon 
the Anniverlary of the Sovereign's Coronation, of the 
Gun- Powder Troafon, and, of later Times, on the Sove- 
reign’s Birth-day : So formerly upon lome occafional 
Ceremonies not relative to the Order ; as when a Knight- 
Companion hath been created into Titles of Dignity and 
Honour, he had the Collar of the Garter added to his 

In- 
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Invettiture, %s appears in the Cafe of Henry Stafford^ ere* 
ated Earl of }Viltfore % jinn . i Hen. 8 . And at a Chapter 
held May 2 2d. 1*22. That fiich Knights-Compaiuons as 
fhould afterwards affift at the Funeral of any Knight* 
Companion, fhould wear the Collar apert at the faid 
Funeral.*' And it was fo obierued by the Dukes of Or- 
i mnd and Richmond the Earls of lAanchefier and Sandwich^ 
at the Obfeduies of George Monk^ Duke of Albemarle, 

Howbeit, the Cuftom is otherwife as to wearing the 
Garter, the principal Enfign of the Ordet $ for tho* it 
be injoyned to be wore at the grand FeftivaLs, e*c. yet 
it does not imply that it might be left off : For indeed 
it ought daily to be worn both by the Sovereign and 
Knign ts Companions. And therefore was it decreed 
even in its Inttitution, That if any Knight-Companion 
fhould in publick be found without one buckled about 
his Leg, upon Challenge he fhould be mul& a Noble to 
the Dean and College of IVindfor . By King Henry VIII. 
the Fine was raifed a Mark, payable as before to any of 
the five Officers of the Order, or to the Dean 5 befides 
which Fine, the Knight lies liable to a Check. But to 
alleviate the Striflneis, and obviating other Inconveni- 
encies,King Henry V. admitted of a Qualification $ and in 
cafe of rising with Boots, ordained, That it might 
fuffice if the Knight-Companion wore fbme Ribband 
or Silk-Lace to reprefent the Garter $ tho* in this very 
Article there is a Provifo, That no Knight-Companion 
/hould enter into Chapter, without his Garter buckled 
about the Leg. 

In fhort, King Henry VIII. ordained, That the Gold- 
Chain whereat the lefler George ( in that Age) hung, 
fhould be Worn all other days in the Year, except the 
Principal and Solemn Feafts, whereon the great Collar 
was ordained to be worn, and except in time of War, 
Sicknefs, or long Voyage, in any of which Cafes, a Silk- 
Lace or Ribband, with the Image of St. George thereat, 
was fufficient $ and the blue Ribband having fince fuc- 
ceeded in Place of the Cold Chain, the Injun&ion of 
this Statute extends to it in all particulars.

$ i. O N CE R N I N G the Officers appointed for 

I j the fervice of the Ordej^ to give it a greater 
^-7 degree and augmentation of Honour, the 
Founder conftituted a Prelate, Regifier and Ufier, aflig- 
ning them feveral Duties. Some of his Succefljbrs 
added the Chanchellor and Garter , and all of them Sworn 
to be of the Council of the Order 3 among thefe the 
Prelate and Chanchellor are ufually nominated the Prin- 
cipal the other three the jinferiour Officers of the 
Order. 

In this Chapter we /hall give fome account of their 
Inftitution, Oath, Habit, Enfigns, Privileges and Pen- 
fions y for as to the nature of their Offices and their 
Duties, they are for the general, Recorded in the Black 
Book, under the Title Conjhitiones ad Officials Ordinis 
£ Gasrterij ] peculiariter attinentes, & c. Upon the Eftablifh- 
ment. Anno 13. Hen. VIII. 1541. and annex’d to hi* 
Statutes, and more particularly their Duties, will occur 
in feveral places of the enfuing Difcourfe, where they 
properly fall in to be Treated of, as follows 3 

The Prelate is the firft and primier Officer, and in 
the Founders Statutes, call’d h iatus Ordinis 5 and that 
the then Bilhop of JVincheJler y H ilham dc Edyngton was 
the firft Prelate is very obious from thence 3 ne is an 
Officer of Honour only, and hath neither Penfion nor 
,Jees allowed him by tne faid Conftitutions 3 this Office 
is veiled in the Bilhop of ilinchejier , for the time being 3 
and from the Annals of the Order it’s manifeft his Suc- 
ceflors have continued Prelates to this Day, except the 
interruption only of a few Months, Anno 7. Ed. im- 
mediately after the Publi/hing this King’s Statutes 3 
wherein the other Four Officers were conftituted anew* 
to attend the Order, but the Prelate wholly laid by. 

What high reputation this See hath been favour’d 
with, may be collefted from an Aft of Parliament, 31. 
Hen. VIII. concerning the Placing of the Lords in Parlia- 
ment Chamber, and other Aflemblies and Conference* 
of Council* whereby this Bilhop had Place affixed 
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him next to the Bifhop of Durham , who hath place by 
that Aft, next the Arenbifhop of Yor£ 3 tho’ before in re- 
fpeft of the prehemenence ot this noble Order, he had 
precedence and Place granted above all Bi/hops, and next 
unto the Arch-Bi/hops. At that Officers admittance he is 
oblig’d to take an Oath in the prefence of the Soveraigii 
or his Lieutenant, which confifls of thele particulars. 

*• To be prefent in all Chapters , whereunto he is Sum* 
tnonej. 

а. To report all things truly without Favour or Fear . 

3. Totals the Scrutiny faithfully, and prefent it to the 
Sovereign. 

4* To keep fecrety and not difcloje the Councils of the 
Order. 

5. To promote and maintain the Honour of it. 

б . To withfland and reveal what it dejigned to the con - 
trary . 

* This Oath is read in Chapter, by the Regifter of the 
Order, the Gentleman-U/her of the Black-Kod, hold- 
ing the Book, whilft the Prelate Kneels between the 
Sovereign’s Knees.

As the Knights-Companions had their SurcOats be- 
flowed on them, at the Sovereigns charge, and there- 
fore called the Kings Livery, fo had the Officers of 
the Order their Liveries or Robes out of the Sove- 
reign’s Wardrobe, and in particular the Prelate of the 
Order : For in the Rolls of the great Wardrobe, we 
find that William de Edyngton had allow’d him for his 
Robe of the Sovereign’s Livery, againft the Feaft of 
St. George , Anno 37. Ed. III. one Cloth of Sanguine 
grain, and a large quantity of Furs for trimming it up: 
And we find this Robe fo afligned the Prelate to be of 
the fute or colour of the Knights-Companions Sur- 
coats the fame Tear, viz. Sanguine in grain, and that 
be had a great allowance of Furr 3 for his being a Man- 
tle was larger than any of the Knights Surcoats, tho’ they 
ire both call’d by the fame name Roba in the Roll* 
of the Wardrobe, Anno 7. RfcL IL Willmm de Wyckh*** 

their 
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then Prelate had the fame allowance, one Cloth of Vio- 
let in graiii and other Materials. But the Difcrimina- 
tion was i h the Bellies of Minevers, Whofe Number 
tras now much encreafed, and that the fame allowance 
was beftdwed on him in the i ith and 19th Years of the. 
laid King. But in thefe three Inflances the Colour of 
the Goth Was different; and fuitable to the Knights- 
Companions Surcoats, thofe very Years, viz. Violet in 
gnin, White and Blue, and Anno 1 i . Hen. VI. the 
Robe of Henry Beaufort , Cardinal and Prelate was 
White, as then were the Surcoats of the Knights-Com- 
panions, whence it is- evident the Livery formerly 
allowed the Prelate annually varied in Colour, as did 
the Knights-Companions Surcoats. 

In that ancient Precedent of the Liveries of the Gar- 
ter remaining in the great Wardrobe, wherein the 
Surcoats of the Knights-Companions are reduced to a 
Stated proportion in the meafure of the Cloth, number 
of Furs and Garters, modeled out according to their 
ftate degreej, there the Prelate hath the following al- 
lowance for his Lively,

By all which it is manifeft what Materials ant! colour 
the Prelate’s Robe was of at the inftitutiort of the Or- 
der, and for a lone time after, nor do we find any 
Variation until the Reign of King Hen. VOT.‘ and thenj 
this Habit was ordained to be Crimion Velvet, lin’d 
with white Taf&ty, faced with blue, and thereon 
down the opening before upon the bordures, fimdry 
Royal cognizances on the right fide, the Role of Eng- 
land Crowned, on the left fide oppofite one of, King 
Edv. IV’s. Badges, vk. a Role within the Sun Beams' 
Crowned $ and then the aforefaid Badges again vice 
wrfa , with more Damaskings ; On the right fide- the 
Flower de luce of France Crowned, and on the left 
tide Ring, Edie. Ill’s. , peculiar Badge,' vit. The Sun 
Beams i flams out of a. Cloud,' and thole Badges re- 
plated in Utctoatt fixations i trtrj Badge intert- 
fif i polated. 
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pblated with an Area of Embroidered Damadking $ 
Forty of thefe Clouds wrought of Gold, Silver and 
Silk, having in the middle the Saxon Letter E of Gold, 
were provided to him feveral Garments made for that 
Kina 21 j&br.III. and Embellifhed with Stars. As the 
left ohoulder of a Knight Companions Mantle, fo the 
right Shoulder of the Prelates Robe is injoyned to be 
Embroidred with a Scutcheon of St. George's Arms, encom- 
paffed with a Garter, and adorned with Cordons qf 
blue Silk mingled with Gold. After a while the colour 
of this Robe became changed to Murray. The allowance 
of Velvet 1 6 Yards, of white Sarcenet for Lining 12 
Sards, and a Garter for the Shoulder, Embroidred with 
Purls of Damask Gold. But 23 Elia. for the Livery 
of Bi/hop JVatfon then newly admitted, the quan- 
tity of Velvet was encreafed to 18 Yards 3 but the 
Lining and Garter remained as it was, fo alfo the 
Cordon, having Buttons and Taflels of blue Silk, and 
Venice Gold 5 the like Robe in all particulars were 
made for Bifhop Cooper, and Bifhop Biifon, his Succefiars, 
Temp. Elia. 

About 12 Car. I the Prelate and Chancellor Pe- 


tition’d the Sovereign to reflore them their ancient 
Rights and Privileges of Honour, in relation to their 
Eniigns and Robes upon their outward Garments, 
whereupon 13 Car. I. it was Ordered in Chapter, that 
the Knights-Commifftoners (newly Eftablifhed by that 
Chapter) ihould take into their confideration the Robes 
the Prelate and Chancellor were to be invefted with, and 
certify the Sovereign the ancient Colour and Fafhion; but 
nothing was effected untili after the Reftoration, and 
then by Warrant under the Signet of the Order, 
Dated February 19. 13. Car. II. the Prelate had affigned 
him for his Livery of the Order, one Robe of Purple 
Velvet, containing 18 Yards, and 10 Yards of white 
Taftaty for Lining, as alfo the Arms of St. George within 
« Garter, wrought with Letters, and Purls of Damask^ 
Gold and Pearls, having Laces, Buttons and Taflels of 
purple Silk, and Venice Gold $ but what inducements 
the Sovereign had for fo changing the Murray Colour 
for Purple, has not reached our Intelligence. The 
time he is obliged to Wear this Robe, is in exprefs text 
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of the Conflitutions, to be Yearly on the Vigil and Day 
of St. George, wherefoever he is at liberty, whether it 
be in Parliament, or any other folemn Occafion, or 
Fcftival whatfoever. 

The Honours conferred on this Officer, arc, that his 
Foft in all Proceedings and Ceremonies of the Order, 
is on the right Hand of the Chancellor ; that he . 
hath the Privilege of Marfhalling his Arms within 
the ennobled Garter, and accordingly hath it been cufto- 
mary to furround them, impaling his See. He hath 
allotted him convenient Appartments within the Caftle 
of Windfor, in a Towpr situated on the North-fide, 
called Wmchtfier Tower $ and as often as he /hall Arrive 
thither, or to any other Place at the Sovereign’s Com- 
mand, upon the Affairs of the Order, he ought to have alt- 
lowed him of the Court Livery for Himfelt and Retinue, 
according to the Stipends, that Earls refident in Court 
do pofleft, x Car. I. \This Officer (fo well as the Chan- 
cellor) had the Honour allowed him, to Wear upon the 
left Part of his Cloak, Coat, and riding Caflock, at 
all feafons, when he fhould not be Inverted with his 
Robe, and in all Places, and Aflemblies, a Scutcheon of 
the Arms of St. George, but not inriched withPearls and 
Stones. But not long after there was fo me reftraint upon 
this Aft, tho’ I do not find it repealed* 

$ a. The inftitution of the Chancellors Office, his 
Oath, Robe, Badge, and Penfion, next follows to be han- 
dled. At the Erefting this Noble Order, the common 
Seal was ordained to remain in the cuftody of whomfo- 
cver the Sovereign fhould pleafe to lodge it, but exprefly 
to be one ofthe Knights-Companions $ among whom ip 
after times, Sir John R obertjacl^ is Stiled Cujios Sigill't Or - 
Jims, having the cuftody of it by Decree, i . Hen . VI. by a 
Prolepfis of Speech, Styled Chancellor in the Black 
Book. But King Edw , IV. finding it requifite to fix 
the Office of Chancellor of the Garter, in a Perfop 
diftinft from the Knights-Companions, and fiibfervient 
to them, Decreed in a Chapter at )Vefiminifter, 1 6 Regni 
That the Seal of the Order fhould be re£gned to 
Rtcharj Btituhamfr, then Bilhop of Salisbury to keen 

O 3 during 
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during plea fare, and he to be called Chancellor of this 
moft nobfe Order ; not long after by Letters Patent, 
under the Great Seal of E#%lanJ y Dated the ioth of 08. 
j 5. £dw. IV. this King declared, that tho* this Office 
was not expreflfed by the Founder’s Statutes, yet was it 
nevertheleis very ufeful, and therefore for the Advancer 
ment, and good of the Order, he conftituted an Of- 
ficer named Chancellor: And forafmuchas this Office 
was of great Import and Concern, and required an ex- 
pert ana able Perfon, it was His further Pleafure, that 
none but a Bifhop fhoukj Execute it 5 moreover con- 
fidering the Chapel of St. George at Windfor, was Found- 
ed within the Diocefs of Salisbury , and having regard tQ 
khc prudence and diligence of the faid Beauchamp , 
who out of meer love to tho Order, attended daily the 
progrefs of the Work, wherewith the King was then in 
hand for enlarging the Chanel at Windjer $ he did 
therefore Ordain the (aid Bifhop for the Term of his 
Life, Chancellor of the Order, and after his deceafe, 
his Succeflors, Bi/hops of Salisbury , Ihould always have 
and hold the (aid Chancellor-fhip 5 Nevertheiefs, pro^ 
vided that the King’s Conceffion fhould be put in exe- 
cution, by the Advice of the Knights-Companions, 
and without prejudice to the Bifhop of Winchefitr , in 
thofe things which ought by the Statutes of Inftitution 
to belong unto him. 

This Office thus conferred upon Beauchamp perfo- 
nally for Life, and perpetually to his Suoceflors, Bi- 
fhops of Salisbury , by vertue of this Grant continued 
Chancellors, nor doth it appear that any other Perfon 
had been inverted therein, until \Ann . 7. E. VI. that Sir 
William Cecil f then principal Secretary of State, was 
paade Chancel! or. 

For upon Reformation of the Order by that King, his 
Statutes wholly excluded the Ecclefiaftjcks, and ap- 
pointed that the Chancellors-Office fhould be executed 

a Knight qualified, with Honour and Reputation 
to manage a Fort of that Care and Fidelity 5 he there- 
upon appointed Sir William Cecily Chancellor j And 
here .firft entred a fecular Perfon, notwithrtanding 
which in a Charter to the Rifhop of Salisbury , 4 Elk. 
(containing the Charters of Queen A dary t H. VIII. and 
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H. VII. and in another 4. Car. I. the forementioned 
Letters Patents* made to Beauchamp, by King Edw. IV. 
are therein recited totidem verbft, and confirmed as 
a Tacit Refervation of the Right and Title of thofe 
Bifhops, whenfoever the Sovereign fhould have a 
benign and propitious Afpe£t towards that See. The 
firft of thefe Bifhops who concerned himfelf for re- 
covering this high Station to that See, was Bifhop Com*, 
who upon the Death of Sir Edward Dyer , fbmetime 
Chancellor, Petitioned the Sovereign, 6.Jac . I. and pray- 
ed Reftitution thereof to the Church of Salisbury 5 but be** 
fore any dcterminatibn, the two chief Juftices, and chief 
Baron was advifed withal, who were of Opinion, that 
this Office was not compleatly or Efficiently annexed 
to the Bifhoprick of Salisbury by King Edw. IV. But 
Cook in his Inftitutes, reports the point Void, unonthe 
incertainty of the Grant, for that a new Office was 
Ere&edL and not defined what Jurifdif^ion or Authority 
the Officer fhould Exercifej and there's affigned a third 
Reafon, That the Grant was in the Sovereign’s difpofal, 
becaufc the Patent was obtained without Fee $ with 
one or more of thefe Opinions, the Sovereign’s judg- 
ment being fwayed , He forthwith nominated Sir John 
Herbert , one of His privy Council to the Chancellor- 
fhip, and fo this affair remained Silent, until Anno *2. 
Car. I. when John Davenant> Bifhop of Salisbury , upon 
Sir Francis Cranes deceafe, remonftrated to the So- 
vereign his Claim to this Office, whereupon at a Chapter 
held at Windsor, 5th of Dec. that Year, the Sovereign 
propos’d to the Knights-Companions prefent, that tho’ 
he Had made Ele&ion of Sir Thomas Rowe for his 
Chancellor that time, yet underftanding a Claim made 
by the Bifhop of Salisbury , that the Place was annexed 
to that See, lie commanded the Lords-Companions ta 
take the pretence of right into their confidetations 5 to 
which propofition of the King's, they anfwered that 
they thought it not their duty to fearch for the Title of 
any Perfon, but that if the Bifhop did produce his 
Evidence and Proofs, he might prefent it in Chapter to, 
be confidered. 

Upon this Encouragement, the Bifhop prefented a 
Petition which was read in the Chapter at; Wmdfor , 
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the i8thef^r//enfuing, to thisefifeft, That KinjrB/w* 
IV, by Letters Patent, had Erefted this Office of Chan- 
cellor, and did then grant the fame to Richard Beauchamp, 
Bilhopof Salisbury , and his Succeflbrs for ever, in con-, 
federation that, the Chapel of St. George was within 
their Diocels; that thofe Bifhops had enjoyed the fame, , 
according to the Charter, which Charter nad been con- 
firmed under the Great Seal of England, by fome other 
Kings and Queens, and laftly by the King himfelf. But 
that the ufc and exercife of that Office had for many 
Years been difeontinued from them, praying therefore 
an Hearing, and Examination, that the right of the 
faid Church might be preferred and reftored. To the 
fubftance of which it wasobje&ed. 

Ftrjl, That the Great Seals of England did not work 
within, or upon the Statutes and Rules of the Order 
of the Garter. 


Second^ That no Grant could preferibe the prefent 
Sovereign, it being a Law Fundamental within the Or- 
der, Suprema Lex was Suprema Voluntas . 

Third, That it did not appear by the Records of the 
Order, that the Office of the Chancellor was any other- 
wife Conferred Upon Richard Beauchamp, Bifhop of Salis- 
bury, than quam diu Regime celjitudmi complaceret. 

To the Ftrfi, It was anfwered by way of Exception, 
as to the Grant of Offices, forafmuch as the Great Seal 
of England was took into, and became legal within the 
Order in like cafes $ and not any Patent for an Office, 
had pall under the Seal of the Order, but under the 
Great Seal of England , and in particular the Office of 
the Chancellor-fhip, which had not been tranla&ed, if 
anylegal defeft had been therein. 

To the Second, granting it was fo as was Obiefted, it 
appeared that the Sovereign was as much at liberty to 
reftore this Office to the See of Salisbury, as continue it 
to fecular Dignities. 

To the Third, what was alledged out of the Records 
of the Order, related only to the time of delivering 
the Seals to Bifhop Beauchamp : But afterwards when 
the Office was Ere&ed by Letters Patent it was then 
granted to him during Life. Something was replied 
ftom the Judges Opinions, even in this cafe, Anu.'Jac. 
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R. VI. But the Sovereign thought it was not then well 
canvafs’d and weighed, to permit the Chapter Afts of 
this Order, wholly independant from other Laws, to 
receive conftruftion and determination from the com- 
mon Law, and therefore declared that the Bifhop ought 
to be heard ; and to that purpofe, gave him Orders to 
prepare the Vouchers and Proofs of his pretentions 
in vindication of his Petition, and to fend them to be 
delivered to the Knights -Commiffioners, defied for the 
affairs of the Order, for their confideration at the 
next Chapter, which was accordingly put in execution, 
and then refierred to them again to be confidered, prepar- 
ed and abbreviated, to be perufed by the Sovereign, for 
his final determination, put the Scotch War fhortly af- 
ter breakingforth, and troubles running high at Home, 
the further rrofecution was laid afide, and not revived 
until the 1 9th of Nov. Anno ai. Car. JI, Wheo&f£ 
Ward, Bi/hop of Salisbury, took encouragement upon 
the former grounds, and the Sovereign’s favour, to fet 
on foot this Claim, by a Petition prefented to the Chap- 
ter then hdd at Whitehall , where, after a full debate and 
mature deliberation had of its equity and juft Foun- 
dation, he obtained a Decree for Re-eftablifhment of 
this Office on the Bifhops of that See, upon the firft 
vacancy, Dated the 19th of Nov. 1669. and prefent 
his Majefty the Sovereign, the Dukes of York and Or- 
mond, Earls of Oxford and Manchejler , Prince Rupert, 
Earls of Briftol and Sandwich , and the Puke of Mon- 
mouth. 


Of the O A T H. 

The Oath the Chancellor takes at his Admiffion 
Which we find to be the fame with the Prelates, and 
in the like humble Pofture upon, the Knee, and ufually 
Adminiftred by the Regifter of the Order. As to hia 
Robe, it was at firft the fame with the Prelates, both 
for Cloth and Colour, but his proportion of Cloth for 
left, having allowed him but 5 Yards, when the Pre- 
late had 24, nor but 9 Timber of Minever grofs, 
where the Prelate had 1 9, befide a large quantity of o- 
tlier Furs 5 nor was the Colour confined to one kind> 
until the conftitutions of this Office appointed it to be 
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Cf imlbn, a* was the Prelates, for no doubt it was be- ^ 
fore annually changed, as his was to the Colour of the 
Knights-Companions Surcoats 5 however by the Pi&ure 
of the ancient Habits of the Officers, it is conlpicuous, 
it wasdebared the Royal Badges, wherewith thePre- 
lates Rofe was Embroidred $ when the Colour of the. 
Prelates Robe was changed to Murray, the Chancellors 
had the fame Alteration and was Trim’d alike in all 
other particulars. The proportion allowed to Sir 
Thomas Smith for his Livery, Anno 14. Elk. was 18 
Yards of Murray Velvet, 12 Yards of Sarcenet for the 
Lining, one Garter wrought with Pearls of Damask Gold 
for the Shoulder, one Lace (or Cordon) with But- 
tons, and Taflels of blue Silk and Venice Gold, and the 
fame Materials and Quantities were afterwards diftri- 
buted out of the Sovereigns great Wardrobe, to the 
fucceeding Chancellors. 

But Anno 1 3. Car . I. The Prelate and Chancellor en- 
deavouring a Reformation in this Habit, the Dye both 
of the Prelates and this Officers Robe was changed into 
Purple. 

Besides this Robe, the Chancellor of the Order hath 
an honourable Badge of Diftin&ion affigned him to wear, 
firft granted to Sir William Peters and his Succeflors, the 
9th of OBober , i and 2 Ph . and Mar. viz. a golden Role 
enclofed within a Garter, which he and his Succeflors, 
Chancellors of the Order, have ever lince worn daily 
about their Necks 5 at firft it was Pendant in a Gold- 
Chain, butfince in a Purple Ribband. It feems fome- 
thing of this Defign had been in Agitation a little be- 
fore, fo foon as the Chancellorlhip became veiled in a 
Layman 3 for King Edward Vi’s Statutes did Ordain, 
That the Chancellor Jhould wear about his Necl^a Crofs of the 
Order y with a red Rofe, in a white, of Gold, all compajfed 
within a Garland of red and white Rofes. 

Anp becaufc it was fuggefted to King Charles I. That 
there were different Accounts and Uncertainties con- 
tained in fome Books concerning the Wearing of thia 
Badge, He, by Warrant dated at Oxford the tdth of De- 
cember in the 21ft Year of his Reign, 1^4 j. ordained 
Sir James Palmer Kt. and Bart. Chancellor of the faid 
Order, ( and his Succeflors) fipuldv^ar about his Neck at 
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mU times m Honour of his faid Place, ( that thereby he may he 
frown to be of that Office and Dignity , as hath been accujlo- 
med) a Medal or Jewel of Gold enamelled with a red Rofe 9 
( within a Garter $f Blue enamel \ with this Sentence infer ibed, 
Hony foit qui maly penfe) or fuch an one as we or the tejt 
of the Kjaights-Compantons ofthefaidMoJi Noble Order of the 
Garter do or Jballfrom time to time hereafter wear in opr Col- 
lars of the faid Order in particular Reference to m or 1 them. 
Jpd in the Reverfe thereof hefhall bear the Efcutcheon of 
St. George enamelled Wtthm a Garter alfo in reference to the 
Order itfilf, which he only fhall wear hanging by a light purple 
Ribband, or in a gold Chain, as hath been accufiomed. # 

Among the Officers of the Order, the Chancellor is 
feated next beneath the Prelate, and in all Proceedings 
and Seffions, goeth, and fitteth, on his left Hand 5 
And as it was ordered by the Conftitutions of the Offi- 
cers, That if the Chancellor hapned to be a dayman, 
he fhould be alfo a Knight, and have other perfonal 
Endowments. So did King Charles I. conceive it requi- 
site to confer ibme further Mark of DiftinSion upon this 
Officer, in relation to Place and Precedence without 
the Order 3 to which efieft, there pafled a Decree in a 
Chapter aflembled by the Sovereign at Whitehall, the 
23d of April, 1623. prefent, the Earls otMulgrave, Mont- 
gomery, Rutland, Carlijle, Holland, Suffolk j Pembroke, Arundel 
and Surrey , Salisbury , Dorfet, BarJ^Jhire ai>d Northampton , 
That Sir Francis Crane, the prefent Chancellor, and all others 
that Jbould faceted him in that Place hereafter , (ball, in right 
yf that Place, in all AjTembhes, and upon all Occafions , be 
ranked and placed immediately after Knight s-Privy-Councellors, 
and before the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Perfons holding 
both Places, being in Parigradu, and confequently before all 
others, whom the faid Chancellor is to precede, &C. 

And to the intent the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s 
Place may be certainly known, May the 20th, 21 Jac.u 
it was thus eftablifhea. That the Knights of the Mojl Noble 
Order of tU Garter, the Privy-Councellors, the Mafier of the 
Courts of Wards and Liveries, the Chancellor and Lnder 
Treafurer of the Exchequer, Chancellor of the Dutchy, the 
Chief Juftice of the Court of King’s Bench, the Mafle f of the 
Rolls, the Chief Jufice of the Court of Common^Plcas, the 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer, and all other Judges and Ba- 
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tons of the Degree of the Coif foouldhave Place and Precedency 
in all Places, and upon all Occafions before the younger Sons of 
Vijcounts and Barons, and before all Baronets, &C. 

The aforefaid Conftitutions provide the Chancellor 
of the Order an Habitation within the Caftle of fPmd/ir, 
as well as the Prelate, which is the South-Weft Tower 
jn the lower Ward of the Caftle, call’d the Chancellor's 
Tower. The Pofleffion thereof had been for fome tifne 
in the Power of others 3 and therefore by a Chapter 
convened at White- hall, Nov . 5th, j Car. I. it was refto- 
red unto Sir Francis Crane, then Chancellor of the Order, 
after his Deceafe, to defcend to his Succeflors. 
Thefe Conftitutions alfo ordained him the like Live- 
ries at the Table and Court of the Sovereign, as were 
allowed to the Prelate. 

At the firft Ere&ion of this Office, the Chancellor 
had no Penfion awarded him, until the Conftitutions in 
reference to the Officers were Eftablifhed. At that 
time there was conferr’d on him a Penfion of ioof, per 
Annum, in confideration of his Employment, or elfe an 
allowance proportionate in Fees, Offices or other Pro- 
motions, over apd above his Lodgings in the Caftle, 
and Livcfjes at Court. But as to Fees and Perquifites, 
there are none to be Claimed by this Officer 5 andft>f 
that Reafon, he not only poflefles the faid Penfion, but 
all his disburfements allowed him, even to Paper, 
Wax, and Wafers $ and indeed thofc who enjoyed the 
Office efteem’d it as a degradation of their Poft, to re- 
ceive either fee, or gratuity fpr any afiair TranfaQed 
within the Order 3 and Sir Thomas Rowe, fometime 
Chancellor, affirmed That his Office was an Office of Hon - 
our, and not of Fees, and that he had always excepted againji 
fits, for the disburfement of the Sovereign's "Money : Tho’ he 
. acknowledged fome had beftowed on his Clerk a fmall 
gratuity, for the bare Ingroffing of an Alms Knights Pa- 
tent, but nothing farther. 

And becaufe the Cuftody of the Seals of the Order, 
appertains to this Officer 3 it will be here the fitteft 
Place to mention fomething of them. By the Statutes of 
Edw. III. they were to have a Common Seal. This is 
confirmed by the Statutes of King Hen. V. and fince 
named the Great Seal of the Order. The ufe of this is 

not 
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not only to Seal the Original Statutes, appointed to re* 
main perpetually within the Treafury of wmdjor College, 
as alfo thofe Copies of which each Knight-Companion is 
obliged to conlerve pne, but likewife all Letters of 
Licence to any of the Knights-Companions defirous of 
winning Honour abroad, and all Mandates and Certifi- 
cates, relating to the Order. . 

After, what Model the firft Seal was compos’d, 
we have no exaft Relation. Poly Jure Virgil tells us, That 
when the Founder of the Order had fixed Choice of 
St. George for its Patron, he reprefented him Armed, 
and Mounted on an Horfe, bearing a Silver Shield, and 
thereon a Red Cro is, but whether St. George thus de- 
signed, was on the firft Seal, or only a Scutcheon of his 
Arms, as in latter times, is uncertain. But his Author 
obferves that the Founder Habited his Soldiers in white 
Jackets or Coats, and on their Breads and Backs lowed 
Red Crofles, parallel to the Arms affigned to St. George, 
as well as to the Kingdom of England, put under his 
Patronage, which Arms the Sovereigns of the Order, 
have ever fince exhibied in their Standards. But be- 
fides this Common Seal King Hen. V. in the 9th Year of 
.his Reign, laflituted a privy Signet, in cafe the Sove- 
reign mould be called out of this Kingdom upon 
weighty Affairs. The intent thereof was to affix it to all 
A&s paffed by the Sovereign beyond Sea, to diftinguilh 
them from thofe of his Deputies in England. King 
Hen. VIIl’s Statutes, Ordain the making botn of a Com- 
mon Seal and Signet, and direct that the Arms of the 
Order Ihould be Engraven upon each of them. The 
Common Seal ufed in his Reign was a Garter, within it 
a Shield having the Crofs of St. George , impaling the 
^National Arms, the faid Shield cncompaflea with two 
Branches hanging from the Regal Crown, which 
debrufes part of the Garter 5 the Signet being defigned 
after the lame manner, but lels:' Temp. Joe. I. it fuf- 
fered no other alteration, but only in the National 
Arms, by admitting the Quarterings of Scotland and 
Ireland , and new-fafliioning the Crown, omitting the fuf 
penfioncf the Shield. 

There was a Seal made at the beginning of the 
Reign of King Cha. I. which being efteemed too little 
for tne Grandure and Honour of the Sovereigns Com- 
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miffioni, it was afterwards Decreed in Chapter, held 
18th of April. 13. Car. I. That a nets; me Jhottld be made of 
0 larger Size, •with the accujlomed Arms and Motto, and the 
tare thereof commited to Sir Thomas Rowe, Chancellor f 
which Command he Executed with all due cafe and re- 
gard, as is manifeftly evident by the noblenefe of the 
defign: One Reprefentation being St. George, in Ar- 
mour, adorned with a waveing Mantle, his Bever 
open, his Helmet plumed, holding a Shield of hir 
Arm$ in his left Hand, and ftriking with a Sword in his 
right, his Body mounted on a bold Horfe, Trampling 
over a Dragon, which Aflails the Champion, the whole 
figure is well contra£led, and the oun, a Rock, the 
Bones of devoured Men, and a Mountain in Lointon , 
in it is Circumfcribed, , Magnum Jjgillum Nobilis Or - 
dints Garterij 5 having tne enrichments of feftons be- 
tween every Word placed pentagonally : The other 
Reprefentation, is the Royal Garter imperially Crown- 
ed, endofing a Shield of the Arms of St. George^ im- 
paling the Sovereign’s Arms, the fame Bordered with 
Fret-work, and other Ornaments in Cartouche. In- 
the fame decree,* direftion was given alfb for a new 
Signet, the former being thought too big for Letters, 
and this was an Oval fhaped fo from its Imprcffion, 
which was the Garter Crowned, wherein was St. George f 
and the Sovereigns Arms impaled. 

It was at the feme Chapter further decreed ; “ That 
“' all Legations to deliver this Order to Foreign* 
u Princes, all other A fts, bearing the Stile of Com- 
<c millions, all Patents of Offices and Fees, all Grants 
or Licences fent out of the Kingdom, fhould be Sealed 
41 with this Seal, which fhould be henceforward c&llec^ 
u the Great Seal of the Order $ fo alfb the Book ot 
41 Statutes, fentMfo Ele& Knights or Foreign Princes, 
u being fixed to a Label of Blue Silk, and held ac- 
“ cording to antient Cullom 5 and that all Letters con- 
“ cerning the Order, whether of fignification of Elefti- 
u on, or Lieutenancy, or Summons upon prorogation,' 

€f or other Directions from the Sovereign, jFhouia only 
“ be Sealed with the Signet : Moreover, thefe Seals 
were appointed to be thenceforth Bora before the 
* Sovereign in all Publiclc Aflemblies, during the 
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« Celebration of St. Georges Feaft, or in other its So- 
44 lemnities by the Chancellor of the Order, in a Purfe 
44 of blue Velvet,” and Command given to Sir 
Row*, to provid one atcordinglv ; on the forefide of 
which Purfe was richly Embroiared (by a Gold-Smith) 
With Venice Gold and Silver, Gold and Silver Purls ana 
Plates, and variety of Naples Silks, the Arms of St. George 
impaling the Sovereign, furrounded with a Garter 
Crowned, having a very fair Running Work, or Com- 
partment round about it, the charge of which amount- 
ed to 15 L 16 s . 10 d. 

By the Statutes of Inftitution, it was ordained, That 
in cafe the Knights-Companions, to whofe care the 
Sovereign did commit the Seal of the Order, Jhould 
upon lawful Occafions, be abfent from Court, it be- 
hoves him to leave it behind him, with fome other 
Knight-Companion to prefent, to the Sovereign, to 
the intent it might be always in readinefs; but if 
the Sovereign be out of His Kingdom, then the difpo- 
fal of it, was commited to the Deputies, and the Signet 
of the Order fhouid have a Warrant for all fuch A 3 s and 
Decrees as fhouid be confirmed there. 

The diftance from Court was by the Confutations* 
teftrifted to 10 Miles, and by the Statutes of Kina 
He*. VIII. to 20. upon confideration whereof we find 
Sir Thomas Raw* Chancellor, having fome occafions, Ann* 
1 to be abfent above 20 Miles, tendred the Seals to 
the Sovereign, who was pleafed to difpence with the 
Statutes, and permitted him to keep them neverthelefs. 

$ 3. The Regifters Oath, Mantlet Badge, Privi- 
leges and Penfion, fall next under our confideration ? 
he was one of the three, Conftitated at the InfUtutkm 
of the Order, under the Title fof Regsftratvr and foy- 
Jiratius , and fo is called in the Statutes of King Hen. V. 
clfewhcre in the Books of the Order, Scriba and A- 
Suarius . What were the firft Regifters, names we can- 
not difeover, till the Reign of King Hen. V. But it 
may be prefumed, they were Canons of Wmdfor? 
becaufe this Office was at firft affigned to one of that 
College 3 befides the Regifters from the Reign of 
King Henry V. to the beginning of Kin&Hbny VHIth 
Reign* were ?lfo Canons of this College, among 
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whom Was John Coningham , (and the firft found called 
lb) aS the Fragments of a Glafs Infcription in Clare 
Church near Windfor , where he wasReSor, attefts. The 
IJrft Dean of Windfor % Conftituted Regifter of the Or- 
der was John Vefey y Anno 8. Hen . VIII. many of whofe 
Succeflbfs in tms Deanry, have fince been admitted 5 
ncverthelefs, as they were Canons not Deans of Wmd- 
for , and tis not improbable the Deans were EleQed to 
this Office, as being enabled to fupport the Reputation 
of the Regifter/hip, with the Revenue of his Deanry, 
better than any of the Canons, with the addition of the 
Penfion. But at a Chapter held at Whitehall , the a ad 
of Abrils 1 1 Car . I. The Sovereign thought it conveni* 
ent that the Office of Deart and Regifter Ihould concen- 
ter in one and the fame Perfon, as formerly, and there- 
fore commanded this his Pleafuer to be Enrolled among 
the Annals of the Order, that fo it might pafs in the 
future Times, from Example into Rule. 

By the Conftitutions of the Office, a fecular Perfon 


is made capable of it, no lefs than an Ecclefiaftick, 
how be it, He is to be a Man of fwgular integrity , eminent 
quality, a Knight, and fignalized for Experience and 
Learning ; but if an Ecclefiaftick, then muft he be a Per- 
fon of confummate Erudition, a profijfor of Divinity or 
Lkvs either Canon y or Civi\ and a Dignitarian in fome 
Cathedral Church, or elfe a Canon at Wmdfor . 

* 'The fubftance of his Oath in the Statute of the 


' Inftitutions was, That he Jhould enter upon the Regiftry t with 
all Fidelity , the Scrutinies , EleBions, Penalties Reconciliation s 9 
and all other ABs relating to the Order % to which was ad- 
ded, .that he fhall faithfully Difcharge his Duty in all 
things. But in King Hen. Vlllth Days, the Oath en- 
joyned him, differs nothing from that of the Prelates 
and Chancellors. 


At his Admiffion, he take* this Oath Kneeling, 
while the Prelate ufed to pronounce the Words as Anno 
1 Mar . 5. and 6 . Ph. and Mar . but in his abfence, as Anno 
5 Elit . the Chancellor adminiftred it. Anno 4. Car. L 
the Prelate, Chancellor, and Regifter, took their Oaths 
at one time, and then it was thus Ordered ; firft the 
Regifter took itKneeling between the Sovereign’s Knees, 
the Black Rod holding the Evangelift*, and the Garter

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rtad the Words out of the black Book j • this done* 
the Regifter read the Words of the Prelates Oath, 
when he was Sworn ; and in the laft place, did the 
like to the Chancellor ; after this manner did Garter 
read the Words to the Regifters, admitted 1 1 Car. I. and 
12 Car. II. We cannot trace the Habit this Officer had 
affigned him at the Ereftion of the Order ; but it af- 
terwards appears, that his Allowance was the fame 
with the Chancellors, confiding of 5 Yards of Woollen 
Cloth, and 3 Timber of Minever grofs, equalent to 
what thofe Knights-Companions had allotted, who 
were under the degree of an Earl : The Habit he is 
pourtrayed in, at a proceeding of King Htn. VUIth 
Reign, fhews it to be Ecclefiamcal, a black Gown, a 
Surplice over that, reaching to his Ancles, and thereon 
a Mantle of Furs ; but the Conftitutions of his Office 
reftrifted him to none, wherein there feems a deleft, 
fines they have affignd Habits to the Garter, and black' 
Rod. Notwithftanding by a Draught of the Officers in 
their ancient Brefs, it is plainly demonftrable to be a 
Mantle, fbmewhat of a Kuflel colour. Faced with a- 
Pane of blue, whereon is Embroidred a Flower-de- 
luce Crowned Gold, then another Pane red, thereon a 
Lyon Paflant gardant Crowned Gold, and fo they are al- 
ternately placed to the bottom ; to this Mantle belong 
Cordons of Silk, blue and yellow. 

Sinci that time, not only the Regifters, but alfo Gar- 
ters and Black Rods, Robes, underwent fome Altera- 
tions ; for by a Decree in Chapter, called at St Jama, 
Jim. 1. 4 ana 5. Ph. and Mar , thefe Officers were affign- 
ed Mantles of crimfon Satin, Lined with Tafiaty, and 
a Scutcheon of St. Gnrgt'a Arms, Embroidred on the 
left Shoulder, but not encircled with a Garter, having, 
the lame Buttons and TafleU as wereappointed to the Pre* 
late and Chancellor; the "proportion of Satin affign- 
ed to each Mantle, was 14 Yards, and as many Yards of 
white Tafiaty. 

And tho’ tne Regifters Mantle was Ann. 27 Ei'ru com- 
pofed of the preceeding Materials, and had like Trim- 
suing, yet they agree not in their Proportions, here be- 
ing allowed 18 Yards of crimfon Satin, and but 12 of 
Tafiaty; from hence thefe Mantles continued immu***- 
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ble until the soth of Feb. i $ Car. II. when there lflued 
a Warrant to the Matter of the great Wardrobe, to 
prepare for this Officer, as alfo for Garter, and the Black' 
Rod, for their Liveries Mantles of fcarlet Satin, each 
containing 18, and 10 Yards of white Tafia ty for Li- 
ning, but conionant in all other Punfoilro’s with the 
former $ yet why the colour was altered, is not ex- 
prefled. 

The Regifter feems to have been teprefented with a 
Scrowle in his Hand, for his Badge, and by the pro- 
ceedings in Qgeeo Elizabeth's Reign, Pi&ured with a 
Book, noth proper Symbols of his Office. In Dt- Chri 
fiepker Wren's Regifter /hip, the Sovereign Commanded 
hity to covdr the red Book of the Order with crim- 
fon Velvet, and affigaed for the Garter, two Pens in 
Saltire, interlacing the Garter above with thefe two 
Letters C R Crowned, all being richly Embroidred,- 
(as alfo the Border) with Vmict Gold and Silver, and 
various colours of Naples Silk, by Harrifu * the Sove- 
reign’s Embroiderer, with a Clafp, in Imitation of the 
Garter, fun-bunding the Reprefentation of St. George, 
which coft is/, iff* tfd. This Book he was Ordered 
to bear before his Brcaft, on all Solemn Occafions 
when he wore his Mantle, and for his better Conveni- 
ence, he made a Belt and an Ouch to hang it by. 

So high a Regard had the Sovereigns of this Orders 
not only to this Officer, but hkewife to Garter and 
Black Rod, that they took them into a particular Pro-> 
te£bon, and by the Conftitutions of . their . Office® 
granted diem, “ That they, their Goods and Servants 
“ fhonld feverally remain under the Safe -guard of the 
“ Sovereign $ and if. any Injury or Violence fhould 
“ chance to be offered them either by Subjects of For- 
“ feigners, whenfoever they fhould exhibit their Coro- 
“ •pUmt to the i Sovereign, either bimfelf or the 
“ Knights-Ccrntpanrans fhould afford them Juftice $ but 
“ if the adverfe Party fhould refufe to fubmit his Confer 

tothe Sovereign, then the Sovereign and Knights- 
*1 Companions. fhould /hew them&lvee fo for inclinable 
*-• towards thefe Officers, as to be ready to allow them 
6 all favour, countenance, cty* confident with Jtftice 
and Equity,.

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Upon the ftrpngth end Security of this ancient Pri- 
vilege, to avoid the prolongation of a Law-Suit, 
.Dr. Chnftapher Wren Regifter, Petitioned the Sovereign 
ioCbaptety held at Whitehall , the 19th of April, 15 
Car. L againft one Thornhill , who under Pretence ' of 
Digging for Salt-Peter, had fo Undermined hisPigeon- 
houfe. Built on the Reftory of K noil Magna in Wiltjh. 
that it fell down ; and upon reading of the Petition, it 
waa reJolved by die Sovereign, ana Knights-Compani- 
om, “ That they would confider the Grant in the Con- 
“ ftitut ions, and, until it was farther declared, the Chan- 
M cellor of the Order fhould have Power upon Infer- 
", oration of any rigour upon Controyerfe begun in 
44 any other Court, to write Letters under the Signet 
44 of the Order, that all vexation againft them fhould . 
“ befuperfeded until Information of the caufe weregi- 
“ ven to and determination in the Caufe refumed by the 
44 Sovereign, or leave of him obtained to Proceed.” Af- 
ter this it is fet down, that Thornhill was Summoned 
before the Lords Commiffionets of theNavy, and his ne- 
gative Anfwer given in, and reprefented to the Sovereign 
iq aanthfr Chapter, conven’d the 4th of 08 ober enfu- 
iiws whereupon it was ordered, 44 That the Chancellor , 
44 fhould write to the feme Lords Commiffioners, and 
**, another to the Earls of Pembroke , Arundel and Dor fet, . 

three of die Kaights-Companions, to Empower 
“ them, that they or any three of them, fhould caufe

Peril , Dated at Oxford, under the Signet of this our Order the ' 
rath Day of Dec. in the 1 9th Year of our Reign. 

This Officer by the Conftitutions hath a Penfion of 
50 1 . per Annuin^ or proportionable in Tees, Offices^ or ’ 
other Emoluments $ and Ann. i:and z Ph. andh&r/ 
the fame numerical Penfion was conferred on 'Otfrei/ 
OAethorp , Dean of Wind for , out of the Exchequer^ un- ■ 
tn fbme Ecclefiaftical Preferment of like value (hhtfld' 
devolve on him. The fame was confirmed to DJ. fiiaxty * 
by Decree in Chapter, 1 6Jac. I. and afterwards tothr/ 
Beaumont , by Letters Patent, under the Great Sealbf * 
England \ 10 y*c. I. but there needed no Allotment of* 
Lodgings at Windfor to this Officer* as there Was to the ' 
reft, fince both the Canons and Dean Were provided of 
Houfes belonging to their Ecclefiaftical Dignities within J 
the College, at the Ereftion of the Order. 

$ 4. Tn% fourth Officer of the Order is Garter. He was ordain- * 
ed by King Henry V. with the advice and content of all 
the Knights-Companions, who for the Honour of the 
Order, was pleafed he fhould he the principal Officer 
within the College of Arms, and chief of the Heralds. * 
The Services enjoyned hirh, relating to the Order,* 
were in preceding Times, perfortnea by the Windfor ' 
Herald of Arms, an Officer created with that Tide by K. 1 
Edward III. much about the time of his Erefting this 
Order, and an Annual Penfion of 20 Marks, payable* 
out of the Exchequer, by Letters Patent forLife, which' ' 
was confirmed by King R. II. *

ter, and called in the Institution of his Office, Jartkr 
Roy eTarmys des Anglo) s , but elfewhere filled Witlielmus 
Brugge S) alias DiBus } Gartier Rex Armonm.

'Georgfs Church at 
Stamford , and in the Windows of the Chantel caufed 
to be Reprefentcd Kihg Edward 1 IL With his twenty 
five Knights-Companions kneeling, Habited in their 
Mantles and Sufcoatl of Arms, out now much (bat- 
tered and defaced $ John Sbtert his Succefloi* had this 
Office conferred dt> him by Letters Patents, under this 
Title Rex Armohim de GaTteria, and John Wrythe was filled 
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RrineipaBs Heraldm , Vfficianus inclyti Or Jims Garten j, A*- 
mmrnmq $ Rex Anglkorum, but Sir G/7&* rr Dethick { leaving 
out Heraldus joyned Principalis Rex, which ftili con- 
tinue* 

In the Conftitutions of hit Office he is called Garterus% 
Rex Armorum Anglia, whom the Sovereign and Knights- 
Companions have decreed to be a Gentleman of Blood 
and Arms, of unfpotted Reputation, and Born within 
the Kingdom of England ? befides as King Hen, V. did 
before, fo doth King Hen. VIII. declaiC that he /hall 
be chief of all the Officers of Arms, dependant upon 
the Crown of England.

. A# for a particular Habit, we do not find anv inferted 
in the Great Wardrobe, whence it is prefumed, h£ 
was at firft diftinguifhed from the red of the Officers of 
the Order, by his Coat Embroidrcd with the Sove- 
reign’s Arms, like as the Provincial King’s then wore. 
But after the Cooftitutiont of the Officers were Etta j 
bli/hed, there was affigned him a Habit or Mantle in sU 
refpefts, refembling the Regifter, (faving that the 
Ground whereon the Lyons and flows r-de3u$e$ were 
Embroidred, was entirely Red) and this to be wore 
only at the publick Solemnities of the Order. Queen 
Mary Commanded it to he made of crhnfon Satin, and 
fo it remained till the Heftorttion, when the Colour 
was altered to fi&rlet.

At St. Georges's Feaft, Celebrated at WmJfor* ii* %%* 
and 24 of April* Anno 1 5 Car . II. Sir Edward JValker then 
Garter, reprefenting by Petition, that the annual Pen- 
fion of the inftalled ltnights then in Arrear for one Year, . 
amounted to 94/. 13;. 4 JL according to their proper , 
proportion, the Sovereigns Share, (he being to pay for 
all ftranger Knights) amounted at that time, to 32/. 13/. 
4 d. and humbly praying that his Majefty would grant 
to him and his SuccefTbrs an 100 1 . per Annum* out of 
the Revenue fettled to the ufe of the Order, in lieu pot 
only of thole faid Penfions, payable from the Sovereign: 
and Knights-Companions, both Strangers and Subjeds ; 
but for religning his Claim to his annual Perifion ot 50 1. 
in confideration for preparing Scutcheons and removal 
pf Atchievements. This Petition the Sovereign was 
pleafed to refer to a Committe of the Knights-Compa- 
nions, who, namely the Duke of Alhemarl* the Earls of 
Lindfey* Manchefter* Sandwich * and Stafford* who being 
attended by Garter, and weighing the event of the 
Petition, offered their opinions to the Sovereign, to 

f rant him the faid 100 1 . per Annum in lieu of what 
[e offered to quit, whereby the inteteft of this Office 
might be preserved in a more compendious Method 
than it was, his Majefty exempted from thofe {mall pay- 
ments for Strangers, ana the Knights-Subjefb themfeives 
were difeharged from their annual Fenfion, and his 
Majefty ratifying the fame fhortly after, Sir Henry de Vec* 
the Chancellor, was ordered to pay unto Garter, and his 
SucccfiTors the laid annual Pcnfiop of 100 4 which was

Fee* and Salaries relating to the Order of the Garter. 

The Doty of this Oncer in general is, to perform, 
or caufc to be effected all Tranfaclions whatfoever, the 
Sovereign, Or Prelate, or Chancellor /hall tnjoyn him, 
in relation to this Moft Noble Order.

In 
the Patent to his Succefior, John Arhilhrigg, Ann. I H. j. 

Afterwards 
it hath the Title, Offcium J r trg*-hamti coram Rege adfefium 
SanSt Georgii infra Caftrum Regis de Windefore. And ever 
fince it runs in the Patents by the Appellation of Vhrg*- 
Bajubu, Vtrgnrim, or Nhri-vermfer. But in the Confticu-

For the Chancellor of the Order having confultcd the 
Sovereign's Pleafure, as to the Day and Place, ufually 
acquaints Garter therewith, who thereupon goes imme- 
diately to the Knights Companions then at Court, and 
defines their Attendance at the Chapter, according to the 
Soveraign’s Defignation. 

And here it is to be remarked, that no Knight Eled 
ought t6 be fttmmoned to a Chapter of Election, or are 
rendered fufficient of giving their Votes therein, untfl 
they he complevtly inuattea, either in Perfbn, or by 
Proxy. Not indeed did any Ncceffity intervene, or re* 
quire it till the late rebellious times, when the Cattle of 
Wmdfir being Garrifon’d by the Parliament's Forces, it 
Was not poffibk for the Duke of Yor^ and Prince Rupert, 
to take r o fl e fflo o of their Stalls, as the Law of die Or* 
der enjoined. Therefore the then Sovereign, whofe 
Right it is, did, 17 fan, 1 644, difaenfe with their In- 
flsnationt in St. Gevrge'o Chapel, for the preleut, and 
iovefled them with the Privileges of the Order, among

Those Ferfons Were render’d incapable of Nomination 
who were kno wit to Aft in contrary Intereft to the Sove* 
reign j as the Exemplar in the Blacl^Bool( exprefieth 
more copioully, Such at are not his Adverfaries , or Abet - 
tors , or veiUing Defenders of his Adverfaries. Sometimes the 
Knights-Compaaions being more Wary and difcrect in 
Nominating them, to put either diirefpeft upon the 
Sovereign, or offer Violation to the Statutes. 

In the Uft Place, concerning the Degree, Rank and 
Dignity of the Nirte Knights propofed to be Ele&ed, the 
Statutes of the Inftitution fet forth. That they be, Ftrft, 
Three Earls , or Perfons of great Dignity. Secondly, 
Thr tc Barons. And, Thhrd'y , Three Knights : Or, as it 
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iff in Henry V*s Statutes/ Trois Comes ou de greegnear ejlaf, 
trois BaneretSy cr trois Batchelers. Thefe Degrees are to 
be ranked in Three Claffes, and they diftingui/h’d by 
Three Divisions, all including the Three Degrees 
aforefaid. 

^VhereAs all other Bodies and Exemplars of the 
Statutes make pofitive mention of Earls only, yet the 
Statutes of Hen. VIII. in this Point are more ample, by 
expreffing the firft CUfs, Bukes % Marquejjesy and Earls* 
or Perfons fuperior tothefe in Degree, wherein thehigheft 
Dignity is comprehended. 

We may oblerve the different Title, vh. Baneret 
that Henry V*S Statutes hath given us inftead of Baron } 
and not only in this Article, but in all other where 
there is Occafion to treat of Barons 5 and yet the 
cord intends by it no other than the Per/on it mentions s 
For tho’ a Banneret had its Denomination dyexilloy it 
ufually fignify’d a Degree of Honour next below a Ba- 
ron, both in a later and a modem Date 5 yet formerly 
among our Records, it is exprefledlv Synon jmious to Ba- 
ron, as is fufficiently clear’d up fey our moft Learned 
Selden 5 and in this Senfe is to be taken here, and not 
asadiftinft Title of lower Degree, becaufc we obferve 
the Bannerets rank’d in all Scrutinies before King Hen - 
ry VIII. eftablifh’d his Statutes (except one) with the 
Knights-Batchelors, not with Barons. 

The Title of tfce third and loweft Rank in this 
Claflis in the Statutes of their Inftitution, are called 
Milites Bachafauriy and in thofe of King Henry V. Batche- 
lors , and clfewhere Bachalauri ev* Bachtlauri Equitesywhich 
in common Acceptation are the /ame*with Mlstes* tho’ 
thus render’d to evince their difference from Knights- 
Bannerets, who arc of a fuperior Degree of Honour. 
And here we may obferve, that there is no Place in a 
Scrutiny for any under the Degree of a Knight-Batche- 
lor. And tho* Three of the Nine mentioned are fet 
down to be Barons, and Three other Earls, or of higher 
Degree, yet muff thefe Six be fuch as have had confer- 
red on them the Order ofKnighthood, el/e their Names 
are reje&ed, and neither given or taken in Nomination ; 
for the Words of the Statute exprefly are, That eaeh of 
the Knights ajjembl'd at the EltBion JhaU name nine Knfyhts. 
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Thus King Charles I. Anno 6 Regni fui , dcfigning to 
iriveft James Marque/s of Hamilton with this Order, con- 
ferr’d the Honour of Knighthood upon him immedi- 
ately before his Nomination : And the Annals in that 
Place put* this commentary Remark thereupon, Becaufe 
by the Statutes it is provided, that none jbould be eleHed into 
the Order that have not been dignify' d with the Title of Knight* 

Yet the Ceremony of Knighting the Perfon defigned 
to be defied, was not fo ftriftly regarded, but fore- 
times this Branch of the Statute was either whollypaf- 
fed, or elfe confounded with the fecond Article through- 
out the feveral Bodies of the Statutes, which prohibits 
the Choice or Eieftion of any Perfon into the Society, 
as this doth the Propofal or Nomination. And therf* 
upon perhaps it was conceiv’d, that altho’ the Nomini- 
tion, Ele&ion, and fometimes Delivery of the Enfigqs 
of the Order was firft difpatch’d and paft, yet it w is 
fofficient if the Honour of Knighthood was confefr’d 
afterwards $ as in the Cafes of William Earl of Derby and 
Thomas Lord Burleigh, Anno 4.3. Elit* where the Regi- 
fier obferves, That as foon as their Election was 0 vef, 
and they U/her’d into the Chapter, the Earl of Derby, 
(who it teems had hot teen Knighted before) was dub- 
bed Knight with a drawn Sword, according to Cuftom, 
after which they had the Garter and George put on by 
the Sovereign her felf. 

Ik like manner, Ulric( Duke of Holflein , attd Henry 
Earl of Northampton^ immediately after their Eleflion, 
(the laft Day of St. George's Feaft, Ann. 3 .Jac.l.) and 
before they receiv’d the Enfigns of the Order, had the 
Dignity of Knighthood conferr’d on them by the Sove- 
reign 5 and in like manner the Earl of SuJJex, Ann. 3 C. f: 
which the Red-Bool^ of the Order recites, That as foon as 
it was underjlood that the Earl had not receiv'd the Order of 
Knighthood before , the Sovereign immediately drawing his 
Sword, Knighted him 5 which was not done till after h« 
Eleftion and Inveftiture with both the George and 
Garter. 

Thus did the Ceremony of Knighthood fucceed thd 
Eleftion of Charles Prince of Wales , the a 1 ft of May* 
Ann. 1 4 Car. I. for after he had been elefted, and in- 
vefted with the Enfigns of the Order by the two Senior 

R 2 Knights 
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Knights (the Earls of Pembroke and Montgomery and of* 
Arundel and Surry) were intreated by the reft of the 
Knights-Companions, to prefent his Highneis to the 
Sovereign in the Name of all the reft, to be initiated a 
Knight-Batchelor. He was conduced by the faid Earls 
. Supporters) into the Prefence-Chamoer in Windfor - 
Cajile y where before the Chair of State, he moft So- 
‘ lemnly receiv’d the Order of Knighthood from his Fa- 
ther King Charles I. 

Tp Honour which Knighthood, and the Memory 
thereof, Four of the chief Nobility then prefent were 
Knighted, viz. the Earls of Effex, St. Albans and Elgin f 
and Vifcount Grandifon y being conduced from the Great 
Chamber to the Sovereign’s State, each between two 
. Batch elor-Knights. 

Afterwards the Law in this Point began again to 
be mere rightly underftood $ and by that Time James 
Duke of Yori \ came to be defied (which was the 20th 
of April, 1 8 Car. I. at the Feaft of St. George celebrated at 
lorkj the Sovereign appointed, and accordingly con- 
ferred Knighthood upon him the Day before, which he 
receiv’d upon his Knees, being conduced into the Pre- 
fence-Chamber between two of the Nobility, who were 
alfo Knights, the Marquefs of Hertford and Vifcount 
Grandifon . I n Honoar and Commemoration whereof 
Four other Noblemen receiv’d the Honour of Knight- 
hood at that time, the Earl of Camarvan, the Lords 
George D'Aubignie , John Stewart , and Bernard Stewart , each 
fuppprted by two Knights. 

And thus Prince Edward Count Palatine of the Rhine, 
and George Duke of Buckingham , being defigned by 
King Charles II. to be admitted into this Noble Order, 
were both fir ft Knighted at St. Germains in France , 1149. 
and afterwards had the Enfigns of the Order font unto 
them, by the Hands of Sir Edward Walker, Kt Garter, 
who, in right of his Office, invefted them therewith. 

YkT in the Cafe of Prince Rupert, who was defied 
with James Duke of York* 4nn. 18. Car. I. His want of 
Knighthood became no impediment, becaufe he was a 
Prince in another Country, viz. Count Palatine of the 
Rhine , and Duke of Bavaria , and might therefore juftly 
challenge a Privilege to come within the Rule of 
foreign Princes. But 
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But the Sovereign, to arrive as near to the Intention 
andObfervance of tne Statute as he could, (where there 
was a poffibility to do it, and the Honour would be 
well accepted by the Prince) thought it requifite by 
Commiffion under the Great S?al of England) to im- 
power Thomat Earl of Arundel and Surry , and George Lord 
Goring* both being then in Holland , or either of them, to 
Knight the (aid rrince before putting on the Garter 
(feeing it could notpoflibly be done before his Election) 
which was intended to be lent by him by the Hands of 
Sir John Burroughs Garter. But Death intervening, the 
Sovereign’s Intention was fruttrated y aitho’ the rrince, 
upon his coming afterwards into England* receiv’d both 
the Garter and tne George from the Sovereign himfelf at 
Nottingham neverthelefs without Knighthood, which to 
excufe, it may well be alledg’d, that me Sovereign might 
not recolleft this Part of the Ceremony, it being a Time 
of fo great Turmoil and Fatigue, occafion’d by the then 
fetting up of his Standard. 

However, upon the 17 th of January y 1644. when a 
Decree paft in Chapter then afiembl’d at Oxford * That 
both the Duke of Yor^ and the Prince, fhould enjoy all 
Emoluments and Privileges of the Order, tho’ they 
were not as yet Inftali’d (which Ceremony was to be 
compleated afloon as Windsor was out of the Power of 
the Kebels.) The Prince, before he receiv’d his Oath, 
was conduced by the Earl of Berl^/tire and Duke of 
Richmond and J Lenox* unto the Sovereign, and had con- 
ferr’d on him the Honour of Knighthood, there being 
at the lame Time two of the Nobility Knighted in Me- 
morial of that Solemnity, the Lord Henry Seymour , Se- 
cond Son to the Marquefs of Hertford , and the Lord 
CapeO) conduced each between two Knights. 

f. 8. We are now come to fpcak of the Scrutiny it 
felfi in reference to which, we /hall confider by whom 
it ought, or hath beta ufually taken, and the Manner 
and Form thereof. 

By the Statutes of the Inftitution, the Colle&ingtbe 
Knights-Coropanion* Votes, and entring them in the 
Scrutiny, folely appertains to the Prelate of the Order ; 
and upon him is this Office devolved, not only by the 
f Rj other 
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other Bodies of the Statutes, but by the Conftitutions 
of his Pott, and the Obligation of his Oath, whofe right * 
we find duly aflerted upon this Perfons taking a Scruti- 
ny, Ann o 29 ElU. 

The Statutes likewife provided, That if the Prelate 
was at any Time abfent, then the Dean of Wtndfor , or 
v the Rcgifter, or the Senior Refidentiary of the College, 

. or the Secretary, or Scribe of the Order, fhould under- 
take, the Employment 5 and elfewhcre it is mention’d 
expresfly. In the ah fence of the Prelate , whofe particular Duty 
Qtherxife it woe. And among the various Examples en- 
roll’d. in the Annals of the Order, thefe Examples a- 
rbundantly confirm it. The Prelate of the Order col- 
lected the Suffrages from the Knights-Companions, An- 
no 9 Hen. V. when John Earl-Marfhal, andFour other 
, Knights were elcCled. Thelike did Henry Beaufort , Lord- 
Cardinal, Prelate of the Order, Upon the Eleftion of 
John King of Portugal , Anno 1 3 Hen. VI. And when the 
Duke of Suffolk was chofe, Anno 26 Hen. VI. the Prelate 
then alfo gather’d the Suffrages $ which he likewife did 
upon the Feafts of St. George , Celebrated in the 12th, 
t^thi 14th, 27th, 28th, 30th, 31th, 34th and 3yth 
Years of Queen Elnaheth * s Reign. Sometimes the Scru- 
tinies have been gathered both by the Dean of iVindfor, 
and the Rcgifter of the Order jointly 5 as we find by the 
Election of John Lord Talbot, Ann. 2 Hen. VI. of Sir 
Johfi Falftaff Ann. 6 Hen. VI. aitd the Duke of Qumbery, 
Ann. 5 Hen. VL all receiv’d at the Feafts of St. George , 
celebrated at Windfor: 

It is more than a bare Conjefhire, that the Dfcanr at 
thofe Times receiv’d the Votes from the Knigbts-Com- 

{ unions on the Sovereign’s fide, while the Remitter col- 
eCledthofeon the Prince’s r forbids obferv’d, that in 
King Henry Vth’s Reign, in Potts of different Natures, 
one whereof was to frgnifie the' Sovereign’s Pleafure to 
the Knights-Companions about their paying due Reve- 
rence, firft to Gojg, and afterwards to nknfelf 5 and the 
other in a Ceremonial, which direct the Manner An d 
Order of MulClihg the Knights-Companions ; in both 
which, the Dean perform’d the Service on the right 
Hand the Choir (the Sovereign’s fide) and the Regifter 
op the left, , 

SoMp.- 
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Sometimes the fogjfter of the Order took them 
alone, as at the Ele&ion of John Earl of Arundel , Anno 
10 Hen. VI. and thofe of the Earl of Morteyn and Sir 
John Grey, Ann. 14 Hen. VI. Moreover it’s plain, that 
-when the Office of Regifter was not fill’d, and Thomat 
Kuthall, Bifhop of Durefme , executed it during its Va- 
cancy, the Biinop himfelf, Ann. 2 Hen. VIII. coile&ed 
the Suffrages* The like did William Day, Dean of 
Windfor, in the Abfence of George Carev, Dean of the 
Chapel and Regifter of the Order, at the Feafts of 
St. George held at Whitehall, Anno 18 and ly Elix. 

This Duty was executed by the Regifter from the 
1 5 th Year 01 Ring Henry VIII. to the Period of his and 
his Son’s Reign, as tht BlackjBook, of the Order fully 
evinces j as alio on St. George's Day, Ann. 1. £lit. by 
John Boxhall $ and at the Feaft of St. George held Ann. 

1 Joe. I. by Giles Thompfon , who in the feveral Times 
were Regifters, yet we muft not miftake that what they 
dfficieted was on their own behalf, but fupply’d the 
Place of the Prelate. 

In the Beginning of Queen Mary's Reign, we find 
the Chancellor of the Order began to perform this Ser- 
vice, being by King Henry Vllltb’s Statutes adjoined to 
thofe other Offices before deferib’d* to called the Scru- 
tinies in abfence of the Prelate, and thereby made ca- 
pable of the Employment, which afterwards is tacitly 
remark’d to be perform’d as if in his own right, when 
the Regifter has only efte&ed it in the Chancellor’s ab- 
fence, tho’ in reality it was no other, than as in the 
Inftancs of the Biftiop of Durefme and Dr. Day afbrefaid, 
who took tbs Scrutiny in the Vacancy of the Office, 
and abfence of the Regifter. 

Anno 4 Eliti. the Regifter in the Ab&nce of the Chan- 
cellor (who was fick,) upon the Feaft fray of St. Geqrge , 
collected the Suffrages. And Ann. 8. plix. * George Carew , 
then Regifter of the Order, teol^tbf Votes of the Knights - 
Companions in abfence of Sh William Petre, Chancellor of 
the Order. So aifo Ann. 4. Jac. I. where the Caufe of 
the Chancellor's Abfence is noted to.be Sicknefs, and 
Ann. 6 . Joe. I. to be Death. , > * 

In the firft of thefe Inflances, We find the Prelate ex* 
presfly fet down to be. there 5 in the two following, his 

f R4 Pre - 
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prefence is implyed,for it is faid,that the FourOfficers of 
the Order did attend both Feafts, whereof, (the Chan- 
cellor being wanting) the Prelate mufl needs be one. 

Now all thefe Paflages feem to relate to the Right 
of the Chancellors rather than the Prelates by this Re- 
mark, That every of the Scrutinies were taken in the 
Abfenceofthe Chancellor, which looks fomething like 
a cautionary Remark that denoted the Right of Execu- 
ing this Office to the Chancellor, rather than the 
Prelate. 

When a Deputy-Chancellor hath been admitted to 
Officiate in the Chancellor’s abfence, he, and not the 
Prelate, hath taken the Scrutiny, (tho* prefent) as at 
the Eleftion of Charles Prince of JVales, the 20th of 
May, 14 Car.L and at another taken the nd of 'May 
following, and the fame when the Suffrages were coir 
lefted for the Eleftion of the Duke of York and Prince 
Rupert at York, Anno 17 Car . J. 

But there is one Paflage more (upon taking a Scru- 
tiny Anno 22 Joe. I.) which feenas Advantageous to the 
Chancellor in this Point, where itisfaid, That when the 
Knight s-Companions had given their Votes ( as fay the An- 
nals) THE CHANCELLOR WHO, ACCORDING TO HIS 
OFFICE , ifas to receive them , prefent ed them to the Sovereign. 
Howbeit, in truth there is no fufficient Foundation for 
the Regifter to infert this asjdone by the Chancellor, by 
Virtue of his Office, or any one Aft or Chapter that hath 
fufpended or made void, the Right of the Prelate, 
which is referved by him, even by the Patent, for ereft- 
•ing the Office of Chancellor $ efpeeially in thole Af. 
fairs, which, refpefting the Order, ought by the Statute 
of the Institution to appertain to him. But fince the 
ftated Time of performing this Ceremony in the Cha- 
pel, the Prelate (if prefent) is prefumed to be Officiat- 
ing at the Altar, in difeharge of another part of his 
Duty , upon this confideration hath the Service been 
then impofed upon the Chancellor, and others. 

Lajily , We find the Scrutiny to be once taken by ; 
Garter, Ann. 16. Car. I. at the Eleftion of Thomas Earl 
of Strafford. But this was at a Time, when not only 
the Prelate, but all the other Officers of the Order, ex- 
cepting Sir John Burtough, Garter, were abfent, and con- 
' * fequently 
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fequently this Service fo executed; ought rather to be 
iuaged to have been done in the Prelate's than Chancel- 
lor's Right. 

f. 9. But whofoever gather’d the Suffrages, the 
Time when they enter’d upon this Duty (in the Inter- 
vals of Feafts, where the Oceafion requir’d a peculiar 
Chapter for an Election) was ufually alter the Chapter 
had been open’d, and the Matter of Election propofed 
by the Sovereign $ after which he proceeded with all 
poffible Reverence and Refpeft. 

Howbeit upon an extraordinary Oceafion (in the 
Interval of the Grand Feafts) the Sovereign hath fome- 
times called an Aflembly of the Knights, Companions, 
to be convened at the Caftle of Wmdfor, who in the 
Ghoire ofSt. George's Chapel (not Chapter-Houfe) after 
the more folemn Manner, have deliver’d in their No- 
minations, and returning thence into the Chapter-Houfe, 
he there continu’d the Ele&ion. Thus did King Hen - 
ry VIII. upon the 7th of June in the 1 7th Year of his 
Reign, in reference to the Ele&ion of the Lord Henry Ftst 
Roy, (fo ftil’d in the Scrutiny, and rank’d among the 
Barons 5 for as yet he was not created Duke of Somerfet 
and Richmond) and Ralph Nevil, Earl of IV fjbnorland. 

On the 20th of May, Anno 14 Car. I. being Trinity* 
Sunday, the Sovereign caus’d a Chapter to be held 
that Afternoon in the Chapter-Houfe at Wind for , 
for the Nomination and Eleftion of Charles Prince 
of Wales ; at the Breaking up whereof, the Sove- 
reign and Knights-Companions proceeded immediately 
to St. Georges's Chapel , where at Evening-Prayer, 
(which was not within the Compafs of the Feaft, for. 
that began not ’till next Day) the Scrutiny was taken. 

And befides thofc Examples which /hew the No- 
minations have been collefted (upon peculiar Occafions) 
in the Cboire at Wmdfor , there are one or tWo Inftances 
they have been alfo taken in the Chapel at Whitehall , as 
on the 1 15th of May, Ann . 1 Car . I. at the Choice of 
Edmund Earl of Dorft, Henry Earl of Holland, and Thomas 
Vi/count Andover, as on the 4th of July the fame Year, 
whereat the Duke of Chevereux was pitch’d upon. 

The 
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The Suffrages bare commonly been colle&ed at the 
Second Vefpers, or in the Time of Evening-Prayer on 
St. George's Day, or on that Day whereon the Feaft of 
St. George hath been celebrated by Prorogation $ and 
with this Diftinftion of Time, the taking of livers Scru- 
tinies are mark’d. 

■ However there occurs one Scrutiny gather’d in the 
Chaoter-Houfe at Windfor on the Eve of the Grand- 
Feaft, at which the perfon immediately ele&ed, was 
fent for in, and had the Enftgns of the Order conferr’d 
upon him, when immediately the Sovereign made his 
Progreifion to the Chape), ana after fome finall Interval, 
the Eleft proceeded to his Inftallation. And this was 
the Cafe of jMwwMarquefs Hamilton, Arm. 6 Car. L 
who lying under an Obligation to commence his Voy- 
age next Morning towards Germany (whither he had 
the Commiffion of General of 6000 Foot in Afliftance 
of the King of Sweden) occafion’d this his Sovereign’s 
Indulgence, and quick difpatch. 

When the Scrutiny firft began to be colle&ed in the 
Chapel, is treated of fomewhat general and indefinite. 
Ann. 2, 3, 4, 5, 8, 9 Biz. it was during the time of 
Evening- Prayer . And in like manner, Ann. 4 Jac. I. and 
1 3 Car. I. And when the Feaft of St. George was foiem- 
niz’d at Whitehall \ the 1 8th of April, 1 3 Car . I. the An- 
nals fay. That the Sovereign recreated him felfi with the Melody 
ofEvenfong, during which the Chancellor colle&ed the Votes of 
the Knight s-Companions. 

But in fome other Places, the Time when this Matter 
wastranfa&ed is reftrifted to a precife Time, or fome 
particular Part of Evening Prayer, as Anno z6 and a 7 
Elia, whilft the Choire fung the Service , and the like 
Anno 1 4 Joe. I. but 4 Car.l. while the Anthem was funo 
after the fecond LeJJon, but more frequently after the firft 
Leffon,as in the 2 and 9 Car . L while the Anthem was Zing- 
ing , or whilft they were hymning the Anthem ot the 
blefled Virgin called the Magnificat, and which is all one 
with that, Anno 14 Car . I. viz. ajjoon at the firft LeJJon was 
read, or at the firft LeJJon, which is remembred to be 
f he ufual part of the Service, ht which the nomination ought 
to begin. 

f. 10. The 
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f. to. Tut manner of the Order the Knight-Compa- * 
nions Votes ought to be, colle&ed when the Scrutiny is 
tak<* m theChoire, when. the Regifter informs us, upon the 
Celebration of St. Georges’s Feaft at Greenwich, 18 
Hen. VIII. asentred irito the Black Book 5 * That he 
“ ufed his Diligence m going to and fro from one Side to 
M the other, to demand and redemand the Suffrages from 
“ the Rnights-Companions, according to the Variety 
** and DifoofitiOn of their Stalls, ” which fame Me- 
thods in etfdem terminis the Chancellor obferved, Anno 24 
25 fe. ana without queftion was generally performed 
at other Seafoos, fof the annals aefcribe it to be per- 
form’d it more' 5 Eliz. or juxta Or dines Conjiitutioms Anno 
-%6 Efiz. 

That the Officer who coilefts the Scrutiny, is obliged 
to begin at the youngeft Knight-Companion, and fo 
proceed upward towards the Eldeft, is evident from 
the Order mentioned to be in Vogue, An. z and 20 Eltz. 
as alfo 1 5 Car. I. But to give a more Particular Account 
of this Qeremohy> ; as Jt 3 t>od temp. Car. I. and doubt- 
left long before, tho’ not Recorded in Script*, is as fol- 
lows. ■ , ; 

FtrJ 1, Tqs/Officer arofe and went into the Middle,o£ 
the Choire 5 direSly over again# his own Seat, he 
made two References, firft towards the high Altar, and 
next to the Sovereign, then he proceeded up to the 
Choire near Ac haxk pace again# tnc Stall of tne junior 
Knight-Companion, and there made like Reverence $ 
this done he .went up to the Stall of the faid junior 
Knight, and with a lingular Reverence to him, only de- 
manded whom he pleafed to nominate, which having 
taken, (making to him afecond Reverence,) he defceftdr 
ed into the Choire, and fhencejpafle^ to the nextfenior 
Knight on the other Side, (unlefs by reafbn of the va- 
cancy of the Stall he Sits on the fame Side with the juni- 
or) and having received his nomination from the {ecoiid 
Knight-Companion, he again crofled the Choire to the 
Third, and in like marmner he afeended according to 
the Seniority of the Knights-Companions. ptefent, (al- 
ways eroding the Choire where there was octafion) 
until he arrived at the fepior Knight-Companion $ and 

having 
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having thus received all their Nomina tions, he returned 
• into tne Middle of the Choire, and after accuftomed 
Reverences, took his Seat. 

This Method in colleftingthe Votes as to the general, 
and in the Choire, ought likewife to be obferved when 
they are taken from the Knights-Compaaions in Chap- 
ter, they being ranked in due order on either Side of the 
Table, according to the Seniority of their Elections 
and filiations of Stalls in the Choire ; the Officer be- 
ginning with the junior and thence gradually afeending 
to the lenior Knight. 

And that we may rightly apprehend after what form 
every Knight-Companion Ranketh the Names of thofe 
Perfons he propofeth, and how each Claffis is diftinguifh- 
ed and divided, the following Scrutiny will manifeft 
which was taken off, May f Anno i % Hen. VI. upon the 
Vacancy of one Stall hapning by the death of Sir Henry 
Tan/^e dux a German^ and the nrft Scrutiny found Mar- 
shalled among the Annals of this moft noble Order.

In the firft Column each Knight-Companion hath hia 
own Name perfixt to thofe Pcrfono for wnom he conde- 
feends hia Vote, to the intent it may appear by whom 
the Knights candidates are nominated, and tnefe are 
Ranked in three feveral Divifions. 

The firft contains , The Degrees of Earls, Mar* 
quefies, Dukes, Princes, Kings and Emperors } yet at 
a Scrutiny taken Anno 24 Hen. VI. in a Chapter held at 
Brainfbrd, Alhro Vafqun. etalmadea, (who immediately fol- 
lowing, is Stiled Comes Averentia ) is by a mi (lake Rank- 
ed ; but in the fecond Divifion among the Barons, 
and twice among the Knights Votes of the Marquefs or 
Suffolk, and Earl of Shrewsbury, but this Error perhapg 
owes its original for want of due knowledge, either ofthe 
Law in the Statutes or his Degree, the latter of which 
is the mod feafible to conjefiure $ for being a Stranger, 
his Title might not be to generally divulged, nor is it 
taken notice of in the Scrutiny itfelf,tho’ m the annals 
immediately after it was rectified. 

And to fhew the probability of this Point, the Earls of 
Oxford, Devonshire , and Arundel , (whole degrees were 
fumciently known) at a Scrutiny taken Anno 14. Hen. VL 
are ranked in the fecond Divifion among the Barons^ 
and Anno 1 Hen. VIII. the Earl of Darby is three Times 
Co placed, and again 1 $ Hen. VI. the Earl of Devonfokt 
twice i but this happened not thro overfight or negleft 
of the Statutes, out becaufe at thefe Nominations 
wherein they are fo Ranked, the firft Divifion to which 
they appertained, happened to be fill’d up with thofo 
other higher Dignities belonging to the fame Chris, m. , 

Kings 
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Kings or Dukes, as when the beforementioned Earls of 
Oxford) Devonfoire , and Arundel \ were fet down in the 
Place of Barons ; the King of Portugal , the Dukes of 
Warwick and Norfolk were put in the Clafs of Princes, 
End fo it happened in many other inftances. 

Oh the contrary, Anno 15 and 16 Elh uJV. the Lord 
Ricfc. Grey one of the Queen’s Sons, by her former Hus- 
band, Sir John Grey of Groby Knight 5 in refpeft of bis 
Alliance to the Royal Family, is Ranked in the firft Di- 
vifion among the Princes, under the Tide Dominns 
Richardus flius Regina, and afterwards Anno 19 Edw, IV. 
fet only among the Baron?, as well with the former 
Titleas this R rebardds DominUs (?rty>but Anno a a Ed'w. IV- 
he is thrice regifterM among the Princes, and as often 
with the Barons, whence it is obfervable that to be 
Enrolled in the Rank of Princes, may be afforded of 
courtefie to Perlons of high Eminency and Blood $ but 
then as they, can lay no claim to it by their Merit* fo 
fitch of the Knigh ts-Companions as Rank them lower, 
fitfier no diminution in their Honour. 

Wherein the fecond Divifion are Ranked the Barons 
and Vifcounts, for Vifcounts in aB Scrutinies, after 
the firft Ereftion of that Dignity, were on the fame 
level with the Barons, until the 3 of Jot. I. (excepting 
Only John Dudley Vifcount Li/If, Anno 3 5 Hen, VIII. who 
by every Knight, the Duke of Norfolk excepted, is 
Ranked in the firft Divifion of Princes) and in a Scru- 
tiny then taken, Robt. Cecil Vifcount Cranebome isthefe- 
cbnd Vifcount in the Lift that has been Ranked with 
Princes, whence it became the frequent Praftice in 
Succeeding Scrutinies, until Anno 14 Car, I, And then 
f upon a Queftion put in Chapter convened at JVeflmin- 
ficr z^TAay 14. Car . I.) whether Earls Sons and Vifcounts 
were eligible with Barons, it pafled in the affirmative, 
and that by general ufage except in the two cafes juft 
mentioned 5 and about the fame time we find it reiterat- 
ed near that Time, for in two Scrutinies taken the 
19th and2ift of that Inftant M<ty y the Vifcounts are 
therein reduced to the fecond Divifion, and Ranked 
with the Barons. 

The Knights- Batchelors andBannerets held the lame 

Rank 
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Rank in Kihg Hen. VIIPs Statutes, in all Scrutinies with 
Barons. 

But tho* the word in King Hen. VIHth’s late Sta- 
tutes is Baronettus inftead of Banerettus , vet is this fre- 
quently obvious in fome ancient Books ana Records, as 
well as in thofe ancient Writers, long before the TitU 
of Baronet was conceived or trough t into ufe. 

In the laft place he who demands thofe Suffrages) the 
Knights-Companions prefent) is by the Statutes of In- 
flitution to receive them in writing 5 for in a Scrutiny 
taken Anno 2 Hen . VI. at the Election of John Lord 
Talbot e and Tur nival , the Dean of Windfor , and the 
Regifter of the Order, mote down the Votes and Nomina* 
tions of every Jingular Knight prefent at the Day of EleBion . 

And at another Scrutiny Anno 4 Hen. VI. to fill up 
that which by an Error in the Black Book is fet down 
Sir Henry Fitzhugh , ’tit inierted. That the Dean and Regi - 
fler mote down in Order , ( according to their Seniority) the 
Votes of the Knights-Companions. And after the Scrutinies 
began to be entred in the Annals, jt is evident die 

f eneral Practice kept pace with the Injunftion of thp 
tatutes $ only there are two inftances of an Election 
confirmed without taking a Scrutiny in writing, one ini 
the cafe of the Princes Henry and dhfijliern IV. King of 
Denmark where the Knights-Companions in a Chapter 
convened at Whitehall^ 14 of July 1 Joe. I. gavein their 
Votes viva voce , and immediately the Sovereign admitted 
them both into the llluftrious Society; the other was 
the Cafe of fames Marquis Hamilton , Elefted the ad of 
Feb. 20 Jac. t with the vocal confent of all the Knights- 
Companions. 

It is worthy obiervation, that "this Method, andt 
the omiflion of taking theScrutiny in writing, is not on- 
\y contrary to the Law of the Older expresfly fet down 
for a more ftablc cpnfignation of the Action, and more 
faithful tranfmiffion of it to Pofterity, but exceeding 
prejudicial to Perfons of Honour, and Diftin&ion, whole 
Names would otherwise furvive with great veneration 
among the candidates of this Illuftrious Order, and of 
which Honour many deferving Perfons will be herea£ 
ter deprived, if the Injun&ions of the Statutes be not 
obferved in this particular refpedl. * 
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SECT. XL 

The Prefentation of it to the Sovereign. 

THE Knights-Companions, having delivered their 
Suffrages, the Officer by whom they are Colle&ed, 
humbly prefen ts to the Sovereign the Nominations * 
for fo it is recorded the Prelate of the Order afted in the 
9th of Hen . the Vth. If thefe Votes were taken in 
Chapter, the Paper ufuaily was immediately prefented 
to the Sovereign who made his Election, Wore the 
Chapter broke up 3 but if gathered in the Chapel, 
tho’ it was given to the Sovereign, yet the choice was 
not made then, but the Morning after, and this was the 
manner in the 2d and 5th Tears of Queen Eliz. Ano- 
ther time it hath not been prefentea till the Vefpers 
were finifhed, but in the Practice of latter Days the 
Scrutiny hath not been given up to the Sovereign till 
the next Day at the opening of the Chapel before Morn- 
ing-Prayer, as in the 1 3, 15, 20, 30 Years of Queen Eliz. 
demonltrates, and was the accuftomed Praftice of the 
X 1 7th Year of King Charles the firft of ever facred Me- 
mory 3 the laft prefentation was tranicribed in a little 
Book, and with all due Reverence offered upon the 
Knee, before any other Affair was tranfafted in the 
Chapter. 

This has been the general Ufe as we are afeertain’d. 
Anno 2 Hen . VI. the Dean of Wtndfor^ and the Regifter 
of the Order, having Collefted the Vote of eveiy 
Knight, they were immediately given into the Hands 
of the Sovereign’s Deputy 3 and in the fame nature 
Were they prefented on the 4th Hen. VI. when John 
Duke of Bedford was Lieutenant, in the 20th of Queen 
jSfit.3 when the Suffrages were Collected by Sir Francis 
WAjmHiam the Chancellor, he gave them up to the Earl 
of Suffix^ then Lieutenant to the Sovereign. 

But it’s evident from feveral Paflages in the Blue 
Book of the Order, that the Lieutenant afterward de- 
livered them to the Sovereign, as is apparent from the 
Records of the 30th, 34th, 38th, and the 40th Year of 
Queen Elk. In 
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In the nth Year of K. James I. fome Exceptions atoft 
v Opon the Chancellor's not prefenting the Scrutiny to the 
Prince, (who at that time was the Sovereign's Lieute- 
nant ) but to the Sovereign himfelf, which was an Error 
he fell into, as well as fome of his Predeceffor's ; as the 
ad, 3d, and 15th of Elif. demonftrate. 

The Sovereigns Confider attests upon the Qualifications of t ho fe 
to he eleftedm ' 

$ 11. As the KnightS’Companions are under anObli* 
gation, by the Statutes, to nominate no Perfon, but who 
Can bear the T eft of the afore-mention'd Qualifications, 
there’s a Standard of' Honour provided for the Sovereign, 
to meafure the Extradion, Quality, and Merit of thePeiv 
fon propofed to be eleded, leaft it might chance, thro* 
the Indulgence of die Sovereign, this Fountain of Honour 
might be mudded by the Choice of inferior and undefer* 
ving perfons, for the Statures run— -becaufe this Order 
cotifijls of Goodnefs , and honourable Virtue , doth not admit 
Vnworthinefs and ViSany, and fo by Confequeqce fedudes 
all Perfons of mean Extradion and Merit. 

The Qualifications for EleBion are exhibited in the 2d 
Article, as in the 18th are included thofe of Nomination : 
The Words of the Inftitution are, That none fhad be ele- 
cted into the Order ; and refer only to the Ad of Eleftion : 
For if we confult the reft of the Statutes, and compare 
them with this Paflkge, they run according to this Te- 
nor, T bat none fhall he eleBed and chofen 'a Companion of 
this Order. Thefe refer more principally to the Time gf 
the Eledion, and not to the Inveftiture with Garter , and 
George, and Infiallation , from the ExprefiSons of admitting 
and receiving Knights into this Order , as the Exasnpiars of 
the Statutes of Infiitution fet forth. And this is farther 
illuftrared, from another Paflage in the ad Artide of Henry 
the VIII’s Statutes, where the Word Reproach is menti* 
oncd, faith. The Guilt thereof fo incapacitates a Man's Ble- 
Bion, that for the future it's a Bar, and utterly difqualifies 
him for that Honour . 

There are Two Points requifite for Qualifications and 
Endowments 5 firft, to be a Gentleman of Blood ; and, idly, 
a IQnight without Reproach. By the Statutes of Henry the 
Vth’s Injiituthns , no Man ought to be eleded, miffs be 
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h a Gentleman born* The Exemplar in the fi lack, 
filirh, Vsdefs be be worthy upon the Account of Birth and 
Arms : And in another Paflage, That he be one eminent 
for his Demeanour and good Before ; which intimates the 
Conjan&ion of Blood and Virtue, which make up the 
nobleft Compofition. The Statutes of King Henry VIIL 
are more extenfive than thofe, and fay, He mujl be a Gen» 
tleman by Name, Arms , and Blood ; and leaft this Chara&er 
might feem intricate and perplex'd, A Gentleman of Blood 
is defin'd to be, One defeended of three Def cents of Nobles \ 
viz. of Name and Arms% both by bis Father and Mo- 
ther's fide. 

It’s certain Gentility does not receive its Perfe&ion in 
the Perfon it was firft devolv’d on, but is rather compleat- 
ed by Succeffion : For, among the Romans, tho* the Fa- 
ther was Free-born, and of the Equejlrian Cenfe ; yet it 
was farther requifite, that the Grand-father (hould be the 
fame, or elfe they could not obtain the Ring, one of the 
Symbols of the Equejlrian Order , as Pliny informs us. Gen- 
tility hath its beginning in the Grand-father, its increafe 
in the Father, and full ripenefc in the Son ; and confe- 
quently in the Conftitution of Gentility , the Father and 
Grand-father conveying a Luftre to the Son, make it 
entire and compleat ; for its incongruous to fuppofe a 
ripenefsin the Son, unlefs there had been a former en- 
creafe in the Father, and a longer Series from the Grand- 
father. 

The memorable Inftance of the Lord William Paget , 
who was divefted of the Garter five Years after his Ele- 
ction} upon Pretence of his not being a Gentleman of 
Blood by either Father or Mother, proceeded not wholly 
from the defe& m Point of Extra&ion, as Howard re- 
lates, but rather from the Prevalence and Pra&ice of John 
Dudley , puke of Northumberland t by whole means he was 
moft unjuftly deprived of the Garter ; repenting, perhaps, 
at the great Honours he had done this Lord, by his fa \r 
Character of him to Kins Edward VI. when he procured 
him a new Grant of thole Arms, under the Great Seal of 
England , when he was Ear/ Marfoal, which he had fome 
time before received from the Garter Principal King of 
Arms. 

But, admit the defe& of Blood and Arms , for three Def- 
ect^ were the true Caufe of the recalling his Garter 9 

that 
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that it might be conferred upon the Earl of ftfarwickt el* 
deft Son of the faid Duke, who, out of courtefie, is called 
fo, in which Relation both Haward and Stow have mifta- 
Jcen, for they were beftowed upon Sir Andrew Dudley, 
Brother to the Duke ; for tho* he was put in the Scrutiny > 
enter’d among the Annals qf Edward VI. in the Sixth 
Year of his Reign, upon St. George's Day, yet was the 
Earl neither then, nor at any other time, ele&ed. 

The Enfigns of this moft Noble Order, as foon as 
Queen Mary afeended the Throne, were with as much 
Honour reftored to the Lord Paget, and with as great and 
abfolute Jh Authority, as they were diferacefuliy taken 
from him. And in Confirmation of this Lord's Reftaura- 
tion, he had the Garter buckled on his Leg, and the Co/* 
lar and the Order put about his Shoulders, with the George 
. depending, by two of the Knights-Companions prefent ; 
and the Garter King at Arms was order’d. That he (hould 
‘ -sake Care his Achievements (hould be replaced oyer his 
Stall at Windfor , which is the 9th on the Sovereign's fide. 

It is obfervable, that the very Records of the Order 
brand his Degradation as Injuftice ; as if it were infera- 
ble, That when Honour is conferred, upon the Account 
of Virtue and exquifite Endowments, the Confideration v 
of thefe fupplies the defedk and obficurity of Extraction. 

The Sovereign, whofe Prerogative it was to declare and 
interpret the Statutes, being prefent in Chapter, thought 
fit to qualifie the Law, ana gave him this honourable 
Commendation, That he had highly deferved of the Nation, 
by his Prudence and CounfeL 

And though there’s only inferted in the Examplar of 
the Blacl^ Book, Virtue and good Byport for a Qualification, 
yet the fame was obferved by the Sovereigns and Lieute* 
nants in foregoing Times, with great Circumfpedtion ; and 
that the Magnanimity ; Fortitude , Prudence, Generofity , Fame , 
Reputation, and other Virtues and Excellencies, whether 
innate or acquired, of the Perfon propofed to Eledtion, 
have by prudent Inquifition been infpe&ed, and brought 
to the Touchftone, before they have been ^admitted into 
fo noble and illultrious* a Body. 

Thofe Qualities wefc chiefly confider'd and efteemed 
by Henry V. for which Reafon, at an Ele&fon in the 
9th Year of his Reign, he gave the Preference, before 
others that were nominated and prefented unco him, to

John, Earl Marlhal, William, Earl of Suffolk* John , Lorvl 
Clifford , Sir Lewis Robert fack* and Sir Heer Tank, Clux. 

Humphry, Duke of Gloucefter , Deputy to K. Hen . VI. 
trod in the fame Steps, and did weigh, by the ftridt Rules 
of Fortitude and Prudence, the gallant and noble Adfions 
and Defens of John , Lord Talbot , before the Eledtion, 
and gave in an Approbation worthy of his own Judgment, 
and that Candidate's Merit. And for this Reafon it's ex- 
prefled in the Annals of the Order, that fuch noble and he- 
toick Qualifications (hould have the favour of Eledfion 
preferrable to others, as is evident in the Matter of Choice 
of Sir Nicholas Carew , in the 28th of Hen. VII^. That ha 
was a very fit P erf on, upon the Bminency of his Extraction 
and Fame, and the many noble and worthy AElions be bad 
performed ; fo as that all prefent did , without any delay, 
vnanimoujly approve of his Election* And after this Tenure 
run the Commendation of Henry , Earl of Cumberland , at 
his Election, vi%. The many famous and loyal Achievements 
performed by him , both at fever al other times , and thelk 
more efpecially , when the Tumult of Rebellion began to breaf^ 
forth in thofe Borders where he had his Habitation . 

The id Point to treat on is. That no one is qualified 
for Election, unlefs he be a Knight ; or as it is expretfed 
in one of the Exemplars in the Hatton Library , Vnlcfs 
girded with the unftained Girdle of knighthood ; (b (ingular 
a regard the Law of the Order hath to this particular Qua- 
lification above the reft : And leaft Chance or Inadverten- 
cy might let flip a Perfon not Knighted into the Scrutiny, 
were the Words inferted ut minimum, that he beat leaft 
a Kl&bt before he be eledied, when the Sovereign comes 
to make his Choice. It is evident from the id Article 
in the Statutes, that it hath long fince received this Con- 
ftrudiion, as appears by an eminent Inftance. In the 
17th of Hen. VIIF. The Feaft of St. George being cele- 
brated at Greenwich , and the Sovereign being prefent, ha- 
ving eledied the Lord Rpos, afterwards Earl of Rutland, 
into the Society of this molt noble Order ; and being ad- 
vercifed on the Morrow after Sr. George* s Day, while the 
Mafs of Requiem was celebrating, That he had not before 
received the Dignity of Knighthood, accvt ding to the Statutes , 
which poficively enjoin, That whoever is eleCled into this 
Society, / hould be in Degree at leaf a Kjiight ; that is, adlu- 
ally Knighted before-hand* And tho' the Lord Root was, 
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at theTkne of his Ele&ion a Baron of this Realm", which 
is a higher degree of Honour chan a Knight ; The So- 
vereign after Mafs re-affembled the Knights-Companions, 
and annulled the Ele&ion, and commanded the Garter * 
and George, fo lately conferred, to be taken off, and in the 
fame Place dubbed him a Knight ; and then he was Ele- 
cted again, with an unanimous Confenr, and fo declared 
by the Sovereign’s own Mouth ; and was reftored to bis 
Enfigns and Ornaments , by the Dukes of Norfolk and Suf* 
folk. Agreeable to this, it's recorded in the Bpd Book of the 
Order ; that none of the Englifh, Scotch, or fVelfh Nation, 
bow confiderable foever other wife, in r the Prerogative of 
Blood or Virtue, can be Elected into this moft honourable 
Society ; but that he ought to be firft ennobled and rendered 
capable, by this firft degree of Knightly Honour . 

But this Law does not bind Foreign Princes ; for by a 
Decree at iVoite-HaU, in 13 Charles l. thefe Words, ut 
minimum , are explained to relate to alt Subje&s, of what 
Degree foever, within the Sovereign’s dominions; but 
Foreign Prinf.es ought not to be Knighted, as the Bafis and 
firft Degree of Chivalry . The Statutes of Inflitution, asto 
thofe before-mentioned, not only enjoyn them to be 
Knights, but ro be free of all Infamy and f{eproacb % In 
Henry Vs. Statutes, it ftands, Chivalier fans reproche, which 
Anfwers in the Latin, Eques irreprehenfus ; and the Argu- 
ment ufed by the Duke of Bedford , for promoting the 
Elc&ion of Sir John Kadcliff \ was, that he had conti- 
nued and exercifed the Armies, the fpace of twenty eight 
Years, without Reproach. King Henry VIII. determined 
this Word Keproach into three Species 5 firft, when a Kpight 
hath been convicted of Hertfy , againft the C at bolick. Faith ; 
or fujfcrcd any publick P uni foment for fucb Offence : Here 
Herely is reckoned among thole defe&s, that deprive Men 
of Honour ; becaufe it bends its Force againft the Catho* 
lick Church, which not only renders a Man, in the bal- 
lance of Honour, of no fVeight and Efteem , but more than 
all other Sins, makes him Infamous . And therefore when 
t>y Tongue , Pen, or Actions, a Man endeavours to trample 
under Foot the facred Law, he fcandalizeth Government, 
and feduceth others. 

The fecond Point is, when any Knight hath been arm 
raigned, conviBcd, and attainted of Treafon ; however 
Q. Eli^xbetb qualified this Point by a Decree, made in 
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the firft Year of her Reign 5 that in cafe any Perfont fo 
comviBed, were pardoned ay the Sovereign, and reftored in 
Blood ; every fucb Gentleman in Name, Arms, and Blood , 
and defeended as aforefaid , being otbcrwlfe qualified, ac- 
cording to the ancient Statutes of the Order, fhould be thence* 
forth accounted Eligible, and might be C bo fen H Companion. 
This Decree, its prefjimed, owes its Original, upon the 
occafion of reftoring in Blood William Marquifs of Nor- 
thampton, and the Lord Robert Dudley, after Earl of Lei- 
cefter , who had been attainted of High Treafon in the 
firft of Q. Mary : And *we find that in the next Feaff of 
Sc George, they recovered their Privileges of Honour, and 
were preferred in Nomination, and on the laft Day of the 
Feaft, were Eleded into this moft illuftrious Society. * 

Though the Marquefs of Northampton had been for- 
merly Eleded in the 35 H. 8. and was reftored in Blood, 
as I faid before ; it’s very remarkable, that it was thought 
fit to defeend to a new Nomination and Eledion, as ap- 
pears from the Decree it felf, as it was performed upon 
the third of June Anno primo Elis'. 

. The laft Point of Reproach, is. where a Kjtight Com- 
panion bath fled from Battle ; in which the Sovereign, or 
his Lieutenant , or other Captain , (having the King $ Au- 
thority) were prefent ; when Banners were displayed, 
and both Sides proceed to Fight. Now for a Perfon to 
behave himfclf cowardly in the Fight, abandon his Co- 
lours, leave his Prince, Friends, and Companions, in 
hazard of Life, are undoubtedly Concerns of a very 
high and reproachful Nature, and draw down Dilhonour 
upon the Order, the Sovereign, and Knights Companions, 
and a fufficient indication of a pufilanimous Mind ; that 
prefers to drag an infamous Life, and makes his Honour 
a Sacrifice to a reproachful Safety 5 for the Refolution of 
a right Martial Spirit, ought etther to return decked with 
Victory, or die upon the Bed of Honour. 

By the Laws of King Edward the Confeffor, the Soldier 
that runs from his Colours, either in Land or Sea Service, 
his Life and Eftate were made liable to aofwer the Of- 
fence 5 and our Ads of Parliaments have made it Felony , 
wirhout Benefit of Clerp ; for as much as fuch deferrion 
Endangers the Eftate ofthe K.* n g> Nobility, and Common* 
Wealth* v 
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But the danger is of a far more difmal hue, when Of- 
ficers, or he that Commands in Chief, or who has any 
Poft of Truft afBgned him, either quit it, or is found de- 
fective in his Duty, as was Thomas Earl of Lanoafter, who 
quitted the Army at the Siege of Berwick, the confequence 
of which proved an abortion to the whole Defign j and 
for which he was proclaimed T raytor, Atmo 12 E. 2. And 
therefore whoever is culpable of any of tbefe three Points 
of Bffroacby is disqualified from being Ele&ed into this 
mod noble Order . Before we proceed any farther, it may 
. not be improper to take notice of an Error which Polydoro 
Vbrgil hath interwove with one, and which Brhardus 
Celias , in his Hiftory of England, hath copied from that 
Author, but refuted by the Teamed Pen of Dr. Heylein, vi%. 
that the Knight ^Companions have certain Laws belong- 
ing to their Order, whereby they are obliged to help one 
another , and in Time of Battle never to betake tbemfelves 
to Jhameful Flight z The Statute Law of the Order is filenc 
upon the. firft Ciaufe, nor is the latter otherwife to be 
taken, than one of thofe Points of Reproach fpoke of in 
the fecond Statute of K* Henry VIII. which nulls the £- 
leBion of the Perfon nominated, if he be peccant in than 
Point : Now that which gives fome Umbrage to the 
Knights mutual Afiiftance and Defence, is founded upon 
an Article in their Statutes , which prohibits the arming 
tbemfelves one againft another, to create a mutual At- 
fe&ion, and to extinguift Feuds, which is the Life and 
Soul of Society, and which the Founder, to prevent In- 
conveniencies, had a great Regard to ; and therefore he 
Ordained, which has been confirmed fince by other Sta- 
tutes ; That none of the Knights-Ccmpanions ihould Arm 
themfelvcs againft any of their Fellows, unlefs either in the 
Caufe of his Sovereign, or his own juft Quarrel : And 
thif Ciaufe it was, that gave the Handle to both Parties, 
that fided with the Houfes of 7c and Lane after ; fome 
firmly adhering to Henry VI. whom they accounted So- 
vereign. of the Order 5 and others taking Part with 
Edward IV. as efteeming him Sovereign de Jure f though 
not de FaQo. 

But more firmly to tye this Knot of Amity among 
# this noble Fraternity , leaft they fhould unhappily engage m 
Factions one. againft another, and proceed 10 violently as 
might commence into A&ions of Blood and Slaughter ; 
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it was ordained. That if a Knight-Companion ftvould ha(£ 
pen to be retained in the Service of a Foreign Prince, to 
take up Arms in his Quarrel ; and after bis Adverfary 
<defired to entertain another Knight-Companion on his Side 
alfo ; he that was laft invited, was bound to wave this 
Offer, and in no wife to give his Qonfent. And upon this, 
the Knights-Comp anions were obliged to make fpecial Pre* 
cautions in t hat their Engagements ; that if any of his 
Fellows were retained on the other Side, and that if he 
knew not that another of his peBom had been engaged 
with the Adverfary, fo foon as it came to his Kqow- 
lege, hfe was obliged to relinqui(h the Service he before 
had undertaken. 

To thefe three Points of Reproach we have fet down, 
we find in a Manufcripr, that belonged to Henj Grey, third 
Matquifs of Suffolk^, a fourth added to thefe orfaer three 
Points of Ref roach ; in thefe Words:

Though this fourth Point is not infortcd into King. 
Henry VIII’s Statutes, yet the Subftance thereof items to 
be approved of before ; for we find among fome Orders, 
prepared by the Marquifs of Exeter , and other Knights* 
Companions, at a Chapter at hVindjor, the twenty fifth 
and twenty fixth Days of Map 9 Anno 8 Henry VIII. on£ 
of them was fomething to rhis Purpofe. 

13. Amongft the Number of thefe Candidates, the 
Sovereign is chiefly to regard thofe who have moft Voices, 
or whom he conceives moft requifite to contribute to the 
Honottr of the Garter , and moft Beneficial co himfelf, and 
of moft Advantage to his Crown and Kingdom. We 
find the Law hath not always referred the greateft Num- 
ber of Voices, as will appear from the Annals ; yet it has 
fomerimes confirmed the Election, as in the Cafe of the 
Duke of Queenbcrry An • 5 Henry VI. where, after a due and 
fufficient Examination taken of the Scrutiny , the Duke, by 
the confent of moft Voices, was E’e&ed into the Stall of 
Thomas Duke of Exeter ; and fo was the Eledicn of Sir 
Nicholas Carets, the twenty fourth of April 9 in the 18 
Henry VIII. 

It is remarkable in a fingular Inftance, that when two 
Knights had on either Side equal Voices ; which was the 
Cafe of Sir John Faftolf, and Sir John Ryddijf; the firft 
being efteemed more Worthy, by the Sovereign’s Lieu- 
tenant:, obtained the Ele&ion. 

The fecond Inducement relates to fuch as, in all Ap- 
pearance, may bring moft Renown to the Order ; and ad- 
vance it to a higher pitch of Greatnefs; and thefe have in 
a great Meafure been effected, by enrolling Foreign 
PriAces into this Muftrious Society , whofe Valour and 
great Merit have proclaimed them deferving both of 
Nothinaticn and EleBion . And upon this Confide ration, 
K. Ctiarles I. of blefled Memory, upon Confederation had qf 
the glorious Achievements, and high Renown, of Guftavps 
Adolphus KJng of Sweden ; judged it a Part of his Re- 
fpeft, not only to render him all Offices of KJnfeiefs and 
- ' ffiiend- 
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TrienJfhip , as to a Prince nearly allied, and his moft f pedal 
Friend ; hut alfo to imfart to him , as far as in hint lay, 
the great eft and higbeft Honour that might be, and efpecially 
Juch, vt herewith the military Virtue of fo great a Captain m 
• 'was wont to be adorned . 

But the principal Motive thought requifite to 
Bfect Foreign Princes inro this Society of Honour, hath 
been exprefled in the Commifftons of Legations, to be in 
9ffpc& of their glorious Merits ? ennobled by the luflre and 
grace of their Heroic ^ Virtues , their eminent Noblenejs, 
Grandeur , Prowefs , and Magnificence ; the renown of which. 
Fame had divulged and jpread Abroad * throughout the 
tforld. 

Where the Advantage of the Sovereign^ Service was 
thrown into the Baliance, no Confideration could outvie 
irs Pretenfions, as in 1 H. 6. juftifies; whofe eminent 
Service for his King and Country, was the foie Motive 
that crowned his Election : And the great Zeal and Af- 
fection, which John Jafpar Ferdinand de Marcbin (hewed 
for the Caufe and Service, and the recovery of the juft 
Rights of King Charles II, was the ftrongeft Inducement 
that fwayed that Sovereign to chufe him, in the tenth 
Year of his Reign, a Knight-Companion of this moft no- 
ble Order. But the laft Inducement is of the greateft La- 
titude, for the Sovereign has a Power to reject whofoever 
Jie pleafes, though they do exceed in multiplicity of Voices, 
and in other Qualifications ; and even to EleA a Perfon 
that's but once mentioned, as was ihewn in the Perfon of 
■Caftmire, the fourth King of Poland, An . Henry VI. who 
having only the fingle Vote of the Lord Scales ; yet upon 
refpeA to the Sovereign, how advantageous he might be 
for his, and his Kingdom's Intereft, obtained the EleAion. 

And of later Date, (as the Preambles for the carrying 
the Enfigns to Foreign Princes fet forth) the Advantages 
the Sovereign has conceived to poflefs himfclf of, in the 
improving, confirming, and eftaoliftiing, of a moft ftridfc 
and inviolable Bond of Friendfhip, and fair Correfpondence, 
between him and Foreign Princes, their Realms and Sub- 
jects, hath been a grand Inducement to Elect fuch Princes 
into this moft noble Order. 

$ 14. Upon the vacancy of any of the 1 fyiigbts-Cem~ 
f anions Stalls, the EleHion of others to fupply thofe, is a 
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Prerogative of the Sovereign, and in feme Cafes to his Lieu- 
tenant ; for it’s recorded m the Blacky Bool { of the Order, in 
Henry Vllfs Statutes: That if any Stalls fall Vacant , it 
floould belong to the Sovereign , to EleB new Knights, where - 
foever he was Befident ; upon Condition, the Chapter con- 
fided of fix compieat Knigbts-ComPanions ; but if he chan, 
ced to be out of his Realms, ana the Number was de- 
ficient, and that his Lieutenant held the Feaft of St. George 
at Windfor $ in fuch a Cafe the EleBion belongs to the 
Lieutenant , who is firft to be certified of his Sovereign's 
Pleafure, and what Efteem be has for the Candidates, 
to the intent fuch Information may guide, or dire& his 
Eledion. 

This Power of EleBion is fully acknowledged, by the 
KpigHs-Comp anions themfelves, to be in the Sovereign ^ 
as the fragment of a Letter demonftrates, fent from the 
Chapter , convened at Windfor, upon the Feaft of St. George, 
to Henry V, then in France ; viz. That the Sovereign , in what 
Place foever refiding , may, as is moft fitting , EleB into 4 
vacant Stall , (there being a fufficient Number of Kptghts 
called to this EleBion) fuch as he [hall judge ferviceable to 
his Crown , or do exceed others in deferts, and nobleneft of 
defcent : And at publilhing the Election of Dufa Emanuel 
of Savoy, in the Reign of Philip and Mary, who were joint 
Sovereigns of the Order ; it’s ftyled, The Ele&ion of the 
J£iW and the Queen. 

This grand Prerogative of the Sovereign being not duly 
weighed by Polydore Virgil, occafioned his tripping in this 
Affair, and drew in Claudius Coteraus into the fame pal- 
pable miftake ; for writing of this Order, and the Suc- 
ceflion of new Knights, reports in his Hiftory of England, 
That one Kjitght is received in the room of another dcceafed , 
by the Choice and Election of all the reft ; and Erhard CeUy 
in his Anofo-Wirtemb . docs as falfely affirm, That no Per - 
fon may be received into this Order , not fo much as by the 
Sovereign, unlefs with the cpmmon Confent and Suffrage of 
aM the Kpigbts-Comp anions. * 

But thefe Paffages are altogether erroneous, the Knights* 
Companions only nominate the Perfons , but the right of 
Election remains folely in the Sovereign of the Order ; for 
whofoever is honoured with his Choice, is immediately 
admitted ; and pronouncing barely the Name ©f the Peri. 
fon in Chapter, conftifupes the EleAion. After the Scnw 
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tiny hath been taken, and prefenced to the Sovereign, he 
perufeth it himfelf, or the ChanceBor , or fame other Officer 
of the Order that gathered it, reads it over to him; after-* 
wards the Sovereign refolves forthwith, upon fome one or 
more of the Knights, contained in the Scrutiny; and 
then publickly declareth the Name of him, or them, he 
does Elect ; and by the bare AcSt of his Pronunciation , they 
Commence Ele&ed Knights ; except now and then the 
Sovereign *s pleafed to give his Reafons, why the Knight 
is Ele&ed by him. 

But though this A A of Election be folely in the Sove* 
reign, yet the Confenc of the Kjughts-Companions is fre- 
quently recorded in the Annals, and fomecimes mentioned 
in the Commifjions of Legations to Foreign Princes ; not that 
the fitigle A<$ of EleBion is, in truth, the A <St of the gvhole 
Chapter, or is made invalid, withont the joynt Confenc 
of the flights- Companions , prefent at the Ele&ion ; but 
their Confenc fo expreffed, is to be taken as an honorary 
Re(pe& given them by the Regifter, intimating rather an, 
Applaufe, or Commendation of their Sovereigns Choice ^ 
as being in their Opinions Juft and Right, according to 
the Merit of the Eledted, than a material Circumftance, 
tending to the Ratification of the I*le&ion made by the 
Sovereign, a? if defective without it. 

$. i 5. Among other Duties incumbent on the Epgifttr\ 
and expreffed in the Statutes of the Order , this is one: 
That the Regifter’* Office is to fet down, and record for a 
Memorial, the EleBions (or Scrutinies ,) and Names of tha 
Knights ElcBcd : But in fucceeding Times a Scruple 
N arofe, if this was not needlefs, when the Scrutiny fhould 
be taken, yet no Election made ; to clear up which doubr, 
in a Chapter held in 5 Elizabeth, on St. George's-Day, it*s 
recorded as the Sovereigns Will and Pleafure, that thence- 
forward it fhould be Enadted, and received as the San- 
ction of a Law, within this Order ; That if any Nomi- 
nations were taken fram the Kpights-Companions, the fama 
foculd be entered into the Annals , though there were no Ele- 
ction made of any Perfon into the Order at that Time : 
Which we prefume was fo Decreed, out of great defe- 
rence to thofc Princes and noble Perfonages, who, in de- 
fending Times, fhould, by the ; glory of their Exploits, 
appear but worthy of a hare Nomination into (0 refpjen- 
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dent and illuftrious an Order. And in purfuance of this 
Decree, there is frequent mention made of the delivery 
of the Scrutiny into the Hands of the Regifter, in order 
to be Recorded* 

The Blue Book fays, Anno n Elizabeth 5 That tbo 
Chancellor htmfelf delivered the Rnigbts-Companions Votes 
to the Regifter, to be committed to Writing, for d perpetual 
Memorial j and accordingly the Rf lifter, as his Duty obliged 
him , transcribed them, and put them in their proper Place, 
with all Care and Fidelity . Anno 34 of the fame Queen, 

*tis faid, the Votes were delivered to the Regifter, who took, 
care to Record them , according to ufual Order. Yet maU- 
gte this Law, the Entry of Scrutinies hath been fome- 
times omitted, either by the Regifter s forgetfulnefs of the 
Decree, or fome accidental Miicarriages. In fome Places 
of the Annals, in the room of Scrutinies , we find Ex- 
cufes entered, as it’s faid, Anno 18 Elizabeth 5 that the 
Prelate) immediately after Vefpers , prefented the Scrutiny 
to the Sovereign ; but becaufe there was no Ele&ion made 
of any new Rnights, in regard of hurry, or weighty and 
prefling Affairs, it was laid afide, and through Neglect 
loft, or at leaft came not inro the Regifter s Hands, to be 
inferred in its proper Place. And when the Dean of FVi. pd- 
for colledfced the Scrutiny at Vefpers , Anno 18 Elizabeth; 
it’s faid. No Election was made, nor any thing elfe done : 

• The like Excufe is made. Anno- 5 Charles I. but the Fault 
is thrown upon the Chancellor ; for though the Scrutiny 
had been taken by him, during the Vefpers of the Feaft- 
Day, yet would he not fuffer it to be entered . In fome Places 
we find. Anno 3 1 Elizabeth, the Votes being prefented, 
they were left with her . And Anno 1 1 Charles I. the Scru- 
tiny of Algernoon Earl of Northumberland never came to 
the Regifter’s Hands. 

But the Law yet remains in force, that all Nominations 
and Votes of the Rnigbts-Companions ought to be enter’d 
among the Annals , whether Ele&ion be made or not, un- 
lefs it (hall pleafe the Sovereign , upon fome Emergency, to 
forbid it : As appears but by one Example of fuch a Pro- » 

hibition, vi\. Anno 40 Eli 7^. where, by the Queen’s fpe- 
cial Command, the Scrutiny then fallen was not recorded 
among the A&s of this moft Noble Order. But then it is de- 
clared, That the Regifter tool { care to fet down all the Paf- 
fages as they happened, the Names only excepted. And 
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why the Scrutiny is not inferred in the Rfgiftry, An. '44 of 
Eli%. gives this Account: That upon affembling the 
Kjiigbts-Comp anions, it feemed good to the Sovereign, for 
feveral urgent Reafons, beft known to her felf, to give 
Commandment, That for that time, they would wholly 
forbear all Scrutiny of Votes , and Nominations of Perfens 5 
except which, there was nothing wanting to heighten the 
Solemnity of that Affembly : But this in the Annals is faid 
to be prater morem, contrary to the ufual Cuftom. 

| 1 6. Anno ly of Eli%> there is a remarkable Occur- 
rence, not to be paHed over ; for the Earls of Rutland and 
Derby , the morrow after St. George's Day, were defirous 
to have feen the Scrutiny , which was committed into the 
Cuftody of the Dean of PPindfor, to be regiftred, in pur- 
fuance of the before- mentioned Decree, Anno 5 Eli%* but 
he returned a modeft denial, and faid. It ought not to be 
feen before it was regifter'd. The Earls, not fatisfied with 
this Anfwer, requeued the Opinions of the Ityigbts-Com- 
panions , prefent at the Feaft, on this Affair ; who, upon 
mature Deliberation, adjudged the Point againft them ; 
and fince it has been a (landing Rule, that no Knight. 
Companion ought to fee whom the other hath named. 

{17. It hath chanced, that tho* the Nominations for E/e- 
Bion have been received, prefented and perufed, yet the 
Sovereign hath thought expedient to defer it, upon feve- 
ral Considerations, and principally where an intent was to 
keep an open Stall ; but we muft underftand this of fuch 
Scrutinies as are taken of Courfe, at the Vefpers on the 
Feaft-day. 

And the moft memorable Example of this Kind, is that 
of the Emperor Sigifmond, who expired in the 16th Year 
of K. Henry VI. whofe Stall was referved Twenty One 
Years, and rhen determined, that Prince Edward f the So- 
vereign's only Son, fhould fill it up, being at that time 
about Six Years of Age. This is the firft Emperor, whofe 
Ele&ion we find regifter’d in the Annals , being about the 
7th of May, in the 4th Year of Henry V. ftyled Sigifmun - 
dus Imperator Almanicus. 

And keeping a vacant Stall was fometimes given as a 
Reafon by the Sovereign for his deferring an Ele&ion, as 
is plain from An t 13. Car. I. when the Scrutiny taken 
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the Day before was read over in the Chapter-Houfe, the 
Sovereign declared, T hat he would receive no Man into the 
Order before bis Son Charles, Whereupon all the Knights- 
Companions gave their Opinions, That this Hefolution was 
rather the effect of JuJlice, than fatherly Indulgence j Juice 
they all acknowledged him , to be more a Prince by Merit , 
and towardlinefs of his Youth % than by the Fortune of his 
Birth . At which the Sovereign exprefled his Sapsfa&ioa 
no otherwife than by Silence. 

And in like manner, Anno 1 5 Charles I. when the Chan- 
cellor of the Order gave up the Scrutiny to the Sovereign, 

he declared T hat be had a pttrpofe to have Chofem 

Prince Rupert, his Nephew, a Kjiight of the Order 5 but 
being then a Prifoner with the Emperor, he would not Elect 
any at that Time ; whereupon, a vacancy of a Stall was 
referved. It has fometimes been the Sovereign s Pleafure; 
to defer Ele&ions, without exprefling the Caufe, as in 
the 13 of Elizabeth; though (he perufed the Scrutiny in 
Chapter, yet the Blue Book informs us 5 That the faid So- 
vereign made no Election, though two Stalls were vacant . 
Thus was it in the x, 3, 1 1 , and 11, of K. James I. Where 
no other mention is made than this ; none wert admitted 
into the Order this Year. 

Sometimes we find tbefe Prorogations of Elections re- 
corded, as folely done by the Will of the Sovereign ; and 
at other Times by the Sovereign, and the approbation of 
the Knight s-C ompani ons ; to the firft of thefe we find 4^ 
Memorial, in the ix of Elizabeth, on the 24 of April ; 
that the Knight s-Companions had a Meflage fent to their 
Chapter, held before Morning-Prayer ; That it was the 
Pleafure of the Sovereign to proregue the Election to the fotow- 
ing Year. And fo it was, in the 10th of Charles I. though 
the Nomination was taken by the Chancellor, and re- 
lented to the Sovereign in Chapter, the Sovereign did nee 
think fit t0 ma k* tui 7 Election at all , And tor a Tcfti- 
mony of the fecond, we meet with this Inftaoce, in the 
17th of Elizabeth ; that with the concurrent Approbation 
and Affent of at the Kntyts-Companions then a fit fling, 
the Sovereign thought fit to put off the Election to another 
Time • As to the feeming difference of the Sovereigns ab- 
folute Authority* and yet the Knight s-Companions Appro- 
bation* we have cleared up that Point in the Act of Eler 
ction ; for though it is his unquefticnable Authority and 
1 Prc- 
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Prerogative, to Prorogue El eft ions ad libitum , yet out of 
Refped, and Honour to the Kjiights-QompanionSy their 
Approbation hath been fometimes expreft. 

§ 1 8. When any Knight-Companion hath received a 
Summons, to appear at a Chapter of Ele&ion, and doth 
wilfully refule, or withdraw himfelf, he was to be mul& 
a Mark' for his Difobedience, which King Henry VlIFs 
Statutes inlarged to twenty Shillings, payable to the Deari 
and College of Wind for, to pray for defundt Souls. And 
at his next appearance in Chapter, he was to remain 
kneeling in the midft of them, before the Sovereign, of 
Deputy, till he was reftor'd to their Favour : Yet upon a 
juft Caufe fignified to the Sovereign fotne tifne before, 
under the Seal of his Arms, he was excufed, if it was 
found juft and feafible ; if not, it was reje&ed, and he re- 
mained Punifliable. 

And for grearer Caution, this Claufe was formerly in- 
ferted, in the Letters of Summons $ where, after the Time 
and Place for Election was certified, and command given 
to obferve both, the Letter concludes thus, et fe eftre ny 
poues nous Signifies foubt, and if it cannot be accom- 
plilhed, that is, if the Knight-Companion could not meet 
at the time afligned, to perform what the Statutes oblige, t 
he (hould then fignify to the Sovereign , under his Seal , the 
caufe of hi ) Impediment j fo that he might perceive by his 
Excufe 9 whether it was worthy of Acceptance, or he in 
Fault or not. 


CAP. X. 

The Inveftiture of a Knight-Subjeft with 
the Garter and George. 

I F the Knighr chance to be at Wtndfor , that is newly 
Elected, or where'oever r the Chapter is held, after 
the Sovereign hath fignified his Picafure in the Ele- 
ction of the Perfon, the Garter is immediately difparched 
out of the Chapter, to give him the Intelfgcnce; as is appa- 
rent 
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rent upon the Choice of the Lord Howard, and Sir Henry 
Mamey , Anno % Henry VIII. who was difpatched from 
the Chapter, to conduct them to the Sovereigns Prfcfence, 
to be inverted with the principal Enfigns of the Order, 
the Garter and George . 

And as Garter hath been accuftomed to fignify in Per- 
fon the EleRion of a Kfligbt, in like manner an Election 
is figmfied, by the Letters of the Sovereign, when /he is 

E lealed (for the greater Honour of the Perfon) to weave 
y verbal Notice : In fuch Cafes, it's the Chancetors Of- 
fice to draw up the Letters , and they are to pafs, both 
under the Sovereigns Sign Manual, and Signet of the Or- 
der. Such a particular mark of Diftinction and Honour 
was conferred on our Sovereign of BleJJed Memory, King' 
Charles IL Sir John Burrough Garter, carrying* tie Let- 
ter. 

Charles t{ex, 

44 Our molt dear and entirely beloved Son, having, to 
“ our great Comfort, feen and confidered the ripenefs of 
44 your Youth, and conceived joyful and pregnant Hopes 
*\o{ your manly Virtue, in which we are allured you 
4 *. will increafe, to your own Honour, both in ProweG, 
Wifdom, Juftice, and all Princely Endowments ; and 
4C that the Emulation of Chevdlry will/ in your tender 
44 Years, provoke and encourage you, to nurfue the Glory 
44 of Hcroick Actions, befitting your Royal Birth, and our 
44 , Care and Education . W e with the Companions of our 
44 moft Noble Order of the Garter, affembled in Chap- 
“ ter, holden this prefent Day, at our Caftle of PPSndfor; 
4f have Elected and Chofen you one* of the Companions 
44 of our Order. In Signification whereof, we have fent 
44 unto you, by our Trufty and Well-Beloved Servant, 

44 Sir John Burrough Knight-Garter, and our principal 
u King of Arms, tWe our fyyal Letters, requiring you 
44 to make your lpeefdy repair unto us, to receive the En- 
4r figns of out moft Noble Order, and to be ready for 
44 your Inftallation, upon the rift Day of this prefent 
44 Month. Given under the Signet of our Order, at our 
44 * Caftle of W'mijbr, the aoth of May, in the 14th Year of 
“ of our Reign, 1638. 

To our dearly beloved Son Prince Charles*' 

T This 
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This is the only lnftance we have met with, Where a 
Letter was fent to an Elc& Knight, and he at the tame 
time prefect at Court j but when an Ele&ion is confirm* 
«jd, and the Per (on remote from the Court, then the gene* 
ral Tenure of the Letter is, both to fignify his Ele&ion, 
and Summon him to his Invefture, with the Garter and 
George, as was performed by the Earl of Derby, and Sir 
Edward Strafford, to King Henry of France. 

Buc where the Sovereign is pleafed to mention particu- 
lar Services, to recommend the Election of a Knighr, the 
Preamble of the Letter is worded accordingly ; and as 
this is a Cafe not very frequent, it will not bo amifs to 
exemplify it in the' Choice of Sir J»kn Faiftoff, where the 
Letcep runs thus— cenfidering the virtuous Fidelity you 
have fhewn, and the honourable Exploits you have done, in the 
Service of our thrice renowned Father, and that in our Ser- 
vice alfo, you (at many others) have given Proof of that 
Honour, and thofi Deferts, wherewith God hath endowed you, 
always fitffering, at is the part of a good Subject, the Paint 
and Toils of War, for the vindicating and maintaining of 
our juft Sight, Claim, and Title, have Chofen you one of our 
Companions of our Order. 

When the Letter barely fignifies Election, that is, when 
the Sovereign does not defign a prefent invefture with the 
Garter and George, but defers it till he takes Poffeflion of 
his Stall, the Day of his Inftallation is inferred towards the 
end of the Letter } and upon his appearance at Windfor, 
fo foon as he appears in the Chapter-Houfe, the Garter is 
firft buckled about his left Leg, then follows bis Invefture 
with the reft of the Ornaments of the Order, and Jaftly 
his Inftallation. And this was the Cafe of Henry Earl of 
Itortbumbtrland, Anno 29 Henry VIII. whofe Invefture of 
the Garter was deferr'd till his appearance at Windfor , 
and then the whole Ceremony was performed at once. 

$ 2. If the elect Knight be at hand, where the Chap- 
ter is convened, and the Garter hath been fent to make 
known to him the Honour, and Condudl him into the 
Cbapttr-Houfe , to receive the Garter and George, before 
they break up. Intimation being given of his approach, 
the Sovereign fends out two of the Knights- Companions 
to meet him, who, after a mutual Salute. Conduct him 
between them, to the Prefence of the Sovereign, Garter 

geing 
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going before them. Thus was Vbrick. Duke of Holftei 
Ansto 3 Jac, L introduced into the Chapter, between 
Prince Henry, and the Earl of Dorfet, and C hr i ft ion Duke 
of Brunfwickj Anno 21 Jac. I t between Witiam Eafl 
of Pcmbfookt and Philip Earl of Montgomery, to receive 
the Garter and George. The 6th of November , Anno 14 
Charles II. Cbriftian Prince of Denmark being elected at 
a Chapter held at PFbite-Hall, and then abfenr, the Garter 
King was difpatched next Day by the Sovereign, to in- 
form him, and to defire bis Prefeace the nett Pay, that 
he might receive his Invefture; which accordingly was 
done, being conducted between the Earls of Lindfey 
and Mancbefter into the Chapter, Garter preceding them, 
and after three Obeyfances, they brought him up to the 
Sovereign. Among Knights-Subjects, we find tne Lord 
Burley , and die Lord Grej , were conducted to the Sove- 
reign by the Lord Clynton, and the Earl of Bedford, 
Anno 14 Elizabeth, cum multi s Mis . Anno 4 Jac. I. 
Robert Bari of Salisbury proceeded Up to the Sovereign's 
Throne, between the Earls of Nottingham and Dorfet . In 
the Reign of King Charles I. die Earl of Northampton was 
conducted to receive the Garter in the Cbapter-Houfe at 
Windfor , between the Earls of Pembrool^ and Montgomery * 
And when King Charles II. appeared, upon his Letter of 
Summons, at the Chapter held in the withdrawing Cham* 
ber in Windfor Caftle, to receive his Invefture, two of the 
Senior Knights, vi%. Philip Earl of Pembrool { and Mont- 
gomery, and Thomas Earl of Arundel and Surry , were fenc 
out to Conduct him in, who brought him between them 
unto the Sovereign, the Gentleman Ulher of the Black 
Rod going before. 

The Duke of Monmouth being elected at a Chapter held 
in the withdrawing Room at fVhite~'Hall, the 28th of 
March , Anno 15 Charles II. Garter was immediately fent 
to trim in the Sovereign's Bed-Chamber, who being met at 
the Door by the Earls of Lindfey and Mancbefter , both 
the Garter and the Black Rod pafled to the lower End 
of the Room before the Duke and the two Knights- 
Companions, whence they proceeded up to the Sovereign 
with three Reverences. At the Election of James Duke 
of Cambridge , in the fame Room at tVbite-HdU, (Decent* 
ber 3. Anno 18 Charles ID Garter was alfo fent forth into 
the Bed-Chamber, to acquaint him that thd Earl of 
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Manchfjier, and the Duke of Monmouth, were * appointed 
by the Sovereign and Chapter to bring him in thither i 
that done, the aforefaid Knights-Companions arofe ana 
went to the Duke, whom meeting at the Bed-Chamber 
pjpr, they rook their compafs about the reft of the Kn.gbis- 
Companions, (theh ftandit^gj and brought him between 
them, from the lovyer End of the Room, dole before the 
Sovereign, the Garter and Black Rod preceeding.

f The Knight ele& being thus introduced to the So* 
verpign, bows with all Reverence, and formerly a (hort 
granuatory Speech was the vogue, that fee forth his ac- 
knowledgment of his Sovereign's Royal Favour, and the 
grateful Refpedt lie bore to the Knights- Companions for 
his Election. 

Anno 28. Hen. VIII. we find Sir 'Nicholas Crew , after 
he had* been conduced into the Chapter-Houfe at Wind* 
for % to receive his lnveftiture, thus to addrefs himfelf : 
giving infinite Thanks both to the Sovereign and whole Soci- 
ety, for that they had vouchfafed to receive him into the Ho- 
nour of this rqofi illufirious Order , being a Perfon in his own 
Efteemmoft unworthy thereof .: In the next Place profefled, 
Tbqt whereas he was v preferred in this Choice before many 
others, much more deserving than himfelf, it Was not to be 
attributed to his Merits r, or any Thing by him perfbrtncd % but 
meerly to the Sovereign s Bounty, and the Favour of the 
J^nigkt t- Companions towards him . 

The conferring of fo fingular an Honour, being thus ~ 
thankfully own'd, the Ceremony of lnveftiture begins ; 
the Garter jjjrft takes place, as t;he moft ancient and chief- 
eft Evfign, and then rhe George ; but the xompleat Invefti- 
ture is not performed uuuUhe Eledt Kmghtsare in ft a lied 
at Formerly the manner of, robing of them was 

performed on this wife : Firft, the Eiedt Knight fet hi$ 
Foot upon a Stool, and then one of the Knights-Compa* 
mons, by the Sovereign’s appointment, as his Subftiture, 
buckled the erobled Garter about his left Leg, as may be 
feen in the Antiquities of Warwickfhire, in an old Draugh$ 
of the Combats of Sir John Ajile>, who wns inrollcd in 
this illuftrious B dy, and is (o reprefenred. v But of later 
pate, the Eledt Knight kreeied on hi< right Knee, whilft 
stiis Ceremony yva< performed, in which (pace the Words 
of Admonkion and Signification , at this part of the Ime- 
. *, ftiture, 
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ftiture, were read. The Admonition , upon the buckling 
of ihc Garter, in the Englifh Statutes of K. Hen. VIII. is 
fee down on this maimer : 

siK> 

The loving Brethren of the Order of the Garter, have re- 
ceived you their Brother and Fellow ; and in Token of this , 
they give and prefent you this prefent Garter , which God grant 
that you receive and wear from henceforth to his Praijc and 
Glory , and to the Exaltation and Honour of the fa id Noble 
Order f and your felf • 

Afterwards it was decreed, at a Chapter held at Wind • 
for, the 5th of Augufl , Anito I 6? 1 Pi>i 7 . and Mary , to this 
cffrdfc : 4 That not only the fame Advertifements, which 
4 were wont to be given to Strangers at their Inveftitures, 
4 fliould be likewise given to Knights-Subjedb, that for 
4 the future (hould be eie&ed and tnftall’d ; and frith a 
farther Provifo, 4 That among the Knights* Companions 
4 there fliould not be any difference' either in Ceremony or 
f Habit. : -j 

Hereupon theaforefaid Tenure ceafed to be ufed upon 
the fixing of the Garter, and one Form resumed at the 
Inveftiture of Strangers aqd Knights-Subjedb, which is 
pronounced by the Chancellor, if the Sovereign of his 
Lieutenant be prefept, otherwife by the P*egifter. 

* * 

“ To the Laud and Honour of Almighty God,, his im- 
** ipaculate Mother, and St. George, the holy Martyr, tye 
“ or gird your leg with this noble Garter, wearing it to 
“ the iocreafe of your Honour, and in Token and Re- 
“ membrance of this moft noble Order; remembnng 
“ that thereby you being admonilhed and encouraged, in 
*f all juft Battels and Wars, which only you (hall take in 
** Hand, both ftrepgly to fight, valiantly to ftand, and 
“ honourably to have Victory. 

But againft the Inveftiture of K. Charles II. the Words- 
of the Signification being better weighed and considered, 
Were thus methodised ; 

“ To the Honour of God Omnipotent, and in Memo-' 
z fial of the bleffed Martyr St. George, tye about thy Leg, 
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u for thy Renown, this noble Garter ; wear it as the Sym- 
u bol of the moll illuftrious Order, never to be forgotten 
“ or laid aiide ; that thereby thou may ’ft be admonifhed 
“ to be courageous j and having undertaken a juft War, 
“ into which only thou (halt be engaged, thou may ’ft 
V ftand Firm, valiantly Fight, and foccelsfully Conquer. 

The Princely Garter being thus buckled on, and the 
Words of the Signification pronounced, the Eledfc Knighj 
is brought before the Sovereign, who puts about bis Neck 
the George , pendant at a Sky-colour’d Ribband, at which 
part of tne Ceremony, the Admonition ufed at the adorn- 
ing of an inftafled Knight with the Collar of the Order, 
(only changing the Word Collar for Ribband) is pro- 
nounced | but were alter’d upon the Occasion align’d 
before. 

H Wear this Ribband about thy Neck, adorn’d with 
u the Image of the blefled Martyr, and Soldier of Chrrft, 
“ St. George ; by whofe Imitation provok’d, thou may ’ft 
u fo overpafs both profperous and adverfe Adventures, 
“ that having ftoutly vanquifhed thy Enemies, both of 
u Body and Soul, thou may!ft not only receive the Praife 
“ of this tranfient Combat, but be crown’d with the Palm 
“ of eternal Vi&ory. 

Greater RefpeA is conferr’d upon foreign Princes, who 
receive their Ele&ion here, than abroad ; bccaufe the So- 
vereign moft ufually performs the Inveftiture himfelf ; as 
was ?61emni*’d upon Philip, King of Caftile, when the 
Sovereign took the Garter from the King at Arms, and 
fixed it cn his Leg, and Prince Henry fatten'd the Buckle. 

Queen Elizabeth her felf buckled the Garter about the 
Leg of John Cafnnier, Count Palatine of the Ubine, and 
hung about his Neck a Gold Chain with the George at it. 
And the tike Honour did King Jumes I. confer upon the 
Duke of Holftein , in the 3d Year of his Reign. 

Sometimes it happens, tho’ very rarely, for the Sove- 
reign, out of his fpecial Grace and Favour, to condefcend 
to Honour a Knight-Subjjedfc this way ; thd*, when Queen 
Elizabeth was pleafed to adorn the Lord Burleigh with 
the Career, the AmtaU record it to be done as it were by 
the by. The fame Favours (he beftotvd, tho* at different 
' •• 4 • •• * . 1 • times. 
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rimes, upon Henry , Earl of Stiff ex, and the Earl of Shrexof- 
bury . King James I. invefted Henry , Earl of Northamfb 
ton, with the principal Enfigns of the Order, as a Perfon 
worthy of fo great an Honour : And the BleJJed Martyr 
placed both the Garter and the George, with his own 
Hands, upon King Charles II. 

Sometimes the Sovereign hath but performed part of 
the Inveftiture, and laid his Commands on the fenior 
Knight to do the reft. Thus, Anno 13 Homy VIII. the 
Sovereign reached out the Garter to the Marquis of Dor- 
Jet, and commanded him to buckle it about the Leg of 
the Earl of Devon/hire ; which, whilft he was about, the 
Duke of Norfolk gave him his AiEftance, and the Sove- 
N reigo put on the Gold Chain. At the Inveftiture of Chri~ 
Jlian, Duke of Brunfmck, > Anno 21 Jac. I. the Sovereign 
put about his Neck the Blue Ribband, whereat hung the 
Effigies of Su George i and the Earls, who introduc'd him 
to the Sovereign's Prefence, buckled on the Garter. Thus 
did the Sovereign to Witoam, Earl of Northampton, Anno 
4 Car. I. and me Earl of Pembroke fatten’d the Garter 
about his left Leg, 

This Order of Inveftiture began to be inverted Anno 
12 Jac f L the George and the Ribband being firft put on, 
and the Garter laft. And fo was it performed when the 
Prince of Denmark, Dukes of Monmouth , Cambridge, and 
Albemarle, received their Inveftiture in the Reign of King 
Charles IL The Garter, as it was the firft, fo is the prin- 
cipal and moft worthy Enfign of the Order ; and, in the 
Pra&ice of all former Times, had always the Preference 
given to it. The Inveftiture with thefc two Enfigns, 
bath generally been performed by the two fenior Knights, 
at the Command of the Sovereign ; but always in his 
Prefence, the Chapter fitting j but if abfenr, then by his 
tenant. For, in 31 the Lord Buckburft being 
ele&cd at fPbitcbal, and coming to Court wholly igno- 
rant of the Affiur, and after the Sovereign was rifen, fyet 
leaving the Chapter fitting ) her Lieutenant invefted Urn 
both with the Garter and George. After the Solemnity is 
comnteated, the ele& Knight renders moft humble Thanks 
to tne Sovereign, and with due Refpe&s falutes the 
Knights-Compamons, who re-falute the eledfc Knigbr, 
and joyfully receive him into their Society If two or 
ppore deft Knights receive this Inveftiture ^t one time, 
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as foori as the Senior is invefted, and his humble Thanks 
prefented, he moves downwards towards the Chapter- 
Houfe Door, and there ftands till the next Junior Knight 
is invefted ; and if there be more, fo on* until the Chapter 
break up.

$ 4. Where a {Cnight-SubjeA, at the time of his Ele- 
dkion, is far diftant from Court, or beyond' Sea, and the 
Sovereign determines to fend him the Two principal En- 
figns of the Order, the Charge of this Employ does of 
right belong to the Garter , For the Proof bt which there 
are divers Precedents. 

The Letters heretofore lent from the Sovereign, along 
with the Enfigns of the Order, to the ele<ft Knights, have, 
for the moft parr, been drawn after the Form of thofe that 
certify the Election, and differs only in the laft Claufe, 
whieh reauires the eleeft: Knight to repair to the Sove- 
reign: The difference lay not in the Body, but? in the 
Direction of the Letter, which was always worded ac- 
cording to the Quality of the Perfon to whom it was fent. 
As to a Knight- Batchelor, the Direction was' To our tru * 
fly and wett-beloved $ and to an Earl, Bjfht trufly, and tight 
wet-beloved Coufin ; to a Duke,’ B^ght trufty % and right en~ 
iirely beloved Coufin , &C. 

The Forms of thofe Letters, fent upon like Occafiohsqo 
Knigbts-Subje&s, when King Charles II. Was beyond Sea, 
were penned after another Model, and contained** other 
additional particular Claufcs ; as, 1 . Power to Wear the 
Star of Silver about St. Georges Croft ; x. The preFgt 
Collar of the Order ; and, 3. To ftyle themfelves Kjiighft, 
and Companions of the Order of the Gartc+ t in as* aiftple ta 
Manner, as if they had been rriftalled at PPindfer'} with 
an Affurance of receiving the whole Habit 'fhere/wh^jp 
the Sovereign was reftored to the Pdfleflion ^Hereof. ‘ 

And it appears from fome of tMfe Letters, that by Tea- 
fon Sir Edward fVall(er f Garter, was othepwife employ'd 
in the Service of the Sovereign, when^tftcy were tranf- 
, mitred, the Sovereign ricch’d Upon o'tfreb Perfbns, 2 fo'car- 
ty both the Letters and Enfigns 1 of the Order, and +Jft 
continued the Garrer'in the Righrs' of His'Office. * How- 
ler, Sit Edward efteemjng this devolving ’his Ehnp!<jy- 
ment on others, as an Invafion oh the^Rijjhts of tjls Office ; 
Und having a juft regard for ihe Imefcff of bis Succeffbrs, 
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no lefs than his own, humbly {fetitioned King Charles II. 
for Red refs, and obtained his gracious Reference there - 
upon, to feveral Knights of the Order, to examine the 
Matter, and to give in their Reporr,what they found, and 
what they thought proper to be effc&ed therein ; and up- 
on whofe Report the Sovereign did him full Right i>y'bis 
gracious Declaration . For the Dukes of Buckingham and 
Hamilton, and the Marquis of NeW'caftle^ to whom this 
Affair was referr*d, gave in their Report to the King 
Breda, May 17 . 1650 . 


We, George, Duke of Buckingham, William, Duke of 
Hamilton, *and William, Marquis of Netvcaftle, Knights 
of the moft noble Order of the Garter f having read and cote- 
fider'd the within written Petition , do find the Allegations 
therfin mentioned to agree with the Statutes and ancient 
P radices of the faid Order ; and that Garter King of Arms, 
and his Deputies, ought to bear all LetteesiPatctits apper- 
taining to the Brethren of the faid Order , and all EleHions 
t<f the K**ghts cleft* And we da therefore makf this Report 
to your Ma/efly, to the end you may be f leafed to mantain 
.the Petitioner in his juft Rights ; and that no Example late- 
ly made may be brought in Precedent qgainft him , or his Suc- 
ftjfors in the fdiri Office.

It was formerly’the Pra&ice, to fend the Book of Su- 
tures, under the common Seal of the Order, together wijh 
the Letters fignifyiug an Ele&ion; and the Eniigns of the 
Order, no lefs to a Knight SubjeA than to a Stranger, 
*hat he might perufe and advife thereupon, whether he 
would accept of the Ele&ion, or not ; for fo it appears, 
Auho 4 f 4 en. VI. by the Letters Cent to Sir John Falfloff 
' Within a few Days after Prince Rupert was cle&ed into 
this Order, ( being then in Hod and ) a Commiflion of Le- 
gation was prepared to be fent thither, with the Garter 
and George , oy Sir John Burreugb , Kr. to perform the Iu- 
teftiture with them 5 bur Sir Joiat dying, prevented the 
Ceremony*. Some time after the Prince had been in Eng- 
land, the then Sovereign thought fit to lay Ws Commands 
7)n Sir James P aimer , 1 Chancellor of the Order, to attend 
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Iris Highncfs, to declare the Realba why the (aid Com* 
million was not lent and executed, as was defigned, as 
well as to deliver him the Commilfion it felf ; to the in- 
tent ( being prevented of receiving his InftaUaticn at 
IVsndfor, becaufe that Caftle continued in the Poffefliou 
of the Rebels ) it might remain with him as a Memorial 
of his Sovereign's Princely Favour, and Refpeift to his 
Quality and Merits, and for a farther Evidei.ce of his be- 
ing admitted into this moft Noble Order, fince there was 
no other Memorial thereof, but the Minutes of his Ele- 
&ion, and this Commilfion. And accordingly .on Mon- 
da}, the 14th of January, ' 1644. the Chancellor, accom- 
panied with Dr. Cbrijhfbtr Wren, Regifter, and Sir Ed- 
ward Welder, newly made Garter, attended the Prince at 
his Lodgings in Oxfitrd; who, having notice of their De- 
fign, receiv'd them with all obliging Civility; and the 
Chancellor, in an eloquent Speech, made known to bis 
Highncfs his Sovereign's Commands, a$d the Intent of 
bis coming ; which was no fooner finilhed, but Sir James 
Palmer p relented his Petition to the Prince, who gave bis 
Majefty many humble Thanks for this gracious Meflage j 
and acknowledged Iris Majefty's Favours beyond his De- 
fert j but promifed he would ftudy to he more wonhy 
by his A&ions, than in return of Words ; with many 
Thanks to the Chancellor, and other Officers of the Or- 
der, for their Trouble; Whereupon they took their Leave, 
and the Chancellor went immediately to his Majefty, and 
gave him a Narrative of wbat thdy had done. 

4 V. It was an ancient Cuftoro, and part of the Ce- 
remony belonging to the Inveftitute with the Garter, to 
give him an Oath, whether he was a Stranger or a Sub- 
jetft-Knight, which we find ftyled, T be Oath in (itch Cafes 
accuftomed to be taken ; and which was Co this ewd ; Tbaf 
fbe Kjiight fhould mi tend faithfuls k ee f *nd obfenre, Jo 
far at God (biuld enable him, ai that mas etmainad in she 
Statutes oftbe Order : But this of late hath been difufed, 
and not impofed, unefs upon foreign Princes. 

' It is obfervable, that Amo 4. Hen. V}. a particular 
Commilfion was iflued, to the Earls of Warwick, Solis - 
buy, and Suffolk, with Power, to any Two, or One of 
them, to receive this Oath from Sir John Falfttjf, upon 
bis Inveftitqrc ; which was beQdes the Oajh his Brockor 
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wtf afterwards to take at the InftaHationi which Sir John 
empowered him to do on his behalf; which was, Such 
Oath as fhould be required at the time of JnftaHation . 

Alcho* we have fully treated of the Ceremony and Man* 
ner of inverting a Knight eletft, with the Garter and Georg*, 
we fhail fubjoin Two or Three coniiderable Inftasccs, as 
moft proper to this Place. 

When Philip , Prince of Spain, Anno i Mari*, had thefe 
Enfigns of the Order fent him, the Sovereign joyn’d Gar- 
ter King of Arms, with the Earl of Arundel, to perform 
the Inveftiture ; who, upon notice of his arrival on the 
Coaft of England , fet forward on their Tourney to South - ~ 
ampton • where, on Friday the 20th of July, they took 
Water, and meeting the Prince before he landed, entered 
his Barge, and gave him notice of his Election in a ihorc 
Speech $ which being ended. Garter having the Garter in 
hts Hand, killed it, and fo preferred it to the Earl, who 
forthwith fatten’d it about the Prince’s Leg ; and after 
Garter had prcfented the Earl with the George , hang- 
ing at a Chain of Gold, he put it like wife about the Prince's 
Neck. The Ceremony of Inveftiture being thus perform- 
ed, the Prince came on (hore at Southampton ; and on 
the uppermoft Stair were ready attending his landing, 
the Marquis of Wtnchefter, Lord High Treafurer of Eng- 
land, with divers other Lords : The Prince gave the Lord 
WiHiams his White Staff, and made him Lord Chamber- 
lain of his Houfhould ; and Sir Anthony Proven, Matter of 
his Horfe, prefented him, from the Queen, a Horfe with 
a Foor-doth of Crimfon Velvet, richly embroider'd with 
Gold and Pearls, having the Bridle and all other Furni- 
ture fuiuble, whereon he rode to the Cathedral, and after 
Prayers to the Lodging prepared for him. 

Concerning the Garter* s inveftiture of the Earl of Wot* 
vricJ{, at Newhaven in France , the firft of May, Anno 5 <£/*;£ 
js as follows : The Garter repairing firft to the EarfeLoda* 
ings, put on his Mantle in the next Chamber to the Eari^ 
and proceeded into the E id's Chamber ; where, having 
made Three Reverences, he buckled the Garter about hi* 
left Leg, and after pur on the George and the Ribband 
about his Neck ; reading to the Earl the ^Tords of the 
Signification, appointed to be pronounced at the Invefti- 
ture ; which being concluded. Garter retir’d into the Room* 
11 > * wherd 
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where he had pile on his Mantle, and there difrobed bin v 
felf, and fo the Ceremony ended. 

It was the Cuftom about thefe Times, for the Nobi- 
lity, Allies, or Friends, to the ele& Knight, to fend him 
l>y the Garter, feveral Garters and Georges, as Marks of 
Congratulation for the Honour he was to receive, which 
the Garter delivered to him when the Inveftiture was fi- 
nifhed, and he had put off his Robe, wfth the particular 
Services and Refpe&s of thofe Friends who had beftojw ’d 
.them.. For thus was it with the Earl of fVarwick&i New- 
haven , and the Lord Scroop at C aril fie, Anno i6 Eli%* • Ap 
the Garter's return to Court, he is obliged to driver an 
Account to the Sovereign, ho*/ he hath difeharged bi$ 
Employment ; and by fpecial Diredfc ons from the ele< 5 k 
Knight, who prefents the higheft Refpedls he can exprefs, 
as well to the Sovereign as to the reft of the Knights- 
Companions, fop honouring him with a Reception into fo 
illuftrious a f}ody. 

We (hall clofe this Se&ion with a brief Account of the 
Inveftiture of the Duke of Gloucefler , on Eafter-day in the 
Morning, being the 14th of April, 1653. In reference tQ 
which Ceremony there was provided ; 

1 . A Garter with the Motto, to be tycd about his left 
Leg. 

a. A George in a Ribband, to be put about his Neck.' 

3. An embroider’d Crofs of St. George, with a G arur 
and Star, to be few’d on the left Shoulder of the Quke’s 
Cloak. 

4. A Velvet Cufhion, whereon the Enfigns and Orna- 
ments of die Order were to be laid. 

For the Honour of the Qrder, and bis faid Highnefs, 
Sir Edward Walker, Garter, humbly propofed. That be 
might be affiflted by Two or Four l^nights in performing 
his Dury. 

That his Highnefs the Duke might receive the Enfigns 
of the Order, in the. P re fence-Chamber of the Princefs 
Royal, or in his own, accompanied with the Queen pf 
Bohemia] her Royal Highnefs, and fome other Perfops of 
Honour and Quality. 

That his Highnefs having plated himfelf under the Stare» 
Garter fhould take the Cufhion upon his Arms, on which 

were 
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wire to be laid *11 the particular Ornaments juft now 
mentioned ; being aflifted With the Knights, and a Pat 
fage left for him to make his Three Obeyfances, he (hould 
proceed up towards the Duke, and lay the Cufhion with 
the Ornaments upon a Stool fet near his Highnefs for that 
purpofe. 

That he (hould fignifie to bis Hignef$,in fewWord$,the 
Caufe of his coming, and then deliver into his Hands the 
Sovereign s Letter. 

That his Highnefs having receiv’d ir, (hould break it 
open, and deliver it back to the Garter to be read ; which 
he having done, (hould return it to his Highnefs. 

Thar, after this, he (hould proceed to the Inveftiture of 
his Highnefs with the Enfigr s of the Order. 

Which being done, he briefly reprefented unto his 
Highnefe, in a Speech, fomewhat of the Quality and 
Splendor of the Order. 

And, lafUy, to kifs his Highnefs Hand, and fo depart. 
And accordirg to thofe Proposals, and in the fame Order, 
were all Things performed. 

§ 6. The Sovereign of this moft Noble Order defrays 
the Charges of the Garter, whenfeever, and as often as 
he is di parch’d to any eledi Knight Subjedfc, either with 
Letters to fignifie his EledHon, or to inveft him with the 
Garter and George ; and this is commonly proportioned ac- 
cording to the length or the (hortnefs of the Journey. The 
Allowance for the Journey which Sir Gilbert Ditkicl ^ Gar* 
ter, made into the Counties of Lincoln and Cumberland , 
firft to the Earl of Rutland, and then to the Lord Scroop , 
when Queen Elizabeth was Sovereign, appears to have 
been 20 /. 

Befides the Sovereign's Allowance to the Garter , he re- 
ceives honourable Gratuities and Rewards from the cledfc 
Knight hitpfe f, after he has performed the Inveftiture ; 
and thefe have ufually been proportioned, according to 
the eftimate of the Honour he receives, and the particular 
affedtion he has for the Garter, and the fervice done by 
him. Among whom, Anno 17 Henry VlIJ, we find the 
Earl of Arundel beftow’d on Thomas Wio'h fly, Garter, 
ten Pounds in Anpclots, beine then at his Mannor of 
Dtwnley ; and Ralfb Earl of PVcJl mo eland, cleded at the 
fame Time with the aforefaid Earl, being at Mile-end, 

gave 
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f vetohitn fix Pounds thirteen Shillings and four Perce. 

he Earl of Northumberland, in the 23 of Henry VIII. 
bellow'd on the Garter, for the verbal certifying him of his 
Ele&ion* four Pounds, though he went no farther than 
the Chapter-Houfe Door. 

Laftly, Anno 2 6 Elizabeth, the Earl of Rutland honou- 
rably received the Garter at Newark, and the Lord Scroop 
gave him thirty Pounds in Gold, a Velvet Cloak, and a 
Callaway Nag, and to WlSiam Detbicl ^ York, Herald, who 
accompanied Garter to Carlijle, ten Pounds. 

But fince thefe Times, the Knights eledk have enlarged 
their gratuities to Garter, for his Service upon this Oc. 
cafion.

Of Preparations for the Perfonal Infialla - 
turn of a Kjiigbt. 

$ i. fTIHE Inauguration of a Knight of this moft 
| Noble Order, confifts in a Conjunction of 
many Ceremonies, and contains the moft 
folemn part of thofe, which compleateth. all the reft; 
and till this great Solemnity be regularly and duly per* 
formed, the Perlon eledfced hath not the Honour to be 
enrolled among the Number of Founders, but barely 
pafies for an ele& Knight, and no other : For the Sta- 
tute exprefly lays, That in Cafe a Knight eledt die be- 
fore his Inftallation, He (hall not be named one of the 
Founders ; and the reafon afligned for it is, becaufe he 
hath not had the full Poflcflion of his Eftate; and in this 
Point do the ocher Bodies of the Statutes agree. But 
when the Ceremonies of Inftallation are compleatly fini- 
shed, without all dcubt the Knight is amply vetted, in 
Pofleflion of all Honours and Privileges appertaining to 
the Founder of this moft Noble Order. But to fpur up 
each eledt Knight, who is either a Subjedfc to his Sove- 
reign, or rcfidcs within the Realm, <and confequently is 
better able to provide for InftaHment, than one remain -

in Foreign Parts,) for the completion of his Honour, 
or elfe to wave the Act of Election, he has the fpae* of 
one Year allowed him by the Statutes for Inftallation. 
otherwife his Election is ordained to be abfolutely null and 
void : Nor can there be any Motive Efficient to retard the 
Sovereign from proceeding to a new Election, unleft the 
elect Knight fend or produce an Extenuation or Excttfe 
for fuch his delay, fit to be excepted by the Sovereign or 
his Deputy, and the whole of that refpiendent Body, or 
that the Sovereign himfelf think fit to defer the Ceremony 
of Inftallation tor iome time longer. For which reafon, 
when certain Articles, tending to the Honour of the Or- 
der, had been prepared by the Sovereigns Lieutenant and 
ten Knights-Companions, in a Chapter held the 14th of 
April, Ann* %i Jacobus I. ratified by the Sovereign, 
and ordered to be obfervcd 5 one of them was for acce- 
lerating the Inftallation, after the Knight had been ele- 
cted, yet qualified with this Exception : Vnlefs for fome 
/fecial Cauft the Sovereign fhoud thinly fit to defer the fame 
until the Eve or Day of St. George next f Mowing, the Time 
of Election . 


f 2. The Feaft of Inftallatffin hath not been hitherto 
affigned to any certain Period of Time, but has always 
depended upon the Will and Pleafure of the Sovereign, to 
affix a convenient Day, which hath been granted upon 
the requeft of the Knights ele&, or (bme other of rite 
Knights-Companions, whofe Favour and Efteem with 
the Sovereign was beft able to prevail ; fuch a one do we 
find Anno 35 Elizabeth ; who, on the behalf of the Earls 
of Shrewsbury and Cumberland , obtained the 19th of June 
the (aid Year, to be appointed for the Inftallation. It 
fomerimes happens, that though the Day of Inftallation be 

K efixed, yet fometbing extraordinary intervening, it hath 
«n prorogued to a farther and more convenient Seafon 
for the Sovereign’s Affairs. And the moft remarkable In- 
ftance is fet down. Anno 3 and 4 Philip and Mery, when 
the Earl of Sujfex, the Lord Grey, and Sir Robert Rochtfter , 
Knights eled, had their Inftallation, together with the 
Feaft of Sc. George # prorogued to the toth of May in the 
Year aforefaid. But many urgent Affairs, relating both 
to the King and the Queen, fell out about that time ; not 
only the Grand Feaft, but the Solemnity of their Inftal- 
lation 
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Iation were prorogued to the 5 th of December] and ftood 
fo by feveral Prorogations, to the loth of February next 
cnfuing ; yet it was ordered that the Earl of Suffix (houd 
be immediately inftalled, which was performed on the 
8th of January, and the Lord Grey the iot)i of April fol- 
lowing y but Sir Robert Rocbefter never obtained that Ho- 
nour* 

Though the time of Inftallation be arbitrary and uncer- 
tain, yet bath the Place, from the firft Inftitution of the 
Order, been appointed only to the Sovereign’s Free Chapel, 
of St. George , within whofe Choice are eredked the So-^ 
vereigns and Knights-Companions §talls, and under its*, 
facred Roof their Banners and Atchievemcnts are affixed, 
as Monuments of their high Merir, and fo jgreat Honour. 
For though the Celebration of the Grand Feaft of St. George , 
happened to be removed from Windfor , by a Decree of 
the 1 Elizabeth ; yet the Feait of the Inftallation was ex- 
cepted, and ordered to be Solemniz’d in that Place: For 
Anna 21 Jac. I. it was provided among the t Orders, 1 
That after an El eft ion made of a Knight of the Order , bit 
Inftallation / houd be performed at Windfor, according to the 
ancient Cuftomt and StatutJ of the Order. When jhe So- 
vereign hath been pleafed to prefix a certain Day for this 
Solemnity of Inftallation, there are feveral things to be. 
obtained, previous to it. (i.) k A Commiflion to admit 
and inftal the eledk Knighr. ( 1.) Letters to each of the 
Commiilioncrs, and the eledk Knight, to repair to IVind- 
fvr. (3.) Warrants for the Sovereign’s Livery. (4.) A 
Bill or Warrant for the removal of Stalls and Atchievc- 
ments, all figned l>y the Chancellor of the Order, with 
the Sign Manual of the Sovereign; Andlaftly, the Knights 
own Preparations 5 among which his Atchievemcnts are * 
to be ready to be hung up, as foon as he is inftalled. 

4 3. No eledk Knight can be inftalled, unlefs by the 
Sovereign of the Order himfelf, or by his Commiflion 
drawn up in Writing, ard paffed under the Great-Seal of 
the Order, diretfted either to his Lieutenant or Knights- 
Commiflioncrs. There is but one Inftance to be found, 
where the Sovereign hath been pleafed to Honour a 
Knight by inftalling of him himfelf; and that was Philip 
of Caftile and Lcon f Anno 22 Henry VII. yet it is fcafible * 
enough that Sigifmond the Emperor, and fome other Fo- ' 

reign* - 
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reign Princes of Rank and Eminence, might W inftalled 
by other Sovereigns, though there's no Memorial left upon 
Record. In reference to InftaUation by Commiffion , it was 
ordained by the Statutes of Inftitution ; T bat in Cafe the So- 
vereign fhou d be abfent out of the Kingdom, at the Time of 
InftaUation of any of the Knights* fo as be could not per- 
fmally perform tbofe things his Office obliged him to f 4t 
fhou'd be hateful for him to ConftitUte, as his Deputy in 
this Affair , whomsoever of the Society he fbiu'd thinly fit • and 
be to have Potter and Authority , in the Sovereigns Name * to 
Perform and Execute thefe Things, which it woud have been 
in his own part to have done , had he been Prefent . By Vir- 
tue of this Article, the Sovereign's Deputy, or Lieutenant, 
performed the Ceremony before the Reign of King Hen- 
ry VIII. which was ufually done at the Feaft of SuGoorge; 
but in the Commiffion given out for InftaUation, formerly 
the Lieutenant was firft mentioned, and the Knights-Com« 
panions appointed for his Affiftance at the laid Feaft, 
were joined with him in the Commiffion for InftaUation ; . 
but of late, the Commiffion bath paffed to the Lieute- 
nant alone. King Henry VIII. by his Statutes, enlarged 
the Power of his Deputy, and they run to two or more 
of the Knights- Companions, that (hon’d Exereifethe fame 
by the Sovereign’s Letters of Commiffion. And by the 
Privilege of this Article, whenfoever afeer, the Sove- 
reigns did Conftirute an InftaUation, otherwife than at the 
peatt of St. George , they then delegated, their Authority 
to fuch of the Knights-Companions as were judged moft 
proper to perform this Ceremony. The Year after the 
enafting this Statute, there’s a Commiffion recorded to 
be iffiied out to the Marquifs of Dorfet , and the Earls of 
Devonfhire and Kent, to Inftal the Lords Ferrers of Chart- 
ley , the fubftance of which is in our Annals. The par- 
ticular Powers thefe Commiffions have granted to them, 
are to accept and admit the Knight into the Order, to re- 
ceive the Oath, and to Inftal him ; And their general 
Power is, to effedk and accomplilh every Point which be- 
longs to his due Admittance, and plenary Inftalmenr. 

$ 4. Befides, the Cammiflion impowering the Sove- 
reign’s Lieutenant, or Knights-Commiffioners, therein 
nominated to the InftaUation of an etaft Knight, it hath 
been a matter frequent with the Sovereign, to Jfltie out 
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Letters of Summons under his privy Sigpet, both to the 
Commiflioners for InftaHation, and eled Knights, under 
the Signet of the Order ; thofe to the Commiflioners ate 
dirfe&ed feVeraUy to each, nominated in the CommUEon; 
who are to give them notice of the Inffolnaenc, and to re- 
quire their repair to U^ndfor, againft the Day aifigned, 
that they may proceed to their Inftallatiou. Thole di? 
reded to the elea Knights, pafs lifcewife under the So? 
Verdgn’s Sign Manual, and Signet of the Order ; and if 
there be two or more Knights appointed to be InftalLed 
on the fame Day, the like Letter is Tent to each of them, 
the difference being only in the Dire&ion* 

Befides thefe Letters fent from the Sovereign, the 
Chancellor (if the Sovereign be abfenr,) in his circular 
Letter to the Knights-Companions, gives them an intima- 
tion of the dedgned In (foliation, upon the Featt of St. 
George. And if the Featt be held either by the Sovereign 
. or his Lieutenant, he difpatcbeth a Letter to the Prelate 
\of the Order, intimating the Sovereign’s Commands for 
his attendance at the Day appointed ; and if it be pert 
formed by Commiflioners, he iffues his Letters to the 
three inferior Officers of the Order, purporting the Tame 
Command ; the conveyance of which appertains to the 
Garter, and are left to tus Care, and Truft, by*the Coo- 
ftitutions relating to the Order, whofe allowances azx} 
rewards upon thefe and fuch like Services, in their due 
Place, (hall be confidered. 

$ 5 . The third matter to be obtained by the Chancellor 
of the Order, is the Sovereign s Warrant, dire&ed for the 
Matter of the Great Wardrobe, for the Time being, to 
deliver fo much Velvet for the Livery of the Order, as 
will make the Knight eledfc a Surcoat and Hood, and as 
much Sarcenet or Taffetv as will ferve to line them : Of 
fuch a Warrant there is an ancient Precedent in Latin, 
entered in the Black Book of the Order ; where it runs, 
Nw ideo volumus & pr*cipimus y ut bine T abclioni virgas 
OBodecem fnbrubri ofiri de more trades , cum tanto albo fence, 
quanto veftimentum inie conficicndum iyfulciri potent y pro 
liver at a (quam vacant) fua, There is lijtewifc inferred 
another Precedent in Englilh of the like Nature, for the 
delivery of thefe Materials to Sir John fValtep JCc. elede4 
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Anno 3 fc Henry V III. and in the fame Form rim all tfe 
Warrants of Qpeen Mary and Queen Eli^tbetb. 

Over and above thefe, there is a Warrant and Scheme 
prepared for the Sovereign to Sign, wherein is defcribed 
the Order of the Stalls of Wind far, as he wou'd have them 
•ftand at the enfuing Ele&ion ; by the Virtue of. which, 
.the Garter is impowered to fhift or remove the Plates 
and Atchievements of the prefent Knights-Companions, fo 
chat room may be made for the ele& Knight, or Knigbtjp, 
and to fix the new Plates and Atchievements within, and 
over the Stalls, in fuch order as they are rank’d in the 
Scheme. As foon as the Sovereign’s Pleafure is known 
concerning an Inftallation, Garter brings to the Chancellor 
of the Order, the Names of the prefent Koightf-*Compa- 
nions, placed in the order they then fit in their Stalls, to 
the intent he may prefent them to the Sovereign ; who, 
upon obferving the feries wherein they ftand already* he 
may eaiier determine how to alter and place both then?, 
and the new eledfc Knights. Anno 0,7 Elizabeth, the Of- 
fice of the Garter being vacant, this employ was putupqn 
the Clarenpeux, and the Sovereign's Warrant for removal 
and placing of Plates and Atchievements, was delivered 
to him, five Days before the Inftallation of the Earl of 
HutUnd, the Lords Cobbam and Scroop , who thereupon 
fixed them according to the dire&ion given ; upon what 
Ground this alteration and removal came to be made, 
and continues ftill in Vcgue, though it was otherwife at 
the Inftitution of the Order, wherein we muft have re- 
courfe to the Statutes, and the antique Pra&tce grounded 
upon them : Among the Statutes, thofe of the Inftitution 
did ordain, That if any Earl, Baron, or Knight-Bacchellor, 
fhou’d depart this Life* he that fucceeded in his Place, of 
what Condition or State foever, (hou’d po fiefs the fame 
Stall which his Predecdfor held before, without changing : 
So that it might happen for an Earl, or a Duke, to fuc~ 
ceed a Knight, and, vice verfa , it was thus at firft 
conftituted by Edward 111. that it might be kjnovm who were 
the firft Founders of this moft Noble Order . 

Now how punctually this Article of the Statutes hath 
been obferved, that n<?ne Chofen afong time after the In* 
ftitution of the Order, fhou’d interrupt or change this 
courfe, we (hall demonftrate. conceiving it very material 
‘to eye thofe Tables, yet preferved in the Chapter-Houfe 
“ V % in 
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in Wsndfor, wherein are colle&ed the Names of all thgfe 
Kbights-Companions who fucceeded one another in each 
Stall, until the beginning of Henry VII*s Reign. 

From which Series of Succeffion, we (hall remark how 
exadtly the Law in this Point hath been obferved, even to 
King Henry VIII’s Reign, when it received fome altera* 
tiorv in this Point. For we find in the AnnaJs feveral 
Knights defigned for the Stall of their immediate Prede* 
Sceflfofs, by the Honour only of Ele&ion, although pre- 
vented of Inftallation by Death, or other accidents ; and 
the Statutes do not only bind him who (hall chance to 
attain the Honour of Inftallation, but him who ftoaH fucteed 
'ey came after the Defunct l^night. Firft therefore we (hall 
fnftanqe in Foreign Kings, among whom we find Ericus 
King of Denmark, to have received Inftallation in Henry V’s 
Reign, not according to the State and Dignity of a King, 
but into the Stall of that Knight-Companion whom he 
fucceeded, vi%. the Duke of Bavaria . John the firft King 
of Portugal , a Knight and Companion, likewife in Jien- 
rj'V* s Time, was mftalled in the fecond Stall on the So- 
vereign’s Side, which belong’d to Henry Duke of Lan- 
cafter , his firft Predeceffor : And to this King did fucceed, 
in the lime Stall, his Son Edward King of Portugal, Anno 
13 Henry VI. to whofe Succeffor Humphry, Anno 34, and 
Caftmir King of Poland were ele&ed, Anno 18 Henry VI. 
into the fixth Stall on the Prince’s fide, at that Time vacant 
by the Death of the Duke Conimbero , whofe firft Founder 
was Sir John Mobun. Alphonfus King of Arragon and Na • 
pies. Anno 38 Henry VI. was ele&ed into the Stall of 
'Don Altro Vaftjues Dalmedea Count d'Averence f being the 
feventh qn the Sovereign’s fide. Sir Hugh Courtney firft pok 
feffing jt. Ferdinand King of Naples and* Sicily , eleded 
Arino 3 Edward IV. was inftalled on the third on the 
Prince’s fide, J{alpb Earl of Stafford having been firft iri- 
ftalled therein. And laftly, we find Alphonfus King of 
Sicily and Jerusalem, being defied by Henry VII. received 
his Inftallatioh 6n £he Prince’s fide, whofe Predeceflor was 
Thomas Beauchamp Earl of Warwick 

In the fecond Place, if we defeend to Foreign Princes, 
it ts remarkable, that William Duke of Gueldres , elected 
by Packard II. was inftallefl in that which Sir John Beau - 
<b(tmp poflefled, and Wiliam far! of Holland , Haynalt, 
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find Zealand, In that which appertained vo Sir John Chin- . 
dos. Philip Duke of Burgundy, in the Time of Henry V. 
into the Stall of Sir John Clifford • And Anno iZ Henry Vt. 
Henry Duke of BrUnfwici ^ was elected into the Dukfc of 
Suffolk's Stall. 

And as the Statute was carefully obferved, with refe^ 
fence to the Election and Inftallarion of Foreign Prin- 
ces, fo no lefs in relation to the Princes of the Blood 
at Home ; among whom let us obferve, in the third 
Place, the ranking the Sons of the Founder of this moft' 
Noble Order; where we fee Lyonel Duke of Clarence 
his third Son, to have been inftalled in the fixth Stall, 
on the Sovereign’s fide, whofe immediate Predeceflor 
was Sir John Beauchamp : In like manner John of 
Gaunt, Duke of Ldncafier, his fourth Son was inftalled 
in the feventh Stall oh the Prince’s fide* having Sir* 
Thomas Holland for his Predeceflor and a Founder : 
His fifth Soti Edmund Langley, Duke of fork, poflefs’d 
rti'e Stall Sir Hugh Courtney did before : And the fixth 
Son, Thomas tVoodftocl c, Duke of Gloucefter , enjoy’d 
the Stall Sir John Grey did before: This Rule was 
Jikewife obferved ftrkftly in relation to the Sons of 
King Henry VII. 

If we review the afbrefaid Tablet, we (half find, that 
as the Knights-Companions of higher Dignity aflumed the 
Stalls, (when they became vacant) though often of the 
lower fort, fo fome of the inferior rank among them 
have had the Honour to be inftalled in Seats of a Tuperior 
Clafs, and this by the virtue irid due of the Law. 

Aihongft thefe Knights-Companions we (hall enumerate 
Sir Philip la Vache, a Ga/con, who, in the Reign of King 
B^chard II. was firft inftalled in the Prince’s Stall, (being 
vacant by the Death of J^bn of Gaunt,) though afterwards 
removed to the third Stall on the Sovereign’s fide. Sir* 
Nicholas Sdmes field, Standard-bearer to the Founder, who 
fucceeded Hugh Earl of Stafford , and after him Sir Wil- 
liam dr unde!, immediate Succeflor to Sir Nkbolat, were 
both inftalled in the fecond Stall on the Sovere gn'S fide ^ 
As likewife Sir John Upb/art, Sir Gilbert Talbot, find Sir 
John Grryj &<*. were inftalled in the fecond or third Stall* 
tot Ute Sovereign’s fide. 

%J % Thefe 
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TWe Inftances already after ted, are fufljcient to mani- 
feft the U Cage and Pr?i.<ftice, how the Knights* Compani. 
ons have fucceeded in the Stalls of their immediate Pre- 
deceflors, down to the Reign of Henry VIII. apd wa$ 
confonant and agreeable to the ancient Law of the Orden 

But we are to obferve, that tho* each Knight was, by 
the before-mentioned Article, conftituted to mcceed his. 
immediate Predeceffor, in the Stall void by his Death, 
yet there’s an exception as to that of the Prince of Wales* 
This Stall is the firft on the left Hand, at the entrance 
into the Choir of St. George's Chapfel at Windfor , an4 
wherein Edward the Black Prince was inftalled; from thi^ 
Stall does the whole range of Stalls on the fame fide take 
their Denomination, and to which the Prince of Wales* 
as foon as he is eledted into the Order, hath a due Title. 
Though this Stall de Jure appertains to . that Prince, yet 
heretofore, when the Sovereign had no Heir, then was ic 
for the prelent difp >fed to (ome other Knight, otherwife 
a defedl in the full Number cf Knights- Companions would, 
have enfued. 

The firft that obtained that Honour, (befiftes the Prince o£ 
Wales,) was John of Gaunt , Duke of Lancajler t decreed him. 
by K. Hjchard II. who never had Iffue, and removed from 
the feventh Stall thither. But the firft Companion that 
happened to be inftalled in it, was Sir Philip la Vacbe juft 
mentioned, which was a great Honour done to one of big 
Rank : But it fell to him by the then Law of the Order, 
being ele&ed into the Room of the faid Duke, who diedt 
poffdTed of it. But King Henry IV. coming to the Crown* 
and his deleft Son being created Prince of Wales, laid claim 
to the Stall by Virtue of that Statute, and had it af« 
figned to him. Neverthelefs, that the former PofTeffor 
might buffer as little diminution as might be in the Ho-; 
nour of his Seflion, he was removed no lowcjr than to the. 
Stall, which King Henry IV. lately Jield, when he was Earl 
of Derby* 

Upon the Death of Henry IV. Henry V. being So- 
vereign* Sir Jolm Dabrichcourt fupphed the vacancy, and 
was inftalled therein; and he dying in the fifth Year of that 
King poflefs’d thereof, his Plate continues in that Stall to 
this Day, and the Emperor Sigifmoqd fucceedsSir Job* 
Dabrichcourt in the Prince’s Stall. 

Some 
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- Some few Years before King Henry VI. died, he had i 
Son Bom^ and though the Emperor Frederick was eie&ed 
into the Order, Armo 35 Henry VI. yet wag that Stall 
referred for the Prince, (though he never poflefs'd it) and 
the Emperor ij Henry VL was inftalled by Proxy id 
the Duke of Somerfet' s Stall, then lately deceafed: 

In Edward IV*s Reign, the right of this Stall Returned 
agaiir to Edward his Son, the Prince of Wales, and in 
Benty VIl's, to Prince Arthur, but upon his Death, to 
Maximilian , Son of Frederick, King' of the Romans, and aft 
ifer Emperor, enjoyed it. So did the Emperor Charles V; 
(his Grandchild,) in- regard there was no Son a$ yet Bord 
to the Sovereign. 

But Prince Edward being Bom; white the Stall was 
pofleffed by Charles V. it thanc’d likewife that the King 
of the Scots died, which tau$*d King Henry VllL to re- 
lerve His Stall for that Prince, although he never had Pofc 
feflion of it, or was ele&ed into the Order* though we 
find him once regiftred in a Scrutiny. King Henry VIIL 
dying. Prince Edward became, both by Inheritance and 
SuccefEon, Sovereign of this moft Noble Order. 

From this Time, to the eighth Year of King Jkshes li 
there was no Prince of Wales, who finding the Prince's 
Stall vacant, at his entrance upon the Englifli Throne, 
did in a Chapter in the firft Year of his Reign, advance 
the French King Henry iV. froria the fecond Stall on the 
Sovereign's fide, into it ; and appointed Prince Henry to be 
inftalled in that King's void Seat, where he continued 
till Anno 3 Jat. I. that Chriftitme IV. King of Denmark •, 
Came to be inftalled by Proxy, and the Prince was moved 
lower to rtiake way for him, though he was Senior both 
by Election, ahd Inftallation. Anno 9 Jac. 1 . upoh the 
Death of the French King, riot the Prince, whole Right . 
it was, fince he was created Prince of Wales^ but the 
faid King of DenrHatkj was translated to the vacant Stall y 
and hereupon Prince Henry was returned again to the fe- 
tond Stall on the Sovereign's fide, which he enjoyed as 
long as he furvived, and upon his Death* Prince Charles was 
femoved into it, and there remained all King Jatocs'i 
Reign; 

When ! 4 ing dh dries IT. Caifie' to he inftalled, the So- 
vereign finding him prevented from afluming the Prince's 
Stall, th<i King of Denmark being jet alive, afligned to 
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him Ac fecond Stall on the Sovereign’s fide, (wherein him" 
fclf fat whilft Prince of Wales,) and where hitherto hii 
Place remains as a fixed Memorial of his Inftallation 
therein. 

. AlAoughit has been^nade apparent, that the JO tights- 
Companions , at their Election or Inftallation, fucceeded Aet 
Immediate defun8 Kjiigbt in his Stall, yet we may ob- 
ferve, that lometimes after Inftallation, as an efpedal fig- 
nal of Favour and Indu gence, the Sovereign haA been 
pleafed, though very rarely., to advance a Kjiigbt-Com - 
fanion to a higher Stall than that wherein he was firft 
placed ; and though there be no fuch Permifficn granted 
by the Law of the Order, yet we find John of Gaunt , Duke 
of Lancqfter, removed from the feventh Stall on the Prince’s 
fide, to the Prince’s Stall it felf, and it’s faid to be done 
by. the Decree of the Sovereign and the Kjiigbts-Compa- 
nioris . And no doubt but as this was done by fo good 
Authority, and fo upon no lefs cnducements to Ae Sovc- 
reign, and the whole Society. We (hall here mention a 
few of Aefe extraordinary Cafes. William Henalt, Earl of 
Oflervant , was advanced by King Pochard II. from the 
eleventh Stall on the Sovereigns fide, to the Duke of 
Britain's, being the fecond on the Prince’s fide. Humphry 
Duke of Gloucefter , in the Reign of King Henry VI. was 
removed from the eleventh Stall on the Sovereign's fide, 
to the fecond on the fame fide ; and Richard Nevil , Earl of 
Warwick, by the Content of the Kjtigbts-Companious in 
Chapter, Anno 39 Hen*y VI. was transited to Ae Duke 
of Buckingham's Stall; the Lord Bonvil , to Ae Lord Scales's 
Seat ; Sir Tbcmas K^yricll, ro the Piace of the Earl of 
Shrewsbury ; and the Lord Wenlock * to the Stall of Vifcounc 
Beaumont . But King Henry VJII thinking it requifite 
for the Sovereign of this meft Noble Order, to be impow- 
ered by a General, how to A (ft that at Plcafure, which 
the former Sovereigns did not, but by the Power of par- 
ticular Adb, or Orders, in the Chapter; after he had 
confirmed the ancient Law of fucceeding in the Stall of 
Ae immediate Predeceflor, and not to fuffer an alteration 
without the S >' e.rcign's Licence, in the next Article he 
eftabiiftied this Privilege upon Himfelf and Succeflors: 
That if there were any Place or Stall vnd, the Sovereign , at 
t)i$ own Pleafure , might Advance and Tranjlate any J^night 
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' of the Society into the void Stall, fo that it were higher 
than that , wherein be fate before . 

This in EffeA did vacat the ancient Law of (Weeding 
in Stalls, though at the fame Time he teem’d to Confirm, 
it to the JQugbts-SubjeQs, for afterwards Tra&flations pro- 
ceeding to Inflations, became fo frequent, that the Right 
an ele8 Knight had to his Predeceffor's Stall, was feldoni 
enjoyed. However, hereby he confirmed a Power to 
gratify fuch of the Knight s-C.mpxnions, as he fliou’d think 1 
fit to advance, without having recourfe to a Chapter £ 
and from hence began the Cuftom to Iflue out Warrants, 
under the Sovereign’s Sign Manual , for the Tranflation of 
Stalls, and confequently the alteration and removal ot ludr 
of the Knight s-Comp ant on s Helms, Crefis , Banners, and 
Plates , who (hou’d receive a higher Exalration. 

Befidcs the Power eftablifhed upon the Sovereigns of 
this moft Noble Order, of tranflatirg Stalls, when a va- 
cancy happened, they farther added this larger Preroga- 
tive : That the Sovereign, once in his Life, might, if ir 
pleafed him, make a general Tranflation of all the Stalls 
at his Pleafure, except of Emperors, Kings, Princes, and 
Dukes, who ftiou'd keep their Stalls and Places, unleis 
advanced to a higher Room and Stall. In which Tranl 1 
lation, the long continuance in the Order, and the Praiies, 
Worthinefs, and Merits of the Kjiigbts-Companions, were 
to be confidered and remembred. 

But this Branch of the Sovereign’s Prerogative, as far 
as we can fin<j* was never put in Execution, though the 
Tranflation, Anno 27 Henry VIII. border’d fomething 
upon it, perhaps left it might raife too great Feuds among 
the Kjiignts-SubjeSs ; foralmuch as that of tranflating only, 
(when there happened a vacancy,) tegot great Emulations* 
which at length introduced a Change, to which we flialj 
pafs, afrer we have taken notice of a Claufe added in the 
twenty fecond Article of King Henry VIIl’s Statutes, re- 
lating to Princes. 

It is obfervable the ancient Law of fucceeding in Stalls; 
in relation to them, was wholly altered. For King 
Henry VIII. upon the Eftab ifhment of his Body of Sta- 
tutes, not only appointed thofe Strangers, then prefent of 
the Order, to be leated nexthimfeif; but that all Empe- 
rors, Kings, and Princes, lhould hold their Stalls after 
their Eftatcs, and the very next unto the Sovereign, rho* 
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fciights-Suljefls, upon vacancy, become removable at 
PJealure. 

For this reafon,* the Emperor Maximilian II. and after 
him Rpdolfb II. his Son, bad the Prince's Stalls afiigned 
them after their Eie&ion into the Order ; and feveral of 
the Kings of France Were placed in the next below; be- 
ing the fecond on the Sovereign's fide. And when there 
chanced to be more than one King at a time in the Or- 
der, the fecond Stall on the Prince’s fide was affigned bimj 
Ibr Precedency was meafured now by Dignity and State, 
and not by the Aoticjuity of the Order ; As aopeafs from 
the King of Bohemia , Anno 1 9 Henry VIII. ana the King 
of Spain, Anno 8 Elizabeth, Princes Strangers, accord 
ding to their regality, and illuftrious extraction * had their 
Scituation next to Kings, as is manifeft from the Duke* 
of Savoy, Montmorency, and Holjlein, Anno 3 Elizabeth, 
and Frederic k Prince Palatine, and Maurice prince of 
Orange, Anno 1 1 Joe. I. 

But notwithftanding thefe Alignments of Stalteto Stran- 
ger* they were neverthelefs fubjedt to removal, fometimet 
to Stalls higher than their own, upon the Death of a 
Stranger, who died poflefled of a fuperior one ; and fome- 
times again to others lower* for the advancing a Knight 
of greater Degree and Diftin&ion, where the upper Stalls 
were already fupplied ; elfe they could not be io ranked^ 
according to their refpe&ive Quality* as the Statutes en- 
joyn ; nor indeed wou’d any Stranger King have accep- 
ted of an Election, unlefs he was placed ifi a diftinguilh- 
able Stall, fuitable to his Dignity. Ferdinand, Emperor 
of Germany, is an inftance of Advancement in tranila* 
tion of Stalls; for after the Death of the Emperor 
Charles V. his Brother, he was advanced from the fecond 
Stall on the Prince's fide, into the Prince's StalL And 
Henry IV. of France, from the fecond on the Sovereign s 
fide, to the Prince’s Stall, aftd Chyijlieme IV. King of 
Denmark, Anno 9 Jac. I. 

Among Princes Strangers, we find Emanuel Ddke of 
Savoy, advanced from the third op the Prince's fide, to the 
fecond on the fame fide, Anno 2 Elizabeth ; and Frederic ^ 
Prince Palatine, Anno. 1 Charles I. was advanced from the 
fecond of the Prince's, to the fecond on the fide of the 
Sovereign ; like wife Henry Frederic 4 , Prince of Orange j 
was advanced from the ' third of the Sovereign’s, to the 

fecond 
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fecond of the Prince^ upon the Death of the Ring* of 
Sweden , Anna io Charles l. 

When the French. King Charles I 3 f* was ele&ed, Anna 
6 E+itybubf the fuperiot Stalls were already filled with 
Strangers, and there was no Expedient left to give him 
the S all the Sovereign defign’d him, but by the removal 
of fome of thofe Knights-Strangers lower; and upon this, 
Emanuel Duke of Sway wets dilpU$ed to the third on 
the Sovereign’s fi : e. 

But the French K ng was not inftalled, until the i6th 
of January, Anno 8 Elizabeth, and before that .it was coo* 
eluded t ) remove the King of Spain to the Duke of Savoy 9 
Stall, as void .befoie, and to inftal the French Kingi in 
' the King of Spain s, which was accordingly done ; fo.that 
upon' this occafioo, there were four Strangers, and five 
Knight $' SubjeRs, removed lower, to make way for the 
French Ki/ig. 

The loth of Aprils Amo x Joe. L The Duke of Wr- 
* temberg was inftalled in the third Stall on the Prince s 
fide, and the Year following advanced to a higher. 

The 26ch of May en fuing, Vleric k Duke Hoi ft, had at 
figrted unto him that Stall from which the Duke of tVir- 
Pmbetg was advanced : But againft the Inftallation of 
Chrifiiame, the fourth King of Denmark^ the Duke was 
removed back to his Sear, wherein he was inftalled, and 
the Duke advanced into the vacant ooe. All which will 
appear, more confpicuous, from the appointment of Stalls 
on thefe Occafions, which follow.

In this laft Scheme, we find Prince Henry removed from 
the fecond on the Sovereign's, to the fecond on the Priqce’s 
fide, to make room for the King of Denmark And tho* 
the Duke C hover eux 9 Anno 3 Charles I. was advanced from 
the third Stall on the Sovereign s fide, to the fecond on 
the Prince's fide, that became vacant by the Death of the 
Duke of Brunfwick. 5 yet the Year after, upon the ad- 
million of Guftanus Adolphus , King of Sweden , he was re- 
moved two Stalls lower, and the Prince Elector Palatine 
one. 

We pafs on now from the removal and tranllation of a 
Knight-Subjed, after he had been inftalled, to the align- 
ment of his Stall, at the Time of the Inftallation it felf ; 
where it is worthy of Remark, Thac on the 24th of April , 
Anno 6 Elizabeth, in lieu of the ancient Law, which ap- 
pointed each eledt Knight to fucceed in the Stall of his 
rredeceflbr, a new one was introduced, being compofed, 
as was conceived, upon a more juft level than the former, 
and as far as was poffible, to extinguifh all danger that might 
arife from Emulation. The .Wordsare : That all Knipbt*, 
who for the futUre were admitted into the S b ciety of the Order, 
Jbould take and be inflated in the lowefl Stall, according to 
the Courfe and Seniority of their Election, except only Stran- 
ger Kings and Princes . 

Upon which it chanced, that when a Knight-SubjeEt 
cle& was to be inflated, all the Kjsigbts-Companitms , 
between him and the vacant Stall, were removed higher, 
that the fpace might be fupplied : And if two or more 
were to be inftalled together, they pofiefled the loweft 
Stalls, according to the Seniority of their Ele&ion. And 
though the manner and order in removals, is become a 
thing of courfe, and rendered familiar and eafy 5 yet it 
cannot be effected, or the Achievements, Banners, or 
Plates, difplaced, unlefs by a Warrant iffued from the 
Sovereign, to juftify the Garter for fuch his removals * 
which will plainly appear by the infertion of thefe 
Schema

From hence it is evident, that thefe ele<3 Knights were 
infialled in the loweft Stalls, and fo continued throughout 
the feries of his tyeigp^ and fince, except the Prince of 
PVkles, and Charles Duke of To'rkj Sons to the faid Sove- 
reign : For the Prince fras ipftalled qn the fecond on the 
* . Sovereign’s 
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Sovereign's fide, and upon that Eledhon of the Dnkte of 
Torkj Anno Jac. I. the fecond Stall on the Prince’s fid* 
was affigned him, and the Morrow after St. George % Day p 
upon which he was ele&ed, he made a folemn Progreffioa 
to the Chapel, in order to take Poffeffion of it. Upon 
Woitfunday following, at a ferious Debate, it was deter- 
mined in Chapter, that notwithftanding he was the Sove* 
reign’s Son, yet he ftotfcl have no more Preheminence 
than other Knig r?ts-Companions, and that his Atchieve* 
ments, which ^iad been let up over the fecond Stall on 
the Prince’s fide, (hon’d be removed to that Stall next 
above the Vifcount Rpcheftcr s, and to be conferred with 
the Earl of Montgomery before whom he had the Prefc* 
rence, on Wbitfun-Mund a;, as they proceeded to the Chap. 
ler-Houle, in order c» .their Inftallatidn. And where it 
was farther Decreed, That all Princes not Abfolute , (bat'd 
he inftalled thenceforth in the Prince's Place. But after this 
bad pafled, Endeavours were ufed to advance the Duke 
into the Stall he was firft appointed to, and t^e Kings of 
Brms. were confuted upon this Point ; who certified, that 
Itfcbard Puke of Ibr£, fecond Son to King Edward IV. 
was inftalled in the fourth Stall on the Prince's fide, and 
bad Precedence of the Duke of Suffolk and the Earls of 
Dowglaft and EJfex, who were ele&ea long before him : 
That Henry Duke of To>\, fecond Son to King Henry VII. 
was inftalled in the third Stall on the Sovereign’s fide, 
and had the Preference of the Duke of Buckingham , and 
the Baris of Oxford and Derby , his Seniors ; and in the 
Jaft Place, that Henry Fit% fyy, Duke of Richmond , bafe 
Sou J of King Henry VIII. had Place and Precedence 
before the Dukes of Norfolk, and Suffolk^ and other 
Xnilkts-Companions. Upon whiph Grounds it was thought 
requifire, that' the Iflue of the Sovereign ihould enjoy the 
lame Privileges in this Affair, as thofc Princes that were 
Strangers ; and therefore at another Chipt^r afiembled at 
Wbite-HaB 9 on Eafter-Monday , being the 13th of April , 
Anno 10 Jac . I. the Order which palled the Year before, 
fox making the Duke a Puifhe, was abrogated, and he 
was tranflated to the fecond Stall on the Prince’s fide, and 
paired with Prince Henry , as may be fecn by the Stall s 
then fettled, and entered into the Blue Book of the 
Order. ' . ' 
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We need not bring any more corroborating Circnnw 
Itancesof the Obfcrvation of the Chapter A £t, made Anno 
6 Elizabeth, as it relates to Knights- Subjects, which has 
been pun&ually performed ; but fince Strangers are therein 
excepted, it will not be amifs to note, that the Rule and 
Practice continued as was eftablilhed by King Henry VIII. 
vi%. that they were inftalled in Seat? next totheSQ\e- 
reign, according to the illuftrioufnefe of their Dignity and 
Birth* 

! We (hall mention one Inftance, of the manner of placing 
both Strangers and Knights-Subje<fts at one and the fame 
Time. At the firft coming of King Charles I. to the Crowrt; 
there were of both Conditions to be inftalled in one Day, 
to wit, the Duke of Brunfmck a Stranger Prince, the 
Earls of Salisbury and Carlifle , Knights -S ubj efts , ele&ed 
by King James I.in the 2 id Year of his Reign, and on 
the 1 5th of May following, the Earls of Dorfct and Holland 
were elected with the Vifcount Andover , and the Dnke 
of Chevereux the 4th of July after. And when the re- 
moval of Stalls was propounded for the Admillion of thefc 
feven eletft Knights, it was agreed too, that the Duires-of 
Brun/wic^ and Chevereux (hou’d be* inftalled in the up- 
permoft Stall among Strangers, as King Henry VIII. ha^ 
before ordained, but the K^ifi^^Sub/eHsiu the lowermoft 
Stalls, according to the priftine Pradtice, as appears from 
the Decree, Anno 6 Elizabeth, and from the fettlcment 
of Stalls then made, and thus intituled.

By which, we find the Stranger Princes are placed in 
the upper 'Stall, ne&reft the Sovereign, according to tbtif 
Dignities and Degrees, and all the Knights-Suhtette as to 
the Time' o£ their Eledions. It is to be oblerved upon 
this Settlement, that though the Bari of Southampton did 
not receive Jus Garter and George, till the Sovereign, 
upon his&at»py arrival in England, conferred it upon him 
with his own Hand ; yet, according to the Time of die 
Ele&ioo, Place and Precedency were allowed him ; which 
was in January, An, Dom, 1649. in the Ifle of Jerfty, 
fame few Days -before Duke Hamilton and the Mhcquifs 
of Neweafile ware ele&ed.

Sovereign, by the confent of the moft Noble Companions 
prefent, at a Chapter held the 19th of November* 1*99. 
was fleafed to Ordain, firft, That the Prince of Wales, 
ttndfucb Emperors and Kings that fboud be of the Order* 
fboud be placed in the neareft Stalls to that of the Sovc- 
taiga* according to their Elections and Inft stations . 

Then, T bat at other Sovereign Princes , and Princes of 
the Blood , fboud be pUced in their Stats next unto the 
King’s, according to tbf Seniority , in the Order.. And thirdt 
ly. That all other his Majefty's Subjedb and Strangers, 
not of the Dignity above-mention'd, (hou'd be inftalled in 
shelowgft Stalls, according to thgir Antiquity in the Order* 
and, die ancient Pradice. 

. And whereas the Stall termed the Prince's had been 
long vacant, the Sov ereign King Charles II. by the advice 
of the moft Noble Companions, at the lame Chapter, was 
pleafed to order, That the prefent King of Sweden fbou d* 
py bis Proxy , be placed in that Stall , and bis Achievements 
fatng up thereon accordingly* in convenient Time. Which

Though the Kirtle on the Suicoit was anciently giveh 
by the King to the KnigbtrSubjeBt, yet we do not End 
the Mande of the Order was, nor indeed of a later Daiej 
finlels now and then, as a diftinguilhing mark of Favours 
But the Sovereign always beftows the Mantle upon Steam 
gets, as well as the whole Habit, when he has cle&cd 
them into the Society of the Order. And Upon fending 
«t the whole Habit over by G after td the King of Per* 
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tagA, 4nno 1 3 Hem VL the Mantle, Suncbat, and Hood, 
were accompted&r in the .Great Wardrobe, and is to this 
Day pradifed. 

However of late the Sovereign hath been pleafed, now 
and then, to confer the Mantle upoft 2 rK&igbp-$ubfe&» 
Withefr King James I. Anno li. did to James Marquifs 
bf Hamilton ; and K,tng Charles 1 . Anno 4. to Tbeophtlus, 
Earl-tof Suffolk^ ind the Year enfuing to Pfttiam, Earl of 
Northampton: And Anno 14. 'Sir James Palmer f by his 
Sovereign** Dire&ion, paid for the Velvet and Taffety of 
the Earl of Kelly's Mantle and Surcosh, to Sir Peter f(ichaut 9 
and pot it upon the Account of the extraordinary Expencc 
of the < 5 rder. ' ' 

King 'Charles If. a^atfgnal Mark df his Favour, caufed 
feventeeti Mantles (with the ufual LiVeriescfSurcoat and 
Hood’;) to be made ready againft the grand Feaft of St. 
George , Anno 13. which he confered not only among the 
new eletft Knights, bat upon the Earls of Salisbury, Burkr 
/hire, and Northumberland, that were three Senior Kjdghts* 
Companions. 

r The Golfar of the Otdtr, and the great George, the 
elwft Iteight is tfc provide himfelf, urlefs where the So- 
twagn is pleafed to beftow the Mantle, which is always 
aecbtffpantied w*fth the* Gollar, and then a like' Warrant 
iflbtl to the Matter of the Jrvel-Hauft, as was aifed for 
providing the fe^enteen Collars, Anno 13 C/jr.If. 

The* black Velvet Cap before-mentioned and delcribed, 
with the Helm, Creft, and Mantlings, together with a 
Sword and Girdle, are to be got in readinefs by the -care 
and dire&ion of the Garter, but at the Expence of the 
Knights eledfc ; all whrh are to be (et over his Stall, as 
foon as his Inftallatieto Fees are paid/ 

ThiP Honour, that every KnightCmpamon fhaff have 
his Helm, Creft, and Sword, affixed -ever his Stall at the 
Cluppel of St. George, is particularly provided for in, all 
ahe’ feveral Bodies of Statutes ; and are ordained to re- 
main there during the Lives of the Ppfleflhrs^bi Kiernry 
of him that bears them, and a Teftimcny tf the Otfitrce tf 
the Churchy as the Oaths 4f Military Order* Ve quirt. - 
* The Helms upon this Occafion are eompofed of Steel, 
and of a more than ordinary propofridn ; thofe for* S6ve* 
ifcign Princes are framed open, with large Barrs; bot rbofc 
for the Kjiighti^Subjtcts are made dofe. About King 
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J Henry Vllls Reign, the J^nights-SuhjtQs Helms Were 
parcel gilt with fine Gold in Oil, wrought with curious 
works, and burnilhed with fine Gold. But in the Reign 
of Qi\een Elizabeth , and fince that Time, it hath been 
the Cuftom to gild their Helms all over, and place the 
Arms of St. George in the Middle before the Vizors. 

The Mantlings that hang down on either fide of the 
Helm, together vith the Wreath, are in fome places cal* 
led Appendixes, and are all of Tiflue, or Cloth of Gold, 
and formerly lined with Sarcenet ; but in the Reign of 
Queen Mary they were exchanged for white Satin, for 
fo were the Mantlings of Anthony Brown, Vifcount Manta* 
gue , and William Howard , Lord Admiral, lined. 

At the bottom of thefe Mantlings hang a pair of gilt 
Knobs burniflied with Gold, from which lpring out To£ 
{els either of Gold or Silver, (confenta neons to the Metal 
in the Knights Court of Armour) mixed with Silk of the 
chief Colour in his Arms. 

Upon the Helm and Mantlings, is placed a Wreath of 
corded Silk, of the Knight's Colours, which was formerly 
of Sarcenet, but now ot Taffety. 

The Creft of the Knight is placed either upon thefe 
Wreaths, or Ifluant out of a Crown, or Ducal Cap, turn- 
ed with Ermin ; and of what kind foever the Creft is, 
the fame is neatly carved in Wood, and either gilt, or 
wrought in ; Dire&ly before the Helm, an armed Sword 
hangs down, thePomel, Crofs, and Chape are gilt: the 
Scabbard is made pf the fame Tiflue or Cloth of Gold as 
the Mantlings are, as is the Girdle that belongs to it; t>ut 
the Buckles apd Pendants are of Copper Gilt. 

The Cuftom of fetting up the Helm, Creft, and Sword, 
,over the Stall of the Knights, is as ancient as the Inftitu- 
tion pf the Order; but when the Banners were firft hung 
up, we have not fo cfear a Convi&ion ; for neither the 
Statutes of Inftitution, nor thofe of Henry V* make men- 
tion of them. 


The firft time they occur to us, we find to be in Anno 
2 Hen. VI. in the black Book of the Order, where t^e 
Banners of the King of Portugal is particularly fpoke of, 
among the Atchievemencs then fet over the Stall : Byt 
they are more particularly mentioned in the Bcdy of King 
Henry VIII’s Statutes. 
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* The Falhion of the Sovereign’s and all the Knights* 
Companions Banners are fquare ; yet it does no where ap- 
pear what the exadt Standard was ; yet we find them in 
the Reign of Queen Elizabeth to be two Yards and a Quar- 
ter Long, and a Yard and three Quarters Broad, befides 
the Fringe, which is compoied of Gold, or Silver and Silk, 
of the Colour in the Wreath ; and on them are wrought, 
upon Taffety-Sarcenet, double Sarcenet, or rich Taffety, 
.with fine Gold Colours on both tides, the Paternal Coat 
pf the Knight s-Companion, together with his Qpartering, 
or fo many of them as he pleafes to ufe, and the Garter 
is to take care they be warranrably Marlhalled, 

And becaufe a (ingle Coat was not conceived to ftand 
Air enough in a Banner of this proportion, the Sovereign 
hath been pleafed to grant a new Coat, to bear in Quar- 
ters his Paternal one, if he wanted it ; as King James I. 
did to Upbert Carr y Vifcount Upchrjlcr 5 to whole Pater- 
nal Coat he firft added a Lion Paflant, Gardant Or, in 
the dexter Part, as an cfpecial Gift of his Favour, and 
then invented a new Ccat, to be bom in Quarter there- 
with, vi%. Quarterly Or and Gules a Lyon Rampant 
Sable over all, June 8. Anno 9 Jac . I. 

Thefe Banners of Arms are fixed to the End of long 
Staves, painted in Oil, formerly of the Colour of the 
Wreaths, but now Red ; their Ends are put into Sockets 
of Iron, well fixed in the Wall, diredfcly over the Knights* 
Companions Helms and Crefls and frequently lined with 
Fuftian to preferve them. 

There is moreover to be provided a Copper Plate Gilt, 
whereupon are engraved, the Efcutcheon of the Knights 
ele& Arms in Colours Enamilled, with his Quartering, 
Helm, Creft, and Supporters, and underneath, his Style 
-and Titles of Honour, encircled with a Garter. Which 
Plate the Garter ufually takes Care to provide, and is 
to be fixed on the back of the Knights, Stall, afligned foe 
his Inftallation. 

A Velvet Culhion is iikewife to be provided, to carry 
the Knight’s eledi Mantle, Collar, Hood, and Book of 
Statutes, before him, in the Progrefs into the Choire, in 
order to his Inftallation. At the Inftallation of the Lord 
. Treafurer Wcflon, and the Earls of Exeter and Ltndfej , 
who were inftalled, Anno 6 Car. I. the materials and gar- 
gibing of thefe Culbions are recited feveratly, to contain 
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Me- Yard and a Half of Crimfon Velvet, one EH .of rich 
Taffety for their Lining, four Yards of Fringe, and 
four great Toflels. 

Laftly, There have frequently been made ready a eon* 
venient Number of Lodging Efcutcheoas of the eled 
Knights Arms, invironed with a Garter, and his Stile and 
Titles placed underneath ; it having been an ancient Cif* 
ftom, for the Knights to diftribute thefe Efcutcheon* 
at the Inns; in their Paffage to, and at ttfndfor, as a Me- 
morial of their Inftaliation. < 

What falls under the Care of the Garter to prepare and 
make ready, the Expence fometimes has been caft up, 
and the Account ftated and defraid before-hand ; by which 
means, he Was in a better capacity to furnifh out the Ce- 
remony, for fo did the Earls of Shrewsbury and Cumber- 
Itndy Anno 34 Eli%. 

fiefides thefe mentioned to be prepared and provided 
either by the Chancellor of the Order, or the Garter, 
the Knight eled muft take care of other Affairs more par- 
ticular, Y relating to himfelf and his retinue 3 fuch as are 
Apparel, the Number of his Attendants and Servants, 
with their Cloaths and Liveries, his Coach and Saddle 
Horfes, both for himfelf and them, with other material 
Circumftances, to fet off his Cavalqade and Proceeding 
with greater Pomp and Gallantry. The Provifions for 
Dyct at Windfor (if the Feaft be kept at the eled Knight’s 
Charge and Expence,) are to be confidered of, and very ' 
often fome Clark of the Sovereign's Kitchin is to be con- 
fulted, in the management of that Affair, 

The Han or Room where the grand Dinner is to be kept, 
as well as the Chapter-Honfe and Chappel, ought chiefly 
to be decked and adorned with rich and furoptuons Fur- 
niture, againft this Solemnity, over and above what is 
commonly ufed. The Hall or Dining-Room is to be fee 
off with rich Hangings; and if the Sovereign or his Lieu, 
tenant hold the Feaft, there muft be placed a Cloth qf 
State at the upper End of it. The Chapter- Houfe is alto 
to be hung, and a rich Otrpet fpreaa upon the Table, 
fet about with Velvet Chairs and Cufhions ; and becaufe 
in the late Times of Rebellion and Plunder, this Place 
was not exempt, and nothing was found there upon the 
Reftauration ; King Ck tries II. in a Chapter convened the 
1 ft of Jtmnrj, Anne 14th of his Reign, caufed Diredions 
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to jbe given (to the Mafter of the Wardrobe, to provide 
ver for Chairs, to furnifli the Chapter- Houle, end Culhiona 
t0 be qfed in the £hpir of St. George's Chappel, which ac* 
Cordingly were prepared againft the following Feaft. 

Agaroft the Inftaliation of PW//£ King of Cafiile and 
Lefm 4 Anno %% Henry VII. The Table in the Chapter- 
Houfe was covered with Cloth of Geld, and the Forms 
wrih Ptudkin ; before the Sovereign was laid a Cufhion 
of Cloth of Gold, whereupon a Crucifix lay, and the 
Xtiaegelift turned open to a place of the Cannon, with 
Several Tapers burning on either Side. At the upper End 

tbe Table, towards the Right Hand, was fet a Chair 
ibrtbe Sovereign, under a golden Canopy, with Culhions 
of Cloth of Gold, and on the Left Hand a Stool with like 
Embellirtiments, for the King of Cafiile. 

In Sc. George s Clapp el , the High Altar is to be richly 
adorned with Plate, the Sovereign’s Stall with a Canopy, 
and other ufiml Ornaments, and the Stalls of the Kjiigbts - 
•Companions prefers at the Ceremony, with Velvet (Ju(h- 
joos. As to the Furnifhing of .qther Places in the Caftle 
*> f HZndfor, on fo folemn an Occafion, we lhall relate the 
Account of the Ceremony of the Inftaliation of tbe King of 
Cent and Cafiile , juft now mentipped. The Words are 
thefe;

For this realon it was that King Jamer I. observing 
thofd . Eiceffes the el t£t Knights run into upon this Qc- 
cafion, and willing to cheque the growing InconveoieBQies, 
at .the InftaHacion, of Francis, Earl of -Jutland, Sif Gefrge 
Viitars, Kt. (afterwards Duke of Buckingham) and the Vif- 
count Lifle , Anno 14 of- his Reign, forbid Livery Coats, 
for fiving Cbargty and avoiding Emulation ; ahd; fbqrtly 
after, in a Chapter at Whitehall, Attn*, id, with the Con- 
fent of the Kiiigbts- Companions then aflembled, to put 
fome reftraint upon the Number of Attendants, decreed, 
JjsaSt every of the Kjdgbts-Comp anions Jhould home fifty 
Per fins to attend hint unto the Annual Solemnities of the 
Order, end no more .

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At Slough, (two Miles on this fide Windfall they ; all

T, from Dorfet Houfe in Salisbury-court, toward Wind* 
for • nor was it the le aft in Pomp and Glory: Eight and 
forty Gentlemen proceeded, then came the Pages, being 
Earls Sons, vi'\.

When this Letter was iffued out, the Sovereign in- 
tended to create the Prince Knight of the Bath, which 
Ceremonies were intended to begin at the old Palace-yard 
in iVefiminfler , upon the 21ft Day of May, Anno 15 Car I. 
ind to Solemnize the Feaft of St. George, upon the 23d 
6f the fame Month at TVbitc-Hal, and to take the Scru- 
tiny that 'Evening for his Eleftion into this Order: The 
next Day was defigned to inveft him with the Garter 
and George, and the Day after to fet forward the Caval? 
cade towards tVindfor , wherein alfo the Knights of the' 
Bath, (intended to be created with the Prince,) were to 
Ride with their Robes. But this Refolution being alter- 
ed, ftopM the Progrefljon of the Cavalcade, and in the 
room of a Knight of the B*tb, he was created a Kjtight - 
Batcbellor at flfcndfor.'

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Ii6 fifty fee out, as was feen in the Cavalcade of the Duke 
of Norfolk^ Earl Marfhal of England, and Lieutenant for 
the Sovereign, for St. George’s Feaft, Anno 5 Eli^.. who 
had attending him twenty of his own Gentlemen am} 
Yeomen, at the Time the Baris of Northumberland apd 
PPkmscIt were to be installed ; but this was never put in 
Pra&ice, but when the Sovereign appointed the In&sUa* 
tion and th£ Feaft of St. George to oe celebrated toge- 
ther. 

The Lieutenant, and his Af&ftants, Or fotaetimes the 
Xnigbts-Commijjionerj, (if the Feaft of St. George be not 
then Solemnised,) being arrived in the Caftle* imme- 
diately retire to their Lodgings,' which for the tnoft part 
have been prepared at the Deans Houle , whofc Rooms 
are the faireft in the Caftle, and the Deft fitted for Ac- 
commodation, next to thole of the Sovereign's in the 
upper Ward ; and for the Knights eledk, they were at all 
Times fimrilhed with Lodgings in fome of the Prebends 
Houfes.

i 2. If it fo chanced that the Inftallatiqn Was performed 
by Commiftioners, and the Cavalcade proceeded from 
London , in the Morning of the Day preceeding the Inftalf 
lation, and arrived at the Caftle of fPindfir early that 
Afternoon; then the Kjtights-Commiffioners have been aa- 
cuftonjed only to put on their Mantles, and enter Sr. 
George’s Chappel to offer ; but without the Atteridance of 
Heralds, or any folemn Proceflion into the Choir, five 
one of the Prebends ; where having placed themfelves in 
their Stalls with ufual Reverences, ^nd heard an Anthem/ 
they palTed up to the Altar wifh the Verger and Garter 
before them, and there made their Offering, both of Gold 
and Silver, according to the ufual Coftom. As foon as 
Vefpers were finilhed, after the fame manner they defcend-4 
ed from their Stalls, and departed to their Lodgings f 
and in this cafe the Kjtights-QommijJioncrt did not lay bf 
1 iheir Mantles till Supper was ended. 

In this nature was the Ceremony of Offering (on ths 
five of the InftalUtion) performed by the Lord Admi- 
ral and Earl of Ormond , Commiflioners for the Inftalla*

of the Fcaft at ifondfor Cattle, becaule he waited the 
Company of Vifcount Motmtague, who was a joynt Com- 
miffibntr with him, that arrived not till the Morning 
after. 

This Offering of the ^i%igbn-Commiffumers^ coming to 
die Cattle on the Eve of the bftaliation, is founded upon 
an Article of Edward HI. which runs to this Effedk : That 
if any of the Knights- Companions, being upon, a Journey, 
foetid accident ally pafs by Windfor-Caftic, be is to turn 
in thither , in Honour of the Piece , and prepare himfelf to 
enter ente the Cbappel to Offer j firfi putting on bis Mantle, 
without which be muft never prefume to enter into />• but 
upon Emergencies, and allowable Caufes, he is to be ctct 
cufed. 

After the Knight-Companion had entered the Cattle, 
-the Canons Rcfidenc were, by the afore faid Article, ap- 
pointed to meet and recieve him, and with due Reve- 
rence conduct him into the Choir. If it was at the 
Celebration of High Mals, the Knight was obliged to ftay 
and hear it, in Honour of God and St. George ; but if he 
arrived in the Afternoon, be was to ftay tiff the Canons, 
and the reft of the Choir, had fung the Anthem de Pro- 
fundity which no fooner was ended, but he proceeded to 
the High Altar and Offered, and returned to his Stall 
with umal Reverences, and then departed. 

But if the Knight-Companion patted through the Town 
of Windfer, and neg!e<fted to Offer at the Chappel, as of- 
ten as he omitted ir, he was bound, upon his Obedience, 
to walk a Mile on Foot to the Chappel, in Honour of 
St. George, and uoon defailure, to offer a Peny, which 
Jby King Henry VUPs Statutes is inlarged to a Groat. 
nJpon the Explication of this Article, there arofe a Dif- 
puce about the juft Diftance intended from the Caftle 3 
and that the Knights-Companions might be fenfible of the 
breach of the Injunttion, it was thought requifite by King 
tienry VIII. to fet down a certain Bound, which in his 
Statutes is declared to be two Miles 3 within which, if 
gny of the Kjiig hti - Com parti ffte come, and do not repair 
r to 
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to tbe Chappel and Offer, he is liable to the Muldi be* 
fofe fpecified. 

Upon Hunting, or ocher Paftimes the Foreft afforded; 
they ufed to fend their Offering in Money to the Canons, 
which being received, the Knights took it for a DifpeuH 
fation of the Ceremony enjoined by tbe Statutes. 

Endeavours were uled to have this Article interpreted 
with greater Latitude, which fo fir rook Efeft, that tit 
a Chapter called at Wind]* the i ech of Q&ober, Anno 
15 Car I. it Was ordered, that fothe Expedient might be 
found our, to fave the Knights from the Breach or their 
Oath, if they came Within the limited Diftanee of the 
Place, and pafftd thence without Offering. But no fort, 
ther Progrefs being made in that Affair, the Law ftands 
as it did*

{ 3. The Slipper j after their arrival at Wind/or, is but 
in the Nature of a private Meal, and prepared for the 
Lieutenant (or Commiffioners) or Knights eleeft, moft 
commonly at the Dean's Houfe. Anno 26 £//-. on the 
Eve of . the Inftallation of the Earl of Rutland and Lord 
Cobbam, the Commiffioners fupped together wicti fuch 
Lords and Gentlemen of Figure as came along with 
them ; and no Nobleman had above one Servant to at- 
tend him at the Table, and the reft provided for fhem- 
felves at their proper Inns. Sometimes they have been 

E rmined to Sup in fome Appafcmems of the Sovereign’s 
idgings ; for fib it was at the taftallation of the Lord 
Rpjjel, and other eledt Knights, Anno 31 Henry VIII. 
and likewife of the Earl of Shrewsbury, and Lord Hunfdon , 
Anno 3 Eli £ the Lieutenant and Knights fupped in the 
great Chamber there, in the fame Regularity that was ufed 
at other Times. And in the 34th of Queen Elizabeth, 
when the Earls of Shrewsbury ahd Cumberland were in\ 
Railed, all the Lords and Gentlemen l'upped together 
*t one long Table fee in tbe Council Chamber.

$ 4. Before we come to the particular Ceremonies of 
the Inftallarion, cranGufted either by the Sovereign, (or 
in his abfence by his Lieutenant or Commiffioners,) wc 
lhaU premife this general Remark: That fince neither 
:the Statutes of Inftiwtion, nor thofe of King Henry V. 
.afford us a Formulary for the Perfonal Inftallation of a 
Knight eledt ; yet thofe eoa&ed by King Henry VIII. 
do briefly exhibit the Order and Method of it. And wc 
*jDuft farther obferve, that if the Inftallation be appointed 
.together with the Feaft. of Sc. George, then either the So- 
:¥ereign, or elfe his Lieutenant and Aififtants are prefent ; 
but if at any other Seafon, then it pafleth by Commit 
doners only. 

After fuch rime therefore as the Sovereign, his Lieute- 
nant, or Commiffioners, have prefixed the Hour wherein 
to proceed to the Chapter Houfe, in Order to the Inftal- 
Jauon, (which ha$ generally been difpatched’in the Even- 
ing,) all the Kjiights-Companionsy and eledk Knights, the 
Officers of the Order, and of Arms, the Prebends of the 
College, and Alms- Knights, are to give their Attendance, 
t >*%. the Knights- Companions, and ele<ft Knights, and 
Officers, of the Order, on the Sovereign, in bis inward 
l odging • the eiedfc Knights, and Officers of Arms, in the 
Prefence Chamber, the Prebends and Alms-Knights, in the 
Great Chamber, where they waited the Sovereign’s coming 

The Attendance to be given upon the Sovereign’s Lieu- 
tenant, and fuch of the Knights-Companions as are appoin- 
ted for his Affiftants, is by the Officers of the Order and 
of Arms, the Prebends and Alms-Knights, either at his 
Lodgings, or elfewhere he lhall deem meet to appoint ; 
from which the Knights-Companions are exempt. For 
though the Knights-Companions have fomerimes pro- 
ceeded to the Chappel before the Sovereign s Lieutenanr, 
at an Inftallation, yet hath it been at fuch rime 'only, as 
they accompanied their Sovereign to Wtndfor, to hold th£ 
Feaft of St. George ; and if the Sovereign, through any In- 
difpoficion, or weighty Affair, cou'd not pafs down to the 
JChfappel on the Eve of the Feaft, yet they being obliged 
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by the Statutes to celebrate Vefpers, did upon thisOc- 
cafion proceed thither, though not upon the Account of 
Inftaltadon ; as it fell out at the Inftallation of Prince 
Henry , and four other Knights, Anne i Jac. I. when the 
Progreffion began from the mfence Chamber, and thence 
faffed to the Chappel in the following Order.

At the Tpftallation of the Duke of Brunfmc and five 
other eledfc Knights, the 23 d of November , Anno 1 Car A. 
the Knights-Companions like wife proceeded before the 
Sovereign’s Lieutenants, tho* the Sovereign was at Wind- 
for , but not in the Cavalcade. 

Upon the Sovereign’s Commiflioners, neither the 
KnightS-Companions, nor the Prelate, nor Chancellor, do 
give their Atcepdapce j only at the Grand Ftaft of St. 
Gwge, Anno iyCVf. II. the Chancellor then waiting on 
the Sovereign at PPindfor, in the Dories of his Place, out of 
a Angular Regard to his Royal Highnefc the Duke of 
Tork* attending the Commifjioners in the proceeding to 1 
his Inftallation, for at that time he was Comptroller of his* 
Houlhould. 

The Proceedings on this folemn Occafion have been' 
generally order’d on Foot ; yet upon eittraordinarv Jn-* 
cidents have been marlhaHed and dilpofed on Horfe-oack, 
in manner of a Cavalcade, as was ufed at the. Inftallation 
Of PbjltP King of Caflile , Anno 21 Hen . VII. and that 
when tne Lord Ruffel and other eledl Knights were in- 

Y 3 flatted, 
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ftaRed, Anno 3 i Hen. VIII. King Philip ('when the Bari of 
Suffix was inftalled, Anno t and x. Ph. ami Mar.) honoured 
him with his Prefence, and riding on Horfe-back, with 
.feveral of the Knights- Companions, from his Lodging* 
in the Caftle, down to the Cloifter Door, at the Eaft-End 
of the Chappel, and there alighting, proceeded dircdlly 
to the Chapter-Houfe. The Proceeding was on Horfe- 
back, at the Inftallation of the Earl of Shrewsbury and the 
Lord Hun f ion. Anno 3 Eli$ and at the Earl pf HertLum- 
perland's and Earl of Warwicks, Anno 5, At the Inftal- 
larion of Francis, Duke Montmorency, the Vifcount Hert- 
ford, and the Lords Burleigh, Grey, and Shanios, Anno 14 
£/»{- The Sovereign’s Lieutenant and Knights Affiftants 
did Robe themfelves in the Sovereign's Lodging in the 
Caftle ; and meeting in the Prefence Chamber, proceeded 
downwards towards the outer Hall- door, in the upper 
Ward of the Caftle, when taking their Horfes, adorned 
with Foot Clothes, they proceeded on Horfe-back to the 
, Weft Door of the Chappel. * # 

If the Progreffion was begun on Horfe-back at the be- 
ginning of the Feaft, fo it continued, as often as the Sove- 
reign (his lieutenant or Commiffioner) went to the Chap- 
ter-Houfe, or Chappel, and their returns were marlhalied 
in the like Order at their fetting out. 

The Servants and Attendants belonging to the Knights 
eletft, (if they be taken into the Procefuon,) pafe on firft 
two and two in a Rank, according to their Quality j and 
thofe who are the molt inferior, the foretnoft : Next the 
Alms-Knights in their Habits and ufual Order. 

Then follows the Virger of the College. 

After him the Prebends or Canons ; But what attend* 


ance they have given heretofore at the Inftallations, the 
qlemoirs of this illuftrious Society is wholly filent in ; for 
in thofe Schemes left us of proceeding to Inftallations, iq 
the Reigns of King Henry VIII. King Edvard YL Queen 
Mary, and part of Queen Eli^ahetb, we find them not 
inferred, though fince they are next to the Prebends of the 
College, the Purfuivancs, Heralds, and Provincial Kings 
pf Arms, proceed in a Body. 

After them the Krtlghts- Subje&s ele<ft, ualefe tlys Prc-i 
dot of an ablenc Knight-Sub jc (ft, pals at the feme time iq 
this Proceeding, who take Place after the Provincial Kings a 
Apd if it fo chance, that the prciftor to * Strapger.PriBcq 
! 
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be prefent ae the fame time, he is to proceed between 
the Knight-Subje&*$ Prodor, and the Knights-Subjed 
eled. But Prince Henry at his Inftallation, Anno i Joe. I. 
moved in a Place Superior to all the Knights- Companions, 
and was paired with the Earl of Nottingham, the Sove- 
reign’s Lieutenant for that Occafioo. Where two or more 
eled Knights-^epare for their Inftallation at the fame 
time, they take Place according to the Seniority of their . 
Eledion, going two and two together ; and if the Num- 
ber be odd, the Junior eled Knight patfeth alone. For- 
merly the eled Knight pafled in his ordinary Apparel, 
wearing over it in Days of Yore a (hort Gown, after- 
wards a Cloak, and of latter Times a Coat, as did the 
Earl of Northumberland, Anno 5 Eln(. and die Earls of 
Pembrook^ and Derby , Anno 1 6 Eli%. and the Annals of the 
Order make this remark upon the Earl of Suffex , and the 
Lord Buckhurjl, Anno 3 1 of Elis'. of Charles Duke of Tor^, 
An. 9 Jac. I. But this was before any peculiar under Habir, 
was appointed to the Knights-Companions, for now there 
being a Cloth of Silver Doublet, and Trunk Hofe, efta- 
blifhed to fee worn at the Feaft of Inftallation, and of St* 
Gtorre , the eled Knight proceeds in this Drefe, as did 
the Duke of Albermarle , Anno 'll Car. II. 

In this proceeding to the Chapter-Houfe, he wears only 
the Garter about his Leg, and the George and the Rib- 
bond wherewith he was inverted, either about his Neck, 
or as of late drawn under his right Arm, which being 
omitted by Sir George Vtlars, and Vifcoum UJle, is noted 
tb be contrary to order. 

^The Earl of Hutland with his Fellow eled Knights,’ 
Anno 14 Jac. I. proceeded Bare-headed, as did the Duke 
of Lenox, Anno 9 Car. I as well ^s the Duke of Alber* 
marie, Anno 13 Car . II. 

The eled Knight does not always make one in this 
Proceeding, but fometimes ftays at his Lodgings in the 
Caftle, as did the Earls of Shrewsbury and Cumberland, 
Anno 34 Eli x. or elfe at iome other convenient Station 
adjoining to the Chapter-Houfe, till he be fenr for in thi- 
ther, to receive Inveftiture with the Surcoar, as the Duke 
of Montmorency did, and other eled Knights, Anno 14 
Eli%. who went privately from the Sovereign’s Lodgings, 
down to the Houfe of Mr. French, (then one of the Pre- 
tends,) amLiefted in the Parlour, until they were fent 
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- for : Sometimes the Knight eledfc goes privately into the 
Eaft-Me of the Chappel behind the High Altar, and there 
remains riO called in, as did the Duke of Monmouth , Anna 
15 Cur. II. 

If the Sovereign be prefent at the Installation, the 
Knights-Coippanions proceed next after the Knights ele&, 
according to the order of their Stalls ; but if the Sovereign** 
lieutenant, then his Affiftants go in their Places ; as at the 
Inftallatiop of the Earl of Shrewsbury and Lord Hunfdrn , 
Anno 3 £//{, makes plain, the proceeding being ordered 
after this manner.

Yet Anno 16 £//{. ^t the Inftalladon of the Earls of 
Fembrook^ and Derby , we find the Officers did precede the 
elcdfc Knights, but it was through inadvertency ; at the 
Inftalladon of thp Earl of Northampton, fome Queftion 
and Debate arofe, concerning the precedency of thefe 
|hree Officers, in this proceeding, where it was at length 
concluded, that from the Caftle to the Ghappel, they 
ffiou*d proceed before the Commiffioners; but in return- 
jog from the Chappel to the Caftle, they fhou’d follow. 
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We prefume the Queftion, (whatfoevet it was) chanced 
potto be propounded, til! the proceeding was ready to 
pafs on, and then ftarted on a fuaden, becaufe the Heralds 
(as the Annals note,) did not quickly difeypher the mat- 
ter, that it proceeded more frcip furprize, chan want of 
Ability to refolve. 

This decerminatiph which took Place, was barely 
grounded upon Conjecture, and if ferioufly confidered, 
will appear difeonfonant to Precedents and Practice, both 
before and Since; where all returns are marlhalled an** 
fwerable to their fecting forth, unlefs th$ Condition of 
any Perfon in the mean time fuffer a Mutation. 

It’s obfervable, that when Inftallation pats by Com* 
ipiffioners only, thefe three inferior Officers wear their 
Jlobcs, but bear nor the Enfigns of their Office in. the 
Proceeding. ' And this feems to be deduced from par-, 
ticular Injunctions, laid down in the Ccnftinuions be* 
longing to the Officers of the Order, which appojnt Gar^ 
ter and Black-Rod to bear the Enfigns of their Offices 
at the Fcaft of Sc. George , when the Sovereign or his De- 
puty (hall be prefent ; whence it may be inferred, that if 
either chance to be abfent, they are und^ no obligation 
to bear them ; For at the Inftallations of Frederick# King 
of Denmark# and John Cdfimire, Count Palatine of the 
Rhine, jinm 15 Eli%. no Enfigns were born by the Of- 
ficers; and fo was it praeftifed the Year after, at the In- 
stallations of the Earl of Jutland and Lofd Cub bam , as the 
Red-Book of Order plainly fees forth, But if the Sove- 
reign himfelf be prefent, or that fie conftirute a Lieute- 
nant in his Read, the Regifter then carries the Red-Book, 
and the Garter and the Black-Rod bear each of them their 
Rods. It is remarkable, that in every proceeding to In- 
ftallaticn, by Lieutenanr, or Commiflioners, the Garter 
carries the Sovereigns Commiffion in his Hand before 
them to the Chapter- Houfe. Ac the Inftallation of the 
Earls of Derby and Moreton , the Officers of the Order 
proceeded before the Knighrs to the Chapter-Houfe, not 
only without the Enfigns of their Office, but their Heads 
covered ; and the reporter of this Inftallarion gives this 
for a reaf6n ; becaufe there was then neither the Sove- 
reign nor his Lieutenant, reprefenting the King’s Pcrlon, 
prefent. 

The 
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Th* Sovereign fometimes being willing to confer ad- 
ditional Honours to feme eled Knights, hath appointed 
their Inftallacion at fuch time as he personally iolem- 
nixed the Feaft of St. George, as he did at the Inftalla- 
tion and Eledion of Philip King of Cajlile, Amu n 
Hen. VII. which for its memorablenels, and mixt pro- 
ceeding on Horfe-back, we (hall infert in this Place : He 
pafled from the Sovereign's Lodging in the Caftle, to 
Jthe South-Door of St. George' '%~Chappel, and was thus 
ordered.

Anno 19 Jae. I. was another inftance at the Feaft of 
$t. George, when the Sovereign, with feveral Knights* 
Companions, proceeded alfo to the Chapel, at the 1 per fonal 
fnftallation of Frederick Prince Palatine of the J \biiie j 
we might add feveral other Examples, but (hall only 
mention that of the perfonal appearance of King Charlet II. 
at the grand Feaft of St, George, held next after his hap- 
py Reftoration, whereat twelve eled Knights were in- 
called. At this Solemnity of Inftallation, the Sovereign 
proceeds in full Robes, having the Sword of State born 
before him by a Nobleman not of the Order, his Train- 
bearers, ($c. following the Sovereign’s Lieutenant and his 
•Aftiftants, as alfo the CommiiConers proceed in full Robes, 
which is mention’d. Anno 3 1 Henry VIII. when the Earl 
of Arundel and his Aftiftants inftalled the Lord Haffel and 
■two other eled Knights, bqt the Sovereign’s Lieutenant 
f only 
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only bath his Train carried up, which is ufually per- 
form'd by fomc of his own Gentlemen. 

The ProeefBonal way (if beginning in the Prefence- 
Chamber,) is from 'thence in the upper Ward of the Caftle, 
and through the other Wards in at the Cloyfter Door, and 
fo to the Chapter-Houfe ; but if from the Dean's Houfe, 
they go only through the Cloyfters, into which there is an 
immediate Paflfcge from the Deanry : The proceeding 
having emred the Eaft Door of Sr. Georges Chapel, and 
paft by the Chapter- Houfe Door, makes a (land in the 
North Ifle j while firft the Oficers of the Order, next the 
Knights-Commillioners, or elfe the Knights-Aififtants, 
and the Sovereign’s Lieutenant j or laftly the Knights- 
Companions, and the Sovereign with the Sword born bo- 
fare him, pafs into the Chapter-Houfe, but the Knight 
or Knights eledk do not enter, but as they come in at the 
Chapel-Door,-they fall off on the left Hand into the fiaft 
Ifle behind the high Altar, and there repofe themfelves, 
(on Chairs or Stools, with Cushions purpofely prepared J 
until they are called into the Chapter-Houfe. This hath 
generally been the Cuftom.of which many Examples might 
be produced, bur in refpe& to great Perfonages they have 
been fometimes (though rarely) admitted into the Chap- 
ter-Houfe, with the Sovereign or his Lieutenant, among 
whom Philip of Caftile and Leon, Anno %% Henry VI L 
and Prince Henry* Anno i Jac. I. the latter was led in by 
the Sovereign’s Lieutenant, when four other eledk Knights 
inftalkd with him fat till they receiv’d their Summons 
to enter. 

Sometime the Sovereign and Knights-Companions wav'd 
going ro the Chapter-Houfe, and pafs'd immediately into 
the Choir, as did King Jtmes Anno 9 . when QharUs 
Duke of T<*K *nd others were inftalled; the like did King 
Charley L but then a Chapter was held in the Privy- 
Chamber, before the proceeding fet forward; and in the 
former inftance, when the proceeding came as far as the 
SaftEnd of the Chapel, the Duke of Tor 4, C?c. with 
Nertoy before them, went out of the proceeding into the 
Chapter-Houfe, and there repofed, while the Sovereign 
proceeded on to the South Door of the Chapel, and thence 
the Choir.

The Ceremonies perform'd in the Cbapter-fioufe • 

f 5. After the Lieutenant's entrance into the Chapter* 
Houle, and opening the Chapter $ Garter, with three 
Reverences, prefers firft the Commiflioner*’ of Lieute* 
nancy to hold the Feaft, next that of Inftatiauon, to the 
Lieutenant, (or if the Installation pafs’d by Commiflioners, 
then only the Commifiion of inftallation to the Senior 
Commiflioner,) which being receiv'd, he delivers ittQthe 
Regifter of the Order, who forthwith Reads it * for to 
him this Duty belongs, as is recorded in the Black*Book 
of the Order, on occafion of Garter's reading the Com* 
tniffion for Inftallation of Sir Thomas Brandon, Anno 11 
Henry VII. the Regifter being then abfent. 

When the Regifter hath read the Commiftions, he re* 
turns them to the Lieutenant, (or Comtniifioners,) and he 
again to the Garter, as at the Inftallation of the Earls of 
Skncwsbury and Cumberland , Anno 34 EU% If the Sove- 
reign be prefenr, the Chancellor acquaints him the Knights 
elelk are without, otherwile the Lieutenant, and Affift- 
ants, (or Commiffioners) confult touching the calling in, 
and receiving them, and Garter is ufually employed in this 
Service ; who, with all due refpelt, compliments and con- 
duits him to the Chapter-Houfe Door ; But in the in-’ 
fiance of the Earls of Shrewsbury and Cumberland afore faid, 
Garter went to their Lodgings, and having delivered bis 
Meffage, they forthwith repaired to the Chapter* Houfe, 
their Train attending them to the Door : At the Inftal- 
lation of Francis Duke of Montmorency, the Eail of Lei » 
eejler , then the Sovereign’s Lieutenant, as an evidence of 
fingular refoed, fent from the Chapter two ©f the four 
Afliftancs ailigned him, who taking Garter, and the Of- 
ficers of Arms before them, led him thence between them 
to the Chapter- Houfe. 

When there are two or more eled Knights, that wait 
in the Eaft Ide, expelling to be called in. Garter firft con- 
duits the Senior by Election to the Chapter- Houfe Door, 
gnd fo the reft in their feveral Orders, as in nJac. L 
by the Earl of Jutland, Sir George ViOars, and the Vif- 
count Lijle; &nd fo again 13 Car. II. As foon as Garter 
condnlted the eled Knight to the Chapter-Honfe 
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Door, two of the Commiflioners, (when the InftalUdod 
is performed by Commiflibners,) or two of the Knights- 
Afliftants, (when by the Sovereign's Lieutenant,) or two 
of the Senior JKnights, (if the Sovereign himfelf be pre- 
fent,) receive him without, who is immediately conduced 
from the Chapter- Fioufe Door, up to, the Sovereign, (hi$ 
Lieutenant, or Commiflioners,) to whom he makes hum- 
ble Reverence ; When the Lieutenant, (or Senior Com-. 
mi^Icners,) in a (hort Speech, publifhes tbh effedfc of his 
Commiflion, and declares to him the Sovereigns bounty 
and ready kindnefs, in a full admittance into thisHonou- 
table Society, which the eleft r Knight very humbly ac- 
knowledges and ; accepts. When Philip King of Caftile 
and Leon was inftalled Jn Perfon, Anno it Henry VII % 
the Sovereign being prefent rofe from his Throne, and 
gave him Information of the Statutes and Ceremonies of 
the Order, and how he wa i bound by them; to all which 
he freely and readily aflented. 

Thefe Ceremonies of receiving an ele& Knight being 
over,^he difrobes himfelf of his upper Garment,- then the 
Surcoat and Kircle is taken from the Table, with which 
he is invcfted ; and during this Ceremony, the following 
Words of Admonition, entred at the end of King Hen. VIII s 
Book of Englifli Statutes, are read or fpoken. . 

Take this Bobe of Purple, to the encreafe of your Honour , 
and in Token, or Sign, of the ntoft Honourable Order you have 
receiv'd ; wherewith you being defended , may be bold not only 
ftrong to Fight , but aifo t» offer ynur felf to floed your Blood 
for Cb*iJT s Faith , the Liberties of the Church , and the j&Jl 
and necejjary defence of them that are oppreffed and needy. 

After this, his Sword is clofe girt about him over his 
Surcoar, by the Commiflioners, (or the Afliftants to the 
Lieutenant, or fome of the Knights-CompanionsJ and 
lometimes in the way of afliftance, Garter hath done this 
Service ; and as foon as the Ceremony is over, the Sove- 
reign. or his Lieutenant, proceeds into the Choir, leaving 
the ele£ Knights behind them : The Hood was hereto- 
fore put on in the Chapter-Houfe, (for fo the Statutes of 
King Henry VIII. do appoinr,) after the ele& Knight 
bath been inverted wich his Surcoar, and before he pro- 
ceeded to his Inftallation ; but of late, becaufe it muft b«

takert off again in the Choir, arid laid afiad, that tnd 
Mancie may be put on, it hath been efteemed a fort of di- 
minution in the Ioveftitufe to take 6ff any part of the Habit 
before the whole Inveftiture be comfrieated ; fo that in 
the beginning of the Reign of King James I. it was judged 
more convenient that the Hood flioufd be carried on the 
Culhion by Garter into the Choir, together with the Mari- 
ne and Collar, and not be put on till after Inveftiture with 
the Mantle ; arid thus it was obferved at the Feafts of 
St. George, 13, 15* and 23 Car. Tl. Arid though anti- 
ently it was laid over the left Shoulder, and fo worn upon 
all Occafions, yet Anno 2 and 3 Phil . and Mar. the wear* 
ing it fo being taken notice of to obfcure the Efcutcheon 
of St. George, embroidered on the fame Shoulder of the 
Mantle, it was decreed in a Chapter held the fame Year* 
Xi ef April, that for the future the Kriights-Companiona 
fhottld wear their Hoods on their right Shoulders, to the 
end that the Efcutcheon might be the better feen and ap-' 
pear. 

Neverthelefs, there was a Queftioh moved n Jac.h 
whether the ilfage of wearing the Hood (hould not be re- 
ftored to the left Shoulder, but it feems it was over-ruled 3 
and 23 Car. IL fome of the Knights-Compariions ima- 
gining it moft proper to wear their Hoods oh their left 
Shoulders, ran into that error, but upon better informa- 
aion the next MomingJ altered them to the right. To 
Foreign Princes, there is liberty given by King Hen . VIII s 
Statutes to receive, if they pleafe, their Habit wholly 
within the Chapter- Houfe, before they enter their Stalls 3 
by which it appears that this was the Cuftom in times paft$ . 
an inftance whereof We have in Philip King of Caftitc , 
Anno 11 Henry VII. who was eetirely invefted in the 
Chapter-Houfe with the Garter, Surcoat, Mantle, Hood* 
and Collar ; the Sovereign himfelf putting his Hand t<* 
his Inveftiture with the Mantle. Hence King Philip , 
Grandfon to the afbrefaid King of Qcfiile, was invefted 
with the whole Habit of the Order before he affumed the' 
Stall 5 in Philip and Marys proceeding to the Chape], he 
receiv'd his Inveftiture within the Weft Door, and there 
the Regifter delivered the Mantle to the Earls of DOrb? 
and Pembrookj who kiffing it, prefented it to the Qpeeo, 
who, afliftcd by the faia Earls, perfonally invefted the 
King therewith * Next Garter gave the Collar to the 
" Earls 
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Baris of Anmdel and Pembrotb j who IikCwife prefeitted te 
to the Queen, and (he thereon put it about King Pbilift 
Neck j and immediately the K nights-Companions, hav- 
ing robed chemfelves within the Chapel Door, proceeded 
before the King and Queen, who with joined Hands pat- 
fed into the Choir, where the Queen led him to the So- 
vereign’s Stall, which afcending, they both fat therein. 
But as the aforefaid Statute leaves this to the pleafure of 
the Stranger Prince, and was permitted only tor gaining 
Time, fo none, who have receiv’d perfonal Inftalladon at 
Wind for fince, have been fully invefted before they entered t 
the Choir. For in ft a nee, Francis, Duke de Montmorency, 
14 E'i%. and Frederic Prince Palatine of the Bfrine, 10 
Jac. I. were both invefted with their Surcoats only, in the 
Cbapter-Houfe, but they receiv’d tbeir Mantles, Hoods, 
and Collars, in their Stalls, after they had taken their 
Oaths. 


The proceeding into the Choir. 

$ 6 . The Knight eledi, habited as before, proceed# 
from the Chapter-Houfe along the North Ifle, and enter# 
the Weft Door of the Choir in folemn Order ; but hi# 
Place in this proceeding is changed, for here be is led be- 
tween two Knightf-Companions. This is noted in the 
Black- Book to be the Order wherein Albra Values £ At* 
nudes, Earl of Aotrence, and two others, proceeded to 
their Inftallations, 14 Henry VI. And notwitbftanding the 
Statutes of Inftitution, and thofe made by King Henry V . 
are filent in the Order of this Proceeding j yet for an cleft 
Knight to be led to bis Stall between two fellow Knight#, 
is no modem Ceremony ; fince we likewife find, that the 
Vifcount Beurehier, 30 Henry VI. paft to his InftalmeK 
between the Lord HaJHngs and Lord Beaucbemf. But 
the Order of proceeding is precifely fee down in 
Henry - VIH’s Statutes, vig. That the eleS Kjtighe, 
tended by bis Gentlemen and Servants, JhaO be led between 
two other K nights-Companions , the Officers of the Order 
going before them. And this has been the conftant Pra- 
ctice at all InftallatioQS fince ; the Knight eledi proceeding, 
either between two of the Knights- Commiffioners, when 
there hath been no Lieutenant, or between two of the 
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Knights Affiftants, where a Lieutenant was cohftitufed; 
dr laftly between the two Senior Knigbcs-CompankH& 
the Sovereign being prefeoc : But when there bath bee n 
three Commiffioners named, then the two Senior Com' 
fiiUEoners take the Knight eledk between them, and the 
Junior Knight-Comtaiffiofter proceeds before them ; 
which was obferved at the Inftalraent of the Eads of 
EJJex and Ormmd, and Sir Cbriftopber fiatton, 30 Eli%> 

In all cafes where the Sovereign is prefent at an InftaU 
larion, after the cuftom of invefting with the Collar in 
the Chapter-Houfe Was left off, it is generally to be ob- 
ferved; that as loon as the Inveftiture with the Surcoat is 
fmifhed, the Sovereign paffes from the Chapter-Houfe , 
into the Choir, with the whole proceeding before him,- 
leaving the ele& Knight behind ; ind when he irid the 
Knights-Companions have taken their Su.ls, the two 
Senior Knights-Companions, by the Sovereign's verbal 
Directions, defeend from their Stalls, and ftand under 
their Banners, whilft the A'ms-Knights, but not the Pre- 
bends, Officers of Arms, and the three inferior Officers of 
the Order, pafs out ©f the Choir, and proceed before 
them to the Chapter-Houfe, from whence they introduce 
the elect Knight into the Choir to his Inftallation ; but 
if there be more than one Knight inftalled, then the two 
next Senior Knights defeend, and fo the nett, till all the 
elect Knights are conducted in : And this courfe is like- 
wife obferved when a Lieutenant is ccnftituted, and hath 
been generally fo pra&ifed fince the Inveftiture with the 
Collar was performed m the Choir ; and particularly at 
(he Inflallations of the Duke of Lenox, the Earls of Pem - 
brook* Marr, and Southampecn, t J*c. I. and of the Duke 
of Holfiein , and the Earl of Northampton, 3 Jac. I. In this 
proceeding to Inftallation^ the Regtfter ofually carries £ 
Book of the New Tcftamenr, for the eledk Knight to take 
his Oath on, as likewife the Oath it felf, fairly written 
on Parchment ; Garter bears his Mantle fill he arrives at 
his Stall ; and King Henry VIII's Statutes place this Ser- 
vice upon fome of the Knights-Companioi s likewife* 
but it never appears that it was ever performed by any of 
them. 'Tis probable, that about the time whetf this In- 
junction paffed, it was the Cuftom for Garret to beat the? 
Mantle on his Arm ; for fo it was at the Inftallation of 
the Lord R&JJcl, and others, 31 Henry VIII. but it was 
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fiot long after^ that the laying ic on a Velvet Culhion be- 
gan. The great Collar of the Order was likewife laid 
Upon the Culhion, at the Inftallation of Sir Henry Sidney, 
$ Eli%. the Earl of Shrewsbury, 34 Eli and in-tbis man- 
ner born before the Knights eledfc, 1 3 Car . H ? before the 
Duke of Monmouth , 15 Car . II. and before the Duke of 
Albermarle , 13 Car . it . with thefe the Hood, heretofore 
put on in the Chapter-Houfe, hath of late been laid on 
the Culhioh, and alfo the Book of Statutes, and fo born 
by Garret before Prince Henrjt 1 I. and Frederick,, 
Eledfc or Palatine; 10 Jac. I. and before the Knights In. 
ftallation, 13 Car. II* and fince. 

And here it is to be obferved, that when Garter bears 
the Ornaments and Enfigrs on the Culhion before an 
eledfc Knight, or a Prodfcor, he is always placed between 
the Regifter and Black-Rod in the proceeding ; Laftly, in 
this proceeding the Knight eledfc goeth Bare-headed, hold- 
ing his Cap in his Hand ; and fo did the Duke or Albert 
marie , 23 Car . II. for it hath been thought incongruous 
to the Order of Ifiveftiture, as is before obferved of the 
Hood* to put on any part of the Habit, or other Orna- 
ments, that fault be taken off again, before the Inveftiture 
is compleated ; and the proper Place for putting on thd 
Cap is not till all the other is finilhed. 

The Ceremonies of hfbdUtiotu 

( 7. When the proceeding hath entered the Choir, 
the Alms-Knights, and Officers of Arms, ntake theijr 
Obeyfances toward the High Altar, and the Sovereign’s 
Royal Stall; in the manner hereafter deferibed j then they 
proceed to the Scefos before the Altar, artd divide them- 
lelves ; next the Officers of the Order make the fame 
Reverence; and lattly, the two CommifGonefs, or Knights 
A/Eftants, or Knights-Companiors, and Knights-eledfc, 
all three together. After this the Officers of the Order, 
thm dfide toward the Stall defigned tof the eledfc Knight,* 
and approaching near it, ftand below, in the Choir, whilft 
the Commiffioners; or Affiftants, or Knights-Coirpanions, 
ptofs into the lower Row 6f Stalls, fometimes called the 
midd'e Row, diredily under the defigned Stall; leading 
the eledfc Knight with thefc. who in ibis flact fakes his 
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Oath, called in the Annals, the facred Oath of the Ordef 
of the Garter 5 during which time be ought to ftand be* 
tween the two Kmghts-Companions who brought him 
thither, as at the Initallation of Prince Henfy , t Jac. L 
and when the Earl of Shrewsbury was inftalled, 34 Eli%. 
*ci$ obferved, that the Senior Commiffioner firft entered the 
lower row of Stalls ; but 31 Henry VIII. at the Inftalla- 
tion ,of the Lord Ryffel, and others, the Junior Ailiftanc 
went up firft. The Knight eled being thus placed, the 
Regifter of the Order ftanding before them, but below 
in the Choir, reads the Oath 5 for it is part of his Duty 
to adminifter the fame : And in this folemn Ceremony, 
the New Teftament, whereon the Oath is taken, gene- 
rally opened in feme Place of the Gofpels, is indifferently 
field by one of the three inferior Officers of the Order, 
or fometimes the Regifter hath held it, as at the Inftal- 
lationofthe Earl of Derby, 1 6 Eli%. the Earl of Jutland, 
^nd Lord Cobham , 26 E/i%. At other times the Garter 
hath held it, as 5 £//;{. when the Earl of Northumberland 
took his Oath ; and ro Car . I. at the Inftallarion of the 
Earl of Moreton : But when the Earl of Shrewsbury was 
Sworn, 34 £//{. the Uiher of the Black Rod performed 
this Office. 

Whilft the Oath is adminiftring, the ele& Knight holds 
his right Hand on the Holy Evangclifts 5 and when the 
Regifter hath pronounced the Words, he immediately 
Refponfes, I will , fo help me God , and then takes off his 
Hand reverently, kifling the Book $ and by this Ceremony 
feals his Obligation to the '-Statutes of this moft Noble 
Order. The Ceremony ufed when Philips King of C4- 
fiile and Leon t took the Oath, which was done in the 
Chapter-Houfe at Windfor, 22 Henry VII. he laid his 
Hand on the Canon, under which was placed the Book 
of Statutes of the Order by the Prelate, to whom it was 
delivered by the Regifter, and having repeated the Words 
of the Oath, and reverently kiffed all thole things by 
which he Swore, he took a Pen from the Prelate's Hand, 
and Signed the Oath he had taker, and deliver'd It to the 
Sovereien then prefenr. 

The Form of the ancient Oath appointed by the Statutes 
of Inftitution, to be taken by a Knight-Su’Jedf, was 
very (hort, but comptehenfive : That he Jkould welt 
and faithfully obferve f to the utmofi of his Power 9 all the 
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fiattitts d/ the Order ; and this was all rhe Oath taken fcjr 
the fix ft Founders^ and to which they al(o affixed theft’ 
Seals ; and fo it continued without alteration or addition, 
till towards the End cf Ring Edvard IV s Reign ; and 
then, 4t a Chapter held at the King’s Wardrobe in London, 
it was decreed, That all the Kmghts-Companions then 
alive, and all filch as (hould afterwards be admitted into 
the Order, (hould be obliged to fubjoin the Words fol- 
lowing : T bat they vooud aid , fufport , and defend, with ai 
their Porter, the Royal College of St. George , within the 
Caftle of bVindfbr, as well in its Pojjejjions , as all other 
things whatfoever ; which being drawn in form, was en- 
ter'd in the Black Book; but has flnce receiv’d many 
alterations ; And there is an itiftance, i Eli%. wfcteii the 
Oath has been difpenfed with ; as by the Duke ot Nar- 
folli, and others; in regard the Rites and Ceremonies of 
Religion were then altered, and tlo new form of an Oath 
fettled, fo that they only obliged themfelvcS by Promife 
to obferve fuch Statutes and Orders as (hould be decreed 
in the next Council of the Order, which Was foon after 
fettled, and recorded in the Red Book of the Order, and 
is the Oath taken by a Knigbt-Subjedk at this Day. 

You betng Chofin to be one of ihe Honourable Company 
cf this moft ‘Noble Order of the Garter , float Promife and 
Swear, by the Hob Evange lifts, by you here touched that , 
-Wittingly or willingly , you (hall not treaty any Statute of 
the (did Order , or any Articles in them contained ; the 
fame being agreeable, and not repugnant to the Lqvps of 
Alrhighty God, and the Lam of this P^ealm, as fat forth 
as to you belongeih and appertaineth : So help you God, and 
this Holy tVord. 

As foon as the Knight eiecft hath taken the Oath, he 
Is led to his appointed Stall, through the Entrance next 
Beneath it; and there placed before it. In the Inteiim, 
Garter advancing into the lower row of Stalls, to the 
Place where the eledf Knight ftodd when he took the 
Oath, prefents from thence the Mantle; Collar, and 
Book tff Statutes* to thofe who led him, who inveft thd 
Knight eledi firft with the Mantle, by putting it on his 
Shoulders. There are fome Example! where the eleft 
Knight hath been invefted before be went u£ to hi* Stall; 
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as in the cafe of the Earl of Northumberland, 5 Eli%. Fran- 
cis, Duke de Montmorency , and others, 14 Eli%. the Earls 
of Dunbar and Montgomery, 6 Jac. I, and the Prince 
of Wales, 14 Car. I. among which may be numbered thQle 
inftalled at the Grand Feaft of St. George , 13 Car. II. 
but this happen’d through a vaft Concourle of People in 
the Chapel, that prevented the due Order. 

In the Red Book it is obferved, that the Inveftiture 
with the Mantle and Collar, hath been fomecimes per- 
formed by the Black Rod ; as at the Inftallation of the 
Earl of Nottbampton, 5 Car . I. the Lord Treafurer Wefton^ 
the Earls of Exeter and L indfey , and the Marquifs of Ha- 
milton, 6 Car . I. Neverthelefs, this is to be underftood as 
this Officers Affiftance to thcKniehjs-Companions, whole 
Office ir only is, and no otherwise. Whilft the Ceremo- 
ny of Inveftiture with the Mantle is performing, the Words 
of 'Admonition proper thereto, are pronounced as follows. 

Take this Mantle of Heavenly Colours, in Sign and Token 
of the moft Honourable Order you have receiv'd, and to the 
increafe of your Honour, figned and marked as you fee, with 
a ted Efcutcbeon of our Lord's Crofs , to the intent that you, 
being always defended by the Virtue and Strength thereof , 
may fafs through your Enemies , and them alfo overcome and 
vanquijh , fo that at the l aft, for your worthy and approved 
Ads, you may, after this Temporal Chivalry, come to Eternal 
Triumphant Joys in Heaven . 

‘ 'But at the Inftallation of King Charles II. they receiv’d 
fome alteration, and were put in the following Form. 

Receive this I^ be of Heavenly Colour, the Livery of this 
moft excellent Order , in augmentation of thy Honour, enolled 
with the Shield and Red Crofs of our Lord, by wbfe Power 
thou may' ft fafely pierce Troops of thy Enemies, and be over 
them ever Victorious ; and being in this temporal Warfare 
Glorious in egregious and beroick Actions, thou may Jl obtain 
Eternal and Triumphant Joy . 


Next, the Commiffioners, Affiftants, or Knighrs-Com- 
panions, lay the Hood on the Knight’s right Shoulder 
over the Mamie, and bringing the Tippet arhwan his 
Breaft, tuck it under the Girdle, at which his Sword 
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hangs : And Jaftly rye the Collar about h»s Shoulder, 
over his Mantle and Hood ; and at this part of the Inyc- 
ftiture, the following Words of Admonition are likewife 
pronounced. 

To the encreafe of your Honour, and in Token of the Ho* 
nowrable Order jou havi receivd ; takf this Co tar about 
your Neckj with the Image of the Holy Martyr 9 and Chrift's 
Knight , St, George, by wbofe aid you being defended f nun 
fafi through the Profperities and Adverfities of this World, 
that having here the VtBory f as wet of your Gboftly as Bodily 
Enemies % you may not only receive the Glory and Uptown of 
Temporal Chivalry , but aljfb at the laft f the endlefs and ever - 
lafting reward ofVtBory. 

This Form of Words receiv’d likewife alteration when 
King Charles II. was to be inftalled, to the Tenor fol- 
lowing. 

Wear this Cotar about thy NecJ( 9 adorn d with the Image 
of the BleJJed Martyr and Soldier of Chrifi , St. George, 
by wbofe Imitation provoked 9 thou may ft fo overpafs both 
profperous and adverje Encounters , that having ftoutly van~ 
quiftocct thy Enemies , both of Body and Soul , thou may ft not 
only receive the Prai/e of this tranfient Combat , but be 
Crowned with the Palm of eternal ViStory* 

Antiently at the Solemnity of Inftallation, when the 
Sovereign, or his Lieutenant was prefent, the el$dfc 
Knight, after he had been inverted with the Mantle in 
his oral], was immediately conduced out of the Choir, 
bac)c to the Chapter- Houfe, where the Sovereign, or 
Lieutenant, ufed to remain till his return, there to receive 
the Collar of the Order from one of them, which done, 
he is faid to have receiv'd the entire Poffeffion of his Ha- 
bit. This is contained in King Henry VIH’s Statutes, 
and appears to have been the Practice about that Time!, 
as in tne cafe of the Lord Mountjoy % and others, 1 8 Hen . VIII; 
and feveral others after, in the i and 3 Edw. VI. and the 
3, 5, and 14 £//{. The Proceeding back to the Chapter- 
Houfe on this occafion, was much after the manner of 
* what is before mention'd, except, that here the new in- 
called Knigju took bis Place according to the Dignity of 
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bis Stall. But *tis obfervable, that when the Sovereign’s 
Lieutenant remained in the Chapter-Hqufe, while the 
eledk Knight proceeded tp his Inftallatioo, the U (her of 
the Black* Rod ftayed behind to attend the Lieutenant 5 
and as foon as the Inveftiture with the Collar was over, 
the Lieutenant proceeded to the Choir in the Rear, and 
She new inftalled Knight in Place according to his Stall, 
asin the cafe of the Lord HuJJel, and others, 31 Hen. VIII. 
and the Marquifs of Dorfet, , and others, 1 Eiw. VI. The 
Proceeding having entered the Choir, and the Lieutenant 
and Knights-Companions taken their Seats, then the ufual 
Ceremonies, the Service of the Church began. 

4Jut when the Inftallation was performed by Commif r 
Goners, the Collar of the Order was laid on the Cufliion 
with the Mantle, and born before the elerrt Knight to his 
Stall, where, after bis Inveftiture with the Mantle and 
Hood, he receiv’d Inveftiture with the Collar alfo, of 
which there are feveral Examples in the time of Phil . and 
Mar. and Queen £//{. In like manner, at all Inftallations 
fince, where the Sovereign has been prefent, the ancient 
cuftom of returning to the ChapterrHoufe being laid afide, 

1 the KnightSrCompanions, who led the elecft Knights to 
their Stalls, did there invert them with their Collars alfo ; 
as the Earl of Jutland, Sir George ViUars , and the Vif 
fount Lifle, 1 4 Jac. I. and the Earl of Suffolk 4 Car. L 
and hath been thus obfcrved at all Inftallauons fince, the 
Sovereign prefent. 

So foon as the Inveftiture with the Mantle, Hood, and 
Collar is over, thofe appointed deliver the Book of Sta- 
tutes to the npw inverted Knight, which was obferved to 
the Ear’s of Shrewsbury and Cumberland , 34 Eii%. the Earl' 
of Jutland, Sir George ViUars , and the Vifcount Lifle , 
14 Jac. I. and fo generally to ail elecrt Knights fince. 
This Book the Knight is to keep fafe in his own Cuftody, 
for his Inftrp&ion in the Laws and Ceremonies of this 
moft Noble Order. They likewife give him the Black 
Velvet Cap adorned with Plumes pf white Feathers, and 
this in particular was obferved to bethelaft Qeremony 
performed at the Inftallation of King Charley II. 

Ail things relating to the full Inveftiture being ended, 
there remains only to compleat this great Ceremony, the 
Inftallation it felf, which is performed in the manner fol- 
lowing. Jhe pew invefted Knight Handing before bis 
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Stall, and turning toward the High Altar, makes humble 
Obeyfance that way, and then toward the Sovereign, or 
if abfenc, toward his Stall ; which done, the Commiffioners, 
Knights-Affiftants, or Knights- Companions, receive amt 
embrace him with great Civility, as their Fellow and Coou 
panion, and fet him down in his affigned Stall with Pro* 
rations of Efteem, and Withes for his Honour and Hap* 
pincfs. Of this Ceremony, there is a notable Inftance at 
the Inftallation of Philip, King of Caftile , n Henr/ VII. 
where the Sovereign perfonally introduced him to his 
Stall, and there placed him, at which time there was a cer- 
tain Form of Words pronounced relating to the eled 
Knight's Seffion, and Ad of Inftallation, no lefs than at 
bis Inveftiturej but the fame are not repeated. 

The Qrdtr to be obferved when two or more Knights 
are infialled in one Day* 

S 8. In this cafe it feems to have been the ancient 
£ radice, when the Ceremony has been perform’d by two 
Commiffioners, or two Knights-Affiftants, that as foon 
gs they had finilhed all the Ceremonies due to the Senior 
of them, they left him pofleft of his Stall, and forthwith 
returned to the Chapter-Honfe in the ufual manner, and 
thence conduced the next Senior eled Knight, and fo of 
the reft; So it was at the Inftallation of Albro Vafyues 
dA/madea, Earl of Averenches , the Lord Beauchamp, and 
Sir Thomas Hoo, in the time of Henry VI. and fo of the 
Earl of Huntington, i Edw.V I. when the two Affiftancs, 
aftep they had invefted and inftalled the faid Earl, retur- 
ned to the Cbapter-Houfe for the Lord la War, and fo 
for the Lord Cobbans, and Sir William Herbert . In like 
manner, when the Commiffioners had given the Prodor to 
tZmani{el f Duke of Savoy, Pofleffion of his Principal's Stall, 
i and z Phil . and Mar . they proceeded back for Wiliam 
Lord Howard $ * fo by the Earl of Pembrook^ 1 6 Eli 
when they had firft inftalled the Earl of Derby , and by 
fhe Earl of Cumberland , after the Earl of Shrewsbury had 
been inftalled. 

When the Sovereign hath nominated three CommiUi- 
oners, they have returned altogether to fetch in the other 
Knights fingly, that were to bejnftalled, and alternately 
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changed their Placid in the proceeding to the feveral In- 
ftallations, one of them always going (ingle before; as at 
the Inftallarion of the Earls of Ejfex and Ormond, and 
Sir Cbriftopber Hatton f 30 El$%, when the Earl of Wbr- 
cefter, the Lords Hunfdon and Grey, were Commiflioners : 
And if the Lieutenant had four' Afliftants affigned him, 
which was neoeflary when many Knights were to be in- 
ftalled, the order of their Inftallatiod hath been as fol- 
lows. 

Fifft, Two of the Senior Knights- AffiftantsconduCed the 
6enior eleC Knight to his Inftallarion, and the other two 
Affiftanrs proceeded with the fecond ele& Knight ; the 
former then took the third elefl Knight, and fo alternately 
changed till all were inftalled ; As at the Inftallarion of 
Francis , Duke de Montmorency , and others, 14 Eli%. And 
the like manner of alternate change is obferved if four 
Commifficners be confticuted, as at the Inftallarion of 
Frederick King of Denmark, and John, Prince Palatine 
of the Hhinc 9 i$ Eli%. where the King’s Proxy was con- 
duced into the Choir between the Earl of Leioefter and 
the Lord Hunfdon , the two Senior Commiffipners ; an^ 
the Prince, between the Earl of Huntington and the L°rd 
Charles Howard, the two Tiinior Commiffioners. 

But fome have been of Opinion, that the Commiflionerf 
named to this Employment, ought not to divide the Duty, 
and part of them to Inftal one, and part the other, and 

f >y fuch an alternative to difpatch the Ceremony, asiq 
ormcr Cafes; but all jointly aifift at each Inftallarion : 
pf which Opinion there is an Inftance at tjie Inftallarion 
of the Earl of Salisbury , and the Vifcount Bin don, \ Jac. L 
jvLerc the Earl having been brought into the Choir, in- 
verted and inftalled by the Earls of Nottingham and Suf • 
folk, the two Senior Commiffioners, the other two Com- 
mijfioners who w ere left behind in the Chapter-Houfe, 
to conduct i\it Vifcount to bis Stall, remembring , chat all 
four werp joint Ccmmiffioners, apprehended that the Earl 
wa$ t>ot legally inftalled, becaufe they, as Co-partners in 
the ComipUflon, bad not affifted ; and this Opinion being 
debated, prevailed fp far, that it was agreed to be imparted 
to the Earl of Sflisbsnyi who (ubmitred to defeend into 
fbe lower Seats before his Stall, and there all four Com- 
miffioners gave hip} hi? Oath again, then led trim to hi? 
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Stall, and a fecond Tmc inv^fted and inftalled him j and 
fb of the Vifcourit Bindon m 

But this Method wa$ not only new, but different from 
former Pra&ice, a$ in all the cafes before recited ; and 
befides, where the Sovereign hath authorised his Lieu- 
tenant to perform this Ceremony, and appointed fome of 
the Knights-Companions to afliftj they, and not the 
Lieutenant, have done the Duty belonging to Inftallation f 
that part of it of invefting with the Collar in the Chapter* 
Houle, the whole Duty at the Inftallation of Prince 
Henry excepted. And ’tis to be farther obferved, that the 
foregoing cafe of the joint Affiftance in the Inftallation of 
the Earl of Salisbury, was thought fo little Effential, or 
worthy of becoming a Precedent, that at the yery pest 
' Feaft, when the Earls of Dunbar and Montgomery were 
inftalled, 6 Jac. I. and four Commiffioners appointed, the 
two Senior inftalled the Earl of Dunbar f and the two 
Jpnior the Earl of Montgomery ; and fo again, 10 Car, . L 
by the Earls of Danby and Moreton . But laftly, if the So* 
vereign be prefent, and confequently die Knights-Com- 
panions perform this Ceremony, the* there is generally fo 
many of them as can go through the whole, without 
changing, after the manner ufed when done by Commit! 
fionersor Affiftants ; in which cafe the two Senior Knights- 
Companions defeend from their Stalls, and paffing thro* 
the Choir to the Chapter-Houfe with the Proceeding be- 
fore them, condudt to his Inftallation the eldeft ele& 
Knight ; and having performed that whole Ceremony, re- 
turn and take their Stalls, and fo the reft in due Order ; 
as Was , pra&ifed at the Inftallation of Prince Henry p and 
others, i Jac A. and of the Earl of Jutland, 14 Jac. I. 
and at the grand Feaft of St. George p 13 Car . II. but here 
the feparate proceeding With each fingle Knight to and 
from the Chapter-Houfe, taking too much time, and the 
Day being far fpent in the Ceremonies of the Dukes of 
t>rmmd and Buckingham ; the Sovereign ordered, that 
With the next Proceeding, the reft of the eled Knights, 
being etghr, befides two Proxies, (hould all be introduced 
at once '; fo that each of them being placed before his 
Stall, took the Oath, receiv’d his lnveftiture, and was 
led up to his Stall, and took Poffeffipn of it by folemn In- 
faltytiPB. - • - • 
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And in regard fo many Knights ele& were introduced 
together, it was judged neceflary, that their Mantles and 
Collars fliould be likewife brought in the proceeding, 
and each ele& Knight appointed one of the Gentlemen that 
attended him, to bear the Culhion whereon they wpre laid, 
before him to the Chpir Door, where they held them in 
their Arms, till Garter in due order fetch'd them into the 
Choir : And here we may infert this general Rule, that 
at all Inftallations, where fome of the eledk Knights are 
not fent for unto the Chapter- Houfe, to jreceiye Invefti- 
ture with the Surcoat, before the Senior ?le& Knight 
bath been conduced to his Stall, but left to repofe them- 
felves in the Raft Ifle of the Chappel, as hath often hap- 
pet cd, the Knights Commiflioncrs, or 4 Affiftants, on their 
return to the Chapter- Houfe, fend Garter for fhe next 
Senior eled Knight, whom they receive at the Door 
thereof, and haying in veiled him with his Surcoat, and 
girt his Sworn abcuthim, proceed with him to his In* 
ftallation in the ufrai manner. And the fame method is 
oblerved if there were more eledt Knights to follow ; and 
‘ we find it 30 Henry VIII. 1 6 , and 34, and 10 Car . I. 

The Knight, or Knights, having now receiv’d a conw 
pleat Inftallation, the Knights-Commiflioners, Aftjftants, or 
Knights-Companions, witn marks of Refoe<£, take their 
leave of the laft inftalled Knight, and defending into {he 
Choir, take their own Stalls ; but the Senior Knight* 
Companion afcends $rft ; But obferve, that if the Stalls 
of the Knights-Commiflioners, Afliftants, or Knights-Com* 
panions, be on the fame fide with the laft inftalled 
Knighr, then they, defcend not into the Choir, but pafs 
diredtly to them along the Stalls, as in the 34 Eli%. The 
Ceremonies of Installation being finilhed, the Officers of 
Arms firft, next the Alms-Knights, defcend from the 
Steps of the Altar, and take their Several Stations in the 
Choir 1 then one of the Prebends of the College, or, if 
the Sovereign be prefent, the Prelate, with the Serjeant 
of the Veftry before him, is conduced to the Altar by 
the Verger of the Chappel, and there begins the Servicf 
appointed by the Church, which being ended, the Pjpo^ 
ceeding pafles out of the Choir in ukial Order, either to 
the Frefence- Chamber, or the Lieutenants, or Commit 
fioners Lodgings, as the Occafion is. 
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The Offering of Gold and Silver . 

$ 9. But if the Inftallation be folemnized in the Mom. 
ing, the Service of the Church having proceeded as far 
as the Offertory, two of the Prebends, appointed to re- 
cieve the Offering, are conduced to the Altar by their 
Verger, and firft the Alms-Knights, then the Officers of 
Arms, afeend the Steps of the Altar again, and Hand in 
order as before. After which, Garter Summons down the 
Knights-Gompanions to the Offering, who defeend into 
the Choir under their proper Stalls, as does the Sovereign'* 
lieutenant, who offers firft for the Sovereign, he receive 
ing the Bezant from the Senior Knight, and then returns 
to his Stall : And at this inftant, was the ufual time here- 
tofore for offering the Defund Knights A tchievements, 
which was altered by King James I. as will be feen here- 
after. 

The Lieutenant, after a Ihort ftay in his Stall, defeends 
again, and proceeds up to the Altar, to make his own Of- 
fering of Gold and Silver, and then returns, as do the reft; 
of the Knights-Companions, including thofe newly inftal- 
led, in their due order. But when the Inftallation pafles 
by CommilEoners, there is then no Offering made for 
the Sovereign, but the Commiflioners offer firft, and after 
them the other Knights in due order. 

The Ceremony of Offering at the Inftallation of Philip l 
King of C aft tie , iz Henry VII. is remarkable. He de£ 
cended from his Stall into the Choir, and ftanding before 
ir, as the other Knights-Companions did, the Sovereign 
left his Royal Stall to proceed to the Offering, to which 
the King wpuld have followed, but the Sovereign would 
not permit, obliging the King to proceed along with him, 
on his left Hand, though he defired to perform his Duty 
gs a Brother of the Order, fo that they made their Offer- 
ings fo near together, where, though the Sovereign had the 
Precedence, yet ’ewas hardly obiervable. 

Of the grand Dinner at the Infiattatiott.

$ 10. On the Day of Inftallation, there hath^ from an- 
cient 'I’ime, been appointed a Noble and Sumptuous Feaft> 
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tnd though it was agreed on in a Chapter, 3 EdwariVb 
That the ^nights eleft plight, front thenceforth, be inftalled by 
Cemmijftom without a Feaft ) yet after his Reign, we find 
the old cuftom of a Fealt at this Solemnity restored, 

}f the Sovereign appoint the Inftallation to be when the 
Feaft of Sc. George is alfo celebrated, and is himfelf per- 
sonally prefenr, the Feaft is then kept at the Sovereign’s 
Charge; and if in fuch cafe he conftitute a Lieutenant, 
then the Inftallation Dinner is kept at . the Charge of the 
Lieutenant ; and is ufually prepared in fome of the Sove- 
reign’s Lodgings in the Caftle, but feldom in St. George's 
Hall ; as was done by the Earl of Arundel , at the Inftal- 
lation of the Earl of Shrewsbury , and the Lord (lunfdon, 3 Eli%. 
But when the Inftallation is kept at any' other time of the 
Year, than that of St George's Feaft, the?} tlje n?w inftal- 
kd (frights are at all the Expence; who generally have 
had the Dinner prepared in the Dean’s Lodgings ; how- 
ever, be it where it will, the Sovereign, or his Lieute : 
nant, Commiffioners, or Affiftants, together with the 
new inftalled Knights, proceed thither in full Robes ^ 
which is obferved in the Inftallation of 3 E/ir. above, to 
be according to the ancient Cuftcm. At the Inftailatjpn, 
31 Henrj\n\. the Sovereign’s Lieutenant walked alone, 
after him his two Affiftants, and laftly the new inftalled 
Knights. 

The Lieutenant’s Place at the Table is fomewhat on the 
left Hand the Cloath of State, there fat the Earl of Arun - 
del, 3 E/i*. but the other four Knights-Companions, his 
two Affiftants, and the two new inftalled Knights, fat 
toward the Table’s End on both Sides, for that they could 
not well fit all on a fide. But of late Years, as at the 
Inftallation, 5 Car. I. a Queftion arofe, whether the Lieu- 
tenant or Commiffioners fhould fit at Dinner in their 
Habits, fince the Power given them feemed to expire 
when the Knights were ele&ed ; (though unanimoufly al- 
lowed the new inftalled Knights ought to do fo,) and like- 
wife Precedents quoted, as 19 Henrj VIII. at the Inftal- 
lation of the Lord Cromwell , where the Knights put off 
their Habits , and dined in their ordinary Apparel 5 and lb 
©f the Earl of Rutland, and the Lord Cobham , x6 £//{• 
where the Commiffioners did the fame, and the new in- 
ftalled Knights kept on only their Surcoats : But what 
followed on this Debat? is not mention'd : \?ut t^e gene* 

* * 1 ral 
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ral Pra&ice at other Times hath been of keeping on the 
Habit till the Dinner is ended. 

At the fecond Courfe, called alfo fecond Mefs, or fe- 
cond Service, Garter, accompanied with the Officers of 
Arms, Proclaims the Stiles and Titles of Honour of the 
Sovereign (if he be perfonally, or by his Lieutenant, pre-. 
fenr,) in Latin, French , and Englifh, and cries Largefs thrice^ 
next the Stiles of the new inftafled Knights in French , oc 
Englifh only, with two Large(Tes 9 and in that Order they went 
inftaued. And thus it was at the Inftallation of Charles^ 
Duke of TorJ^ 9 Jac. I. of Frederick^ Prince Palatine, 10 
Jac. I. and the Earl of Jutland , and others, 1474c. L 

Philip , King of Caftile , Dined with the Sovereign in 
his Privy-Chamber, 21 Henry VII. whofe Stile was Pro* 
claimed by Garter, not in the fame Room, but at the So- 
vereign’s great Chamber-Door, and in St. George's HmS % 
after Largefs had been thrice cryed. When the sovereign 
conftitutes a Lieutenant, then is the Lieutenant’s Sale 
alfo Proclaimed, and to his other Honours is added this 
of his Lieutenancy, and afterwards the Stiles of the new 
itiftalled Knights, as 3 Eli%. But the Order of this Cere- 
mony is more particularly obferved at the Inftallation of 
the Duke Je Montmorency , and others, 14 where 
firft Garter cried Largefs, and next Proclaimed the So- 
vereign's Stile, in three Languages, then ftepping 
two Foot back. Proclaims the Lieutenant’s Stile in French 
only, with two Largefles - y and after that* he cried one 
Largefs for the Duke ; and laftlv, for all the other new 
inftalled Knights, only two Largefles, and the Officers of 
Arms did the like ; and ftill as Garter had finilhed his 
Proclamation, the Heralds joined with him in crying 
Largefs, and fo with Reverence departed the Hall. 

But laftly, it is proper to obferve, that when neither 
the Sovereign, nor his Lieutenant, are prefent, then the 
Sovereign’s Stile is not Proclaimed, nor thofe of the Com- 
miffioners, but only of the new inftgtled Kpights. 

As foon as Dinner is ended, the Knights-Companions 
rife from Table, and withdraw to dilrobe themfelvcs, 
and therewith the Solemnity of Inftallation ends : And 
if at any time the Solemnity' continues that Everting, and 
the following Day, it is only becaufe the Sovereign for 
his Lieutenant,) is prefent, on account of celebrating St. 
George's Feaft, and not With reference to tha Inftalla- 
tion. Of 
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Of fitting up the Knight's Atchievemeniii 

$ ii. The laft thing to be done at this great Solemnity* 
is fetting up the Helm, Crejl, Sword, Banner , and Plate* 
of the new inftalled Knight* over his Stall in the Chappei 
of St. George ; to which purpofe they are to be provided* 
according to the Directions before given. 

By the Statutes of Inftitution it is ordained, that the 
rime for fetting up the Atchievements (hall be when the 
de& Knight comes to Windfor-Cajlle, that is* to his In* 
ftallation, and not before ; and the reafon is there like- 
wife given, left it (hould happen, he not coming for his 
Inftaliation within the time limitted, and confec^uently the 
vacating his Ele&ion enfuing, that a new Election being 
made, thofe military Enligns might not feem to be dif- 
gracefully withdrawn, and an occafioA of Difhonout given* 
which otherwife could not be avoided, if they (hould be 
foddenly taken down from a Place fo high j which de- 
monftrates, that the intention ef this Article extends to the 
finilhing the Ceremonies of Inftaliation, before the At* 
chievements ought to be fet up, by fo carefully providing 
againft the Dilhonour of taking them down, in cafe the 
Election (hould become void 5 which muft infallibly hap- 
pen, if the Knight eledt died but an Hour before he were 
compleatly inftalled. Accordingly, in the ancient Depu- 
tations both to Sir William Philip , and Sir John Falfiaff , 
Power is given their Prodtors firft to demand, receive* 
and obtain their principal Stalls, and next to tender their 
Helms, and Swords, to be hung up in the Choir of 
Windfcr, according to Cuftom : And for clearer Informal 
tion of the courfe of this Ceremony, that the Sovereign 
impowered his Commiflipners, firft to give the Deputy 
Pofleflion of his Principal's Stall, and after to receive the 
Atchievements, and place them over it : This is to b£ 
confidered as a Memorial of the Knights being inftalled a 
Companion of the Order, and ’cis incongruous in the 
Rules of Honour to have the Sign or a Memorial of an 
A&ion precede the A&ion it felt. 

Again, the Statutes exprefly provide* that the KnighrS 
Atchievements (hall not be hung up, till the Dunes and 
Fees enjoined are firft difeharged $ and ’tis certain, there 

are 
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arc no Fees due, nor can be claimed, till the Ceremonies 
on which they become due are entirely finilhed. But to 
clear all Doubts which may arife upon this Point, it was 
at a Chapter held at JVbite-Hal, the fourth of February , 
lz Car . II. ordained, T bat not any of the Achievement* 
of an eleSt Kjiight' s St at be fet up in the Cbuppel at Wind- 
for, before he be inflated, and the Fees of Injlalatio* 
paid. 

And though this was the Pradkice anciently, yet were 
the. Atchievements always prepared and brought to Wind* 
for, and fet before the eledk Knight’s Stall ; and in cafe of 
his not coming to receive Installation, ^hen, being no 
otherwife placed, they might be the eafier removed with- 
out the Choir, in as decent manner as could be, fo that 
the Honour of Knighthood might be preferved entire; ne- 
verthelefs, to be retained for publick Ufe, and the Be- 
nefit of the College. 

Where mention is made in the Annals of any Perfon 
employed to fet up the Atchievements of a Knight, it is 
to be underftood that he was his Prodkor, and inftalled 
on his behalf : And there appears but one fingle Inftance 
where one Perfon hath hung up a Knight’s Atchievements, 
when another was inftalled for him ; and this happen’d 
14th of Augufi , Anno 19 Hen . VI. where the Lord fivers 
having been eledked to the Stall of the Lord Hungerford, 
his Sword and Helm were foon after (fent) hung up 
by Wiliam Bobden, his E(q; and Guyen Herald , and he 
inftalled the 30 OBobtr following, by Sir Wiliam Cr af- 
ford his Prodkor ; but this was contrary to the Law of 
the Order. 

Where the fetting up of a Knight’s Atchievements is 
barely mentioned, without taking notice of the Inftallation, 
it is to be underftood, that fuch Knight’s Inftallation was 
alfo folemniz’d at that Time : As in the cafe of the King 
of Portugal, of whom the Annals only note, that he had 
taken care CO let over his Scall, Helm, Sword, and Ban- 
ner, and all things belonging thereto, at the Feaft at 
Windfor , a Henry VI. In what manner thefe Atchieve- 
itients are fixed, appears by the Statutes ; the Helm and 
Creft to be fee over each Knight-Companion’s Stall, and 
the Sword to hang diredtly under them ; but the Plate 
to be nailed to the back of the Knight’s Stall.

i i. rTIHere was no liberty given at the Inftimtion of 
1 tbe Order, for a knight-Subjed to be in- 
ftalied by his Proctor or Deputy ; but on 
tbe contrary, in the Founder's Statute* was inferred this 
exprefs Prohibition. That none of tbe fytigbtt eleSt 
Jhould be permitted to be injldlled by Proxy, unleft be Iter* 
a Stranger . And this Law continued unaltered dll the 
Reign of Henry V. when John Duke of Bedford , the So^ 
vereign $ Deputy for holding the Feaft of St. George at 
IVindfor , 7 Henry V. and other the Knights-Companions 
ahen prefent, took it into Confideration ? that where a 
Knight-Subjed, eleded into the Order, was at that Time 
employed beyond Sea* in the Service of his Prince* and 
likely to continue in that Service fomedme, it was agreed* 
that the faid Duke fhould make an Addfefe to tjht Sove- 
reign, by Letters under the Seal of the Order, (he being 
then employed in the War againft France,) that in the 
like cafes his Majefty would Ordain, T bat Knighrs-Sub- 
jeds might, as well as Strangers, be admitted into tbe 
Order, notwitkft ending tbe Claufe in tbe Statutes . 

It likewife appears from that Letter, as well as from 
the Blue-Book, that Sir John Grey , and the Lord Bour- 
ehier , had been inftailed at the aforefaid Feaft, by their 
feverai Proxies ; which the Sovereign’s Deputy concurr’d 
with, out of great Refped to their Perfons $ left by a 
too rigid Obfervance of the Statures, by their abfence in 
the Wars, where they were then loyally employed, and 
might meet their Deaths, they fhould wane the defired 
Suffrages of thofe Mattes, ordained to be Sung for a de- 
fund Knight ; as had happen’d to feverai by Unfnfpcded 
delays. But to clear this matter, for the future it wai 
Decreed, 9 Hen . V. That where any eled Knight was 
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iduallv id die Sovereign's Wars, or otberwife employed 
Abroad on his Sovereign's Affairs, he (honld pofiefs the 
Privilege of a Stranger in this particular; which Decree 
was added to King Henry Vth's Statutes. And it wasfocn 
after enjoined the eled Knight, on notice of his Eledion, 
rt> take care timely to appoint his Prodor, that he might 
enjoy the Rights and Privileges of a Founder s Such an 
Obligation was laid on Sir John Faljiaff, who, at thd 
reception of the Garter, was in France, employed in the 
Sovereign’s Service. 

But King Henry VIII. befides bis Confirmation of this* 
Decree, for allowance of a Proxy in the aforefaid two 
Cafes, farther .enlarged it, to fnefi as the Sovereign (hould 
either Command, or permit Licence to be inftalled by 
Proxy, which is tP be underftood of Kdights eled within 
tbfe Kingdom, as well as thofe beyond Sea : By Virtue? 
of which Clauie, the e!ed Knight, the Earl of Dorfet be-t 
kg Sick, i Car . I. obtained the Sovereign’s Licence to. 
be inftalled by bis Deputy Sir Richard Xoung .

- S i. It is oWferved before, out of the Begiftrmn Char- 
taceunt , that Sir Jpbn Bpbefare, eleded into the Order 
by King Henry V. was inftalled by Virrue of his Let- 
ter Miffive, fent to Sir Thomas Barr his Proxy 5 but the 
fame Regifter calk it, in another Place, a fuficient Pro- 
curation under his Seal of Arms, enabling him to perform 
the Ceremony of his Installation. 

The Copy of this Inftrument i$ not extant; but that 
Letter Miffive Sir John Grey direded to Sir John Life, 
to take Poflefflon of his Stall, and by Virtue of which he 
was inftalled, tells him he had Chofen him for his Proxy, 
and to take bis Stall for him in Lis Name , &c. And 
omitting other Precedents, doubtlefs, in the cate of a 
Knight-Subjed, the Sovereign may, if he pleafes, nomi- 
nate and appoint a Proxy for Inftallation, where the eied 
Knight hath not done it himfelf; for here, all thofe Coo- 
fiderations of grand Refped, Forms of the Oath, con- 

ftantly afforded' to Strangers, have no Place ; which is 
evident from the Sovereign's Letters of Summons to the 
Commiffioners gamed for Installation of the Lord Grey *

j 4. The Day for InftaHation of a Knight-Subject by 
Proxy, being appointed by the Sovereign, there are to be 
provided for him, firft, a Commiflion for Inftatlatioh, 
which by the Chancellor of the Order is piefented to the 
Sovereign for his Sign Manual ; to which is after affixed, 
the Seal of the Order : And appoints, 1. To conduct 
the Proctor to WXndftrrAiaftle. 1. To put him in Pof- 
feffioo, as from the Sovereign, of the Soil affigned his 
Principal. 3. To inveft him with all the Benefits, 
Honours, Prerogatives, Franchifes, and Liberties thereto 
belonging.

Of later Times, the CotnmiflSons granted on (neb Oo?

Caafe of their Principal’s Abfence, and Service he is then 
employed on j authorizing the Commiffioners to admit 
the Proxy into his Sail : Likewife where the Inftallation is 
performed by jflfrQ or more tCpmmii&oners, the Sovereign 
directs Letters to eadh of them, giving notice of the intend, 
cd Solemnity * and requiring them to attend u a Day 
prefix^ to die end the Proxy may be put into rd&iuoa 
of his Principal’s Stall . 

And as there is, upon admiflicn of an eledt Knight, in- 
ft ailed by Proxy, the fame ground for removal of Stalls, 
as in perfonal Inftallations ; fo the Sovereign iffues out 
Warrants to Garter , fome time before the Solemnity’, to 
jemove the Atchievcments and Plates, as ufual, and 
place them in the Order fuch Warrants diredl.

after him, and Rifles the Book : And this Oath his De- 
putation impowers him to take, in the Name of bis

• If the Inftallatton be performed in the Morning, there 
ift an Offering of Gold and Silver ; at which time the 
Proxy in bis ram comes from his Principal** Stall, and 
rcands before it, and when the Sovereign, or the Lieu, 
tenant for him, and for himfelf, or elfe the Commif. 
doners, and the reft of the Knights-Compaaioas prefent, 
have ottered, then the Proxy (being joined to the Knight, 
fitting in the oppofitc Stall, if prefent at the Solemnity, and 
having two Officers of Arms before them ,) proceeds to the 
High Altar, and there otters both Gold and Silver; and 
then f era ms, and rakes his Stall as the reft do. In this 
maimer the Lari of Warwick's Proxy, joining with the 
Bari of Northumberland, inftalled at the lame time, pro*

The Ceremony of the Ottering being fini(hed,the Service 
of the Church goes on, which being over, the Proceed, 
ing returns in the fame Order it came to the Chapter- 
Hou/e, except, that now the Prcxy takes his Place ac- 
cording to the Dignity of his StalL But in regard the 
Statuteo exprefly declare ; That after the Proxy hath 
been admitted to his Principal's Stall, he (hall neither wear 
the Mantle, nor have any Voice in Chapter, nor enter 
there in the abfence of him that fent him ; fo that it was 
the ancient Pra&ice to take off the Mantle from bis Arm 


at the Chapter-Heufi Door, in his return from the Choir, 
and delivered to the Verger of the Chsppd, though 
fomerimes to the Sexton, at other times to Garter, alto 
to the Bfad^Bpd, who hath taken it from off the Proxies 
Arm, and earned h into die Chapter* Houfe; this done, 
the Proxy retires privately out of the Proceeding to his 
Lodging. 

It appears however, but by what indulgence is not 
mentioned; that though Garter took the Mantle, .from 
Sir Hemy Sidnep, j Elig. at the Cbapter-Houfe Door, on 
the Evening he returned from IttttrJlarioo ; yet the next

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Morning he rode in the Proceflion to the Chape], th(j 
Celebration of the Feaft of St. George continuirg, with 
the Mamie or his right Arm ; and having entered the 
Choir, took hia Principal's Stall, bearing likewise the. 
Mantle in the grand Proceflion, at the Offering of Mo- 
ney, and during Divine Service, and from the Chappel to 
the Caftle to Dinner ; And the like in the Afternoon of 
the 0 iid Day, he rode on Horfe-back in the Proceeding 
to the Chapter- Houfe Door, but there the Mamie was 
taken from him, and laid within upon the Table, whilft 
he retired into the Baft- Me of the Chappel, and at the 
riling of the Chapter, it was again delivered to him, 
whence he proceeded in his Principal’s Place to the fecond 
Vefoers. 

Next Morning, the Lieutenant, and AJJtftants, having 
ended the Chapter, the Mantle was again laid on his 
Arm, and in that manner be palled to his Principal's Stall, 
and afterwards offered, as on the Feaft Day. The Morn* 
ing Service ended, the Lieutenant and AJJiJlanti returned 
to the Cbapter-Houfe Door, where they put off their 
Mantlet, ana at the fame time the Sexton of the College 
receiv’d the Mantle from him.

Within what time and in xebat manner^ Certificate 
is made of their Election. 

| 1. TN regard that Strangers e’ed, are for the tnoft 
k I part Sovereign Prince*, whofe Affairs obliged 
them to abide in their own Dominions, and 
very rarely permitted them to receive Perfonal lnftallation, 
it was thought fit to allow them fevcral Privileges, by the 
Founder ot this moft Noble Order , and principally, that 
of giving previous and timely Notice of their Eledions, 
and convenient time of confideration for Acceptance; 
affording Invcftiture in their own Countries, and permit- 
ting their Inftallations to be performed at tVindfor by their 
Proxies or Deputies. 

• It was therefore by the Statutes ordained : That when 

any fuch (hou’d be cholen into the Order, they (honld be 
certified of their Eledions by the Sovereign ; and befide$ 
that, at his Charge, the Getter (bould be fent over to them, 
with the Mantle and Statutes of the Order 9 Sealed with 
the commoa Seal; fo that they might have notice, at 
leaft within four Months from the time of Eledion, to the 
end they might advife and determine with themfelve% 
from the Tenor of the Statutes , whether they would re. 
ceiverhe Honour of this moft Noble Order . ; 

• In furfuance of thefe Dire&ions, it became enftomary 
for the Sovereign, when he fent his Letters, to fend alfix 
and that by way of folemn Embaffy, the Habic .ani 
Enfigns or the Order , with a Book of the Statutes ; and)* 
cgfe the Eledion were accepted, Inveftiture might be* **+ 
ecived before the return of the Perfons, by whom rbe

VI. two Years before: But perhaps’this 
Ought to be underftood of their being but then defign’d, 
and ordered to be fent, and on fecond. Thoughts might he 
Bopped, or if fent, by fome accident- might havp mifearj 
tied j otherwife it feeros needlefs to,have fent other Let; 
ters to give notice of their Etedion two. Years, after i But 
io clear this matter, we after find a fecond mention of 
fending the Habit and En/igns to the King of Poland, 
37 Hen, VI. by which ic is demonftrablc, that the firft 
Embafly took no Effed.- 


It does not appear that King Hen. VIII. or any of bis 
SUftcfibrs, ever made ufc of that , Liberty grained by the 
afore faid Article of his Statuttt, for deferring the figntfk 
C9K>ry Letters of Eledipn beyond the time appointed by 
xhe features of InftMuoon, as . we find by thy many In. 
B«nces of rhat kind. . .Francis the firft King of France was 
fjgdtrd Qtlobor %t. 19. Han. VIII. and. was inftaded the ij 
January hallowing ; m that ’tis plain,, the Letters of Nor

Here it is to be obferved, with how much caution, 
tttOre than the former, the Statutes of .King Henry Y|ll 
Ordain, to fend Letters that frgnify Election , and fbf 
took, of Statutes only at firjl ; but not the Garter and 
Mantle, till the elc& Stranger, having had time to con- 
folt the Statutes, certifies his acceptance of the Order j 
and then, and not before, it is Decreed to fend a foiemn 
Ecubafly with the whole Habit, George , and Collat : And 
Confonant to this, the Pra A ce hath (omethnes been. As 
in the cafe of Hen*y II. King of France , 5 Edre. VL 
Em wuel, Duke of Savoy, 1 and 2 Phil: and Mar. and in

§ 3. When the Sotereign hath been well allured of the 
t/eft Strangers acceptance, the fame Embafly (as anci- 
ently before adding this* Claufe,) difpatdied both Cere* 
monies. < The Sovereign's Letter fignifying Ele&ion, be- 
ing firft prefemed, together with the Book of Statutes, 
and an acceptance declared, then within few Days, the 
Whole Habit of the Order was folemnly delivered. 

And thus it was dire&ed foon after the Ele&km of

on that Embafly $ and in like manner, at the Eledttoh <X 
Chriftian IV. King, of Denmark, 1 Jacfh to the Bari o)f

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patlatid Cent on that Embaffy. At alfo to GuflavutAdol' 
fbtu, King of Sweden, and Henry, Prince of Orange, with* 
in two Months, their Ele&tons following on April 14. 
3 Car. I and the date of the Cotnmiffion for delivering 
phe Order being on June 24. following. 

The manner and order of the delivery of theft 
Letters , fignifying Election , when the Habit it 
fent, is thus, % 

. “ Firft, The Ambafiador and »f Amt having 

" notice given them of the firft Audience, prefent them* 
“ felves to the Stranger Prince, in the accuftomed man* 
ner of Ambafladors ; and delivering the Sovereign's 
*1 Letters Mi five, with all dne Reverence, the Ambaf* 
? fador, after fome (hort general Compliment from the 
“ Sovereign, fignifying that hb Matter, and the Honourable 
“ Society of the Garter, in refpedfc of his renowned Prow* 
“ efs, Valour, Virtues, &c. and to eftabiifh and enertafe 
“ the Amity that is between them, bath eleded him into 
44 the moft Noble Order of St. George ; and that So* 
“ vereigns do never el* A any Stranger, but fuch as they 
“ highly Honour ; and therefore eameftly defires it may 
“ be accepted as a trne Teftimony thereof : To which 
“ end the Sovereign hith fent him over, and hb Herald 
“ there prefent, to perform the duo Ceremonies. 

But this Commifiton of Legation hath fometitnes been 
obftru&ed by the multitude of Affairs lying on the Sove- 
reign's Hands, particularly in the Time of Car . I. when 
engaged in that unnatural Civil War; (o' that when they 
fent their Letters of Signification, it was thought fit to 
Comroiifionate their Agenr, or Refident at the Prince’i 
Court, and Garter Principal King of Arms, to deliver 
part; but the two chief and moft peculiar. Enfignt of the 
Order, tu*. the Garter and George, deferring the folemn 
Embafly till a more convenient Seafon. The firft Pre- 
cedent of which kind, was 10 JacA. when Sir palpb 
Whmood, and ftfilliam Seagar, Efcj; Garter, were Com- 
miflioned to deliyet onlv, tor the prefent, the Garter and 
George, to "Maurice, Prince of Orange, five Days after 
hit EleAion ; and lb to Charles, Prince Palatine of the 
'■ Pfitie, 
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M&ue', 9 Car. I. and to Wiliam, Prince of Orange, and 
the Duke de Effernon, the lame Reign. And lb fikewife 
during the unhappy Exile of Ring Charles IL it was ufual, 
for want of more couveniency, to prelent the eled Knight, 
In confirmation of his Election, whether he were Strange 
or SubjeB, with the Garter, Gearge , Ribband j and fome- 
rim.es a St. George's Croft, radicated within a Garter, to 
be fixed on the left Shoulder of their Cloaks, or uppeh 
Garments. But -thefe things after returned into their 
proper* Channel, as we may fee in lever al cafes Once, 
of which we need nor inftarce more, than that of the 

S elene Sovereign, atod his Royal Higbnds -the Prince: 

he former at a Chapter of the moft Noble Order, held 
at Kjnfmtttn, 18 June, 1701. 13 HWLIW. was elected, 
pnd on the %i "fane, the Sovereign, by Commifiion un- 
der the Great. Seal of the Order, conftjtuted 'the Earl of 
A iacclesfield , and Gregory Kjng, Elq; Lancafier .Herald, 
(then Deputy Garter Ring of Arta%) to carry the Habit 
and Enfipu, and to inveft his then Electoral Highnels 
therewith. The next Day after their arrival, at a pri- 
vate Audience, his Electoral Highnels received the 
Garter and George , with the ufual 'Formalities j and 
two Dajs after, via. 14 -duguft, was folemnly in- 
.vefbed with the whole Habit of the Order. On 13 
"March following, 1701-3. he was inftalled at Wnd- 
for by his Proxy Charles, Lord Mebute, with rheac- 
cuftomed Ceremonies. The fame Order was obferved 
at the Election of his Royal Higbnefs thePrince, 4 April , 
5 Queen Anne when the Lord Halifax, and John 
Vanbruge, Efq;, Claretceux King of Anm, (in the room of 
Sir Henry St. Jthn, Knight Garter,) weve Commiflion’d to 
carry the Habit and Enfant. They had their firft Au- 
dience, on this occafion, of the Prince, the 31 May, who 
afterwards received- the Garter and feller George, and on

It was therefore concluded on at the Fe^ft of St. George^ 
held at Windfor the fajd Yeas, by Humphry, Duke of 
plouceftar , then Deputy to the Sovereign, .and by, and 
with the unanimous content of the Kjiigbts-Compsniom 
prefect, to fend Letters to the (aid eled Duke, by which 
be was de fired to know, whether he gave his Accept 
Unce or no ; The Duke of Burgundy, it feems, made oo 
Aofwer to this Letter ; It was therefore again debated at 
ihe next Year s Feaft, and then thought 6c, so fend Per t 
Jons over to him with the Nomination, who fbould prc(s 
him for bis final Anfwer. And then it appears, that the 
fard Duke weighing the Statute;, and refleding on the 
Quarrels between the Duke of Gloucefter , and the Duke 
of Brabant his Unckle, made a plauftbi Erode, refuting 
(be Eledion, left he (hould be forced cither difhonett* 
rably to violate the pious Conftinicions of the Order, or • 
xbe obligations of Alliance y and. upon this they proceeded 
Up a new Eledion.

Nevertheless, the Statutes of Jnftitution diredfc, {hat 
this Legation (hall be difpatcbed with convenient ipeedg 
which mull be interpreted to refer both to the Sovereign's 
conveniency of fending, and tbe Stranger s capacity otre- 
ceiving. 

. And therefore we find it fix Years after the EletSdqn of 
the Kings of Aragon and Poland, and tbe Duke of Bpnsf.

The firft Embafly on this occafion, recorded in the 
Blue-Bee^, is that to Edward, King of Portugal, 13 Hen. VI. 
to whom, fot the greater Dignity of the Order , Garter was 
thought fit, by the Chapter, to be fenc alone with the 
Habit of the Order : And hence is the original of Garter's 
Claim to this Employment. 

Neverthelefs, in fucceeding times, as the Order grew 
into Efteem, fome one of the Knighrs-Companions was 
made choice of by the Sovereign to be Principal in thefe 
Legations 5 as were Galliard Sieur de Duras, fent to 
Charlas, Duke of Burgundy, 9. Edw. IV. 4 y thur Plant age* 
net, Vifcount Lijle , to Francis the firft King of France p 
19 Hen . VIII. and others. 

Sometimes other Noblemen, or Perfons of Quality, 
though not Knights-Companions, (yet ccrrefnondent to 
the Degree of the Stranger elect , or to the Efteem the 
prefent Intereft begat . in the Sovereign,) were employed 
chief in thefe Embalfies $ among whom Sir Charles Somer * 
fet, after Earl of PVorceJier , was Tent to the Emperor Max* 
tmilian, ,6 Hen .

In Embafltes of this nature, it was heretofore ufual, to 
join feme ‘Perfons of Rank and Quality, ot Ofice near 
the Sovereign,^ the Commiflion ; as Sir yafi* fc#f f Cortip- 
troller of the Houfhold, and Sir Thomas Vaughan^ Treafurer 
6f the Htmfhold, both joined wkh the Skitr de Dura* 
aforefaid ; And Sir Nicholas Carew, and Sir Anthony Brown* 
with the Vifootmt Ufte. 

To thefe Perfons, the Sovereign thought fit fometimes 
tO add a Doftor of the Law, or a dignified Cleigyman, 
and fuch as bad the Language of the Country! not only 
the better to make fuch Anfwers to Queftions as the 
Stranger elect might ftart, On perulal of the Statute r 9 but 
^ikewile to inform him touching the Inftitution of the 
Order , or other Paffages relating to the Founder, or 
matters touching the Honour of the Garter, Befides* 
a dignified Clergyman wafc in thofe Times thought 
proper to Administer the Oath, and pronounce the Words 
of Signification, at the Inveftitufe with the Habit and 
Enfigns of the Order. 

And for thefe reafons was John faffed, Do&or of the 
Civil Law, and Archdeacon of Berkshire, joined m Cbm* 
million with the aforefaid Sieur de Duras f and Eduard 
Lee , Dodtor in Divinity, Archdeacon of Colcbefter ; and 
the Sovereign's Almoner, fent over with the Lord Motley } 
and others. 

But of later Years the Sovereign’s Ambaflador, Refidenc 
with the Stranger elect , hath fnpplied this Place ; as did 
Sir Thomas Smith , in the Legation fent over to Charles IX. 
and Sir Eduard Stajford t \n that of the French King Henry If L 
and Sir Anthony Mildmay 9 to that of Henry IV. 

Befides the aforementioned Perfons, Garter was always 
joined in thefe Commiflions of Legation, not only to keep 
on Foot his Right, but to mtnage the Ceremonious Part * 
and of this there are fo many numerous Inftances as are 
fufficiem to juftify the Privilege of his Office, and main* 
rain the interelf sof an ancient Right. Befides which, if 
.it were any way difpuced, we find it decreed in a Chapter 
1 3 Car . I. That the carrying the Enfigns of th * Order $$ 
■Stranger Princes, doth properly belong to Garter. 

Befides thofe Perfons joined in the Commijfion of Le- 
gation, there has frequently been appointed, either Nor~ 
rjy, King of Arms, or 0 me one of the Heralds , to go in 
Quality of an Attendant in this Service, not only for the

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Honour of the Sovereign, bur of the Stronger who - is to 
receive the Habit, in regard the Ceremonies of Inveftkufe 
with the whole Habit, require the Affiftance of two Of-

of Savoy • TorJi Herald, that of Maximilian, the Emperor:

, And whereas there went only Horroy loCbrifHan IV. 
Ring of Denmark it was becaufe no store of the Of* 
ficers of Arms could then be fpared from their necef&ry 
Attendance on the Sovereign's Coronation { fo in the Etf*~ 
bafly to Mauripe, Prince of Orange, one Herald foflfced, 
becaufe the Garter and George only were Cent him, and 
confequendy there wai bUt utde Service then to be per- 
formed. ) 

Concerning other Companions, and Attendants, hvtbofe 
Legations, they are both for Quality and Humber ittefc, 
and fo many, as the chifcf in the Leg*ri6n judges fufSridne 
for the Honour of the Sovereign, arid the Dignity of the 
Embafly ; and with thefe have ufually gonefeveral Noble- 
inen, Knights, arid Gentlemcrf. 

In the third Place, there is to be prepared for thife Le^ 
girions, Warrants for the Habit arid pnfigns of the Carrier * 
and thefe are alfo to he drawn up by die CbanceHoF of fhe 
brder, who is to attend the Sovereign for his Sign Manu- 
al thereto. 

, One Warrant is to be dire&ed to the MaAer of ihfc 
Great Wardrobe, to deliver to Garter the Mantle, with 
the fifcutcheori of St. George witbiria Garter^ embroidered 
OH the left Shoulder, and Tofleb belonging j and alfo the 
Surcoat and HooJ. 

There is alfo another Warrant drawn up; for the de- 
livery of the Enfigns of the Order to Garter, vi%. the rich 
Garter, and great Collar of the Order, with a George Pend- 
ant, and another George hanging In a blue Ribbond ;

-The Sovereign’s Warrant for the delivery of the Eri- 
figns few ro Maximilian the Emperor, was directed to 
the Lord Treafurer, for which G4ri*r gave his Receipt. 
But for thofe fent to the French King, Henry IV. tne 
Warrant was dire&ed to the Mafter of the Jewel-Houfe ; 
and out of this Office have all the tin/igHs of the Order 
been fince delivered. 

- There are feveral other neceflaries to be provided, 
which may as Appurtenances to the former, and afe 
(bmedmes incefted in the Sovereign’s Warrants for the 
Habit of the Order, and another times ifliied by particular 
Warrants : As a black Velvet Cap with white Feathers 
and a. Heron Sprig, a Girdle and Hangers with the fame 
coloured Velvet, with the Surcoat. A Yard of purple Vel- 
vet hath ufually been allowed out of the Great Wardrobe, 
for covering the Book of Statutes, fent to the elect Stranger :

This Book of Statutes ought to be Sealed with the com- 
mon Seal of the Order, which not only the Inftitution, 
but all the other fucceding Bodies of Statutes appoinr. 
Befides, at a Chapter held at White* Hall, 13 Car. I. the 
Law was confirmed ; and thereupon it was again decreed. 
That the Book of Statutes fent to any Stranger Prince , 
fhould be Sealed with the Great Seal of the Order, af- 
6xed to a Label of blue Silk and Gold. 

There is alfo to be provided a large purple Velvet 
Culhion, to carry the Robes on, .when they are.ro be pre- 
fented^ this is likewife put into the Sovereigns War- 
rant, and provided by the Mafter of the Great Wardrobe ; 
ufually containing one Yard and quarter in length, ador- 
ned with Fringe, Cauls, and Toflels of Gold and purple 
Silk, and within it a Pillow of Fuftian filled with Dowp. 

' There were two Velvet Cuftiions prepared for the Ser- 
vice 6f the Duke of Wirtembcrgb' s Invefticure, 1 Jac . I. 
one of Purple, for the Sovereigns State; and another of 
Crimforf; for the Duke ; fo the fame Year to .Cbrifiian IV.. 
King of Denmark 

v Two MajfJiy Rfcutcheons are likewife to be provided’ 
painted in Oil , and gilt with Gold $ one to have the Arms 
of the Sovereign furrounded with a Garter, under an Im- 
perial Crown $ -the other of the Stranger's Arms, within 
a Garter alfo, and fuch a Crown as is proper to his Digr 
nity. Both thefe are to be pur in Frames, painted and 
gilt, with their feveral Stiles fairly Written under the 
Arms, and fet on the back of the Sovereign’s Stall, under 
thfe S*:are, as alfo on the back of the Stall of the Stranger 
elect : But there were three Maiefiy Efcutcbecns fent over 
in the Legation ro Henry , Prince of Orange , in regard 
that at his Inveftiture, Frederick Ele&or Palatine, was prer

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fettL In cafe the chief Perfon in tjie legation bp 4 
Knight pf the Order, then he is to have a like Efcutcheon 
of bis own Arms, fet over his own Stall ; for fo had the 
Earl of Derby provided for him at the Sovereigns Charge, 
when he was fept with the Habit to the French fting, 
Henry IIL

All which are to be provided at the Sovereign’s Charge, 
and is alfo his Gift to the elc<$ Prince . 

What farther Warrants are to be obtained from the 
Sovereign, relate to Garter, and fuch other Officers of 
' Armc, as are appointed to attend the Legation ; as firft g 
Warrant, whereby the Sovereign afeertairts a Warrant for 
their Diet, and Reward, dpring their Journey, and dll 
their return ; and on which, moft commonly, for greater 
certainty of its Payment, the Sovereign’s privy Seal is 
obtained. 

The Allowance to Gorier in the Reign of Edw. VI. 
was ten Shillings a Day for his Diet, and Ten Shillings a 
Day more as a Reward : And this we find allowed to 
Sir GHbert Dethic^ in the Embafly to Henry II. King of 
jfranee, 3 Edw. VI, and the like in his legation t g 
Maximilian the Emperor; and to Frederick, II. King 
of Denmark > 2 4 

- And when Clarenceux was fenc in tbe Place of Garter 
(the Office beirgvoid by the Death of the faid Sir Gilbert) 
to the French King, Henry III. the fame was alio allowed 
him, and commenced nine Days before his Jetting out 5 
and of which there are other Precedents. 

Qf this daily Allowance, Garter hath ufoally obtained 
an advance beforerhand, lor his fcptter iiipport by the 
way. ' ‘ 

When any of the Heralds were {ent in Garter's Plape, 
the fame Allowances were made them, as if Garter had 
fipne in Perfon ; as had Henry St. George, Efq*> Hjcfancnd 
Herald, feet the Bad of Cerlifte, to Charles, King of 
. 
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Sweden, it Car. L As alfo ro Thomas Sr. George, Bfqj 
Somerfet Herald-, Cent with Sir T 'hmas Higgins, to the Duke 
of Sasttny, toon after. 

As to the Allowance to fuch Officers of Arms, as are 
not joined in, but appointed to attend any of thefe Le- 
gations; it was ufually, if a Herald, the Moiety of what 
was given tb Garter : And if a Purfuivanc at Arms, half 
as much as a Herald. 

Agreeable to which, was the Allowance given to Chefler 
Herald, and Kfttge Ikfgtn Purfuivant, in the Embafly fo 
Henry IL £ing of France, $ Edxe. Vf: and there called 
the old Hftei lo alfo to Somtrfet Herald, to Fiedericl { If. 
King of Denmark, and the French Kings, Henry III. aod 
|V. A»d both the Herald and Purfuivant had alfo a pro- 
portionable part of their daily Allowances before-hand. 

Betides which Allowances mentioned, Garter hath alfo 
Allowance for Pottage, both Outward and Homeward, 
for Himfelfand Servants; and for Tranfportationof the 
Habit, and other Things neceffary for the Voyage. And 
this by a Claufe added in the Sovereign's Warrant, is 
left to Garter at his return, when he gives in a Bill of 
particulars, fubftribed with his Hand, to the Treafurer or 
Chamberlains of the Exchequer, to have been disburfed 
by him. 

The Warrant to fumilb Garter, or the Herald, with. Poft ‘ 
Horfes, and convenient Shipping to carry them over, is 
ufually had of the Privy Council, or Secretary of State ; 
either before, or after the Lord Ambailador 5 and is not 
provided for in the fame Ship.

4 3. The Ceremonies performed at a Stranger Prince’s 
Jlcfceipt of the whole Habit and Enfigns of the Order, 
are highly Solemn, whether we confider the manner of 
Inve^iture performed by cbe Sovereign’s Ambaffadors, on 
the Feftiviy and Triumphs t added by the new inverted 
Prince.^ 

Firft, the Comroiflions joined in the Legation, receiving 
notice of their firft Andieofce, are to prefent themfelvesin 
the accuftomed manner of Ambaffadors, Garter, or his 
peputy ? agoing in bredft with the chief of the Legation,

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if there be only bimfelf joined in Commiflton with the 
Lord Amhaflador, and in this Place Wittutm Segar, Efq; 
Itorroy King of Anns, (fent in the room of Garter) proceed- 
ed with the Earl of Jutland at their firft Audience before 
Cbriflian , IV. King o t Denmark 
Being arrived near the elect Stranger , they ' prefent the 
Letters, certifying Eledion, or their Credential Letters 
from the Sovereign ; and after fome (hort general Com- 
' piimerrt by the Ambaffador^ he makes known to him, 
his fitedion in the ufual Form, whidfr is before fufficiently 
/poke of. . . 

After the Formality of this Addrefs is over, and that 
the Stranger hath by his Anfwer accepted of his Eledion, 
and confented to the Reception of the Order 5 the Ambaf- 
fador immediately delivers him the Book of Statutes, that 
he#may, if he pleafes, perufe them before he afliime the 
Hfcbit, and defires his Confideration thereon. Next, both 
the Commiflioners in the Legation prefent him with the 
George and* Ribband, and put it about bis Neck, as in 
Ibveral In fiances hath been ftiown. 

In the interim, before the Day of Inveftiture, Time 
is ufually let apart for Conference between the Sovereign's 
Ambafladoc, and fome of the eled Princes Council, 
touching the ordering of the Ceremonies, and wording 
the Oath to be by him taken. Garter is likewife to con- 
fider whar Places in the eled Prince’s Court are fit to per- 
form the Ceremony, and to fee them made ready, and to 
inftrud his Officers, what Duties and Services they are to 
undertake. 

If the great Hall, cr other large Rocm, be appointed, 
there ought to be prepared a Table, with a rich Carper, 
whereon the Habit and Enfigns of the Order are to be laid, 
while the Sovereign’s Commiflion of Legation is read ; 
another Table (hou!d be prepared for the S.ranger who 
receives the Order ; and a third for the So»vereign f s A tu- 
ba [fador. * 

In the Church or Chappel where they are to proceed 
to he.ir Divine Service, a Stall is to be ereded under a 
Cloth of State, on the Right Hand Entrance of the Choir*, 
for the Sovereign of the Order , wherein is to be fixed the 
MajeJlj Efcutcbecn of the Sovereign’s Arms $ another Stall 
is alfo to be placed on the fame fide of the Choir for the 
inverted Stranger, at the fatpe dtftar.ee from the Save* 

reign 
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•eign's Stall, as is that for the eledfc Stranger in the Choij; 
at fPtndfir ; in which is to be fixe the Majejly Efcutcheot f 
of his own Arms, brought likewife over by Garter or his 
Deputy ; a third Stall is to be eretled for the Lord Am*' 
baflador, who (if a Knight-Companion) hath an Efcutcheot^ 
of his own Arms within a Garter fet over it ; for fo had 
the Marquifs of Northampton, at the Inveftiture of the 
French King, Henry II. Anno 5 Edw. VI. and the Earl of 
Derby , at that of Henry III. under all thefe Efcutchcons of 
Arms, the Stiles and Tides (fairly Written) of the Sove- 
reign, and each KjsigbtrCompanion , are to be affix'd. 

Where there is no folemn Proceeding to Church, th$ 
Sovereign's Efcutcbeon of Arms, with his Titles, have been 
letup at the upper end of the Room, where the Invefti- 
cure is performed ; fo alfo the Stranger Knight's at due 
diftance, as at the Inveftiture of Guftavus Adolphus, King 
of Sweden, in his Tent at the Leaguer, near Darfhaw, iq 
Prnffia , 23 September, Anno 3 Car . L 

Befides the before-menrioned Preparations ; the Church 
or Qbappel , into which the new inverted Stranger proceeds, 
is to be richly adorned, as we find by feveral Inftances $ 
as at the Inveftiture of King Henry III. when the Church 
X)f Augufiine Fryars in Paris , was bung with rich Arras , 
and all the ‘ Choir and Stalls with Cloth of Gold. On the 
Day the Solemnity of Inveftiture is celebrated, the eiedfc 
Stranger fends his Coach, and fome Perfons of Quality, 
to Accompany the Sovereign's Ambafladors to his Court. 
At the Inveftiture of Henry, Prince of Orange , Frederic!^ 
Prince Palatine of the Rjyine, fat with the Vilcount Charle- 
ton, in one Boot of the Prince's Coach, and Sir IVilliam 
Segar in. the other; and were met by the faid Prince at 
the Foot of the Stairs of his Court, and conduced thence 
into his great Chamber. 

After luch time as the eledk Stranger, and the Sove*. 
reign’s Ambafladors, have a while retired ; the Stranger 
ufually firft enters the Room appointed for the Ceremony, 
and ftands under his own State, expe&ing the coming 
in of. the Ambafladors, and notice thereof being given * 
them, they (repofiog in a Room near) proceed in manner 
following; 

’ Servants to the Lord Ambaflador, two and two. 

The Herald in his Coat of Arms, bearing the Mantle, 
Surcoar, Hop d f and Cap, in bis Arm? j and if a fyrfui- 
* ' % vant 
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vant asend the Embatfy, he (wearing hi* Coat) proceed* 
before him, bearing pan of the faid Habit. 

Garter veiled in bis rich Coat of his Sovereign’s Arms, 
alfo (but at the Invefticate of the Duke of H'htmbtrfa 
he wore his Robe of Crimfon Sateen, as did Clarencenx, 
•t the Inveftiture of the French King, Henry III.) bearing 
on a Cuihion the Garter, and Cellar of the Order, with the 
great Geage, the Book of Statutes, and the Com million of 
Legation. 

Laftly, The Lord Ambaffador, or chief in the Embafly, 
who, if a Knight- Companion, proceeded ip hit fompleai 
Habit. 

If any O' her Knight-Companion is prefect, he alfo wean 
his whole Habit of the Order, as did the Cpnftable of 
France, at the Inveftiture of the French i^ing, i^enry II. 
The faid Conftable alfo pair’d in the Proceeding With the 
Sovereign’s Ambaflador. 1 : 

In going up to the Sovereign’* State, they all make 
three Reverences, and drawing near, the Ambafladors 
Servants fall off on either fide for the Herald to pdfs up 
to the Table, fet before the Sovereign’s State ; whereon 
(with a fingle Reverence) he lays the Robes. 

Then Garter draws near the Table «fifo, and wish a like 
Reverence toward; the Sovereign’s Scate depofites the 
Enfant of the Order. 

The Lord AmbalTador follows, and tpake* his Reve- 
rence towards the Sovereign’s State, and after turning to 
the Stranger ele&, and doing him Reverence, he(orfome 
other fit Perfon) delivers himfelf in a (hort, but grave, and 
learned Oration ; “ in which he not only fets forth the 
“ Praifes of the illnftrious Order , and of the King the So- 
“ vereign, but alfo the Virtues, the memorable and 
f* praife-worthy Adtions of the eledfc Stranger; to whom 
“ the Habit and Enfigns of the Order are fent : Neither 
“ are his Anceftors (if any of them have attain'd the 
Honour of this Order,) paft over in Silence, that thereby 
f‘ his Heart (already breathing impatience and defire,) may 
be fo much the more inflamed with an Earneftnefi- to 
f* obtain the Honour and Favour of this- fo great a Dig* 
nity. 

•• ** He adds befides, that the Sjovpreign having well 
“ weigh’d thefe and the like things in his Mind, and 
V maturely advis’d thereof with bis Knigbtt-Cempaniont , 

" they 
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f* they were perfva4cd and well fatisfied itf tbemfelves,' 
f‘ to nominate and chute him before pshers; to the end 
“ that he might both himielf be honoured by the Choice 
“ of fuch a Perfon, and alfo thereby give an increafe and 
** addition of JLuftre to thofe renowned A&ions and Vir* 
** qies, which already were a chief Ornament to him. 

“ Laftly, He points towards the Enfigns of the Order, 
“ which he declares to have been Cent by the Sovereign, 
“ out of great Love, and fingular Affedtion, to dignify 
*f him therewich, as to a Perfon to whom he wifh’d at 
44 well and honourably as to any other Prince whatfoever, 

V and withall intreats him kindly to. accept thereof, and 
“ wear them in remembrance of the Sovereign and his 

V Order. 

This or the like Oration being ended, the Ambafladors 
prcfent their Commifiiorvof Legation to the ele& Stranger, 
who delivers it to his Secretary, and he publickly Reads 
it. 

' At the before-mentioned Invejfciture of the French Ring, 
flemtj II. the fiifhop of Ely, one of the Commiflioners of 
the Legation, made the Speech, to which the Cardinal of 
Lorrain returned Anfwer in the laid King’s behalf, with 
all thankful Acknowledgments of the Honour of the 
Order. 

After the Corntniilion is read, Garter prefents the Oath 
fairly 'Written, which is adminiftred to the eledt Stran- 
ger, where, if any Exceptions were before made and ad, 
mitred, they muft be rehears'd, as we find it dirc&ed ip 
the inftru&ions given for the Inveftiture of Jamet V. King 
pf Scotland. The Ceremony of the Oath being finifh’d. 
Garter takes from off the Cuihion the Garter, and having 
kifs’d it, prefents it to the Lord Ambafiador, who kneel, 
ing down, puts ic with all Reverence op the Stranger's 
left Leg, being affifted by Garter, who pronounces thefe 
Words of Signification. 

Ad latidtm atque honoretn Omnipotent it Dei, interned 
rata Masris ejtu, & Sandi Georgii Martyris ; cinge tibi - 
am tuam hoc infigni Suliigaculo, circumferens in aurmen- 
tnm honor it tui, & in fignum ac memoriam illujtrijfimi 
Ordinit, nufqutm oblivioni daturut, ant omijjttrus, quid 
eo moneris ; ut valeas, in quant & volts in jufto belle,, 
quod [olum inibis, fiere firmittr, agert fortiter, (fi feli - 
citcr ojytnino vinctre.

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* 'This being ft id. Garter cakes cbe Stir coat , and with the 
^Ceremony’ of a Kils, delivers it to the Lord Ambafla- 
dor, who (after the Stranger eled bath put off bis Cloalp 
tor upper Garment, and Sword J puts it upon him in thus 
manner: Firft, Thfe Lord' Ambaflador begins at the 
Stranger's Right Arm, and Garter (6r tbe Letter Ambaf- 
fador if prelenc,) affifts at the left Shoulder. The Stran-

After this, Gartdr takes up the Mantle and Ho6d 9 which,' 
in like manner killing, he delivers to the Lord Amba£ 
fador, who invefts the Stranger therewith, and lays the 
Hcod upon his richt Shoulder ; (the Train being given 
into the Hands of feme Noble Perfonage to be born up^ 
Garter alfo pronouncing thefe Words/ 5 
* Aecipe Clamidem banc Calks coloris 9 in fignttm Clarif- 
fimi bujus Ordinis 9 (3 in Augmentum etiam honoris tui 9 
rubeo Clypeo Dominica crucis , uti cemis , infignitam : up 
cuius virtute femper ac vigore proteBus per Hoftes tutus 
aoeas f eos ubique fuperare valeas 9 & pro r clariJJimis deni - 
que MerittSy pofi egregiam banc bujus temper is Militiam > 
ad a tern a vereque Triumpbalia gaudia pbrtingas . 

Garter , in the laft Place, takes up the Collar , and with a 
Kils alfo prefents it to the Lord Ambnjfddor 9 who placeth 
it about the Stranger's Shoulders, and Garter uttereth thefe 
, Words. 

Ter quern httnc in Collo defer es 9 ad augmentum honoris y 
& in fignum quoque clariffimi ordinis a te fufcepti 9 cults 
imagine SanBifftmi Martyr is 9 & Chrifii Mi lit is Georgti : 
cujus prafidio fuffultus 9 Mundt bujus tarn proffer a quark 
adverja fic pertranfeas 9 ut anima par iter ac corporis bo i 
fiiius bic firenue deviBss f non Tem for aria modo Mi Uti $ 
gleriam, fed £? perenis viBoria paltnam denique recipere 
pa leas. A men. 

When the Ceremony of Inveftiture is finifhed, the Lord 
Ambaffadtr congi^tulateth the new invefted Stranger in the 
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Sovereign's Name, and in the Name of all the Knights- 
Compantons, and then delivers him his Velvet Cap, adorn- 
ed with wbicePlumes, and the Book of Statutes. 

The Stranger being (bus invefted, ftayeth a while in 
the Room, where he received this Honour, with the Am- 
baffador, and after Complements of Congratulation be- 
tween them, he goetb to the Church in a iolemn manner, 
having the Train of his Mantle born up ; at the Entrance 
into the Church, all in the Proceffion make three Reve- 
rences, the firft towards the High Altar, the next to- 
wards the Sovereign’s Stall, and the third towards the 
new invefted Stranger's Stall. 

The Lord Ambajfador proceeded) towards the Seat 
affign’d for him, ana ftands before it till the Stranger hath 
afcended his Stall, and after making his Reverences, (las 
before) takes his j then Garter making the like Reveren- 
ces, fits down oh a Chair, plac’d for him before the So- 
vereign's Stall. 

But the Herald at Arms ought to be often neaf the 
Stranger, or elfe the Lord Ambajfador, to inform them of 
the Order of Ceremony, becaufe Garter is obliged to attedd 
the Sovereign’s Royal Stall. 

After a folemn Anthem, Garter paffeth in the middle 
of the Choir, and by a Reverence, firft to the invefted 
Stranger, and next to the Lord Ambajfador, gives them 
the Signal for defending, and being both come down, 
Garter pafleth up before the Stranger to the High Altar, 
where he makes his Offering of Gold and Silver, being 
accompanied with the Lord Ambajfador, the Herald layidg 
the Culhion whereon he kneels When he Offers. 

But if a Kjiight-Companion be lent on this Legation » 
then he proceeds firft up to the Altar, preceeded by Gar - 
ter, and Offers for the Sovereign, which done, he returns 
to his own Stall .* Next, the invefted Stranger proceeds' 
up, (preceeded as before,) Offers, and returns back to his 
town Stall afterwards the aforefaid Knight-Companion 
proceeds up again, and Offers for himfelf : And tn this 
Order was the Offering made when the Emperor Max- 
imilian was invefted at Vienna, January a,. Anno to . 
Eli*. 

The new invefted Stranger having offered, returns to 
his Stall, and the Lord Ambajfador, with three Reverences, 
takes his Seat, the Organs , &c. playing all the white : 
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When the folemn Serried is firiilh'd, .the Stfangef defceri4> 
■gain from his Stall, and with the Pfeeecding before him,' 
retains in the fame Order he came to the Room, where 
he received his Inveftiture. 

It’s obfervable, that the Emperor Maximilian, out of 
a compliance with the Proteftant Religion, caufed. On the 
Day of his Inveftiture, All Prayers to Saints Ibcfcnflng, and 
other Matters and Ceremonies not nffcd by the Church 
of England, to be wholly omitted At the Service in his 
Chappel. i 

At thefe great Solcmhitfcs, the invefted Strangers have 
heretofore held moft niagnificent Peafts, but of late they 
are not fo much in Ufe : And when dinner was ready, 
they proceeded thither in their whole Habit, Which they 
wore all Dinner time. 

At the Invefticure of Cbrijlian IV. King of DemnHrkj 
'Anno i Jac. I. the Sovereign s Stiles and Titles of Ho-' 
nonr were proclaimed thrice, (before they fat down to' 
Dinner,) and the faid King’s twice ; but when Maurice 
and Henry, Princes of Orange, received Inveftiture, the 
Stiles were proclaimed immediately after they were in- 
Vefted, and in the fame Room, the Ceremony being per- 
form'd to both in the Afternoon. 

At die Feaft made by Maximilian I. (King pf the Ro- 
mans,) Sir Charles Somerfet, and Sir T 'botriti WrietbeJUn 
lent on the EmbalTy, was admitted to bis Table, and fjt 
on bis left Hand : On the Day of Inveftiture of Den Fer- 
dinand, Prince cf S fain, Arch-Duke of Auflria, the Lord 
Mmrler, and Sir Wiliam Buffer, fat on his right Hand at 
Dinner, and Dr Lee, and the laid Sir tbomas Wriotbefley, 
on his left j thefe foiir being join'd in the Commiffion-of 
Legation. 

At a Feaft on the like Occafion by the French King; 
Henry II. he admitted to his Table (beftde the Marquils 
of Northampton, the principal Perfon in the Legation,) thd 
before-mentioned Conftable of France } and all three fat 
in their full Robes of the Garter, which they put not on 
rill after Dinner. The Cardinal of Lorrain (at alfoat the 
King’s Table, but it was on the other fide. 

when the Inveftiture was performed in the Aftemoori, 
then was the Grand Dinner turn’d into a Supper; as it 
was at the Inveftiture of Maximilian the Emperor, and 
two rif the French Kings j but when Htnrj, Prince of 
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Wrmfe, receiv’d roe Rnfignt of the Order, thtte was no 
Feaft at all, but purpefely omitted, to preveht the dif- 
ference which might have been occafioned by the Prece- 
dency and Place, between Ambafladors drinking of Healths, 
hnd other Complements. 

On this Solemnity, and the Honour they deriv’d from ir,' 
fome have thought fit to tranfmk the Memory to Pofterity, 
by Medals, with Infcripoons relating thereto j fuch were 
thofe of Gold ind Silver, which Frimiek, Duke of Wtr- 
temberg, cauied to be made j as alfo thole poade by Charier, 
King of Sweden. 

Certificates if having receiv'd the Habits, and En- 
ligns ef the Order. 

| 4. The magnificent Solemnity of Inveftiture, <?#;, 
being compleatly finilh’d, and the Ambafiadars having 
folly performed their Duties therein ; they are yet fur- 
ther to obtain from the new invefted Stranger, before their 
departure, a publtck Inftrument, teftifying the reception 
of the faid Habit and Bnfigns, Sign’d with his Hand, and 
Sealed with his Great Seal 5 this we find anciently done 
in feveral Inftances, and is generally demanded and ob 1 
rain’d. 

Hereupon a Claufe to this Effedfc is ufnally added, in 
Inftrudhons given to Ambafladors ; as appears from thofe 
to the Lord Howard and Garter , in the fembafly to 
fames V. king of Scotland ; namely, that Garter JhouU 
remember (after the Inveftiture was perforated,) to Purcbafe, 
and Sollicit 4 Certificate from the faid King, ef bit re - 
Option of the Order , and taking the Oath, loth under bit 
Seal. 

The Form and Subftance of thefe Certificates are much 
alike ; for after a recital of all the Powers given to the 
Ambafladors nam’d in the Comtniflion of Legation, the 
Stranger Prince fitft .makes Certificate of his receiving, • 
and Inveftitnre with the Mantle, Swrooat, Color, and 
Other Ornaments of the Order; and that they receiv’d 
them bom the Sovereigns Amba&dor, with the acco- 
ftont’d Solemnities. 

In fome of thefe Certificates, namely from Ferdinand, 
Prince of Spain, Amo i j Hen . VUI. from Fraucit if 

the 
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the Prendr King, Anno 19 Hem . Vffi. and from Gtfiavttfl 
King of Sweden, Anne 3 Car. L we find the taking the 
Oath appointed by the Statutes to be alfo certified. Of 
the return of thefe Certificates, the Annals pf die Order 
fomenmes take notice, and by a Decree, 13 Car . I. cat£ 
was uken to oblige the Aoibafiadors to produde thefe Cer- 
tificates to the Sovereign at their tecum. 

The Stranger Prince hath been pleas’d fometimes, <to 
give with the Certificate, a particular Teftitoonial of Gar - 
rer’s pundual difcharge of bis Duty in the Legation, or of 
the Officer of Anns employed in his ftead $ as did Gufta? 
vus. King of Sweden, m the preamble of his Diploma, 
whereby he teftifie6 the beftowing upon Henry St. George, 
Richmond Herald , the Honour of Knighthood £ they have 
alfo ufually given Garter Gratuities, either in Money, 
Diamonds, or fome other Prefent of great value, of which 
feveral Inftances might be produced. 

CAP. XVI. 

The hjiallation of a Stranger hy Pnxft 

Touching the Choice and Nomination of a Proxy . 

t i* A Fter the Stranger is invefted, he is enjoin’d 
Jr\ by the Statutes (be he of what State or 
Condition foever,) to fend in eight Months 
after his Inveftiture, either a ProBor or Deputy to be in- 
ft ailed in his behalf, in the Seat aflign'd him within the 
Chappel of Sc. George at PVindfor * 

The Time limited for fending in Henry Vth’s Statutes, 
is but feven Months ; and thofe of Henry VIII. allow no 
more; and that not only after Inveftiture, but after the 
Stranger hath certified the Sovereign of bis reception of 
the Order. 

By King Henry Vlllth’s Statutes, it’s alfo provided | 
T bat in cafe a Stranger do not fend his Deputy or Pro&or 
within feven Months, without having a re a finable Excufi^ 
andfucb mjhould be allowed by the Sovereign or bis Deputy, 
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the kleBion (notwithftandirig his former Acceptation,) 
fhould be alfo void, except fo it be, that the Stranger ii 
kindred or difiirbed by great Affairs* And then fhight he 
fend his Excufe to the Sovereign* or his Deputy, within one 
Month after J and According as the Sovereign or his Deputy 
Jhould aiow or difalloW of his Excufe , that then the Sove+ 
reign or his Defuty might give unto him four hdonths of ref 
fite more ; within which time , if he neither come, nor 
fend his Deputy to be inftalled for him, then the faid 
EleHion fhould be void for that time . 

The French King, Francis I. was fo earneft for com* 
pleating this Honour, that he difpatch’d hi* Prd&of hither 
with dll the fpeed he could, and riioft of the Stranger 
Princes hive fent their Deputies within the limited time, 
there being very few Inftances to the contrary, and thole 
Were occafioned through the ihulriplicity of Affairs. 

When the Garter and George only have been lent to a 
Stranger, the Ceremony of Inttallarion hath been difpenb’d 
With, till a ihore convenient time, as appears from the/ 
Inftru&ions of March 4. Anno 19 Car . I. given at the 
fending rheffe two principal Enfigns of the Orders to lP$l- 
Ham, Prince of Orange , and Bernard de Foix, Duke <FEf 
pernon , (in regard of the Interruptions then given by the 
Rebellion here,) (uch difpenfations, and for the fame fea^ 
fon, was King Charles II. rieceflitttred to give thofe Stran- 
gers whom he honoured with Elc&ioh, while he remain'd 
in Foreign Parts. 

Upon the faid King's happy Reftaufation, among maiiy 
Other things relating to the Order, this particular was takcri 
Into confideratiori, In referehce not only to the Duke de 
Efpernon and Prince Maurice , who were dead, but rhofe 
Strangers alfb tHen living } arid dt two Chapters held at 
White-Hall , Anno 13 Car. II. dire&iOns were given td 
Garter to place the Banners and Achievements of the fur- 
Viving Strangers Over thelt refpe&ive Stalls 5 and the So- 
vereign, by nis fupream Power, (induc'd by the impof- 
fibilities of the late Troubles to perform the Inftallaticn* 
and by reafon of the time elaps'd fince their E 4 edions,J 
difpenc'd wholly and absolutely With their Inftallations, 
but at the fame tihie declar'd, that is the like ne* 
fccfllty and corjundure could fcever happen again, fo he 
would not, on any motion or pretence whatfoever, give 
th£ like dlfpenfation. 
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It teems to reft in the pleafure of the Stranger, whe- 
ther he will chufe to fend over any Ferfon of his owri 
Court, or give his Procuration to fome one of the So- 
vereign’s S-ibjedts, to receive his Stall, and in his Name 
to take Poffdlion of it $ the latter of which hath been 
done (everal times, out of detire to favour feme of our 
Nobility with this Honour, of which many inftance? 
might be given. 

It hath femetimes happned, that a P roBor for the In- 
ftallation of a Stranger, hath been appointed and nomina- 
ted by the Sovereign of the Order , though the Principal 
had nam’d another before : Thus it fell out jn the cafe of 
Maurice, Prince of Orange, Anno to Jac. I. who having 
deputed Count Henry his Brother, to be foftalled for him, 
and be having put to Sea in Order thereto, but by reafon- 
of contrary Winds not arriving in England before the Day 
appointed for his Inftallation, the Sovereign and Kjtigbts- 
Compamons ordered that Lodowicl^ of Najfau, Kinfman to 
the eledfc Prince, (hould take Poffeflion of his Stall on his 
behalf : A cafe fomewhat like, was that of John George , 
Duk^e of Saxony, who fent over his Procuration to John, 
fcarl of Bath ; and he being detained in the Weft on ex- 
traordinary Occafions, when Sc. George's Feaft was held 
at PPindforf Anno 13 Car II. wrote to the Chancellor of 
the Order, to obtain the Sovereign’s Difpenfaiion, for 
riot appearing in the Name of his Principal ; who repre- 
fenting his humble requeft to the Sovereign, in a Chapter 
held on the Eve of the laid Feaft, he was p’.eas’d to grant 
it, and appointed Heneage , Earl of tffnchelfea, who per- 
form’d the Service, There is alfo an ancient Example 
of this kind, Anno$ Hen.V. where the Sovereign n ini- 
tiated the Lord Fit% Hugh f ProBor for • the K*ng of Den - 
nearly; which yet was not done, till after the Sovereign 
it ad been certified that the faid King had been inverted, 
rind obliged himfelf by Oath to the obfervauon of the 
Statutes. 

In like manner it is recorded, that the Earl of Cleveland 
was by foe Sovereign appointed Deputy for the Inftal- 
lation of Guftavus Adolphus, King of Sweden, and yet not 
Unlike, but this might be with content of the faid King, 
though the Annals herein are fikot*. 
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The Proftor’s Qualifications : 

. ji 2. By the Statutes of the Order , the ProSior , whether 
he be nominated by his Prir cipa), or by the Sovereign, 
mult be Procurator fufficicns G? Idoneas ; that is, fuch a 
terfon who hath always been accounted of unblameable 
.Converfation, not branded with any note of Infamy, but 
altogether irreprovabie. And luch was Dominicus Fran - 
tifcus, Deputy to Charles, Duke of Ferrara , who in the 
BlackBock of the Order is characterized to be a Knight of 
incorrupt Fame; nor are we to doubt but that otbet 
Proftors to Strangers were fuch, though the Teftimonials 
of their Virtues do not appear in the Annals bf the 
Order. 

Secondly, The ProSor ought to be a Perfon corres- 
pondent to the State and Dignity of the Stranger that is 
inverted, which may fuflSciently appear by feveral In- 
stances; the Emperor Maximilian I. appointed for his 
Proxy, the Marquifs of BrandenkUrgh i Anno 6 Hen. VlL 
Francis I. King of France , Adrian de Fercelin , Lprd of 
Brofs , Anno 19 Hen . VlII. and Henry IV. of France, Sieur 
de Chafles, Vice Admiral of France f Anno 42 Eli%. 

Thirdly, It is provided that he be a Rnighr, and with- 
out any manner of Reproach ; and if it fo happen thac 
he have not receiv'd the degree of Knighthood, the So- 
vereign is to beftow that Honour before he be allow'd to 
take upon hirn the Execution of his deputative Power; 
for none but Knights are capable of this Honour, or per- 
mitted to bear the Enfigns of fo great an Order. Here- 
upon the Lord Willoughby ,of Eresby , ProElor for Frederic ^ I[. 
King of Denmark was Knighted by the S' vereign, the 
Morning before he proceeded to take Pofleflion of the 
Stall. 

Tnerc was one reafon notwithftanding, why this par- 
ticular was not ftri&ly ftood upon, (though moved) 

S tbe cafe fand it*s the fingle cafe) of Henry ItymeU, 
ereditafy Lord of tVofierwit^ and Beckeskaxv, Deputy for 
Cbriftian IV. King of Denmark Anno 3 Jac. I. for it 
being taken notice of that he was not a Knight, certain 
Peflbns Were fent from the Sovereign to fignify his Plea- 
fttre j that he (hould be advanc'd to the Honour of Knighc- 
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ho6d before be took upori him the Enfigtis .of tbe Ordtr 
in his King’s behalf ; to which he made Anfwer, that 
he appeared here, not in his own, but in the Name of 
the King of Denmark ^ ; and that fuch a degree of Honour 
was unufual in his own Country, (being Born in Pome - 
rdnia ,) and therefore humbly ,de(ired that he might be 
excus’d from tbe Honour ; upon which the Sovereign 
was pleas'd to difpence with him, and forthwith tbe faid 
Deputy (but no Knight,) was admitted to take the Stall 
align’d to die faid King his Principal, 

His Letters of Procuration • . 

$ 3. The Authority wherewith an ele& Stranger itf- 
vefts his Proxy, which ought to pa ($ under his Hand and 
Seal, do generally contain thefe Particulars. 

Firft, He premifeth the Sovereign s Election of him into 
the Order of the Gar ter * and his receipt, of tbe Habit 
and Enligns thereof, then takes notice ot the Obligation 
the Statutes of the Order put upon hitrif, for fending a 
Proxy to take PofTeffibn ot his Stall, in regard the Dig* 
nity whereunto he is advanc’d in bis own Country, will 
not permit him to repair Perfonally to frindfor; and be- 
ing not only defirous that the Eledkm and Inveftiture 
(hould obtain its due effect, but to fulfil, as far as in him 
lies, the Injunctions of the Statute >, in what concerns the 
afluming or his Stall, and taking the Oath appointed ; he 
therefore Ordains, Aulthorifes, and Deputes, a Perfofi 
fitly qualified, (named in the Deputation*) his fufficient 
Pro&or f and fpecial Deputy , to appear at the Caftle of 
Windfor in his behalf and in his Name, at the next So- 
lemnity that (hould be held there, to fftpply his room, 
and receive Pofleflion of the Stall align’d him, according 
to the ufual Form ; and in all ref; e&s to perform thofe 
Ceremonies and Things in his behalf due and accuftom'd, 
or (hould appear to belong any way to the Splendor or 
Ornament of the Order: As alfo to take the accuftomed 
Oath with thofe Qualifications, and in that Form as had 
been (or (hould be) agreed on 5 and further, to fulfil all 
other things which he (hould think neceflary to be per- 
form’d on this Occafion, or whatfoever thing might require 
t afore fpecial Command, than was contain'd in the Let- 
ter# 
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ceis of Procuration ; and as fully as the Stranger fliould 
be obliged to, and would do, if ne were there prefent in 
bis own Perfon. Laftly, there is ufualiy added a Claufe 
of Ratification and Confirmation, of all fuch things as the 
PpoBor (hould fay or do, in reference to the Solemnity of 
Inftallation.: 


Of tlye Proftor's Reception • 

f 4. When the Sovereign is acquainted with the ar- 
rival of the Proxy, and the occafion of hi* coming, he 
Toon after gives him Audience ; after which, a Day for 
Inftallation is aflign'd, and the Sovereign nominates lotne 
of the IQnigbtS'Companions his Commiflioners, to perform 
the Ceremonies. 

The Proctor heretofore has been receiv’d with very 
great State ; Sir Baltbafar C aft Hi an , fent hither from the 
Duke of Vrbin , Anno iz Hen* V 11. was met at the Sea- 
fide by Sir Thomas Brandon , with a goodly Company of 
his own Servants well Hors’d, who kept Company with 
him, till they came near Deptford in %cnt ; where, by the 
Sovereign’s Command, he Was met by Sir Thomas Dot^ara^ 
and Sir Thomas iVriotheftey , Garters The (aid Sir Thomas 
Dollar a had attending him thirty of his Servants, all an 
new Liveries, well Hors'd, every Gentleman bearing a 
Javelin in his Hand, and every Yeoman a ftow and a 
Sheaf of Arrows, and fo they convey'd him to his Lodg- 
ing, The nexc Day they conducted him to London , and 
By the way there met him divers Italians , and Paulus de 
Gygeles , the Pope's Vice Colle&or, to whofe Houfe he was 
convey’d and lodg'd. The reception alfo of James Lord 
J \ambovilIet, Prodior for the French King, Charles IX. waf 
Very noble. 

The Preparations for Injballatiotf. 

§ The Preparations of the Inftallation of a Stranger 
by Proxy, are the lame as for the Proxy of a Knight - 
Subject, mention’d as before, and the Form of the Com- 
million for Inftallation is much the fame ; the Preamble 
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t*ins the Authority wherewith the Proxy is impowerVI^ 
and is penn'd with like Words, 

The Letters of notice to the Commiflloners. 

The Warrants for removing of Stalls, and for the 
Strangers Atchievements, are all to be obtain’d by the 
Chancellor of the Order, under the Sovereign's Sign Ma-j 
nual, to which the Signet of the Ordef is to be affixt. 

The Strangers Atchievements (as mention’d in the 
Warrant,) are to be provided at the Sovereign's Charge; 
namely ,his Helm , Crcft, Mantling*, znd Sword, togethet with 
a Banner of his Arms and Quartering* ; and thefe the 
Prodtor is enjoin’d to bring along with hinq to Windfor . 

Sometimes a Warrant hath been directed to the Mafter 
of the Wardrobe, to provide but foir.e part of thefe At- 
* chievements ; and another Warrant to the Lord Treafu- 
rer of England , to deliver Garter Money to provide the 
other part; in each of which, the particulars relating to 
cither are enumerated; for fo were the Warrants drawn 
up for die Atchievements of the French King, Henry II. 
At .other times dire&ion hath beeu to the Mafter of the 
Wardrobe, to deliver to Garter the whole, who thereupon 
puts the Charge upon Account. 

Sometimes particular Warrants have been dire&ed to 
the Mafter of the Wardrobe, to deliver feversd Parcels or 
the Materials, for the making up thefe Atchievements ; 
as were thole Warrants, to deliver the Sovereign’s Euk 
broiderer, and to G*r/*r, fo much Velvet, Cloth of Gold^ 
0c. for making the great Banner, and other the At- 
chievements of Charles IX. and Henry 111. French Kings. 

It alfo appears that Garter hath fomecimes laid out the 
Money for all, or part of the Atchievements, and then de- 
livered his Bill of disburfements into the Wardrobe ; as is 
npanifeft from thofe Bills for the Atchievements of Frede * 
? IC k. II- King of Denmark^ in Ccunt Palatine of the Ubine , 
and the Duke of Holjicin. 

Be Seles the Atchievemeqts, fome other things ufed at 
the Solemnity are commonlv included in the foretaid War- 
rants ; the Mantle of the Order is net prepared at the Sot 
vereign’s Charge, for the Statutes of Inftitution appoint the 
Proxy to bring one with him, not that the Sovereign 
lhou!d provide it, having done that before, at the Lega* 
non with the whole Habit ; nor is it found in the Rolls or- 
Jiooks of tfef Sovereign*? great Wardrobe , that any Ac- 
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count is made for providing a fecond Mantle , when the 
Projsy of a Stranger came hither ; which, had the Sove- 
reign been at fuch Charge, would not have been omit- 
,ted.

$ 6. The Day appointed for the Inftallation drawing 
on, the Proxy was heretofore accompanied from London 
to Windfor, with the Sovereign’s Lieutenant .and his Afr 
flftants, (if the Feaft of St. George was then alfo celebra- 
ted,) or otherwise die Sovereign's Commiflioners with a 
great Retinue. 

Among the reft, when the Deputy of the French King, 
Francis I. rode to Windfor, Anno 1 9 Hen . VIII. all the 
Kjtights-Companions that were in Commiflion for that So- 
lemnity, aflembled at the Lord Sandy s Piace near St, 
Paul's Church in London , whence they rode to the Deputy's 
Lodging, and {hence accompanied him with a gallapt 
Equipage ro the Cattle of Wi n dfor y where Lodgings were 
prepared for him at the Deans Houfe. 

In like manner. Anno 3 IS//*. the Eads of Sujfex an 4 
Leicejler , and Lord Clinton, (three of the fopr Commif- 
fioners appointed for ifie Inftallation of the French Kin£, 
Charles IX.) with other Lords and Gentlemen, took their 
Horfes at the Court Gate at » Weftminfler , and with a great 
Train rode to the Lodgings of the faid King’s Proxy, N (be*- 
ing then at St. Marys Spittle in London ,) whence they 
went through Holbourn towards tVindfor ; the pari of 
Southampton, Vifcount Mountague, Sir Henry Lea, and Sir 
Edward Vmpton , met them at Langford near Colbrook* 
with their Hawks, and (hew’d rhe Proxy variety of fyorr, 
With which he being well pleafed, they rode to his Lodg- 
ings at the beans Houfe at Ff^ndfor, the ufual Place of 
entertaining the Strangers Proxies. 

Supper after his Arrival there . 

4 7 . The Evening of their arrival pafleth with a fum- 
ptuous Sujper, but the principal Entertainment is referv’d 
for the following Day’s Dinner. Ac the Inftallation of the 
French King, Francis I. all the Commiflioners met t6- 
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{(ffaer at the Marquifs of Exeter's Lodgings, and tq 
the Deans Houfe, where they were entertain'd by him 
at Supper all at one Table ; as another Table fat Garter , 
with certain of the Deputy's chief Gentlemen, and fome 
of the Heralds ; and at a third fat the reft of the Heralds , 
and other of the Proxies Servants. 

The CommiflQoncrs and other Noblemen, who accom- 
panied the Prc8or of Charles IX. to Windfsr, Tupped alfo 
with him the Deans ; He hiipfelf fitting at tfie upper- 
end of the Table ; then the Earls of Sujfex and Leiceffef 
by him, one againft the other, next the Earl of Seutbamf- 
ton, apd Vifcounc Mount ague f then the Lord Clinton , and 
Lord Herbert of Cardiff, after them two Strangers of di- 
fiin&ion, then lower lat the Lord Grey , and other Strata 

S ers, and laft of all, at the lower end, oppofite to the Pro- 
or, fat Monficur Dofe , alias St. Michael, the French He- 
rald. Garter, BlacJ^fyd, and divers Strangers. Tupped 
with the beats, and in the Parlour and Hal} (at diyer$ 
fenfionejs. Gentlemen, and Strangers. 

Of the Proceeding to the Chapter- Houfe. 

$ 8. What hath been before fet'down of the Proceed- 
ing to the Chapter- Houfe, at the perfonal Inftallation of a 
Knight-Subject, will extend hither, both as to Order 
and Circumftances •> yet this general Rule is to be born in 
m;nd t that the Place of a Stranger Princes ^rotftor here, 
is next after the Provincial Ring’s, (unlefs the Prodkor o^ 
a Knight -Subject happen to intervene,) and before the Ju- 
nior Kpight-Coinpanien, (unlefs a Knight-Subject pafs then 
in the Proceeding,) of which we have an Inftance at thf 
Inftallation of the Dukes of Brunfmcl^ and Cbevqreux % 
and tfye Earl of Dorfet, by their Prcdkors, but the Earls of 
Salisbury 9 Car life, and Holland, with Vifcqunt Apdoyer 
in Perfon, Anno c Car . I. when the Proceeding was 
dered as followeth.

Only in the Angle cafe of Cbriftan IV. King of Deni 
Mark, Amt 3 Jac. L (as an extraordinary Refpedi an<J 
Honour,) his Proxy went in the Proceeding to the Chaff 
l er-Houfe next before the Sovereign’s Lieutenant. 

As we had a former Example, of a Prodkor to a Kjiight* 
Subject, whp in this Proceeding paft before the Alms - 
Knights, ^nd Officers of Arms, namely, Sir Henry Sidney, 
Deputy to the Earl of fVarvfick, 5 fo here in the 
cale of a Stranger, the Vifcqunt Hereford , Proxy to the 
Duke of Holjlein , inftalled 3 Eli%. went in this Proceed* 
ing to the ebapter-Houft, before the Officers pf jfVrms; 
^hich Proceeding was ordered as follows,

If the Proxy of a-Stranger pafs in the Proceeding, which 
d 0 K 5 overc|gn, his Lieutenant, or Commiflioners, make 
to the Cbapter-Houfe, then for the moft part he gives his 
Attendance in the Prefence-Chamhcr, or in the Rpotn 
whence the Lieutenant or Commiflioners proceed," and 
there joins himfelf thereto. 

But fometimes the Commiflioners, as an inftance of 
fingular Refpedt, after their letting out, have taken the 
Proxies Lodging in their way, and there receiv'd him in- 
to the Proceeding ; fo did Prince Henry, by the Prc#or 
of CbrijHan IV. King of Denmark $ and the Conpmifli- 
.oners by the Btodkor of the Duke of ff^rtembergh, z 
Sac. I. * 
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Tis obferved, that the Proxies of Strangers have not 
always gone in the Proceeding, but fometimes ftaid at their 
^Lodging, till the Commiffioners were ready to fend for 
them to the Cbapter-Houfe . As at the Inftallation of 
Charles IX. King of France, 8 Eli%. the Commiffioners 
meeting, they, and the three inferior Officers ot the Or- 
der, robed themfelves, and then went to the Proxies 
Lodging, and having juft conferr’d with him, took leave, 
and proceeded to th z £h/tpter-Hosjfe, whence they fent 
put Garter to the Proxy, with invitation to comedo them, 
who was prefently conduced by Garter to the Chapter - 
Houfe Door, where the two Senior Commiffioners re- 
ceiv’d him between them. 

Sometimes the Proxies haye paft privately to the Eaft- 
Ifle of St. Gorge's Chappel, and there refted, before the 
Sovereign and Kjtights-Companions went into the Chapter - 
Jtfoufe, or proceeded into the Choir, without entering 
{thereinto $ for fo did the Earl of Cleveland, and the Mar- 
puils of Dorfet, Proxies to Guftavus Adolphus , King of 
Sweden* and Henry, Prirce of Orange, 4 Car. I. The like 
Method was oblerved by the Earl of Dover , Proxy to 
Claries , Prince Palatine, 9 Car . I. and by Sir George 
Cartaret, Prcxy to Chriftiari , Prince of Denmark^, 1 5 Car. II 
fo aifo of the Earls of Carlifle and Wncbelfea, Pioxies to 
Charles, King of Sweden, and John George, Prince Eletftor 
of Sationy, 13 Car. II. 

The Ceremonies perform'd therein . 

f 9. When the Proceeding hath arrived at the Chapter - 
Houfe Door, the Sovereign , and Knight ^Companions, x>r 
the Lieutenant, (3c. with the Officers of the Order before 
them, enter to hold their Conlultation $ the Strangers 
Proxy being firft requefted to ftay without, t.ll his Depu- 
tation, or Letters of Procuration are read, to the end 
they may underft and the effe&rthereof. 

To this purpofe we find it diredked, by an ancient Hand, 
that where any Knight is inftalled by his Deputy, be ought 
to ftay without the Veftry, or Chapter -Houfe Door, tiD he 
be introduced by two Kjiights-Companions : So the Lord 
Paget , one of the Commiffioners for Inftallation ot the 
Duke of Savoy) when the Proceeding was come to the 
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phapter-Houfe Door, acquainted his Proxy with this Cu* 
ftom and Injunction, which he complied with. 

The Eaft-lile, behind the High Altar, \s the ufual Place 
4or Proxies to flay, till they are called into the Cbapter n 
as it is alfo for the Deputies of Kjiights-Subjcils, where 
Chairs and Culhions are prepared for this occasion. 

The firft thing done after the Chapter is opened, is 
reading the Commiflion for Inflallation , by the I( egifter of 
the Order , (but if the Sovereign be prefenr, no Commit 
fion iflues,) and nexc, the Letters of Procuration ; this be- 
ing the moft ufual and proper Place for this Ceremony 

However, at the Inji+Uation of the French King, Fraatr 
cis I. by a very unulual compliance, the Commi/Jioners 
went frorp the Chapfer-Houfe , after they had called in and 
jn veiled the Earl of Oxford , with his Surcoat and Hood k 
io the Deans Houfe, where the ProRor was lodg'd, and 
in a great Chamber there, (hewed him the Sovereign's 
Commiflion, and in it the Authority for admitting him 
into the Stall of his Lord and Mailer: Upon which the 
Proctor preiented them with his Procuration, which im? 
powered him to rakp Polfeflion of it, and to perform whac 
Ceremonies related ro it ; which Inftrument the Bpgijter 
read before them. This being dope, they all proceeded 
tp the Chappel ; where entering, they waved their return 
to the Cbaptcr-Houfe f and palled dire&ly into the Choir . 

After fome time of Confultacion in the Cbapter-Houfo 
the Proxy is fent for in thither by Garter y who condudfcs 
him to the Cbapter-Houfe Door, and his Reception there 
by the Cbmmiflioners is after the fame manner as is 
pled to the Knight elect , or to his Proxy : But whether 
he ought to ehter tb c Chapter- Hostfe, or be admitted any 
farther than the Door, or Porch thereof, and to pafs thence 
immediately into the Choin 9 hath been fome Queftion; 
becaufe the Practice feems to have been fomeumes onC 
|ivay, fometimes another. 

Ail that we find to prohibit his Entrance therein, is 
an Expreffion in the (hort Ceremonial of InflaUaticn df 
Strangers by Proxy , entered in the Blacl^Bool^ ; where it 
fays— -That the Mantle is to be laid on the Proctors right 
Shoulder, in the Porch ofth c Chapter Houfe, becaufe be is 
net to enter into it. 

And there are two Inftances where the Mantle was deli- 
yere^ to the Procter at the Chef ter- Houfe Door ; from 
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whence fomc may infer, that the Practice of thofe Timc| 
was alfo agreeable to the aforeiaid dire&ion ; namely, 
that of the Proctor of the French King, Frdncis I. 
Hen. VIII. where Garter ftooid at the Chaptet-Houfe Door, 
with the Mantle , and as the Proceeding palled by, pre A 
lented it to th‘ef two Senior Kjtights-Cempdnions , who 
plated it upon the Proctor s right Arm ; and fo of the Pro- 
ttor of Emanuel , Duke of Savoy , i i! Phil, and Mar. 
who entered not into the Chapter-Het\fe, but' had the 
Mantle difeuffed at 'the Dtoor. " 

But thefe Inftances, if duly weighed, cannot properly^ 
or with any Advantage, be ailed ged to prove the Aflercion i 
bccaule the Affairs relating; to both, receiv’d difpatch in 
the Procters Lodging a little before, and where the Procter 
hitnfeif was prelenr, where the meeting of the Commit- 
goners and Protftor cannot be deemed lefs than a Chapter . 
tho* not held in the Chapter-Hnufe, from the Tranfa&ioni 
chat pafled there, t ri%. producing the Sovereign's Warrant:, 
and the Procters Inftrument of Depuration, which were 
both read before them by the Reg(fter, and the Proctor 
'accordingly admitted, which being finifhed, nothing rela- 
ting to the prefent purpofe required their paffing into the 
Chapter •Houfe, or remained robe done till the^ came intp 
the Choir . 

But the general Pra&ice runs ftrong on the contrary 
fide ; for we find th At the Proctor for Charles IX. King of 
France , 8 Elis'. was tnet at the Hhaptcr-Houfe Door, by 
the Earls of Sujfex and Leicefter, who took him in thither 
between them, where, after the *R*gifter had read, as well 
the Sovereign’s Comnjiffion for Iqftallation, as his Letters 
©f Procuration, and the Commiflioners Had admitted him 
Deputy for the faid King, they all came forth, and laid his 
Principal's Mantle on his right Arm and Shoulder, the 
Train whereof was born by the Earl of Southampton, af- 
lifted by the Lord Herbert of Cardiff. 

Again it is remarkable, a 5 Elis', that Garter conduced 
the Proxy of Frederick II. King of Denmark, to the Chap 
ter-Hottfc , and at that Place'thc Earl of Leiccfter, and thd 
Lord Hunfdon y received and ‘led him in : So alfo was 
Chriftian lVth’s Proxy led thither, by the Earls of Nottin- 
gham and Dorfet. And in Jac. I. Lodomck , Count Naff a u, 
ProESorto Maurice, Prince of Cfrang?, was called into the 
chapter •Houfe, and there left, while the Sovereign, an3 
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Xjughts-Companions, proceeded into the Choir : Alfo in 
like manner was Sir George Carearet, ProSor to CbrifliaM , 
Prince of Denmark i S Car. II. and the P roilors to the 
King of Sweden, and Duke of Saxony, Car. II. 

Nor are thefe Inftances, and the Practice in this latter 
Cafe, really derogatory to the Statutes, which, though they 
prohibit the Proxies Entrance into the Chapter-Houfe, yet 
do not extend to any thing previous to the Inftallation,. 
but what may happen after j for the Article of the Statutes 
having firft directed the delivery of the Mantle to the 
Proxy, and next the aflumption of his Principal's Seat, in 
thefe Words, Dill us Procurator InflaSatus, it immediately 
fubjoins, that from thenceforth, that is, from the time of 
Inftallation, he JhaU neither wear the Mantle, nor enter into 
the Chapter, nor have Voice there, bp virtue of any Power 
granted him. All which are Prohibitions, plairily relating 
to future Examples, and arifing after the Cetcmonies of In- 
ftaliation are paft, and not at all fefering to what preceeds it. 

And it feemS the Law hath been thus underftood, in 
regard the greater prevalence of Pradice hath generally 
attended it ; for not only the -Proxies of Strangers', as is 
obferved, but generally Knights-Subjtcts, have been cal- 
led into the Chapter-Houfe, and there received the Mantle, 
before they proceeded into the Choir. 

The Ceremony of delivering the Mantle to the Proctor ', 
Is performed by the Sovereign, his Deputy, or the Com- 
miffionerS, Garter prefenting it to them ; and the manner 
of it was anciently, by putting it on the Proxies right Arm 
or Shoulder, in the Name of his Lord and Mafter, there 
to hold it till the End of Divine Setviee. 

But as there hath arifen fome difpute, touching the 
Proctor's entry into the Chapter-Hufe before Inftallation, 
fo it hath happened in this Point of receiving the Mantle, 
vi\. whether in the Chapter, or Stall allotted their Prist* 
cifal, of which there are Examples. 

That part of the Article in the Statutes of Inftitutioni 
relating to this Point, runs thus : — * That the Mantle, tern* 
fori InftaUttionis Pr cur atari s, (Mil be laid on his Arm, 
($c. but whether this (hall be conftrued to that inftanr 6f 
time, when the Proctor is brought to the Stall of his Prin- 
cipal, or to fome greater Latitude, as during the time of 
Inftallation, including the very firft A&ion, or beginning 
tif the Ceremony, namely, the being called to the Chapter- 
Houfe 
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Itoufe Door, and entrance into it, is the Queftion \ be- 
cause there are Inftances in both, but the latter is nioft 
warrantable by the Statutes and general Practice. 

The Article in Henry VIHth's Statutes being much more 
dear in describing and explaining the Ceremonies of In- 
fiaBation , than any of the former ; (the particulars of 
which in every Point feemfc to be excellently regulated,) 
having mentioned the Sovereign, Or his 'Deputies , laying 
the Mantle on the Proxies Arm, it immediately follows, 
ns the very next thine to be performed in courfe of time ; 
That afterwards he JhaS be led by two ^nights, from the 
Chapter-Houfe Door to the Stall, and there being , JhaS 
foakp kis Oath, and be injlallcd ; it gives no Account of 
laying the Mantle oft the Arm of the Proctor at the in- 
ftant, of Injlallatioh in the Choir , that being dire&ed to 
be done before. It is alfo recorded in the Blacf^-Bockj 
where this Ceremony is Ihore fully treated ; That Garter 
JhaS taks the Mantle upon his Arms , and deliver it to 
both the Kuights-CommiflIoncrs,<*»d that they (according to 
the Tenour of the Statutes,) poaS lay it on the Proftor's 
right Shoulder , in the Porch of the Chapter-Houfe. 

Bcfides* the ancient ufage of receiving the Mantle in 
the Chapter- Houfcy or at the Chapter-Houfe Door, either 
before, or in the Proceeding to the Choir , of which many 
inftances may be given, there are Several modern inftances 
where the Mantle was born to the Choir , (and Sometimes 
the CoBar of the Order with itj not by the Proctor , but by 
Carter , before him, and delivered in his PrincipaPs Stall ; 
as in the Proceeding of the Proxy for the Duke of 
tetnbergh , Anno 2 Jat, I. when,, after he had taken the 
Oath, and was led into the Duke’s Stall 9 (not before) was 
the Robe laid on his Arm ; and fo was it done in many 
more infiaSations ; which manner hath fo far prevail’d as 
to be the continu'd Pratftice, Garter carrying the Mantle 
on a Cuftiion before the Proctors into the Choir, and laying 
it (after they have taken their Oaths.) on their Arms in 
fuch manner, that the Crojs of St. George may be con- 
fpicuous. 


Of the Proceeding to the Choir* 

$ lo. Concerning the Proxies Proceeding into the Cloir , 
fcing Henry VIHth’s Statutes ditetft; That he J hall be ac : 
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tompdnied atoJTledby two Knighcs-Companions of the Order, 
from the Door of the Chapter-Houfe, to the Stall affigned to 
his Principal ; agreeable to which, is that PafTage in the 
BUckcBool^ $ That as foon as the two Kjiigkts have placed' 
the Mantle on his Arm , they /hall take htm between them 9 
and conduit him to the Stall of his Lord ; and thus aififted 
have all Proxies proceeded to the Choir. 

Since the Cuftom of" receiving the Collar in the Chapter- 
Houfe was laid afide, the Sovereign, (or his Lieutenant,) 
with the Kyiights-Companions, (fo loon as the Mantle is de- 
livered the ProBor, or (as of late) that he hath been ad- 
mitted according to the purport of his Deputation,) pro- 
ceed to the Choir, leaving the Proxy behind them in the 
Chapter-Houfe , and after they have taken their Stalls , the 
Sovereign directs two of the Knight s-Companions to de- 
feend ; who taking the Alms-Kjtights , Officers of Arms , 
and the three inferior Offi cers of the Order before them, 
pafs to the Chapter-Houfe , and bring thence the Proxy to 
his Infiallation . In this Proceeding the Proxy goes Bare- 
headed, as did the Earl of Dover , ProBor to Charles , Prince 
Palatine of the f(hine, and Sir George Cartaret , ProBor t o 
the Prince of Denmark, Anno 1 5 Car . II. 

The Ceremonies of InfiaRationi 

$ u. When the Proceeding hath encred the Choir , and 
paid the accuftomed Reverences, both towards the Altar 
and the Sovereign’s Stall, and the Alms-Knights, Officers 
of Arms and of the Order , taken their ufual Stations ; the 
two Commiflioncrs {Knight *• A ffift anti or Kjiights-Com - 
pantons,) and ProBor make their Reverences together, and 
then they condudt him into the lower Stalls dire&iy be- 
fore the Stall appointed for bis Principal , the forelaid O/- 
ficers of the Order (landing below in the Choir If there be 
more than two Commiffioners, then the two Senior con« 1 
du St him as before, while the reft of the Commiffioners 
take their Station below in the Cbcir, before their pro- 
per Stalls, and there (lay till the Infiallation be finish'd, 
and the like do the Lieutenants- Affijl ants, except the two 
Senior that are imployed in the Ceremony. 

The Proxy thus introduced into the lower Stalls, (lands 
(here while the Bfgifter pronounceth the Oath of the 
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Order to tiled/ which he repeats' diftmdHy, Jayitig hfs 
Hand oh the New Teflament^ and afterwards kiffeth th fc 
Book. 

. The knirient Oath appointed by the Statutes Of Inftitu- 
cion is (hort, and without limitatibn in all Points, the fame 
with that a Knight-Companion takes at his Perfonal Inft di- 
lation, vi\. Faithfully to obferve ; to the utkioji of his Powers 
the Statutes of the Order ; but afterwards the Sovereign's 
and Fellows of thofe other Orders of Kkigbtbohd, (as chfe 
Golden Fleets^ Monfieur St. Michael 9 £$c.) before their ad- 
miffiott into the Order of the Garter , fued for, arid obtained 
the allowance of foihe relative exceptions ot provifo's to 
be added to the aforefaid Oath $ which ufually were 
fuch as ftood with the intereft of their Religion, their 
great State or Dignity; or precedent obligation to the 
Order they had before accepted. 

In the BUc\-Book is a Precedent of the Oath to be takeri 
by an Emperor ; whereby he is obliged to promiie on his 
Royal Word; and give hiS Faith on his Honour and the 
Holy Evangelifts, That he thill faithfully and truly, th the 
ntmoft of hit Power, obfirve the Statutes ik every Branch 
and Article thereof, at leajt fo far as they can or ought to 
he obferved by him , and fo far as they fhall not be con- 
trary or derogatory to thoje whereunto be hath before given 
his Name and Sworn, and faving all other conditions agreed 
on. There are betides this, other Precedents in the An- 
nals of the Form of the Oath from the ProSor of an Em- 
peror of King, arid of every other inferior Degree, Where- 
in are feveral exceptions before agrfced on; and when 
Philip , King of Cajtile and Leon , (Sovereign of the Order 
of the Golden Fleece,) was Perfonaliy inftailed at Windfor, 
Anno ii Heti . VII. and took the Oath without Limita* 
tion, yet he foon after obtain'd the Sovereign's Dilpen- 
fation, chat the ufe of the Collar and other Enfigns or the 
Order might be left to his pleafure, and that he might noC 
be obliged to be prefent at future Chapters. 

Ocher Exceptions have been admitted, but were obtain^ 
ed with great difficulty and much debate, left the Dig* 
nity and Reputation of the Order fliould (mftead ot being 
kept up) be Jelfen’d, the forbearance of fome Circum- 
fiances that hath been yeitded to, having fometimes becri 
brought into Precedent to the prejudice of the Order .

cipal, where being arrived, they tak? the Mantle from 
(garter, and lay it; upon the Proffers left Arm, with the 
Efcutcheon of St. George uppermoft, according to an Or* 
der in ouChapter he.d. Anno 13 Car which was to be 
a (landing Rule for the future, a;>d tsjnow obferv*d. 

In the A6t and Ceremony of InflaBaiion^ the Ccmmif*

I fid lift]} the Cothmjfiiners, according to tb'e Cuftotn of

■ $ it- ‘The ProStr having receiv'd Poffirflton of hi*

of Gold and Silver, according to the Degtrie and Seniority- 
of his Principal's. StaS, in cafe tbe JnfiaHtim' be in the 
Momtrig ; but if it be celebrated when St Grtrge’s Feaft if 
held by the Sovereign's Lieutenant, the Projrtr ought not to 
9?« riU the Lieutenant hath firft Offered for the Sove* 
eeigtl-; and the Lieutenant alfb Offered* fot himfelf before 
the Pra&ot, if his Stall be higher than the Stamper's, for 
whom the Procter is inftalled. 

: The Proctor in Offering doth it with* all Ceremony 
il-'if his Lord were prefent ; when tbe F^nigbts*Compa- 
fffMf/ defcend from their Stalls, (which Ceremony begins 
ifcich the Junior Kjtight,) he alto defeends in his mm, and 
placeth himfelf below in the Choir before the Stall of his 
Principal, and if he have an oppofiie Kriight^Companton^ 
he joins himfelf to him, and proceeds towards the Altar 
to the Offering, with the Officers of Arms before him ; 
bftt if no Kpigbt-Companion be oppoflte, he rhen proceeds

the pbinti berweeh whom tlffey alfo proceeded to the 
Chapter-Honft . Door j in the lathe manner they were con- 
duced into the- Cbeir but notwithftandir g this, the Pro-, 
ctor ought, rather to ti|e in his return the Place of hii 
Principal, (as he did at the Offering', and which is indeed 
his right,) and fo the Procter of F>ancts I. went behiad 
alone in his Principal^ piaoc, and followed the K^tightr- 
bothmjjionert from the Choir to the place Wheit he lodg*

' When the Sblemnity of is over, the Proctor 

is to take care, that Garter forthwith fee up the Aichieves 
ttiehtk of his Principal over his Stall, and 1 fit the Plate of 
his Arms on the back thereof'; in Memorfai of the Cero- 
thony of Inauguration ; to Which end alfo Medals have 
frequently been ftruck, to perpetuate the Honour fo re- 
ceived. 


CAP. XVM.

* Notwithftanding the. Sovereign (as wq fy;iye thown) dif- 
charg’d the Ie/laBation Fees due from Strangers, yet they 
•' . v- • ; ; ; ■ l' . >’ 
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^Monarch, yet the Grand Feaft began to decline, by a 
moval of the obfervarion of Sc. George's Day from Wind- 
fir, and a prordgatory Celebration of the Grand Feaft to 
other, rimes. . 

The Article of the Statutes , caufing this great alteration 
from ?he original deiign of the fitft Inftitution, gives the 
Sovereign Power to prorogue the Grand Feaft at his Plea- 
sure j but then *tis evident frog) the fame Suture, tharSt 
George's Day was neverthelefs ordained to be duly obfer- 
ved by it felf, iq w^t Place foever the Sovereign (if with- 
in the Realm) fhould Ihen relide ; Windfor ^freby being 
nor excluded. 

Jt farther implies, the facred Hites and Offices to be per* 
formed, with other Matters concerning the Orders for be- 
fides the particulars therein enumerated, this general 
Claufe is obfervable : That what other urgent Affair lb-, 
aver, relating to the Order , ftiould offer it felf to be per- 
formed, the fame might be treated of, and receive dif- 
patches, in the Chapter held where the Sovereign then 
ftipuld bp, as fully as jf he were at W\hdfir Cafile, 

: So ph^t henceforward, all things begaq to be ordei*d t 
both on the five the pay of St. George and thp Morrow 
|fter, with as great State j all Affairs as legally difpatched* 
aiid all.. Ceremonies as magnificently performed, except, 
that' of offering up of Archievpments, which is peculiar 
to phe Chapppl of St. George at H r mdfir only, as could 
Ge obferved at the Grand Fejiival it felf. 

And how, by Virtue of this Article, and with what 
Ccrcgppnics St. George s Day was held,. when ^hp Grand 
Feaft was prorogued? is evident fronj a full and ample Prc* 
cedent, 12 Hen. - VIH.* now remaining ixt the Office of Arms. 

For though the Sovereign with 13 Kju^htsJComtanions 
at Windfir Year, upon the :22V 2? ana 14 of 
Apnl yep at pbactime they obforvedionly^he Feaft Day at 
SfL. G&rge, with the Rve and Morrow aftpr, but defers 
p&d, by Order \t\ Chapter, the Celebtation of the Grand 
Feaft, to the* fctb-of May enluing. 

The Grand Feaft ntglcttcd by Ktkg Edward Ft. 

, . * 

S 6 . From th? Acceffiop r.f this Prince, the Sovereignly 
ff this Onitr Lecame more neglcdicd, fothat during his 

' ' * Reign, 
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Reign, fab Anniverfary of St, George was kept at f^indfir^ 
by 4 Grand FeftivaL 

This is fuppofed to be owing to the common Calamity 
of that Age, wherein moft Ceremonies, foiemn or fplen* 
Hid, efpecially fuch as related to Divine Services, came 
under the denomination of being either Superftijious or 
Idolatrous, fnfomuch, that at a Chapter held at Green- 
wich, lEdw.V I. an Abolition being intended for fucfi 
Ceremonies as were not confonant to the King's Injun- 
ctions, lately prefcribed, it was th#h decreed* that thfcd, 
and for ever from thenceforth, at the Feaft of this moft 
Npble Order, up other Ceremoriift fliould be obferved 
than fuch as were appointed by his Majefties Letter. 

That no JPfoceffion fhould be made with going about the 
Church , or Church-yard [ but the Kjng's Majeftys Proceffion^ 
lately Jet forth in Englifti to be ufed. His Majefty and other 
Knights- Companions Jilting in their Stalls * at the Entry , 
fuch Reverences to be made to the Kjng's Majefiy only as was 
heretofore . The Offering to be in the Box for the Poor , withy 
d'ut any other Reverence , or kijfing hny Paten . or other tfsing ; 
hut only at Ibe return, due Reverence to Ihe King, as was ufed 
Before, the Mafs of Requiem to be left Undone, but yet, 
both on St. George’ 's Day, and for next Day, a Mafs to be 
Sung with great Reverence ; in which, immediately after the 
Words of Conf er ation is faid, the Prieft f hall fay the Pater 
Nofter, and Jo turn and Communicate toalL or Jo many of the 
Order, or other , after they have dons, as (hall be difpofed to 
receive the Communion , according to the Order* prefcribed by 
his Majeftys Book. °f Communion, and without any other 
Kite or Cercrhbny after the faid Communion to be ufed; ex- 
tept fowl godly Pfalm or Hymn to be Sung in Englifli, and 
fo to end the faid Service. All Chapters, and other Rites 
eoncefning the Order, not being com / ary to tbefe, to remain 
as they Bavk Been ufed. , 

ThiS Decree feemed ro mean nothing lefs than a Prohi- 
bition to the holding the Grand Feaft at Windfir, at leaft 
the negleCt 6f its Celebration there, whilft King Edw. VI. 
lived : And thodgK toward the End of his Reign, fome 
care was tafceh for a Perihiffion to hold the fa.d Fq$, 
either on St. peorge'S Day, or fome other appointed by 
Prorogation ; yet it was Without any regard to the ancient 
and ufual Place ; for when the paffed, commanding 
the Days therein mentioned to be kept Holy, and no other, 

whereby ' 
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tiMe’s, tell tdo near the 13d of April, to celebrate the Katt 
bn, without breaking the Law, which was the real cauft 
of tbofe Prorogations, of which there are nfeny Inftance* 

Arid as the Ffrigbts^CtnHf aniens h*d Prohibitions ptic upoA 
the Solemnisation* of their Pe^ft, iji cafe of its ibterftnn^ 
with Eifte/i ft had the Church of England f in theft Qb+ 
fervation of St; Gtorge’S Day, in reference to fevfcrii otfaef 
Fcftivals ; and this continued till the time of the Refor- 
mation begtlft by f%)g Edwdrd VI/ but fit*ce the Grand 
Feaft has been celebrated upon any of them indifferently 
the Feaft of Eafter only excepted. 

The fecond tort of Proroganbftsi.whkh afe meerlv 
Arbitrary, Ind wholly dependent on the $overbign s PleaT 
fure, yet warranted fufecieptly from the Words, Caufa 
toflulante , , mentioned in Kihg Henry Villas Statutes ; as 
likewife the great Latitude given the^Sovereigrti of this 
fnoft Noble Order, in reference to thei? Affairs, ih the 
fame Statutes ; The firft Precedent of which was, Anna 
5 Hen. V. when about Auguft , four Months tfter St. 
George's Day, that King being engaged in tfifc wars of 
France f ordered the Feaft to be celebrated at Cam ii\ Afcr- 
Mnd}, and with great Solemnity Created fifteen Knights 
Into the Order . , 

There are feveral other Examplbf/ ^arricufirly one 
8 Hen. VUI. when the King being at Eft bam dnSc. George t 
Hay, it was in a Chapter there held, Decreed, That the ac- 
Cuftomed Feaft of St. George Ihould be obferved at Windsor 
15th of May ..enluing. And from this time it became An- 
nually cuftomary^ to keep the Day of St! George where the 
Sovereign at that time blade bis Abode : On which Day/ 
and the Day after, the ufual Solemnities Were obferved.' 
But as to the Solemnization of the Grand Feaft it felfy 
that was in one of the C bapterl thin heid, adjourned to 
fomb farther time, add then folemnited at Windfor by 
Prorogation, riot by the Sovereigns tbemfelvcs, but by 
their Lieutenants and thfeir Ajjiftants appointed for that 
purpore. 

But to proceed with the . Caufes of Prorogation^ which 
Wcfc either for fome weighty reaftns, of upon emer- 
gent Occafions ; Anno 1 Maria, the Sovereign celebrating * 
the Feaft of Sr. George at St. James 9 s, P hitip, Prince of 
Spain , and the Earl 01 Sujfe x 9 wete on the Morrow after 
flc&cd into the O der j Whereupon It wds likewife Db- 
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creed, that the Inauguration of thefe two ele 8 ^nights] 
till the Prince came to England, which happening 21 ft 
July following, the Grand Feaft, together with that of the 
cUEk Kjiigbts Inftallations, were appointed to be celebrated . 
at the fame time* 

Again 3 and 4 Phil, and Mar. at a Chapter held %id 
April, the Feaft of St. George, together witn the Inftalla- 
tion of three *U 8 nights , was appointed to be held at 
T&indfor the 9 th of May enfuing 5 and by a Chapter fum- 
inon’d the 3d of May, before the ' appointed Day for 
holding the Feaft, the fame was prorogued to the i^th 
of December following, upon the prefling Affairs of the 
King and Qpeen. But befoVe that defign’d time came, 
another Chapter was held ton the 31 ft of OQober, 
wherein it was again prorogu'd to the firft Sunday after 
Twelfth-day, via. 9 January , if by that time the King, 
who was then in Flanders, flnuld return to England: Bub 
that not happening, it was farther prorogu’d to the fth 
of February 1 and thence, by another Decree, to Sr. George’s 
Day . Of which there are many other Examples, and 
fometimes upon other Occafir ns; but ftill at the Sove-> 
reign s Pleafure. 


Of Commijftons of Prorogation . 

$ 9« There is no Precedent of Cotpmi (lions for Proro^ 
gation, ancienter than 12 Car. I, left by Sir Thomas fyne, 
wherein Notice is taken of all the Adjournments of the 
Grand Feafts, from St. George 9 s Day preceeding, till that 
Time, with the Reafons thereof, and chiefly upon Con* 
fideration of the fpreading Sicknefs, together with a Com* 
mand to the Kjiights-Companions , and the Officers of the 
Order , to attend the Sovereign on the new aflign’d Days 
for celebrating the Feaft. 

As to the Subftance hereof, the fitcceeding Commiffions 
very near agree, yet with fome little Difference 5 as 
firft, the Preambles are general, and run thus: VVverens, 
upon fpecial Reafons, and other important affairs, 8cc. ex- 
cept the Commiflion Ufu'd 25 th February, 1637. where 
the Preamble was fined to a fpecial Occafion , and runs 
thiiS, 3 — - fiber cat we have determined to create the P?i?:ce, 
eur eldeft Sen , 1 Kjtight t and to propofe him in Election as a 
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thereby this was involved among many other Saints 
then prohibited to be kept, as not being found among the 
Feafts then Eftabliflfd $ it Wat Considered, that a Provtfd 
and Allowance Chould be enticed in the afdrefyid A< 9 b; for 
the^ Celebration ot this Feaft, particularly by the l(nigbi$* 
tmpamons ; which A though it fuffered a Repeal by 
iQiieen Ai*7 # yet ftands in foFce at this Day, being re* 
Vived by Ring Jamoi L his repealing that Statute of 
t Afar.

That if bn theVtgil and Hay of Si. fceorge, the Fcajt 
itas nit held at Winafor, according to the ufual Gufiom , it 
fbatld keverthelefs be fofficient, if the Observation thereof 
Were kept dt the fabte Place where the Sovereign Jbould then 
happen to he 9 where alfo the rejl of the KnightsCompaniotiS 
were obliged to fo prefent 9 Ho left than if the Feaft had been 
held at Windfor. 

And fo fevere Was the latter part <jf this Decree agaiofl 
the ffoiirilhing condition of that Place; that it commanded 
alfo, 

Tkkt no other Solemnity , under the notion of St. Qeotgc‘i 
feaft, jfhould thenceforth be celebrated at Windfor, except 
Upon ocedfion of the Installation of fome itluftrious ferfon, 
kind then alfo, not without ejeprefi Have of the Sovereign . 

* And to fay truths this Harare was but too ftridtiy ob- 
fervfcd during her Reign 5 for we meet bde with One Feaft 
of Sc ,. George held there, till 1 Jdc. I: funlefr we tni- 
ftake the Feafts of Inftallatton for thofe of St. George^ but 
then the Sovereign, who was jret In Scotland, lent hji 
CommifCOn, dated $ April to the Eatl of fhttirtghkm^ his 
Lieutenant, to prorogue the Feftival to the idjulf fol* 
lowing, and after constituted him tp Hold the Feaft; which 
Was performed the %, 3 and 4 Days of the faid Montfii 
With all Pomp and Ceremony. The Ring himfeifc being 
then at fPindfor, was prevented from being prefenc by 
fome ctcafioh not mentioned.

lace, whereby tbq Caftle of Windfof,^ famous for c ht 
Initiation oftnisenoft Noble Order, retrieved its ancient 
Hoapifo of having its Solemnities celebrated there.

f 8. Having thus noted, that from th* beginning of 
Ring Henry yHlth’s Reign, till of late Years, the Grand 
feaft was feldom obferved upon the precife Day of 
Sc. de&rjp ; and that the occafioti how both Day and 
Feajft came to be celebrated apart, took its rife from the 
indulgence of the Statutes in point of Prorogation .* Tos 
neceffary farther to obferve, that this Prorogation is of two 
forts, either Abfolute, as being enjoined by the Statutes $ 
or'elfe Arbitrary; at the Sovereign s Pleafure, upon inter- 
vening Reafons. 

In the firft of thefe the Founder’s Statutes enjoin, Thai 
if the Feaft of St . Georg cfhall happen within fifteen Daft 
next after Eafter Day, it l hall be prorogued to the Sunday 
Fortnight , or fifteen Days After Eafter Day. And ihe reafon 
is there given. That every of the Knighcs^-Companions might 
have opportunity bf coming thereto , without being conflrainei 
to tide upon an) of thoft three Hoi) Days freceeding Eafter 
Day. The fameRule for Prorogation, where there is a 
concifrrence of thefe two Feafts, is likewife enjoin’d by 
the Statutes of King Henry V. and Kirig Henry VlIL 
And when the Grand Feaft, in this cafe of Eafter , hstf 
been kept before the expiration of rhe {aid fifteen Days, 
the Kjiights^CotHpaohns then ablchr; to avoid the Penalty 
for their not appealing, have made Excufe ; that the an* 
qienr Statute i of the Order were violated in keeping th i 
Feaft within fifteen Days after 7 i*/fcr t as was aliedged 
when Sir John Denham , Lord Treafurer; as Preiidenr; 
held rhe Feaft of St. George * at tPindfor, 24 April, g 
Henry V II. 

P. hciently, where the Hfgifter mentions the Grand Feafe 
to be held at Wiruifor, beyond the Day of St. George , 'tis 
obfchablc upon Calculation, chat Eafter Day, in rbofe 
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Cempanim of our mofl Noble Order, fof the more Convenience 
of his Inftallation, We have thought fit to defer the Feaft cf 
St . George, &c. 

But in the Commiflions of Prorogation of the Grand 
Feaft, i^th February 9 19 Cir. I. the Place appointed for 
Celebrationis omitted, which Defedt we find irf the above* 
mentioned Precedent alfo ; yet afterwards that material 
Part came to be inferred, and firft ot all in that Commif- 
fion of the i 6 th February, 14 Car. I. where the Place, be- 
ing the City of Toth is put into the Body of the Com- 
miffion, And when the Civil War drew on, and the So- 
vereign could not well afeertain any Place, then the 
Grand Feaft was appointed to be kept at any fucK Place 
as, on a nearer View, fliould feem convenient ; afterwards 
it vary'd fomething, and came to be inferred thu s^lVhere- 
foever We /hall then be $ or thus, at fucb Places as We JkalL 
timely appoint. 

The molt ordinary courfe, preparatory to the ifliiing. 
fuch Commiflions of Prorogation, has been by the Sove- 
reign s Declaration in Chapter , or otherwife the Significa- 
tion of his Pleafure to the Chancellor of tbe Order at any 
other Time, who thereupon drew up the Commiflion, 
and prefented it to the Sovereign for his Sign Manual, 
and then affixed thereto the great Seal of the Order. But 
where the Chancellor was not at Hand to receive the So- 
vereign s Commands, in this Cafe it was convey'd to him 
by fome other Hand, with command to fummon the 
Knigbts-Companions and Officers accordingly. For (b it 
was done to Sir Francis Windeban( r Knt. Secretary of 
State, by his Letter to Sir Thomas Rowe, 13 Car . I. for Pro- 
rogation of the Grand Feaft. 

And as all the preceeding Adjournments of the Grand 
Feaft. have been cither decreed in Chapter 9 ordire&ed im- 
mediately from the Sovereign ; fo there is a Precedent 
where the Lieutenant has been impowered to prorogue 
the fame ; yet to the Time and Place appointed by the 
Sovereign, and inferted in the Commiflion of Lieutenancy: 
And this was in a Commiflion, I Jac. J. dire&ed to Charles^ 
Earl of Nottingham.

S io. Though the Prorogations of the Grand Feaft 
have been occafionatly made ufe of on the aforefaid im- 
portant Reafons, yet no fuch Adjournment or Prorogation 
i* legally to be iidarged beyond St. George % Day enuring ; 
becaufe once within the compafs of every Year, the Grand 
Feaft ought to be folemniz’d ; for fo it was ordained 
by the Statutes at the Inftitution pf the Order, and con- 
firmed likewife by the fucceeding Statutes. And when 
our Hiftortans take notice of the Grand Feaft, they (peak 
of the fame thing, that it ought Annually to be perform- 
ed 5 whence it is frequently called in the Rogifters, An - 
nua Feftivitatis , folemnitas annua t celebrstas annua, and 
the like. 

Of late Times, an Octafion happen’d that brought tbu 
of the Statutes , into a foletnn Debate in Chapter , which, 
for the Refirft thereof, became very remarkaole. 

jit a Chapter held at White-Hall, id Februi 
ary, 1640# 

The Sovereign propos'd to the Knights*Companions, that 
having prorogued the Celebration of St. George r Feaft front 
time to time , to the ift, id, and 3d of March, fo near Ltnt f 
that if the Feaft were not held on thefe Days, it could not 
be done within the compafs of that Tear; becaufe the 13d of 
April, for the next Year y did fall on Good-Friday, and fo 
confeque fitly muft have been kept in Lent this Year . or not at 
all; and confidering the great and important Affairs of the 
Parliament , he moved the QjueftSon , whether , if there were 
no Feaft kept this Year , it would be any Bletnifh to the Ho* 
nour of the Order ? And whether he might not difpence with 
the Statute, and defer it till next Year ? They all confcjfed 
the Sovereigns difpenfing Power ; yet fonte of the Knights 
feeing from the Inftitution to that Time, no Precedent 
was found where the Grand Feaft had been wholly omitted , 
but that fame of the Sovereigns ^ even tbougft engaged in War 
beyond Sea , either folemnifd the Feaft in their own Pre+

fence , or by CommtJJion in England, which was averted by 
the Chancellor to be both the fundamental and confiant Pra- 
8ice,) humbly bcfonght the Sovereign not to begin to make 
any Breach in the confiant Order, fo long and uninterrupt • 
edly continued. Whereupon it was refold'd, by general Vote, 
that the Feaft fhould be celebrated on the aforefaid Days cf 
Prorogation. 

By which Determination it fufficiently appears, of what 
Moment the Sovereign and Knights-Qompanions then con- 
ceiv'd it to the Honour of the Order , to follow the Sta- 
tutes, for the Celebration of the Grand Feaft once every 
Year. Befides, it is obfervable, that it was not thought 
expedient to be difpens’d with, even on the moft pf effing 
ana important OccaGons. But rather than the Statutes 
(hould fuffer any Violation, the Feaft was then lolemniz'd, 
tho* they were fo ftraiten’d, in point of time, as not to 
have above two Days to make Preparation for it. 

And though indeed, oh the breaking out of the unhappy 
Civil War, the Sovereign was oblig'd to defer the Solem- 
nity from Year to Year, it was not to be look'd on as any 
Precedent; and on the Reftauration of King Charles II. it 
renew'd its former Order.

Of Letters giving Notice of the Time and Place . 

§ *• \ Mong many other things which areneceffarj 
to be prepar'd beforehand ; the firft of Courfc 
is, the Letters direded to all the Knights - 
Companions and Officers of the Order, refident within the 
Kingdom, to give them Notice of the Time and Place, 
when and where the Feaft is to be held. (2.) Letters of 
Difpenfation to fuch Knights, as the Sovereign fhall plcafe 
to excufe from their Attendance at the Feaft, (3.) Com- 

millions 
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.millions of Lieutenancy, (or fometimes of Affiftancej 
when the Sovereign cannot perfonally folemiiize the fanje 
(4.) Warrants for the Removal of Atchievements, if there 
oe then Occafion. (5.) Bfcuufheons and Stiles, to be fet 
on the back of each ftnigbt-Copipanions Stall, if the Feaft 
be held elfewhere than at Windfar. (6 ) The Chappel to 
be decently adorn'd. (7.) The great Hall, or other 
Place, for the Grand Dinner, to be prepar’d, and very 
nobly fumifti’d. (8.) And laftly. Officers to be appointed, 
befides thofe of the Order of Arms, who are to give pecu- 
liar Attendance on the Sovereign, at this Grand Solem- 


nity. 

As to the firft of thefe Points, the Chancellor is to ar- 
tend the Sovereign fome convenient Time before the ap- 
proach of St* George $ Day, to learn his Pleafijre therein, 
and whether he is inclined to Prorogue the Day, 

If the Sovereign be inclin’d to a Prorogation, then the 
Chancellor is to draw up a Commiffion for that purpole. 
After this. Letters iffu’d out anciently under the Sove- 
reign s Sign Manual, both to his Lieutenant, when he 
holds not the Feaft perfonally, and the Kjiigbts-Compuni- 
ons, giving them notice of the Time and Place $ but of late 
the Chancellor hath been appointed to difpatch thefe Let* 
ters in his own Name. 

But whether the Feaft be held upon St. Georges Day, 
or any other, by Prorogation, the Sovereign's Pleafure 
was ufually known (o long before the appointed Time, 
that thefe circular Letters iffu’d out foonetimes two, 
three, four, five, or fix Months, before the affign’d Day. 
And in Cafes where there has been farther Prorogations, 
Care has been taken (o iffue out new Commifiions, in the 
like convenient Tfime, before the old were expir'd ; as 
may be obferv’d by what has gone beforp $ that fo thofe . 
Kjiights Companions, who are moft remote from Courr, 
may have fufficientTime to prepare , either for Attendance, 
or. on juft Occafion, to apply themfelves to the Sovereign, 
for Letters of Difpenfation for Abfence: And farther, that 
the abfent Knights may thereby take notice of the Day 
fee, becaufe fuch arc oblig'd to hold the Feaft in their* 
own Houfes, at the fame Time. 

Befides the Letters dire&ed to the Knigbts-Compamoni; 
the Chancellor is like wife to write his Letters to each of 
the Officers of the Order , to give them the like notice* 
f Ee ? Of 
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Of Difpenfatiens for not attending the Grand Feaft. 

§ 2. It having been complained of by the Chancellor 
of the Order , and taker) notice of by the Sovereign and 
JQiightrCompanions, in a Chapter held at the Celebration 
of the Grand Feaft, 13 Car . I: at White-kail 

Thai cf late Tears, divers Kni g hr s-Com panions had ne* 
gleftet[ both their Attendance on the Sovereign at the Fcaji 
of St . George, or to fend, under their Seals of Arms , their 
fr oh able Excufes , and Petitions for Licence and Difpenjation, 
contrary to the moft ancient Statutes, and their Duty. 

It was therefore, among many other things, decreed, 
“That for the future , every Kjtigbt of the Order fioould he 
bound to attend on the ufual Days , $r fuch as foould be aft> 
figned by Prorogation : But in Cafe of Sicknefs, or other 
important Buhnefs to retard them, they (bou'd, under 
their Seals of Arms to the Chancellor, fignify the Rea-; 
fons for requiring a Difpenfaticn for their Ablence, twen* 
ty Pa} s at leaft before the ufual, or affigned Time, to 
be prefented by him to the Sovereign ; ana on Neglcdt of 
fo doing, except in fudden Accidents, (hould not be ex* 
cufcd, but incur the Penalty of the Statutes • 

And it is evident, that this way of enjoining the Kjiigbts- 
Companions to fend rhe Reafon that prevented their Atten- 
dance, under their Seals, has been very ancient; for the 
Blac^Bool^ records an Order in Chapter, held at a General 
Feaft, 1 ken. VI. to this very Purpofe; and enjoin’d far- 
ther, T hat when fuch abfent Kjtigbrs were prefent at the 
next Feaft , they ftsould be oblig'd to give the Beafcn why they 
foould not incur the Penalty of their former Abjence, fince the 
Statures enjoin it. 

‘ In Purfuance of the beforementioned Decree, Sir Tho - 
fnas J^Tve, then Chancellor, added to thofe his Letters, 
dated lS May," 1637, and diredfed to the Kjiigbts-Ccm- 
p anions, under the Seal of the Order, this following Poft- 
. feripr. 

Acoordit?% to two Acts made in Chapter, in the Prefence 
cf the Sovereign , 1 8 , April, 1637* concerning the Negleft cf 
the Knights-Ccmpanions, in their Attendance upon his Ma~ 
jefty at the Feaft of St % George, and a Command exprefly re - 
cciv'd to ftgnify Jo much to your J-ordftrip; I have the true 
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Copits of the ABs themfelves , it being refolvd, in Ckfe of 
OmiJJion of your lawful and timely Excufe , under your Seal 
of Arms , and in Occafion of Ab fence , in keeping the Solemn 
nit yin your own Ho ufe, that no Difpenfation JhaU be given , 
but your Lordlhip JhaU incur the Penalties of the ancient 
Statutes ; which are, That you [hall not be permitted to the 
Chapter, nor to your Seat, the next Tear ; but JhaU /land 
before it, as do the Cboirifters : In Proceffion then you (had 
go before , and not in your Place among the Kjiigbts, and 
JhaU Offer left $ and that this Penance being done, you 
/had come before the Seat of the Sovereign, and ask, Abfolu - 
tion : But if two Years fuccefftvely your .Lord fh ip (hall omit 
your Attendance , or timely Suit for Diffenfation , you JhaU 
pay twenty Mark}, and that Sum to be doubled for every 
Year of fuch OmiJJion , till you are reconciled, and pardon d 
by the Sovereign, whereof l befeech jour Lordlhip to take 
Knowledge. 

- .It afterwards appears, by an Order paft in Chapter, 

<ytb OBober, 15 C or. I. that this early Notice to be given 
from fuch of the Knight sCompanions as, upon the Reafons 
already mention’d, Ihould be abfent, was defign'd chiefly 
in Eavour of the Officers of the Sovereigns HoufholJ, 
who, by knowing in due Time who Ihould be abfenr, 

?md who not, might make timely and certain Provifion 
for the Feaft. 

Upon Notice fent by the Chancellor, to the J Kpightt- 
Companions , as aforefaid, if any of them (hould happen to 
be any way indifpes'd, or have other lawful Excufe for 
not repairing to Court, and attending the Feaft, they may 
acquaint the Chancellor therewith, whofe Duty it is to 
reprefent it to the Sovereign, and thereon to procure his 
Letters of Difpenfation for their Abfence, if the Sovereign 
confents. 

Which Letters are to be convey'd by Garter, or carry 'd 
by whomfoever he (hall appoint ; for which there was a 
Fee by the Mile allowed him, bv the following Order, 
paft at a Meeting held by the Kjiigbts-Ccmmijftoners, for 
regulating Points relating to the Order , 13 Car. I. 

Whereas it having anciently keen the Office of Garter, 
King of Arms, to differ fe and fend Letters of Prorogation , 
Diffenfktiorr , and other Commands of the Sovereign, to the 
abjent Kjiigbts, which. in many Cafes muft be chargeable, it 
was this Day order'd, That if he fbculd fend any AB of 
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Favour or Difpenfiation to any Knight, abfient from his Ma- 
jeftyS Court, or four Miles from the City of London, he to 
whom fitch Dijpenfation J hould he font, fhould pay his Ser- 
vant pr Mejfenger , for every Days Trowel, as much as is at- 
low'd and paid any other Mejfenger s of his Majefiy's Hots fit 
or Chamber .

Of Commifms of Lieutenancy! 

^$3. Touching the third particular, and preparing Corn- 
millions of Lieutenancy, in fuch Cafes where the Sove- 
reign cannot perfonally celebrate rhe Feaft ; as atfo Com- 
miffions for thofe whom he thinks fit tp appoint for his 
jjffiftants, the Reader is referr'd to the Head in rhe next 
Chapter, under which there is an Account of configuring a 
Lieutenant ; and here only obferve, that the Chancellor is 
to draw ap thefe Ccmmiffions, and attend the Sovereign 
for his Hind, and after to pafs them under the Great Seal 
of the Order . 

Warrant for the Removal of Achievements* 

§ 4. If there be Ocqafion for Removal of any of the 
Knights- Ccvnoanions Achievements, at the Grand Feaft, 
which indeea has feldom happen'd, unlefs an Inftallation 
were celebrated at the fame time, then does the Chan- 
cellor obtain the Sovereign's Warrant, directed to barter, 
for the Performance thereof: But of this we have already 
faid fufficient, under the Head of Preparation* made for

$ 5. Heretofore, when the- Celebrations of Sr. Gevj>t* 
Q.ij were kept at any ctfier Plate befides f&frhifbr^ 
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it was thought moft neceflary to provide large Paper EC* 
cwcheom; wherein were Marlhalled the Arms and Quar- 
ter ing< of the Sovereign, and each Knsgbt-Cemfensen, is 
Metal and Colour, encompafs'd with a Garter ; and there* 
on Crowns, Caps, or Coronets, peculiar to each DigoitV, 
with their Soles and Titles fairly printed underneath, 
(but without Crefts or Supporters,) to be fet oo the Back* 
fide of their Stalls, on the Eve of the Feaft : . But the So- 
vereign’s Arms were impaled with thofe of St. Geerge, over 
which an imperial Crown was plac’d, and rhefe, (in De- 
fed of the Plates and Banners, fet over their Suits, in the 
Choir of St. George’s Chaff *1 at IVindfor,) did ferve for 
Directions for the Kjtights-Comf anions, that, by the view of 
them, they ought the more readily and certainly know 
their proper Stalls. 

We have not met with any Memorial of this Ufage, 
that reacheth higher than Anno zi Hen. VII. when the 
Sovereign, holding the Day of St. George at Cambridge, 
Kings Colege Cbafftl was fumi(h*d with Efcmcheons of 
the K.n*ghts-Comf anions Arms; but to ihew the Ufe was 
ancient, there is this Note pet into the Memorial, [as was 
Yearly accuftomcd,] Anno ax Hess. VIII. the Sovereign 
being at IVindfor on the Eve-of St.- George, appointed too 
Service of the Church to be celebrated in njs ChappeJ, 
in the upper Qjiadrangle of iVindfor Caftl*} and there 
being prefeot with him cbirteen K**gbts-Cemf*m*ns, each 
of them had fet over their Heads an Efcuicneon of their 
Arms. ..... 

This Manner the Stalls were afterwards folemnly efta- 
blilh'd, and enlarged m abfent Knights, by an Order of 
Chaffer, held at Greenwich, Anno 3 Edward VI. wherein 
the Sovereign and Knight s-Ctmpanions agreed, • that from 
thenceforth every Stall, upon St. Georges Bee, (hould have 
an Efcutcbeon of the Arms of them which are abfent, as 
well as thole chat were prefent, at their feteral Cofts and 
Charges: 

But this cannot be underftood of the Stalls fimate in 
the Chappel of St. Geerg* at iVindfor ; for befides, that 
we have met with no ancient Account of any fuch Cuftotn 
in that Place, we find a Memorial, rather implying the 
contrary j when Qjieen Elizabeth, in the fixth Year of her 
Reign, .held the Feaft of St. Georg* upon its proper Day, 
at IVindfor Cafil* j namely, that there was .no Elcut-

chedns of the Kjtiglts-Conrpanions Arms fer up there, but 
only the Plates ; and Without all doubt, had it been the 
Ufage to fix Efcutcheons in the Choir of that Chappel, as 
at 'other Places they would not it that time elpecially 
hive been omitted ; becaufe then the Sovereign appear'd 
upoft an extraordinary Ocrafion, and where mahy things 
were added to heighten the Glory of that Grand Fcaft, 
by Reafon the Peace between England and France was to 
bi 'prodaitned at this Feftival, in the Prefence of the French 
Afnbaflador, and was accordingly done with great So* 
khmity on St. George's Day in the Morning, at the Eaft- 
Entrance in the lower Ward of the Gaftle, at the top Of 
the Hill towards St. Georges Cbappel § and to which 
Place the Sovereign, in her whole Habit of the Order, (the 
fteneB Antbilfador being near her,) with the five Officers 

the Order, and KjHghts-Companions before her, and be- 
fore them the Officers of Arms and Trumpets, proceeding 
in a (lately and well order'd Cavalcade ; and after Cla- 
nmettx, King of Arms, had ended the Proclamation, they 
conumi’d the Proceeding thence to the Chappel, in the 
fame Stale and Oder. 

: As to the Pra«£lkc and conftant Ufage of fetting up EC* 
tufcheohsof Arms, fince Anne 3 Edvard Vj. and ar fiich 
time as St, George's Day was held elfewbere than at Wind- 
for, we have feen Variety of Teftimonics. 

The Care of ordering and providing of which belong'd 
to Garter ; but the Sovereign of the Order was at the 
Cfiarge, (notwichftanding the find Order, Atone 3 Edw . VI.) 
which heretofore we fee was paid out of the Trcafury in 
the Exchequer 1 and fince the Eftablifhmenc of 1200 /. 
jar Annum 9 {fettled by the late Sovereign King Charles I. 
rodifeharge the ordinary and extraordinary Expences of 
the Order,) the Allowance iflu'd thence, and was paid by 
khe Chancellor of rhe Order 5 but pow the Charge is placa 
upon Garter , he having an Allowance therefore included 
in thfe Augmentation of his Penfion, Anno 1 5 Car . II. 

We find Privy Seals to have ifliiM as high aS the fif- 
teenth of Queen Elizabeth; for the Annual Allowance of 
for Efcutchecns imploy'd for the Ufe aforefaid, and 
that the Price fome time before was about that rate 5 for 
the three and twenty Efcutcfiedns, provided againft Sr. 
George's Feaft, Anno 1 aud* % Phil. and Mar . came' to 6 /•

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lowing Year, 61. ns. and 3 d. lomc Differences then 
io being in the Work, which enhanc’d the Price, vi%. thofe 
provided for Princes, ac 6 t. and 8 d. a Piece, and each of 
the reft at s *• 

The Sovereign, the Prince of Wales, and Stranger 
Kings and Princes, have accuftomably had, at jhefe 
Times, Majefty Efcmcheons fet up oyer eath of their Stalls; 
tut the reft of the Kytigbts- Companions, Lodging Efcut- 
cheons only ; and we have feen an Account of feme Ma- 
jefty Efcutcheons prepar’d for every St. Georges Feaft, 
from 1619, to 1619; to wit, one for the Sovereign, 
another for the Kiog of Denmark a third for the Prince 
of Wales, and a fourth for Frederick, Count Palatine of 
the J{hine, at 6 s % and 8 4 * a piece ; but fo many Kjiigbet r 
Companions as attended the Sovereign at thofe Feafts, had 
each a Lodging Efcutcheon, at 2 s. and 6 <4 

From the Marfhalling of Arms, quarter’d in the 
Kjiights-Companions Efcutcheons, and ordering tbeir Stiles, 
(printed always in French) there are feveral things no lefs 
lifeful than worthy of Obfervation $ for, firft, though the 
plates of Arms and Quarterings, fix’d in each Kjiigbs • 
Companions Stall at PPindfor, continue there without Al* 
ipratiori, or very feldom chang’d from that Order where- 
in they were Marlhall’d at that*Timeof their Inftallationj 
yet thefe Efcutcheons and Stiles Annually fet up, do ad- 
mit of frequent Alteration# as there is Occafion ; either 
by adding more Qparterings, altering the Stiles, or amendr 
ing any thing that is amifs. 

For Inftance : Whereas the Duke of Savoy, before 5 
Eli%. bore Gules a crtji Argent, it was then alter’d into five 
Coats ; that is to fay, in the firft Quarter, Wejlphalia , Saxe - 
Moaerne and Angria 5 in the fecond fihablais; in the third, 
Aoufte , and the fourth as the firft j and over all, in the 
middle, the aforefaid Efcutcheon of Savoy . 

When the Lord Hunfdon was inftall’d. Anno 3 EU\. 
he bad twelve Coats of Arms, thus Marlhall’d in his 
Plate ; four, four, and four ; >the firft Carey, the fecond 
Spencer , the third Somerfet , the fourth Bullen, the fifth 
Ormond , the lixth Hoo, the feventh Rgchford, the eighth. 
Seyntomer 9 the ninth Maintains, the tenth Wicbingbam , 
the eleventh Sr. Leger, and the twelfth Hangford ; but 
Anno 7 Eli% bis Efcutcheon receiv’d an Addition of four 
ether Coats, vt\. Beucbamp , Warwick Berkley, and G<r- 
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rard, and they were inferted next to Somerfet , the third 
Coat in this (aid Place. 

But on the contrary, where Ambrofe , Earl of Warwick* 
had twenty one Coats put into his Plate, Anno 5 £//{• 
and they Marihall’d in this Order, five, five, five, and fix ; 
namely, firft Sutton, lecond PaganeB, third Grey of Bp- 
. thin* fourth Hafttngs , fifth Quincy, fixth Malpas, feventh 
Somerj , eighth Valence , ninth Talbott, tenth Warwick e- 
leventh Beauchamp, twelfth Berkley , thirteenth Lifle , four- 
teenth Gerard, fifteenth Guilford, fixteenth Houlden , feven- 
ceenth Wr/fr, eighteenth and nineteenth Quarterly de la Ware 
and Cantflupe , twentieth Mortimere of Wigmore, and twen- 
ty one Greely ; at the Feaft of St. George held at Wbite- 
Hal , ^»ne 9 £/*{. his Efcutcheon contain'd bnt fixteen ; 

four, four, four, and four $ namely, firft Sutton , fecond 
PaganeB, third Somery, fourth Mai pit, fifth Grey of Hut bin, 
fixth Haflingt, feventh Valence, eighth Ferrers, ninth Quin- 
cefi, tenth Chefter, eleventh Talbott , twelfth Beauchamp, 
thirteenth Warwick, fourteenth Berkley, fifteenth Gerard, 
fixteenth Life: So that there were (even Coats taken out 
of the former ; namely, Guilford, Bolden, Weft, de la Ware 
and Casuilupe, Quarterly Mortimere and Greely, and two ad- 
ded, vi%. Ferrers and Chefter * 

But the greateft and frequenteft Variations are in the 
Stiles and Titles of Honour, fet under the Efcutcheons, 
and thefe relate unto, and are occafioned principally from 
riieir attaining or resigning of Offices or Dignities. 

We find that the Stile let under the Efcutcheon of Fer- 
Ainand the Emperor, at St. George’s Feaft, Anno 1 and 1 
Phil, and Mar. was as followeth.

But Anno 5 FJi%. in the faid Emperor’s Stile, the Titles 
of King of Hungary and Bohemia were left out ; becaufe 
Maximilian his Son had a Jittle before obtain’d both thofe 
Kingdoms." 

In the Reign of Qacen Rfi^beth, the Stiles of Philip , 
King of Spain, who, while Queen Mary lived, was Co- 
Sovereign of this molt Noble Order, fun thus :

The Inftances relating to nights-SubjeSs are very many ; 
here having been almoft every Year iome Additions, dr 
Otniffions. 

In the Duke of Norfcl^s Stile, Anno 3 £/iV. the Lieu- 
ienantfhip of the North was omitted. In the Earl of 
tand*$, at the fame Feaft, Prefident of the Council in the 
Council in the North, was added. The Marquife of Win- 
ckefter caus’d the Title of Baron St.John to be omitted, 
becaufe his eldeft Son bore that Title, and was a Baron of 
Parliament* 

It may be further obferved, that a Stranger ele& (hav- 
ing receiv’d the Habit and Enfigns of the Order,) hath been 
allow’d the Honour of having an Efcutcheon of his Arms 
let on the back of that Stall defign’d for him, notwith- 
ftanding he has not been inftall’d. 

Of Adorning the Chappel . 

$ 6 . The Chappel where divine Service is celebrated, 
at the Time of the Grand Feaft ; whether it be that of 
6t. George's at Windfbr , or eifewhere, as the Sovereign is 
pleas’d, hath at all Times been adorn’d with rich Ftutii* 
ture ; the Care and Overfight whefeof at Windfor , is com- 
mitted to the Dean of the College, but at other Places, to 
the Dean of the Chappel. • 

The Altar , by the Gift of pious Benefa&ori, wa$ 
adorned with Veflels, fumptuous both for their Materials 
and Workmanftiip j but temp. Hen . VIII. and Edw. VI. 
moft of them weredifpos'a of, fo that King James L* 
caking notice that very little Plate, and other Ornaments, 
were belonging to the Chappel, was pleas’d to make 
fome Provifion for the adorning thereof, which was at 

length 
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length effe&ed by the free Contributions of the Knightg 
tbemfelves. 

For at a Chapter held at Woite^HaB, 16 Joe. I. it was 
decreed, that every Kjught-Companion fhould give to the 
Ufe of the Altar , in the (aid Chappel, a piece of Plate of 
the Value of xo /. at the leaft. 

This Decree was confirm’d. Anno 6 Car. I. the Dean and 
, Canpns of tffinifir being itftpower’d to demand and re- 
ceive the Sums of Money, as above, which they were to 
beffcow in Plate for the U fe of the Altar ; and accordingly 
they agreed for the Quantity of Plate hereafter mention’d, 
which was deliver’d, Anno 1637, vi%*

But to make fome farther Addition to the Glory of this 
Altar , King Charles II. at the time of his InJlaUation , 
offer’d two large gilt Water-pots, weighing 387 Ounces 
ten Peny Weight, amounting, by the excellent Workman* 
(hip, to i2 u the Ounce, and to the Sum of 232/, 10 s. 
Some facrcd Ceremonies were perform’d at the Confecra- 
tion of this Plate, not very neceffary to befpoke of here. 
But all thefe, with the other Goods and Monuments be- 
longing to the King's free Chappel and Treafury at Wind? 
fir, were rifl’d and taken away by the Parliament Army. 
King Charles II. therefore, after the Reftauration, Anm 
1667, by theConfent of the Kjiigbts-Comf anions, did levy 
and collet, and by his own Bounty fumifli’d the Chappel 
again with the following Plate : 

A Pair of gilt Flaggons , bought with Money colc&cd from 
the Knights-Companions, 150 Ounces.

CAP. XX. 

The Order of the Ceremonies on the Evi 
of the Grand Feajl. 

Of the beginning of the Grand Feajl. 

S l * rri H E Celebration bf the Grand Feafh with the 
1 Ceremonies, devis’d to fet forth and illuftrate 
the Glory thereof, hath been worthy "the ob- 
fervation of the firft Infticutor, and all fucceeding Sove- v 
reigns ; well knowing that what is once (lightly objerv’d 
will foon fall into difefteem, if not into contempt. Thece-* 
fore they have been very particular to the Dayy the Hour* 

F f and 
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and die Place, where the Sovereign and IfyigbH-CoM- 
famoms are to meet. 

As to the fi tft, although St. George's Dot (or fnch other 
Day as the Sovereign (hall pleate to nominate and appoint, 
by Prorogation in lieu thereof,) be the Principal and 
Grand Day of the Feaft, yet the Eve of that Day does 
the Feaft cake Commencement, and determines not till 
the third Day following ; the whole Solemnity taking 
up three Days indufively. 

And this is clear from feveral Articles of the Statutes , 
wherein the courfe of the Ceremonies to be obferv’d at 
the Grand Solemnity are fet down ; whether obferved, 
on the Eve, the Feaft-Day, or the Morrow after : And 
thefe three Days together did the Sovereign hold the 
Grand Feaft, whether they perfonally celebrated the fame, 
or deputed other of the Knigbts-Ccmpanions to that Eih- 
ployment, the caufe of the Commiflions of Deputation 
limitting their Power either in general, during the time of, 
the Feaft 5 or in particular, upon the Day of Sc. George 
the Day, and that following, vi%. the laft Day of the 
Feaft. In like manner, when in fucceeding Times, Com- 
miflions of Prorogation of the Grand Rea ft were made 
ufe of, we find the three Days continuance of the 
Feaft to be particularly mentioned in the Body of 
thofe Commiffions ; Namely, the Day wherein, by fuch 
Appointment, the Feaft was to begin, the Grand Day it 
felt. and the Day whereon it ended. 

The Dire&ions given in the Statutes , for the Order and 
Courfe of this Solemnity, to begin with the Eve, run 
thus: Every Year upon St. George's Eve , (hall be an Af- 
fembly, or Meeting of all the Kjiights-C empanions of the 
Order f at Wtndfor Caftlc 9 &c. and the fame is pofitively 
enjoined by all the other Bodies of the Statutes . 

And as the Grand Feaft is generally faid to Commence in 
Vigiiia SanBi GeorgU , or as it is otherwife expreft in the 
BlackjBoob in Vigiiia in future celebratis , or, Vigiliis 
Divi G cor gii y or in Vigiiia Fefti. So has the time of this 
proceeding Dty feveral ocher Denominations given it 
in the fame ftegtfler, Vejper ante Diem SanBi Georgii ; 
inVefperiis Gcorgianis, in Vefperiis Fefti, in Vejper its Com - 
mitionem 5 and at Other times, pridie Divi Georgii , pttdie 
Georgian <e Solemnitatis, pridie Fefti , pridie hr i arum Divi 
Georgii , and fomerimes per vigiiia , and laflly in plain 

Englifk , 
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Bnglifb, Sc. Gtargt's Eve j all which fignify one and thd 
fame thing, ana are but various Names given to the 
Evening of the Day foregoing either that of St. George, 
or that whereon the Grand Feaft is appointed to be held 
by Prorogation. 

Thus we fee that the Founder began his Solemnity 
upon the Eve of the Feaft Day ; which doubtlefs was in 
conformity to the Cuftom of the Church, who made the 
Vigils and Eves part of the enfuing Feftivais, and as 
Uihers to the Grand Solemnities. 

As the Eve was appointed by the Founder for the 
Commencement of the Anniverfory of the Grand Feaft, 
fo to make the time more certain, the Statutes eyprefs the 
exacft Hour of meeting for beginning the Solemnities, 
to be at the Hour of Tierce, which in many 0{ther Places 
is called, Hora T ertiarum. But this leaned not fuficienc 
to exprefs clear enough the meaning of a Law, where a 
Penalty was enjoined, and therefore at a Chapter held at 
tVindJor, 17 Edw. IV. a letup' e anting among the Kjtigbtf 
Companions, concerning the Words Hera Tertiarum, whe* 
ther they were intended to mean three in the Afternoon, 
or at the Hour of the Church, generally ufed after. 
Prime Noon before ; and fixed it to the latter. 

The ftegifirum Chartaceum Records the fame Expla- 
nation of the Words } and to let us fee that 'twas imme- 
diately put in Pra&ice, it is there entered with the Names 
of thofe Krughts-Cotnpanions ptefent with the Sovereign, 
both in the Morning and Evening of the fame Day. 

Another Inftance of which there is, 3 Hen . VII. on 
the Eve of the Grand Feaft, held by Prorogation at 
PVindfor, where the Sovereign, in regard of the arrival of 
feveral Ambafladors, put off the ufual Chapter till Noon 3 
whence it is evident, that the Cuftom at this time was 
likewife to begin the Solemnity in the Morning. 

But notwithftanding the faid Decree of King Edw, IV. 
we find it Anno 1 1 Hen. VIII. to be meant and intende 4 
for three <in the Afternoon. And when King Henry VIII. 
came to Model the Statutes of the Order, in two feveral 
Articles, he declares and expounds the Hora Tertia, (which 
the Englifb Verfion of thofe Statsites renders the Hour of 
Tierce,) to be the Hora Tertia p»Ji Mtrediem, three in the 
Afternoon ; and in another Article of the lame Statutes , 
Hora Tertiarum, id eft, Hora Tertiarum foft Mtrediem i 
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ard el le where, Hora Tertsa Vefpertina vel Pomeridiana $ 
which Hour, as it was then fettled to be the pun&ual 
time for the K**igbts-C ompanions meeting, to enter on the 
Solemnity of the Feaft, fo has it ever finee continued un- 
altered, and ufually obferved. 

The Place of Affembly for the Sovereign tndKpights* 
CompanioHs , bath ulually beeninfuchof the Sovereign's 
Privy Lodgings, both at Windfor, or elfcwhere, as he 
hath appointed ; frequently in the Privy, Withdrawing, 
or Bed Chambers: To this appointed Place the Knights* 
Companions repair, to give their Attendance on the Sove- 
reign, having firft invetted tbemfelves in full Robes, 
either in their own Lodgings, or fome convenient Room 
at Court, where Gkrter is to attend them, with notice of 
the approaching Hour. 

’ The Knights-C ompanions being come to the Sovereign, 
as likewife the Officers of the Order, habited in their 
Mantles , and bearing in their Hands the Symbols of rbeir 
feveral Offices, they wait the Sovereign’s being vefted in 
his Robes, till he pafTes into the Prefence Chamber, 
or give beginning to the Feaft, by opening the Chapter at 
their meeting, before he goes thither.* 

Abcut the fame time, the Provincial Kings, Heralds, 
and Purfuivants , wearing their Coats of the Sovereigns 
Arms ; lo alfo the Band of Penfioners, armed with their 
Pole Axes, Affemble in the Prefence Chamber ; but the 
Prebends of the College, vefted in their Taftaty Mantles 
over their Surplices, and Alms-Kp*gbts in their Mantles 
and Surcoats, come no nearer than the Guard Chamber. 

Laftiy, The Servants and Attendants of the Kpigbts -Com- 
panions meet without the Guard Chamber Door, whence 
foreading themfelves down the Stairs, through the Stone 
Gallery, into the upper Ward of the Caftle, or as far as 
their Number will reach, all wait the Sovereign’s coming 
forth into the Prefence. 

It will be neceflaty here to inform the Reader, in re- 
gard not only the Feaft Day of St. George, but the 
•Grand Feaft held in Honour of the Order, hath been kept 
. in feveral other Places befides Winttfbr Caftle, more par- 
ticularly, at White-Hail, St. James's, Greenwich , and Tork^ ; 
that there are many Ceremonies, ahd other Particulars here- 
after named, which alter not with the Place, but apper- 
tain to the Fcftival, and are therefore to be observed every 
* ' * . * where 
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where alike ; as for inftance, the form of Proceeding,' 
the manner of holding Chapters, the Ceremony of Of- 
fering Gold and Silver, Swearing of Officers, and fuch 
like : But others there are, which are precifely local and 
particular, as the Prebends and. Alms-Kjiights going in 
the Proceeding, the Offering up of Atchievements, £#c. 
to Windfor only. 

Since the withdrawing the Grand Feaft from TVindfor, 
fome of the Officers of Arms, curious in the Observa- 
tion of thefe Solemnities, performed in other Places, have 
afforded us great Plenty of Memorials, relating to the ce- 
remonious Part thereof, while the fame was continued 
at PPitidfor; and therefore, when the true Place where the 
Inftance lies, (hall be alfo cited, the Reader is not to con- 
clude that the Precedent urged doth not full enough an- 
swer the Purpofe, unlefs it had been likewife fetched 
from tPSndfor. But that in this cafe, the Ceremony or 
Example is focb, as is peculiar to the Feaft, not the Place, 
and ought to be obferved without alteration at any Place, 
where the Sovereign (hall keep the Grand Feaft. 

Of fitting the Proceeding in Order . 

$ 1. In T nies paft, the Kjiights-Comp anions appeared 
at the Grand Feaft, attended with a numerous Train of 
Servants and other Dependents ; but the Feaft having re- 
moved from PPindfor to other Places, much of this anci- 
CDt Splendor was laid afide ; yet upon King James I. Ac- 
ceflion to the Crown, fomewhat of this Glory began to 
revive ; for we find it entered upon the Ppgifter, in the 
fourth of his Reign ; That the ancient Cuftom, which for fome 
fears had been intermitted , wherein , at the Solemnity of 
this Feaft, all the Knights-Companions were wont to go at- 
tended , each with a large Train , was recalled and brought 
back, into ufe. 

But this heighth of Gallantry and Splendor in the Num- 
ber of Attendants, and richnefs of their Apparel, within ' 
ten Years grew up to fuch I^xcef^ or rather Exorbitancy, 
that it required a reftraint ; wherefore the Sovereign, by 
the unanimous Advice of the Kjiighty-Qomp anions, Decreed, 
and Commanded, That every one of the Kniglus-Compa- 
pions of the Order, fto:uld have to attend upon his Pcrftn 
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Ut the yearly Solemnisation of the Feafl of the Order, fifty 
Perfens, and no more : The reafon whereof we find elfe- 
where noted to be, for faring of Charge, and avoiding of 
Emulation. But in the beginning of King Charles I. 
Reign, of ever Bleffed Memory, the gallantry of Attend* 
ants began again to Increafe and Augment ; infomuch 
that at the Grand Feaft held at White-Hall, the nd, 13d, 
and 24th of April , Anno % Car. I. we find it obferved, 
that the Knigbts-Companions came forth Attended, each 
with a Train of Servaats very richly clad. 

But to return and enter upon the Proceeding, to the end 
the Servants and Attendants of the Knights Companions 
may be exa&ly Marfhalled, the Ulher of the Hall (whole 
Duty it is to rank them) ought to .call for a Lilt from Gar- 
ter, of fuch Kpights- Companions as are to be prelent at 
the Grand Feaft, noted with their feveral Places in the 
Proceeding, for his better Directions in affigning the At- 
tendants their due Places, the Order whereof is thus : Firft, 
the Junior Knights-Artendants proceed one before ano- 
ther, on the left Hand, upon whofe right Hand the fe- 
cond eldcft Knights-Attendants go m equal Rank with 
them, for this we oblerve to have been the general rule 5 
where the Kjtigbts-Ccmpanions Proceed in pairs, their At- 
tendants go together; thofe belonging to the Senior Knights 
of the two, on the right Hand, and to the Junior upon 
their left ; but the Order is otherwife, where any of the 
Kfiigits-Comp anion* proceed fingle and alone, (which of- 
ten falls out, as fliaH be noted in its due Place,) for then 
the Attendants belonging to that fingle Knight go two 
and two, on both fidcs the Way, oppofite one againft 
the other. 

But. when the Grand Feaft is Celebrated at White* 
Hall, there the Knight s-Companions Attendants are Mar- 
shalled by the faid Ulher, on both fides the Paflage, from 
the outward Door of the Guard Chamber, down into the 
Hall, taking up all the Room as far as the old Chappel ; 
and becaufe here they do not proceed, in regard of the 
Ihortnefs of the Proceflional way, but only makeaftand, 
for the Proceeding to pals through them, they are ranked 
in a way different from that ufed at Windfor ; neverthe- 
lefs relating more efpecially to the Order obferved by 
their Mafters : Which Method, in the Sovereign's Pro- 
ceeding to the Chappel, at the befotementioned Feaft, 
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held at H%ite*H«U f Anno 8 Car I. we find thus defcribcd 
The eldeft Knight-Companions Servants were ranked on 
the right Hand of the PafTage, the chiefeft of them near 
unto the old Chappel Door; and the fecond Knight (be- 
ing Companion to the eldeft) bis Attendants flood on the 
left fide, die chiefeft of them alfo next the faid old Chappel 
Door, and in cafe the eldeft Knight’s Fellow or Compa- 
nion be not prefent in this Proceeding, then the eldeft 
Knight's Servants ought to be placed oppofite one againft 
the other, upon each fide the faid old Chappel Door : 
The like Order is to be taken in Marflialiing the Servants 
of the other Knights of this moft Noble Order , whofe 
Companions are then abfenc. 

Secondly, The Order of Proceeding atnongft the Alms- 
Knights , (who, Anno i Car . I. had two Waiters of the 
Sovereign’s Hall, in their Livery Coats, bearing white Rods 
in their Hands, to proceed before them,) is in general 
two and two together, the Junior is placed foremoft on the 
left Hand, and his next Senior on his right ; and if Sick* 
nefs, or other lawful Impediment, chance to hinder one 
or more of them, from going in the Proceeding, his Ju- 
nior is advanc’d into his Place, and confequently all the 
other Juniors do in like manner alter their Places, and 
advance, to the end the fnperior Place be ftill fupplied, 
according to the right rule of Marfhalling the Singles, 
that compofe a grofs Body ; but in this Cafe, if the 
Number that attend happen to be odd, the Governor of 
the Alms-Knights goes laft of all, and alone. 

Thirdly, The Virger of the College hath his Place 
next after the Alms-Kpights f and immediately before the 
Prebends of the College ; who being habited in a Gown, 
bearech a Silver Verge, the Enfign of his Office: Ne- 
verthelefs, heretofore, when the P rebends went not in the 
Proceeding, on the Eve of the Grand Fcaft, the Yirger 
proceeded firft of all, before the Alms-Knights, for fo it 
was obferved on the Eve of St. George , at tfandfor. Anno 
6 Eli%. and in this manner we fee it expreft, in the Pro- 
ceeding fee forth by Marcus Gerchard. 

Fourthly, Under the general rule, relating to the Alms - 
Knlgfo* > are comprehended the Prebends of the College, 
the Pu*fuivants , Heralds , and Provincial KJngs, infomuch,‘ 
that where either of the faid Kings are abfent, the Senior 
Herald, is advanced, and goes in breaft on thf left Hand of 
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him who is then prefect ; fo alfo where any of the Her 
raids are wanting, his next Junior afcendeth into his 
’ Place ; whereby it fometimes falls out, that the Senior 
Purjuivant is joined to the left Hand of the Junior Herald : 
And through their defe&s and abfence, the Number of 
the Officers of Arms be odd, then (with this difference in 
the foreiaid rule obferved among the Alms-Kjrigbts,) the 
youngeft Purfuivant goeth fingle by hitnfdf. 

Touching the right of Precedency, between the Offi- 
cers of Arms, and Prebends of the College, in Proceeding 
before the Sovereign and Kjtigbts-Comf anions, we find 
there hath- been heretofore not only fome Queftion ftartr 
ed, but the Place contended for ; infomuch, that at the 
Installation of the Earls of Shrewsbury and Cumberland 9 
Anno 34 Eli%. the Prebends took Place, and upon the 14th 
of May , Anno 39 EIi%. at the Inftallation of Thomas, Lord 
Howard of Hidden, and others, the Prebends again enr 
deavoured to pals between the Officers of Arms, and Of-? 
ficers of the Order ; but Charles , Lord Howard of Effin- 
gham, th?n Lieutenant to the Sovereign, delivered his 
Opinion on the behalf of the Officers bf Arms againft the 
Prebends . 

Yet did not thisfo fettle the Order of Precedency, or 
cjuiet the Prebends, but that the Contention again broke 
out. Anno 1 Jac t I . at the Inftallation of the Juris of Pens. 
brooks Marr 9 Southampton, and Duke of Lenox ; (which 
happened 'on the ninth, not fecond of July, in the forefaid 
Year,) even to fuch a heighth, that the Prebends, Pi*r- 
fuivantt, and Heralds, contended in the Proceeding; but 
the Controverfy was on the next Morning compofed, by 
theLbrd Admiral, (then the Sovereign's Lieutenant,) the 
Lord Xreafurer, and the Earl of jPoreefler ; and the Order 
in Proceeding thus fettled i firft, That the Alms-Knights 
fliould go forembft, the Purfuivant s next, then the Pre- 
bends, and then, the Heralds and Kings of Arms; and this 
Order in Proceeding was afterwards obferved, on the 

May, Anno 4 Jac. L at the Inftallation ■ of the Earl of 
Salisbury, and Vifcouric Hindon; as alfo the 1 9 May, Anno 
6 . of the fame King, ap the Inftallation- of the Earls of 
Dunbar , and Montgomery. • . 

Howbeit, Anno Jac. I. and fo afterwards, we donor 
find the Purfuivant s mentioned in the Proceeding, by par- 
piculaf ^s T aqie, nor ptherwife, than in fhis following Or- 
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dev, vi%. AltnS’Kjitghts, Prebends, Heralds , &c. but it may 
be prefumed that the Purfuivants , then joined again in 
-Body with the Heralds, (though for fome Years before di- 
vided from them, by the interpolation of the Prebends ,) 
as well as the Provincial Kings, and all of them under the 
Title of Heralds , and fometimes Officers of Arms. 

And though at the Grand Feaft held by Prorogation, on 
Sunday the 14th of September , in the faid fifteenth Year 
of King James , it is noted, that the Prince (being jthew 
the Sovereign's Lieutenant,) proceeded to Morning Ser- 
vice on the Feaft Day, with the Alms-Knights , Heralds , 
Prebends , and Officers of the Order before him ; from 
which manner of Expreftion, it may perchance be fup- 
pofed, that the Heralds went at that time next after the 
Alms-Knights, and before the Prebends ; neverthelefs, elie* 
where we find them, on the Eve of the aforefaid Feaft, 
ranked in this following Order.

And doubtlefs, they proceeded in the fame Order to the 
Cbappei, on the next Morning, notwithftanding what is 
before faid to the contrary, thole Expreflions being inter- 
woven with the general Account given of the Ceremonies 
of the whole Feftival, and more fubjedfc to milfake, where 
rhe relation of the Proceeding is carried on in a continued 
Difcourfe, than were ranked (as is before exhibited,) in 
particular Lines, and in the Order and Form of a Pro* 
feeding. Befides, we no where meet with any Order or 
Decree, nulling the forefaid Determination, made Anno 
l Jac. I. which placeth the Prebends before the He- 
ralds. Finally, to give an end to the Difputes in this Point, 
we find, that upon the Eve of this Feaft, held at Windfor, 
the 23, 24, and 25 of November, Anno 1 Car. I. the Pre- 
bends proceeded next before the Purfuivants, and the 
Purfuivants immediately before the Heralds and Provincial 
Kings; that is to fay, all the Officers of Arms (except 
Garter , whofe Place is elfewhere,) proceeded in one en- 
tire Body together, which Order we find to bp the fame 
jn all Progepdings after, fka; ffc have met with, and was 
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fo obferved at the Grand Feaft held at PPindfor, Anne 1 3 
Car. II. and ever fince. But to proceed. 

All rbe before mentioned Attendants wait in their fe- 
veral Stations, till the Hour of Three, when the Sove- 
reign (having the Kjtigbts-Companions and Officers of the 
Order before him, and his Train carried up,) pafleth co- 
wards the Prefence Chamber, notice of whole coming 
being given, the Band of Petitioners make the accuftomed 
Guard and Paffage along the Prefence Ghamber, the Se- 
nior* Sanding towards the Lobby Door, within which 
Guard, on the other fide, the Officers of Arms place 
themfelves : Upon the fame warning, the Yeomen oft the 
Guard dear a like Paflage from the Prefence Chamber 
Door, along the Guard Chamber, unto its outward Door, 
for the Proceeding to pals through. 

At the Sovereign’s approach, one of the Gentlemen 
Ulhers attended with the Sword of State, (the Point rett- 
ing upon the Ground,) dehveretb to fuch one of the No- 
bility, (not being a Knight of the Order,) whom the So- 
vereign, as an honorary Favour, hath before nominated, 
to bear it from thence, before him in all the Proceedings 
of the Feaft , during which A (Sion, the Knigbts-Com- 
panions proceed forwards, and being entred the Prefence 
Chamber, Flank on each fide the State, with fome fmaU 
diftance between them, and there make a (land : The So- 
vereign being alfo entred, paffeth to the Step before the 
State, (the Nobleman who beareth the Sword, and the 
five Officers of the Order, retiring a little on his right Hand,) 
and then turning himfelf towards the Knights -Companions, 
ftandeth there a while, until they have made their Reve- 
rences unto him 5 which being performed, he refaluteth 
the Knigbts-Companions by putting off his Cap : This done, 
the Sovereign putteth his Cap on again ; whereupon every 
of the Knigbss Companions putteth on theirs, and imme- 
diately Rank themfelves, according to their due Place, 
on both (ides the State. 

For the right understanding whereof, we are in the 
fifth place to Note, that in the Order and Method where- 
in the Kjtigbts-Companions are ranked, (if they be all pre. 
fent,) is two and two Together, the Junior forem oft on 
the left Hand, for /that is his Place in all Proceedings ; 
but wher£ any of them be abfenr, the rule is different 
from that appropriate to the before-mentioned Degrees ; 
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for though it be recprded, that upon the Eve of the Grand 
Feaft held at H^ndfor, Anno 7 Hen . V. the Knights -Com- 
panions went in Order to the Chapter- Houfe and Choir $ 
yet this being expreft but in general terms, how it ought 
to be understood, will more fully appear, from the par- 
ticular Dire&ions given for the Order, of the Kpights- 
Companims Proceeding in King Henry VIIPs Statutes; 
where the Law diredks each Knight-Companion to proceed 
atone, at fuch time as his Fellow (who poffefTeth the Stall 
oppofite unto him) is abfent, but the Order of fuch 
Proceeding will by a Scheme be made more evident. 

The Proceeding of the Knights-Companions,ar*/*** 
on the Eve of St. George, to the Clofet at White- 
Hall, Anno 3 Eliz.

Thus four Kpigbts-Companions proceeded alone, in re- 
gard the Stalls oppofite to them were void, the three firft 
being abfent, and the laft void by the Death of the Earl 
of Huntington ; and to avoid all difputes in relation to 
Precedency, King Henry V III. Decreed, in the fixteenth 
Year of his Reign ; That each Knight-Companion fhouli 
take Place, in Proceffion, Station , or fitting at the Tablej 
thence forward, as he had his Seat or Stall in the Choir , and 
not according to the Degree of his Birth or Condition , unleft 
the Sovereign was pleafed that any fhould be made Choice oft 
according to the Nobility of his Family , to fit at the end of 
bis own Table , or perform any other thing by the by. 

'■ The Proceeding among/ the Officers of the Order di£. 
fereth from all before fooken of ; for, being five in Num- 
ber, the three inferior Officers (when all prefenr,) March 
in a bread, and (of later Times,) the Regifier m the middle, 
< ' * ^ • Garter 
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Garter on his right Hand, and the Vfloer of die BUckrH*J 
on bis left. 

After thefe three Officers, the two fuperior proceed 
‘ together, the Prelate on the Rigtyft and the Chancellor on 
‘ the left ; and after, the Officers or the Order follow the 
‘Sword, which is carried immediately before the Sovereign. 
In the beginning of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, it was bora 
by fome of the Barons, but of later Times it hath been 
conferred on Perfons of higher Rank, as Anno a. Car. I. 
on the Earl of Dover ; Anno 9 Car . I. on the Eatl of Danty ; 
and Anno 13 Car. II. on the Lord Vifcouiit Mordant , then 
Conftable of the Caftle of WKndfor $ and at this Time ’ds 
ufually bom by none under the Degree of an Earl. 

The Sovereign's Place in the Proceeding, & notandum 
qmd fuperior Or dints tempore Procejfimis in diBa Cape Ha 
tranfibit retro totam Sociarum Comitivam j which though 
the Statute mentions here to be performed at the Grand 
Proceflion, yet it refers to all thofe times the Sovereign 
proceeds to, or from, no lefs than within the Chappel* 
Jn ancient Time, the Sovereign (if fie were at tVmdfot , to 
celebrate the Grand Feaft,) proceeded to the Chappel in 
Perfon, as well on the Eve, as on the Feaft Day. Queen 
Elizabeth being the firft who went not to the Chappel on 
the Eve of the Feaft, unlefs we except King Henry VL 
who, by reafon of Sicknefs, was neceflicated to make a 
Peputy in his ftead .* The aforefaid Omiffion of Queen 
Elizabeth, was firft occafioned through Indifpofition of 
Health, though (he afterwards, without that neceffity, did 
not comply, as in the 18, 25, 29, and 31 Years of her 
Reign, which gave occafion to King James to make De- 
puties at thofe three Grand Feafts he Celebrated at WiruL 
for 5 and the like did King Charley I. in the firft Year of 
his Reign ; but in the fourth Year of his Reign, the an- 
cient Cuftom (for many Years intermitted,) was reftored, 
and the Sovereign (making no Lieutenant,) proceeded to 
the Chappel, not only on that Eve, but always obferved 
it. afterwards, as did King Charles II. in alb the Grand 
Feafts he held, and is now obferved. 

It will be neceflary to take notice, that the Proceeding 
begins from the Prefence Chamber, call’d in the Statutes 
the Great Chamber ; a Scheme wherep£ 00 A the Eve of 
the Grand Feaft, 'is heie exhibited.

To the foregoing Proceeding have been occafionally 
receiv’d fome Perfons of Quality, and others Eminent in 
Place and Degree ; (though their Offices do not partial 
larly relate to this moft Noble Order,) but are admitted by 
reafon of their requifite Attendance on the Sovereign, in 
his Proceedings on all Occafions. a 

’ On St. George’s Eve, Anno 3 Eli$ the old Ambaflador 
of Sweden, accompanied by the Earl of Hertford, went 
in the Proceeding to the CJofet at White-Hall, next after 
the Train-bearers, and immediaiely before the Ladies At- 
tendants on the Sovereign ; and the next Morning, when 
the Sovereign proceeded to the Chappel, the new Ambaf- 
fador of Sweden went in the fame Place. 

As to thofe admitted on the Account of their Offices,’ 
is the Lord Chamberlain, (though not a Knight of the * 

Garter,) and is allowed Place fotnewhat behind, on the 
right Hand of the Severeign, and the Vice Chamberlain 
on the left. 

- The Dean dfthe Sovereigns Chappel at White-Hot 
attends when the Proceedings are thither, going a little 
behind the Sovereign towards his left Hand ; next goes 
Che Clerk of the Clolet, then the Matter of the Robes, 
as alfo one of the Matters of Requefts, and then the 
Gentlemen of the Robes. . 
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Of the Proceeding to the Chapter- Hotlfe. 

f g. Having under the precedent Head, treated ac 
large of the Rank and Place of all chofe that pafs in the 
Proceeding, wherein all are Bare-headed, except the So- 
vereign and ' Kjtights-C omp anions : I now come to the Place 
whither the Proceeding is directed. 

The firft Solemn A&ion on the Entrance of the Grand 
Feaft, which the Sovereign and Kjiigbts-Companions are 
obliged to perform, is to Celebrate a Chapter, to yvhich 
end it hath been moft ufual for them to proceed from the 
Prefence Chamber, every one in their due Place and Order j _ 
firft to the Chapter- Houfc, to confult of things ofcourfe ; 
and next into the Choir , to hear Divine Service ; which 
has been the conftant Cuftom from the Reign of King 
Henry V. as many Examples, recorded in the Remitters of 
the Order, evidence. 

As this Cuftom of holding a Chapter on the Eve of the 
Grand Feaft, was conftantly obferved when celebrated 
without Prorogation ; fo alfo hath a Chapter been in like 
manner held before Vefpers , on the Eve, at fuch time 
as the Feaft Day of St. George only hath been obferv’d, 
when (for any caufej the Anniverfary of the Grand Feaft 
receiv’d Prorogation : As for Inftance, Anne I Mary , a 
Chapter was held at the Mannor of St. James's, on the 
Vigil of St. George , before the firft Vefpers j whereunto is 
fixt this Note, ut moris eft j and the Grand Feaft for 
that Year receiv’d Adjournment, until the coming of 
Philip , then Prince (after King) of Spain. 

In like manner, though the Celebration of the Grand 
Fealts were removed from fVindfor , and obferved at other 
Places, yet this ufual Cuftom of holding a Chapter on the 
Eve, was always praSifed ; after which the proceeding 
to Evening Prayer fucceeded, as is manifeft by feveral 
Teftimonics from the ttggifters. 

The publick proceffional way to the Cbaptcr-Houfe at 
tPindfor , ufed Time out of Mind, led from the Pretence 
Chamber through the Closer, and the great Gite of the 
King's Lodging, to the upper Ward of the Caftle, thence 
through the middle Ward, and part of the lower, to and 
through the Pafiage, between the Eaft End of the Cbappel 
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and Tomh-Houfe ; and thence into the Cbapter-tloufe, Si- 
tuate on the North Eaft Corner of St. George's Chappel. 

But the Sovereign hath fometimes thought fit to wave 
this pyblick proceflional way, and pafs along the private 
way, which leads from the King's Privy Chamber, down 
th^ Stairs into the Terrace, vi%. through that ftately Walk 
lying on the North fide of the Caftle, and entring again 
at a Door, heretofore made through a part of the Caftle 
Wall into one of the Canons Lodgings, adjoining to Win* 
cbejier Tower , (now made up) went thence through the 
Cloifters, proceeding in the Order before fliewecj. 

We (haft dofe this . Head, with obferving, that though 
the Proceedings to the Cbapter-Houfe or Chappel, on the 
Eve of the Feaft, have moft commonly been on Foot ; 
yet have they been alfo on Horfe-back, on extraordinary 
Occafions, as Anno 3 Hen . VII. at which Time feveral 
Ambafladors being arrived here from Foreign Kings' 
and Princes, they and many of the Nobility of this King- 
dom, with the King's Council, the two Archbilhops, the 
Bilhops of Lincoln and Ely, and the Chief Juftice of the 
King’s Bench, repaired alfo thither ; and on the Eve, the 
Sovereign, accompanied with the Knight s-Companions 9 rode 
from the upper Quadrangle down to the College. The 
Qpcen and the King's Mother rode in a Chair, covered 
with rich Cloth of Gold, drawn by fix Courfers finely 
Harnaft'd, and twenty one Ladies, habited in Crimfon 
Velvet, rode on white Palfries : Sir Upger Cotton , Mafter 
of the Queen’s Horfe, led her Horfe of State, whereon 
was a Saddle of Cloth of Gold, and three Crowns of 
Silver gilt ; as foon as they alighted, the Sovereign and 
J^nigbt s-Comp anions proceeded to the Chapter- Houje, and 
thence to Evening Song, which ended, they return’d in 
the Order they came. 

King Henry VIII. in the eleventh Year of his Reign,' 
at three a Clock m the Afternoon, wirh all the Knights- 
Companions , in the Habit of the Order , proceeded from 
the Prefence Chamber in ttfndfor-Caftle, till they came 
to the Quadrangle, where they took their Horfcs, and 
rode according to their Stalls, not according to their 
Eftate, next before the King, and thence rode to the 
middle Door of the Chappel, and there alighted, and pro- 
ceeded without the Choir to the C haptcr-Houfi there are 
ocher Examples, but thefe may fuffice. 
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Of the opening of the Chapter. 

$ 4. The Proceeding being arriv'd at the Entrance 
Into the Chappel, firffc the Attendants on the Knights- 
Companions divide themfelves as they enter, beginning at 
the outward Door, and Flank on each iide the North Ifle 
of the Chappel, and fo toward the Weft Doot of the 
Choir , making a ftand along the Ifle for the Alms-Kfligbts t 
Virgers , Prebends, and Officers of Arms , to pals through 
them, who go on towards the faid Weft Door ; and wheel 
the Junior Knight s^Companioni are entred into the Chappel, 
the Proceeding makes a ftand, while all the Ktiigbts-Comr 
f anions following turn afide on the right Hand into die 
Cbapter-Houfe , next the Officers of the Order , and laftly 
the Sovereign ; but the Nobleman that cafries the Sword, 
the Train-bearers, Peofioners, (Sc . ftay without the Chap- 
ter-Houfe Door in the Fiorth Ifle ; none being admitted in 
but the Sovereign, the Knight s-Companions, and the Of- 
ficers of the Order ; who being all entred. the Door is 
(hut by the Gentleman Ulher of the dlackfyd, and every 
Perfon feverally takes his due Place and Station, where- 
upon the Chapter immediately opens. 

In what Manner and Order the Sovereign, Kpights- 
Companions , and Officers of the Order , are ranked, at the 
bolding of a Chapter , is deferib’d, Anno 11 Hen. V III. 
when the Sovereign and Knight s-Comp anions confulted in 
the Chapter •Houfe, on the Reformation ^ and Explanation 
of the Statutes of the Order . 

The Sovereign, on his Entrance, proceeded t6 the midft 
of the North-end of the Table; the Kjiiohts^Companiom, 
whofe Stalls in the Choir were on the Sovereign’s fide, 
took the right Hand of the Table* and thofe of the Princes 
fide the left ; then the Prelate of the Order came and ftood 
on the Sovereign’s right Hand, at the corner of the Table ; 
Kegifter and Garter were at the lower end, and Blacky 
Kpd kept the Chapter- Houfe Door on the infide. The Chan- 
cellor of the Order is not there mention’d, (as not being 
prefenc) yet his*Place.is on the Sovereign’s left Hand of* 
the Table. 

If the Sovereign and Knight s-Companiont arrive at the 
Cbapter-Houfe fo late, that the Bufinels neceffary to be done 
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cannot be difcuGfd, without putting off the Celebration of 
Vefpers, beyond the Canonical Hour ; it hath been irfuti 
to adjourn die Debates dll the next Morning, as was done 
, Anno 14 Car. I. 

TranfaSiens in the Chapter held before the Vefpers, 

i % When the Chapter held before the Vefpert it open* 
ed, and no Adjournment given thereto, ail things are 
then to be provided for* which concern the Honour and 
Dignity of this tnoft Noble Order. 

_ The matters of courfe are ; firft. Swearing, and adn»:t« 
ting Officers ; feoondly. Debating about the K.*ightt£em- 
portions then abfent, and ether difpenfing with, or in- 
niAing Penalties on them ; and thirdly, Conftitudng or 
appointing an Officer, to carry 00 the State and Solem. 
ntty of the Feaft in the Sovereign's abfence. But other 
Particulars that are occafional, cannot fo well be brought 
within Rule, as being wholly accidental. ‘ 

As to the firft, the Officers of the Order, (bon after the 
Chapter is open'd, take their refpe&ive Oaths, in Order 
to perform the Duty of their feveral Places, during the 
Seffion of the Chapter, and thenceforward, as is evident 
from feveral Examples, but one may fuffice, from a Chapter 
held at Windfor, Anno 4 Car. I. whereat Dr. tied, BiRiop 
of Winchefter , was SwoAi Prelate; Sir F ratseis Crane, 
Chancellor t and Dr. Mathew fVrtn, Bifhop of Sly, Re* 
gifter. 

It hath fomedmes happened, that fome of the Officers 
of this Order have been Sworn at other Times, as a* 
Chapters next enfuing their Nomination and Choice, where- 
in the Adminiftration of the Oath is ooe of the firft chings 
done. 

Touching the fecond particular debated in Chapter, vig. 

' the difpenfing With, or puoiflling abfent Knights ; it is to 
be confidcred, that the Statutes of the Order enjoin all 
the ^nights^Cempaaiosts to be prefent at the Celebration 
of the Grand reaft: that is, thole that are within the' 
Kingdom, or elfewhere ; although the Service of Sr. George, * 
according to the Rites of the Church, be not celebrated, 
as on the Service of the Day whereon that of St. Geerge . 
has fallen, vi*. Good- Friday : But with this Limiutiop, 
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f» that they h in a capacity, or may conveniently repair 
thither, * , 

Therefore the next thing ufuafly entted upon in the 
Chapter, is the Sovereign’s and Knigbtt-tCompanionr ca- 
king notice, whether any of the- Fellowflup make default 
of coming at the - Hour af&gn'd ; and if fo, they * are 
confidered under one of theie Headk. Ftfft, Stranger 
Princes ; Secondly, Late CommifOoners who are arrived, 
or every Minute expetSed ; and Thirdly, Such as have 
given notice that they cannot be prefenr, during the coo* 
tinuation of the Feaft : Of theie Excufes of courfc, ver- 
bal Apologies, or Letters of Excofe, are* or may be, of- 
fered j and in cafe- they are. approved or admitted, then 
the ' Penance, which by the Statute u ought ocherwife to 
be inflidfed, is admitted ; ail which ooght so be recor- 
ded. 

• Stranger Princes are cxcufcd ia coUfle, oo Account of 
their neceflary Refid ence in their owd Territories ; and 
of their Excufes and accuftpm’d Difpen£atiofl6, are divers 
Inftances in the Regifters of the Order, 

• Ai mKjtighti-Crtrtpanims, who are tardy in their Jour- 
hey. Or -being come to tfie Caftk, fall Otorc of the Hoar, 
Or of attending die Sovereign to the . Chapter-Ueuje, ei- 
ther through negligence, or want of timely notice, or other 
accident ; the Statutes enjoin for Penance, that they be 
riot permitted for that time to enter into the Chapter, but 
ttrry without the Door, and not have Voice id any thing 
that (hull- happen to he done.there, unlefs they can alledge 
a juft Excufe, or render fuch a lufficient caufe as the So- 
foreign-, or his Deputy, fliall approve of ; but few defaul- 
ters have been noted of this kind. 

- The third fore of Delinquents, are thofe Ktughtt.Cm~ 
portions abfent, not only at. the Hour of Tierce, but are 
likely to be fo during the whole Feaft ; the Proceedings 
relating tothefti, are either upon what is offered in Excule 
of their abfence, or determined on their neglf& of making 
Apology for it. 

' Excufes for abfence, are either by Letters or Word of 
Mouth ; if by Letters, they are dtre&ed 'to the Chancel- 
lor of the Ol der ; or elfe the Sovereign fends to his Lieu- 
tenant on thdir behalf, and both are produc’d by the Chan- 
ce. ior ; But if Excufes be made by Word of Mouth, then 
ate they delivered by the Sovereign bimfclf ; or on nx * 
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tion made by foftie of che Knightt-Companions prefent in 
Chapter. 

The Caftom of fending Letters has been very ancient i 
The Lord Powts's Letter, under his Hand and Seal, (cer- 
tifying his Indifpoficion of Body,) was produc’d in Chap* 
ter 9 Anno 8 Hen. V. And the following Year the Dukes 
of Tork, Norfolk, and Buckingham, with the Bads of Salife 
bury, Shrewsbury , and Pembrool^ Vifcount Bourcbier , the 
Lord Hjverr, and Sir John FaJfidjf -, being all abfencfrom 
St. George's Feaft, they declared the reafon of their abfence 
by their Mcffengers . There are many Precedents of this 
kind, and of Letters fenc from the Sovereign, directed to 
his Lieutenant, to accept of KjsightrCompanions Excufes, 
whofe abfence he had beforehand difpenc a with ; we oh* 
ferve tbofe Difpenfations excus’d not the fending their 
own particular Excufes ; for it is evident they were alfo 
expe&ed, and that fnch allowance of abfence was not 
Atnbhite, the Claufe running thus,: That you [ the Sove- 
reign s. Deputy] allow thefe Excufes fo far as are eonfonant 
to reafon. And in all other Letters of the Came nature, a 
Claufe to this Effect hath been inferred : That as the So- 
vereign thought good to adverts ft his Deputy, that for certain 
Caufes he had difpenc d with their Attendance for that 
time f fo he wilt'd oirh to accept their rcafonable Excufes in 
that behalf accordingly. 

Secondly, The abfent KjtighttJCotnpanions have had 
their Excufes frequently made by Word of Mouth, ei- 
ther of the Sovereign, or fome other of the Kjiights-Com- 
p anions, prefent in the Chapter . This Favour is done ei- 
ther by the Sovereign himielf, if prefent $ or by hisOrdef 
to the Lieutenant, in his abfence. 

There have been many Examples of what hath been 
done in this Cafe, and alfo when the Sovereign hath not 
i>een prefent in Chapter , but bath beforehand verbally 
given bis Deputy or Lieutenant dire&ion to etcufe die 
abfence of feveral Kjsigbts*€ompaniens. , 

It wiIPbe neceffary to obferve what Efft& the Ex- 
cufes have ufually produc'd ; whereifito we find the iuft 
and reaionable favourably adftntred, fome fufpenaed* 
and divers difallowed, Tho(e eafily allow'd were, firft, 
$icknefs ; (for thofe of che Kyiights^Corn panions who have 
been either Sick, far fpent with Age, or intern on publick 
Aifairs, have been readily allow’d,) Secondly, The not , 
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recovery of Wounds receiv'd in the publick Service 9 
as we meet with in the Cafe of Sir Wiliam Harington 9 
Anno 7 Hen. V. whom we fee excus'd for bit lllnefi* oc- 
casion'd from bit Wounds then lately receivd at the Siege of 
Rohan, and elfewhere. Thirdly, Impotency and old Age. 
Fourthly, Imploymcnt in the Sovereign's Service, either 
Abroad or at Home ; thofe Abroad are necedarily excus'd, 
thofe at Home we (hall be more particular to. The Earl 
of Shrewsbury* Anno 22 Eli%. was taken up in certain Af- 
fairs, enjoin'd him by the Sovereign; the Earl of Hun- 
tington * 26 Eli%. being Prelident of the Council of the 
North, his abfence was for that, and feveral Years fol- 
lowing, favourably excus'd ; and a like Cafe was that of 
the Earl of Danby * Anno 13 Car. I. who for bis necellary 
Attendance at the Seat of Juftice in Eyre* was excus'd 
waiting on the Sovereign at the Grand Feaft that Year. 
Fifthly, PVben the Grand Feaft bath receiv'd Prorogation* 
and any of the KnightvCom panions have not bad notice ef 
the Day where unto it was prorogued . Sixthly, When any if 
them have been in Captivity ; as was Thomas, Earl of 
Salisbury , and the Earl of Huntington * both Prifoners in 
France t Anno 2 Hen. VI. Seventhly, When any of them 
have obtain'd the Sovereign’s Letters of Difpenfetion, of 
which fufficient is fpoken before. Laftly", Some other juft 
and lawful Occafion , as well as Accident, having fallen out; 
(not relating to thofe under the former Heads,) the Sove- 
reign, on Information given in Chapter , hath been pleas'd 
to allow of; as in the Cafe of the Lord Fauconbridge * 
Anno 32 Hen. VI. was readily admitted, on his pleading 
the care of his Domefticl \ Affairs , be having been lately in 
Frifon , and had obtained leave to go and fee his Hou/e and 
'Lands in the Country. The Earl of Arundefs abfence, 

. Anno 1 5 Car. I. was pardon'd, by reafon of the Dutchefs 
of Richmond* Death, who died on the Eve of the Grand 
Feaft; that fo.he (being the chief of her Family,) might 
be at Hand to advife and aflift in all things conducing to 
the Honour of the deceafed Dutchefe. *, 

And as the JCnigbts-Companiotu have been often ex- 
cus'd for not appearing on the Grand Feaft, fo hath the 
Sovereign, on fufficient Grounds, been pleas'd to licenfe 
and dtfpence with their departure ; from the fame of this 
is an Example, 6 FJi%. when the Lord Haftings of Lough- 
borough* felling 111 a little before the Offering on Sr. 
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George's Day, obtain'd. Licence from the Sovereign to de- 
part out of the Choir ; and caine no more abroad that Day f 
nor during the Feaft. As aifo another in the Duke of 
Lenox, Anno 1 5 C 41% I* T ho Deputy Cbanceior having, by 
Command of the Sovereign 9 and in difeharge of the Duty of 
his Office 5 who being forc'd to go back to London, by 
reafon of the aforefaid Dutchefs of Richmond's Death, had 
his Excufc, and the Sovereign's Licence for departure. 

We are next to confider Excufes, which, though fent in 
due rime, yet on Debate in Chapter were fufpended ra- 
ther than allow'd ; to which Head may be referr'd chat 
Cafe of feveral of the Kjiigbtt-Companions, who were 
Members of the Lord's Houfe in the lpng Parliament. 
For Anno 18 Car. I. the Deputy Chancellor having, by 
the Command of the Sovereign, and in difeharge of the 
Duty of his Office, fent to each of them a Summons, 
for their Attendance at the Celebration of the Grand 
Feaft, to he held for the proceeding Year at Torl^; and 
notice thereof being given to the Houfe of Lords, they 
immediately made the enfuing Order. 

Die Mtrtis n M*ii, 1641. 

. Wbcteas the Lord Chamberlain of bis Mejeftfs Houlbould , 
and fome other Lords of Parliament, KP*&hts of the Garter, 
have "been Summoned to rive their Attendance, and repair 
into the City of York, fir the Celebration of St. George’* 
Ff aft ; who acquainting this Houfe with the Summons afire* 
faid, it is this Day ordered by the Lords in Parliament, that 
they attend the weighty Affairs of the kingdom difcujfed in 
Parliament , where unto they are obliged by bis fyajeflys 
JVrit , and the Law of the Land. 

Jo. Browne, Cleric. Parliament. 

Whereupon the faid IQiights-Comf anions, before the Da) $ 
appointed by Prorogation for holding the Feaft, fent their 
petitionary Letters of Excufe to the Deputy Cfcajicellor, 
wherein they profefs'd their defire and readinefs to at*, 
tend, in Obedience of the faid Summons ; nevcrthelefs 
pleaded the forqfaid Qrder for the Ground of their ftay in 
London , and therefore defired him to obtain for (hem the 
Sovereign's Difpenf*cion ; On producing the ffid Letters 
in Chapter 9 the Sovereign would not at that time either ad* 
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mit or d Hallow of their Bxcofes, but Teferr’d the confi- 
deration to the next Chaffer, to be held by Prorogation!. 

Of Eicufes which hfcve not been allow’d, the moft re- 
markable is that of the Duke of NVjfrlL *od the Lord 
Seales , Anne 3 6 Hen . VI. who were adjudg'd to the Pe- 
nalty of the Statute, in regard the Caufes aUedged to ex- 
cafe their abfence were not approved ; the latter was 
figned by the Sovereign and Kjiigbts-Comfanioas, in a 

J ewel to the value of twenty Marks, to be offered in the 
College ; whereby the rigour of the Statutes appears to 
have been more ftri&ly executed on him, than the Duke, 
probably becaufe the Lord Scales was abfent the Year 
before, and no caufe thereof (hewed to the Chapter . 

In relation to the Proceedings on the abfent Kfightr 
Companions negledfc of fending their Excufes, we (hafl ob- 
serve, that fome of them have With difficulty been remit- 
ted, fomfc left in fufpence, and others fentenc'd, and re- 
ferrd either to the Sovereign's nleafure, or the Punifli- 
Uient affignM by Law ; of the firft kind we find that the 
Earl of tVeftmcrUnd, Anno 1 o Hen. V. though not very 
well, yet had much ado to be excus'd, becaufe he fig* 
nified not the Caufe of his abfence, as the Statutes requi- 
red. So Anno it Car . I. the Earls of Derby and K e tot 
having made no Excufe, were for that Omiffion bJameable, 
but by the Grace of the Sovereign for that time pardon'd. 

As to thofe who, through the indulgence of the Sove* 
fefen, (where probable caufe hath induc’d it,) have not 
Aad Sentence pafs'd bn them prefently, bur were deferr'd 
la expedition of fome fatisfa&ory Caufe to be (hewed $ 
We find in the Cafe of the Prince, the Duke of Buckingham , 
and five other Knights- Companions abfent from the reaft, 
held Armo r8 Hen. VII. wherein it is regiftred, that no 
caufe of Excufe was Jfhewcd , but there was an expectation 
of one to be all edged. ’ * ' 

But as for thofe of the third fort, on whom Sentence 
hath pafifd ; they have been left either to the pleafure 
of the Sovereign, o t to thofe Penalties which the Law 
this Order inflidl ; of which, asalfo of thofe on' wboefi 
Jadgmenr hath parfs’di are divers Inftances. 

Befides tbefe Grounds of aligning Penances, there are 
other Caufes fet down in the before recited ninth 'Article, 
of the Statutes of Inftitution for Penances; as when the 
Kpighs Companions are abfent at other times, befide the 
' . Hour 
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r Hour of Tierce, that is, the beginning of the firft Vefpers . 

Secondly, Ac the beginning, of the Morning Service on the 
!- 'Feaft Day. Thirdijr, At the beginning of the fecpnd Vtf* 
t per*. Fourthly. During the whole Feaft. And, Fifthly, 
t at the Grand Feaft nett following. 
t For the$rft, admitting any Knight-Companion hath fail; 

i ed of meeting and attending on the Sovereign at the Hour 
of Twer, and thereupon (uftered the Punifhdaent of Notv 
i admittance into the Cbapter-Houfe , and deprivation of 
Vote ; nevertheless if at the riling of the (aid Chapter- 
he be not ready to proceed with the Sovereign, .and 
other the Kjtighti -Companions, Into the Choir, to the be- 
ginning of the firft Vefpers ; he ought not only to fuffer 
the former, but tnis additional Penalty, that he (hall not 
prefume to Enter into his Stall at that time, But tarry in 
that part of the Choir, where the Taper-bearers are wont 
to ftand ; neverthelefs before his own Stall, until the holy 
Offices be. ended ; and the Law of the Order is che fame 
in King Henry Vs, and King Henry VI IPs Statutes, only 
render the Place for the Delinquent Knight to ftand in, to 
be before the Stalls in the Choirifters Places ; and now 
how the Penalty hath been inflicted, upon breach of the 
Law in this particular, we (hall fee by the following 
Inftanpes.. 

At the Grand Feaft celebrated at fPfndfor, An. 1 1 //. VII. 
when k feenis the Lord KJld^re, Sir Gilbert Talbot , and 
Sir Hj chard Goulford, came late to the Chappell, we find 
this Memorandum fixe to their Names ; they (food with- 
out, (before their Stalls) by the Sovereign's Permiflion/or 
rather Command : But yet this is not all the Puniflimetit 
which hath been inflifted upon the KjtigbhJContpanions fdr 
this Offence; (though it be all that is fet down in the 
forefaid Ankle,) for Anno 1% Hen. VI, upon the * Eve of 
St.Gwge, the Marquils of Dnfet not coming to the firft 
Vefpers, and being convidted of his late coming, was pro- 
hibited joining in the Nomination then made, for the 
Election of the King of Portugal, ihto the room of the 
Duke of G/ouceJler . 4 

Offenders in the fecond and third Ca(e, being filches 
negledk to come before the beginning of the high Mafs, or 
the fecond Vefpers, called alfo the Vefpers on St. George** 
Day, have the like Puniftiment with the former afiigned 
them, throughout all the Bodies of the Statutes ; W*. 
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Exclusion from tbetr Stdb, and Station in the pboirifttfV 
Range. 

Anne i Hen. VI. We obferve the Lord Jf'itleugbh no- 
ted to be abfent upon the Eye of the Grand Feaft, but 
brefent On the Day; and confeauently he incurred no 
further Penance than what his abfenice on the Eve drew 
bn him j the Earl of Derby, Anno 18 Elif. coming too lace 
to the firft Morning Service on the feaft Day, did for 
fothe Ihort time undergo the fame Penance, but foon af- 
ter, upon Difpentaiion from the Lieutenant, went up to 
his Stall. ' 

There are feveral other Inftancesjand befides the oforeftid 
Defaults, he is likewife to undergo the fame Penalties, 

. when the Grand Feaft is prorogued, or celebrated at any 
Other Place than Windfor, 

But if he offend in all, and have no rea(bnab!e or al- 
lowable Excule for His abfence, be is then prohibityd.en- 
tering his Sail at the next Feaft, and to pay ten Pounds, 
to be employed towards the Ornaments of the College j 
and fometimes the ' former Penance has been infii&ed for 
late coming to Divine Service. 

The fohrth degree of Offence is yet greater than any, 
and the variety of Penances are heightened. If a Kjiigbt- 
Companion {hall negletft coming to the Grand Feaft, and 
have no allowable reafon ; be thall net at the Feaft held 
khe enfuihg Year be permitted to enter his own Stall, 
but ftand below it j he (hall walk alore by bimfelf be- 
fore , three Croflcs, which, in ancient time, were! bom in 
the Grand Proceffion ; When the Grand Proccffion re. 
tvrhs to the Choir, he (hall ftand in the Place aforefaid, 
rill the time oF the Offertory ; he (hall Offer I aft by him- 
lelf, and then humbly approach the Sail of the Sove- 
reign, or bis Deputy, ana there defire Absolution. But 
there is ro Instance that tbefe Rigours were put in Efc- 
ecutieft, though many have'offended in this kind. 

Laftly, The Statute/ enjoin j That where a Knight- 
Companion remains within the Kingdom, and lhali be 
Guilty of ah Omiffion tw6 Years together, he ought t6 
bn fo long interdi&ed his Stall, till he have offered St 
JeWel at St. George's Altar, to the Value of twenty Mafkt j 
and thenceforward every Year in which he (hall be guilty 
of the fame Omiflfen, the Penalty to be dotibled, till he 
Is pardoned : The mod memorable Cafe in the Prole 1 
' ; Ctitfeh 
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Cation of a Contempt, was againft the Earl of Arundel* 
»4 jgdm. IV. who for being abfent two' Years together, 
was Mold forty Marks j and continuing his Contempt 
the next year, was fined the Sum of eighty Marks. 

Touching the Neceffity, and Power, of the Sovereign's 
conftituting a Deputy jitwas provided for at the Inftt- 
turion of the Order; the Sovereign being then engaged in 
the Wars of Frmce, thought h reafonable that Provifiou 
Ihould be made by the Statutes, for to depute fome Per* 
fon in his Head. 

When therefore fuch Qccafion happened, a Oommiftion 
was made out to one of the Kjeigbtr-Companions, feme 
reafonable time before the approach of the reaft ; fo that 
nooc of the ancient Ceremonies might be omitted, or any 
Impediment happen through his ablence j and fuch De- 
puty hath ofuaily been one of the chief of the Order, in 
Authority, Eminence, or Birth. The firft fo made rtas» 
John Duke of Bedford, 7 Hen. V. and the reafon there-' 
of given, in the Regiftrum Cher t ace um, is, becaufe the 
Sovereign was then employed in the Wars in Normandy, 

Apd though the Title given by the Statutes to this 
Officer, be not particularly mentioned in the Blue-Boob, 
where it fpcaks of the faid Duke’s holding the Feaftof 
Sc. George that Year, but rather implied in the Words 
Regia Sublimatis locum impievit ; yet in the Reg if} rum 
Chart acemn it is exprefly. fet down, and the faid Duke 
there ftyled, Depute de I'Ordre de J art tiers. Sometimes 
he has been ftyled, Deputatit Ordinis, profit clarijjima 
Ordinit, &p. 

About the beginning of the Reign of King Hemy VIII. 
the Title of Locum T enens, or Lieutenanr, began to be 
taken up, and has, for the moft pan, continued in all fuc- 
ceeding Times j and the other Titles of Deputy, Prefi- 
dent, and Vicegerent, laid afide.' As to the Bufinefs of 
this Officer, fufficient has been faid already. As an El- 
fential Honour to his Place, he has from ancient Time 
had fome of the tonight: -Com Denims affigned for bis Af- 
fiftants j the firft menrion or which is in the Rpgiflrum 
Cbartacenm, 8 Hen. VIII. The Number of thele Affi- 
ftants were in thofe times uncertain j at the time aforefaid 
they were 4. at Hen. VIII. 3. and 31 Hen. VIII. we find 
hut two $ which Number has been a con ft ant Rule ever 
fince, except once, w'%. the laft of Hen. VIII. They were 
Always appointed in Chapter, and have Letters' of notice 
* ’ ' fent 
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font them thereof: But neither die Lieutenant, nor Af- 
Eftants, can be Chofen two Years together, except the 
Sovereign fhould pleafe to be prefent at die Day or Feaft ; 
pod aher it -was Decreed, a? and *4 Hen. VIII. that 
ibis Indulgence fhould extend to the term of three Years. 

Laftly, We observe that this Officer always held the 
Feaft at his peculiar Coft and Charge' f and gave liberal 
Rewards to Garter, and for his Efcmcheons, as al to to the 
Officers of Anns, Gentlemen-Uftaers, Alms-Knights, and 
to all the feveral Waiters and Attendants emplpyedin the 
Ceremony. 

The Ceremonies r tinting to the firfi Vefpm. 

S 6. The firft Chapter held on the Eve of St. George 
being finifhed, the sovereign and JCjugbttJCtmpaniatu 
immediately proceed from the Chaps er~Houfe to the Chair, 
to hear Ve/pert. The Officers of Arms, Prebends, and 
Alms-Knights, having attended in -the Nonh-Ifle of the 
Chappel, do now put themfelvcs in Rank, and continue 
the Proceeding from the Cbapter-Houfe Door, along the 
laid North-Ifle, to the Weft Door of the Choir ; in like 
manner as they did from the Prefence Chamber, to the 
tbapter-Houf* : The Organs then beginning to play, and 
fo continue till Vefpers begin. 

When the Alms- Knights arrive at the Weft-Door, they 
firft enter in a whole Body, while the reft of the Pro- 
ceeding makes a fhort ftand, and pafs forward near the 
middle of the Choir, where they make a joint and low 
1 Obeyfance-; next, all turning about by the left Hand, 
to the Sovereign's Seat ; then ftill turning from the right, 
to the left Hand, they afeend the H»ut Pais, eyen to 
the Rails fet before the Altar ; and forthwith divide them- 
felves, flanking cn each fide, the Juniors neareft the Railt 

This done, the Prebends enter in a Brdy alfo, ana 
having made the like Obeyfances in the middle of the 
Choir, divide thetnfelves, and take their Seats j which, by 
Ring Henry VIII's Statuses, are appointed in the bwer 
frange of Seats, between, but not in, the Stalls of the 
Kjiigbts-Comfanions. While the Prebends are entering 
their Seats, the Purfuivants, Heralds, and Provincial 
^Cings of Arms, in a Body, likewile enter the Choir ;

fend after due Reverence, pais up to the Alikr, and join 
the Aims- Knights ; though anciently fotne difference was 
in this Ceremony. 

Afterwards, the two- Junior Kjtights-Compdm<mi enter, 
palling on till they come near their own Stalls, and 
there make their Reverences,- and then divide, and take 
their ftands dire&ly before their Stalls; and fo of the 
reft of the Kjiights-Compmions. 

. Next to the Jytiightj-Compimions, the tlackrfyJ, Gar- 
ter, and Hegiftet', enter in a Breaft, who, proceeding to the 
middle of the Choir, make their Obeytances, and then 
psifsta their Form, placed on the Southed e of the Choir, 
Before the Sovereign’s Stall, and ftand before it. After 
thenf, the Chancellor and Prelate in the like manner, 
ftand before their Portn, placed near the Sovereign's Seat : 
And for theft Forms, whereon the Officers of the Order 
die in the Cbappel, thene is a (pedal Decree for the allow, 
a nee of them, entered ar. the end of the Conftitutions of 
their Offices. 

Laft of all the Sovereign enters, (having the Sword both 
Before him, but his Band of Penfionert nay at the Choir 
Door, to keep off the Crowd,) who,commg to the Steps 
which afeend the Royal Seat, makes a Reverence toward 
the Altar, and then takes Place therein, before he makes 
• fecend Reverence. 

When the Lieutenant, in the Sovereign’s abfence, pro: 
cecds to the firft Vefpert ; as foon as he enters the Choir, 
lend comes near the Sovereign’s Stall, he ftands' and makes 
a little paufe there ; then doing his Reverences, after he 
has again Rood a while, before he afeends his own ; 
where being arrived, he makes the double Reverence i 
fecond time, and then fits down. 

And now to plaring the Knight j-Companiotu in their 
Stalls : Garter, as foon as the Sovereign, or his Lieute* 
nanr, is placed, makes again the ufoal Reverence in the 
middle-or the Choir ; then turns to the Senior Knights, and 
doth his -Reverence to each of them ; whereupon, atone 
Inftanr, they make their double Reverences below, where 
they ftood, and ftrait afeend at the 'firft, or wdftern En. 
trance, that goes to the fide Stalls ; wHeroi-omg at rived, 
xhey make again their double Reverences, and then fcac 
themfetves. . But when the Sovereign’s Lieutenant is pre- 
sent, each Knight adds a third Reverphce to him, both 
: * - v ; • when 
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when they afeend and ddcend from, their Stalls ; an4 
fo like wife do all Perfons, who pals in the Proceeding, add 
to their double Reverences fo often as there is cccafion to 
make it, after fuch time as the Lieutenant is entered h s 
Stall ; and fo long as he continues therein, both on the 
Eve, the Feaft Day, and the Morrow after. 

The t\nigbts-C<rmpanions being all feated, the Prelaxe 
and Chancellor pafs into the middle of the Choir, and 
having made double Reverences, return to their Forms, 
and fit down. And after them, in the fame manner, the 
J \tpfior, Garter, and Blad(-Bod, proceed* 

As to the Sovereign’s other Attendants, the Noble- 
man who carries the Sword retires before the Sovereign's 
Stall, a little on the right Hand ; and the Lord Cham- 
berlain of the HouOtold, if not a Knight of the Garter, and 
the Vice Chamberlain, on the left, till the Sovereign give 
them leave to 6c down. The Clerk of the Clofet Hands 
at the Sovereign’s right Hand, but the young Noblemen, 
that carry up the Sovereign, and the Gentleman of the 
Robes, torn crimes repofe themfelves on the Steps going to 
the Sovereign s Stall. 

This being done, preparation for Vefpert begin j in re>- 
ference to wnich, the Prelate afeends the Altar, it being 
the Duty of his Office, which if he omits,he is fined twenty 
Marks, to the ufe of the College, unlefc he give fufficienc 
reaicn for bis abfence ; in which Cafe, or on the vacancy 
of tbp See of Wincbcfler, the Sovereign hath fometimes 
appointed another Biftiop to Officiate for him. The Pro- 
ceeding to the Altar, on this occafion, is as follows. 

Firft, The Serjeant of the Vefiry makes a double Reve- 
rence, then comes before the Prelate, and makes a (ingle 
one to him ; who thereon arifes from his Seat, and the 
Serjeaw proceeds before him into the middle of the Choir, 
where the Prelate makes a double Reverence ; and pa fling 
forward after the Serjeant, and having afeended the upper* 
meft Haut-pas before the Altar, he makes one fingle Re- 
verence toward the fame, and fo goes to the North fide 
of it 

After which, the two Provincial Kjngs, Heralds, and 
Purfuivants, leaving their fore-mentioned Stations, join 
together till they come near the Forms of the Regffler, 
p aster, and Black: Ho4 » where, making their double Re. 
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verences, they divide again on each fide, and there 
Hand. 

Laftly, The Alms-Knighic come down into the Choir in 
a Body, and there make their joint double Reverences, 
and then take their Chairs ; all which being finidied. 
Divine Service is begun by the Prelate. 

The like Solemnity is obferved at any other Place, as 
well as at Windfor j where, becaufe the Alms-Knights are 
abfent, the Purtuivants at Arms afcend nearer the Hig b- 
Altar than when they are at Windfor ; bat this occafioos 
little Variation. 

When the Vtfptrs are ended, the Prelate goes to the 
middle of the Altar, and with great Reverence makes an 
Obeyfance ; and thence, with the Serjeant before him, 
descends to the middle of the Choir, where he makes his 
double Reverences, and fo returns to his Seat ; where- 
upon all nuke ready to pafs out of the Choir, which is 

S erformed in much the Came manner, and with the fnny 
cate, as they proceeded thither ; and the Servants and 
Attendants of the Knights^Corttpanions are mar (hailed in 
the fame Order as they were at the beginning of the 
Proceeding, chat the whole Proceffion may again pals 
through them. 

The Alms-Knights having entered the Guard Chamber, 
fpread themfelves on each fide thereof ; the Prebends pals 
through them, and fall off on either fide the Room to 
the Prefence Chamber Door. 

Then the Purfuivantt, Heralds, and Provincial K*Vgs, 
proceeding through the Lane made by the A 1ms- Knights 
and Prebends, enter the Pretence Chamber, and fall off on 
either fide toward the Stall, the King s (landing uppec 
moll. 

Then enter the Kjugbn-Campa*ions, and place them- 
felves on each fide of the State, in fuch Order as they fat 
in their Sadis, the cddeft neareft the Stare ; but tfaofe 
wbofe Companions are abfent, (land alone ; afrer whom 
follow the Officers of the Order, difpo&ng themfelves con- 
veniently near the State. 

Laftly, The Sovereign pafles to the Step before the 
State, where, being arrived, he turns toward the Kpigbts- 
Compamont, who make their Reverences jointly to him, 
and he thereon puts off his Cap, and re-faluces them ; 

which 
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which done, the Sovereign and they withdraw into the 
Privy Chamber till Supper time. 

But in Queen Elizabeth's Reign, when the Feaft of Sc. 
Georg* was held at White-Hall, or Greenwich, and the 
Sovereign, as was ufual with her, proceeded no farther 
on the Eve so Vlfpcti, than td the great Clofet, the or- 
dinary way, and thence fent her Lieutenant into the Choir . 
Then, in fuch Cafe, when Vefpers were ended, the Lien- 
tenant returned from the Choir, through the great Hall, 
and fo back to the faid Clofer, and ftood at the Door 
thereof, attending the Sovereign’s coming fdfth ; from 
whence they all proceeded before her into the Prefence- 
Chamber, and there the Ceremony, for tf>at time, ended- 
But in the Reign of King James L when the Supper on 
the Eve, as alfo the following Meals, were prepared in 
the Banqitecting-Houfe, the Sovereign’s Lieutenant fre- 

S uendy returned from the Clofet, by the Lobby, to the 
id Banquetting-Houfe, inftead of going to the Pre- 
fence ; and pafling up the State, gave an End to the Ce- 
remony till Supper time : And fo we find it obferved in 
the 7, 8, 9, io, ix, 13, 14, and 1 6 of chat King. 

When the Sovereign and Kriigbts- Companions are retired, 
they are not to put off any part of their Robes till Supper 
is over, for that is prohibited by the Statutes , not only 
to thofe who do not Sup, as well as thofe who do. And 
hfereon, \$C*r. II. ihe Sovereign having a mind to take 
the Air, went into Hide-Pari(, after he had taken leave of 
the Knights- Comp unions , the Dukes of York* and Monmouth, 
and the Earl of Oxford being With him, but all in full 
Robes, and fo returned to Supper. 

The Supper en the Eve. 


f 7. When the Sovereign is pleafed to Sup publickly, 
on the Eve of the Feaft at Windfir, the Sqpper has been 
-always prepared in St. George % Hall. The ufual Place at 
White-Hell, was heretofore in the Prefence Chamber $ of 
later times, the Bacquetring-Hpufe ; and at Greenwich t 
either the Prefence, or the Council Chamber $ where the 
Sovereign, or his Lieutenant, were always prefenr. But 
when the Feaft of St. Georg* was celebrated at Torkj 
ij Car. |. the Sovereign and K&igbts-Companions marched 

after 
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after the firft Vtjfirs, to a Houfe prepared for that pur- 
pofe, and (upped there. 

But if the Eve of the Feaft fell out on a Fading Day, ' 
as it did u Him. VIII. and 1 1 Jac. I. the Supper was al- 
ways omitted j and the Sovereign, with his Lieutenant, 
and Knigbtt-Companions, were ferved of the Void only. 

Nor does the Sovereign, when he Sups publickly, pais 
privately to the Place j but as foon as notice is given 
that the firft Mefs is (et upon the Table, he prefently en- 
ters the Prefence Chamber, whence the Officers of the 
Order, and of Arms, the KjtigbtrComf aniens in their full 
Robes, for lb the Statutes exprefly direct, having put them- 
felves into their ufiial Order, proceed before him to St. 
Georgt's-Hall : Where being enteted, the Pmfuivanti, 
Heralds, and Provincial Xj us, fall off aU upon die right 
Hand, oppofite to the Kjiigbts*Companims Table, the Ju- 
nior Pmfuivants (landing toward the lower. End of the Hall 
Then the t^nighti-Companiotis paging up beyond them, 
formerly divided themlelves on either tide, according to 
the Decree, 16 Hen. VIIL and made a (land, each taking 
Place, according to the Order of their Stalls. But at the 
Feaft held at fvbite-Hall, 19 Car. IL the Sovereign di- 
rected that they (hould Hand all on the right Hand fide, 
facing the Table. 

Next, the five Officers of the Order follow, who af* 
cending beyond the Senior Knight, retire on the right 
Hand : After them the Sovereign, and the Officers of Arms, 
all doing him Reverence as be pages by : Who paging up 
to the Heut-pei, before his own Table, turns hitnfelf to 
the Knightt-Companions, and putting off his Cap, they re- 
turn their Reverences jointly to him. 

The Sovereign fitting down to Supper, is firft ferved 
by Water by fome Nobleman ; then Grace is faid by the 
Prelate j then is the Senior Knight conduced to his Tahle 
by two .Officers of Arms, and fo the reft in Order, to the 
Tables appointed them. Whereupon the Cancers of the 
Order, and of Arms, retire out ot the Hall to Supper. 

If a Lieutenant be confticuted, he proceeds to Supper 
in full Robes, and in the fame Order as doth the Sove- 
reign, and fits alone at the Sovereign’s Table, yet on the 
left Hand of the Cloth of State, being ferved in all Points 
with Water, and by a C tip-bearer, Carver, and Sewer, as 
the Sovereign himfelf is. 

When, 
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When Supper is ended, and the Banquet taken away, 
the Sovereign and Kjtigbts-Cemf anions proceed back in die 
fame Order they came to the Prefence Chamber, where 
the Sovereign, or his Lieutenant, ftanding on the Step 
before the Cloth of Sate, Salutes them as before ; ana 
then appoints the Hour and Place for the Knigbtt-Cem- 
fanions to attend him the next Morning ; The like, if the 
Supper be provided in any other Place befides the Pre fence 
- Chamber, the Sovereign and Knigbts-Comf anions proceed 
back thither, becanfe the Ceremony ought to end there, 
as has always been the Cuftom. And if the Sapper be 
prepared in the Prefence Chamber, they then take their 
Leave in the fame Room, there being no occafion to pro* 
ceed farther. 

If any of the Kjtighfl-Comfaniems accompany the Sore* 
reign, or his Lieutenant, to bis Lodgings, they then go 
after, not before him, in regard the State of that Night's 
Service ended in the Prefence Chamber ; and after they 
have retired to their Lodging, they have Permiffion to 
Unrobe. 

When the Sovereign, or his Lieutenant, do not Sup io 
Sc Gorge’ i H*U on the Eve of the Feaff, on the follow- 
ing Night, the Officers of Arms have formerly had the 
liberty to Eat there ; and this Privilege was affigned 
them by Decree of a Chaffer held 1 6Eh\. appointing 
them that Table, which wot befere that time ufed by the 
Cbanceter, H egifier , and other Officers of the Order : But 
how they came to lofe this Privilege, is not mentioned j 
for now, inftead of fitting in the great Hall, they are ne* 
ceffiuted to fiat in fuch Rooms of the Caftle as they can 
fitocue. 
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CAP. XXI, 

The Order of the Ceremonies on the Fe aft 

Day. 

Hoe Proceeding to the Chappel in the Morning* 

$ i. ^VTOcwitbftanding the Celebration of the Feaft 
I takes up three Days, vi%. part of the twenty 
fecond, all the twenty third, and part of the 
twenty fourth of April* yet the twenty third* Sr. George % 
Day, is the Grand Parc : The Ceremonies of which may 
be divided into Sacred and Civil, the firft folemnized ih 
the Chappel, the latter in St. Georges Hall. 

In Order to which, the Kjiigbts-Companions in full Robes 
repair to the Sovereign's Privy Lodgings, at the Hour ap- 
pointed ; as alfo the Officers of the Order. In the mean 
time the reft of the Degrees and Perfons, which made up 
the Proceeding on the Eve of the Feaft, take their feveral 
Stations then appointed them, to attend the Sovereign’s 
coming out of the Prefence- Chamber. 

When the Sovereign, having the Kjiigbts-Companionsl 
and Officers of the Order before him, has entered the Pre- 
sence, the Sword is delivered to the Nobleman appointed 
to bear it ; and after the ufual Salutations, the Proceeding 
fets forward to the Chappel in the fame Order as on the 
Eve | the ]{jiights*Companions having their Trains bom 
by fome of their own Gentlemen. 

At the Foot of the Stairs, entering the Cloifter, or 
Stone Gallery, twelve Gentlemen of the Privy Chamber 
attend, with a rich Canopy of Cloth of Gold, who, when 
the Sovereign approaches, receive him under it, and bear 
it over his Head, till he comes to the Choir boor of Sr.* 
George*$ Chappel : which Canopy is carried only on the 
Morning of the Feaft Day, and not at any other time. 

The Proceffional way to the Chappel, is the lame they 
traverfed on the Eve, if the Sovereign and Kyngjyts-Coni* 
f anient proceed to the Chapter-tioufc firft * for anciently 
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ic was the Cultom to hold a Chapter in the Morning of the 
Feaft Day, either before Mattins, or after, before the 
Grand Froceflion fet forward. This Courle received in- 
terruption in Queen Elizabeth's time, during which, no 
Chapter was held in the Morning, except in the 26, 3 1, 
and 38 Years of her Reign, and then only for admitting 
fotne Officers of the Order : But the time of holding this 
Chanter was reftored by King Charles I. who fcveral times 
held it before the firft Service began ; as in the 5, 14, 
and 15, of his Reign. 

But if no Chapter be held at this time, then, as foon as 
the Proceeding comes near the Chappel, inftead of enter- 
ing the Paflage between the Eaft-end of the Chappel, and 
King Henry VII L*s Tomb Houfe, as it does on the Eve, 
by reafon the Sovereign goes firft to the Cbapur-Houfe , it 
proceeds ftraight on to the South Door, and thence into 
the Che/r : Yet King Charles II. in the 15 of his Reign, 
appointed the whole Proceeding to pafs by the laid South 
Door, all along the South fide of the Chappel, and then 
to enter at the Weft Door, which was then, and fince 
obferved. 

When the Alms-Knights are come to the Weft Door 
of the Choir t they enter, and pafs up above the Steps of 
the Altar, in the very fame Manner and Order as they did 
on the Eve, and fo exa&ly of the reft : Which being done, 
the Prelate begins the Morning Service, according to the 
Order obferved in the Common-Prayer, only that the 
firft Leflon being made proper to the Feftival, is taken 
out of the 44 Chapter of Rcclefiafticus. 

This Solemn Proceeding to the Chappel in the Morn- 
ing of the Feaft Day, is, and has been, mod ufual per- 
formed on Foot ; yet there are Inftances heretofore, where 
the Sovereign and Knight s-Cimp*niens have proceeded 
on Horfe-back, for the greater Splendor and Gallantry of 
the Order : As in 16 Edw. IV. when feveral Ladies rode 
in the Cavalcade, richly adorned, of which Habit mention 
is already made. So alfo 3 Hen. VII. when it was aug- 
mented by the Prefence of the Queen, and the King’s 
Mother, attended by a fplendid Train of Ladies : And 
again the 11 of the (ame King, when he held the Featt at 
Baynartfs-Caftle , in London, he proceeded on Horfc back 
tnSt. Paul's: The like King Henry VIII. did at tPindfor, 
on the Feaft of St. George , 1 1 of his Reign ; and King 
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Philip , t and 2 of Phil, and Mar . and Qpeen Elizabeth, 
in the 6 of her Reign, in her whole Habit of the Order j 
fo did the Sovereign's Lieutenant at the fame Feaft ride 
to t|ie fir ft and fecond Vefpers , and to the Morning Ser- 
vice the Day after. 

It was a Cuftom begun by Qiieen Elizabeth, and ufed 
when (he celebrated St. Georges Feaft 9 either at fVoite- 
Hall 9 or Greenwich 9 for the Sovereign's Lieutenant, and 
JQiigbn^Comp anions, in full Robes, attended with the Of- 
ficers of the Order , and of Arms, to meet in the Prefence 
Chamber, about nine in the Morning of the Feaft Day* 
and proceed thence as they did the Evening before, through 
the Guard Chamber, down into the great Hall, and thence 
into the Chappel, where they took their Stalls,' as on the 
Eve ; after which. Morning Prayer was performed as far 
as the Litany, and this was called the firft Service ; which 
done, they all defcended from their Stalls, in the accu- 
ftomed Order, and proceeded back to the Prefence, and 
there waited the coming of the Sovereign, before whom 
they proceeded a fecond time to the Choir , where the Li- 
tany, and Grand Proceflion began, called the fecond Ser- 
vice, at which the Sovereign was ufually Prefent ; but 
feldom at the firft Service. 

The firft Inftance we have met with of this double 
Proceeding, is recorded in the Blue^Boo^ of the Order , 
3 Eli%. and was continued throughout her Reign ; and 
that of King James I. not only when the Feaft of Sr* 
George Was celebrated at tfShitc'Hall, or Greenwich , but 
alfo at other times, when celebrated at Wtndfor ; and fo 
1 Car. I. But from that time, the Sovereign went to the 
Chappel at the beginning of Morning Service, which was 
continued without interruption : Which way has been 
ever fince duly obferved. 

But when it was known that the Sovereign did not 
go in the Grand ProcefiSon, but his Lieutenant for him * 
then the Service was conftantly gone through withal at 
once* 


The Proceeding to the fecond Service • 

$ 2. When the Feaft has been celebrated elle- 
where thsn at Windfor 9 as foon as the Prelate was come 
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down from the Altar, on finifhing the firft Service, the 
Kjiigbts-Comf anions defcended from their Stalls in ufnal 
Order; and then the Lieutenant, with the Officers of the 
Order , and of Arms, proceeded before him to the Pre- 
fence, to conduct the Sovereign to the fecond Service ; 
which’fecond Proceeding was difpofed in the fame man- 
ner as was that to the firft Service in the Morning j only- 
in the latter, becaufe the Sovereign proceeded, the Sword 
was alfo carried. 

/ 

Of the Grand Procejfion • 

$ 3. We arc now arrived at the Grand Proccflion of 
this moft Noble Order, which is indeed the moft Solemn, 
and Magnificent Part of the whole Ceremony, and has 
always been celebrated in the Morning of the Feaft Day 
of St. George 5 or onfuch other Day, as the Sovereign hath 
appointed by Prorogation to hold the fame. But as to 
the inftant of Time when it began, it has fometimes been 
uncertain ; with refped to the conveniency of the Church 
Service, when it was conceived moft proper 5 which was 
generally at the end of the fecond Colled, and before 
the Litany : Neverthelefs, in 6 Eli\. the Feaft being then 
held at VPindfor, it began prefently after the Te Drum 
was Sung ; and the twentieth of the faid Queen's Reign, 
at Greenwich , after reading the fecond Leffon. And to 
come nearer our Times, the Grand Proccflion fet forward, 
8 Car. I. when the firft Service was finilhed; and 17 
Car. I. after the Sermon was ended : But at the Grand 
- Feaft, 13 Car. IL it was brought to its ufnal time, after 
the laft Colled. 

As to the Proceeding, or ProceflSonal way at fflnd/or, 
that has not been always the fame ; fometimes it was 
confined within the Walls of St. George* s Chaff el, but at 
other times enlarged through the lower Court of the 
Caftle ; a few Inftances of both Cafes are remaining, 
but none of any ancient date. 

What the Order and Manner of this Ceremony was, 
may be, colleded from what an old Relator fays, of the 
Solemn Proceflion made the 19 May, 5 Hen • VIII. That 
it was ordered as of old Time accujlomed . 

Firft 
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Firft went the Alms-Knights, two and two on either 
fide the Choir, then the Officers of Arms, next the 
Kjiights-Comf anient ; after them the Officers of the Order , 
and then the Prelate bearing the Heart of St. George, un- 
der a Canopy honourably affifted, four Noblemen bear- 
ing each a Torch 5 and laft of all the Sovereign. 

And though here is no mention of any Ecclefiafticks, 
that joined themfelves in the Proceeding ; yet it cannot 
be fiippofcd, that as part of the Divine Service was to be 
performed, but that fome of the Chaplains and Priefts 
were included. And we meet with one Inftance, where 
the Priefts not only went in the Grand Proceffion, but 
had a Place alfigned in it; where the Gentlemen of the 
Sovereign's Chaff el, and Choir of Windfir, now go. 

But it muft be confefled, that the Records of the Order 
are very defective in this particular, relating to the Grand 
Proceffion, and fpeak of it only in general, or at moft, 
take notice but of fome of thofe Degrees that attend in 
it; and this but of late Time neither: Among which, 
23 Eli*, it is faid ; They all proceeded in Order , ds the Cuftom 
was ; the Sovereign following in the Rear of the Procef- 
fion. 

As to Place and Precedency, it is in every refpeft the 
fame, as in the Sovereign’s Proceeding to the Chappel, on 
the Eve of the Grand Feaft ; only here are fome Perfons 
added, which go not in that ; Namely, the Gentlemen 
and Choirifters of the Sovereign's Chappel at iPhite-Halli 
and the Petty-Canons, Vicars, and Choirifters of Wind* 
for : The whole Order is as follows. 

The Morning Service having proceeded to the fecond 
Leflon, and the Prelate condu&ea by the Serjeant of the 
Veftry from the Altar to his Seat; 

The Alms-Knights rife from their Seats, and pafs to the 
middle of the Choir ; and after their accuftomed Reve* 
rences, go up to the (ides of the Altar . 

Next, in like manner, the Officers of Arms pafs up. fc 

Hereupon Garter rifes from his Seat, and makes his 
ufual Reverences ; then waving his Rod, fummons the 
Junior Knights to defeend. 

Whilft they and the reft of the Kjiights-Companions are 
leaving their Stalls, with ufual Reverences ; the Gentle- 
men of the Chappel, Petty-Canons, and Vicars of Wind- 
fir, put on Copes, and make themfelves ready to proceed. 

H h b Then 
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Then the Knights-Compauions being all coiie down* 
ft and each under bis proper Stall 

Then the Black: Hod* Garter , and Bpgijler rife, and ftand 
before their Forms, 

So do the Chancellor and Prelate. 

This done, the Alms-Knights come down from the 
jiltar, and palling into the middle of the Choir , make 
again their double Reverences, and proceed out of the 
Choir . 

After them the Choirifters pals in a Body to the middle 
of the Choir , and having made their double Reverences, 
(as do all that follow,) proceed forth two and two. 

So do the Vicars of Windfir . 

Next, the four Petty-Canons come from their Seats, into 
thr middle of the Choir ; and there begin to Sing an 
Hymn. 

Then follows the Serjeant of the Veftry, bearing his 
gilt Rod. 

After him the Gentlemen of the Chapoel at White*

Next the Virger of Windfor Chap pel, bearing his Silver 
Rod. 

Then the Prebends of Windfor. 

After whom the Officers of Arms come down from the 
Altar, and pals on. 

Then the Knights* Companions, the Juniors firft. 

Then the Blacl{-I{od, Garter , and Rsgiftcr. 

. The Chancellor and Prelate. 

The Nobleman that bears the Sword of State. 

Then the Sovereign, above in his Stall, makes a Reve- 
rence toward the Altar , and being defeended, another 
below ; then paffes out, and enters under the Canopy, 
which waits fer him at the Choir Door ; the Lord Cham- 
berlain of the Houlhold, if not a Knight of the Order, 
attending fomewhat behind the fide of the Canopy, on the 
Sovereign's right Hand ; and the Vice Chamberlain at the 
like diftance on his lefts as in th6 Grand Proceifion, 
23 Car. II. 

And laftly, The Band of Penfioners, who 7 attend the 
Guard on each fide the Sovereign and Knights-Companions , 
with their Captain at the Head of them. 

Jn this Order, to this Day, they proceed with great 
Peyotion j the whole Choir Singing the Office appointed, 

yv|uch 
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which heretofore was the Litany ; but is now generally 
a Thankfgiving Hymn. 

The Grand Proceflion, when it has been celebrated at 
White- Hall, or elfewhere than at Windfor , is for the 
moft part ordered after the afore (aid manner, as may be 
Teen by the following Scheme. 

Serjeant of the Veftry, with his gilt Rod. 

Choirifters in Surplices. 

Gentlemen of the Chappel in Copes. 

Subdean in a Cope. 

Officers of Arms. 

Knights Companions. 

Officers of the Order. 

The Sword. 

The Sovereign under a Canopy, with his Train bom up. 
The Penfioners as before. 

But in what this Grand Proceflion differs from that at 
Windfor, we (hall here Note. 

Firft, Here the Serjeant of the Veftry leads the Pro- 
ceeding, and is followed by the Choirifters. 

Secondly, The Prebends and Choir of Windfor, and the 
Alms. Knights, are here wanting. 

Thirdly, The Subdean and Dean of the Chappel are 
taken in, and proceed next to the Gentlemen of the Chap- 
pel, to whom the Sovereign's Almoner has (bmerimes 
joined himfelf. . 

Fourthly, Wbilft the Kmghts-Companiem are descending 
from their Stalls, the Gentlemen of the Chappel go into 
the Veftry, to put on their Copes 5 but the Dean of the 
Chappel hath his brought into the Cbitr, which he puts 
on below, under his Seat. 

Fifthly and Laftly, In Queen Elizabeth's Reign, the 
Ladies Attendants went with the Penfioners on either fide 
the Sovereign. 

To contribute more to the Pomp and State of this 
great Ceremony, a Canopy is born over the Sovereign's 
Head, by Knights and Gentlemen of Quality, while he 
pafleth in Proceflion, till he return to the Choir Door . 

The Perfops appointed to carry the Canopy, Ann* 1 1 
Hen. VIII. were four Knights of the Body, when four 
other ^nights bore four Wax Tapers ; but fince they are 

H h 4 the 
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the Gentlemen of the Privy Chamber in ordinary, who 
the time of the Feaft are in waiting, twelve of whom are 
appoinred for this Service $ the Sovereign hath alfo the 
long Train of his Mantle carried up by feveral of the 
young Nobility, who receive notice thereof by the Lord 
Chamberlain of the Houfhold. 

In like manner the Lieutenants, or Deputies to the So- 
vereign, have had their Train carried up in the Proceed* 
ings, by Perfons of Diftin&ion $ and the Train of a Stran- 
ger King, perfonally prefent at Windfir, hath alfo been 
born up ; and m like manner the Train of a Deputy from 
a Stranger King ; and laftly, the KPtzj#*~Companiensh ave 
their Trains carried up by their own Gentlemen. 

The Cloaths and Apparel of the Sovereign and Xnigbts- 
Com panions , and the great variety of rich Jewels which 
furround or adorn their Caps, or where elfe they may 
appear moft confpicuous, ihine with great Luftre. 

I he Provincial Kings, Heralds, and Purjuivants, ha- 
bited in their rich Coats, and going together in one Body, 
appear alfo very confpicuous, from the Royal Arms 
of the Sovereign richly Embroidered on them with fine 
Gold, Purples and Twift ; the Ground of the Provincial 
Kings Coats are blue Velvet, the Heralds blue Sattin, 
and the Purfuivants blue Damask. 

The Habit in which the Canons of the College pro- 
ceed, is alfo peculiar ; for though, as Clergymen, they 
are vetted in Linen Surplices at all times of Divine Ser- 
vice, yet at this Solemnity they wear a Mantle over thofe 
Surplices, which is a Habit appointed for them, from the 
Foundation of the Order ; thefe Mantles are of Murry Taf^ 
fety, and on the right Shoulder is an Efcutcheon of St. 
Georges Amts within a Rundlet, Embroidered with Gold 
and Silk, which is bought at their own Charge. 

The Gentlemen of the Sovereign’s Chappel, the Pctty- 
Ganons, and Vicars of Windfor , appear in Habits more 
glorious, being all (or the moft part of them) vetted in 
rich Copes of Cloth of Gold, or moft coftly Embroide- 
ries ; but the Children of the Chappel and Choirifters, 
proceed habited in Surplices of white Linen 5 laftly, the 
Habits of the Alms-Knights [a Mantle and KirtieJ are 
not unremarkable both for Colour and Materials, which 
appear fuitable to their Age and Degree. The Mamies 
are of Cjotb, which the Statutes appoint to be of a red 
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Colour^ with a Shield of the Arms of St. George , but 
without a Garter to furround them. 

In this Grand Proceeding, the Habits entertain the Be- 
holders with a very delightful Profpe&, being fo ordered, 
that the Grave are placed between thofe that are Rich and 
Gallant $ .and to add to the greater Shew of this Solemn 
Ceremony, the Regifters of the Order make mention of 
divers Perfons of Rank and Quality, who put themfelves 
on the Duty of Attendance on their Sovereign, becaufe 
related to bis Service, though in reference to the Order 
not fo concerned as to be taken into the Proceeding ; 
fuch are divers of the Nobility, fometimes great Ladies, 
many confiderable Officers of the Houfliold, and other 
Courtiers, all richly habited. and attired. 

~ . To complete the Pomp of this great Solemnity, we 
may (in the laft Place,) fitly remember the Mufick, as a 
part thereof, the Choirs of the Sovereigns Chappei at 
St. James's , and at ftfndfir, being united, all Singing the 
facred Hymn together, while the Grand Proceffion de- 
voutly pafTeth ; and on their return to the Choir Door , the 
Alms-Knights firft advance into it, and after double Re- 
verences afcend above the Haut Pass to the Altar. 

Next the Choirifters, and in like manner the Vicars,' 
Petty-Canons of l^indfor 9 Gentlemen of the Chappei, and 
Prebends, go to their Seats. 

Then the Officers of Arms pate up, and join to the 
Alms-Knights. After this the J^nights-Companions enter, 
and ftand before their Stalls. 

The like doth the Black: Bpd, Garter , and Hfgifter. 

As alfo the Chancellor and Prelate . 

Then doth the Sovereign take his Royal Stall. 

The J^nightS‘Comp anions afcend their Stalls. 

The Officers of the Order fit down on their Forms, in 
the fame Manner and Order, and with like Reverences, 
as at their Entrance into the Choir , on the Eve of the 
Feaft. 

. Then the Prelate, with two Prebends, (appointed to 
read the Epiftle and Golpel,) are conduced, the one by 
the Serjeants of the Veftry, the other by the Virger, up 
tp the Altar , (which they approach with ufual Reverences,) 
the Prelate palling to the North-fide, and the Prebends to 
the South, to finifh the remaining part of Divine Ser* 
Vice. 

Where* 
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Whereupon the Officers of Arms defeend into the Choir $ 
And 

The Alms-Khights go down to their Seats, which, 
while they are fo doing, the two Prebends put on their 
Copes at the South-fide of the Altar. This done, the 
Prelate begins the fecond Service, which hath been cele- 
brated, fince the time of the Reformation, according to the 
Book of Common-Prayer , and is the fame commonly ufed 
on any other Feaft Day ; excepting a peculiar Epiftle and 
Gofpel ; the firft being the thirty third Chapter of Deute- 
ronomy, and the latter the fifth Chapter of St. John, be* 
ginning at the twenty fourth Verfe, and ending at the 
thirtieth ; which being read, the Creed is Sung. 

We may here Note, that before the Reformation, it be- 
longed to the Abbot of Tower-Hill to read the Gofpel, 
ana to the Prior of Mcicmenham in Norfolk^ to read the 
Epiftle. 

The Offering of Gold and Silver . 

S 41 This Ceremony, whether it be performed in the 
Sovereign 1 * Chappel at Windjor, or in any other Church 
or Chappel, is one and the fame, (except the Sovereign's 
Offering of Gold and Silver, inftead of the Bezant,) whijrh 
is peculiar to Windfor. 

The accuftomed time of Offering on the Feaft Day, is 
mentioned Anno n Hen. VIII. to be after the Sovereigns 
return to his Stall from the Grand Proceffion, in the time 
of High Mafs, and at this Day begins immediately after 
this firft Sentence of the Offertory .is pronounced by the 
Prelate. 

Let your Light fo fhine before men , 8 cc. 

This faid, the Organ begins to Play, and forthwith 
a Groom and Page of the removing Wardrobe, (with Re- 
verence firft made,) unrol a long Carpet, and fpread it be- 
fore the Altar ; which being done, the Alms- Knights firft, 
hext the Purfuivants , Heralds, and Provincial KJngt, af- 
cend in ufual Order, and flank the Carpet on both fides. 
Then Garter fteps from his Seat, and after double Re- 
verences, and the ufual manner of waving his Rod, the 
Knights Companions defeend in their accuftom'd Order, 
and (land before their Stalls 

After 
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After this, BtackrBpd goes from his Seat to the Altar, 
towards which, making a (ingle Reverence, he turns his 
Back,and immediately the Groom of there moving Ward- 
robe delivereth him a little Carpet, anciently of Silk, 
now of Cloth of Gold; and the faid Groom holds on 
his Arms a Cuflrion of Cloth of Gold, for the Sovereign to 
Kneel upon, ar the time of his Offering, which the Black? 
Rod forthwith lays on the upper Haut Pas before the Al- 
ter, and each of them, as well in delivering, as receiving 
the Cuttiion, ki(s it. 

After this, the Prelate of the Order takes a gilt Bafon to 
receive the Sovereign's Offering, and ftands before the 
middle of the Altar , with one of the Prebends to aflift him, 
at which time the Sovereign arifing makes his Reverence 
towards the Altar, and then ddeending, makes a little 
Reverence below, and afcends towards the Altar with his 
Attendants, and being come into the middle of the Choir ,* 
be makes another Reverence, and at the firft Haut Pas * 
his laft. 

He that bears the Sovereign's Offering, is either the Se- 
nior Knight, the Prince, or the greateft Efface among the 
KnigbtrComp anions then prefent, and no other Perfon, (of 
what Degree foever) if he be not of this Noble Fraternity, 
performs this Service. 

The Sovereign being come to the upper Haut Pas kneels, 
at which Inffant Black-Red on his Knee delivers (with 
Affay) the Sovereign’s Offering to the Senior Knight, or 
other Perfon nominated, and he kneeling prefents it to the 
Sovereign, which he immediately Offers into the Bafon 
held by the Prelate, and then arifeth, and is conduced and 
attended, as when he came up to Offer; at the Entrance 
into his Stall, he turns and makes a Reverence, and his 
Attendants alfo bow towards the Altar ; and being at- 
tended into his Stall, doth the like again, and then re- 
pofeth himfelf in his Seat. 

An Entry is made in the Red-Book, Anno 6 Car. I. That 
whereas in other Places {befides Windfor) the Sovereign is 
wont to Offer a certain Gold Piece , {vulgarly called a Bezant) 
to be redeemed afterwards at a certain Price ; the V (her of 
the Black-Rod having been admonifhed , that in thefe Set- 
vices there is no Redemption to be made , fhould never prefent 
the Bezant at Windfor to the Sovereign, but Gold and Sili 
ver (fEngli/h Money, 

When 
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When the Sovereign is abfent, and the Lieutenant Of- 
fers for him, he performs the Ceremony as follows. 

Firft, (After the Preparations made for the Offering, as 
aforefaid,) he defceods from his Stall with the ufual Re- 
verences, and goes to the Steps, afcending the Sovereign's 
Stall, and there ftands a while ; then making his double 
Obeyfance, he proceeds towards the Altar (the Officers 
of the Order going before him,) with one other Reverence 
in the middle of the Choir , and ahother at the firft Haut 
Pas of the Altar ; the Carpet and Cufhion is fpread and 
laid for him, as is for the Sovereign, and the Offering alfo 
given in the fame way, and the Lieutenant kneeling puts ic 
m the Bafon, and returns to the Sovereign’s Stall in the 
fame Order, (Sc. he came ; where ftanding a while again 
before it, he makes a Reverence towards ic, and then 
goes up into his own Stall, where (if it fall out that the 
Lieutenant is not the Senior Knight,) he ftays to receive 
, the Reverences of all the Kjiigbts-Comf anions his Seniors 9 
as they go up to Offer, and when his own turn comes to 
Offer, he defcends with a double Reverence, and proceeds 
up with his Fellow, (ifprefentj and Offers for bimfelfin 
his own Place, but his Train is then let down, the Car- 
pet, (Sc. taken away, and only two Officers of Arms 
(but none of the Order) proceeds before him, and when 
he has Offer’d, be returns to his Stall. 

But it feems, 7 Jac. I. that Garter alone, on the Feaft 
Day, brought up the Prince, then the Sovereign’s Lieu- 
jtenanr, when he came to Offer for himfelf, which Service 
ought to have been performed by Clarenceux and Nomy, 
which was an overfight in Garter ; as likewife his bringing 
down at the fame, the ig htsJCompa nions out of their 

Stalls to Offer, before the Epiftle and Gofpel were Read, 
contrary to the ufage of former times ; by which they 
were kept a tedious time waiting below in the Choir , 
before the Offering began. But 1 1 Jac. I. the Prince was 
brought up by Clarenceux and Norrof, when he came to 
Offer, and not by Garter . When the Lieutenant hath 
Offered for himfelf, he returns to the lower end of the 
Stalls, and paffes to his own, where having paid the ufual 
Reverences, he enters it, and is ready to receive the Re- 
verences of all the other Kjtights-Companims. 

As foon as the Sovereign, or his Lieutenant, is return- 
ed to his Stall, the two Provincial Kings pals down into 

the 
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the middle of the Choir f where making Reverences jointly 
to the Altar 9 and nest to the Sovereign, Clarenceux turns 
himfelf to the Senior Knight, and makes him a third Re-* 
verence, while Horroy at the fame Inftant does the fame 
to the next Junior Knight, and fo both, as an intimation 
of their going up jto Offer ; then each King retires a little 
backward toward the Stalls : In the mean time, the two 
Senior Knights draw near together, and making double 
Reverences, C larenceux and Norroj ftep forth, and pals 
up before them, till they arrive near the Prelate $ (or if 
the Senior Knight be without his Oppofite, then he is 
brought up (ingle,) then making their Reverences, firft 
towards the Altar , next to the Knights, Clarenceux retires 
to the right fide, and Norroy to the left, waiting for the 
return of the Knights, who are kneeling on the uppermoft 
Haut Pas of the Altar , making their Offering. Which 
bumble Ceremony of kneeling, not being heretofore ufed, 
was fixed by a Decree of 4 Car . L 

The Kjiights-Comf anions Offerings are both of Silver 
and Gold, which is receiv’d by two of the Prebends, or by 
one Prebend and one Chantor, anciently by one Chantor 
only, when the Offering is at Itfndfor ; but by the Dean 
of the Chappel, when at White-HalL The Offering 
being made, the Xnigbts-Comp anions rife, and forthwith 
divide themfelves, Clarenceux conducing the Senior 
Knight to the lower end of the Stalls on the Sovereign’s 
fide ; and Norroj the next Junior Knight, to the lower 
end of the Stalls on the Prince's fide ; and at parting 
make their Reverences, and return to their Stations before 
the Altar . The Knights, ix. their Entrance into the Stalls, 
make their double Reverences together, and then pafs on 
to their own 5 where making the like Reverences, they 
take their Seats. 

But if any Stranger King be prefent at the Offering, he 
does not retire to his Seat, by the lower end of the Stalls, 
but along the Choir 9 as does the Sovereign, the fame 
way he proceeded up : So did the King of Denmark^ 
4 Jac . I. 

The Ceremonies of the two Senior Knights Offering 
being finifhed, the two Senior Heralds obferving their lift 
Reverences, pafs down into the Choir , in the fame manner 
as did Clarenceux and Norroy, to bring up the next two 
Senior Knights to Offer, who ufe all the fame Ceremo- 
nies, 
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flics, and are conduced back in like mahner to the AU&r i 
and fo of the other, brought up by the two next Sente* 
Heralds; Clarenceaux and Notroy beginning again, if 
rhere are more Knights than the Heralds in one Conrfe 
fupply 5 and after them the Heralds again, till the whole 
]s ended : And here it may be noted, that where any 
Knight goeth fingie to Offer, he hath neverthelefc two 
Heralds to attend him. 

Touching the Offerings themfelves, made in the Chap* 
pci of PVindfer, they belong of right to the Dean and Pre- 
bends, being conferr'd on them by the Statutes of the 
Colleger .And ordained alfo, that the Chanter fhould fee 
them receiv’d, and faithfully kept; and at the end of 
every Month, or Weekly, if the College required it, give 
an Account of what was receiv'd : All which was con* 
firmed by King Edward III. the Bifhop, Dean, and Chap- 
ter of Salisbury, to whofe Jurifdi&ion the College of 
Jtfindfor belongs ; and alfo by the Bifhop of H 7 incbcfter t 
Prelate of the Garter , 1351. But Dr. Montague, Bifhop 
of fVincbefter , at the Feaft at PFindfor, 1 1 Jac. I. challen- 
ged a right to the Offerings ; and Bifhop Andrews did de 
FaRo both receive, and keep the Offerings, whenever he 
officiated at Windfer. But on complaint of the Dean and 
Prebends of Windfor, this matter was referred to the Chap* 
ter ; yet we do not find that any final or pofirive Deter- 
mination was ever made to the time of the Reftauration* 
ft cm which time the right of the Dean and Canons has 
never been difputed, and the Statutes have duly taken 
Place. 

What has ufually been offered, either in Gold or Silver, 
we (hall fee by the Account given in by the Bifhop of 
TVincbtfter , 4 Car. I. ar St. George's Feaft at fFindfor , 
September 24. 

The whole Offering of the eight Knigbrs, is four 
Pounds fifteen Shillings, vi%. in Gold ten Shillings each, 
and in Silver two ; excepting the Lord Steward, whofe 
Offering in Silver was only one Shilling ; befides the So* 
vereign's Bezant redeemable. 

The Offerings on the twenty fith Day. 

His Majefty’s Offering in Gold one Pound, and in Sil- 
ver ten Shillings. 

The eight Kjiights-Qompanicns the fame as the Day 
before; the whole, befides the King's Bezant, eleven Pounds, 

When 
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When all the Knights have offered, and are returned to 
their Stalls, the Chancellor of the Order makes bis Reve- 
rences ; and after him, the Rfgifler, Garter, and Black? Rod, 
theirs together, and take their Seats : Next, the Carpet 
being rolled up by the Groom and Page of the removing 
Wardrobe, the Provincial Kjngs, Heralds, and Purfui- 
vants, and laft of all the Alms-Knights, make their Reve- . 
rences, and pals into the Choir, where they remain till the 
Prelate has finilhed the fecond Service; who, conduced by 
the Serjeant of the Veftry, comes down from the Altar with 
his. accuftomed Reverences to his Seat. After whom, 
the two Prebends are brought down by the Virger, who 
making their ufual Reverences take their Seats. 

The Return to the Prefence. 

$ 6. Immediately after, all prepare to pals out of the 
Choir, and to proceed back to the Prefence Chamber, , 
which is done in every particular as it is in the return of . 
the Sovereign from the firft Ve[pers. 

The Proceeding paffes on through the South-Door of 
the Chappe), and here the Trumpets are taken in, and 
placed before the Alms-Knights, and found all the way 
to the Guard Chamber ; at which time the Drums and 
Fifes begin to beat and play.. Thence the Proceeding 
paffes into the Prefence Chamber, whither it ought to go, 
before the Sovereign pafs into the great Hall to Dinner ; 
and here the Kjtights-Companions take their ufual Stands ; 
and after the Sovereign s Salutation, and their Reverences, 
the Sovereign retires into the Privy Chamber, and the 
Knights likewife retire till Dinner is ready. 

Of the Dinner on the Feajt Day. 

* k 7* As foon as* the Sovereign hath notice given him, that 
the firft Mefs is fet on the Table, the Sovereign and 
Kflights-Comf anions come out of the Privy Lodgings into 
the Prefence Chamber, attended by the Officers of the 
Order, and feat themfelves in the fame manner, as at the 
Supper on the Eve of the Feaft The Mufick founding

The Sovereign hath moft frequently fat alone, though 
fometimes heretofore he hath been pleafed to admit fomt 
of the Kjiights-Comp anions to fit at the Table with him ; 
but this Honour has not been offered to any of them fince 
the Reign of Queen Elizabeth. As foon as the Sove- 
reign is placed, the Kjiigbts-Comp anions put on their Caps, 
and remaining covered, retire againft the Tables pre- 
pared for them ; where Water is brought them by a 
Gentleman of Quality j and having wafhed, they all fit 
down. 

The Order of palling to their Seats at the Table, 1$ 
Car . II. and fo appointed to be obferved for the future, 
was after the following manner. Firft, The Duke of 
York, entered the Rails at the upper end of the Table, and 
paffed down the hither fide, to the lower end, and thence 
to the bench- fide to his Place : In like manner followed all 
the other Knights, according to the Seniority of their Stall s, 
as it is ordained they (hall fit, and not according to their 
Eftates or Dignities, (except the Sons of Stranger Kings, 
Princes, and Dukes,) and all on the right Hand, or far- 
ther fide of tbeir Table, not one againft another, but two 
and two at a Table to a Mefs, and thofe whofe Oppo- 
fites are wanting to fit alone, and have a whole Mefs, 
Their Meat being ufually brought up by the Yeomen of 
the Guard $ and are attended by fome of the Gentlemen • 
Penfioners, and others of the Sovereign's Servants, two to 
each Table. 

It appears that anciently the Officers of the Order had 
a Table allowed them in the great Hall, and fat covered 

in 
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in the Sovereign $ Prefence $ but on the Eve of the peaft, 
io Car. i. it was ordered in Chapter, That they (hculd be 
at their Choice, to keep the Feaft privately by themfelves* 
or fit uncovered where the Sovereign dined. Whereupon, 
from that rime, they forbore fitting in the Hall, or where 
elfe the Sovereign and Kjiigbts-Camp anions fat. It like- 
wife appears, that the Officers of Arms did anciently fit 
in St* George's Hall> at a Table joined to that, at which 
the Officers of the Order fat. , 

Before the Entrance of the Sovereigns fecond Courfe, 
he ftands up and drinks to the Knsgbts-Companions , (and 
fo it is remembred to be done by Phil, ana Mar.) they 
ftanding all the while uncovered, till they have all pledged 
him : Which done, the Officers of Arms make themfelyeg 
ready, at the lower end of the Hall, to proceed up in th* 
following Order. 

• Garter. 

CJarenceux and Norroy; 

Heralds two and two. 

Purfuivants two and two. 

And fo altogether make their Reverence to the Sovef 
reign, and proceed near the fide of the Knights Table, till 
they come to the middle of the Hall, where, after another 
Reverence made, they go ftill forward ; and when Garter 
has palled about two Yards beyond the Knights Tab'e, 
and come near the Haut Pas afeending the Sovereign s 
State, they make the like Reverence again jointly. Then 
Garter with a loud and audible Voice cries Largefs thricej 
though anciently but twice. 

Upon Garters beginning to cry Largefs, all the Kjsigbts- 
Comp anions , unlefs Kings and great Princes, if any be 
prefent, ftand up uncovered, till he has made an end j 
(which Cuftom, it feetns, 7 Car. I. had been dilconcinued 
for fame time.) Then Garter proceeds, and Proclaims the 
Sovereign^ Stiles and Titles of Honour, firlt in Latin * 
*fter in French , and laftly in Englifh ; he and the Officers 
of Arms making a Reverence between $ and at the end 
join altogether in crying Largefs thrice, and then all make 
Reverence togetheh 

Hereupon, fometitties the Treafurer of the Houlhold 
puts the Sovereign s Largefs* which is ten Pounds in Gold, 

I i into 
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itlto Garters Hat ; and this is afterwards divided imoiig 
the Officers of Arms, according to Cuftom. But Aama 
13 Car . II. the Black: Rod put the Largefs into Garter * 
Hat. This being finifhed, all the Officers of Arms retire 
' about three Yards backward, keeping their Faces towards 
the Sovereign, and there make a Reverence, and fo a 
fecond, and thence retire out of the Halt to Dinner. 

This Ceremony ended, the Sovereign's fecond Courfe 
is brought up ; firft the Serjeants at Arms, next the Trea- 
furer and Comptroller of the Heufhold, next the Sewer* 
then die Gentlemen-Penfioners, bearing the Meffes 5 then 
the Cofferer and Matter of the Houfhold, the two Clerks 
of the Green-Cloth, the two Clerks Comptrollers* and 
laftly the two Clerks of the Kitchtn, habited in their 
Gowns, and their Caps in their Hands* And after the 
Sovereign's Table is cotnpleatly fumifhed,tfee fecond Courfe 
is ferved up to the Knights Table by the Yeomen of the 
Guard, in luch Order as was the firft. 

But where any Kjiight-Comf anion happens to be in* 
Bailed at this Grand reaft, and ft prefcnt at Dinner* 
then Garter , and the Officers of Arms, proceed in Order, 
(after they have proclaimed the Sovereign's Stile,) from 
the lower end of the Hall, till they come before the new 
inftalled Knight's Mefs, and there Garter cries Largefs 
once, and Proclaims his Stile in Engtifo only ; and then 
retires to Dinner. 

In the !aft Place comes in the Banquet, brought to 
the Sovereign's Table by the Penfioners, in the fame Or* 
der as the Melfes ; (only in Place of the Clerk of the 
Kitchin, the Chief Clerk of the Spicery waits,) and the 
Banquet for the Kjiights~Comfanims % by the Yeomen of 
the Guard. 

Dinner being ended, the Knight s*€ompamont rife firft, 
and having walhed, place themfelves a little below the 
State, in their ufual Order, and make their Reverences to 
the Sovereign. After which, the Sovereign hears Grace 
faid by the Prelate, then Water is brought in the ufual 
way, and the Sovereign wafhes; Which done, the Knighrs 
making again due Reverence to the Sovereign, he puts off 
his Cap, and falutes them, and then proceeds as ufually to 
the Prefence Chamber, with the Knights and Officers of 
the Order before him, £?c.

ceed from the Prefence to the Hall, or fuch other Rooili 
where the Dinner is prepared, only his Place at the Tabe 
is a little on the left Hand the Cloth of State, or at the 
end of the Table : And after Dinner, he returns to the 
Prefence in the fame Order as the Sovereign does.

$ 8. The ufual time for Proceeding to the Cb-pter^ 
ttoufi, hath ufually been about four a Clock in thr Aftei* 
hoon, but fometimes not before five, by reafon of the 
length of the Dinner. The Proceeding is as at other times j 
and when the Sovereign and Knights have made a Caval- 
cade of it on the Eve, or on the Feaft Day, the fame has 
been obferved at the Proceeding to the fecond Vefpers. 

It has been cuftomary to hold a Chapter before the fei 
cond Vefpers , for the regulation of the Affairs of the Order : 
Vhen the fecond Vefpers are ended, che Proceeding parted 
out of the Choir in the very fame Order as at the firft 
Vefpers ; but Anno 1 5 Car. I. it happening to be late ere 
the fecond Vefpers eftded, the Sovereign did not go to the 
Prefence Chamber, but proceeded diredtly to the great 
Hall to Supper by Torch Light. 

Of iht Supper an the Evening bf the Eeafi Day* 

$ 9. It has riot been frequently known, that the $cm 
vereign hath flipped pubiickly in St. George's Hail on the 
Feaft Day) bus when it happens, as 1 4 Car. I. the Pro- 
ceeding thither, and return, are in all relpedts performed 
as at the Supper on the Eve. And if the Sovereign's Lieu* 
tenant hath on this Night fupped pubiickly, then it was in 
thePrefenCe Chamber, where he fat alofie at the Sove^ # 
reign's Table, as at other times.

The Ceremonies obfer^ed on the lafi Day 
of the Feaft . 

Of the Proceeding to the Choir . 

$ i. fTPJHE manner of proceeding to the Chapter - 
I Hcufe is performed in the fame manner as ic 
was on the Eve of the Feaft ; and differs only 
in this Point ; that then the Sovereign and Knights are ob- 
liged by the Statutes to proceed in full Robes ; here, by 
the Indulgence of King Henry VlII's Statutes^ all are dif- 
penfed with, except the upper Robe of Mancie ; And 
as then the Image of St. George was worn Pendant 
at the Coller of the Order 9 now a blue Ribbond fu^Sceth j 
and inftead of a Cap and Feather, only their ordinary 
Hats. 

It was the ancient Cuftom to Celebrate a Chapter in the 
Morning of the laft thy of the Feaft, before the Sove- 
reign proceeded to the Chappel, chiefly to make Ele&ion 
of Knights, where any Stall is void $ which h&s fome- 
times been held, when the Sovereign did not go to the 
Chappel, in the Privy Chamber, and then the Lieutenant, 
waving the Chapter- Houfe, proceeds ftraight on to the 
Chappel, and enters at the South Door. 

Of the eleU Knighti proceeding into the Choir. 

$ 2. Where an Election has been made of a Perfon 
then prefent at Court, he is called into the Cbfyter-Houfc 
by Garter , according to the ufual manner ; and having 
been inverted with the George and Garter , he ufuAlly par- 
fed in the Proceeding to the Chappel, whether it were 
from the Chapter- Houfe, or Prefence Chamber $ and in 
this ordinary Apparel, always bare-headed ; the Place 
allowed him in the Proceeding being between the ^nights* 
Companions and the Officers of Arms: But if two 

Knights 
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Knights have been ele&ed, they then proceed together,' 
before the Kjtights-Cotnpaniont. At his Entrance into the 
Choir, the elcCT Knight is placed by Garter, next before 
the loweft Stall ; or if there be two ele&ed, and both 
proceed to the Chappel, they are placed in the two loweft 
Stalls ; where they are to ftand all Service time, unlefs 
upon Licence to lit, as they have fomctimes obtained. 

Of the Ceremonies performed at Divine Service • 

§ 3. In this Morning Service, before the Reformation 
of our Church, the Mals of Requiem was folemnly Sung, 
for the Souls of the J^nights-Companions, and all faithful 
Souls departed, which was provided for by the Statutes, 
As likewife, that all the Knights (hould beprefent thereat, 
unlefs upon Licenfe obtained, or fpecial Cafe to the con- 
trary. At this Celebration, was the deceafed Knights 
Atchievements alfo offered with folemn Ceremony ; of 
which we (hall fpeak prelently. 

Another Ceremony belonging to the Service of this 
Morning, is the Offering of Gold and Silyer, which 
(when the firft Sentence of the Offertory has been pro- 
nounced,) is again performed by the Sovereign and 
KJtights-Compenions j the Ceremonies being the fame, in 
all particulars, as are obferved at the like Offering on the 
Feaft Day. 

Divine Service being ended, the Sovereign and Kjiigbts- 
Companions frequently proceed to the Cbupter-Houfe, and 
there put oft their Mantles, and therewith the Cere- 
monies of this Grand Feaft determine.

{ i. T TAving (hewn with whit Magnificence and Ce- 
■* **■ remony the Feaft of Sc. Gorge has been, and 
ought to be qbferved ; as aifo how ftri&ly 
the Statutes oblige the Kpighti-Companiem to appear ant 
dually thereat j and what Tevere Penalties they are liable 
tp, if abfent, except on reasonable Caufe of Abfence. 
Yet left the Honour might receive diminution, from too 
fmall an Appearance at its publkk Solemnities ; it wa* 
farther at the Inftitudon of the Order Decreed : That 
tune of them fbould depart the Kingdom, without ftrft ac- 
quainting the Sovereign, and attaining hit /facial Leave and 
Licenfe } nevertheless the Sovereign granted them Licenfc 
to go beyond Sea, before the reft of his Subje&s, if they 
were dilpos’d to undertake any Military Expedition, from 
Whence any Glory of Knighthood might be' hop'd for. 

It was then by the eleventh Article aUo ordained; (on 
whatfoever ocpafion the Abfence might be,) That where - 
foeyer a*} of the Knights-Companions refided, during the 
/aid Feaft, they fhould wear their Mantlet ef the Order, 
from the Hour ofthefirft Vefpers on the five of St. George, 
tit the feccud Vefpers on the Feaft Day were finifhtd ; at 
they fhould have done , had they' been fre/ent in Per fen, 
with the Sovereign or his Deputy, during the whole Celebra- 
tion of the Feaft j (in cafe they were not deprived of their 
fiberty,) the Prerogation of the Feaft notwithstanding. 

King Henry Vila- obfervipg the Cuftom of thele Cele- 
brations began to be negle&eo, in the eleventh year of his 
Reign, enlarged the Law in this particular, explaining 
the faid eleventh Article. He declar’d and enjoin’d the 
Wearing of the whole Habit on the Eve of Sc. George, if 
ffnightiCompamotf! were not pnder reftraint. Then he 

fnume- 
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enumerated the times for wearing it ; to wit, on the Ev$; 
ac all times of Divine Service, Dinner and Supper ; unlefs 
in cafe of War, Sicknefs, or other juft Impediment ; 
when it was fufficient, if the abfent Knight did wear the 
Garter and George 9 either in a Gold Chain, or Silk Bib* 
bond. 

And when the fame Sovereign, about three Years after, 
made a general Reformation of the Statutes , he enjoin'd 
the abfent Kjngbts-Compenims (unlefs under reftraint,) to 
prepare a Capital Stall in the Church or, Chappel where 
he defign’d to hear Service, to the Honour of the Sove- 
reign ; in which (hould be fet up the Arms of the Order 
within a Garter j and alfo to credfc another Stall, as far in 
diftance (according to the proportion of the laid Church 
or Chappel,) from the Stall of the Sovereign, as is the 
abfent Knights Stall in the Caftle of Windfor , and there- 
in place his own Arms : And (houtd wear the whole Habit 
of the Order , and hear Divine Service, fuch as the Church 
ordained for the faid time ; as well on the Eve and 
Morning, as on the Afternoon on the Feaft Day. He is like-J 
wife to do Reverence towards the Altar , in the Honour 
of God, and after towards the Stall eredfced for the Sove- 
reign, at his coming in and going out of the faid Church 
or Chappel, and as often as he (hould pafs before the faid 
Stall. But Emperors, Kings, Princes, or Ek&ors, are 
excepted, who may place their Seats and Stalls as they 
think fitting. 

This Decree is (till in full force, and we (hall only far- 
ther obferve, that it has been ufual for the abfent Knight 
to perform the fame Ceremonies as near as may be to 
what is obferved at tVindfir, and to be attended with a 
convenient Number of Gentlemen before him, well ha- 
bited, with the Officers of his Houthold, (§c . who, ac* 
cording to their Degrees, proceed two ana two together 
bare-headed ; and that he Dines and Sups alone at all rimes, 
unlefs a Kriight-Companion be with him. 

Hot* it is to be obferved in Cafe of Sicknefs . 

$ i. In Cafe of Sicknefs, if the abfent Knight was 
poly confin’d to his Chamber, the Cuftosn was to prepare 
3 Capital Stall for the Sovereign, in the Chamber where 
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he lay* and another Stall for himfelf, placed according to 
the before-mentioned dire&ions, to remain during the 
Feaft ; in which Room Divine Offices were celebrated. 
And if the abfent Knight was fo Sick as to keep his Bed, 
then his whole Habit of the Order* was laid thereon ; and 
upon this Account Ambrofe , Earl of Warwick^ falling 111 
at Greenwich , when St. George* s Day was there celebrated, 
Ayewo 30 Eli\. Retir'd to his Chamber, and fat in his 
Robes.

Tn what manner the Feaft hath been obferv'd by 
abfent Knights. 

^ 3. Of this, the BlackrBiok^ of the Order gives a very 
confiderable Precedent c Namely, the Feaft of St. Georg t 
held at the Palace of Hereford, by Prince Arthur , 15 
Hen. VII. being, then in his Government of the Princi- 
pality of Wales 5 and had with him Sir Bj chard Pool, one 
of the Kjiights-Comf anions ; where every thing, according 
to tjie form of the Statutes , was duly obferved. The Prince's 
STword was bom before his Stall, and the Service perfor- 
med by his Herald with great exa<ftnefs. Likewife the 
Sovereign's Herald ftood all the while before the Sove- 
reign’s Stall, which was adorned with accuftomed Orna- 
ments ; and the Bithop, who performed Divine Service, 
bad his Seat eredfced near the High Altar . * 

There are other Inftances, as particularly thofe obfer- 
ved by* Sir Hewy Sidney, at Shrewsbury and Ludlow , 23 
and, 24 Queen Eli%. which were very remarkable. 

As to the obfervation of the Feaft, by a Knight beyond 
Sea* there is an Inftance in fibers, Earl of Leicefter , Lieu- 
tenant for Queen Elizabeth, Governor, and Captain Ge- 
neral of the united Provinces/ and there celebrated the 
Feaft, 1586 . He had an Efcutcheon of the Order , impail- 
cd with the Sovereign’s Arms, fixt to the front of his 
Houfe, fo a!fo to the back pf ber Stall in the Church, and 
his own Arms at the back of his own Stall. 

He proceeded on Horle-back to the Church, a Purfui- 
vant riding before' him, wearing a King of Arms’s Coat; 
who, after Sermon, proceeded before him to the Offering ; 
which he made for the Sovereign and himfelf ; Service 
being ended, he returned to bis Lodging, and dined with 
great Solemnity. Differ 
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Difpenfations for Abfence granted daring Life i 

$ 5. Sometimes Difpenfations for Abfence have been 
obtained for Life, upon the Petite of the K nights -Com - 
panions fetting forth their Age and Infirmity : An Infiance 
of which, we find was granted to the Lord Dacrees t i6 
Hen . VIII. and the Earl of Derby, 14 Car A. and the 
Lord Mufgrave j but both with this Reftri&ion ; that the 
abfent (hould be obliged to fend to Garter .for his Efcut- 
cheons, at the fame time that be fent his Excufe, and 
petite for Difpenfation 5 and (hould folemnly keep in his 
own Houfe the Feaft, with all the (acred Rites and Ce- 
remonies, in his Robes, and other Ornaments, if Health 
permit ; and in Cafe of Sickneis, upon his Bed, accor* 
ding to the ancient Statutes. 

This A<ft was thought of fo great Importance to be ob- 
ferved, that the Chancellor was ordered to tranfcribe it, 
and fend it to each of the Kjiigbts-Companions ; acquaint- 
ing them at the fame time, with the Penalties they (hould 
be liable to, if they negledfced the leaft Pun&ilio. And 
the like was again obferved, and repeated to them, before 
the Feaft of the enfuing Yean 


CAP. XXIV. 

The Degradation of a Knight-Com- 
panion. 

§ 1. PTplHE Enligns of the Order are not to be with- 
I drawn trom a Knight, during Life, unlefe 
Guilty of fome of thofe Marks of Reproach, 
fet down in King Henry VIII’s Statutes , vi%. Herefy, 
Treafon, or Flying from Battle : It has fometitnes been 
found, that Prodigality has been/ made a fourth Point, 
where a Knight has fo wafted his Eftate, as to be inca- 
pable of fupporring his Dignity. The Pretence for di- 
verting 
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vetting William, Lord Paget, 6 Edw. VI. was, his not be^ 
ing a Gentleman of Blood, both by Father and Mother, 
But Felony comes not within the compafs of this Statute, 
as not being exprefly mentioned among the Reproaches 
there Summ’d up ; and fo it was adjudged in a Chapter, 
14 3 F ac, I. in the Cafe of H obert , Earl of Somerfct , then 
lately condemned for chat Fad:, whereon his Hatchments 
were not removed. 

When a Kjiight Companion is found Guiky of any of 
the Offences mentioned in King Henry Wills Statutes, he 
is ufually degraded at the next Chapter , of which the So- 
vereign gives the Knight ^Companions previous notice 3 
and then commands Garter to attend fuch of them as are 
appointed to go to the Convid Knight, who, in a folemn 
manner, firft takes from him the George and Ribbond, and 
then his Garter. And at the enfuing Feaft of St. George, or 
fboner, if the Sovereign appoint it, publication of his 
Crimes and Degradation is made by Garter. 

Nexr, Garter , by Warrant to that purpofe, takes down 
his Achievement, on which Service he is vetted in his 
Coat of Arms, and the Officers of Arms (landing about 
him, the alfo prefent ; Firft Garter reads aloud 

the Inftruments of Degradation, after which one of die 
Heralds , who is placed ready on a Ladder fee to the back 
of the Convid Knight's Stall, at the Words exocUcd, and 
put from among the Arms , takes his Creft, and violently 
calls it down into the Choir, after that his Banner and 
Sword ; and when the Publication is read out, all the 
Officers of Arms fpurn the Atchievements out of the Choir , 
into the Body of the Church, firft the Sword, then the 
Banner, and laft of all the Creft, fo out of the Weft Door, 
thence to the Bridge, and over into the Ditch ; and thus 
It was done ac the Degradation of Edward, Duke of Buck- 
ingham, 13 Hen . VIII. Their Plates are like wife taken 
down from their Stalls and carried away. 

Degradation not being alone thought fufficient, it was 
debated in Chapter 31 Hen . VIII. whether the Names 
of fuch Knight sXompanions as were convided of Treafon 
fhould remain in the Bcgifters, or be razed out : Where 
the Sovereign determined ; That wherefoever the Adions 
or Names of fuch Offenders (hould be found, thefe Words 
[ VahProditor 3 (hould Written in the Margin 3 by which, 

means 
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incans the Hfgifter woo’d be preferred fair, and not dei 
faced with razures or blots, 

)n the clofe of this Sedion we may obferve, that feme 
Knights-Cmpanions, who have fullered Degradation, have 
lived to be reftored thereto j being re-eleded, and re- 
inverted, and their Atchievements fet up again, by the 
Indulgence of the next Reign ; as were the Lord Paget'e, 
I Mar. and the Marqutfs of Northampton, i Eli$. as like- 
wife the Duke of fivfolk, i Mar. 


CAP XXV. 

Honours paid to deceafed Knights^Com* 
panions. 

i'. A S to the firft part of this Sedion, the cele- 
r\ bracing Malles for defend KjtighuXtmu 
A **" panions, I think it very little material here ; 
that Ceremony altering with the Form of Religion, be- 
came wholly difefed, 31 Hen. VIII. at which time, in a 
Chapter then held at fVeJlminJler, the following Decree 
was made. 

That every one of the Knights-Companions, in lieu of the 
faid Maffes,fhould, for the future, after the Peat b of an j cf 
their Brethren, according to the Bptes tf their Degrees here - 
after mentioned, and immediately upon Demand of the Re- 
gifter, and Dean 0/ Wind for, none of them, pap the fevt- 
rod Sums following.

The Monies fo colkded, (called Ohiit Monies) were 
bv the faid Decree appointed to be diftributed in Alms^ 
Y * " ^ 1 • * Deeds; 
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Deeds, as the Reparation qf High Ways, the Relief of tie 
Poor, (£c. The receipt an*} disburfements of thefe Sums 
were committed to the care of the Dean and Regiflcr. 

Mr. Afhmole , has made this addition in his Library, 
which it will not be out of our way to obferve, for 
the information of thofe who may be defirous to know 
how the Point then ftood ; that not withftandyig the 
aforefaid . Order in Chapter, made the 14th of May, 
Anno 31 Hen . VIII. for changing the Number of MaiTes 
ufually Sung for defend Knights, into a pecuniary 
Rate, according their degrees 5 the Prayers for SquI s 
departed, both i>y private Perfons, as alfo by the Clergy, 
in Maffes and Exequies; nay farther, to give Alms 
to others, and to pray for tfieip, wgs continued by 
the Church of England feveral Years beyond that fpace; 
for in a Book, entituled the Inftitution of a Chrifiian Man, 
made by the Clergy qf England, as appears by the 
Subfcriptions of the Archbifhops, Bifhops, and others of 
the Clergy to the Preface ; dedicated by them to King 
Henry VIII. and printed by Thomas Bartelet , the King’s 
Printer, Anno 1537. cum Pfivilegio, the Article of Purga- 
tory is there fet down. 

, But to proceed. This charitable diftribution, in a Chap. 
Ur held at Greenwich , 5 Edw. VI. was enlarged to the 
relief of the Poor in the Town of iVindfor, and other 
Towns, Villages, and Places, at the difcretion of the 
Dean of iVindfor . And though the laid Decree was con- 
firmed by King Edward VI. Queen Mary, and Queen 
Elizabeth, yet for many Years, the Colledion of thefe 
Obiit Monies was negleded ; till in 9 Car . I. the Earl 
of Portland , out of his great Generofity, as well as his Zeal 
for reftoring fo pious a W ork, reiterated to the Sovereign 
the ancient Decrees made in this Cafe. Whereupon it 
pa fled in Chapter , that the fame (hould be revived; and for 
eter continued ; and that the fame (hould begin for th$ 
five Knights, wbofe Atchievements were offered at that 
Fcaft, vi%. the King of Sweden, the Eled or Palatine, the 
Earls of Northumberland , Banbury, and Rutland. And as 
to Stranger Princes, it pleafed the Sovereign to exprefs 
himfelf. That as by the Statutes they are left to perform 
thefe Payments by themfelves, if they wou’d ; 10, if it 
were not done by them, that both then, and for the fu- 
ture, the fame (hould he paid by the Sovereign him* 
felf. After- 
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Afterwards, all the Sums of Money, t% be collected 
by Virtue of this Decree, together with the Knights- 
Companions Dunes, at their firft Entrance in the Order 9 
Were employed toward providing Plate for the Altar 9 
within St. George's Chappel , which is already treated of. 

Of fixing on the St nils PUtcs of their Arms and 
Stiles . 

$ i: The next thing provided for by the Statutes of Infti- 
tution, was the deceafed Knight’s Honour ; in regard of 
which, it was ordained, That xohen any one of the firft 
pounders (hould die, there fhould be in Metal an Efcutcheon 
of bis Arms , with his Helm , or Creft 9 faftened at the bad 
of his Stall, for a Mari ^ of Honour to him that bore* them. 
And in like manner, that their Succejfors (hould have a 
like Efcutcheon fixed on the back. °f their Stalls ; and to 
difference them froip thofe of the firft Founders, they 
were appointed to be made fomewhat lefs, and to be 
placed a little underneath them. But this Article relates 
only to the Kpights-Comp anions, not to the Sovereigns of 
the Order ; nor do we find that any of them had Piates 
of their Arms arid Stiles fet upon the back of their Stalls, 
in manner as is before prescribed to the reft of the Knights - 
Companions. 

King Henry VIII. in his Body of Statutes 9 alters this 
Article in three particulars ; firft, as co^he Setting up their 
Plates, which he appoints not to be after their Deaths, 
but within, after the Inftallation of every Kjiight -Com- 
panion ; Secondly, as to the nature of the Metal, that it 
may be fuch as the Knight (hall pleafe himfelf: And laftly, 
as to the fize, though he alfo reftrains the Knight s-SubjeQs 
to l a lefler than thofe of the firft Founders ; yet he gives 
liberty to the Knight s-Str angers to ufe their Plates and 
Fafhions at Pleafure. As to the firft of thefe, it has been 
pretty duly obferved; and indeed the Second, of making 
them of Copper ; but the laft, vi%. the fize, has been 
very little regarded ; for the very Plates of thofe Knights 
who were foon after inftalled, and thence downwards, 
are larger than thofe of the firft Founders. 

In trad of time, many of thefe Memorials were, by 
facrilegious Hands, taken away, which King Charles I . 
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taking notice of, And defirous to put * ftop b i Mifchief 
not in his Power to prevent, and to prelerve the Re* 
tnembrance of the precedent Kjiigbts-Comf unions $ com* 
Inaoded the Dean of Windfor to defcribe the Sales of cbofd 
that remained in a Book, which he accordingly did, and. 
depofited the fame in the College : Bat what became of 
this Book, conld not be afterwards discovered j fo that 
the moft that could be done, was to draw the Arms, and 
Copy out the Stiles, engraven oh the Plates then remaiiw 
ing 5 from whence the following Obfervations may be 
taade. 


Firft, That for many Years after the Inftitutiott of the 
Order , the Plate whereon the Shield was engraved, bore 
no other Infcription, than the deccafed Knight's Name, let 
at the Foot thereof, under the ECcutcheon of his Arms. 


Afterwards, the chief Title of Honour began to be ad* 
ded, though now and then, in the firft and elder times* 
both were omitted , as alfo their Crefts. But about the 
beginning of King Henry VIlPs Reign, not only the 
Knight’s chief Title, but all other his Titles and Dignities, 
whether Honorary, or Officiary, were drawn together 
in one Infcription, concluding with that of Knight of this 
moft Noble Order j and which, about the lame time, the 
Kjiight*€ompanicns ufed to infett, in all their publick 
and private Inftruments of Writing** Cuftom observed 
by the Knights of other Sovereigns Orders Abroad. 

At firft the JQsigbts-Companions gave their Paternal 
Coats of Arms, fingly and without any Quarterings $ 
but toward the beginning of Hen.\ . they began to add 
their Quarterings, as appears from the Elcutcheons of 
Hugh, Lord Burnet , who died 9 Heni V. Sir Lems Rc* 
hejjart , and others. Yet was not the fame generally 
ufed, but left to the Pleafure of the Knigbti-Contpanions* 
But of later times, this very thing was thought of fucb 
concern, that where a Knight has been ele&ed, who 
wanted Quarterings, the Sovereign has been pleafed to 
grant him another Coat of Arms, to quarter with his 
Paternal Coat ; that his Banner, which ought to hang 
over his Stall, might not feem too naked* 

Soon after King Henry VIlI’s Acceffion, the Knights 
comparted their Shields with the Royal Garter, and there* 
on (fuch as were Noblemen) placed the Coronet belongs 
ing to their Dignity* As to Supporters, we obferve two 
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Plates to which they are added ; the one of John Beat* 
fort, the firft Duke of Somerfet of that Name, defied 2© 
Heni VI. the other of Anthony Widish, Earl Rivers 9 de- 
fied 5 Bdw. IV. and befides thefc, till the Reign of King 
Henry V HI. there is not another Example : But then it 

I jrew into common ufage, as alfo the ingraving their pect* 
iar Motto’s, or Devices upon the Plates. 


The Offering of Atchievements . 

$ 3. A third Honour pafd to the defunfi Knight, is 
a moft folemn Offering up his Atchievements at the High 
Alt or ; namely, the Banner of his Arms, his Sword, Hel- 
met, and Creft, with its Mantlings ; all which had J>eeii 
fet up over his Stall at his Inftallarion. The Ceremony 
of Offering thefe Enfigns does not appear to have been 
regulated at the Inftitutiotl of the Order , but rather added 
as an additional Honour, by King Henry V. and the 
manner thereof fet down in the fourteenth Article of his 
Body of Statutes . 

This Solemnity is local to the Chappel of St. Georgs 
within the Caftle of Windfor, and not to be performed till 
the Sovereign has notice of the Kjiirbt-Companions Death. 

In i Edt v. VI. at the Feaft then held at PVindfor, there 
arofe a Queftion, wherher the Atchievements of King 
Henry VlIL which yet hung over the Sovereign’s Stall* 
(hould be taken down and offered at the Mafs of Requiem 
enfutng, or not P in regard his Banner, Sword, Helm, 
and Creft, with Mantles, had been offered up before, at 
his Interment within that Chappel. In conclufion of 
which it was determined. That the faid Atchievements 
foots d not again be offered , but remain over the Sovereigns 
St ad for his Son King Edward VI. But when the So* 
vereigns jof this moit Nobie Order are not interred ac 
ftfndfor, then their Atchievements are offered up the next 
enfuing Feaft ; as were thofe of Queen Elizabeth, which 
the Blue-Bool( notes to be done at Morning Prayer. 

As to the time for performing this Ceremony, it was 
ordained to be on the Morrow after the Feaft, when the 
Mats was Sung for the Souls of the Rjiights-Comp anions , 
£ $c . and fo was duly obferved till the time of the Refor- 
mation, when the Mafs of Requiem being abolifhed, it was 
. neverthelefs at the Morning Service, on the Morrow im- 
mediately 
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mediately after the Offertory : But after Queen teli^ahetB 
had removed the Feaft of St. George from ftfindfor, this 
Solemnity was frequently difpatched in one Day, before 
they went out of the Choir j and the ancient Rule, as to 
the time, being thus broke, was never after reftored, but 
generally performed the very fame Morning wherein the 
eledk Knights were inftalled : And though the Day was 
thus changed, yet the Ceremony it felf was not performed 
till after the Installation was finiflied, that Solemnity having 
always the Precedency, till 9 Jac. I. when be obferving 
how incongruous it (eemed, to inftal a new Knight before 
bis Predeceffur had been fully discharged of his Stall; 
gave Order for Offering the Atchievements of Sir Henry 
Lea , the Lord Scroop , and others, before the Inftalment 
of the ele& Knights. 

Not long after, it was thought convenient to perform 
this Ceremony on the Eve of the Feaft, prefently after 
the firft Vefpers began ; and next to proceed with the In- 
flations; whereby, as much as poffible, the Stalls of the 
Knights- Companions might be fupplied, in all the reft of 
the Solemnities of the Feaft. But if at any time, any of 
the new eledfc Knights were introduced into the Choir , 
before the Offering of the Atchievements began, they 
were appointed to ltand there under the Stalls dcfigned for 
them till that Ceremony was finilhed. 

Thus it continued from the faid 9 Jac. I. till the 1 5 
Car . II. when it was performed at the time anciently ac- 
cuftomed for it ; the Prince of Denmark and the Duke 
of Monmouth , being both inftalled before the firft Vefpers 
began, and the Atchievements of the defun<£k Knights not 
offered till the Morrow after the Feaft Day. 

As to the Manner and Order of this Ceremony, among 
other Inftitucions of King Henry V. it is appointed* That 
as often as, through the vacancy of any Stall , the Swords , 
Helms, with the reft of the defunEl Kjiights , ought to he 
offered , the Sword of the dectafed Knight fhall be firft offered , 
being carried up to the High Altar by /tvo */>£* Knights- 
Companions, and afterwards the Helm, with the Creft and 
Mantling s, by two other Knights-Companions ; and this 
Offering is to be made for tbem 9 in the Order they were 
inftalled, not as they died . 

But of the Offering of a defuneft Knight's Banner, w« 
find i\o exprefs mention till 18 Hen . VII. at which time 
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the Banner of the Lord Brook, was offered : But after* 
wards the direction for Offering their Enfign and Banner 
was taken into King Henry VIIPs Body of Statutes. And 
fince the fa ^ were introduced, according to the fore- 
going Precedent, it was to be offered firft, and fo hath 
been generally obferved. 

By the appointment of the Statutes of Henry V . the So- 
vereign is to nominate and aflign the Knights Companions , 
who are feverally to perform this Ceremony ; and fo is the 
direction in Henry V Ill’s Statutes : But fince the begin- 
ning of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, the Knights have gene- 
rally proceeded to this Offering, according to their Se- 
niority ; and when the Courfe ended, then the Seniors 
began again. There are likewife many Examples where the 
Sovereign’s Lieutenant has joined in the Ceremony to af- 
fift the other Knights : Nor is a Proxy, or Deputy, to be 
admitted to perform any part of the Ceremony, though in 
the Offering of Money he ought. 

We (hall next proceed to the Duties of the Prelate of 
the Order , the Prebends, and Officers of Arms, as their 
Services feverally, or jointly, relate to the performance of 
this Ceremony. Firft then, the Prelate, and two Pre- 
bends, ought ro proceed up to the Altar, immediately be- 
fore Garter fummons down the Knights-Companions to 
the Offering ; and there ftand ready to receive the At- 
chievemenrs, as they are feverally offered up. 

It is next the Duty of the Provincial K* n g s > and Heralds , 
to condudk the Knights-Companions , when they proceed up 
to the Altar y bearing any part of the defundk Knight's At- 
chievements. The whole Ceremony is briefly chus. 

Firft Garter rifes from his S^ar, and proceeds into the 
middle of the Choir , where, after his ufua 1 Obeyfances, he 
iummons the Kjttghts-C°mp anions to defeend, who come 
down and place themlelves before their Stalls: Where- 
upon Clarenceux and Norroy (or in the abfence of either, 
the Senior Herald, or of both, of the two eldeft Heralds ,) 
pafs down from the Steps of the Altar into the Bodv of 
the Choir ; in the interim Garter takes the Banner of the 
eldeft defuneft Knight, and prefents it, half rolled up, to 
the two Senior Knights-Companions ; the two Provincial 
King* by this time approaching them, make their double 
Reverences, and after to the other K^ght ^Companions, 
and then itand a little afide ; while the two Senior Knights, 
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having taken the Banner between them, make their double 
Reverence, and pafs up to the Altar , (preceeded by the 
Kings) bearing it with the lower end of the Staff fbremoft, 
and at the firft Haut-Pas make another double Reverence. 
The Provincial Kings being arrived at the uppennoft Haut- 
Pas, after an humble Obeyfance, divide themfelves to 
make way for the Knights to Offer, who forthwith raife 
the Point of the Banner upwards, and after a (ingle Reve- 
rence toward the Altar , prelent it upon their Knees, to 
the Prelate of the Order , who delivers it to two Canons, 
and they depofite it upon Culhions laid before the Altar. 
This done, the two Provincial Kings conduC the Knights 
back into the Choir , who, with the ufual Reverences, re- 
tire to their Stations, under (not to) their Stalls, and the 
Provincial KJ n g s 10 their, on either fide the Altar. 

Next the two Senior Heralds pafs down into the Choir , 
as the Provincial KJngs did, whiut Garter , taking up the 
Sword, prefents it to the two next Senior Knights, who 
proceed to the Altar with the two Heralds before them, 
in the fame Order as before, bearing the Sword between 
them, and offer the fame with the Pommel or Hilt up- 
wards, and then retire as before. 

In the next place, the two next Senior Heralds go down 
as before, and the Helm and Crefi is offered in the like 
manner : But the Purfuivants at Arms do no pan of this 
Duty. 

Heretofore we find that Garter has not only begun this 
Solemnity, by prefenting the Banner 9 but has alfo con- 
duced the two Senior Knights to the Altar , as he did 5 
£//{. by the Banner of the Lord Grey $ and at fome other 
times. It u as likewife the u Cage heretofore for the Pre- 
late to deliver the offered Achievements, to fome of the 
Heralds , to be depofited near the Altar. 

There is nothing on this farther obfervable, than what 
relates to the Achievement it felf, which, as they became 
by this Ceremony part of the Goods of the Chappel, and 
incl tided witltip the Words of the Statutes of the College, 
whereby the Sovereign granted to the Dean and Canons 
all Oblations, they could not be fold or alienated, and 
were therefore depofited by them in the Chapter-Houje Z But 
the Helms and Swards , becaufe they were at firft forged 
for the Service of War, of an extraordinary large fize, 
have been frequently redeemed, that they might ferve 
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again to the fame ufes. And likewife, because it belongs 
to Garter to provide Atchievements for new inftalled 
Knights, he ufually hath compounded with the Dean and 
Canons for the defundfc Knight’s Atchievements. 

Of depofiting the deceafed Knights Mantles in the 
Chapter-Houfe. 

$ 4. In $ Eli%. there palled a Decree, That the Knights* 
Companions Jbould be bound by their Oaths 9 to take care, by 
their laft WiU, that after their Deceafe, all their Ornam 
ments , which they had received , poould be refiored, the Kpbes 
to the College , and the Jewels to the King that gave them. 

Sir Chriftofber Hatton complied with the Decree, and fent 
his Mantle accordingly ; but that of Sir Henry Lea, being 
left to the difpofal of others, and not fent to the College, 
happened at length to come into the Hands of Brokers, and 
was openly expofed to Sale in Long-lane , to the great 
dilbonour of the Order . 

This Decree was in after times but flackly obferved, 
and therefore in a Chapter held at TVindfor, 4 Car . I. the 
Knights were admonilhed, That when the Sovereign fhouli 
vouchfafe to beftow the Mantle of the Order, the Knight 
fhould take care at his Death, to have it fent to the Chappel 
at Windlor, according to the Statutes. But this taking, 
little EfTedfc, the Sovereign thought fit to reftore vigoroufly 
the Law in this particular, by a . Decree in Chapter , ^ < 

Car . I. which obliged all Knigb*s-Ccmp anions, receiving 
the Enfigns of the Order from the Sovereign, to take 
care, according to the tenor of their Oaths, chat thefe, 
together with the Book of Statutes , (hould be reftored 
in the Hands of the Sovereign, aftCt their Deaths ; and 
a Command was therewithal given, That certain Books, 
Mantles, and Surcoats, then lying at White-Hall, flooud 
be delivered to the Regifter of the Order, to be laid up at 
Windfcr, in honourable Memory of tbofe to whom they be* 
longed. 

In Obfervation of rhefe Decrees, where the Habit and 
Enfigns of the Order were either wholly, or in part, be- 
ftowed by the Sovereign, Order was taken, at the De- 
bate of fuch Kyiights^Companions, to fend for them in 
•gain. As at a Chapter held 15 Car. I. the Gartef and 
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George of the Lord Treafurer tVefton being fent back,' 
were prefented to the Sovereign ; and after delivered to 
the Dean and Chapter of tVindfor, to be preferred : And 
in the fame Chapter it was ordered, that the Earl of KeBj'% 
Robes and Ornaments of the Order , ftiould be fent for by 
the Chancellor. 

Thcfe former Decrees were yet thought needful to be 
confirm’d by King Charles II. fo that in a Chapter held 
1669. at HTiite-Hall, it was Decreed, That the MantU 
of each Knight Companion, with the Bool^of Statutes, (hoyld | 
be lent to H/indfor, immediately after their Deaths ; and , 
that the Chancellor of the Order Jhculd be obliged, bj Let - 
ten to their Heirs and Executors, to put them in mind of ' 
fending them thither . But it is to be underftood, that 
where the Mantle has been provided at the Knight's own 
Charge, there is no obligation for returning them. 

Thus I have run through all the Particulars, relating to 
the Inftitutions, Laws, and Ceremonies, of this moft No- 
ble Order ; I (hall in the laft Place proceed to give a Lift 
of all thofe who have enjoyed this fingular Mark of Ho- 
nour, from its fiift Foundation. The Motives which ex* 
cited the Royal Founder to fet on Foot the laid Order % 
are already particularly treated of ; who having efta- 
blifhed Hules and Statutes for the Government, and regu- 
lation thereof, he next refolved to cleft, from among the 
Flower of his own Wars, twenty five of the moft cele- 
brated Knights, who, together with himfelf, fhould make 
up the Number of Twenty fix ; for of fo many does the 
Order by his Appointment confift : And indeed that Age 
plentifully furnifhed him with Men of the moft brave and 
celebrated Charafters, and of fignal Reputation in Arms, 
raifed by the eminent Wars of thofe times, and juftiy 
diftingui&ed by their own heroick Aftions. 

The firft that he elefted into this, Noble Order , was 
Edward, his e'deft Son, who already ffe part delerved, 
and afterwards juftiy obtained the Title of a Brave and 
Martial Prince, of whom our Hiftories fpeak fo largely. 
The reft of his accomrlilhed Collegues, were thefe that 
follow, and are thus placed in their Stalls.

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APPENDIX. 

The Statutes of Jnjiitution of the moft 
Noble Order of the Garter, as they 
were reform'd and explain'd by fijng 
Henry VIII. 

W Hereas the mooft famous, mooft happieft, in d 
victorious Prynce Edwarde, the thirde of that 
Name, his Noble Progenitour fometyme Kyng 
bf England and of Fraunce , and Lord of Irland, To 
th* onnoure of Almighti God, and of the BlefTed and Im- 
maculate Virgyn Marie , and the Bleffed Martir Sainre 
George, Patron of the right Noble Roialme of England ; 
and of Saynt Edwarde ; Kyng and Confeffour - To the 
exaltation* of the holy Faith Carholique, ordeyned, efta- 
blifhed, created , and founded within the Caftel of Wyri* 
defire, a Company of twenty fix Noble and Worthi 
Knyghtes, for to be of the laid mooft Noble Ordre of 
Saynt George , named the Gartier, and for the honourably 
continuance, augmentation, and interteyning of the fame. 

The feid mooft victorious Kyng did devyfe and inftirute- 
divers honorable Eftatuts, and laudable Ordinances, for 
to be obferved and kept by the Cobrechren and Con- 
freres, Knyghtes and Compaynons of the faid mooft No- 
ble Ordre ; amor.ge the which Eftatutis been certeyne 
doubtis and ambiguities, which to be more playnly de- 
clared, interpreted and exrended, it is .thought right ne- 
ccflary and expedient, and that certeyne other new Or- 
dinances and Articles be to the faid Statutes added and 
adjoyned. Wherefore the faid moott excellent arid victo- 
rious Prynce Henry VIII. Kyng of England and of Frauncr , 
Defenfor of the Faith, and Lord ot trland, and Sove- 
rayne of the faid mooty Noble Order j and for the right 
N n fingular 
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lingular Love, good Zeal, ardenc and intier Affe&ion 
that his Royall Majeftie hath and bearith to the faid mooft 
Noble Order, and to the Eftate of Chivalrie and Knyght- 
hood, and for the honorable contynuance and encreafing 
the fame. And alfo at the hmuble requefte and inftante 
defire of the Knyghts and Company ons of the faid Noble 
Order, and .by their Advyfe, Councell and Aflent, the 
twenty third Day of April, in the Year of Grace MDXXIL 
and of his mooft Noble Reign the eighth Year, made in- 
terpretation and dedaracicki of the Obfcurities, Doubtis, 
and Ambiguities, of the laid Eftatutes, Ordinances, In- 
cetpretacions, Declarations, Reformations, with their 
additions aforefaid, aftec the trew intention of them, 
(hall be from hencetorth obferved, kept and enfued by the 
Soverayne, and the Knyghtes Confreres and Ccmpanyons 
of the faid Noble Order, in manner and fourme following. 

I. Firfte, It is ordened and accorded, That the Kyng 
and his Heires and Succcffors, Kyngs of EngUnd , (hall be 
foreverm re Soveraynes of the laide mooli Noble Order 
and amiable Companye of Saynt George , named theGartier, 
to the which Soverayn, and to his Heires and Succeffours, 
(hall apperteine the Declaracion, Solucion, Determination, 
Interpretation, Reformation, and difpolirion of all Caufes, 
concerny ng and towchyng any thing of Obfcnritie or 
powbte conteyned in the Statutes of the faid mooft Noble 
Order. 

II. hem, It is accorded. That none fhaH be ele&ed and 
chcten for to be Fellow or Companyon of the faid mooft 
Jsoble Order, except chat he be a Gentilman of Blood, 
and that he be a Knyghce, and without reproche. And 
that the Knyghtes of the faid Noble Order, from henf- 
forth, lhall not Name any Perfon in their Election to be 
Felow or Ccmpanyon of the faid Noble Order, in whom 
tbei lhall thynke or extiem in their Conicience to have 
Spotte of Reproche. And as towchyng the Declaracion of 
a Gentilman ofBlode, it is declared and determined that 
he lhall be descended of three decentis of Noblcfle, that 
is to fay, of Narrte and of Arms, both of his Father's fide, 
and alfo of his Mother's fide. And as towchyng or con- 
cern) ng any manner of reproche, forafmoche as there be 
divers and many fundry Poyntis of reproche, there lhall be 
here declared but three Poyntcs of them oonly, as it is 
declared in manner and fourme folowyng. 

The 
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The firft Poynt of 1 Reproche ys, That if any Knyght 
(as God defende) be convaynqued or accaynted of Errour 
againft the Criften Faith Catholique, or had for any fuche 
Offence fuflred any Payne or Punicion publique. 

The fecond Poynt of Reproche is. That if any Knyght 
(as God defende) had been arrayned, convi&ed, or at- 
tainted of High Treafoft. 

The third IJoyot of Reproche is. That if any Knyght de* 
parte or flee away from Batayle or Joumei, beyng with 
his Soverayne Lord, his Lieutenant or Deputie, or other 
Capetayne having the Kyng's Power Royal and Audio* 
ritie ; and whereas Banners gftandatz, or Pennons, have 
bene difplaied, and that thei preceded to Fight, he that 
then renioufly and cowardly flieth or departeth away from 
thens, ought to be efteemed and judged to have reproche, 
and never worthi to be ele&ed Knyght of the faid Com- 
pany, (as God forbidde) do commycce any fuch reproche j 
that then he (hall be, departed and difgraded of the faid 
Order, at the next Chaptier enfuyng, if it foo (hall pleafe 
the Soverayne and the Company. 

III. Item , That every Yere upon the Vigill of Saynt 

George , that is to fay, the twenty fecond Day of the Month 
of 4pril f on what Day foever it fall on, and tho' no Ser- 
vice of Saynt George be celebrate or done, all the Knyght^ 
of the faid Company beyng in any Place or Places of 
their Liberties, in what Places foever it be, (hall be bounds 
foe to were the hole Habit of the faid Order ; that is to 
wit. Robe, Mancell, Hudde, and Coller, from the owre 
of the firft Even Songe, at the owre of Tierce , chat is, at 
three of the Clocke at Afternone, untill the faid Even 
Songe, and other Devyne Service, Souper, and Voydance, 
be done and accomplilhed ; and likewyfe on the Morrow 
on Saynt Georges Day at Ma r ens, Proceflion, # . 

* Mats, and the feconde Even Songe and all Divint 
the faid Day, untyll that Souper and Voydance Serutce% 
be done, as ys aforefaid. 

IV. Item 9 That if for any Caufes it (hould pleafe. fhe 
faid Soverayne to proroge the faid Feaft andSolemnyue 
of Saint George, or that the faid Feaft (huld be prolonged 
4nd prorogea to another Day, that all the Knvghtis of the 
faid Order, that fhall be within the Realme of Eng'and, 
(hall gyve tbeir Attendance the Even and the Day of Saynt 
Gctirgc, on the Parfon of the laid Soverayne, and fhall 
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fynde themfelffes in his Company, in what Place foever he 
be within the faid Realme of England , and they fo gyving 
their Attendance upon his faid Parfon the faid Even and 
Day, (hall obferve and kepe the Servyce of Saynt George , 
if the Ordenance and Commaundement of holye Church 
drth fuflrc and permit ir, and if the Ordenaunce of the 
Church doth not permit it, in thisbehalfe they be bound 
to carry with the Soverayne, and heare fuch Servvce as all 
be than limited and ordened by the holy Churche to be

And io 
cafe that the faid Soverayne be come, and entred into the 
faid Chapiter, and that fome of the feid Felows of the 
faid Order be not entred or come with hym, and (hulde 
tary behynde, in cafe they that have not gyven and done 
dew Attendance upon hym, (hall abide withoute the 
Dores cf the faid Chapiter, without entry ng into it, duryng 
all the cy me that the faid Soverayne and other Knyghtes 
(hall be in the faid Chapter for that tyme. And if To be 
that eny of the above-named Knyghtes come to late to the 
firft Even Song of the faid Even or Mattens 
* Made, or laftc Even Soog, the faid Day 
of Saynt George, he (hall have for Penance, 
that during the tyme and (pace of fuch Devyne Servyce 
he (hall knele or ftande before his Stall in the Place of the 
Qierefters ; and if he come not to gyve Attendance upon 
the Parfon of the faid Soverayne the fayd Even and Day 
of Saynt George as is aforefaid, and that he have no Ly- 
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ccnce or other reafonable Excufe, apd that it be accept 
ble to the (aid Soverayne $ for his abfence in this Cafe, 
the faid Knyghc that foo (hall have done, for his Penance, 
Avail nor come in his Stall at the next Feaft enfuyng, in 
the prefence of the Soverayne, nor in his faid Stall in the 
faid College of fVyndefore ; and farthermore Avail Pay ten 
Pounds, tor to be converted and bellowed to the ufe of 
the Ornaments of the faid College. 

V. Item , If it chaunfed that any of the Knyghtes of the 
faid Order, by Leave or Licens, or otherwife, were in 
his Houfe, or in any other Place, at bis Libertie and 
Fraunchife, the faid Even and Day of Saynt George, be 
Avail be bound to caufe to be prepared a Capitall Malt in 
the Church or Chappel in the which he Avail heare De- 
vine Service. In the Capitall Stall Avail be fett and clcva- 
ted the Order of Saynt George, named the Gartier, beyng 
within the Gartier ; and his propre Arms, within the Gar- 
tier aifo Avail be fet at a Stall that Avail be afmoche in 
diftance, after the proportion and quantity of the faid 
Church or Chappel, from the Stall pf the laid Soverayn, 
as is his Stall in the Caftle of iV/ndefore, and Avail were 
his faid Habit hole, and Hull heare the Devyne Service, 
fuche as by the Holy Church is ordened and limited for 
the faid Dav, as well the firft Even Song Mat- « . . 
tens * MafTe, as the latter Even Songe. In service! 
doyne by him, firft Reverence to the Aulter, in 

the Honor of God, and after to the Stall where is fixed 
or fet up the Armes of the faid Order, as well arid as 
often at his comyng in, as at his goyng owte of the faid 
Church or Chappel ; and alfo as often as he Avail pafle be- 
fore the faid Armes allw'ey, exceptc the Emperours, 
Kynges, Princes, and Ele&ors. The which may in this 
cafe fo ordeyne their Seats and Stalles, a§ that Avail 
feme them bead, and at their Pleafure. 

VI. Item , If that were fo, that without any Proroga- 
tion the faid Feaft and Solempoyte of Saynt George were 
kept and celebrated the faid Day and Even of Saynt 
George, in the faid Caftcll of Wyniefere $ apd if it were 
not the Pleafure of the faid Soverayne for to be prefenr, 
or that conveniently he may not be there in Parfon the faid 
Day and Feaft, at his faid Caftell of fVyndefore ; That in 
this Cafe, in what Place that his Picaftire Avail be, beyng 
within this his Realme of England, his Majeftie may ap- 
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poynte and Commande fuche Knyghtcs of the feid Order 
arbeft (hall feme hym, there for to kepe Company and 
ceve Attendance upon the Parfon, ana to kepe all and 
tyke Ceremonyes as though they were at the faid Caftell 
of H^ndefofe ; and they doyng the thynges abovefaid, 
(hall be excufcd for their abfence of the reaft of Savnt 
George, holden at the (aid Caftell of iVjndefore for tnat

VII. Item , It is agreed that if the Soverayne cannot be 
at Saynt George's Feaft, that he (hall make his Deputy, by 
his Letters, for to kepe the Chapter upon Saynt George's 
Even, at the Owrp of Tierce, the which is at three of the 
Clocke at Afternone, and on Saynt George's Day, to kepe 
the faid Feaft at the Ccftes of the faid Soverayne for the 
fpace abovefaid, without any new Ordenance to be made, 
havyng Power to corretfte and redreffe all Poynts of the 
faid Chapter as for then (hall feme neceflary. 

Vlir. Item, That every one on Saynt George's Even, 
that is to wit, the twenty fecond Day of April , a gather- 
ing together (hall be made of all the Knygbtes of Saynt 
George within the Caftc 1 ! of fl^ndefore, that is to wit, 
of all them that (hall be within this Realme of Englande 
or withoute, that conveniently may come ; and there 
they (hall have the Service of Saynt Genrgc, and alfo (hall 
were their hole Habit of the faid Order, duryng the 
feid Servyce, being ordinarily in theyre Stalls. And every 
of them (hall have his Banner, Sworde, with his Helme 
and Crefte, above his Stall, the which, duryng his Lyff, 
(hall abyde in the faid Chappell for his Honor, and in 
Signe and Knowledge that he beres them in defence of 
holy Churche, as the Order of Knyghthod requireth.

Deputye, and there he fhall aske Pardon ; and after that, 
the Soverayne or his Deputye fhall Command hym to 
goo unto his Scalle in his fyrft Eftate ; and if he come not 
to the feconde Feafte, and be dwellyng within the Realm, 
without having any-fexcofarion alowable to the Soverayne 
or his Deputye, as is abovefaid, he (hall not enter, into his 
N n 4] S^llc 
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Sralle from thenceforth, until the tyme that he hath gyven 
and offered a Jewell unto Saynte Georges Aultar, within the 
faid Chappell, of the valew of twenty Markes of Silver of 
Troye, and fro thensforwarde, h,e (hall douMe every 
Yere the Penaltie, unto the tyme he be reconfcilcd. 

X. Item , It is agreed, That it any Knyghte of the fayd 
Companye be founde in apperte without his Garter, that 
he pay anon, after that the Chalenge be made to hym by 
any of the five Officers of the Order, or of the Warden 
of the feid College, a Marke of Money, except he be 
boted for to ryde, that then it (hall fuffice to ^ere under 
his bore a blew Ribande of Sylke, in fignyfying of the 
Garter, and alfo provided that no Knyghr of the feid Or- 
der from hensforthe, do entre into the Chaptre without 
his Garrer, upon the Payne abovefaid ; and whofoever of 
the faid Officers or Warden (hall make the fyrft Chalence, 
lhall have the Penaltye for his Labor. 

XI. Item, It is agreed, That the Knyghts of the Order 
of Sc« George , alway, and as often as they were theyr 
Mantels, they (hall goo before there Soveraync, every of 
them with his Felow, that i$ for aneynft him ordinarily 
as they be fee in their Stalls. And if it (houid happen 
that eny of them were not there prefent, his Felow for 
aneynft h}m (hall gee alone, the which Order (hall be 
kepte and obferved, as well in goyng in Proceflion as 
cliifwhere in other Places. But at the Offryng, the So - 
verayne or his Dcputye (hall goo before all the Company, 
and the ordinaire Officers of the faid Order (hall goo as 
they have bene accuftomed, when any Proceflion (ball be 
done in the Chapter, Chappell, or ellifwhere. And for 
the Order of the laid Knyghtes for to fitt at the Table, 
for to take their refcccion by it at Dinner, or at Souper, 
they (hall fitt all along on one fide after there Sralles, and 
not after there Stare, except Children or Bretheme of 
Kinges, Princes, and Dukes, that be Strangers, the which 
lhall kepe their Places and Romes after their Aftace; and 
at their voiding and going out (hall abide and goo in Order, 
fo as thei fat at the Table. 

XII. Item , It is agreed, That every one of them acthe 
Caftell of Itfyndcfore, cn the Morrow after the Feaft of 
§aynt George , before the departyng of the Company, that 
the faid Knyghtes upon fixh Gownes as (hall pleale them, 
4t the CIppcer Dorc ? (hall fake their I4antels, and (hajl 
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geo into the faid Chapter, andfafter that (hall 
gop and here a • MafTe of Requiem, the which 
(hall be Solempnely fonge for the Souls of all ServU€ * 
the Felows of the faid Order, which be departed and dc- 
ceafled, and for all Chriften Sowlles ; and that all the 
Company be there prefent, without eny of them be letc 
bi a reafonable Caufe, or have Lyfence of the Soverayne 
or his Deputie before the departy ng ; and when it hap- 
pens that for any Caufe of the voydyng of eny of the 
laid Felowflrip, there (hall be certayne Banners, Swordes, 
Helmets, and Creftes, the which ought to be offered up 
before the offeryng of eny Silver, the faid Hachements 
ought to be offered, fyrft the Banner, by two of the ieid 
Felowlhip, fuchasthe Soverayne or his Deputye (hall ap- 
ipoyntc or name, and after that the Sworde (hall be offered 
t>y two other, and likewife bis Helmet and Creft by two 
other Knyghtes of the feid Order, afligned by the Sove- 
rayne or his Deputye ; and if any Knyghte of the feid 
Order (huld deceafc the Yere afore, then every Knyghte 
beyng in the faid Caftell of fVjndefire, at « . 

the faid * Maffe of I{equiem > (hall offer a Tapre. $„.%"*** 
armed with a little Scuchion, of the Arms of ## 
the Knyghte departed ; and if there were more then on* 
deceaffcd, that then be made for every of them a Scuchion 
of Arms and a grote fett nyc to the light of the Tapre, 
the which Scuchions and Tapers (hall be made at the 
Cofte and Charge of the Knyghts of the feid Order. 

XIII. Item, It is agreed. That all Strangers that (hall be 
ele&e Felowes of the feid Order, (hall be certifyed by 
Letters of the Soverayne of their Eledkion. The which 
Letters of Certification, with the S:atutes of the feid Or- 
der, under the common Sea), (hall be fent unto them, at 
the Cofte , and Charges of the feid Soverayne. in all dilr* 
gence, and at the fardeft tbei (hall be certiiyed of this 
within foure Moneths after the feid BledHon, to the end l 
that the feid Elede may advyfe them by the (eid Sca- 
tutis, if they will recey ve the feid Order or no. But if 
the feid Soverayne have greate and high Letces and Bu- 
fynes, that then he may deferre the Certification of the feid 
Lle&ion at his good Pleafure, unto tyme of opportunitie 
and convenient. After that the Certification have byn 
delivered, and that the Soverayne (hall be certefied that 
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the faid Ele&e will rccey vc the faid Order ; Then th£ 
Soverayne (hall fende unto the faid Eletfte by his Ambat- 
fadours his hole Habir, with the Gartier and Coller ; and 
that all fuch Strangers, of what Eftate, Dignytie, or Con* 
dicion, that they be of, (hall fende within (even Moneths 
after the reception of the faid Gartier, Coller, and Habir, 
and that he have certified the Soverayne to have refey ved 
tbofe thyngs, a fufficient Deputye or Artorney, after tbe 
Aftate of his Lorde and Maifter, fo be that he be a 
Knyghre without Reprcche, ro be ftalled in his place ; 
tbe whiche (hall bryng with him a Mantell of blew Vel- 
vett, of tbe Order of that which he (hall fend him, and 
alfo his Banner, Sworde, Helme, and Creft, for to be 
and abide within the faid College duryrig his LyfF. And 
that the Mantell, in the tyme that the faid Deputye or 
Attorney (hall be ftalled by the Soverayne or his Deputye, 
put upon his right Arme, for to hold the faid Mantell 
upon his Arme, and (hall be accompanyed and ledd by two 
of the Knyghtes of the faid Order, from the Dore ofrhe 
Chapter unto the Stalle, and there beyng (hall make his 
Oath, and (hall be ftalled for, and in the Name of his 
faid Lorde and Maifter, and the faid Mantell abovefaid, 
* the faid Attorney or Deputye (hall bere it upon his right 
Arme duryng the Devyne Servyce ; beyng fett in the 
Stalle of his laid Maifter and Lorde without beryng of it 
at any tyme after : And to have no manner of Voyce in 
the Chaptre, or to come in ir, in the abfence Ot hym 
that hath fent hym. And if he fend not his faid Attorney 
within feven Moncths abovefaid, without havyng a rea- 
fonable Excufe, which (hall be acceptable to the Soverayne 
or his D:putye, the Eleftion (hall be void of hym ; ex- 
ccpc fo be, that the faid Knyghte be lett and diftorbed 
by great Affaires ; then he may fend his Excufe to the 
faid Soverayne, or to his Deputye, within a Moneth after ; 
and after he is, as the Soverayne or his Deputye will al- 
lowe it, or aceepte ir, that then the faid Soverayne or 
his Deputye. may geve unto hym four Moneths more of 
refpire ; and if he came not or fent not his Artorney, be- 
fore that the tyme of the four Monerhs be fynifhed, that 
then in this cafe the Election (Kail be hole voyde from 
hym for that tyme. And it is to be knownc, that this 
/ Favoure is done and (hewed to the Strangers, the which 
may not well come in their proper Parfons, that they 
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myght be Railed by Attourneys 5 to the ende 
that they may be parretakers of the * Mafles, 
and all the Prayers, of the feid Order, for they 
they (hotilde fayle of the half, yf they were not Railed be- 
fore their Deaihe. And likewife it is ordened for them 
rhat be never Chofen and ele&e of the faid Order, beyng 
in the Kyngs Warres by his Commaundemenr, for to en- 
joy of the Benefytes of the faid Statutes, to that that (hall 
appertayne allonly to their Stallacion. 

XIV. Item, There is alfo ordened a Dean and War- 
den, with twelve Cannons Scculers, the which (hall be; 
Priftz at their entry r>g in, or ells within a Yere nexte 
folowyng ; and alfo eight Peticanons and twelve Vicars, 
alfo Pfeftes at their entryng in, or ells at the gyvyng of 
the next Orders, or at the furdeft within a Yere after 
their Presentation; alfo thirteen Clerkesand thirteen Que- 
rifters, for to fyng and Pray unto God for the profperity 
of the Soverayne and all the Knyghtes of the faid Order 
ly ving, and alfo for the Sowles of all the Knyghtes of the 
faid Order departed, and for all Cryften Sowles ; and 
the Presentation of the faid Cannons fhall belonge allway 
to the Soverayne of the faid Order; and the faid Cannons, 
when any Knyghre of the faid Order is there prefcnc 
within the Quyer of the faid Chappel, (hall fitt in the 
Jowermcft Seates, where they be wonte to fitt at the 
Feaftes of Saynt George ; and in the abfcnce of the faidt 
Knyghtes, the faid Cannons may fitt in the high Seates 
nexte unto the Sralles of the faid Knyghtes. 

XV. Item , There be ordened five Officers appertaynyng 
to the faid Order ; that is to witt, Prelate, Chaunceler, 4 
Rcgifter, and Kyng of Armes, named Gartier, and an 
Huyfher at Armes, named the Blacke-Rod ; the which 
fhall be recey ved and Swornc to be of the Councell of 
the faid Order ; the Secretes, with alfoo their Changes and 
Privileges, (hall expreflely be declared in the Booke of the 
Ordenances of the faid Officers. 

XVI. Item, Ic is alfo ordened, That thirteen pore 
Knyghtes, that have n6c wherwithall to lyve, fv to have 
in that Place their Iyvyng and fuftentacion conveniently, 
fer their good Prayers in the Honor of God and Saynt 
Geo>ge, of the which the Charges and Privil gee hereafter 
fhall be declared folowyng : The Ordynance,of the Of- 
ficers and of their Ele&on is ortfened, as of the Presen- 
tation 
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tacion of the Cannons, fo that all^ay the Election (hall 
abyde to the faid Soverayne ; and it is agreed that the 
rore Knyghces (hall have their Mantells of Scarlett, and a 
ocuchion of the Armes of Saynt George, without a Gamer. 

XVII. item , It is agreed. That every Knyghte of the 
faid Company (hall leave his Mantell within the faid 
College, for any Today ne Chaunfes that myght happen, 
for to kepe, holdc and obferve, all fuche Ordenances, 
Precepts and Commaun dements, which may be advyfed 
in Chapter by the faid Sovereign. The which Soverayne, 
by the Confent and Agrement of fix Knyghres of the faid 
Order, may at all Tymesand Places, at his Pleafure, Sum- 
mon and make to be kepte Chaptre for all fuche Caufes, 
as it (hall pleafe to the faid Soverayne to name, towchiog 
the faid Order. 

XVIII. Item , It is agreed. That if it fortune, that any 
of the faid Companye (hulde come within eleven Myle of 
the Caftell, that he (hall goo in, if he may, for the Honor 
of the Place, if he be not bufied or lett by fome jufte 
Caufe, and that he take his Mantell before he entre* within 
the faid Chappell ; and alfoo that be enter not in, but he 
have his Mantell upon hym 5 and the Cannons there 
beyng prefent for that tyme, (hall come to recey ve hym, 

* • and devotly (hall bring hym into the laid 

Divine Chappel ; and if it be in tyme ot * Made, he 
(hall tarr y an j h ei|rc Malfc in the Honor of 
God and of Saynt George ; and if it be at Aftemone, he 
(hall come in, in manner abovefaid ; and there (hall be 
faid by the Cannons tie Pmfundis , for all Criftcn Sowles, 
and there fhall offer and returne to his Stalle ; and if any 
of the faid Companye ride thcrowgh the Town, and wyU 
not offer as agreed, that upon bis Obedience for every 
tyme that he faileth, he (hall goe one Myle a Fore from 
the faid Chappell unto the faid Place, in Honor of Saynt 
George ; and alio for every tyme that he (hall fo fayle, he 
(hall gy ve a Gxcte for his Offrynge; the which diftance, 
for to come nygh unto the faid Caftell, is two Myles 
allonly nild no more. 

XIX. Item, it is accorded the thirty fecond Yere of 
our Soverayne Lorde Kyrge Henry VIII. by the Grace of 
God, Ky nge of Evglcnde and of Fraunce , Defen for of the 
Faithe, Lorde of Irhnd, (*c. upon Saynt Gjro'ge's Day, 
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the twenty third Day of Aprill, at a Chapter Holden 
the Paleys of tVeftminfler, by the Soverayne and the Com- 
rnnyons of the laid Noble Order then there aflembledT; 
That- as fone as the deth of any of the Company of the (aid 
Order (hall be certcynly knowen, every of the reft, bcyng 
no Strangiers, (hall, accordyng to the rates of their De- 
grees hereafter fpecified, immediately, upon a demande to 
be made for the fame by the Regifter and the Dean, or 
one of them, t6 be by one of thekn employed in Aulmes 
Deeds, as in mendyng of High Wayes, or fuch other 
Workes of Charitie, as the Kyng’s Majeftie from tyme 
to ty me (hall lymite andappoynte, the feverall Somes of 
Money enfuyng. Furft* The Soverayne, eight Pounds 
fix Shillings and eight Pence ; a King of another Realme, 
fix Pounds thirteen Shillings and four Pence; the Prince, 
five Pounds fixteen Shillings and eight Pence ; a Duke, 
five Pounds ; a Marquefs, three Pounds fifteen Shillings ; 
an Erie, fifty Shillings ; ? Vifconte, forty one Shillings and 
eight Pence ; a Baron, thirty three Shillings and four Pence; 
a Bacheler Knyghte, fixteen Shillings and eight Pence. 
Of all Which Somes thus to be receyved, the laid Dean and 
Regefter, or eyther of them, (ball yerely, at the Chapter, 
prefeni his Accompte to the Kyng’s Majeftie, with his 
true and jufte declaration of disburlyng agayne, and de- 
fraying ot the fame. In that Caufe the Partie Whole* 
Pcrcyon (hall apere to be unpayde, lhall in the Name of a 
Payne add unto his former Dutye another thirde parte of 
the fame, and fo for every Ycre that he (hall be behynde, 
to pay a thirde parte more than he (huld pay if he (hold 
fatisfye his Ordinary, accordyng to the rate before exprcf- 
fed ; and if the Dean or Regifter, or any of them, (hall 
not at every fuche Chapter prefent the Certificate of the 
Receipts and Payments in fourme aforefaid, whereby the 
fame nuy apere to the Soverayne and Companyons of the 
Order then prefent, or at the leeft he in whome the de- 
fawlt (hall reft, (hall in the Name of a Payne contente 
and paye immediately, to be employed abowte like pur- 
pofe as afore, the Some of ten Pounds for every fuch dc- 
taiilte. 

XX. lum y It is agreed, That if any of the (aid Com- 
panye die, that the Soverayne or bis Deputic, after that 
they lhall have certification of his Deth, lhall be boundc 
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for to fend and gyve knowlege by thcr Letters to all the 
Felowlhip of the laid Order, beyng within England e 9 for 
to come and be wich the faid Soverayne or his Deputie, 
in what place foever it be, where it (hall plea fe hym to 
afEgne, convenyently within fix Wckys after the certi- 
fication of the Deih or Deceafe of the faid Knyghte ; 
the which allfoo affembied, or at the left fix, with the 
Sovcrayne or his Deputie abovclaid, every of them that 
there (hall be prefent come to the Ele&ion, (hall name 
nine of the worthieft and fufficiem Knyghtes withoute Re- 
proffe that he (hall knowe, Subje&es to the laid SoveJ 
teyne, or others, fo be that they holde no contrary Partic 
or be agaynft hym ; that is to witt, three Dukes, three Mar- 
quefi, Erles, or of greater Aftate, three Barons, or Bane- 
rettis, and three Bacbelers ; the which denominations the 
che'rff Prelate of the faid Order (hall wryte ; that is to 
witt, the Bylhop of Pf yncheftcr for the tyme^beyng, or in 
his abfence the Chaunceler, or the Dean, or Regifter, or 
the moofte auncient Refidencer of the faid College in their 
abfence, and the denominacion foo done by all, or fix at 
the leeft, by hym that have Written (hall be (hewed to 
the faid Soverayne or co his Deputie, that then (hall Chofe 
of them that be named he that (hall have the mooft Voyces, I 
and alfo he that the Soverayne (hall exteme to be mooft 
Honorable to the fayde Order, and mooft profitable to his 
Crowne and to his Realme. And if there be any Knyght 
of the faid Order that doth fayle for to come co the faid 
Ele&ion, if he be not lett by a jufte Caufe, and that the 
faid caufe of his Excufe (hewed under his Seal of Armes, 
be founde by the Soverayne or his Deputie to be jufte and 
reafonable, then his Excufe to be accepted and allowed ; 
and that if his Caufe be not jufte, and that he come not 
to the Seremonies above-named, it is agreed that he (hall 
Paye to the Warden of the College for to fynge for hym 
that is departed, twenty Shillirgs Sterling; and at his nexte 
comyng to the Chapter, he (hall not be before the Sove- 
rayne or his Depurie and the Company ; and (hall knele 
upon the Grrundc in the myddes of the Chapter, untyll 
the tyme that he be reconfiled by the Soverayne or his 
Depurie and the (aid Companye. 

XXI. Item, It is agreed, That if any Knyghte uf the faid 
Companye fliulde depane, ard another is Cholen and 
Eledte, he (hall have fone after bis Ele&ion the Garter, 
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in fignyfyeng tliat he ys one of the Knyghres and Felowes 
of the Order of the Garter, and bis Robe and Hode (hall 
be delivered hym in the Chapter-Houfe incontinently, af- 
ter that his Commiflion hath been red before the 5ove- 
rayne or his Depurie and the Companye, and after that 
(hall be led by two Knyghtes of the faid Order, accom- 
panied with the other Noblemen, and the Officers of the 
Order (hall alfo be prefent, and his Mantell (hall be borne 
before hym by one of the Knyghtes of the (aid Order, or 
by the KyngarArmes of the Order. The which Man- 
tell (hall be delyvered to hym for his Habir, after that he 
Stall have made his Oth before his Stalle, and not before. 
And this done, he (ball retorne into the Chapter-Houfe, 
where he (ball refey ve, by the Soverayne or his Deputie, 
the Coler, and foo he (hall have the full Pofledion of his 
Habit holelyy except great Prynces Strangers, the which 
may recey vc their Habit holely within the Chapter-Houfe, 
as it hath been ufed and accuftomed in tymes pafte, foe 
the (hortenyng of tyme. And if he die before he have re- 
cey ved hys Habit, he (hall not be named one of the Found- 
ers, feyng that he lacketh to have full Pofleffion of his 
Aftate : But he (ball have the one halfe of the Made* 
above-named for the delyverance of the Garter, and none 
other thynge above it. And if he foo Chofen come not 
in all good diligence, after the reception of the faid 
Garter in the faid Place to bewailed, and in fpecyalljr 
within the Yere of his Eledion, if he be a Knyghre 
dwellyng within the Realme, and hath none Excufe rea-. 
(onable, allowable, and acceptable to the (aid Soverayne 
or his Deputie and the Company ; then the Ele&ion 
(hall be voyd of hym, and the Soverayne or his Deputie 
* and the Companye, (ball goo and make another new 
Ele&ion, and peyther rhe Banner, the Sworde, nor the 
Helmet, nor Creft, of hym fo Cholen, be put upon his 
Stalle within the Caftell before his commyng ; to the endo 
that if he come not, his faid Hachementes, as Banner, 
Sworde, Helmer, be not taken down nor avoied, but 
honefly put ouie of the Qjiyer, and the read of other 
thyngs (hill abyde, to the profitt and ule of the faido 
Order. 

XXII. Item, It is agreed, That if any of the Dukes,' 
Marques, Erles, Vizcontcs, Barons, Bandrettis, or Ba- 
chclcrs die ; that he ch»c (hall come after and fuccede in 
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his place and rome, be he Duke, MarqueGs, Erie, Vir^ 
conte, Baron, Baneret, Bacheler, or any of the Aftates 
above-named, he (hall have the felffe fame Stalle his Pre- 
deceffor had, and (hill not change it, without he have 
efpeciali Licenfe or Warrant of the laid Soverayne, allwayes 
all Emperours, Kyngs, and Prynces, be excepted, the 
which (hall kepe and holde theyr Stalles after thcyr A- 
ftate, and very ncxte unto the Soverayne ; and then by 
this meane a Duke (hall take the Stalle of a Bacheler, and 
a Bacheler the Stalle of a Duke, in (igne and knowlege 
of the fyrft Founders. 

,XX1I I. Item, If there be any Place or Stalle voyde^ 
the Soverayne at his Pleafure may advance and tranflate, 
by his fpccial Licenfe, any Knyghte of the faid Corn- 
panye in the faid Sulle, fo be it that it be more hyer then 
the Stalle that he was in afore ; alfo the Soverayne onys 
in his Lyffe may, if it pleafe hym, make a general Tran* 
flation of all the States at his pleafure, excepte the Em* 
perours, Kyngs, Prynces, and Dukes ; the which allwey 
(hall kepe ther Places and Stalles, if not that they be 
tranllated in more hyer Rome and Stalle, in the which 
rranflacion the long contynuance in the Ordre, and the 
praifes, worrhynes, and Merites of the Knyghtes ought 
to be confidered and remembred ; the which Knyghtes 
from hensforth in goyng and fyttyng at all tymes, that 
they (hall were their Mantells, (hall kepe their Places 
after the Order of their Stallis, and not after their Aftatis, 
as is aforefaid. 

XXIV. Item , It is agreed, That all the Felowis above- 
faid, at their fyrft commyng in, (hall gyve every of them 
a certayne Somme, after their Aftate, for the cntertayn- 
yng and mayntenance of the Cannons and pore Knyghtes 
dwellyng in the faid Place, and for the Aimes Dedes that 
is there , perpetually ordenyd ; that is to witt, the Sove- 
rayne fourty Markes, a Stranger Kyng twenty Pounds, 
the Prynce twenty Markes, every Duke ten Pounds, 
every Marques eight Pounds fix Shillings and eight Pence, 
every Erie ten Markes, every Vizconte five Pounds fix- 
teen Shillings and eight Pence, every Baron and Baneret, 
five Pounds, every Bacheler five Markes ; and their 
Baners, Hclmetts, Creftis, and Swordis, (halle not be 
fet over their Stalles untyll the • tyme that they have 
payd, at their encryng, the forefaid Sommes, every one 
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after his Aftate and Degree whereof he is j and that is 
to witt, the Soverayne is bounde to pay for every Stranget 
that (hall he Chofen and ele&e, when he (hall be ftalled in 
his propre Parfon, Or by procurement or Attornay, and 
thefe Gyftes be gieven,to the entent that every one of them 
that (hall entre into the Ordre, be more worthy to have 
the Name, Title and Privelege of one of the Founders of 
the, (aid Ordre. 

XXV. Item, It ys agreed, That every Knight within the 
Yere of his Stallation, (hall canfe to be made a Scoucbon 
of his Armes and Hachementis in a Plate of Metall, foche 
as (hall pleafe hym, and that it be fuerly fett upon the 
back of his Stall ; and die other that (hall come after, (hall 
have their Scocbons and Hachements in like manner ; but 
their Plates of Metall nor there Hachements (hall not be 
foo large nor foo greatte as they of the firft Founders 
were; excepte Strangers, which may ufe their. Plates and 
Faflrions at their PleaTure. 


XXVI. Item, It ys agreed, That noKnyght chofen and 
eledfe for to be Felow of the faid Noble Ordre, (hall not 
be ftalled by Procurement or Attornay, excepte he be a 
Scraunger, and may not well come hytber in his propre 
Parfon for to be ftalled, or other that is buffed withoute 
the Realme for the Affaires of the Soverayne, or by his 
Commandement and Lycence, as irys above declared. 

XXVII. Item, That every Knyght entryng in the faid 
Ordre, (hall Proraes and Swere faithfully to obferve and 
kepe the Poyntis and Articles that here followed] ; that is 
to witt, that to his trew Powre he (hall helpe, duryng his 
Lyffe, and duryng thetyme that he (hall be Felow of the 
faid Ordre, for to kepe, defende and fuftayne the Honor, 
Quarrelles, Rightes and Lordshippes of the Soverayne of 
the foid Ordre. 

Item, That with all his Powre he shall enforce hymfelfte 
and uke payne honorably to entertayne and augment the 
laid Ordre ; and if it happen hym for to know any thyngo 
that were imagyned or procured to the contrarye, of roe 
defence and refiftence of this, with all his trew Powre 
he shall put hymfelf in more gretter endevormem. 

■ Item, That well and trewly he shall accomplifshe and 
entertayne all the Statutis, Poyntis and Ordinances of the 
faid Ordre ; and of all this shall make a general! Othe, 
all and fo as though it were redde unto bym fro Payne to 
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Poyntj and Article to ..Article, and <hall quite the faid 
Othe to the Soverayne of the faid Ordre, or his Deputie, 
in fweryng and promifyng upon the Holye Gofpellis, fot 
to kepe them and eotertayne them withoute any fraude or 
delation. And upon this he (ball touche the Boke, and 
kyfle the CrofTe. 

Item, This done, the faid Knyght foo Cholen, with 
due Reverence, (hall receyve the Garter j thfc whiche the, 
Sovcrayne or his- Deputye shall put it ahoute his left Leg, 
in faying thefe Words : ** Sir, The lovyng Cotnpanye of 
“ the Ordre of the Garter hath receyved you theyr Bro- 
“ ther. Lover, and Felow ; and in token and knowlegt 
u of this, they gyve you and orefertt you this prefent 
*' Garter ; the whiche God wyll that you receyve and 
“ were from hensforth to his Praife ana Pleafure, and to 
“ the Exaltacion and Honor of the faid Noble Order, and 
“ of your felf. 

XXVIII. Item, It is agreed. That in cafe that the So- 
yerayne be out of the Coatrey, to the whiche be cannot 
in propre Parfon do that shall appertayne to the Stalla- 
tion j he may gvye Powre and Audiorite, by his Letters 
of Commifiion, to two of the Felows, or to dyverfe, for 
to exercife it in his Name. 

XXIX. Item, It is agreed, That a common Sell, a Sig- 
net of the Arms of the Ordre be made, the which shall 
reft in the cuftodi and kepyng of the Chanceler of the 
Ordre, or of fuch a Knyghte and Felow of the faid Or- 
dre as shall pleafe the Soverayne to name and afiigne j 
and if he that (hall have the Seales in kepyng or cnftodi, 
shulde departe or goo forth for any caule twenty Miles 
fan* from the Soverayne,' then he shall deliver the faid 
Seals to the Soverayne, or to fuch Knyghte of the Ordre, 
or to any other Parfon that it shall pleafe the faid Sore* 
rayne for to ordeyne and appoynte j to the entent that at 
no tymc the faid Seals be oqt of the prefence of the feid 
Soverayne, he beyng within his Realme j and if be be 
owte of his Realme, the Signet shall (office for to Seal 
all fuche Adies and Wry tynges touchyng the faid Ordre* 
that there may be concluded and made. 

XXX. Item, It is agreed, That every Felow of the faid 
Ordre, from hensforth, shall have the Statutis of the (aid 
Ordre firft colledted and overfene by the Regifter, and 
after that fealed with the common Seal aforefaid : And if 
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the Knyghc will have any Artnes devyfed, 6r cognyfance 
made within the Boke of the (aid Statutes, then the 
(aid Boke shall be delyvered to the Kynge at Artnes of 
the Ordre, for newly to ordayne of it as it (hall apper- 
tayne j and tbeoriginal to be likewyfe figned arid fealed, 
the whicbe shall abyde in the Treafory of the faid College 
for evermore. 

XXXI. Item, It is agreed, That after the Death of eny ■ 
of the- Knyghteg of the faid Companye, his Executours 
shall be bounde for to fende agayae, and to delyver, the 
Statutes of the faid Ordre within three Monetbes after, if 
fo be that the Statutes hath been delivered unto hyai by 
the Soverayne, or to bis charge j the which Statutes shall 
be delivered agayn to. the Warden or Regifttr of the faid 
College, or to one. of the principal Officers for the tyme 

'iScxn. Item, It is agreed. That none of the Knygbtes 
of Saynt George, of the faid Companye of the Garter, shall 
not goo oute of the Contrey nor Dominion of the Sove- 
rayne, without havyng Leave and >Lifence of the Sove, 
rayne j and therefore it is agreed, That if eny Viago b« 
made, or any other notable A&e, appcrtaynyng to (be 
Honor of Knyghtbod 5 the (aid Soverayne, of his Graced 
for the great Love, Favor and Confidence that he beares 
towarde the Knyghres of the faid Ordre, will prefarre, ad- 
vance and prpfent the faid Felowes and Knyghtes of th« 
Order of Saynt George before all other; 

XXXIII. Item, That none of the Knyghtes of the faid 
Ordre (hall not Anne themielves the one againfi: the other, 
but in the Wanes of his Soverayne Lorae, in his right 
and jufte Quarell ; and if it shulde happen that any of 
the (aid Ordre were retayned with any Lorde, and hold- 
yng his Partie and Quarell, and the adverfati Partie dei 
fireth alfoo to have another Felowe of the faid Ordre with 
bym ; In this cafe fuch a Knyght and Felowe shall not 
be reuyned, but may excufe hym from all fnche thynges, 
becaufe his Felowe is armed againft hym on the othet 
(yde, and was retayned before bym ; and every Knyghc 
of the faid Ordre shall be bounde to excepte when he 
shall be retayned, that he may be bolely difehargyd from 
bis' Servyce of Warre, if any of the Felowshipp before hym 
retayned or holdyng the contrary and adverfari Pactye > 
and if he that i§ fecond retayned, know that any of his 
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Felowes be retayned before hym, and armed with ht) 
alverfari Panye } Then he that is (econde retayned, at the 
fyrfte knowledge that he (hall have thereof (hall be bonade 
to exoife hym toward his Maifter, and . leave that 
QfarelJ. 

XXXIV. Item, That all the Lyceodt.gyven to the 
Knyghtes of the (aid Ordre that goo oute of the Realme, 
for to feke and obtayne Honor j and all Certifications or 
fendynge Letters and Writynges condernyng the (aid 
Ordre, from hensforth (hall be Sealed with one of the 
Seales of the faid Ordre. 

XXXV. Item, It is agreed, That if eny Knyght of the 
faid Ordre, for his Devotion, wyll dwell within the laid 
Caftell contynuaJly; there- (hall be ordeny'd for. hym a 
dwellyng Place convenient^ by the Affigoment of the So* 
verayne, and he of his prapre Goods, and at bis Coftes 
and Charges, (hall provyde for hys Lyveyng. 

XXXVl. Item, If any other Kjiyght, not beyng of the 
faid Ordre, httthe any wytt to dwdfe there for his Devo- 
cion j there (hall be ordened for hym a dwellyng Place, 
after the Wyll and Pleafitre of the faid Soverayne, and 
with the Confentement of the faid Company. 

- XXXVII. Item , It is Ordened, That yf any Knyght, or 
other Parfon, wylle gyve any Landes, Heritage, or Rentes, 
for to be participant of all tbe good Orayfons and Prayers 
that (hall be faid in tbe iayde Place, alfo his Name 
(hall be regiftred, and the Canons and pore Knyghts 
(hall Pray perpetually onto God for hvm ; and alto the 
faid Deane, warden, and Canons of me faid College, 
from hensforth, (hall not take any maner of Charge upon 
the faid College, withoute the Advyfe and Confememeoc 
of the fayd Soverayne, or his Depntye, and the Felow- 
fliip of the fayd Order, in Prefence, and by them con- 
cerned and agreed in playne Chapter. 
f XXXVIII. Item, For to have better knowledge of 
the Knyghtes that (hall be of tbe faid Order, the Sove- 
rayne of it willyth and ordenetb, by the Willes and Con- 
fentement of all tbe bole Company, that from hensforth, 
that every Knyght of the faid Ordre (hall have and were
